A FABRIC FOR TROPICAL WEAR. 


THE BRITISH MEDICAL JOURNAL says:—‘ Upon the whole we are inclined to regard it ae a 
successful attempt to solve a by no means easy problem, attention having been duly paid both to the require- 
ments of medical science and to the practical needs of travellers.” 


THE ARMY AND NAVY GAZETTE, October 14, 1905 :—‘‘ A good deal of attention has been directed 
recently in the Press to the best means of protection from heat in tropical climates, and the idea, which at 
first sight seems anomalous, has been propounded that red clothing or red-lined fabrics should be used to 
tect the body from the actinic rays of the sun, as the sensitive plate is protected by photographers. 
matter is one of considerable importance to soldiers, many of whom have to pass prolonged periods in hot 
countries. The idea was sake by Anglo-Indian physicians of the last century, and Colonel Maude 
has told the readers of The P ali Gazette what benefit he has experienced personally in using red-lined 
clothing, and how difficalt he has found it to convince the authorities of facts that were scientifically demon- 
strable. To the same paper Meaars. Ellis & Johns, who have introduced a special red or orange fabric for use 
in tropical climates, have written pointing out that the iden was not ‘made in Germany,’ as the previous cor- 
respondence had suggested. Indeed, they say that their fabrics were Syprare two years ago by the Colonial 
Otic for the use of otficers appointed to hot countries. The question of health and comfort is of such import- 
anceto the Army that we hope the military authorities will inquire intoit. The problems concerned are certainly 
not easy of solut on, but our excellent contemporary, The British Medical Journal, considers that a consider- 
able step has been made to the solution of the difficulty, and no effort should be left untried to secure the 
health and comfort of His Majesty's servants, compelled, as soldiers are, to live in tropical climates.’’

Tue first separate organisation in this country for the central administration of 
Colonial affairs was a Committee of the Privy Council appointed by Order in 
Council of 4th July, 1660, ‘‘for the Plantagons.” On the lst December, 1660, a 
separate ‘‘ Council of Foreign Plantations” was created by Letters Patent. 

_ It may be interesting to state that on the 28th of Pebeuary, 1671, Evelyn’s 

records the author’s appointment as a member of this Council, with 
‘a salary of £500 per annum to encourage me.’ 

In September, 1672, the Council was united, by Letters Patent, to the Council 
for Trade, and was henceforward known as the ‘‘ Council of Trade and Plantations.” 
It was suppressed on 21st December, 1677, and its functions, which had been much 
neglected, were transferred to the Privy Council. It was re-constituted in 1695, 
and continued to exist until 1782, ut which date it consisted of eight Members of 
Parliament, who received a salary of £1,000 per annum each. 

The affairs of India were placed under its charge in 1748, and remained so 
until the establishment of the Board of Control in 1784. From 1768 Colonial 
affairs have been dealt with by a Secretary of State. 

The office of Secretary to the Sovereign dates at least from the reign of 
Henry III. There was one principal Secretary only (who was already called 
Secretary of State) down to 1539, when a eecond was appointed. From 1708 to 
1746 a third Secretaryship existed, dealing exclusively with Scotland. 

In 1768, a Secretary of State for the American, or Colonial Department, was 
appointed, in addition to the two principal Secretaries of State then existing ; but 
the commissions to the Council of Trade and Plantations continued to run as 
before. Both the Council and the New Secretary of State's Department were 
abolished in 1782 by Burke’s Act, 22 Geo. ITI., cap. 82, on the loss of the United 
States. 

By this Act power was given to delegate to a Committee of the Privy Council 
all the functions hitherto exercised by the Council of Trade and Plantations, and 
by Order in Council of 11th September, 1782, circular instructions were sent to 
the Governors of the Plantations to transmit their returns and accounts to the 
Privy Council. Pending the appointment of a Committee, Colonial affairs were 
dealt with by a subordinate branch of the Home Department, styled the 
Plantations Branch. 

At this time the duties of the two principal Secretaries of State were divided 
into “ Home” and “ Foreign”; the affairs of Ireland devolving on the Home 
Department, which now undertook also those of the Colonies. 

In 1784, by Order in Council of 5th March, a “Committee for Trade and 
Foreign Plantations ” was appointed in pursuance of Burke’s Act, and the new 
body was reorganised and placed upon a definite footing by the subsequent Orders 
of 22nd August and 25th August, 1786. The business hitherto dealt with by 
the Plantations Branch of the Home Office was transferred to this Committee. 

At its commencement in 1793, the affairs of the French War were managed 
by the Home Department, but in 1794 Mr. Dundas (afterwards Lord Melville), 
who was then the Secretary of State dealing with the Home affairs of the Depart- 
ment, was appointed ‘‘Secretary for War,” and also nominally Secretary of State 
for the Colonies; but the Departments of War and the Colonies were not 
actually united until 1801, when Lord Hobart was created Secretary of State for 
the War and Colonial Department. From 1794 the “Committee for Trade and 
Foreign Plantations” (now known as the Board of Trade) gradually ceased to 
have any connection with Colonial affairs. 
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From the conclusion of the French War the attention of the Secretary of 
State was chiefly occupied with the Colonies, and he was usually designated as 
Secretary of State for the Colonies. In 1854 a fourth principal Secretaryship of 
State was created, the Secretaryship for War ; the affairs of the Colonies have 
since constituted the entire charge of a principal Secretary of State. When the 
third Secretaryship of State was created in 1794 he had only one Under Secretary 
assigned to his Department. In 1806 an additional Under Secretary was appointed, 
thus bringing his establishment to the level of the Home and Foreign Depart- 
ments. This appointment was discontinued after the end of the French War, but 
was re-established in 1825. This second Under Secretaryship is held by an officer 
changing with the Government. An Assistant Under Secretary was appointed 
in 1847, and a Legal Adviser was added in 1867, and made an Assistant Under 
Secretary in 1870. A third Assistant Under Secretary was appointed in 1874, 
and a fourth in 1898. A new post, that of Assistant to the Legal Assistant 
Under Secretary, was created in 1897. The new offices in Downing Street were 
occupied in 1876. 

The Staff of the Colonial Office is shown at pages xii-xiv. The Under 
Secretaries, Assistant Under Secretaries, and Assistant to the Legal Assistant 
Under Secretary, are Staff Officers selected by the Secretary of State. The 
Clerical Staff is recruited after competitive examinations (Class I., and Second 
Division) held by the Civil Service Commissioners, from whom particulars can be 
obtained.

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THE CROWN AGENTS FOR THE COLONIES, 


The Crown Agents for the Colonies act as commercial and financial agents in this country for all 
the Crown Colonies, for the government of which the Secretary of State is, by the necessities of their 
constitution, ultimately responsible. [C. 3075, p. 8.] They receive instructions directly from the 
Colonial Governments, but are supervised by the Secretary of State in matters of importance, 
or when any question of pee has to be decided. The Colonial Regulations, 272-82, lay down 
the conditions under which the Crown Agents comply with requisitions from the Colonies. 

Down to 1833 each Colony specs its own agent in London, but in that year all the agencies were 
consolidated into one office, with the exception of six agents, who continued for a time to represent 
some of the West Indian Governments, ull account of the origin and functions of the Crown 
Agents will be found in a paper presented to Parliament in August, 1881. [C. 3075.] Further 
information is given in the Secretary of State’s circular despatch of the 26th of February, 1904, 
and the memorandum on the Spare and duties of the Crown Agents enclosed therein. The Colonies 
which have received phe feat le Government cannot avail themselves of the services of the Crown 
Agents, and have established agencies of their own, the addresses of which will be found below. 
Newfoundland has, however, not established an accney 

The Crown Agents are paid by fixed salaries settled by the Secretary of State. These salaries and 
all the other exponses of their office, including pensions, are paid from a fund derived from the monies 
received from the Governments for which they act, in return for the services rendered ; the scale of 
their charges for the different classes of business they transact being fixed by the Secretary of 
State. The office being thus self-supporting no vote for it comes before the Imperial Parliament, but 


the accounts are audited by the Audit Office and are rendered to the Secretary of State.

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COLONIAL. GOVERNMENT EMIGRATION AGENCIES AT CALCUTTA. 


For the of meeting the wants of planters and others in certain Colonies Agencies have 
been established in India for over fifty years for the collection and despatch of natives of India to 
work as field labourers. 

There are at present two Government Agencies in Calcutta: one representing the Colonies of 
Trinidad, Jamaica, Mauritius and Fiji, and the other representing British Guiana and Natal. The 
officers in charge of both Agencies are members of the Colonial Civil Service, appointed by the 
Secretary of State. The staff of the Agencies is recruited locally in Calcutta, and their appointments 
are non-pensionable. 

Each Agency has a depét in its grounds, with accommodation for over 1,000 coolies, together 
with quarters for its staff, besides a hospital and a dispensary in charge of a resident native doctor. 

procedure connected with Colonial Emigration is controlled by Indian law, and the Agencies 
are in close touch with the Bengal and Indian Governments. 

The greatest care is exercised as to the medical fitness of the emigrants, who are passed, in the first 
instance, by the civil surgeon of their own districts as physically fit for service before they are 
brought down to Calcutta, where they are subjected to a further series of searching medical exami- 
nations prior to their embarkation for the colony. ‘Che supply of coolies varies greatly, as it depends 
entirely on the agricultural conditions prevailing in India at the time being, large numbers seeking 
. Par la in famine years, while in times of plenty coolies are niosated only with considerable 

: i: 


The first of the above agencies, which is situated in a compound of 20 acres, has a depét staff 
of 120. The sub-agents and recruiters in the districts number upwards of 300. Recruiting is carried 
on throughout Bengal, the united Provinces of Agra and Oudh, the Central Provinces, the Southern 
Punjab and Ajmir. 

In view of its situation on the River Hooghly, with a pier at which ooean-going vessels may 
be moored, the embarkations and. disembarkations for all Colonies take place at this depdét, some 
10,000 emigrants being despatched annually under average conditions. Considerable numbers 
of these people settle in the Colonies, about 4,000 to 5,000 only arriving in the annual return ships. 
The prosperity of the coolie in the Colonies is attested by the fact that the average savings pene 
by the emigrants arriving in each return ship amount approximately to the sum of 10,000/., and that 
the remittances made annually by emigrants in the Colonies to their friends in India aggregate 
several thousand pounds more.

Originally the scope of the office was confined to the British Colonies, and to those Colonies only 
which are agen tn the Tropics and are fields of emigration in the or sense ; but of late years it has 
been found necessary to widen the scope and to give information (though more limited in extent) not 
only as to certain Ghd es Colonies but also from time to time as to various foreign countries, and 
especially it has been found necessary to issue warnings in certain cases, 


In regard to forei countries, the Committeo derive their information almost entire iy , through the 
Foreign Office, from His Majesty’s representatives abroad. In regard to the British Colonies, they 
derive it partly from official, partly from unofficial sources,

It should be added that the office is in touch with the Labour Department of the Board of Trade, 
and supplies a column on labour in the Colonies to the monthly ‘‘ Labour Gazette,” 


The office has depdte or branches at the public libraries at Manchester and Swansea, and the 
Mitchel] Library at Glasgow. At these branches publications are on sale and inquiries are answered, 
the clerk in charge being pe a small fee by the Committee, but in most cases, including more 
than 1,100 free libraries an titutions in all parts of the kingdom, the Committee have simply sent 
notice-boards, together with an ample supply of their free posters and circulars. 

There are collections of the products of the various Colonies at the Imperial Institute, South 
Kensington, and information is given with regard to them which may be of interest to intending 
emigrants, 

The work of the office consists principally in answering the inquiries of the rer classes of 
emigrant, but an attempt has been made to meet the needs of other classes. In 1 13,250) letters 
were received, and 60,394 despatched ; and in 1905, 15,919 received, and 53,377 despatched. 

The total number of circulars distributed in 1905, including not only those given to applicants in 
person or by letter, but those sent to libraries, trade and other societies, and the press, was about 
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306,000. A number of applications from school teachers for the publications of the Committee 
seems to indicate an increasing interest in the Colonies among those occupied in education. 

The Board of Trade returns for 1905 show that 262,238 passengers left the United Kingdom for 
places out of Europe, as against 271,435 in 1904.

ROYAL BOTANIC GARDENS, KEW. 


Kew as a scientific establishment dates from 1759, when a Botanic, or as it was then called a Physic 
Garden was established by the Princess Augusta of Saxe- Gotha, Dowager Princess of Wales. 

It was energetically maintained by her son, George III., with the scientific assistance of Sir Joseph 
Banks, who was virtually, for the greater part of his life, director. Under his advice collectors were 
sent to all part of the world. The first New Holland plants were introduced during Cook’s voyages, 
1768-1780. At Sir Joseph Banks’s instance the system of inter-colonial exchange through Kew was 
commenced, which has been maintained ever since. The most memorable undertaking of this kind was 
the voyage of the Bownty (1787), for the purpose of introducing the bread-fruit tree oom the South 
Seas into the W. Indies. Nelson, the Kew collector, was amongst those sent adrift by the mutineers, 
and eventually died of the exposure. Another Kew gardener, James Hooper, who had Saateached to 
Lord Amherst’s Embassy to China, remained in Java, and was from 1817-30 Hortulanus of the 
celebrated Dutch Colonial Botanic Garden at Buitenzorg, which he helped to create. 

ae George III. and Sir Joseph Banks died in 1820, and the colonial and other work of Kew 

ished, ‘though it was not absolutely abandoned during the reign of George IV. and WilliamIV. In 
if the abolition of the whole establishment was contemplated by the Government. Public opposition 
led to the appointment of a Treasury Committee, the report of which was presented to Parliament in 
1840. The following pa pecegrenoe briefly defined the functions of the reorganised establishment :—‘‘A 
national garden ought to the centre round which all minor establishments of the same nature 
should be arranged . . From a garden of this kind Government would be able to obtain 
authentic and official information on points connected with the founding of new colonies; it would 
afford the plants there required, without ite being necessary, as now, to apply to the officers of private 
establishments for advice and assistance.” 

These recommendations having been adopted by the Government, Sir W. J. Hooker, F.R.S., was 
appointed Director in 1841 to carry them out. A close connection between Kew and the Colonial and 
India Offices immediately sprang up. A scheme for a complete series of Colonial Floras was 
sanctioned in 1856, and has been steadily prosecuted. Kew serves to a large extent as an advanced 
horticultural school. Special attention is given to the preparation of gardeners for Colonial and 
Indian service, in which some 100 men, trained at Kew, are now in official employment. 

Relations with the botanical institutions of the self- -governing colonies are maintained by semi- 
official correspondence. With those of colonies more directly under the control of the Colonial Office 
the connection is closer. In 1902, the Director,was given the title of ‘‘Botanical Adviser to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies.” 

Colonial botanical institutions fall roughly into three classes. Those of the first class are usually, 
like Kew, administered by a scientific director; those of the second class by a skilled superintendent : 
the third class consists of ‘‘ Botanic stations.” These last are small and inexpensive gardens, devised 
in 1885, in order to afford practical instruction in the cultivation of tropical crops, and were intended to 
develop the agricultural resources at first of the smaller West Indian islands, and subsequently (1887) 
of British possessions in Tropical Africa. Each isin chargeof a Curator, who is a gardener trained at Kew

Tobago, Grenada, St. Vincent, St. Lucia, Barbados, Dominica, Montserrat, Antigua, St. Kitts-Nevis, 
and the Virgin Islands. 

The present Commissioner (Sir Daniel Morris, K.C.M.G.) was formerly Director of the Botanic 
Department in Jamaica for twelve years, Assistant Director of the Royal Gardens, Kew, and acted 
as Scientific Adviser to the Royal Commission.

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PART IT.—INTRODUCTION. 


THE British Colonial Empire comprises forty-nine distinct and independent Governments. But in 
addition to these organised communities, there are a number of scattered dependencies under the 
dominion or protection of the King which do not posseas regularly formed administrations, and vast 
territories controlled by British Companies. 


Of the forty-eight Administrations twelve, viz, Canada, Newfoundland, Cape Colony, Natal, the 
Australian Commonwealth, the six Australian States, and New Zealand, have elected Assemblies and 
responsible Governments ; the constitutional position of the other thirty-seven is as follows :— 


1. No Legislative Council. Legislative power delegated to the officer administering the 
Government (10).

The greater portion of the Colonial Empire has accrued within comparatively recent times, though 
the first attempt at Colonial settlement, that of Sir Humphrey Gilhert in Newfoundland, was made as 
early as 1583. The end of the seventeenth century saw us in ession, in addition to the New 
England States, only of St. Helena, two slave-trading stations at the Gambia and the Gold Coast, the 
Bermudas, Jamaica, Barbados, and several of the minor West Indian Islands, and of New Brunswick, 
Nova Scotia, and Prince Edward Island on the continent of America. Until the great wars which 
marked the second half of the eighteenth century, we made but little is Pare in territorial acquisition. 
The States of New England, and the steadily increasing business of the East India compen , afforded 
sufficient outlet for our colonising energy ; but when the progress of the Seven Years’ War brought us 
into collision with France in North America and India, we were fairly launched on our definite career of 
colonial extension. The peace of 1815 left us with most of the West Indies, South Africa, and a free 
hand in India, North America, and the Pacific. During the reign of Victoria we occupied Natal, 
British Bechuanaland, Basutoland and the Transkei, Zululand, British Columbia and the wide North- 
West Territories of the Canadian Dominion, as well as Australia, New Zealand and Tasmania, British 
New Guinea and North Borneo. We have also acquired by cession Labuan, Lagos, the greater 
portion of the Gold Coast, and Fiji, and we have acquired by arrangement Cyprus and the basin of 
the Niger, besides countless smaller possessions. During 1890 enormous additions were made to the 
Empire in Africa, as a result of the arrangements with Germany, France, and Portugal for the 
delimitations of their respective Paonia bay and spheres of influence in that continent, and we now 
actually — or have the indisputable right to acquire, nearly 24 million square miles out of the 
total 11,700,000 square miles which Africa contains. A Protectorate was proclaimed over Amatongaland, 
now part of Natal, in 1895. Between 1895 and 1898 large tracts of territory within the British sphere 
in Africa were occupied. In 1898 Weihaiwei was obtained on lease from China, as well as an 
extension of British Kowloon. In 1899, by an arrangement with Germany, certain of the Solomon 
Islands were transferred to the British sphere of interest. The Orange River Colony and the Transvaal 
were annexed in 1900. In the same year Tonga, in the Western Pacific, came under British 
protection, and the Cook Islands, Savage Island, and other small islands were annexed. 


Including India the Empire now extends over 11 millions of square miles, or 91 times the area of the 
Mother Country. The area of the Colonial Empire alone is more than /80 times that of the United 
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Kingdom, but it has a eo dah if we exclude the vast territories in Africa whose population is 
unknown, of only some 27 millions, as compared with the 40 millions at home. 


Of the total Colonial area of 10 million sq. miles, the self-governing Colonies cover about 7 million 
sq. miles, inhabited by a population of 15 millions, so that the area more or less under the direct 
authority of the Home Government amounts to 3 million sq. miles, with a population of about 12 
yeas excluding unascertained population as above. All but about 360, sq. miles of this is in 

ca. 


With a population so small in proportion to the vast area, and the facilities that now exist for the 
interchange a eee there are naturally but few towns of oonsiderable size in the Colonies, and 
though in Ca and Australia and the Cape there are some oonsiderable manufactures, the products 
consist mainly of raw materials. Only about 40 towns have a population of more thanthirty thousand. 
The aggregation of the population of Australia in the four large towns, Melbourne, Sydney, Adelaide, 
and Brisbane, is very remarkable, more than one-third of the population of the Australian continent 
being crowded into them. This appears to be mainly due to the development of the external trade of 
Australasix, which is concentrated in these towns. 


In the self-governing Colonies complete provision has been made not only for elementary educati 
but also for secondary and higher instruction. In all of them primary instruction is compulsory, and 
in Canada, Victoria, and New Zealand also free. Extensive provision has also been made for 
secondary and technical education and higher education provided for by the establishment of the 
following chartered and amply endowed Universities empowered to grant degrees, McGill College and 

ing’s College, Montreal, Trinity College, Toronto, and Bishop’s College, eee Laval University, 
Que Sydney, Melbourne, Adelaide, and New Zealand Universities, and the University of the Cape 
of Good Hope ; besides many other endowed Colleges in Canada and Australia. 


In the other Colonies, as will be seen from the following pages, education has not been neglected, 
though, with inferior resources and in most cases a mixed population, the provision for this purpose 
falls short of the standard in the more favoured Colonies. ere are endowed Colleges in Barbados, 
erat een Ceylon, and Mauritius, and a University in Malta established by the Knights 
of St. Jo in 17 e 


Regular and efficient steam mail services now exist with all Colonies, Mauritius and Seychelles 
were connected with the world’s cable system in November, 1893, Labuan and North Borneo 
in 1894, and St. Helena in 1899, and the Pacific cable, which was opened for traffic on 8th 
December, 1902, connected Fiji with Canada and Australia, so that all are in oonnection with the 
world’s telegraph system, except British Honduras, Tobago, Falkland Islands, and New Guinea, 
which have as yet no cables,

The exports to and imports from British Possessions, including India, represent between one-fifth 
and one-sixth of the whole trade of the United Kingdom. 


There is a steady flow of emigration from the United Kingdom to the Colonies. In 1837 only 35,264 
ns were entered as emigrants of British origin to the British Colonies, of whom 29,884 went to 
North America, and 5,054 to Australasia. With these figures may be compared those of 1897, in 
which year 85,324 emigrants left for the United States, 15,571 for Canada, 12,061 for 
Australasia and 21,109 for the Cape and Natal. In 1904, the emigrants to all countries numbered 
271,621, of whom 69,744 went to Canada, 146,445 to the United States, 13,910 to Australia and 
New Zealand, and 26,681 to British South Africa. 


Since 1870 the Imperial troops have been gradually withdrawn from all the self-governing Colonies, 
and now, with the exception of the garrisons of the naval stations at Halifax (Nova Seotia} and Cape 
Town, the land defence of these Colonies rests entirely on their local forces. Of the other 
Colonies, Gibraltar, Malta, Natal, Mauritius, Sierra Leone, St. Helena, Ceylon, Straits Settlements, 
Hong Kong, Barbados, Jamaica, Bermuda and Weihaiwei possess Imperial garrisons, and Cyprus 
has one company of a British regiment stationed in the island. The naval defence of the Empire 
still rests iaialy on the Imperial Navy, though Australia has made considerable provision for 
naval defence, and, as will be seen below, most of the self-governing Colonies make contributions towards 
the Imperial Navy. Fortifications have been erected at Cape Town, Freetown, St. Helena, Singapore, 
and Hong Kong, towards which the Imperial Government contributed about half of the total estimated 
cost. There are Imperial naval stations at Simon’s Bay, Trincomalee, Bermuda, Esquimault, Halifax, 
Malta, Gibraltar, Hong Kong, and Ascension, 


One of the most important events of recent years relating to the Colonies was the summoning of 
a Colonial Conference in London in 1887. 
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The most prominent question discussed was the organisation of Colonial Defence, and an important 
agreement was arrived at for the increase of the Australasian Squadron. Five fast cruisers and two 
torpedo gunboats were to be added to the squadron, the Colonies paying, for maintenance and 
depreciation of these vessels, 126,000/. per annum for ten years. All the Colonial Legislatures 
the necessary legislation for giving effect to this arrangement, and vessels were accordingly provided 
on service on the Australasian Station. 


During 1894 a Colonial Conference was held at Ottawa, on the invitation of the Dominion 
Government to consider the question of trade and communications between the Colonies, and 
between the Colonies and the Mother Country. Delegates attended from New South Wales, Victoria, 
Queensland, South Australia, Tasmania and New Zealand and from the Cape Colony, and i Sypteert 
resolutions were passed urging the removal of legislative or treaty obstacles to preferential tariff 
treatment within the Empire, the establishment of a mail service between Great Britain and Australasia, 
wid Canada, and the connection of Canada and Australasia by a cable under British control, A 
Committee of representatives of the Imperial and Colonial Government was appointed in 1896 to 
consider the question of this cable, and eventually the execution of the project was decided on and 
a Board constituted to manage the undertaking. e work of laying was commenced in 1902, and 
completed in the same year. 


The distinguishing event of the year 1897 was the celebration of the completion of the sixtieth 
year of Her Majesty’s reign. Early in the year invitations were addressed to the Prime Ministers 
of all the self-governing Colonies to attend the celebration in London as guests of the Queen. The 
Prime Ministers, eleven in number, accepted and attended. Advantage was taken of their presence 
to hold a conference between them and the Secretary of State for the discussion of various questions 
of common interest. The proceedings were private, but a summary was presented to Parliament 
(C. 8596, July, 1897), in which were published the opening address by Mr. Chamberlain, setting 
forth the subjects of discussion, a short statement by Mr. Goschen on the question of naval defence, 
with special reference to the Australian naval agreement, and the resolutions arrived at by the 
Conference. It was generally agreed that the meeting had been most conducive to the interests of 
the Empire, and that it would be well to hold similar meetings in the future when occasion offered. 
The matter of Imperial defence received much attention, and an offer was made by Sir J. Gordon 
Sprigg, on behalf of Cape Colony, to present a first-class battleship as a contribution to the British 
navy—for which a contribution in money was afterwards substitute 


The consolidation of the Empire was advanced during 1898 by the institution of a penny postage 
rate between most of the countries included in the Empire, which came into operation on Christmas 
aN This reduction was decided on as a result of a Postal Conference held in London in June and 
July, 1898, and chiefly at the instance of Canada. At the same conference a reduced rate for parcel 
post was agreed on between the United Kingdom and many of the Colonies, and was adopted from the 

of January, 1899. 


In 1899 war broke out in South Africa. Large contingents were dispatched from Australasia and 
Canada to take part in the campaign. The course of the war is summarised in the acoount of the 
‘* Transvaal.” Peace was concluded in 1902. 


In 1900, the Australian Commonwealth Constitution Act was passed in the Imperial Parliament, and 
on the lst January, 1901, the union of all the colonies on the continent, with Tasmania, was established. 
T.R.H. the Duke and Duchess of York visited the States of the Commonwealth in 1901, and the Duke 
opened the first Session of the Parliament amid the greatest enthusiasm. The royal tour was 
subsequently extended to South Africa and North America. 


Advantage was taken of the presence in London of the Prime Ministers of the self-governing Colonies 
in connection with His Majesty’s Coronation to discuss with them various important questions of 
general interest, especially the political and commercial relations of the Empire and ite naval and 
military defence. In the reanlt: a very considerable improvement was arranged, subject to the 
ghia of the Parliaments concerned, in the terms of the Australasian Naval Agreement, by which 
the effectiveness of the squadron to which it relates, as part of the naval force of the Empire, will be 
greatly increased, and the amount of the Colonial contribution towards the maintenance of the 
=e re will be raised from 126,000/. a year to 240,000. The Premiers of Cape Colony and 

atal intimated their desire to increase their unconditional contributions to the Navy from Hi, 
and 12,0007: to 50,0002. and 35,0007. respectively. Newfoundland agreed to contribute 3,00. a year 
towards the expense of a branch of the Nan ben Navy Reserve established in the Colony, on the 
condition that the number should be raised to men. Various important resolutions were passed 
respecting commercial relations (see Cd. 1299). 


Mr. Chamberlain held the office of Secre of State for over eight years, a longer period 
than any of his predecessors except Lord thurst (1812-1827). His attention was closely 
engaged from first to last by South African affairs, from the difficult and delicate negotiations 
arising out of the Jameson Raid to the numerous problems involved in the creation of the 
new Colonies. In West Africa his administration was signalised by the acquisition of the territories 
of the Royal Niger Company, and the construction of railways in Sierra Leone, Gold Coast, 
and Lagos, the effect of which will be to increase ely the range of British commercial 
activity in these countries. In the West Indies much depression and misfortune had to be 
met, but urgent wants were relieved by Imperial grants, and the conclusion of the Sugar 
Bounties Convention, and the efforts to make more scientific use of the land and ita products, with 
the assistance of an Imperial Commissioner of Agriculture (Sir D. Morris, K.C.M.G.), will, it is hoped, 
bring about an improvement. In the Eastern Colonies there was a great increase of important 
public works, and a naval harbour on the coast of China was acquired at Weihaiwei. In Cyprus, 
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where since the British spr) ta in 1878 no important public work had been undertaken, the oon- 
struction of a harbour at Famagusta and of a railway from that place to Nicosia was taken in 
hand. Side by side with these undertakings should be mentioned the institution of the London 
and Liverpool Schools of Tropical Medicine—which have already combated malarial and other 
diseases so successfully as to make a very marked difference in the security of life in the tropical 
colonies, especially in West Africa. 

When Mr. A. Lyttelton succeeded to the office of Secretary of State, the new South African 
Colonies were experiencing the full measure of the difficulties attendant on the task of repairing the 
waste of war. e loan funds were being rapidly expended in meeting various claims and re-settling 
the country. In February, 1904, the Transvaal Legislative Council passed a Labour Importation 
Ordinance to late the introduction of Chinese labourers on the gold mines. The scheme, 
however, particularly the provisions as to the compounds, aroused considerable opposition in this 
country. A convention to give effect to it was concluded with China in May, and the shipment 
of labourers commenced immediately. 


A difficulty which had caused almost continual controversy for more than a century was settled 
ry the arrangement contained in the Anglo-French Convention with regard to Newfoundland. 

nder this, in consideration of concessions elsewhere, the French gave up their claim to the treaty 
shore, and admitted the concurrent and equal rights of the Newfoundlanders to the fishery. 


A movement came prominently forward in 1902 which will it is hoped add to the prodnction of the 
tropical Colonies and greatly increase their value to the Mother Country. The United States at 
present export eotton to the extent of about 200,000/. in value daily. The increasing magnitude 
of the demand, coupled with the fluctuating prices which have recently prevailed, render it highly 
desirable for this country to possess Colonial sources of production, and an association (British Cotton 
Growers’ Association) was formed in 1902 to encourage the production of cotton in various parts 
of the Empire, and obtained a Royal Charter in 1904. It is not unreasonable to hope that in 
time this staple, in which some three millions of the population of the United Kingdom are 
directly, and almost the whole indirectly, interested, will be largely produced in our own Colonies. 


The Earl of Elgin became Secretary of State on the formation of the Liberal administration at the 
end of 1905. On December 20th His Majesty’s Government decided to prohibit the issue of further 
licenses for the importation of Chinese into the Transvaal, pending a decision as to the grant of 
responsible government to that colony.

In 1906, the Commonwealth of Australia agreed to accept, without surcharge, letters from within 
the Empire bearing a ld. stamp per 4 oz., and reduced their outward postage to the Empire and Postal 
Union countries to 2d. per 4 oz.

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AUSTRALIA. 
THE COMMONWEALTH. 


The Commonwealth of Australia is consti- 
tuted under an Act passed by the Parliament 
of the United Kingdom in 1900—63 & 64 
Vict., cap. 12. By this Act it was made 
lawful for the Queen, with the advice of the 
Privy Council, to proclaim that, on and after 
a day appointed in the proclamation, the 
people of New South Wales, Victoria, South 
Australia, Queensland, and Tasinania, and 
also if Her Majesty were satisfied that the 
people of Western Australia had agreed 
thereto, of Western Australia, should be 
united in a Federal Commonwealth under 
the name of the Commonwealth of Australia. 

A proclamation was accordingly issued by 
Her Majesty on the 17th of September, 1900, 
appointing the Ist of January, 1901,as the day 
on which the Commonwealth should be estab- 
lished— Western Australia being included in 
accordance with theresult of areferendum pre- 
viously taken in the Colonyand with Addresses 
passed by both Houses of the Legislature. 

A short history of the events leading up 
to the establishment of the Commonwealth, 

ndof the provisions of the Constitution, as 
ixed by the Act of Parliament above quoted, 
3 given below. The account of the different 
tates of the Commonwealth is arranged 
lphabetically, and a description of territories 
ependent on the Commonwealth follows. 
_The Earl of Hopetoun (now Marquis of 
inlithgow) was selected as the first Gover- 
or-General of the Commonwealth, and a 
‘ommission was issued to him on the 29th of 
ictober, 1900. 

It was announced in September that the 
dueen would issue a special Commission to 
T.R.H. the Duke of York, for opening in 
ler Majesty’s name the first session of the 
-ommonwealth Parliament in the spring of 
‘901, and that H.R.H., accompanied by the 
Duchess of York, would pay visits to the 
lifferent States of the Commonwealth. At 
he invitation of the Government of New 
South Wales, a representative body of 

rooPs about 1,000 strong, sailed from 
England in November, to attend the in- 
auguration of the Commonwealth at Sydne 
on the Ist of January, 1901. A anal 
detachment of officers and non-commissioned 
{officers of the Indian Army also proceeded 
‘to Sydney on the same occasion. The 
mmission issued by the Queen to the Duke 
of York was renewed on the accession of King 
Edward VII. The Duke and Duchess landed 
at Melbourne on the 6th of May, and on the 
%th the Duke opened the first session in the 
(c) 


Exhibition Building at Melbourne. The Duke 
and Duchess subsequently visited Brisbane, 
Sydney, New Zealand, Hobart, Adelaide and 
Perth, leaving Australia on the 26th of July 
to continue their tour to Mauritius, South 
Africa and North Amezica.

Until the passing of the Commonwealth of 
Australia Constitution Act the only means of 
joint legislative action in Australia was provided 

, the ‘‘ Federal Council of Australasia Act, 1885” 
(33 & 49 Vict., cap. 60). This Act created a Council 
of two members from cach Colony which adopted 
the Act, except in the case of Grow Colonies, 
which had only one member each, with power to 
Her Majesty at the request of the Legislatures of 
the Colonies to increase the number of represent- 
atives for each oy by Order in Council. Such 
an increase was upon the request of the Legislatures 
made by Her Majesty on 3rd March, 1894, when an 
Order in Council was passed, providing that each 
Colony which was or should be represented on the 
Federal Council, except any Crown Colony, be 
represented by five members. This Council had 
power to legislate with regard to the relations of 
the Colonies with the Islands in the Pacific, pre- 
vention of the influx of criminals, fisheries in 
Australasian waters beyond territorial limite, 
service and enforcement respectively of civil and 
criminal process out of the jurisdiction of the 
issuing Court, the enforcement of judgments 
beyond the limits of the Colony where they had 
been ed, the extradition of offenders, and the 
custody of offenders on ships belonging to Colonial 
Governments beyond territorial limits, and 
generally on any matters referred to it by Order 
of Her Majesty in Council on the request of the 
Colonial Legislatures. The Legislatures of any 
two or more Colonies might also refer to it for 
legislation questions of defence, quarantine, 
patents, copyright, bills of exchange, recognition 
of marriage and divorce, naturalisation, status of 
corporations, and joint stock companies, and other 
matters of general Australasian interest; but 
legislation of the Council on such matters was to 
extend only to the Colonies by whose Legislatures 
the matters should have been so referred, and such 
Colonies as might afterwards adopt the same. 
It had also power to decide on any questions 
affecting the mutual relations of any two Colonies 
referred to it by consent. The Council was to 
meet at least once in every two years. 

The first meeting took place on 25th January, 
1886, when representatives were present from 
Victoria, Queensland, Tasmania, Fiji, and Wes- 
tern Australia. Measures were passed authorising 
the service of the civil powers and the enforce- 
ment of the judgments of the Courts of the different 
Colonies throughout the territories of all those 
represented, and various important questions were 
discussed, including the defence of King George's 
Sound and Torres Straits. The second session 
opened on 16th January, 1888. An address was 
adopted to Her Majesty respecting the deportation 
of French criminals to the Pacific. An Act was 
also passed to regulate the Pearl Shell and Béche- 
de-mer Fisheries in Australasian waters adjacent 
to Queensland. The Council met for its third 
session on 29th January, 1889, when repre- 
sentatives from South Australia were present 
for the first time. An Act Was passed to regulate

the Pearl Shell and Béche-de-mer Fisheries in 
Australasian waters adjacent to Western Australia. 
The amendment of the basis of representation in 
the Council was discussed at the session, and 
comniunications on the subject subsequently passed 
with the Imperial Government. The fourth session 
opened 20th January, and closed 24th January, 
1891. South Australia was not represented, the 
Act (a temporary measure for two years only) under 
which that province june the Council having 
expired. The only Bill passed was one to facilitate 
the recognition in other Colonies of Orders and 
Declarations of the Supreme Court of any Colony 
in matters of lunacy. An address to Her Majesty 
was also adopted referring to the desirability of 
British subjects being placed on an equal footing 
with subjects of other countries in regard to the 
acquisition of land in, and trading with, natives 
of the New Hebrides. 

The fifth session was commenced on 26th 
January, 1893, when the Colonies of Victoria, 
Queensland, Tasmania, and Western Australia 
were represented. An Act was passed providing 
for the discipline and government of the garrisons 
established at King George’s Sound and Thursday 
Island ; and a resolution was adopted in favour of 
an increase in the number of representatives for 
each Colony, except any Crown Colony, to five. 
The Standing Committee was instruc to take 
steps for giving effect to this resolution, and also 
for securing the adhesion of the Colonies not 
represented in the Council. As the result of 
action taken by the Standing Committee, the 
Legislatures of all the Colonies in the Council 
addressed Her Majesty, requesting that the pro- 
posed increase in the number of representatives 
might be made; and, on 3rd March, 1894, Her 
Majesty was pleased to make an Order in Council 
wroviding ‘* that each Colony which is or shall 
he represented in the said Council, except any 
Crown Colony, shall be represented by five 
members.” 

The sixth session opened on the 30th January, 
1895, when the saine four Colonies were repre- 
sented as at the preceding session. There were 
present, for the first time, five delegates from 
each Colony. At this session no Bills were 
brought forward, but resolutions were adopted 
affirming the desirability of defining the status, 
and of granting facilities for the winding up of 
companies carrying on business in different 
Colonies; of rendering uniform the laws relatin 
to banking; of establishing an effectual svstem o 
quarantine; of adopting a more economic method 
of raising public loans; and of taking steps with 
a view to the holding of a second Federation 
Convention. An address to the Queen was also 
adopted praying for the appointment of an 
Australasian representative on the Privy Council 
Bench, in view of the special features often pre- 
sented by Australasian appeals. 

The seventh session was commenced on 26th 
January, 1897, when the Colonies of Queensland, 
Tasmania, Victoria, and Western Australia, were 
represented. An Act was passed, upon a reference 
of the matter to the Council by the Legislatures 
of Victoria and Queensland, to provide for the 
naturalisation within the Australian Colonies, or 
some of them, of persons of European descent 
naturalised in any of such Colonies, also upon a 
reference of the subject bv the Legislatures of 
Tasmania, Western Australia, Victoria, Queens- 
land, an Act was passed to make provision for the 
enforcementin certain cases within the Australasian 
Colonies, or some of them, of Orders of the Supreme 


Court of such Colonies for the production of testa- 
mentary instrumenta. The Council adopted an 
Address to Her Majesty, referring to the Address 
adopted in 1891 with rd to restrictions in the 
way of trade with the natives of the New Hebrides, 
urging that negotiations may be entered into 
with the other Powers concerned with a view to 
imposing on their subjects equal restrictions in 
that trade. This and all the previous sessions 
were held at Hobart. The Council resolved that 
the place of its next meeting should be Melhourne. 


The Commonwealth Act. 


Notwithstanding the existence of the Federal 
Council, however, a movement was made for the 
establishment of a more effective Federation, to 
embrace a Federal Executive, as well as Legis- 
lature, somewhat upon the model of Canada. 
Towards the end of 1889 negotiations were opened 
between the various Australasian Colonies, the 
result being that a Conference of the seven principal 
Australasian Colonies met in Melbourne, on 
the 6th February, 1890. At this Conference 
it was iHaniitioasl agreed that the best interests 
of the Australian Colonies would be promoted hy 
their ‘‘early union under the Crown,” and that the 
Legislatures of the various Colonies should be in- 
vited to appoint toa National Australasian Conven- 
tion during the year 1890 delegates empowered to 
report upon the scheme for a Federal Constitution. 

n accordance with these resolutions, delegates 
were appointed, and the Convention commenced its 
deliberations in Sydney on the 2nd March, 1891. 
After an animated discussion, which lasted more 
than five weeks, a *‘ Bill to constitute a Comimon- 
wealth of Australia” was drawn up and adopted. 
This Bill the Convention recommended should be 
submitted by the Parliaments for the approval of 
the people of the several Colonies. It provided for 
the union of the Australasian Colonies in a Federal 
Commonwealth under the Crown, for a Governor- 
General to be appointed by the Crown, who should 
be aided and advised by an Executive Council, the 
constitution of a Senate and House of Representa- 
tives, with certain definite powers, the latter to 
have the initiation of money bills, which the former 
might pass or reject, but not amend, and for the 
establishment of a Federal Judicature; the revenue 
of the Commonwealth to be derived from the Cus- 
toms and Excise duties, and other taxation, which 
should be collected by Federal officers, and ex- 
pended as required for Federal purposes, any 
surplus to be returned to the respective Colonies. 
It also provided for absolute Free Trade internally 
throughout the Commonwealth, so soon as the 
Parliament should have imposed uniform Customs 
duties. The draft Bill of 1891, though it crystal- 
lised the idea of Federation, failed to commana 
the serious attention of the Legislatures, and 
Federalists began a popeiar agitation to place the 
movement on a new footing. 

A meeting of the Premiers of all the Australasian 
Colonies took place in Hobart in January, 1895, and 
agreed to a scheme for framing a Federal Constitu- 
tion to be submitted for the approval of their re- 
spective Parliainents. The enabling Bill, adopted 
at this Conference providing for the election by 
each Colony of 10 delegates to prepare a scheme of 
Federation, was adopted by the Parliaments of 
N. 8. Wales, Victoria, S. Australia, and Tasmania, 
and in a modified form by Western Australia. 

Delegates were accordingly duly elected and 
assembled in Convention at Adelaide on 22nd 
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March, 1897, for the p eof drafting a consti- 
tution. Having prepared a ‘‘Bill to constitute a 
Commonwealth of Australia,” the Convention was 
on the 23rd April adjourned to reassemble at 
Sydney on 2ndSeptember. The draft Bill was in 
the meantime submitted to the local Legislatures, 
and various amendments were suggested by 
those bodies. The Bill, together with those 
amendments, was further considered by the 
Delegates at the Sydney Session of the Convention, 
and a long discussion took place on various pro- 
ls submitted for settling questions of difference 
between the two Houses of the new Federal Legis- 
lature. Considerable progress was made with the 
rest of the measure, but the work of revision was not 
completed, and the Convention adjourned until 20th 
January, 1898, partly in the hope of seeing Delegates 
from Queensland join in the final discussion. This 
hope was not realised, as the Queensland Legislature, 
for the second time, shelved the Enabling Bill. 

The Convention met again at Melbourne on the 
20th of January, 1898, and remained in session till 
the 17th of March, and a Bill was adopted which 
in accordance with the Federation Enabling Acts 
of the different Colonies was submitted to the 
popular vote for acceptance or rejection. In Vic- 
toria the polling was—For acceptance, 100,520; 
against, 22,099. The Bill was alee accepted by 
the vote of the people in South Australia and ‘Tas- 
mania. But in New South Wales the statutory 
minimum number of 80,000 affirmative votes re- 

uired by the Enabling Act of that Colony was not 
obtained, and the matter fell through for the time. 

A further Conference of Premiers was held at 
Melbourne in January, 1899, to consider the 
objections of New South Wales; and this time 
Queensland was represented. The Premiers met 
in a spirit of compromise, and on the 2nd of 
February an agreement was come to which all 
the Premiers agreed to submit to their Parliaments 
for reference to the electors, it being understood 
that New South Wales should lead the way. 
South Australia, however, for p of local 
convenience, took a referendum vote upon the Bill 
on the occasion of the General Election, without 
waiting for New South Wales. This vote was 
taken on the 29th of April, when 65,990 votes 
were given for Federation and 17,053 against. 

In New South Wales the Bill providing for the 
reference to the people of the amended draft consti- 
tution was passed by the Lower House on the 2nd 
of March, but in the Upper House amendments were 
made. One of these required that one-third 
of the electors on the register should vote for the 
Bill in order to secure its acceptance. The Bill as 
amended passed the Legislative Council on the 
21lst of March. On March the 22nd the Lower 
House rejected the amendments of the Upper 
House. e latter body refused to give way. A 
conference between the two Houses was held 
without result on the 28th of March. Mr. Reid 
prorogued Parliament for a few days, and on his 
advice the Governor added twelve new members 
to the Council. ‘The Bill was re-introduced in 
the Lower House, and passed on the 13th of April. 
It was accepted by the Legislative Council with an 
unimportant amendment (providing that a period 
of eight weeks should elapse before the referendum 
was taken) on the 20th of April, and on the 25th 
of April it was announced that the question would 
be submitted to the electors on the 20th of June. 
It was accepted by a majority of about 25,000. 

On the 27th July, the amended Commonwealth 
Bill was accepted by overwhelming majorities in 
Victoria and Pasmnnniis and on the 2nd September 
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by a majority of about 7,500 in Queensland. The 
delay in taking action in Western Australia led to 
some co ndence between Sir John Forrest and 
Mr. Reid. r. Reid declared on behalf of the Fed- 
erating Colonies that no amendments to meet the 
views entertained in Western Australia could now 
be considered ; and the same assurance was re- 
peated by Sir G. Turner. Sir J. Forrest, in fulfil- 
ment of his undertaking at the Premiers’ conference, 
brought the draft Constitution before the Legis- 
lature, which referred it to aSelect Committee, who 
al each that it should not be accepted without con- 
siderable amendment. The Legislative Council, 
finally, refused to allow a referendum to be taken. 

Addresses to the Queen from the five Colonies 
which had accepted the Constitution praying for 
the enactment of the Commonwealth Bill were 
received in the autumn of 1899. 

As it appeared that some alterations in the Bill 
might be required by the Imperial Government, 
Mr. Chamberlain telegraphed to the Governor of 
New South Wales, expressing the hope that 
Delegates were coming home to advise and assist 
during the passage of the Bill through Parliament. 

Delegates were appointed, and reached England 
in March. Western Australia also sent a Delegate 
to represent the views of that Colony, and .the 
Agent-General for New Zealand was appointed to 
watch the interests of New Zealand. 

The discussion between Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment and the Delegates turned chiefly on the clauses 
of the Bill relating to the Appeals to the Privy 
Council. Under the Bill, in Section 74, appeals 
were allowed both from the Supreme Courts of the 
States and from the Federal High Court, but 
there was a limitation in cases affecting the 
interpretation of the Constitution of the Common- 
wealth or of a State ‘‘ unless the public interests 
of some part of Her Majesty’s dominions other 
than the Commonwealth or a State are involved.” 
Various memoranda passed on this subject of 
Clause 74, the Delegates demurring to any altera- 
tion in the Bill, whilst Her Majesty’s Government 
pointed out the difficulty of interpreting the Clause, 
and the danger that it might unduly restrict the 
right of appeal in cases where the interests of 
foreigners or British subjects outside Australia 
were affected. 

The Bill was introduced into Parliament with 
amendments to secure Her Majesty’s prerogative 
to grant special leave of appeal from the High 
Court of the Commonwealth or the Supreme Court — 
of any State to the Privy Council. But the 
discussion with the Delegates continued, and two 
successive compromises were arrived at. First, 
the appeal on Constitutional questions was made 
dependent on the consent of the Executive 
Government or Governments concerned, and 
finally was made dependent on a certificate to 
be granted at the discretion of the High Court. 

No other amendments of any consequence were 
made by Parliament in the Bill as received from 
Australia, except that provision was made for the 
inclusion of Western Australia as an original 
State, provided that Her Majesty was satisfied 
that the people of that Colony had agreed thereto 
prior to the issue of the Proclamation. 

The Queen caused to be sent to Australia, for 
presentation to the Commonwealth Parliament, a 
duplicate of the Commission issued for the formal 
declaration of Her assent to the Act, together with 
the pen, inkstand, and table used on the occasion 
of its signature. She subsequently presented a 
duplicate of the Proclamation bringing the Act into 
force, duly signed and passed under the ped Seal. 
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Constitution of the Commonwealth. 


The Constitution of the Commonwealth of 
Australia is contained in the Act of Parliament 
63 & 64 Vict., cap. 12. The opening part of the 
Act recites that the union is to be indissoluble and 

rovides for the admission of other Australasian 

colonies and possessions of the Queen. It makes 
provision for the proclamation and date of 
establishment of the Commonwealth, declares the 
binding force of Commonwealth laws, and makes 
definitions. The Federal Council of Australasia 
Act, 1885, is repealed, and the Commonwealth is 
declared tobe a single self-governing Colony for 
the purposes of the Colonial Boundaries Act. 

The leading features of the *Constitution proper 
are as follows :— 

The Parliament consists of the King, a Senate 
and a House of Representatives. A Governor- 
General is to be appointed to act for the King. 

The Senate consists of six members from each 
State. The number may be increased or dimin- 
ished, but so that the equal representation of the 
original States is maintained, and no original State 
has less than six Senators. The qualifications 
of the electors of the Senate and of the Senators 
are.the same as in the case of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Senators are to be chosen for six 
years. 

The House of Representatives has twice as many 
members as the Senate, and the number of members 
for each State is in proportion to the population, 
but not less than five for any State. The qualifi- 
cation of electors is the same as in the case of the 
more numerous House in each State. Each elector 
is to vote only once. Qualification of a Member 
to be (a) 21 years of age; (b) to be an elector or 
entitled to be; (c) resident 3 years; (d) natural 
born or naturalised 5 years. 

House may continue to exist for 3 years from 
first meeting, but may be dissolved sooner; number 
of members may be increased or diminished by 
Parliament, subject to the Constitution. 

The general powers of the Parliament are 39 in 
number, the principal of which are to make laws 
for trade, taxation, bounties, borrowing, postal 
services, naval and military, statistics, currency, 
banking, insolvency, corporations, divorce, marriage, 
old age pensions, immigration and emigration, 
railways, &c. Exclusive powers in regard to the 
seat of Government, State de rtmentstransferred, 
and other matters declared by the Constitution to 
be within the exclusive power of the Parliament. 

Money Bills not to originate in, nor to be 
amended by the Senate, which House may, 
however, return the Bill requesting any omission 
or amendment, ual power in all other matters. 
Tacking Bills prohibited. 

Provision for Dead-locks. — Joint dissolution, 
and if again passed in Lower House and rejected 
in Senate a joint sitting to be held, and if passed 
by an absolute majority of total number of both 
Houses, disputed Bill to become law. 

A Bill having passed both Houses the Governor- 
Generul shall eitherassent, withhold assent, reserve 
the Bill or return it, and recommend amendments. 

Executive power vested in King and exercisable 
by Governor-General in Council, who may appoint 
Ministers of State. 

State departments of Customs and Excise trans- 
ferred to Commonwealth on its establishment.

Departments of posts, naval and military, defence, 
light-houses, &c., and quarantine, on a date or dates 
to be proclaimed. 

High Court of Australia established ; appellate 
and original jurisdiction. 

Collection of Customs to pass to Commonwealth. 
Customs and Excise duties to be uniform, and 
intercolonial free-trade established within two years 
after the establishment of the Commonwealth, after 
which period the Federal Government shall have 
exclusive power to levy such duties as well as 
bounties in the production or export of goods. 
Western Australia may continue duties in force on 
intercolonial goods at the establishment of uniform 
tariff for five years, subject to reduction of one- 
fifth each year. 

Of the net revenue from Customs and Excise 
not more than one-fourth to be applied by Common- 
wealth towards its expenditure. This holds good 
for the first 10 years and thereafter until the 
Parliament provides otherwise. 

Right of States to reasonable use of river waters 
for conservation or irrigation reserved. 

Inter-State Commission provided for to regulate 
trade and commerce, and prevent discriminations 
being made by any State which may be deemed 
unreasonable or unjust to any other State. 

Constitutions, powers, and laws of States pro- 
tected. State Debts may be taken over. 

Admission of new States provided for. Com- 
monwealth to protect States against invasion or 
domestic violence. 

Seat of Government to be in New South Wales, 
not less than 100 miles from Sydney, and to be 
within Federal territory. Parliament to meet 
at Melbourne until it meets at the new 
capital. 

. Constitution may be altered by an absolute 
majority of each House; then to be submitted to 
electors, and if in a majority of States a majorit 
of electors voting approve, also majority of 
electors approve, then the change may be made. 
In case of a dead-lock between the two Houses, 
renewed after three months’ interval, the Governor- 
General may submit the question to the electors 
in each State qualified to vote for the Lower 
House. 

An alteration diminishing the proportionate 
representation of any State, or the minimum 
number of representatives of a State, or alteri 
its limits, or in any way affecting the provisions o 
the Constitution in relation to it, shall not become 
law without the approval of a majority of the 
electors of such State. 

The financial portion of the Act is too intricate 
to be briefly summarised. See Sections 81-105 of 
the Act. 

It will be observed from the foregoing summary 
that the Constitution follows that of the United 
States rather than that of Canada so far as the 
distribution of Federal and State powers is 
concerned. The matters belonging to the Common- 
wealth are limited to those expressly specified, and 
in other respects State powers are maintained. 
But its general political scheme rests on the 
doctrine of the constant responsibility to Parlia- 
ment of an Administration formed with the 
approval of the Representative of the Crown. 

he Governorships of the States are still filled 
by the Crown, and the Governors correspond on 
State business directly with the Secretary of State. 
The Governor-General is, however, kept informed 
of the correspondence passing between the Govern- 
ors of the different States and the Colonial 
Office. 
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Legislation, dc. 

Up to the present time the Parliament of the 
Commonwealth has sat in Melbourne,the State 
Parliamentary buildings being assigned to them, 
and the State Parliament occupying the Exhibition 
building in that city. The selection of a site for 
the capital of the Commonwealth (which under the 
Constitution Act must be in N.S.W. but not less 
than 100 miles from Sydney) has been under active 
consideration, and in 1903 a Bill was introduced to 
determine the site, but no agreement was reached— 
the House of Representatives deciding in favour of 
Tumut, and the Senate in favour of Bombala. 

The subjects engaging the attention of the 
Federal Parliament have been numerous and 
important. In 1901 among other measures the 
following Acts were passed: the Customs Act, 
the Post and Telegraph Act, the Immigration 
Restriction Act, and the Pacific Island Labourers’ 
Act, the last having the effect of putting an end 
within a definite time to the employment of 
Kanaka labour in Queensland. — 

The Tariff was provisionally brought into effect 
in October, 1901, but the discussion extended over 
the greater part of the following year, when the 
Act was finally passed. The Electoral Act and 
other measures were also passed into law in 1902; 
and further provision was made for the Governor- 
General’s establishment. 

Sir E. Barton, then Prime Minister, visited Eng- 
land in 1902 and attended the King’s Coronation 
as Representative of Australia. He took part in 
the Colonial Conference held in London at that 
time, as also did Sir John Forrest, then Common- 
wealth Minister of State for Defence. 

In 1903 the Judiciary Act was passed organising 
the High Court of Australia as provided for in 
the Constitution. It provides for a Chief Justice 
and two other Justices. It confers upon the 

i Court certain original jurisdiction in 
addition to that conferred by the Constitution, 
and makes the original jurisdiction of the Court 
exclusive in certain cases. It also regulates and 
defines the appellate jurisdiction of the Court, 
and provides that in matters of Federal jurisdic- 
tion there shall be no ap from the State 
Courts to the Privy Council except through the 
High Court. The High Court Procedure Act, 1903, 
establishes a system of procedure for the Court. 

The Naval Agreement Act, 1903, ratifies the 
agreement entered into between the Admiralty 
and the Governments of the Commonwealth and 
of New Zealand, providing for an increased Naval 


Force on the Australian Station. The force is to 
consist of one 1st class armoured cruiser, two 2nd 
class cruisers, four 3rd class cruisers, four sloo 
and a Royal Naval Reserve—the Commonwealth 
paying the annual cost of maintenance not 
exceedi , 0002. 

There were also passed in 1903 a Naturalization 
Act, an Extradition Act, a Patents Act, and a 
Defence Act. In 1904 a comprehensive measure 
relating to Navigation and Shipping was intro- 
duced into the Federal Parliament, and was 
referred to a Royal Commission. The Concilia- 
tion and Arbitration Bill, applying to labour 
disputes, was the subject of much discussion, 
An amendment applying the Bill to State 
en was carried against the Government, 
and Mr. Deakin, who had succeeded Sir E. 
Barton as Prime Minister, resigned. Mr. Watson, 
who then formed a Government, was in turn 
defeated in connection with the same Bill, and Mr. 
Reid became Prime Minister in August. The Con- 
ciliation and Arbitration Act was passed in 
December. There was also an Act relating 
to the sea-carriage of g —somewhat on the 
lines of the ‘‘ Haster Act” in the United States— 
which prevents shipowners from contracting them- 
selves out of liability for negligence. 

On the meeting of Parliament in June, 1906, 
Mr. Reid’s Government was defeated on an 
amendment to the Address in Reply, and Mr. 
Deakin again became Prime Minister. 


Commonwealth Departments. 


The Customs and Excise Departments of the 
States were transferred to the Commonwealth 
Government on the Ist of January, 1901, and the 
Defence and Post and Telegraph Departments on 
the lst of March, 1901. 


Defence. 


The various Defence forces in the Australian 
States have been transferred to the control of the 
Federal Government. Major-General Sir E. T. H. 
Hutton was appointed to the command in 1901. 
Since January, 1905, the office of General Officer 
Commanding bas been abolished, and the adminis- 
tration of the Military Forces of the Common- 
wealth has been vested in a Board, of which the 
Minister of Defence is the President. Similarly, 
in lieu of a Naval Officer Commanding, a Board 
of Naval Administration controls the Naval 
Forces.

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NEW SOUTH WALES. 


Limits and Area. 


The State of New South Wales lies on the 
eastern coast of Australia, almost entirely between 
the 29th and 36th parallels of south latitude, and 
between the 141st and 158rd meridians east of 
Greenwich. It is bounded on the east by the 
Pacific Ocean, to which it presents a coast line 
extending over 700 miles, from Point Danger at 
its north-eastern extremity to Cape Howe at the 
south-east. From the point last mentioned, which 
is also the north-east limit of the State of Vic- 
toria, it is hounded by an imaginary line running 
in a north-westerly direction to the source of the 
Indi, a stream rising at the foot of Forest Hill, a 
few miles south of the Pilot Mountain, one of the 
most conspicuous peaks of the Australian Alps. 
The southern boundary of the State follows the 
course of the Indi, and afterwards of the Murray, 
into which the first-named stream ultimately 
merges, as faras the 141st meridian of east longitude. 
The intersection of the Murray with this meridian 
forms a common point of the three States of New 
South Wales, Victoria, and South Australia. 

On the west, the State is separated from South 
Australia by the line of the 141st meridian, as far 
as its intersection with the 29th parallel of south 
latitude, at which point New South Wales, South 
Australia, and Queensland touch. Commencing 
at this point, the northern boundary of the State 
follows the 29th degree of latitude, till it is crossed 
by the Macintyre River, one of the upper branches 
of the Darling, not far from the 149th meridian. 
Thence it follows the course of the Macintvre 
upward, to the junction of its tributary, the 
Dumaresgq ; leaving the Macintyre it follows the 
tributary stream till it meets a spur cxtending 
from the main Dividing Range to the junction of 
Tenterfield Creek and the Dumaresq. The 
boundary runs along this spur until it joins the 
main range, thence, almost parallel to the coast, it 
follows the Dividing Range to Wilson’s Peak, 
where the Macpherson Range branches eastwari. 
Following the last-named range, the northern 
boundary reaches the coast at Point Danger. 

The area comprised within these limits is esti- 
mated at 310,700 square miles, or 198,848,000 acres, 
being a little over two-and-a-half times that of 
Great Britain and Ireland. Excluding the surface 
covered by rivers and lakes, the area would be 
195,882,150 acres, or about 306,066 square miles. 

The length of the State, from Point Danger 
on the north to Cape Howe on the south, is 680 
miles. From east to west, along the 29th parallel, 
the breadth is 760 miles, while diagonally from the 
south-west corner, where the Murray passes into 
South Australia, to Point Danger, the length 
reaches 850 miles. 

Sydney, the seat of Government, is in 33° 
51’ 41°1” S. lat., and 151° 12’ 42°15” E. long. 

Of the total area of the State, 49, 569 804 
acres have been alienated, or are in the process 
of alienation.

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History. 

This part of the Australian coast is said to have 
been discovered by Portuguese and Dutch navi- 
gators in the 17th century, but no settlement was 
made. Captain Cook explored it in 1770, and gave 
it the name of NewSouth Wales, but the first settle- 
ment was not formed until 1788, at Port Jackson, 
under Captain Phillip, R.N. The capital was named 
after Viscount Sydney, who was Secretary of State 
for the Colonies when the settlement was formed. 

The Settlement of New South Wales was then 
held to include the whole eastern portion of the 


continent. The first newspaper was established in 
1803. The population in 1800 was 4,958. The 
Merino sheep was introduced in 17097. The 


passage through the Blue Mountains, giving access 
to the interior plains, was not discovered until 
1813. Moreton Bay was settled in 1824. In 1828 
the total population was only 36,598. Convicts 
ceased to arrive in 1841. The discovery of gold in 
1851 led to a very rapid growth of what is now 
Victoria, settled in 1836, which was made a separate 
Colony in 1851, Responsible government was 
established in 1855. Moreton Bay, to the north, 
was constituted a separate Colony in 1859, under 
the name of Queensland. On the Ist Januarv, 
1901, the Colony of New South Wales united 
with the Colonies of Victoria, Queensland, South 
Australia, Western Australia, and Tasmania, in a 
Federal Commonwealth of Australia. 
Climate. 

The climate of New South Wales affords a wide 
range of temperature; from Kiandra, where the 
mean in shade in 1904 was 44°3°, to Lismore, 
Brewarrina, Walgett 67°2’, and Morce, where it 
was 70°09) “6° : and (7 ig respectively. On the coast 
it varied from 54°7 7’ at Mittagong to70° at Lismore, 
Sydney being 62° " almost the same as Barcelona. (7) 
On the mountains snow lies in a few places all the 
winter. At Bathurst the mean temperature was 
56°7°, and on the inland plains about 65°". 

The rainfall decreases as the distance from the 
coast increases. The total fall during 1904 at 
Sydney was 46 inches; and the days on which 
rain fell 155, At London the number of days is 146, 
and the amount 24 inches ; 25 per cent. of this falls 
in quantities of half an inch and upwards in a day, 
while Sydney in 155 days has 46 inches. Fifty 
years’ experience in Sydney has never furnished one 
month entirely without rain; but in dry periods 
several monthssometimes pass consecutively during 
which the fall is too small for water supply ; and 
of England exactly the same remark has been made. 

The prevalent winds in summer are the north- 
east sea-breeze and light westerly ; in winter, dry 
cold westerly, and wet S. and 8. ¥. 

In winter, on the lowlands, frosts are coinmon 
in the southern and rare in the northern districts.

Education, 


The education system of New South Wales is 
under the control of the Minister of Public 
Instruction, regulated by the Education Act of 
1880. Teachers are recognised as Public Servants, 
and are paid by fixed salaries. The school fee is 
3d. per week per child, the limit of fees for one 
family being ls. and the fees collected are paid 
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into the Treasury as revenue. Free education 
is granted where inability to pay the prescribed 
fee is shown. Education is compulsory between 
the ages of 6 and 14 years. 

In 1904 there were 2,870 State schools divided 
into 3,091 departments in operation, namely 4 high 
schools, 2 for boys and 2 for girls, 9.503 public 
‘and half-time schools, 460 provisional schools, 20 
house-to-house schools, and 38 evening public 
schools. The State has been divided into public 
school districts, with one Local Board appointed for 
each district. School buildings are erected wholly 
at the expense of the Government. Denominational 
schools have ceased to be supported hy the State, 
but general religious instruction is imparted by the 
State teachers, and clergymen of the various 
denominations are entitled to appropriate one hour 
a day for religious instruction in the tenets of their 
respective Churches. For the year 1904 the net 
cost to the State of public instruction was 
757,666. In 1904, 240,631 children attended the 
ordinary State schools, and 777 were inmates of 
the ragged schools, free kindergarten schools, and 
the school for the deaf and dumb and the blind, 
whilst 625 were inmates of the reformatories and 
industrial schools. In 1904, private schools, in- 
cluding Church schools, showed a total enrolment 
during December quarter of 57,811, and an average 
attendance of 46,667. 

The University of Sydney was established and 
endowed by the State in 1852. Its State endow- 
ment was originally 5,000/., and from 1890 to 1892 
was as high as 13,900/., but it has now been reduced 
to 10,000/. The endowment is largely added to by 
annual special grants and by private donations. 
The State endowment and special grants for 1904 
amounted to 13,500/. Three denominational colleges 
are affiliated to the University, each having a 
State endowment of 500/. per annum. In addition, 
there is the women’s college, also affiliated, having 
a similar endowment. The University has the 
power of granting degrees in arts, law, medicine, 
science, and engineering. Recently, several faculties 
have been added to its curriculum. The number 
of students in 1904 was 820, In the metropolis 
there is a public grammar school, v. ith an enrolment 
of 666 pupils, and having a State endowment of 
1,5007. ere is also a technical college, under the 
Department of Public Instruction, and classes are 
held in Sydney and in the principal country towns. 
The fees are within the reach of all, and the college 
is open to males and females alike. During 1904, 
544 classes were held, and 13,254 students attended ; 
the Government advanced the sum of 25,7620. 
during the year. Public libraries and schools of 
art are established throughout the State. There 
are alsoa Royal, a Medical, a Linnzan, a Zoological, 
a Geographical, and an Art Society, a Govern- 
ment Observatory, Agricultural and Forestry 
Museum, and a Mining and Geological, also Tech- 
nological Museums, a Government Agricultural 
College, Experimental Farms, with many other 
educational associations. The expenditure for the 

ear ending 3lst December, 1904, for the Public 
Labisty of New South Wales was 9,543/. ; for the 
Australian Museum, 7,331/., and for the National 
Art Gallery, 3,413/. 

The total State expenditure during 1903-4 for 
educational purposes was 966, 180U.

Local Government. 


This is regulated mainly by the Municipalities 
Act of 1897, a consolidating measure, which 
governs all municipalities with the exception of 
the city of Sydney. Altogether there are 192 
boroughs and municipal districts (including city 
of Sydney), controlling property of the annual 
value of 8,542,060/., and having a revenue in 
1904-05 of 835,775/., exclusive of loans, an 
expenditure of 1,024,044/., and an outstanding debt 
of 2,941,930. ; but against this are accumulated 
sinking funds of 164,739/. and other assets, making 
8 total of 3,873, 876/. 


Munufactories and Works. 


In 1904 there were 3,632 Manufactories and 
Works, employing 68,036 hands, of which 53,457 
were males and 14,579 females. 


Constitution. 


The first Legislative Council dates from 1824 ; it 
was greatly enlarged and made chiefty elective in 
1842. ‘‘ Responsible government” was estab- 
lished by the Constitution Act, 18 & 19 Vict., 
cap. 54 (1855). The Governor is appainted by the 
Crown ; so also is the Legislative Council, which 
consists of not fewer than 21 persons, of whom 
not less than four-fifths must be persons not 
holding office under the Crown, except officers 
on H.M.’s sea or land forces on full or half pay. 
The members of the first Legislative Council 
were appointed for 5 years, but all subsequent 
appointments have been made for life, subject to 
certain provisions contained in the Act. The 
Council at present consists of 61 members, who 
are not paid, with the exception of the President 
and Chairman of Committees, and any members 
who may accept portfolios in a Ministry. All 
members are privileged to travel free over all 
Government Railways and Tramways. 

The Legislative Assembly, under the ‘‘Electoral 
Act of 1880,” consisted of 141 members, repre- 
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senting 74 electoral districts; and provision was 
made for giving increased representation to 
the several constituencies according to growth 
of population. The qualification for election 
to the Assembly extended to ‘‘every male subject 
of Her Majesty of the full age of 21 years 
and absolutely free, being a natural-born or 
naturalised subject,” with certain special ex- 
ceptions. 

The electoral franchise was given, subject to 
certain official and other disqualifications, to 
‘‘every male subject of Her Majesty of the full 
age of 21 years and absolutely free, being a 
natural-born or naturalised subject,” if entered on 
the Roll of Electors, under one or other of the 
following heads :— 

1. ‘* Resident Electors.—Six months in district. 

2. ‘‘Non - Resident Electors. — Every such 
subject, whether or not so resident as aforesaid, 
who shall have at the time of making out the 
said Electoral List, and for the six months then 
next preceding shall have had within the district 
a freehold or leasehold estate in possession of the 
clear value of 100/., or of the annual value of 10. 
respectively, or who shall then occupy, and for 
the said six months have occupied, within the 
district any house, of the annual value of 10/., or 
who shall hold, and for the said six months shall 
have held, a Crown lease or license for pastoral 
purposes within such district.” 

A new Act of Parliament, assented to June 13th, 
1893, provided for the division of the State into 
125 electorates, each represented by only one 
member. The new Act also abolished the property 
eee and plural voting, and established 
the ‘‘one-man-one-vote” system. Every male of 
the full age of 21 years, being a natural-born or 
naturalised subject, and who shall have resided 
in the State for a continuous period of one year, 
and shall have been resident three months in the 
electoral district for which he claims an elector’s 
right, is qualified as an elector. As this was found 
to practically disfranchise a large number of the 
population, the period was, by an amending Act 
passed in 1896, reduced to one month, during 
which period the elector retained his qualification 
in the electorate from which he has removed. 
Under this law the elections all take place on one 
and the same day. The first election under this 
Act took place on July 17th, 1894; the second on 
July 24th, 1895; the third on July 27th, 1898; 
and the fourth on July 3rd, 1901. Under an 
amending Act, passed in 1896, the franchise has 
been conferred on members of the police force, 
who are all in the employment of the State, and 
not controlled by local bodies. 

During 1902 the franchise was extended to 
women. 

The voting at elections is by ballot, as it was 
also under the old electoral Acts of 1858 and 
188", now repealed. 

Early in 1904 the State was divided into 90 
electorates, each of which has one member to 
represent it in the Legislative Assembly. The 
General Election, held in August, 1904, was the 
first election held after the new divisions had 
been made. 

The Assembly lasts for three years, unless 
previously dimolved. Under a law passed in 1889, 
members receive 300/. per annum each; in addition, 
Members also travel free over the Government 
railways and tramways in the State, and are 
promis with official stamped envelopes for the 
ree transmission of correspondence through the

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NORFOLK ISLAND. 


Norfolk Island is the pee of a small group 
of islands lying 900 miles E.N.E. of Sydney, in 
29° 2’ S. lat. and 167° 48’ E long., the chief other 
islets being Philip, Nepean, and Bird Islands. 
They comprise altogether about 12 square miles, 
and were discovered in 1774 by Captain Cook. 
They remained uninhabited until 1788, when a 
penal settlement was formed there. This was 
removed in 1855, and in 1856 the inhabitants of 
Pitcairn Island were brought to the group, about 
150 persons settling there, with their cattle, sheep, 
and pigs. The Pitcairn Islanders were the descen- 
dants of the mutineers of H.M.S. ‘* Bounty,” 
who occupied Pitcairn in 1780, and were removed 
at their own uest to Norfolk Island. Of 
these 40 returned to Pitcairn. The group has 
since been made a depét of the Melanesian 
Mission of the 8.P.G., and the total population 
at the census of 1891 was 738, and at census 
1901 it was males 450, females 377, total 827 
(including Melanesians). The chief occupation 
is agriculture for domestic consumption, but the 
men take part in the whale fishery. 


There was formerly but little regular adminis- 
tration, the community being presided over 
by two of the leading inhabitants as ae 
magistrates, with a simple code of laws. The 
island has now been placed under the government 
of New South Wales, and a resident magistrate 
has been appointed. It is a station of the 
Pacific cable. Communication with the group is 
maintained at regular intervals. There is a 
resident doctor, and an efficient school. The 
chief village is Kingston, on the largest island.

LORD HOWE ISLAND. 


Lord Howe Island is a dependency of New 
South Wales, about six miles long, and one mile 
broad. Its population at the census of 1901 was 
males 68, females 52, total 120. It is a mountain- 
ous, well-wooded island. The land in some places 
is very rich, and remarkable for its equable and 
delightful climate. It is situated about 150 miles 
E. of Sydney, in 31° 30'S. lat. and 159° 25’ E. 
long., and forms part of the State, being ad- 
ministered by a visiting inagistrate from Sydney.

QUEENSLAND. 
Sttuation and Area. 


Queensland occupies the whole of the north- 
eastern portion of Australia, commencing at a 


point on the east coast called Point Danger, in lat. | 


28° 8’ south, about 400 miles north of Sydney, the 
capital of New South Wales.

The greater portion of the southern boundary 
line is formed by the 29th parallel of south latitude. 
The eastern seaboard extends about 1,500 miles, 
from Point ap fe to Cape York, the extreme 
northern point of the continent, in lat. 10° 40’. 
Thursday Island, in Torres Straits, with More- 
ton, Stradbroke, Fraser, Hinchinbrook, Prince of 
Wales, Wellesley, and many other islands, are 
included in the State. 


The breadth of the territory near the southern 
boundary is about 900 miles from the eastern coast 
line to the meridian of 138° east longitude, which 
forms the western boundary line of the State, 
separating it from the territory of South Australia. 
This includes the greater part of the Gulf of 
Carpentaria, which has a seaboard of about 750 
miles. The whole of the State of Queensland com- 

rises 668,497 square miles, or 427,838,080 acres 
(being equal to three times the German Empire 
and Belgium together). 


Aistory. 


Captain Cook landed in Moreton Bay in 1770, 
but the Brisbane River, running into Moreton 
Bay, was not discovered until 1823, and the 
Moreton Bay Settlement was formed from New 
South Wales in 1824. The Darling Downs were 
explored in 1828, and squatters began to settle on 
the rich pasture grounds. The territory was, how- 
ever, not thrown open to colonisation until 1842, 
and, after explorations by Leichhardt, 1845-7, and 
by Kennedy in York Peninsula in 1847, it was 
separated from New South Wales on 10th Decem- 
ber, 1859, when it became a separate colony, under 
the name of Queensland, with about 25,000 inhabi- 
aa having responsible government from the 

rst. 


Climate and Phustcal Features. 


The climate is comparable to that of Madeira, 
the mean temperature being high but constant. 
The northern pee is tropical. The mean tem- 

rature at Brisbane is about 69°, the extreme range 

ing from 35° to 106°, the latter, however, 
very rarely occurring. The rainfall in the in- 
terior is scanty and variable; the mean at Bris- 
bane is about 35 inches, mostly from November 
to May. 

The country extending along the eastern sea- 
board is indented with several fine bays and 
estuaries, which are the outlets of rivers, a number 
of which are navigable for good-sized vessels. 


A mountain range, called the ‘‘ Main,” or ‘‘Great 
Dividing Range,” extends throughout the greater 
portion of the Colony; it is a continuation of the 
main range, or Cordillera of New South Wales 
and Victoria, and runs northerly throughout its 
course, and traverses the northern peninsula to 
its termination at Cape York, the most northerly 
point of the continent of Australia. At or near 
the 21st parallel of south latitude another range 
leaves the (treat Divide nearly at right angles, and 
traversing the State westerly, separates the 
waters tlowing east, south and west from those 
which, flowing northerly, debouch into the Gulf of 
Carpentaria. Between this range and the eastern 
shore are situated the highest mountains in the 
country, viz., the Bellenden Kerr Range, which

Products and Industrtes. 


Between the main range and the sea, especially 
on the banks of the rivers, there are large 
quantities of good alluvial land, which in its natural 
state is covered with a dense growth of timber. 
Much of this, in the more settled portions of the 
country, has been cleared and cultivated, and is 
found to yield a remunerative return to the 
farmers, who are usually small proprietors, culti- 
vating the soil principally with their own labour, 
and growing chiefly sugar, maize, English and 
swect potatoes, arrowroot, and semi-tropical fruits. 

The year 1902 witnessed the culmination of an 
unprecedented period of drought, to which must 
be attributed the reduced output of many primary 
products about that period. 

Sugar growing has become a very important 
industry. In 1904 there were 120,317 acres under 
cane, of which 82,741 acres were crushed, yieldin 
a return of 1,326,989 tons of cane, which produce 
147,688 tons of sugar at $4 7% per litre. 

Maize was grown on 119,171 acres, and returned 
a yield of 2,542,766 bushels. 


Tobacco Cultivation.—During the year ended 
3lst Dec., 1904, 784 acres yielded 7,125 cwts. of 
cured leaf. Manufactured in the State during 
the year, 200,416 lbs.; cigars, 777 lbs. 

In 1904 the quantity o land under arrowroot 
was 437 acres, which yielded 4,094 tons of tuber, 
and 740,715 lbs. of manufactured arrowroot were 
made from a portion of this at the factories. A 
considerable portion of this root is utilised for pig 


food. 

Much of the country to the west of the dividing 
range of mountains is elevated tableland, con- 
sisting of wide plains, almost devoid of timber, 
but well grassed and watered, embracing se | 
millions of acres of excellent agricultural soil. 
Within a certain distance of the mountains where 
the rainfall is tolerably regular, much of the land 
is well adapted for the production of wheat. This 
is cultivated in the neighbourhood of Toowoomba 
and Warwick on the Darling Downs; also at 
Roma and Mitchell further to the west. In 1904, 
out of the total area planted with this cereal, 
3,137 acres were mown for hay, and 150,958 acres 
yielded 2,149,663 bushels of grain. 2,006 acres 
were cut for green forage. 

Grazing is far in advance of tillage farming in 
the State, and there are 1,353 squatting ‘‘ runs” 
or tracts of land, containing 181,698,720 acres, 
leased from the Government at a very low annual 
rental, more than half the number of which are 
surveyed, besides which an additional area of 
21, 405, 366 acres are leased as grazing farms and 
homesteads. 

The chief exports were: Wool, valued at 
2,280, 924/. ; gold, 2,793,202/.; sugar, 1,259, 0521. ; 
live stock, 1,500,530/.; tin, 230,123/.; silver, 
58,382/.; meat 696,133/.; meat extract, 11, 20-4. ; 
hides and skins, 302,463/.; tallow, 183,3722. ; 

n fruit, 135,310/.; copper, 235,080/.; butter, 
345,171. 

The imports are textiles, alcohol, tea, flour, 
hardware and machinery. Nearly all of the 
external trade is with the United Kingdom and 
the other Australasian States and Colonies ; what 
little is done elsewhere is puns with Hon 
Kong, Germany, India, China, and the Unite 
States. 

The mining industry is one of the most impor- 
tant in the State, and gives employment to 
over 26,000 men. The leading gold mines are 
situated at Charters Towers—the Rockhampton 
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district, which includes the famous Mt. Morgan 
mine, Gympie, Croydon, and Etheridge; but 
groupe of other gold mines, some of considerable 
value, are being worked in over twenty-eight 
districts apart from those Sbavetmentionad. The 
total production of gold during 1904 amounted to 
639,151 fine ozs. The Herberton district is the 
head-quarters of the silver, tin, and copper mining 
industries, but the districts of Cooktown, Ravens- 
wood, Stanthorpe, Hodgkinson, and Mount Perry 
also contribute largely to the output of the baser 
metals, amongst which also should be mentioned 
bismuth, wolfram, and lead. Copper to the value 
of 257,896/., and tin 270,276/., were raised during 
the year. Excellent opals are also obtained from 
the western and extreme south-western portions 
of the State, the output for 1904 being of the 
value of 3,550/., whilst precious stones, comprisi 
chiefly sapphires and other corundums, were foun 
over an extended area. At Anakic, on the Central 
Railway, gems to the value of 10,575/. were 
obtained last year. Excellent coal continues to 
be raised in the environs of Ipewich, the Burrum 
and Peak Downs, whilst valuable deposits of this 
mineral are about to be worked at Callide, as well 
asin other portions of the central districts; but 
besides these pits numerous workable seams of 
this mineral are known, and their being actively 
worked depends solely on the opening of an ex- 
tended market. The total output for 1904 was 
512,015 tons, valued at 166,5360/. 

Useful timbers of various descriptions grow in 
abundance in Queensland, and ought to become a 
valuable export. The timber indigenous to the 
Colony is popularly divided into two classes, 
termed respectively ‘‘hard” and ‘‘soft” woods. 
The undermentioned trees supply the hard wood, 
which is most in demand : blue gum, flooded gum, 
iron bark, blackbut, turpentine, stringy bark, 
ee gum, bloodwood, beech, yellow wood, 

rk yellow wood, &c., &c. Some of these woods 
are especially valuable for railway making. bridge, 
pier, and wharf building, as well as for fencing 

urposes, on account of their strength and dura- 

ility. The timbers which are used for house and 
boat building, cabinet and ornamental work, have 
a fine grain, are easily worked, and take a bright 
polish ; a few of those most in use arc as follows : 
red cedar, Moreton Bay Bean tree pine, Kauri 
pine, cypress pine, she pine, silky oak, satin 
wood, &c., 

Amongst the medicinal plants supplying extracts 
and preparations which are attracting notice in 
both Europe and America, may be mentioned— 
Duboisia myoporoides, the extract of which is in 
demand as a substitute for belladonna; A/stonta 
constricta, whose bark is a valuable tonic; 
Euphoria Drummondtt, the extract of which is 
effective in dysentery and low fever; Euphorbia 
ptiluifera, or the asthma herb; and the lemon- 
leaved iron bark which, on distillation, yields an 
essential oil equal to that of the lemon. The 
extract from leaves of the eucalyptus has come 
largely into favour as a remedy for colds, fevers, &c. 

Brisbane, Maryborough, Bundaberg, Rockhamp- 
ton, and Townsville are ports of registry, and had, 
on 3ist Dec., 1904, 315 vessels on their registers, 
of a total tonnage of 23,973. 


Water Supply. 


A considerable sum has been advanced from 
time to time to municipalities and boards for the 
construction of works for the supply of water to 
the city of Brisbane and to towns in the State, 
of which a large proportion has been repaid, 
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leaving at the end of 1904 an indebtedness to the 
Government of 817,316/. 

An important feature of the country west of the 
coast range is the proved existence of artesian 
water in some 376,800 of the 668,497 square miles 
comprising the area of the colony. At least 934 
artesian bores have been sunk; the depth ranges 
from a maximum of 5,045 feet, the depth of the 
bore at Bimerah Run; 564 of these bores overflow. 
The daily yield ranges from 4,000,000 of gallons 
downwards, and the aggregate total output is 
over 375,000,000 of gallons per diem. Generally 
stated, the waters are soft, and otherwise of 
excellent quality. The static pressure at the 
surface ranges from fully 245 lbs. per square inch, 
as at the Government bore at Thargomindah, to 
a few lbs., and the temperatures of the waters 
range from 196° to70° Fahr. The amount expended 
in boring for artesian water is satiniated! by the 
Government hydraulic engineer at nearly three- 
quarters of a million sterling, exclusive of the 
cost of casings, which are imported from the 
United Kingdom, and the value of which 
would very probably reach 120,000/., so that 
some three-quarters of a million sterling at 
least representa the amounts expended, chiefly 
by pastoralists, in improving and _ increasing 
the value of the national estate. In addition 
to this expenditure, Government have expended 
large sums on the construction of water con- 
servation works on main roads and stock routes, 
and these works have opened up country, facilitated 
settlement, and added to the value of public 
lands. 

Irrigation has made a start in the colony, and 
already about 13,360 acres are artificially watered 
by some 368 irrigationists. The crop chiefly 
watered is sugar cane, but hi ruit, and 
grass lands are similarly treate 


Population. 

The population of Queensland, excluding the 
aborigines, was found by the returns of the census 
of April, 1881, to be 213,525 persons; a census was 
taken on the Ist of May, 1886, when it was found 
that the total population was 322,853 persons, an 
increase of 51°20 per cent. in 5 years; and the 
census of 5th April, 1891, showed the population 
to be 393,718; of these 223,799 were males, and 
169,939 females. The population is mostly either 
Australasian born or of European parentage. The 
figures for 1901 do not include all aborigines, but 
only those living under civilised conditions.

There are above 230 inhabited towns and town 
reserves. Of these 35 are under municipal govern- 
ment, and contain a population of about 222,397. 
The receipts of the local authorities, including 
Water Boards and Shires, in 1904 were 620,8414. ; 
their expenditure 621,929/.; the assessed capital 
value of the property in districts under their control 
414,956,173/7., and debt 1,928,389/. Debts for water 
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works, amounting to 842,521/., which are due 
rincipally on be of these local bodies, are 
included in the figures given. 

Brisbane, the capital of the State, is beautifully 
situated on the fine river of that name about 20 miles 
from the mouth. The city, including its suburbs, 
had, on the 3lst December, 1904, an estimated 
population of 125,672 (ten-mile radius). It is only 
about 10 miles in a direct line from the sea coast ; 
the climate is healthy, and during the greater 
part of the year most enjoyable. 

The other chief towns are Townsville (15,546), 
Tpewich (15,246), Maryborough (12,900), Rock- 
hampton, including North Rockhampton (19,691), 
Gympie (14,431), and Toowoom (14,087 ), 
Charters Towers (20,976). All these include an 
area of five-mile radius. (Census 1901.) 


Currency and Banking. 


There were, on 31st December, 1904, 11 hanks, 
with 175 branches. The value of the coin and 
bullion is givenas 1,314,927/. ; deposits, 12,517,805¥. 
The Government Savings Bank returns the num- 
ber of depositors as 83,055 ; the amount of deposits 
as 3,767, 060/. 

The currency and legal tender is exclusively 
British sterling. 


Means of Communication. 

On the 30th June, 1905, the railways in 
Queensland showed 3,092 miles in operation, the 
cost of construction of opened lines being 
21,610,98Q/., the revenue 1,413,4397., and the 
working expenses 814,744/. The following lines 
are now open for traffic :— 


THE SOUTHERN AND WESTERN from Brisbane to 
Cunnamulla ; with its branches, Ipswich to Dugan- 
dan, North Ipswich to Tivoli, Brisbane Valley Junc- 
tion to Moorabool, Gowrie Junction etd Warwick 
and Stanthorpe to the New South Wales border at 
Wallangarra, Pengarry Junction to Crow’s Nest, — 
Wyreema to Pittsworth, Hendon to Allora, and a 
branch from Warwick to Killarney, and Warwick 
to Thane. A main coast line is now open south- 
wards, Brisbane to The Tweed, connecting with 
the Southern and Western line by a loop to 
Corinda, with branches to Beaudesert, Southport, 
and Cleveland; northwards, Brisbane to Rock- 
hampton, with branches to New Farm, Enoggera, 
Pinkenba, Sandgate, Degilbo, Kingaroy, Pialba, 
Cordalba, and Mount Perry, a great copper- 
mining centre. 


THE CENTRAL RAILWAY is open from Rock- 
hampton to Longreach, with branches to Mount 
Morgan, Springsure and Clermont; also one to 
Broadmount and to the coast at Emu Park, a 
seaside resort. 

From Mackay, a port between Rockhampton 
and Townsville, 32 miles of railway are open to 
Pinnacle, with a branch to Eton opening up good 
agricultural land.

THE NORTHERN RAILWAY is open from Towns- 
ville to Winton, with branches to Ravenswood and 
Richmond having been carried through Charters 
Towers, the latter town, a great gold-mining centre, 
having a population of 20,976 inhabitants. The 
trunk lines all start from the sites of navigable 
rivers on the eastern seaboard. In the Cook District 
a railway is constructed intended ultimately 
to connect Cooktown with the Palmer Gold 
Fields, 67 miles of which are open for traffic.

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Another railway is also constructed from Cairns, 
on the sea coast, to Mareeba, with a branch to 
Atherton, connecting with the private line to 
Chillagoe, tapping a e area rich in minerals. 
A line is also constru from Normanton, in the 
Gulf of Carpentaria, to Croydon, 94 miles, south- 
easterly. ; 

There is also a steam tramway line from 
Townsville to Ayr, a distance of 50 miles. 

There are 496 electric telegraph stations in the 
State. The number of miles of line 10,154, with 
20,764 miles of wire. The receipts of the Post 
and Telegraph Department were 331,376. 

The number of messages during 1904 was 
1,603,388. The telephone is also much used about 
the metropolis and some of the principal towns ; 
there are now 3,936 subscribers who use it, and 
cables containi ultiple wires are now paige 
laid underground to uce the inconvenience 0 
a large number of separate wires in the street, 
and to secure a metallic circuit, and the Revenue 
amounted to 28,011. 

Communication with London is maintained, v4 
Brindisi and Torres Straits, every four weeks, 
with supplementary steamers occasionally ; vtd 
Brindisi and Melbourne every week ; San 
Francisco and Sydney every three weeks; wa 
Vancouver every four weeks; and 1d the i 
every month. e average length of passage by 
Brindisi is thirty-four days. There is daily 
communication with Sydney, Melbourne, and 
Adelaide by rail, and frequent communication 
with all the other parts of Australasia. The rates

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Education. 

A Government system of elementary education 
was established by Act 39 Vict. No. 11. The cen- 
tral administration is vested in the Secreta 
for Public Instruction, and is carried out eirough 
the medium of travelling inspectors. Local school 
committees assist the department with advice and 
supervision. In 1904 there were in operation 
1,649 schools with an enrolment of 106,868 pupils. 
The schools are free and unsectarian. There are 
also 174 private schools, with 14,368 children, and 
10 mar schools, with 1,007 pupils, on the roll. 
A University is about to be established. There 
are no local rates for education, which in the 
areas schools is entirely paid for by the 

tate. A system of technical instruction, con- 
ducted by Local Committees, is liberally endowed 
by the State. 

Immigration. 

The arrivalsintothe State from places outside the 
boundaries numbered 39,873, and the departures to 
all countries 40,980, showing an excess of departures 
of 1,107. The arrivals of Chinese numbered 261, 
and of Pacific Islanders 309, whilst the departures 
of these coloured aliens numbered 621 and 816, 
and their deaths 100 and 221 respectively. 

By Act 53 Vict., No. 2, the number of Chinese 
to be landed by any one ship is limited to the 
proportion of one to every five hundred tons of 
the tonnage of such ship. 

Government. 

The constitution is regulated by the Letters 
Patent of 6th June, 1859, and Act 31 Vict., No. 38. 
The Legislature is formed of two Houses of 
Parliament, the Legislative Council or the 
Upper House, and the Lower House or Legis- 
lative Assembly. The members of the Council 
are nominated by the Governor, and hold their 
offices for life. The members of the Legislative 
Assembly are elected. There is no property 
qualification required for membership in either 
branch of the Legislature. The voting for mem- 
bers of the Assembly is by ballot. Every man 
of 21 years, who has resided six months in some 
electorate or electorates, is entitled to be registered 
as an elector. Persons having property, either 
leasehold or freehold, or a licence to depasture 
lands from the Government or a household in any 
electoral district in which they do not reside, 
have the right of a vote in the district where such 

roperty may be situated, as well as in the district 

or which they claim as residents. 

In the Upper Chamber of the Legislature there 
are at present 42 members, including the President 
of the Council. By the Electoral Districts Act, 
No. 10 of 1887, as amended by the Electoral 
Districts Act of 1892, the Colony is divided into 
61 districts, of which 11 return two members, 
and 50 return one member each, or a total of 
72 members,

SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 


Situation and Area. 


That portion of the Continent of Australia 
bounded on the east by the l4lst degree of east 
longitude, on the north by the 26th degree of south 
latitude, on the west by the 132nd degree of east 
longitude, and on the south by the Southern 
Ocean, was constituted a British Province by Act 
of Parliament, 4 and 5 William IV., c. 96, under 
the designation of SouTH AUSTRALIA. In 1861, 
the territory known as ‘“‘ No Man’s Land,” about 
80,000 square miles, lying between the boundaries 


in 1861 and 1863. 
Climate. 

The rainfall at Adelaide averages 21 inches 
annually, mostly from May toOctober, It varies 
from 16 to 42 inches on the plains and hills 
respectively, The mean temperature 74°, the 
extreme range being from 35° to 112°. 


General Government. 


The Parliament of South Australia consists of 
Legislative Council and a House of Assembly, 
created by the Local Act No. 2 of 1855-56, which 
was proclaimed on October 25th, 1856. This ad 


commonly called the Constitution Act, was pass 
by virtue of the Imperial Act 13 & 14 Vict., cap. 594

as originally constituted, consisted of 18 and ; 
members respectively, By the Local Act No. 2 
of 1875, the House of Assembly was increased 
46 members, representing 22 electoral rede

By Act No. 236 of 1881, six members were add 
to the Legislative Council, and the Colony w 
divided into four electoral districts for the purpose 
of Council elections. In 1882the Houseof Assembly 
was further increased to 52 members, representi 
26 electoral districts; and by Act No. 450 of 1 

the Northern Territory was created an electoral di 
trict, returning two members, thus raisi the 
number to 54. By Act 779 of 1901, the auiaber of 
members was reduced from 3lst March, 1902, t« 
18 in the Legislative Council and 42 (representing 
13 districts) in the House of Assembly. 

The four electoral districts of the Legislative 
Council are—Central, Southern, North-eastern, 
and Northern, the firet returning six members and 
the others four members, each. On May 3rd, 
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1906, and every three years thereafter, three 
members for the Central District and two 
members for each of the other Council Districts 
who stand first on the roll retire, and their 
successors will be appointed by each of the four 
districts electing members. The new members are 
placed at the bottom of the roll of their district, 
the member receiving most votes at the election 
being placed last. Elections are conducted by 
ballot. Act No. 779 of 1901 provides for a penal 
dissolution of the Oouneil, or the calling up of 
additional members, if the Council twice reject a 
Bill which has been twice passed by the House of 
Assembly, a general election having intervened. 
But the dissolution or the calling up of members 
ig permissive, not dompulsory; and if members 
are called up no*vacancies may be filled while the 
total number of members:is 18 or more. 

The quorum of the Council consists of ten 
members, including the President. 

The qualification for a member of the Legislative 
Co cit is that he shall have attained the age of 
30 years, that he be a subject of the King, and 
that he has resided in the State for three years. 
The qualification of a voter is that he shall he 
21 years of age, a natural-born or naturalized 
subject of His Majesty, and have been on the 
electoral roll for a period of six months. He must 
also be possessed of either a freehold of the value 
of 502. or of a leasehold of the annual value of 
202. having three years to run, or with right of 
purchase, or be in occupation of a dwelling-house 
of the annual rent value of 254. Members of both 
houses are paid 200/. per annum. 

The House of Assembly. which is liable to dis- 
solution by the Governor, iselected for three years ; 
9 Districts returning 3 members each, 2 Districts 
returning 4 members each, 1 District returning 
5 members, and 1 District returning 2 members. 
The Constitution Act prescribes no other quali- 
fication as necessary for a member of the 
House of Assembly than that he shall be quali- 
fied and entitled to be registered as an elector. 
An elector’s qualification to vote is that he shall be 
of full age, a natural born or naturalized subject 
of His Majesty, and have been six months on the 
electoral roll. The total number of electors in 
1904 for the Legislative Council is 52,171, of whom 
13,534 were females, and for the House of Assembly 
178,830, of which about 87,966 werewomen. The 
session is usually from June to December. 

The franchise for both Houses was extended to 
adult women by Act 613 of 1894. 

Responsible government is carried on by four 
Ministers, members of the Legislature, who form 
the Cabinet, and are ex-officio members of the 
Executive Council. 


Local Government. 


There are 32 municipalities in the State, whose 
powers are regulated by the ‘Municipal Corpora- 
tions Act, 1890.” The governing body consists 
of Mayor, Aldermen (Aldermen are at present 
elasted for City of Adelaide and some of the 
Suburban Corporations only), and Councillors, 
elected by the ratepayers, who also elect the 
Auditors. The Council has power to levy rates 
for municipal es only on all house and land 
property within the municipal area, but the ques- 
tion of raising a loan must be submitted to a 
general meeting of the ratepayers, and a poll 
must be taken if demanded by six ratepayers. 
There are also 143 district councils having some- 
what similar powers. The aggregate assessment 
of the property within the municipal areas and 
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District Councils amounts to 2,711,238/., and the 
revenue in 1904 amounted to 281,838/., and the 
expenditure to 280, 499V. 


Population, 

The population of the State (including the 
northern territory) at the census of 1891, was 
320,431 persons, and of 1901, 362,604. This 
does not include the aborigines, of whom there 
are about 2,600. There are about 230 Chinese 
in the State. The immigration of Chinese 
is restricted by no vessel being allowed to 
‘“‘enter any port or place in the State having 
on board a greater number of Chinese than in 
the proportion of one Chinese to every five 
hundred tons of the registered tonnage of such 
vessel.” Penalty, on conviction, 500/. for each 
Chinaman in excess of such number. 

‘‘Any Chinese entering the State by land 
without first obtaining a permit in writing from 
some person to be appointed by the Governor in 
Council shall be liable, on conviction, to a penalty 
of not less than 5/., nor more than 20/,,” and is also 
liable to be deported to the State whence he came. 

The inhabitants of the City of Adelaide, includ- 
ing the suburbs, on 3lst December, 1904, were 
estimated to number 170,729. 

About 85 per cent. of the whole population are 
members of testant Churches, and the remain- 
ing 15 per cent. are Roman Catholics. The Church 
of England is represented by 26 per cent. 


Education 


The University of Adelaide was founded by 
Royal Letters Patent in 1881, and an Act of the 
local Parliament in 1874. It was endowed by 
private munificence, aided by an annual grant of 

per cent. on all sums contributed from private 
sources, and an endowment of land, the total 
amount of income being about 20,000. The 
University has the power of granting degrees in 
arts, law, medicine, science, and music; the staff 
consists of 9 professors and 21 lecturers. All 
classes are open to women. It had in 1904—622 
(exclusive of 330 students at the Conservatorium 
of Music) students, besides those attending exten- 
sion lectures. 

Total expenditure, 20,8447. 

In connection with the Art Gallery 3 Schools of 
Design have been formed, in which 603 students 
are instructed in painting and designing for 
technical purposes. 

The Schoo of Mines and Industries was esta- 
blished in 1889. It is supported by an annual 

rliamentary vote of about 4,5002. and by school 

ees. Diplomas are awarded in mining, metallurgy, 
and mechanical engineering. The staff consists of 
50 officers and teachers. The students number 
about 1,800. 

Primary education is provided for by the Educa- 
tion Acts of 1875, 1878, and 1891, by which the 
management of public education is committed to 
a Minister of Education—-a member of the Cabinet, 
The education is secular, but not to the exclusion 
of the Bible; free from January 1, 1892, up to the 
compulsory standard, and it has been compulsory 
since 1876. There are 715 schools, with 1,332 
teachers, and 60,879 scholars. 

The expenses of the Education Department 
for payment of teachers, &c., were, during 1904-5, 
155,9022. The total expenditure on school build- 
ings up to the end of 1904 was 515,277/. The 
lands dedicated to educational purposes amount 
to 459,947 acres, and the land leased was 389,403 
acres, at an annual rental of 6,1121. 
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For the maintenance of the South Australian 
Public Library, Museum, and Art Gallery, also 
country institutes in 1904-5, the sum expended 
was 10,5170. 

Administration of Justice. 

The legal tribunals of the State consist of a 
Supreme Court, presided over by the Chief Justice 
aiid Go Puisne Judges; the Court of Vice- 
Admiralty, of which the Chief Justice is Judge; 
Circuit Courts at Naracoorte, Mount Gambier, 
Port A and Gladstone, presided over by 
Judges of the Supreme Court; and at Palmerston, 
Northern Territory, by the Judge of the Northern 
Territory ; the urt of Insolvency, presided 
over by a Commissioner, who is a Stipendiary 
Magistrate, or by a Judge of the Supreme Court ; 
Local Courts of Insolvency at Port Augusta, 
Gladstone, Mount Gambier, and Moonta, presided 
over b Sir ream fl Magistrates; and at Palmer- 
ston, Northern Territory, by the Judge of the 
Northern Territory; Local Courts of Civil Juris- 
diction in all the principal towns throughout the 
State with full isdiction, presided over by 
Stipendiary shan aie ae and Limited Jurisdiction, 
by Justices of the Peace; and Police Magistrates 
Courts. 

‘The number of convictions in the Supreme Court 
has averaged during the last three years 119, one 
in every 3,098 of the population. 


Land Transfer. 


The Statute known as the Real Property Act 
of South Australia affords a process by which 
the transfer of landed property may be accom- 
plished in as easy and cheap a manner as any 
ordinary commercial transaction. There can be 
no question that the operation of the measure 
has been highly advantageous to the com- 
munity. The total value of the lands peer oy 
under the operation of this law to the end of 1 
amounts to 16,987,326/. sterling. 


Loans for Public Works. 

Legislative sanction has been accorded from 
time to time for the raising of money by way of 
loan, for the prosecution of reproductive public 
works—such as railways, tramways, waterworks, 
tel phs, harbour improvements, and other 
public purposes. The amount of the Public Debt 
outstanding (including Northern Territory) on 
3lst December, 1904, was 28, 607,745U. 


Currency and Banking. 

The legal tender and usual currency is exclu- 
sively British sterling. 

Seven banking institutions carry on business 
within the State, all of which have establish- 
ments in the principal seaports and inland town- 
ships—numbering altogether 96 branches and 
agencies. Their namesare: The Bank of Austra- 
lasia; Union Bank of Australia, Limited; 
National Bank of Australasia, Limited ; English, 
Scottish, and Australian Bank, Limited ; Bank of 
Adelaide; Bank of New South Wales; and Com- 
mercial Bank of Australia, Limited. The total 
average liabilities of the seven banks amount to 
(December, 1904) 7,058,020/. (including 326,558/., 
perpetual inscribed stock), average note circula- 
tion, 378,549/., and the total average assets to 
6,751,491. 

The Savings Bank is managed by a Board of 
Trustees appointed by the Governor, and has 154 

encies. e number of depusitors on 30th June, 
1806, was 146,366 (19.545 not bearing interest), 
and the total deposits amounted to 4,398,041/.

Industry. 

It may be cone estimated that not more than 
150,000 square miles of the area of the State 
excluding the Northern Territory, are at present 
ae to profitable use. Agricultural settlement 

not extended 300 miles from the coast; and 

ral occupation may be said to have reached 

,200 miles. Forty-six counties have been pro- 
claimed to 3lst December, 1904, embracing 80,453 
square miles, or 51,489,920 acres. The area 
outside the declared oounties oovers 299,617 
square miles, or 191,754,880 acres. Of this large 
area only 8,020,908 acres have been alienated from 
the Crown—amounting, nevertheless, to upwards 
of 87 acres for each male adult in the State, 
87,151,181 acres being held under lease from the 
Crown. About one in every five acres of the 
alienated land is under tillage; the remainder is 
used for ral only. All land is sur- 
veyed by the Government prior to leasing, and is 
divided into farms of extent varying from 80 to 
20,000 acree—the necessary reserves being made 
public for railways, highways, watering stock, &o. 

More than one-half the total area of land culti- 
vated (3,316,574 acres) is cro with wheat, of 
which 1,840,157 acres were cultivated in 1904. 

Vine culture is an important and p ive 
industry; 23,210 acres of land were dev: to this 
purpose in 1904. Wine made, 2,625,430 gals. Ex- 
ee 686,159 gals. The slopes of the hills pro- 

uce wines of a full-bodied character similar to 
those of Spain and Portugal, whilst those made 
in the more elevated districts resemble the lighter 
wines of the Rhine. Whilst the local demand is 
fully supplied at very cheap rates, a considerable 
export trade in wines of a higher character is 
carried on. The winesof South Australia have 
always been awarded prizes at the several Great 
International Exhibitions. 

Considerable attention has also been paid to the 
drving of raisins and currants; of the former 
8,697 cwts., and of the latter, 16,714 cwts. were 
made in 1904. 

Almond trees (187,321) are of rapid growth, and 
large g eoge a of a superior description of soft- 
shell almond are gathered yearly for home con- 
sumption and for ap ae Orange trees, 
151,593; lemon trees, 69,610; olive trees, 83,138. 

The State possesses all the conditions 
requisite for the successful and profitable culture 
of the olive. Olive oil of the most delicate charac- 
ter has been expressed, and gained awards at the 
various Exhibitions. Its purity and general su- 

riority over the imported article of commerce 

as acquired for it a high position in the local 
market. 

In 1851 the total area of land leased from 
the Crown for ral pu was 15,000 
square miles. In ea there were noe 
square miles in pastoral occupation. uring 
the same period the number of horses has 
increased from 6,500 to 163,481 ; of horned cattle 
from 75,000 to 272,469; and of sheep from 
1,000,000 to over 5,820,301, whilst the exports of 
wool have increased from 4,000 to 117,035 bales. 
The number of manufactories is 1,275, employing 
18,780 hands and 8,650 horse-power. 

A few years ago, flour mills and tanneries were 
almost the only representatives of local manu- 
factures; whilst these have largely increased in 
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number and efficiency, many important additions 
have been made to the list, and there are now 
many steam flour mills, saw mills, foundries, agri- 
cultural implement works, breweries, &c. Several 
marble and slate quarries of excellent quality, and 
over 100 building stone quarries have been opened. 

e akties of the State are seven in number, 
of which oneis forthe supply of the City of Adelaide 
and suburbs, one is at Port Adelaide, and the 
remaining six are in the principal country towns. 

314 vessels, of 56,670 tons, were, in 1904, 
registered at Port Adelaide.

The total 
external trade is 15,932,921/., far the larger part 
of which is with the United Kingdom and the 
Colonies, the bulk of the remainder being with 
the United States and China. The chief copper 
mines are those at Moonta and Wallaroo; the 
chief gold fields, Arltunga, Angipena, Barossa, 
Blumberg, Echunga, Luxemberg, Mount Grainger, 
Mount Pleasant, Mount Torrens, Nillinghoo, 
Tarcoola, Teetulpa, Ulooloo, Wadnaminga, Wood- 
side, and Waukaringa, and Burrundie MacDonnell 
Ranges in the N. T. 


Means of Communication. 


There are 4,520 miles of roads defined in the 
settled districts, the greater portion of the cost 
of which has been defrayed from the General 
Revenue—no special toll or rate having been 
levied. The te number of miles maca- 
damised is 2,703. In addition to the main lines, 
perhaps as many more miles of district or by-roads 
have been constructed and kept in repair by local 
municipalities out of rates andl grants in aid. 

The railways purchased by Government are all 
constructed and worked by the Government. The 
mileage opened for traffic in the State is 1,749, 
and 146 miles in the Northern Territory. Up to 
June 30th, 1906, the total cost of the railways 
reached 13,587,406/. The receipts in 1904-5 
were 1,273,321/., and the expenditure 736,791J. 
Working expenses 57°86 per cent. Net revenue 
on cost, 3°95 per cent. There is daily railway 
communication between Adelaide, Melbourne, 
Sydney, and Brisbane. 

The g phical position of South Australia 
siscennitated’ ear! and earnest attention being 
devoted to the extension of the South Australian 
telegraphs, so as to afford communication with 
Melbourne, Sydney, Brisbane, Port Darwin, and 
Perth. To accomplish this South Australia, at 
her own risk, erected a line of telegraph, some 
2,200 miles in length, at a cost of over ,0002., 
across & continent which had only been traversed 
by an exploring party. An additional wire has 
been erected at a cost of over 50,000/. At present 
the railway reaches Oodnadatta, 688 miles north 
of Adelaide, and Pine Creek, 146 miles south of 
Palmerston, the intervening gap being 1,200 miles. 

At the close of the year 1 there were 290 
stations, 6,071 miles of line, and 15,041 miles 
of wire open throughout the State. There are 521 
miles of telephone line open, 10 exchanges, 2,103 
connections, and 4,963 iniles of telephone wire. 
The number of messages sent in 1904 was 
1,708,389, of which 165,562 were international. 

Internal water communication is afforded by the 
Murray River, on which steamers run for 2,000 
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miles. There is regular and frequent communica- 
tion by mail steamers with all parts of Australasia 
as well as with Europe and San Francisco. The 
rates of postage are :— - 
tters.

Mistory. 

Tasmania was discovered in 1642 by the Dutch 
navigator, Abel Jan Tasman, and by him named 
Van Diemen’s Land, the name by which it was 
known down to 1853. It was not discovered to 
be an island until 1797. It was formally taken 
possession of by England in 1803, and made 
auxiliary to the penal settlement at Botany Bay. 
The first free emigrants arrived in 1816, and the 
last convicts in 1853. Responsible government 
was introduced in 1850. 


Climate. 


Tasmania is one of the most healthy of the 
British possessions, and is never too hot in summer 
nor too culd in winter for out-door occupations 
to be carried on ; nor is it subject to the droughts 
experienced in the other Australian States. 

[he three spring months commence in Septem- 
ber, summer in December, autumn in March, and 
winter in June. 

From observations taken at Hobart for 1902 the 
highest shade temperature recorded was 97° on 
the 2nd Feb., and the lowest 28°8° on the 19th 
July. The mean range for the year was 16'3. 
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In 1904 rain fell on 147 days in the year, and the 
rainfall was a little more than 22°08 inches. 


Means of Communication. 

All the principal towns are united by ar eaty or 
There are 1,961 miles of telegraph (with 3, 
miles of wire) open in the State. This excludes 
432 miles of cable belonging to the Tasmanian 
Cable Company. The tota] cost of telegraph and 
telephone construction up to 3lst Dec., 1904, was 
346,785/., the receipts for telegraphs in 1904 being 

,853/. There are also 1,450 miles of telephone, 
which yield an annual rental of 10,155/. 

There is a duplicate electric cable between Tas- 
mania and Victoria, whence land-lines extend to 
Port Darwin, and thence to England v1d Java. 

The number of messages sent was 448,045, of 


.which 173,838 were cable. 


Steamers run between Melbourne and Laun- 
ceston three times a week. Direct mail steamer 
from Hobart to Sydney twice a week. Direct 
mail steamer between Hobart and Melbourne, 
and Hobart and New Zealand every week. 
There are also steamers trading between 
Launceston and the north-west ports of Tasmania 
and Melbourne every week. The mail steamer 
from Melbourne to Colombo and London every 
week; time 32 days v1d Brindisi. The mail 
steamer from Sydney to San Francisco and thence 
to London, vid New York, every four weeks; 
time about 40 days. The mail steamer usd 
Vancouver, once a month. The mail steamer 
awd Brisbane, Batavia, Aden, and Brindisi every 
four weeks ; passage from Tasmania about 55 days. 
Direct communication is also afforded by the 
steamers of the Shaw, Savile Co. and New Zea- 
land Shipping Co., one vessel of each Company 
calling at Hobart every month. 

In addition to the above, mails are deposited by 
Messageries Maritimes de France and by German 
Line packets once a month.

Dec., 1904, was 5,010,267/., the gross receipts in 
1904 318, 096/., and the working expenses 
215,154/., showing a return of 2°31 per cent. on 
the capital.

The upset price of Crown land fit for agriculture

Industry, 


The exports of the island are principally wool, 
tin, grain, fruit, preserves, gold, copper, hides, 
skins, and leather, hops, timber, vegetables, 
and tanning bark. 

The land in crop on Ist March, 1905, was 
226,228 acres and 578,346 acres permanently 
artificially sown grasses, There were in the State 
202,206 horned cattle, and 1,556,460 sheep. 

Tasmania possesses a great source of wealth in 
her minerals, which are now being turned to good 
account. Gold, silver, copper, tin, coal, wolfram, 
and also other minerals are found throughout the 
island. The principal goldfields are at Beacons- 
field, Lefroy, and Mathinna. At Beaconsfield the 
Tasmania Mine is the main producer. Since the 
reef was discovered in 1877 up to 3lst December, 
1904, this mine has produced 597,276 ozs. of gold, 
value 2,196,3052., and the total amount paid in 
lividends is 772, O72. At Lefroy several mines 
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are sinking, driving, &c., the total output for the 
903, being 1,357 ozs., 
value 5,258. At Mathinns the chief mine is the 
New Golden Gate, which is being opened:out at 
1,600 feet level. The total quantity of gold 
obtained from this mine is 215,955 ozs., value 
822,321/., and total amount paid in dividends 
355,200. Silver is found on the west and east 
coasts. Several large silver mines are in full

Population. 


The population in 1881 was 115,706, of whom 
61,162 were males, and 54,543 females 

On 5th A April, 1891, the population of Tasmania 
was 146,667, of whom 77, were males, and 
69,107 females, being 5°60 persons to the square 
mile. On 81st March, 1901, the eae: was 
172,475, of whom 839, 624 were males and 82,851 
females, being to the square mile 5°05. The 
death-rate of 1904 was 11°04 to the 1,000 of the 
population. The number of inhabited houses 
not including tents (1,013) was 31,046. The black 
aboriginal population is now extinct, but there are 
on the Furneaux Islands a number of half-breeds 
(157). 

Hobart, on the River Derwent, is a city of con- 
siderable size, containing within the Registration 
boundary 34,949 inhabitants. 

Launceston, on the River Tamar, the secon: 
town of the State, contains within the Registra- 
tion boundary a population of 21,650. 


Local Government, 


Municipal councils were established in Hobart 
and Launceston in 1855, when responsible govern- 
ment was granted to the Colony, and under the 
Rural Municipalities Act of 1865 councils have 
been established in 21 districts. These councils 
consist of seven elected members, two retiring 
annually for two successive years and three every 
third year. The president of the council, called 
the Warden, is elected annually by the councillors. 
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The voters for the election of councillors are 
every male or female over 21 years of age on the 
assessment roll. There are also 22 Town Boards 
established in the principal townships in the Police 
districts. In the districts where there are no 
municipalities the care of the roads is in the hands 
of Road Trusts. There are also 15 Water Trusts 
for the supply of water, and 36 Cemetery Trusts. 
In Launceston, Hobart, Mersey, Circular Head, 
Table Cape, Leven, and Strahan, the ement 
of the harbours is in the hands of marine boards. 
The total revenue of these various bodies, exclusive 
of Government grants, in 1903 was 201,007/., and 
the expenditure 207, 1697. 

The outstanding local debt on 31st December, 
1908, was 847,144/. 


Currency and Banking. 


The legal tender and usual currency is British 
sterling. 

There are four banks established in the State 
viz.: The Commercial Bank of Tasmania, the 
National Bank of Tasmania, the Union Bank 
of Australia, the Bank of Australasia, with, 
together, 40 branches. The total aasets on 31st 
December, 1904, amounted to 3,537, 282/., deposits 
3,458,165. The note circulation on same date 
amounted to 141,977/. 

In addition to above there are three saving bank 
systems, one being located at Hobart, one at 
Launceston, and one having any branches 
throughout the State, established by Govern- 
ment in connection with the Post Office Depart- 
ment, total deposits at time of last balancing 
being 1,263, 685/. 


Education, 


State schools for primary education were origi- 
nally established under a board provided for by 
Act 27 Vict., No. 11, in 1868. In 1887 the board 
was superseded by a department under the super- 
vision of a Director of Education, working under 
the Minister of Lands as Ministerial h The 
system is national and compulsory, but free only 
to children unable to pay fees, with non-sectarian 
religious instruction. ere were 356 State schools 
in operation on 3lst December, 1904, the number 
of scholars on the rolls 24,082, and the average 
attendance 14,321. 

With a view of encouraging the pursuit of a 
regular and higher course of education amongst 
the youth of the State, the University of Tasmania 
was established in the year 1890, with power to 
grant scholarships. In all eight scholarships are 
now awarded annually. 


Constitution. 


The constitution of Tasmania was settled by 
local -Act (18 Vict., No. 17), constituting ‘‘the Par- 
liament of Tasmania,” and various amending 


The Legislative Council consists of 18 mem- 
bers, elected for 15 electoral districts. Every 
member of the Legislative Council] holds his seat 
for six years from the day of his election, at the 
expiration of which time his seat becomes vacant. 
The competency of the Council is not affected by 
vacancies, 80 long as nine members remain. No 
judge of the Supreme Court can be a member of the 
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Legislative Council nor any person holding office 
of profit under the Crown (except responsible 
Ministers) nor contractors to Government. The 
qualification for a member is to be 30 years of age, 
and to be a natural-born or naturalised subject of 
His Majesty. The qualification for an elector is the 
possession of a freehold estate of 102. or leasehold 
of 30/. annual value, or being a graduate of any 
University in the British Dominions, or Associate 
of Arts of Tasmania, or qualified legal or medical 
practitioner, or minister of religion, or an officer 
of the army or navy, or retired officer of the 
Tasmanian Volunteer Force. 

The House of Assembly consists of 35 members, 
elected for 365 electoral districts. Any natural- 
born or naturalised subject of His Majesty can be 
elected, provided that he is not a judge of the 
a ee Court, a person holding office of profit 
under the Crown (except responsible Ministers), 
nor a contractor to Government. 

The duration of the Assembly is three years. 
The qualification of an elector for the Assembly 
is to be a British subject, 21] years old, and resident 
for 12 months. The Franchise is extended to 
women. Voting by ballot is regulated by Ist 
Ed. VII., No. 57. Parliament usually meets in 
July, and sits for about four months. Members, 
excepting Ministers and certain officers of Par- 
liament, are paid 100. Meinbers of the Common- 
wealth Parliament are disqualified for a seat in 
either House, and a Minister of the Crown under 
the Commonwealth cannot hold a post as Minister 
in Tasmania. 

The Governor is advised by a Cabinet of respon- 
sible Ministers. 


Defence. 


The strength of the Colonial Volunteer Force is 
1,446 officers and men. Batteries guard the 
mouths of the Derwent and Tamar rivers.

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VICTORIA. 


Situation and Area. 


Victoria is situated at the south-east of the 
continent of Australia, and lies between the 34th 
and 3¥th parallels of south latitude and the 141st 
and 150th meridians of east longitude. Its 
extreme length from east to west is about 490 
tailes, and ita greatest breadth is about 300 miles. 
Its extent of coast line is nearly 700 miles. 

On the north and north-east Victoria is bounded 
by New South Wales, from which it is separated 
by the River Murray, and a direct line from the 
head waters of that stream, at Forest Hill, to Cape 
Howe. On the west it is bounded by South 
Australia, from which it is se ted by a line 
®pproximating to the position of the 14]s8t meridian, 
extending from the Murray to the sea. On the 
south and south-east its shores are washed by the 
Southern Ocean, Bass’ Straits, and the Pacific 


The southernmost point in Victoria, and on the 
whole continent of Australia, is Wilson’s Promon- 
tory, which lies in latitude 39° 8’ S., longitude 
\46° 26’ E. ; the northernmost point is the place 
where the western boundary of the State meets 
the Murray, latitude 34° 2’ S.; longitude 140° 58’ E. ; 
ity point furthest east is Cape Howe, situated in 

titude 37° 31’ &.; longitude 149° 59’ E.; the 
most westerly point is the line of the whole 
Western frontier, which, according to the latest 
“orrection, lies upon the meridian 140° 58’ E., and 
extends from latitude 34° 2’ S. to latitude 38° 4’S., 
or 242 geographical miles. 

e area of Victoria is, according to the most 
bene _computation, 87,884 square miles, or 
M760 acres (nearly equal to Great Britain). 

@ whole continent of Australia contains 2, 972,906 
Baek miles, and Victoria consequently occupies 

ta thirty-fourth part of its surface. 
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Physical Features. 

Victoria is traversed, with more or less 
porwr ys throughout its entire length from east 
to west by a chain of mountains and lesser hills, 
completely dividing it into two parts, and known 
as the Dividing Range. The summit of this range 
runs generally at a distance of 60 or 70 miles from 
the coast. e streams to the north of it flow 
towards the River Murray, and thos to the south 
of it towards the sea. The eastern part of the 
range, which divides the Gippsland district from 
that of the Murray, is named the Australian Alpe ; 
and that part which separates the arya of Ripon 
from that of Borung, and extends into the County 
of Kara Kara, is named the Pyrenees. The higher 
peaks of the Dividing Range are covered with 
snow for several months in the year. The 
mountainous country is, for the most part, densely 
wooded to the very summits with fine timber, but 
the peaks above the winter snow line are quite 
bare, or only partially covered with dwarfed trees 
or shrubs. From near Kilmore eastward, a dis- 
tance of 200 miles, the mountains are generally so 
hee and inaccessible as to hyve a considerable 
barrier between the parts of the colony north and 
south of them, and they can only be traversed with 

eat labour by the few passes that exist. From 
ilmore westward the range rapidly dwindles, 80 
that although presenting in places points of con- . 
siderable height—such as Srount William and 
Mount Macedon—it is easil From 
Mount Macedon it becomes, as it stretches away to 
the Western district, a chain of hills, in parts only 
of considerable altitude, and offering no serious 
obstructions to crossing in very many places. 
That portion of the Murray basin commencing at 
Wodonga on the east as a point, and extending in 
the form of a regular triangle toa width of 200 
miles along the western boundary of Victoria, has 
almost a flat surface, with a very slight inclination 
towards the Murray. The remaining country 
north and south of the Dividing Range and its 
spurs is moderately undulating; it is in some parts 

estitute of timber, but closely wooded in others. 
Besides the main Dividing Range, there are also 
other ranges extending in different parts of the 
country, many of them being spurs of the main 
chain. The highest peaks, however, are found in 
the Dividing Range and its offshoots. 
Pomiation. 

Although Victoria occupies no more than the 
thirty-fourth part of the Australian continent, 
from various causes such has been its attractiveness 
as compared with the other States of the group, 
that it now contains 31 per cent. of the inhabitants 
of the whole continent. The enumerated popula- 
tion, at the date of the census, 3lst March, 1901, 
was 1,201,341, viz, 603,883 males and 597,458 
females. These numbers give a proportion of 98°9 
females to 100 males. The estimated population 
on 3lst Dec., 1904, was 1,210,304, viz., 605,035 
males and 605,269 females. 

Means of Communtcation. 

Melbourne, the metropolis of Victoria, is distant 
from Sydney by sea about 650 English miles, andby 
land 577 miles; from Adelaide by sea 560 miles, and 
by land 483 miles, Itisnowconnected with Sydney, 
Brisbane, and Adelaide by railway, Steam postal 
communication with England, +1d Ceylon and 
Suez, is maintained weekly by the steamers of the 
P. and O., alternating with those of the Orient 
Company. Mails are also carried by the lines of 
steamers belonging to the Pacific, British India 
and Messageries Maritimes (French) Companies. 
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The post offices in Victoria number 1,652. 
The posta] and telegraph revenue is not accurately 
known, but was estimated to have been 668,283J. 
in 1904, and the axpenditure was 624,841. 

Victoria, with the other Australasian States, 
having - joined the Universal Postal Union from 


lst October, 1891, the rates of e are now 

uniform for all countries outside Australasia. 
There are 3,381 miles of railway completed in 

Victoria, and in full operation. e total cost of 


construction of iines opened up to 30th June, 
1904, was 41,216,026. The revenue for 1903-4 
was 3,438,1412., andthe expenditure 2,022,403. 

There are 6,494 miles of telegraph lines o 
(including railway telegraphs), and about 16, 
miles of wire; also about 25,501 miles of telephone 
wire. The number of telegrams transmitted 
during 1904 was 2,201,310. There are 22 telephone 
exchanges in the State, with 8,429 subscribers. 
The amount received on account of telegraphs 
and telephones during the year 1904 was 199, O30. 

Stage coaches run to parts of the State 
where railway communication is not available. 

Clamate. 

From its geographical position Victoria enjoys 
a climate far more genial to Europeans than any 
other State of Australia. In regard to heat the 
weather is never ape oppressive, except 
during the prevalence of hot northerly winds, 
and these occur only at intervals during the 
summer months. Over a series of years the 
mean temperature at Melbourne was 57°4°; the 
mean atmospheric pressure at 91°3 feet above the 
sea level was 29°94 inches; rain falls on the average 
upon 132 days in the year, the mean annual 
rainfall being 25% inches. 

Mistory. 

It is believed that the first Europeans who ever 
sighted any portion of the land now embraced 
within the limits of the colony of Victoria were 
Captain Cook and the officers and crew of His 
Majesty's ship Endeavowr. Cook, however, did not 
attempt to land, but passed on to other discoveries. 

On his return to England he reported the 
eastern part of Australia to be suitable for coloni- 
sation, and this led toa party of convicts being 
d tched there in 1788, under Captain Arthur 
Phillip, R.N. On the shores of Port Jackson, a 
few miles to the north of Botany Bay, Phillip 
established a permanent settlement, but for nearl 
ten years afterwards nothing was done towar 
the exploration of the southern shores of Australia. 
At length George Bass, a surgeon in the Royal 
Navy, started in a whale-boat, manned by six 
seamen, and, peas Cape Howe, coasted alon 
that of Victoria now called Gippsland, an 
rounding Wilson’s Promontory—the southern- 
most point on the Australian Continent—entered 
Western Port on the 4th June, 1798. He, however, 
returned to Sydney without discovering Port 
Phillip Bay, which was first entered on “the 5th 
January, 1802, by Acting-Lieut. John Murray, in 
command of the armed brig Lady Nelson. In 
October of the following year an attempt was 
made to colonise the territory by Lieut.-Col. David 
Collins, of the Royal Marines, in command of 
& party of convicts. Collins, however, after the 
expiration of three months, abandoned Port Phillip 
as unfit for settlement, and for the next twenty 
years the district attracted but little attention. 
Then two explorers—Hume and Hovell—made 
their way overland from Sydney, and, on their 
return, gave a satisfactory report of the country, 
the aa being that a convict establishment was 
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soon afterwards founded on Western Port Bay, 
which, however, was in a short time abandoned, 
apparently on economic grounds, The first per- 
manent settlement in Victoria was formed at 
Portland Bay, by Mr. Edward Henty, from Van 
Diemen’s Land—as Tasmania was then called— 
who landed on 19th Nov., 1834, and soon com- 
menced to till the soil, run and breed stock, and 
carry on whaling operations. Others followed, 
but the absence of good land in the immediate 
vicinity of ie Port and the o ess of the bay, 
which rendered it unsafe for shipping during the 
prevalence of certain winds, caused it to be 
considered an unsuitable site. The capital was 
eventually founded at the northern end of Port 
Phillip Bay by two parties, one led by John Bat- 
man, who landed on 29th May, 1835, and the other 
by John Pascoe Fawkner, whose party arrived at 
the site of Melbourne on the 28th August of the 
same year. Both of these were from Van Diemen’s 
Land, and they were soon followed by others from 
the same island, and from Sydney, who brought 
stock with them, and commenced to push their 
way into the interior. These were met by Major 
(afterwards Lieutenant-Colonel Sir) Thomas 
Mitchell, who, entering from New South Wales on 
the north, and traversing a considerable portion 
of the (as yet) unknown territory, was so struck 
with its wondrous capabilities that he named it 
Australia Felix, a title the aptness of which a 
subsequent knowledge of the geniality of its 
climate, the excellence of ite soil, and the then 
unsus richness of its mineral treasures, has 
roved to be fully justified. The reports of Sir 
omas Mitchell, and the success of the first 
settlers, caused great excitement, not only in 
Australian settlements, but in the mother country. 
Herds of sheep and cattle driven overland froin 
New South Wales speedily occupied the best 
parts of the new territory. Every available craft 
capable of floating was put into requisition to 
bring passengers and stock from Van Diemen’s 
Land, and after a time shiploads of emigrants 
began to arrive from the United Kingdom. 
Regular government was first established under 
Captain William Lonsdale, who, having been 
sent from Sydney to take charge of the district, 
landed on the 29th Sept., 1836; and on the 2nd 
March of the following year Sir Richard Bourke, 
the Governor of New South Wales, visited it, and 
named the metropolis Melbourne. Mr. Charles 
Joseph La Trobe arrived on the 30th Sept., 1839, 
having been appointed to the principal official 
ition in the settlement under the title of Super- 
intendent. This title was changed to that of 
Lieutenant-Governor, when, on the lst July, 1861, 
it was separated from New South Wales, and 
crea a separate colony under the name of 
Victoria. Shortly afterwards rich deposits of 
gold were discovered, which led to a great influx 
of population. After a time discontent arose 
amongst the diggers in consequence of the 
oppressive character of the se regulations, 
which culminated in riots on the Ballarat goldfield 
towards the end of 1854. The disturbance was 
soon quelled, with some bloodshed on both sides, 
and the grievances complained of were afterwards 
redtesced.- A new constitution, giving responsible 
government to the colony, was proclaimed on the 
23rd November, 1855. 


Industry. 
The main industry is grazing and agriculture, 
4,175,614 acres being under cultivation in 1904-05. 
The chief products were wheat, grown on an area 
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of 2,277,537 acres, producing only 21,092,139 
bushels; oats, 344,019 acres, producing 6,203,429 
bushels; barley, 46,089 acres, producing 874,009 
bushels; potatoes, 16,912 acres, producing 92,872 
tons; and hay, 452,459 acres, producing 514,316 
tons. About 28,019 acres were devoted to the 
culture of the vine, producing 1,832,386 gallons of 
wine, 30,296 cwts. of raisins, and 5,974 cwts. of 
currants, A considerable area is devoted to the 
cultivation of fruit trees and vegetables ; tobacco, 
hops, and olives are also grown. The dairying 
industry has made rapid strides in the last few 
vears; in 1904 there were produced 61,002,841 
Iba. of butter (of which 40,792,958 lbs. were 
exported) and 4,747,851 lbs. of cheese. On the 
3ist Dec., 1904, there were in the State 372,397 
horses, 1,062,483 cattle, other than dairy cows, and 
736,070 Pigs. The wool exported in 1904 amounted 
to 123,208,133 lbs., valued at 5,452,973. The 
amount of gold raised in 1904 was 821,017, ozs., 
inaking a total since 1851 of 67,557,353 ozs., valued 
at 2;0,062,756/. Enormous deposits of brown coal 
exist, and seams of true coal of good quality which 
have been discovered are being worked with great 
success, and it is anticipated that in a short time 
the State will be nearly independent of outside 
supplies; the quentity of coal raised in 1904 was 
121,741 tons. e chief exports other than wool 
and gold (which comprise nearly half of the total), 
are grain and flour, butter, hides and skins, meats, 
live stock, leather, and tallow, besides a. depdt 
trade in wool, tea, textiles, timber, tobacco, 
and sugar. The chief imports are wool, gold, 
textiles and apperel, sugar, live stock, woollenn 
coal, tea, and iron. Melbourne does 87 per 
cent. of the trade, the other principal 
ports being Geelong, Portland, Warrnambool, 
also Echuca, Wodonga, Wabgunyah, Yarra- 
wonga, Gooramadda, Koondrook, Tocumwal, 
Cobram, Mildura, and Swan Hill on the Murray 
river. 

The vessels on the Victorian register at the end 
ia ia numbered 372, with a total tonnage of 


Victoria, as a manufacturing country, occupies 

& pre-eminent position in the Australasian group. 
e collectors of statistics are instructed to obtain 
returns only from establishments employing four 
ds or upwards, except when machinery worked 

by steam or other power is employed, and except 
when the existence of industries of an unusual 
or interesting nature seems to call for special 
comment. Noattempt is made to enumerate mere 
shops, although some manufacturing industry may 
carried on thereat; were this done, the manu- 
factories of the State might be multiplied to an 
almost indefinite extent. According to the latest 
returns there are in the State 67 flour mills, 
which during the year operated upon 10,012,476 
bushels of wheat, and 157,403 bushels of other 
grain; 45 breweries, in which 14,927,873 gallons 
of beer were brewed; 111 orchards, some being 
also potteries, which made 80,711,511 bricks, pipes 
and tiles valued at 53,454/., and pottery valued at 
31,4387. ; 86 tanneries, fellmongeries, and wool- 
Washing establishments, which tanned 1,199,387 
hides and skins; 10 woollen mills, which used 
4,027,080 lbs. of wool and produced 3,998,730 
ae of tweed, cloth, and flannel, 86,253 pairs of 
lankets, and 8,431 shawls; 19 soap and candle 
Works, which made 170,028 cwts. of soap, and 
41,521 ewts. of candles; 9 tobacco manufactories, 
Which manufactured 3,166,767 lbs. of tobacco, 
153,610 lbs. of cigars, and 370,940 lbs, of cigarettes; 
5 distilleries, which distilled 58,745gallons of spirits; 
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214 butter and cheese factories, which made 
61,002,841 lbs. of butter, 4,747,851 lbs. of cheese, 
226,810 gallons of concentrated milk, and sold 
7,242 gallons of cream ; 25 bacon and ham-curing 
establishments, which cured 14,851,944 lbs. of 
bacon and ham; 277 establishments working in 
books or stationery ; 2 in musical instruments ; 
29 in carving and res; 10 in designs, medals, 
and dies; 5 in philosophical instruments; 3 in 
surgical instruments; 5 in arms and ammunition ; 
555 in machines, tools, implements, &c., ani 
metals other than gold and silver; 343 in car- 
riages and harness; 10 in shipe and boats; 87 in 
saw-moulding, joinery, &c.; 168 in furniture ; 
31 in chemicals ; 1,096 in textiles and dress ; 19 in 
animal food ; 67 in vegetable food; 151 in drinks 
and stimulants; 63 in animal matters; 82 in 
building materials; 20in oils and fats; 19 in 
malt ; in vegetable matters ; 66 in coal, gas, 
electric light, etc. ; 4 salt works; 15 railway work- 
shops; 51 in gold, silver, and precious stones ; 
10 in glass; lin asbestos ; and 72 in miscellaneous 
products. The total number of all establishments 
is 4,208, of which 2,038 use steam or gas ‘engines, 
the total horse power of which is 40,859. They 
employ 76,287 hands, and the approximate total 
value of lands, buildings, machinery, and plant 
is 13,668, 185/. 
Irrigation. 

The climate of Australia is essentially a dry one, 
and it is to this that its superior salubrity is, to a 
great extent, attributed. The drawback, however, 
is that the rainfall is in parts so uncertain that 
great losses of stock, as well as of crops, occur in 
some years. Droughts in Victoria are neither su 
general nor so continuous as in several of the 
other States. Still, in certain districts, serious 
inconvenience and loss have been experienced at 
times on account of deficient rainfall. To obviate 
this the Government have ed several measures 
with the view of promoting national irrigation 
upon a large scale. The more important works, 
connected with the principal rivers to provide for 
the supply for local schemes, are undertaken by 
and are under the direct control of the State. These 
are known as ‘‘ National Works,” the total expen- 
diture on which to 30th June, 1904, amounted to 
1,059, 4002. Local schemes are carried out by 
‘Irrigation and Water Supply Trusts,” consti- 
tuted by the Governor in Council, the members of 
which are elected by the ratepayers. loans are 
advanced by the Government, and the Commis- 
sioners are empowered to levy rates on all lands 
capable of irrigation within the area under their 
jurisdiction, in order to provide the annual interest 
on the loan and the necessary payment to the 
sinking fund; also to defray the current expenses 
attendant upon the operations of the trust. On 
30th June, 1904, there were 21 of these trusts 
working, the land under their jurisdiction capable 
of being irrigated amounting to 2,373,180 
acres, of which 157,523 acres were irrigated. 
The total cost of construction of the works was 
1,120, 650/. 


Chicf Towne, 


Melbourne, the capital, at the end of 1904, had 
@ population of 508,450. The first settlers est&b. 
lished themselves on the site of the present city 
so recently as in 1835. 

The other chief towns are Ballarat (49,202), 
Bendigo (42,660), Geelong (25,957), Warrnamboo 
(6,650), Castlemaine (8,018), Maryborough (5,848), 
and Stawell (5,200). 
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Chinese. 
ae the Chinese Immigration Restriction Act, 
1888, the immigration of Chinese was limited to 
one Chinese to every 500 tons known of any vessel 
arriving. There are not more than 7,600 in the 
State. 
Banking and Currency. 

The following banks bad branches, numbering 
about 523 in all, throughout the State ae 
the last quarter of 1904:—The Bank o 
Australasia ; of New South Wales; of New 
Zealand ; of Victoria; Colonial of Australasia ; 
Commercial of Australia; English, Scottish and 
Australian; London of Australia; National of 
Australasia ; Royal of Australia ; and the Union 
of Australia. 

The deposits at that period amounted to 
31,674,7972., and the value of the notes in circula- 
tion to 858, 3450. 

There are also 54 banks and branches, with 327 
agencies at Post Offices of the Savings Bank. The 
number of accounts open on the 30th June, 1904, 
was 432,867, and the amount on deposit was 
10,582,808). The legal tender and usual currency 
is exclusively British sterling. 

A branch of the Imperial Mint is established 
at Melbourne, where gold to the value of about 
4,000, 0002. is coined annually. 


Education. 


Education establishments in Victoria are of 
four classes, viz., the University, with its three 
affiliated Colleges, for superior education ; State 
schools, for primary education ; private schools 
for both primary and secondary education ; and 
technical schools for instruction in the various 
arts. The Melbourne University was established 
under a special Act of the Victorian Legislature in 
1853, and Royal Letters Patent were issued on the 
14th March, 1859, declaring that all its degrees 
except those of divinity should be recognised in the 
United Kingdom and the British colonies and pos- 
sessions. Affiliated to the University are three Col- 
leges—Trinity, Ormond, and Queen’s—connected 
with the Church of England, the Presbyterian, and 
the Wesleyan Churches respectively; also the 
Ballarat School of Mines. The number of 
students attending lectures at the University dur- 
ing 1904 was 615. From the date of the opening of 
the University to the end of 1904, the total number 
of students who matriculated was 5,026, and 3,227 
direct degrees were conferred during the same 
period. The technical schools, which are con- 
trolled by the Education Department, embrace 
5 Schools of Art, 9 Schools of Mines, and 3 Work- 
ing Men’s Colleges; there is also 1 Agricultural 
and 1 Horticultural College. The principal of 
these is the Melbourne Working Men’s College, 
established for the purpose of improving the 
general and technical education of the working 
classes, open to women as well as men; the 
number of students enrolled in the fourth term 
of 1904 was 2,110. 

The system of primary public instruction, which 
was commenced on Ist January, 1873, is strictly 
secular. Attendance at school is compulsor 
for children between the ages of 6 and 13, 
ang State instruction is granted free of cost. In 
1903-4 there were 1,928 State schools, with a total 
enrolment of 241,145 scholars, instructed by 
4,797 teachers. ‘The average attendance was 
145,500. In 1903-4 the cost of primary public 
instruction (exclusive of buildings, rent, &c.) was 
677,125. There is no local control over the schools. 
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The private schools are entirely under the 
control of private persons or proprietary bodies, 
usually connected with some religious denomina- 
tion. These now receive no State assistance, but 
formerly a few of the principal ones received 
money and grants of land from the Government. 
According to the returns for 1903-4, there were 
787 private schools in Victoria, with 2,360 teachers, 
and an attendance of 45,077 scholars. Of these 
the Roman Catholic denomination had about one- 
fourth, about one-third of the teachers, and over 
half the scholars. 


Government. 


The Government of Victoria consists of a 
Governor appointed by the Crown, who is the 
official head of the Legislature, and assents in the 
name of the Crown to Acts passed by the Parlia- 
ment. There is a Legislative Council, or Upper 
House of Parliament, ere of 35 members 
(including one representative of the public and 
railway servants) elected for 17 Provinces, and 
an Assembly, or Lower House, consisting of 68 
members (including one representative of the 
public service and two representatives of the 
railway servants) returned by 65 Electoral Districts. 
The Constitution was established by an Act 
by the Legislature of Victoria, 1854, to which Her 
Majest assented, in pursuance of the power 
gran by Act of the Imperial Parliament 
(18 & 19 Vict., cap. 55). 

The constitution of the two Houses and the 
qualification of Members and Electors have been 
amended on several occasions ; and a Reform Act 
received the Royal Assent on 26th November, 1903. 
By this Act the number of Members of both 
Houses was reduced, the franchise for the Upper 
House broadened, and the property qualification 
for membership reduced, and several other re- 
forms made, including separate representation of 
the public and railway servants. 

One of the two Members of Council returned 
for each of the Electoral Provinces retires in 
rotation at the expiration of every three years, so 
that the tenure of seatsissix years. The Governor 
has no power to dissolve the Council, except in 
case of a deadlock between the two Houses. The 
proverty qualification of members is possession of 

reehold property of an annual value of 50. The 
property qualification of Electors of Members of 
Council is possession of freehold property rated 
in some municipal district at not less than 10/. per 
annum, or occupation of freekold or leasehold 
property of not less than a 15/. annual rating. 
Graduates of Universities within the British 
dominions, matriculated students of the University 
of Melbourne, barristera and solicitors, legally 
qualified medical practitioners, officiating ministers 
of religion, certificated school-masters, and officers 
of the army and navy when not on active service, 
also have votes for the Legislative Council. The 
functions of this House differ very slightly from 
those of the House of Lords. Money Bills may be 
either accepted or rejected, but they may not be 
altered. By the Reform Act of 1903 the Council 
is nom empowered to suggest alterations in these 


ills. 

An Act was passed in 1857 to abolish the 
property qualification required of members of 
the Legislative Assembly, and manhood suffrage 
virtually exists so far as the election of that body 
is concerned. Plural voting was abolished by an 
Act passed in August, 1899, so far as the election 
of members of the Assembly is concerned. The 
duration of the Assembly» is, under ordinary 
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circumstances, three years, but it may be dissolved 
by the Governor at any time. Vote by ballot 
has been in operation since 1856, and by an Act 
passed in October, 1900, provision is made for 
voting by post in certain cases. 

All members of the Legislative Assembly, 
except such as are in receipt of official salary 
out of the Consolidated venue, are paid 
3002. a year during the term of the present 
Parliament ‘‘for reimbursing their expenses in 
relation to their attendance in Parliament.” The 
members of the Legislative Council are not paid. 

An Act was in December, 1903, limiting 
the amount which may be expended by candidates 
for election expenses to . and 150/., for the 
Council ri t pia respectively. oe 
purposes for which such expenditure may 
incurred are also defined. 


Municipal Government. 

A very complete system of local self-government 
exists in Victoria. The municipalities are of 
two kinds, the first being called cities, towns, and 

hs, and the second shires. The whole 
extend over 87,320 square miles, comprising nearly 
the whole area of the State. Each district isa 
body corporate, with perpetual succession and a 
common seal. The governing body is a Council, 
the members of which are elected by the ratepayers, 
including women. Rates may be levied on all 
land within a municipality, except that used for 
public purposes, for such amount between 6d. and 
2s. 6d. in the pound (the common rate is 1s.), as 
may be decided upon by the Municipal Council. 
In 1904-05 there were 60 cities, towns, and boroughs, 
and 148 shires. Thenumber of ratepayers wasabout 
$13,861; the annual value of the rateable property 
was assessed! at 11,743,270. ; representing a value 
in fee simple of 210,920,174. ; the total income in 
1904 (including 80,681/. received from Govern- 
ment) was 1,310,390/., and the expenditure was 
1,290,748. ; whilst their indebtedness amounted to 
4,205,8862. 

The harbour of Melbourne is under the contro] 
of the Melbourne Harbour Trust, created by Act 
in 1876. The revenue of the Trust in 1904 was 
175,998/., and its expenditure 144,897/. The debt of 
the Trust at the end of 1904 amounted to 2,000, 000/. 

The Melbourne Water Supply Works are now 
under the control of the Melbourne and Metro- 
Politan Board of Works, which body is also 
empowered to undertake the sewerage of the 

Metropolis. In 1903-04 the Board’s ordinary revenue 
was 365,6507., and its expenditure 409,039/., ex- 
clusive of 1,053,526U. from loans; whilst there were 
loans outstanding at 30th June, 1904, amounting 
to 8,975, 663/., of which, however, 1,848,663/. was 
raised in the first instance by the general Govern- 
ment, and is included in the Public Debt. The 
expenditure on the sewerage works in course of 
construction amounted to 4,483,146. up to the 
th June, 1904. 

There are also two Fire Brigade Boards, sup- 
ported by equal contributions by the Government, 
the Municipalities and the Insurance Companies. 
In 1904 their revenue amounted to 52,380/., their 
ordinary expenditure to 52,190/., and their debt to 
130,0002. 

The Melbourne Tramways Trust is a Municipal 

ration, created for the pu e of constructing 
tramways in Melbourne cue suburbs, which it has 
done at a cost of 1,705,794/., provided for by loans 
secured on the rateable property of the Munici- 
lities. This debt will be gradually extinguished 

y a sinking fund, contributed by the Melbourne 
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Tramways Company, a public company, to whom 
the lines have been let for a period of 30 years. 
On the 2nd January, 1906, the sinking fund 
amounted to 768, 400/. 


Defences. 

The land forces, chiefly militia, at the end of 
1903-4 comprised an establishment of 6,817 men of 
all arms, of whom 389 were permanent, 4,738 
formed the militia, the remainder (1,690) being 
volunteers. In addition to these there were about 
17,000 members of Rifle Clubs. 

The fleet, which has an establishment of 214 
men, comprises the armoured turret-ship Cerberus, 
the first-c torpedo-boate Countess of Hopetoun 
and Childers, the second-class torpedo boats, 
Nepean and Lonsdale, and the torpedo launch 
Gordon.

WESTERN AUSTRALIA. 


Situation and Area. 


Western Australia comprises nearly one-third 
of the Australian continent, namely, all that 

rtion west of the 129th degree of E. longitude. 

he total area is 975,920 square miles (equal to 
half European Russia, or to over one-fourth of 
Europe). The city of Perth, the capital, is in 
lat. 31° 57’ S., long. 115° 50’ E. 


Coast Line. 


. The Southern and Western coast line is, to a 
great extent, of a flat and sandy character, with 
comparatively few natural harbours or other 
indentations, until the Kimberley Division is 
reached, where its character changes, and it 
becomes bold and broken, and fringed with 
numerous islands. The total length of the coast 
line, following known indents, is estimated to be 
approximately 5,200 miles. 


Bays, Gulfs, dc. 

The principal inlets, beginning from the north, 
are: Cambridge Gulf, Napier Broome Bay, Van- 
sittart Bay, Admiralty Gulf, Mon e Sound, 
York Sound, Brunswick Bay, Camden Sound, 
Collier Bay, King Sound, Beagle Bay, Roebuck 
Bay, Lagrange Bay, Port Walcott, Nickol Bay, 
Exmouth Gulf, Shark Bay, Champion Bay, 
Cockburn Sound, Koombana Bay, Geographe 
Bay, Flinders Bay, King George Sound, Bremer 
Bay, and Esperance Bay. With the exception of 
Princess Royal Harbour (the inner hashout of 
King George Sound), the principal anchorages 
used to the south of the 19th parallel of latitude 
are open roadsteads, which, as a rule, are only 
partially protected ; but the holding grounds of 
these are fairly good, and accidents seldom 
happen to vessels properly found. Fine harbours 
have, however, been artificially provided at Fre- 
mantle, at the mouth of the Swan River, and at 
Bunbury, in Koombana Bay. 


Capes. 


The principal capes are: Capes Domett and 
Dussejour at the entrance of Cambridge Gulf; 
Cape Londonderry, which is the most northerly 
point of the State; Cape Talbot, Cape Bougain- 
ville, lying between Admiralty Gulf and Van- 
sittart Bay ; Cape Voltaire, which is the western | 
boundary of Admiralty Gulf; Cape Torrens, at 
the entrance to York Sound; Cape Lévéque, the 
southern boundary of King Sound ; Sloping Head, 
to the west of Nickol Bay, well known to the 
North-West pearlers; North-West Cape, which 
forms the western, boundary of Exmouth Gulf: 
Cape Peron, in Shark Bay; Steep Point, situated on 
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the southern entrance to Shark Bay, which is the 
most westerly point of the Continent; Capes 
Naturaliste and Leeuwin at the south-western 
extremity of the Continent, and Point 
D’Entrecasteaux, West ere Howe, Peak Head, 
Hood Point, Cape le Grande, and Cape Arid on 
the Southern coast. 
Tides. 

As would naturally be expected with s0 exten- 
sive a coast line, the tides are very varied, little 
or no rise and fall being experienced on the South 
and South-Western coasts, whilst from Shark 
Bay northwards they increase rapidly, though 
not uniformly in range, attaining at King Sound 
a height of 46 feet. 


Islands. 


The islands which occur on the coast are, as a 
rule, small and unimportant, those best known 
being Garden and Rottnest Islands off Fre- 
mantle; the Houtman Abrolhos, near Champion 
Bay, on which guano is found ; Dirk Hartogs and 
other islands in Shark Bay, used for pastoral pur- 
poses; Dampier’s Archipelago and the Lacepedes, 
on the North-West coast, the latter of which 
also contain guano deposits; and, in addition to 
these, there are the numerous butas yet unex- 
plored islands off the Kimberley or extreme 
northern coast. 


Rivers. 


The principal rivers are : in the North, the Ord, 
with its tributaries, the Denham, Bow, Negri, 
and Panton; the Pentecost, with ite tributary, 
the Chamberlain; the Durack, Drysdale, Kin 
Edward, Prince Regent, Charnley, Isdell, an 
the Fitzroy, with its tributaries the Margaret 
River and Christmas Creek. In the North-West 
the De Grey, with its tributaries, the Oakover, 
Shaw, and Strelley; the Yule, the Fortescue, 
and the Ashburton, with its tributaries, the 
Henry and Hardy. Then, falling to the 
Western Coast, the Gascoyne, with its tributary, 
the Lyons; the Murchison, with its tributary, 
the Sanford ; the Greenough ; the Swan, on which 
is situated the capital of the State, and which, 
above tidal waters, is called the Avon; the 
Murray, the Collie, and the Preston. And lastly, 
on the Southern Coast, the Blackwood, Warren, 
Kalgan, and Phillips Rivers. 


Mountains. 


In the Kimberley District the two principal 
ranges of hills are the King Leopold and the 
Princess May ranges, the highest point in the 
latter probably attaining above 3,000 feet. In 
the North-West, between the Fortescue and 
Ashburton Rivers, the highest range is the 
Hamersley, with Mount ruce (3,800 feet). 
The Darling range, which extends from Yatheroo 
in the North to Point D’Entrecasteaux in the 
South, a distance of about 300 miles, attains its 
highest elevation, 1,700 feet above the level of the 
sea, at Mount William in the Murray District. 
In the South, the loftiest range is the Stirling 
range, the highest point of which is over 
3,000 feet. 


Lakes. 


There are no lakes of any considerable import- 
ance in the State. Between the Darling range 
and the coast there are a few salt water lagoons, 
and many fresh water lakes, the majority of 
which are nothing more than swampe during the 
dry season, and none of them are of any economic 
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importance. The so-called lakes in the interior of 
the State, which are frequently of very consider- 
able area, are, except after the oocasional heavy 
rains, merely immense salt marshes or clay-pans. 


Contour of the Country. 

That part of the State lying to the north of the 
19th parallel of latitude may be described as 
mountainous, consisting of alternating high and 
lower lying plateaux ; the highest country here is 

rincipally of sandstone formation. The North- 

est Division and much of the Gascoyne Division 

is a distinctly mountainous country, the ranges 
here being principally nite. The north and 
north-eastern parts of the State contain a large 
area of good pastoral country. A large proportion 
of the South-Western and Southern sea-boards is 
of flat, sandy character, with indications of a 
recent geological formation, and may be described 
as a vast forest, principally timbered with jarrah, 
white and red gums, and karri, most of which 
timbers are of great commercial value. From 
some points on the Western sea-board settlement 
has now extended for about 600 miles inland; but, 
from very complete information furnished by 
explorers and prospectors, it is apparent that no 
considerable portion of the interior lying between 
the 19th and 3lst parallels of latitude, and 
between the 121st and 129th meridians of longi- 
tude is suitable for any class of settlement except 
in connection with the development of the 
mineral resources. This area may be described as 
a great table land, with an altitude of from one 
to two thousand feet above sea level, the surface 
of which consista largely of sand dunes, though 
in many parts of it there are large areas of clayey 
soils. Between the 30th parallel of latitude and 
the Great Australian Bight, much of the country 
is of limestone formation, and here there are 
immense areas of grass land, which only await 
the discovery of subterranean water to make 
pairs amongst the most productive areas of the 

tate. 


History. 

In 1826 the Government of New South Wales 
sent a detachment of soldiers to King George 
Sound to form a settlement. In 1827 Captain 
James (afterwards Sir James) Stirling, in H.M.S. 
Success, surveyed the coast from King George 
Sound to the Swan River, and in May, 1829, 
Captain Fremantle (afterwards Sir Chas. 
Fremantle, G.C.B.), in H.M.S. Challenger, took 

ion of the territory. InJune, 1829, Captain 

tirling founded the Swan River Settlement, now 

the Colony of Western Australia, and the towns 

of Perth and Fremantle, and was appointed 
Lieutenant-Governor. 

Large grants of land were made to the early 
settlers, and agricultural and pastoral occupations 
were pursued by a small population with varying 
success, until, in 1850, the State was in a lan- 
guishing condition, and the inhabitants’ petition 
that it might be made a penal settlement. was 
acceded to. Up to 1868, 9,718 convicts were 
sent out. Since then no more have been sent, anid 
the number in confinement has been lessening, 
until, on the 30th June, 1886, only forty Imperial 

risoners remained. The Imperial convict estah- 
ishment was transferred to the Colonial Govern- 
ment on the 3lst March, 1886. 


Constitution and Government. 


Previous to 1890 the constitution, which was 
what is called ‘‘Representative,” was established, 
by Act 33 Vict., No. 13> The Governor was assisted 
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by an Executive Council composed of the principal 
officers of the Government, and the Governor also 
had power toappoint two unofiicial members to the 
Exeoutive Council. There was also a Legislative 
Council, consisting of the official members of the 
Executive Council, with the exception of the 
Colonial Treasurer, 5 nominees of the Governor, 
and 17 elected members. 

Responsible government was d crepe to Western 
Australia in October, 1890, and the first Ministry 
was sworn in on 29th December, 1890. 

The Legislature consists of two Houses: the 
Legislative Council, consisting of 30 members, and 
the Legislative Assembly, of 50 members. 

Both Houses are elective. 

Legislative Council.—The State is divided into 
10 electoral provinces, each returning 3 members. 

Tenure of Seat.—6 years. 


Qualtfication of Member.—Must be (1) 30 years 
of age, and free from any legal incapacity ; (2) a 
resident in the State for at least 2 years; (3) a 
natural-born subject of His Majesty or naturalised 
for 5 years, and a resident in the State during 
that period. 

Qualtfication of Elector.—‘‘The Constitution 
Act Amendment Act, 1899,” has extended the 
right to vote equally to both sexes. Every person 
seeking to be registered as an elector must (1) be 
at least 21 years of age, and not subject to any 
4 9 incapacity ; (2) be a natural-born or natu- 

ised subject of His Majesty, resident in the State 
for 6 months; and (3), within the electoral province 
for which he seeks to be registered : (a2) possess a 
freehold estate of the clear value of 100/. above all 
charges or encumbrances affecting the same; or 
(0) be a householder, the dwelling-house being of 
the clear annual value of 25/.; or (c) be holder of a 
leasehold of the clear annual value of 25/. ; or (d) be 
holder of a lease or license from the Crown at an 
annual rental of at least 10/.; or (¢) have his or 
her name on the electoral list of a Municipality or 

Board in respect of property in the province 
of the annual rateable value of . When 
registered he or she shall be entitled to vote 
for each of any number of candidates not 
exceeding the number of members to be elected 
for the province. 


Legislative Assembly.—There are 50 electorates 
for the Legislative Assembly, each represented by 
one member. 


Tenure of Seat.—The members of the Assembly 
are elected for a period of 3 years. 


Qualification of a Member.—Any man who has 
resided in the State for 12 months, if he be 21 
years of age, and not subject to any legal inca- 

ity, and is a natural-born subject of the 
King. or shall have been naturalised for 
5 years, and shall have resided in the State for 
2 years. 

Qualifications of Electors.—Any person of either 
sex of the age of 21 years, being a natural-born 
or naturalised subject of His Majesty, and not 
subject to any legal incapacity, who shall have 
resided in the State for at least 6 months, if he 
(1) is resident in the district at the time of making 
his claim ; or (2) has a freehold estate in the district 
of the clear value of 50/. ; or (3) is a householder, 
the house or premises being of the clear annual 
value of 10/. ; or (4) is the holder of a leasehold of 
the clear annual value of 10/. ; or (5) is the holder of 
a lease or license from the Crown to depasture, 
ocoupy, cultivate or mine Crown lands within the 
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district, at an annual rental of 5J.; or (6) has his 
name on the electoral list of a municipality or 
roads board in respect of property within the 
district, is entitled to be registered as an elector 
for the Legislative Assembly. After havi 
been registered he or she is entitled to vote for 
a member for the district. No person can be a 
registered voter in more than one electorate. 

e Governor is advised by the following 
responsible Ministers, who form the Cabinet :— 
The Premier and Colonial Treasurer, also Minister 
for Justice ; the Colonial Secretary and Minister 
for Education ; the Minister for Mines and Minister 
for Railways ; the Minister for Works; the Minis- 
ter for Lands and Minister for iculture ; and 
the Minister for Commerce and Minister for 
Labour. 

Western Australia is represented in the Federal 
Senate of Australia by six members, and in the 
House of Representatives by five members, 


Local Government, 


Under the ‘‘ Municipal Institutions Act, 1900,” 
municipal councils are allowed to levy general 
rates not exceeding one shilling and sixpence in 
the pound per annum upon the rateable value of 
all house and land property, and also to borrow 
money for the construction of permanent works, 
and to levy special annual rates to pay the interest 
thereon. license fees, tolls, and dues, &c., 
under the Municipal Institutions Act are appro- 
per by the council of the municipality. e 
ollowing municipalities have been p imed : 
Albany, Beverley, Bunbury, Boulder, Broome, 
Bulong, Broad Arrow, Busselton, Carnarvon, . 
Claremont, Collie, Coolgardie, Cossack, Cue, Day 
Dawn, Esperance, East Fremantle, Fremantle, 
Geraldton, Guildford, Kalgoorlie, Kanowna, 
Kookynie, Leederville, Leonora, Malcolm, Mt. 
Morgans, Mt. Magnet, Menzies, Midland Junction, 
Nannine, Newcastle, Norseman, Northam, North 
Fremantle, North Perth, Perth, Roebourne, 
South Perth, Subiaco, Southern Cross, Victoria 
Park, York. The municipal councils in towns 
where the population does not exceed 1,000 
consist of a mayor and six councillors; where the 
population is between 1,000 and 5,000, of a mayor 
and nine councillors; where the ulation ex- 
ceeds 5,000, a mayor and 12 councillors or three 
councillors for each ward—the mayor being elected 
annually by the ratepayers, by whom also the 
councillors are elected for a term of three years. 
Local roads boards and municipal councils have 
power under Acts of Parliament to issue licenses 
to carts and carriages within their res ive 
districts and municipalities. Under the Water 
Works Act, 1889 (53 Vict., 13), the Perth City 
Council was authorised to make and levy a rate 
not exceeding 1s. in the £, but this power 
was, under the Metropolitan Water Works Act 
(60 Vict., No. 19), transferred to the Metropolitan 
Water Works Board; also under The Health 
Act, 1898, the local boards of health of munici- 
palities and other localities to which the pro- 
visions of the Act have been extended are required 
to make and levy a special rate not exceeding 
6d. in the £; 66,9312. was granted during the 
financial year 1903-4 to district roads boards (of 
which there were, on the 30th June, 1905, 97) 
and muuicipal councils (43) for the construction, 
repair, and upkeep of main and minor roads and 
bridges throughout the State, in addition to the 
monevs expended by the Public Works Depart- 
ment for the same_purpose. 
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Population and Chief Towns. 

The total population of the State at the 
Mth June, 1905, was estimated to be 261,126, 
excluding the aboriginal natives. The number of 
Chinese at the 1901 census was 1,521, of whom 
1,503 were males and only 18 females. In addi- 
tion to these there were 23 male and 25 female 
half-caste Chinese. 

The chief towns are Perth (49,600, including 
(suburbs), Fremantle (26,700, including suburbs) 
and the following municipalities :—Coolgardie, 
(3,830), Kalgoorlie (6,780), Albany (3,435), Bun- 
bury (2,677), Claremont (2,727), Geraldton (2,504), 
Guildford (1,666), Kanowna (1,212), Menzies 
(1,046), Northam (2,426), York (1,339), Midland 
Junction (2,208), Boulder (5,658), Collie (1,713), 
Kookynie (1,520). 


Crown Lands. 


Of the total area of the State, 11,558,308 
acres only were, on the 3lst December, 1904, 
alienated or in process of alienation, while 
139,844,823 acres were leased, viz., 138,876,509 
for pastoral, and the balance for other purposes. 
No less than 473,185,669, acres were still unoccu- 
pied, and in great part unexplored. At present, 
the whole of the coast line, a length of 5,200 
miles, from Eucla in the south to Cambridge 
Gulf in the north, may be said to be more or less 
settled, for a distance inland varying from one 
hundred to, in some places, five hundred miles, 
though a considerable portion of the land taken up, 
especially in the Kimberley, Eucla, and interior 
goldfields districts, has not yet been stocked or 


occupied. 

North of Champion Bay, large tracts of rural 
lands are onlv held on lease from the Crown for 
pastoral purposes. In the south-west corner of 
the State are situated the older settlements ; 
indeed, it is only recently that colonisation has 

ed to the north and east. In the neighbofir- 
ood of Northam, York, Newcastle, and the other 
centres ofthe southern of the State, there isa 
considerable extent of farms and cultivation. The 
total area of land under crop on 29th Feb., 1904 
was 327,047 acres, and, beyond this, the traveller's 
way lies for the most part through forests, varied 
by open sand plains covered with shrubs and 
flowering plants in infinite variety and beauty. 
Western Australia is famed for its ‘‘ bush flowers.” 
The flora is the most highly specialised in the 
world, four-fifths of the plants being endemic. 


Industry. 


One of the principal industries, as in the case of 
the other Australian States, is wool-growing. Sheep 
(of which there are 2,856,290) are depastured in all 
parts of the State. The northern districts are 
particularly favourable for stock of all kinds, and 
they are free from the ‘‘ poison plant,” which has 
proved such a hindrance to stock-farming in the 
south. The export of wool in 1904, principally to 
London, was 12,292,887 lbs. (estimated), which, at 
&d. per lb. for greasy and 1s. 4d. per lb. for washed, 
is valued at 419,390/. A considerable quantity of 
wine is also made. 

The forest area lies between south latitude 
31° and 35°. West Australian ‘‘Jarrah” wood 
is well known throughout the world for its extra- 
ordinary durability, and is in great demand for pav- 
ing, railway sleepers, piles for bridges, and harbour 
works, &c. There is a large and increasing export 
of this timber, and the forests are worked by 
several Qo enjoying concessions from the 
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Government. The export of timber for 1904 was 
valued at 654,949/. Sandalwood is still abundant, 
and was exported to Singapore, China, and other 
places to the value of about 25,417/. during 1904. 

At Shark Bay and on the north-west coast a 
fleet of 396 schooners, cutters, and luggers are 
employed on the ling banks, giving occupation 
to 214 white, 78 aboriginal, and 2,359 jatic 
pearlers. The export of pearls and shell to countries 
outside the Commonwealth of Australia amounted 
to 164,505/. in 1904. 

For a long period lead and copper mines were 
held and worked in the neighbourhood of Champion 
Bay, but of late years little work has been done in 
them. Copper, however, is now found also in the 
Day Dawn District, on the Ashburton Goldfield, 
the West Pilbara Goldfield, the Phillips River 
Goldfield, and more especially in the Mt. Malcolin 
District, the exports of copper (ingot and ore), 
during 1901, being valued as high as 110,769U. 
The export at present is somewhat on the wane. 

The other mineral resources of Western Australia 
were almost unknown, and quite undeveloped 
until recently. Gold was found in considerable 
queniy in the Kimberley goldfield in 1887 ; and 

though the field is now in a very depressed con- 
dition, chiefly owing to its distance and the great 
expense of any transactions there, it attracted a 
large number of experienced miners to Western 
Australia, and the result has been the discovery 
of gold in greater quantities elsewhere. 

Since the discovery and opening up of the 
Central and Eastern Goldfields of Western 
Australia, Fore mining has become the principal 
industry of the State, and so rapidly has the 
annual output of gold increased of late, that it 
has now placed Western Australia at the head of 
the gold-producing States of Australasia. 

There are now 19 goldfields in existence— 
Kimberley, Pilbara, West Pilbara, Ashburton, 
Gascoyne, Murchison, East Murchison, Mount 
Margaret, Peak Hill, Yalgoo, Yilgarn, Coolgardie, 
East Coolgardie, North-East Coolgardie, North 
Coolgardie, Dundas, Broad Arrow, Phillips River, 
and Donnybrook, and a large population is 
continually employed in searching for and 
extracting precious metals. 

Much machinery is in operation, and the fields 
appear to be well established, with a great 
future before them, judging from the steady 
increase both in returns and population. The 
value of gold produced up to the end of July, 
1905, was 59,671,032/. In the first seven months of 
1905, the value of the gold production was 
4,805,773/., against 4,865, 069/. in the corresponding 
period of 1904. 

There is also good coal in the south-west corner 
of the State, and evidence of its existence in 
the vicinity of Champion Bay and the Irwin river. 
Coal is also said to exist in the Kimberley district. 
On the Collie Coalfield, situated in the Wellington 
district, five companies are now successfully 
working coal-leases. The output in 1904 was 
138,550 tons. 

At the end of 1888 large deposits of stream tin 
were discovered near Bridgetown, on the Black- 
wood river. There is little doubt that a fairly rich 
tinfield exists in that neighbourhood. Considerable 

uantities of tin have also been recently raised at 
farble Bar. The total exports of tin (ingot 
and ore) during 1904 to countries outside the 
Commonwealth of Australia amounted to 22,517/. 

Silver is found, mostly in conjunction with other 
minerals. Other minerals found are ironstone and 
limestone. 
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Currency and Banking. 


The legal tender and usual currency is exclu- 
sively British sterling. 

The following banks have establishments in the 
State: The Western Australian Bank, National 
Bank of Australasia, Union Bank of Australia, 
Limited, Bank of New South Wales, the Com- 
mercial Bank of Australia, and the Bank of 
Australasia. 

The deposits in the banks during the year 
ended 31st December, 1904, averaged 4,733, 910V. 

A Government Post Office savings bank at Perth, 
with branch offices, was established in 1863; the 
deposits during the year ended 30th June, 1896, 
amounted to 520,016/., during the year ended 30th 
June, 1897, to 1,068,322/., during the year ended 
30th June, 1898, to 1,231,638, during the year 
ended 30th June, 1899, to 1,057,023/., during the 
year ended 30th June, 1900, to 1,112,2512., during 
the year ended 30th June, 1901, to 1,333,3764., 
during the year ended 30th June, 1902, to 
1,534,010/., during the year ended 30th June, 
1903, to 1,605,148/., during the year ended 
30th June, 1904, to 1,631,687/., and during the 
year ended 30th June, 1905, to 1,703,6877. 

A branch of the Royal Mint exists in Perth. 
The quantity of raw gold received at the Perth 
Mint during 1901 was 860,373 ozs., during 1902, 
1,354,632 ozs., during 1903, 1,457,663 ozs., and 
during 1904, 1,403,347 ozs. 


Education. 


Government secular schools exist all over the 
State, and are under the supervision of the 
Minister controlling the Education Department, 
assisted by committees of management. 

Attendance at school of all children between 
the ages of six and fourteen is compulsory, and 
only in special circumstances is exemption granted 
to children between the ages of 12 and 14. 
General religious teaching, exclusive of dogmatic 
or polemic theology, is included in the course of 
instruction given, whilst half an hour each day is 
reserved for special religious denominational 
instruction if desired. 

Cadet co have been organised in connection 
with several State schools. 

Western Australia does not at present possess 
a University, but aspirants for the B.Sc. degree 
of the Adelaide University may go through their 
full course at the Perth Technical School. Local 
examinations for B.A. and LL.B. degrees of the 
Adelaide and the London Universities may also be 
arranged for, as well as for the B.Sc. and B.Se. 
(Economics) of the latter institution. The 
Adelaide University Junior, Senior, and Higher 
Public Examinations are held at regular intervals, 
whilst the London and Melbourne Universities 
hold them whenever occasion arises. Steps have 
been taken to reserve land for the purpose of 
endowment of a local University. 

The Perth Technical School, which has now 
heen established some years, is ina very flourishing 
condition, and the scope of its curriculum is 
correspondingly increasing. Besides the Boys’ 
High School, which is subsidised by the State, 
there are the Christian Brothers’ College, the 
Scotch College, and the Guildford Gramimar 
School, which provide for boys the necessary basis 
for a university education, whilst for the girls 
similar institutions exist in the Girls’ High School, 
the Notre Dame Convent, and the Loretto Convent. 
Several bursaries of the value of 10. each are 
offered by the Government for competition 
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annually amongst boys and girls attending Govern- 
ment and efficient private primary schools. Three 
or more secondary school scholarships, of the value 
of 50/. per annum, tenable for four years, in an 
approved secondary school, are also offered. In 
addition to these, five Senior Exhibitions of 265/. 
and eight Junior of 15/. each are competed for 
on the results of the Adelaide University Higher 
Public, Senior, and Junior Examinations, whilst an 
University Exhibition of 150/. a year, tenable for 
three years in any recognised University of the 
British Empire, is also offered by the Government 
for competition. 

In order that the State may be assured that 
all children attending private schools are receiving 
efficient instruction, these schools are regularly 
inspected, to ascertain whether the instruction 
given in reading, writing, spelling, arithmetic, 
and geography, is ee 

The amount disbursed for education during 
the financial year ended June 30th, 1905, was 
149, 5527. 

In the year 1904, there were 290 Government 
schools in the State, with 25,979 scholars on the 
rolls. The number of private schools in 1904 
was 93, with 7,179 scholars.

Another railway, the ‘‘ Midland” (277 miles), 
constructed on the land grant system, affords 
communication between Midland Junction and 
Walkaway, and connects the two Government 
systems of railways. 

There are also several other private lines, mostly 
constructed by timber companies in the south of 
the State, in extent_about 378 miles. 


AUSTRALIA—WESTERN AUSTRALIA. 


A scheme is at present under consideration by 
the Commonwealth Government for the con- 
nection, by a proposed Transcontinental Railway 
(4ft. Shin. gauge) from Kalgoorlie to Port 
Augusta, of the Railway systems of Western 
and South Australia, a distance of about 1,100 
miles. 

The receipts of the Government railways for 
the year ended June, 1905, were 1,610,129/., 
and the working expenses 1,256,003. The total 


cost of construction been 9,808, 458/. 
Of electric tel ph at the end of 1904 there 
were 9,414 miles of wire. The number of tele 8 


forwarded and received during 1904 was 1,562,386, 
anil the revenue received by the telegrapb 
branch was 69,641/.; telephone receipts amounted 
to 30,9702., and postal and other revenue of the 


post and telegraph department to 135,053/.; cost 
of post and telegraph, 300,727/. There is 


telegraphic communication with Europe, wd 
South Australia: and by a direct cable from Java to 
Roebuck Bay, also with South Africa by Cocos 


Island. Postal arrangements embrace the whole 


of the settled portion of the State, both by 
inland services and by steamers on the coast. 
There are also 6,016 miles of telephone wire 
in the State; further 7,419 miles of Govern- 
ment, and 472 miles of private railway telephone 


wire. 
The steamers of the P. and O., Orient, 
Messageries Maritimes, and Nord-Deutacher Lloyd 
Companies carry mails weekly to and from the 
United Kingdom, Europe, and the other Austra- 
lasian States. Mails are also despatched to and 
teceived from Australasian States by the various 
inter-State steamers. Local steamers supply 
coastal communication. Letters from England 


reach Perth in about 28 days wd Brindisi. The

Fremantle is a port of registry, with 364 vessels 
and a tonnage of 21,414 on 3ist December, 1904. 
Harbour works there are practically completed, 
and the Royal Mail steamers, as also those of the 
Nord-Deutscher Lloyd and the Messageries Mari- 
times, now call at the port. 

(c) 
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Defence. 

In December, 1904, the Military forces of the 
State consisted of 1,250 (officers 82, other ranks, 
1,168). Of this number 62 belonged to the 
Permanent Force, and the remainder to the 
Militia and the various Volunteer corps. King 
George Sound, on the south coast, is strongly 
fortified as a coaling station, at the joint expense 
of the Australian Government and the War 
Office. 

It may not be vut of place to mention that 
Western Australia contributed six companies of 
mounted infantry for military service in South 
Africa during the late war; and, in addition, three 
squadrons of mounted men, one for each of the 
Commonwealth Contingents, 

Aborigines. 

The native population is not large, and in the 
more settled districts it is fast disappearing. The 
natives were, and still are, very useful to the 
pioneer settlers, as shepherds, stock-riders, and 
general station hands, and sett!ement has been 
very much assisted by their aid. In the northern 
districts they are occasionally employed as pearl- 
shell divers, Asa general rule, they are not hostile, 
though at times very troublesome, especially when 
they take to sheep-stealing. Owing to their innate 
liking for a roving vagrant life, it has not been 
found possible to do much for them, except to teach 
them to be useful. In this connection may be 
mentioned the successful mission conducted at 
New Norcia (founded by the late Right Reverend 
Bishop Salvado), which was commenced in the year 
1846. A Bill for the better protection of the 
aborigines of Western Australia was passed by 
the Houses of Legislature in 1897. In accordance 
with its clauses, the welfare of the natives is now 
entrusted to a sub-department of the State under 
the control of a Minister of the Crown, and 
provision is made for the appropriation of an 
annual sum of 5,000/. to be used by this sub- 
department. In addition to this sum, a further 
amount of 8,831/. was spent on behalf of the 
ae during the year ending 30th June, 
1906. 


Clamate. 

The climate of Western Australia, though hot 
towards the north, is one of the finest and 
healthiest in the world. The average death-rate 
during 1904 was 11°91 per 1,000. A hot wind, for 
a few hours now and then in the summer months, 
is the only disagreeable feature. The average 
rainfall at Perth is 33°05 inches (for 29 years), and 
the mean temperature is 65°. The rainy season 
extends from May to October.

BRITISH NEW GUINEA. 


Situation and Area. 


The Possession of British New Guinea is com- 
posed of a portion of the island of New Guinea, 
and of a number of islands, most of which lie to the 
south-east of New Guinea. The boundaries of the 
Possession are as follows:—‘‘The S. and S.E. 
shores of New Guinea, from 141° E. long. eastward 
as far as East Cape, thence N.W. to8’S. lat. in the 
neighbourhood of Mitre Rock, together with the 
territory lying south of a line from Mitre Rock, 
p coer une along the said 8° S. parallel to 147° 

. long., then ina straight line N.W. to the 
intersection of 6° S. lat. and 144° E. long., and 
continuing W.N.W. to the intersection of 5° S. 
lat. and 141° E. long. together with the Trobriand, 
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Woodlark, d’Entrecasteaux, and Louisiade grou 
of islands, and all other islands lying between 
and 12° S. lat. and between 141° and 155° E. 
long., and not forming part of Queensland; and 
including all islands and reefs lying in the Gulf of 
Papua to the north of 8° S. lat.” 

ew Guinea, the est island in the world if 
Australia is excluded, lies some 80 miles to the 
north of Queensland, between 0° 0’ and 12° 0’ S. 
lat., and between 130° 50’ and 154° 30’ E. long. 
Its greatest length is 1,490 miles, and its maximum 
breadth 430 miles; its area being about 234,768 
square miles. The islands which lie near New 
Guinea, and which form part of the Possession, 
number, great and small, about two hundred. Of 
these the principal ones are: Kiriwina (in the 
Trobriand group of D’Entrecasteaux), Woodlark, 
Normanby, Goodenough, Fergusson, St. Aignan, 
Rossel and Sudest. 

History. 

The island of New Guinea was discovered in 
1511 by Antonio de Abrea, and it was touched at 
by several of the early navigators. The Archi- 
pelagos lying to the south-east of New Guinea 
were discovered by French navigators towards 
the close of the eighteenth century. The waters 
that are adjacent to the Archipelagos, and to the 
south-eastern coasts of New Guinea, have at 
different periods been partly surveyed and mapped 
by British ships of war. 

The whole island to the west of 141° E. long. is 
claimed by the Dutch as suzerains of the Sultan of 
Tidore. The Dutch have established a post 
on the south coast of New Guinea, which is in 
charge of a Resident. That portion of the island 
which lies to the eastward of 141° E. long. and to 
the north of British New Guinea belongs to the 
German Empire. A Government has been esta- 
blished and several industries are being started 
there. The rn eae by the British Crown of 
the portion of the island not claimed by Holland 
was long advocated by Australian statesmen, and 
the growing influence of France and Germany in 
the Pacific Ocean, coupled with the establishment 
of a penal settlement in the French island of New 
Caledonia, created some alarm in Australia lest a 
country lying so near to Australia as New Guinea 
should pass into the hands of a foreign Power. 
To prevent this from taking place as regards the 
eastern part of New Guinea, the Government of 
Queensland annexed it to the Empire on the 4th of 
April, 1883, but this proceeding was not ratified by 
the Imperial Government. The Intercolonial Con- 
vention held at Sydney in Nov. and Dec., 1883, 

resolutions urging the annexation of Eastern 
ew Guinea, and undertook to recommend their 
respective Legislatures to provide for defraying 
@ part of the cost of a Protectorate if one were 
established by the Imperial Government. On the 
Australasian colonies agreeing toguarantee 15,000/. 
a year to meet the cost, a Protectorate was pro- 
claimed by Commodore Erskine on the 6th Novem- 
ber, 1884, over the south-east coast of New Guinea 
and the adjacent islands. 

General Sir Peter Scratchley was appointed 
Special Commissioner for the Protectorate, and 
arrived in 1885, but he succumbed shortly after his 
arrival in the Protectorate to malarial fever. He 
was succeeded by the Hon. John Douglas, C.M.G., 
formerly Premier of Queensland. At the Colonial 
Conference held in 1887, the Colonies of Queens- 
land, N.S. Wales and Victoria undertook toguaran- 
tee 15,000. a year for ten years, for defraying the 
cost of administering the territory now forming

the Possession, on the understanding that Her 
Majesty’s Sovereignty would be proclaimed over it. 


By the Queensland British New Guinea Act, 1887, 
that colony undertook to be responsible for the 
payment of the 15,000). ayear. The territory 
was annexed to the Crown by the newly-appointed 
Administrator, Dr. (now Sir W.) Macgregor, on 
4th Sept., 1888. 

The Imperial Government has contributed some 
52,000/. towards the founding of the Possession. 
The local revenue raised in the Possession was 
formerly pee over to Queensland, for distribution 
amongst the guaranteeing colonies, in reduction of 
their contribution of 15,0002. a year, but is now 
kept and expended by the Government of the 
Possession. 

At the end of 1900 the Government of the Com- 
monwealth to take over the Possession as 
a territory of the Commonwealth, and brought 
proposals before the Federal Parliament (which 
were adopted) for providing towards the expenses 
of administration a sum not exceeding 20,000/. 
a year. The provision runs from lst July, 1901, 
and is subject to revision at the end of five years. 
The future arrangements for the Government 
are dealt with in the Papua Bill now before 
the Commonwealth Parliament (which provides 
for a change to the name of Territory of Papua). 


Desertptton and Formation. 


It extends from east to west upwards of 800 
miles, and about 200 from north to south towards 
either end, but is only about 50 miles deep behind 
Freshwater Bay, near the middle of the portion of 
the colony that is situated on the island of New 
Guinea. The total coast line of the Possession 
has been computed at 3,664 statute miles, 1,728 
on the mainland and 1,936 on the islands. The 
total superficial area of the colony is about 90,540 
square miles, of which about 87,786 are on the 
mainland of New Guinea, and 2,754 made up of 
many islands. 

With the exception of the low coral islands of 
Kiriwina, Nada, part of Murua, and a few others 
of small dimensions, the islands are mountainous 
and principally of schistose formation, the 
highest, Goodenough, 8,000 feet. The eastern 
end of the colony is also mountainous, and as the 
mountains extend westward they rise and 
coalesce to form a great central chain, which 
attains its greatest altitudes in the Owen Stanley 
range, the highest point of which is Mount 
Victoria, 13,200 feet, and in Mount Scratchley, 
the Wharton Range, and Mount Albert Edward, 
the latter about the same height as Mount 
Victoria. Further west the main range becomes 
more broken and lower, while pursuing nearly 
the same general trend towards the north-west 
as it had in the more eastern part of the colony. 
The western end of the Possession is for nearly 
300 miles generally low and swampy until a long 
distance from the coast is reached. The moun- 
tains near the east end, on the mainland, are of 
igneous origin; the great masses of the central 
part of the main range are all schistose, while in 
the west sandstone predominates, but there are 
outcrops of igneous formation, such as Mount Yule, 
cowatls of 10,000 feet high. Onthe Fly River, 
near the point of junction of British, Dutch, and 
German territory, there are limestones with fossil 
corals, and these are also met with at many 
other places in the low and swampy regions of 
the western end of the colony and elsewhere. 
The whole Possession is remarkably well 
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watered. The great mountains, and by far the 
er portion of the lower country, are all 
covered by forest. 


Rivers. 


The majority of the principal rivers open into 
the Gulf of Papua. They have a general direction 
towards a point near the middle of the Gulf. 
The two largest are the Fly and the Purari. The 
Fly spreads out its head branches over a large area 
in the centre of the island, comprising consider- 
able portions of the three different territories. Its 
course is about 620 miles from the sea to the 
British-German boundary. The influence of the 
tide is felt for six or seven score of miles up 
the Fly. It is navigable by a steam launch for 
over 500 miles. 

The Purari River is the second in point of size, 
and seems to start from the southern side of 
the Bismarck of Kaiser-Wilhelmsland. It 
is navigable by steam launch for 120 miles. The 
Bailala and Lakekamu rise in undetermined 
mountains in the central main range. The 
Angabunga River has its origin from the western 
spurs of Mount Albert ward ; 
from the Owen Stanley Range, 
Chain and the southern slopes of Mount Albert 
Edward; the Brown from the Owen Stanley 
Range east of Mount Victoria. On the north- 
east coast the rivers are all small, except four that 
a into the the sea between Cape Nelson and 
the British-German boundary. These are, 
pr i northwards, the Musa, Kumusi, 

ambare, and Gira. Each of them pursues a 
course from the central main range towards the 
north-east until it enters the sea. The Gira rises 
from the eastern spurs of Mount Albert Edward, 
and is smaller than the other three, all of which 
are nearly of the same size. 


Clumate and Natural Resources. 


As the colony lies between five and eleven and 
a half degrees of south latitude, the climate of the 
lower part of the country is warm. It is outside 
the range of the hurricanes that pervade the 
southern part of the Western Pacific. At Port 
Moresby, the seat of Government, and situated 
near the middle of the colony, the average tem- 
pone for the year 1904-5 at 9 a.m. was 795. 

e average maximum readings for the same 
period, 84°4; the average minimum ings, 76°. 
The extreme range of temperature was from 88°7 
to 72°4 F. at 9 a.m. e hot season is from 
November to May; the hottest months are 
January and February ; the cold season is from 
June to October, the coldest month is August. 
During the hot season winds on the south coast 
are from the north and west, and are unsteady ; 
during the cold season they are from the south- 
east, and are much more regular. 

At Port Moresby the rainfall for the year 1904-5 
was 30°1 inches; at Daru, in the western division, 
the rainfall was 68°4 inches. The measurements 
at Sogeri gave 88 inches during 10 months. 
It is much greater, but undetermined, on the 
central mountain ranges. On the south coast 
the climate is rather comfortable than oppressive 
during the cold season. It is generally 
agreeable at an altitude of 2,000 feet, a height 
that can be reached on foot in one day from 
Port Moresby. At 5,000 to 6,000 feet it becomes 
distinctly cold at night, the thermometer some- 
times reading 55° F.; at 10,000 feet ice is met 
within, the early. morning. Above that the grass 
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is often covered with hoar frost, and the cold is 
severe. 

Malarial fever, of a type that is as a rule com- 
paratively mild, is not rare in the low parts of the 
country. About the time of the change of seasons 
inflammatory diseases of the chest frequently occur 
among natives. 

There exists there the obstinate scaly ringworm, 
common in many parts of the Pacific. A mild 
form of Yaws, not nearly so severe as it is in 
the Pacific Islands, is indigenous. Sporadic 
cases of elephantiasis and leprosy are met with, 
but these have not affected any European. Lupus 
and simple ulcers are common, and rheumatism 
is not unknown. Beriberi is also met with in 
some districts. There is no scarlet fever, crou 
or diphtheria. Typhoid fever, smallpox, an 
Asiatic cholera have not been introduced into 
the colony, but unfortunately dysentery has. 
Only one case of cancer has been seen in the 
country. Such diseases as tape-worm and guinea- 
worm are unknown. 

The climate is favourable to the cultivation of 
all tropical products. The cocoanut palm rs 
well everywhere, and is common anywhere along 
the coast line, but in the far interior it is not met 
with. Cotton would be specially suited to the 
dry climate of the central district. Tobacco, in 
certain localities, of uperor quality, and sugar 
cane seem to be indigenous or to be lo 
domesticated; there are several native trees an 
plants that yield good classes of rubber. There 
are some good varieties of timber, including sandal 
wood, ebony, and cedar. Tea, cocoa, and coffee 
thrive well, but are not indigenous; the latter 
has been introduced and pro ted. The climate 
is very congenial to rice and maize and all kinds 
of tropical fruit. The mineral deposits comprise 

gold, which exist over a large area; osmiridium, 
which has been found from the Gira River to the 
Owen Stanley Range; and in the Purari sand- 
stone district there is coal. 

The marine resources comprise pearl-shell and 
pearls, trepang, sponges, and turtle shell. 


Fauna and Flora. 


There are no dangerous wild beasts in the 
Colony; wild swine are common. There are 
several varieties of wallaby, phalanger, and 
echidna. There are no deer, hares, or rabbits. 
The most dangerous creature is the crocodile; 
oy lives are lost each year through these 
amphibians and by snake-bite. The snakes are 
nearly related to those of Australia. The birds 
include the cassowary, many birds of paradise, a 
great variety of pigeons, the hornbill, the black 
and the white cockatoo, geese, many species of 
ducks, quails, and on the mountain tops snipe and 
woodcock. 

The flora is as varied as the climate. On the 
tops of the highest mountain chains there are 
many species of grasses: several kinds of butter- 
cup, orget-me-nots, daisies, rhododendrons, 
heaths, and other flowers of temperate climates. 
The forest there is principally cypress. From 
seven to ten thousand feet it is chiefly my us, 
often covered by trailing bamboo or mixed with 
pandanus. Fromtwotofivethousand feet the ever- 
green oaks arecommon. On the low lands there 
are several varieties of hardwood trees, afzelic 
bijuga, calophyllum, &. Native cloth is made by 
heating out the bark of the paper mulberry, of 
the bread fruit tree, or of certain trees of the nettle 
family. Fibre is obtained from the banana, the 
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cocoanut, from the bark of many saplings, and 
the best of all from the aerial roots of certain 
species of pandanus. Most of the trees and 
flowers that are met with in the tropical islands of 
the Pacific, or in North Queensland, occur also in 
British New Guinea. 


The People. 

All the native tribes of the Colony that have up to 
now been met with seem to belong to the same race ; 
they present, however, well-marked differences 
in physical appearance, disposition, language and 
customs, but not greater than the circumstances 
would lead one to expect. No clear trace of an 
older or earlier race than the existing one has been 
discovered. The present inhabitants doubtless 
arrived in the country when it was already 
covered by dense forest; this must have had its 
effect in separating the people into secluded, shy, 
and suspicious communities. To this is due the 
notable diversities so common between the com- 
munities of even adjacent districts, each being 
confined strictly to its own small territory, subject 
to circumscribed local influences. Thus, for ex- 
ample, the tribes on the Fly and other estuaries 
have, for generations, had only brackish water; 
others water running over calcareous formation, 
or over slate, lava, granite, &c., a circumstance 
that would perhaps differentiate quite as much as 
the great variety of food. Some tribes live almost 
exclusively on sago, others on yams and taro, 
some on bananas, others principally on sweet 
seen Many tribes live continuously in a 

eavy, moist, warm atmosphere near the coast 
line; others in the light and bracing climate of 
the mountains at an altitude of 4,000 to 6,000 feet. 
The average size of a Papuan is less than that 
of an average Euro he race affinities with 
the Pacific are strong; on the coast line there is 
a small percentage of a smooth-haired Malay-like 
element that is absent in the interior. The 
isolation of the different communities has led to 
such diversities of dialect that people living only 
a few miles apart cannot understand each others 
speech. There is a well-marked relationship to 

e languages of Polynesia, and this extends, es- 
pee in place names, right across the colony, 

ut it becomes weaker in oragiar © as one 
proceeds towards the west. e dialects are 
easy to acquire, containing as they do few or no 
sounds that cannot be represented by the English 
alphabet, or easily pronounced by an English- 
speaking person. English is now making con- 
siderable progress. The European population is 
about 500; the native population is estimated at 
about 350,000. There ba been, however, no 
census. The country and people have no history, 
and but few current well-defined traditions. These 
refer to only local movements and actions of tribes 
within the last four or five generations. 


Mode of Government. 


The Possession has the constitution of a Crown 
colony, regulated by Royal letters patent of 
8th June, 1888, under which the Government is 
carried on by an Administrator, with the advice 
and assistance of an executive and a legislative 
council. The correspondence of the Administrator 
of British New Guinea with the Secretary of State 
passed first through the Governor of Queensland, 
and afterwards through the Governor-General of 
Australia. By Letters Patent, of 18th March, 
1902, provision is made for placing the Possession 
under the authority of the Commonwealth, and for 
the revocation of the Letters Patent governing the 
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resent Constitution as soon as the Commonwealth 

arliament has provided by law for the future 
government. There was no form of Government 
among the native population, the Polynesian system 
of chiefs being practically unknown; patriarchal 
authority did not extend beyond near family 
relatives, and even then was only loose. <A certain 
measure of chiefly influence is being created now by 
a few men under Governmentauthority, but control 
over the natives is being best acquired by the 
gradual creation of a force of village policemen. 
The Administration has at its disposal an armed 
constabulary, consisting of about 150 natives, 
enrolled from many different districts. Special 
laws have been passed for the protection of the 
native population, and for dealing with lands. 
A code consisting of a series of simple regulations, 
which are from time to time being added to, has 
also been passed for the benefit of the native 

pulation. The general law of the Possession 
is the same as that of Queensland. The courts 
of the Possession consist of the Central, Petty 
Sessions, and Native Magistrates’ Courts. 


Manufactures and Indusirves. 


There are no European manufactories in the 
colony. 

The chief industry worked by Europeans is gold 
mining. The number of miners has varied at dif- 
ferent times from 100 to 800 men. Gold to the 
value of over 55,680. in 1903-4, and 56,362/. in 
1904-5, was declared at the custom house for 
export. It was nearly all obtained by alluvial 
mining. The gold-bearing country is extensive, 
but it is for various reasons very difficult to prospect 
There are also indications of auriferous reefs, and 
three crushing plants have been established on 
Woodland Island. The pearl-shell fishery is of 
some importance;  pearl-shell was exported 
in 1904-5 to the value of 1,121/. The shell is 
widely distributed over the eastern seas of the 
colony, but large areas of water are difficult to 
work on account of their depth. Beche-de-mer is 
found on most of the reefs, and will always 
figure as a small industry (1904-5, 1,5427.). Sandal- 
wood to the value of 7,873/. was exported in 1904-5. 
It is sometimes found in the form of large trees, so 
far only in the central district on the mainland. 
It commands a fair price in the market. The rubber 
industry is already important, but promises to 
become greatly more so. The indigenous trees 
alone yield this article at the present time, but 
both soil and climate would no doubt be favourable 
to the better sorts of foreign rubber. The indi- 
genous rubber commands a comparatively high 
price in the London market. Uy to the last few 
years no systematic efforts had been made to plant 
cocoanuta. The old trees are only in small 
clumps, except in a few instances, and in those 
exceptional cases the groves are the property of 
large communities, who make extensive use of the 
cocoanut as an article of food. Many nuts are 
now being planted, but the amount available for 
copra-making (1904-5, 521 tons, 5,671/.), is not 
likely to exceed annually some 400 or 500 tons 
for some time. There are large sago fields in 
the colony, but this article has not yet been 
worked for export, There can be no reasonable 
doubt that the sugar cane, which is indigenous 
and present in a great many varieties, and 
cotton, coffee, tea, vanilla, and tobacco, which is 
domesticated, and of exceptionally fine quality, 
will eventually be made into great industries. 
Three coffee plantations and one rubber and sisal 

“inp plantation have been established. 
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External Trade. 


The customs tariff is comparatively alight one ; 
ad valorem duties do not exceed 10 percent. The 
external trade of the colony is chiefly with 
Queensland and New South Wales. There are 
no direct shipments to or from Great Britain. 
The external trade, importa and exports, as 
entered at the customs, amounted in 1904-1905 to 
143,6282. One steamer trades monthly with the 
Possession, starting from Thursday Island, and 
calling at Port Moresby and Samarai, and pro- 
ceeding thence to Woodlark Island, back to 
Samarai, and thence to Port Moresby and 
Thursday Island. Another steamer of the same 
company leaves Sydney and calls at Brisbane, 
then at Samarai, New Britain, and Solomon, 
returning back to Sydney every three months. 
There are also trading schooners from Cooktown 
and Thursday Island. The coasting and general 
inter-island trade is carried on by means of 
four small steamers and some small cutters or 
luggers, many of which are manned exclusively 
by Papuans. There are suitable substantial 
wharves for working cargo at Port Moresby and 
Samarai, at which places all manner of supplies 
are obtainable at reasonable prices. No 
macadamised roads have been constructed. Much 
of the internal communication will be:made by 
the rivers. Tracks have been cut in many direc- 
tions, and the natives are becoming accustomed to 
travel alone or with Europeans over great arcas. 
During the south-east trades, travelling by 
small boat is uncomfortable and difficult west of 
Yule Island, where there is no barrier reef; but 
east of that the coast is largely protected. Kast 
of Yule Island harbours and g anchorages are 
numerous. In the interior travelling is done 
always on foot, but in the central district horses 
can be used on many tracks. 

Political Divisions. 

The colony is divided into six magisterial divi- 
sions, in each of which there is a resident magis- 
trate, who is also invested with the executive 
authority of dealing in the first instance with any 
administrative matter that may arise. Besides 
these there are assistant resident magistrates with 
limited judicial powers in certain more populous 
districts. ‘The Central Court, which possesses the 
jurisdiction of an ordinary Supreme Court, sits 
wherever there is occasion. The principal seat of 
Government is at Port Moresby. ‘This place is 
centrally situated. It is easy to approach the 
harbour, and the latter is large, commodious, and 
sheltered from all winds. The population of Port 
Moresby consists of about 1,600 natives and some 
three score of Europeans. It is not well-watered, 
but is very picturesque, and comparatively healthy. 
The immediate neighbourhood is not well suited 
for ordinary cultivation on account of the rather 
scanty rainfall. Port Moresby is a port of entry. 

Samarai, the next place in importance, is an 
island of some sixty acres two miles from the 
south-east end of the mainland. There is no 
native village on that island. Itisa portof entry, 
and the headquarters of the Resident Magistrate 
of the district. The European population is 
always greater than at Port Moresby. There 
is good anchorage there, but no convenient water 
supply. It is the port from which miners, pearl 
fishers, &c., generally obtain their supplies. Like 
Port Moresby, the neighbourhood of Samarai is 
very picturesque. [ts rainfall is nearly three 
times as great’as at the former place. 
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The third port of entry for the colony is the 
island of Daru, the headquarters of the ident 
Magistrate for the Western Division. It hasa good 
and safe harbour, with an approach that presents 
no difficulty. Itis the o M harbour the colony 

in the west, and the island supplies the 

building sites obtainable in that part of the 

country. It is visited by many boats engaged in 
the pearl-shell fishery of Torres Straits. 


Summary. 

British New Guinea differs from all other 
countries in its newness. A large part of the in- 
terior is still in the stone age, much of it is in a 
stage of transition in which the stone axe and the 
steel tomahawk are used side by side. The abori- 
ginal methods of house-building, of canoe-making, 
of pottery manufacture, of cultivation, are sti 
geverally maintained. About half of the coast 
line has been brought under missionary influence, 
and there are two or three stations on the larger 
rivers, 

Four missionary societies are established in the 
Possession. They are the London Missionary 
Society, which has for its field the south coast of 
New Guinea; the Society of the Sacred Heart, 
which is established at Vule Island, and along 
the banks of the St. Joseph River; the Austra- 
lian Wesleyan Methodist Missionary Society, 
which extends its influence over all the archi- 
pelagos; and the Church of England Mission, 
which has as its field the north-east coast of New 

Guinea, the last-named constituting the Diocese 
of New Guinea, organised under a Bishop of the 
Church of England, the two first-named societies 
were in New Guinea before annexation was pro- 
claimed: the last two have come there since the 
proclamation of sovereignty. The native population 
take readily to civilisation in most great matters, 
while they often cling tenaciously to their own 
customs in smaller and less important 
things. 

Nearly all Europeans in the Colony give their 
attention to trading or to gold mining, while very 
few give much time or labour to agriculture, with 
the result that cultivation by Europeans has made 
but very little progress though land has been pro- 
curable at a very small! price. Europeans can and 
do work hard at gold mining, but they probably 
could not do so in the open fields.

Situation and Area. 


The Bahamas, the most northerly of the British 
West Indian Colonies, are a chain of coral islands 
lying between 21° 42’ and 27° 34’ N. lat., and 
72° 40’ and 79° 5’ W. long., composed of about 20 
inhabited islands, and an immense number of islets 
and rocks. The principal islands are New Pro- 
vidence (containing the capital, Nassau), Abaco, 
Harbour Island, Eleuthera, Inagua, Mayaguana, 
Ragged Island, Rum Cay, Exuma, Long Island, 
Long Cay, and the Biminis, all of which are ports 
of entry ; and Great Bahama, Crooked Island, 
Acklin Island, Cat Island, Watling’s Island, the 
Berry Islands, and Andros Island (containing the 
only river). The total area is 4,466 square miles, 
or about half the size of Wales. 


History. 


St. Salvador, so called by Columbus, the native 
name being Guanahani, one of the islands compos- 
ing this chain, and identical either with Cat Island 
or Watling’s Island, was the first land discovered 
by him on his voyage in 1492. A few years later 
all the Carib inhabitants were transported to work 
in the Cuba mines, and the islands were aban- 
doned. Settlers from the Bermudas found their 
way in considerable numbers to Eleuthera, in 
1646, and in 1666, some years later, also to New 
Providence. This latter island, and all the others 
between 22° and 27° N. lat., were granted by 
Charles II. to a proprietary body in 1670, and in 
°1671 Captain Johnson Wentworth was appointed 
by the proprietors to be their first Governor. 
No regular system of government appears to have 
been established, however; and New Providence 
continued to be more or less merely a shelter for 
pirates and a disorderly set of people. It was laid 
waste by the Spaniards in 1680 or 1682, and 
in 1703 the French and Spaniards combined 
annihilated the settlement. After this it became 
a regular rendezvous for pirates, who were finally 
extirpated in 1718 by the English, under Captain 
Woodes Rogers, and a regular administration 
formed and colonists introduced, including a con- 
siderable number of Germans from the Palatinate. 
In 1781 the Bahamas were surrendered to the 
Spaniards, but at the conclusion of the war they 
were once more annexed by Great Britain, which 
was confirmed in their possession at the Peace of 
Versailles, 1783. 

In 1848 the Turks and Caicos Islands, which 
geographically form part of the Bahamas chain, 
were separated from the other Bahainas, and 
formed into a distinct Presidency, under the 
Government-in-Chief of the Governor of Jamaica. 

A general descriptive report of the Islanis, 
which includes the Blue Book Report for 1902, 
illustrated by photographs and a map, has been 
compiled by a former Governor, Sir Gilbert Carter, 
and poor ed asa Parliamentary paper (Cd. 1985, 
194). 


Climate and Inhabitants. 


The climate is salubrious and very pleasant in 
the winter season, and the Colony has in recent 
ears been much frequented by visitors from the 
Mnited States and Canada, there being excellent 
hotels and other accommodation for tourista, The 
annual rainfall is 54°62 inches, the rainy season 
extending from June to October. The mean tem- 
rature is 79°5 degrees, the extreme range being 
rom 54°7 to 96°2. 


BAHAMAS. 


The majority of the inhabitants are of the negro 
race. About one quarter are of European descent ; 
English is universally spoken. 


Trade and Industry. 


The commercial relations of the Colony are 
mainly with the United States. Considerable 
quantities of pine-apples and oranges are exported. 
In 1904 the value of oranges, lemons, &c., and 
other fruits was 1,740/.; and 228,608 doz. pine- 
apples were exported, valued at 22,616/.; also 
preserved fruits value 13,124/.; but the principal 
export is sponge (105,718/. in 1904). 

otton, the cultivation of which was introduced 
by Royalist refugees from the United States, was 
grown in large quantities prior to the abolition 
of slavery, and also during the American War, 
but has ceased to be a staple. The cotton ex- 
ported in 1904 was valued at 207/. 

The cultivation and preparation of the sisal 
fibre plant is an important industry, and the 
quantity and value exported in 1904 was 
2,218,825 lbs., value 29,5577. The estimated area 
planted at the end of 1904 was 33,820 acres. 

The sugar-cane grows luxuriantly in many of 
the islands, but is little cultivated. 

The Colony enjoyed great prosperity during the 
American Civil War, when it was the head- 
quarters of many blockade running operations. 

Fishing is extensively carried on for the 
Nassau market, over 100 native-built boats, with 
500 men, being employed. Turtle-shell, shells 
and pearls are largely exported. Sponge-fishing 
employs a large fleet. At the end of 1900 the 
approximate number of vessels engaged in the 
industry was 587—aggregate tonnage 5,952—with 
2,517 open boats, and 291 long shore open boats ; 
men and boys employed 5,962; and 258 men and 
women in clipping, sorting and packing for export. 
Nassau is a port of registry, and had, on 3ist 
December, 1904, 706 ships registered, of 27,972 tons. 

Salt-raking, one of the earliest industries, has 
fallen off of late, the export of salt in 1904 being 
only 1,145/., as compared with 2,470/. in 1890. 
| Some of the islets yield guano. The chief im- 
| ports are textile fabrics, bread stuffs, spirits, and 
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wines. 
Lighthouses on several of the islands have been 
, established, and are maintained by the Imperial 
Government at a cost of 10,000. per annum, 
exclusive of stores supplied from England. Several 
lights are also maintained by the local govern- 
1 ment. 





Currencu and Banking. 

The legal tender currency is British sterling, 
United States current coin, silver of the Latin 
Union, and gold doubloons. Accounts are kept in 
sterling. ere is no Colonial currency. A local 
bank, called the Bank of Nassau, was established on 

| Ist June, 1889. It had, on 3lst December, 1904, 
a note issue of 6,500/., and deposits amounting 
to 40,000/. A Post Office Savings Bank was 

‘established in January, 1886, and had, on 30th 
June, 1905, 23,430/. deposited. 


Means of Communication. 

There are no railways or telegraphs in the 
Colony, and but few good roads except in New 
Providence. There is regular fortnightly mail 
communication with New York and Cuba, and 
frequent vessels to and from Cuba and Key 
West. There is also a regular mail service duri 
the winter months, from January to April, between 
Nassau and Miami, Florida. These vessels make 
voyages as often as two and three times 
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weekly. Till February, 1892, the nearest point in 
ag are communication with Europe was Key 
West, but in that month a cable from Nassau to 
Florida was completed.

Constitution. 


The Executive Government is conducted, under 
Letters Patent, by the Governor, aided by an 
Executive Council of 9 members. The Legislative 
authority resides in the Governor, a Legislative 
Council of 9 members, nominated by the Crown, 
and a Representative Assembly of 29 members, 
elected for 15 districts by persons owning land of 
the value of 5/., or occupying houses of the rental 
value of 2/. 8s. in New Providence, or half that 
amount in the outlying islands. The qualifi- 
cations of electors are full age, a residence of 
12 months, with land value 5/. ; or being a house- 
holder of premises value 2/. 8s. in New Providence, 
or 1d. 4s. elsewhere, for six months. The qualifica- 
tion of Members is possession of an estate of real 
or personal property of the value of 200/. The 
Executive Council is composed partly of official 
and partly of unofficial Members who have a seat 
in one of the branches of the Legislature.

Education. 


There is a Government system of elementary 
education, established 1847, and modified by laws 
of 1864, 1875, 1885, 1886, 1888, 1889, and 1905. The 
central control is ina Board of Education nomi- 
nated by the Governor. Local Committees, partly 
elected, exercise local supervision only. 

There are 46 unsectarian Government schools, 
with 6,226 scholars ; 11 aided schools, with 1,017 
scholars ; 32 Church of England and 17 private 
schools, with 268 scholars; 3 Roman Catholic 
schools, with 506 scholars. The Government 
schools were made free in 1885. The compulsory 
clauses of the law are enforced only in Nassau 
and the larger villages. Higher education is 

vided at the Nassau Grammar School, the 
een’s College, and St. Hilda’s School, all in 
assau.

BARBADOS. 


Sitlustion and Area. 


Barbados is situated in latitude 13° 4’ North and 
longitude 59° 37’ West, and is the most easterly 
of the Caribbee Islands. It is nearly 21 miles 
long by 14 in breadth, and contains an area of 
106,470 acres, or about 166 square miles, some- 
what larger than the Isle of Wight. 


History. 


The exact date of the discovery of Barhadus is 
not known. It is said to have been first visited by 
the Portuguese, who, finding it uninhabited and 
rude in appearance, named the isle Los Barbados, 
from the number of bearded fig-trees which they 
found. It was nominally taken possession of by the 
English ship O/ire in 1605, when it was almost 
uninhabited. In 1625 Sir William Courteen, a 
London merchant, under the protection of the Earl 
of Marlborough, who held a grant of the island 
from James I., fitted out two large ships, only one 
of which arrived at Barbados, and the party, which 
consisted of some thirty persons, landed on the 
leeward side of the island, formed a town called 
James’ (or Hole) Town, and appointed Captain 
William Deane their Governor. In 1627 the Earl of 
Carlisle obtained # grantefrom Charles I. of all the 
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Caribbee Islands. This grant was opposed by the 
former patentee, Lord Marlborough, but the matter 
was compromised on the Earl of Carlisle agreeing 
to settle on the Earl of Marlborough an annuity of 
300/. Soon after this the Earl of Carlisle being 
employed on a diplomatic mission, the Ear! of 
Pembroke, then Lord Chamberlain, obtained a 
revocation of the former nobleman’s patent in his 
favour and supported Sir W. Courteen; but on 
the Earl of Carlisle’s return from his embassy, he 
remonstrated with the king, who reinstated him in 
possession of the territory. Wolferstone, a native 
of Bermuda, was then commissioned by the Ear! of 
Carlisle as Governor, and in 1628 sixty-four settlers 
arrived in Carlisle Bay, commen the erection 
of wouden houses, threw a bridge across the river 
which intersected the ground, and laid the foun- 
dation of Bridgetown, the present capital. The Lee- 
ward and Windward men opposed each other, the 
latter ultimately triumphing. Thecivil war which 
raged in England contributed to people and enrich 
the island ; and on the downfall of Charles, many 
families attached to the Royal cause found shelter 
in Barbados. The island was afterwards governed 
by Lord Willoughby, a Royalist, to whom it was 
conveyed by Lord Carlisle (son of the first 
patentee); but when the island was subdued by 
the Commonwealth he was banished. In 1662, 
after the Restoration, Lord Willoughby renewed 
his claim, and the kinsmen and heirs of the two 
earls brought forward demands on the settlers. 
To satisfy these claims, a duty of 44 per cent. 
on all exports was imposed; and under certain 
conditions the proprietary government was dis- 
solved and the sovereignty of Barbados annexed 
to the British Crown. The inhabitants long pro- 
tested against the imposition of the 44 per cent. 
duties, but without success; and it was not till 
1838, four years after the abolition of slavery, that 
the tax was abolished by an Act of Parliament. 

Barbados has not, like most of the neighbouring 
islands, changed owners; it has always remained 
in possession of Great Britain. 


General Description. 


Bridgetown, the chief town and port, is situated 
in the parish of St. Michael, in latitude 13° 5’ 42” 
North, and longitude 3° 58’ 29’ West. This town 
contains, according to the census of 1891, 21,000 
inhabitants. Speightstown, the only other town, 
has about 1,500 inhabitants. 

Carlisle Bay, the harbour of Barbados, is an 
open roadstead, much exposed to the wind 
from the south and south-west. There is an 
inner harbour or careenage, protected by astructure 
called the Mole Head. It isa port of registry, and 
had registered, on 31st December, 1904, 46 vessels, 
of a tota] net tonnage of 7,375 tons. 

The island is almost encircled by coral reefs, 
which in some parts, as off the parish of St. Phillip, 
extend nearly 3 miles to seaward, and prove very 
dangerous to navigation. 

A geological map, with explanatory memoir of 
the island, was published in 1891 by Messrs. J. B. 
Harrison and A. J. Jukes Browne, which shows that 
that area of the island called the Scotland district, 
which is the part enclosed by a semi-circular swee 
of the ridge in the north-east, is composed of sand- 
stones, clays, and infusorial earths, the products 
of which may be in future a valuable source of 
revenue to the island; already excellent fire-bricks 
are made near the end of the railway. 

In Schomburgk’s history of Barbados there is a 
short reference to the deposit of asphaltum found 
in the island, and Messrs. A. J. Jukes Browne 
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and J. B. Harrison casually mention it as occurring 
occasionally in small quantities, which planters 
have attempted to burn under their sugar boilers, 
but not with sufficient success to lead to its 
neral use. In 1895 an American named Julius 
inney suggested to Mr. Walter Merivale, M.I.C.E., 
late m ing director of the Barbados Railway. 
the possibility of mining it for commercial purposes, 
A mine was opened by Mr. Merivale on the 
College Estate in January, 1896, from which about 
500 tons of the purest asphaltum were extracted 
during the year 1898. her mines have since 
been pened: and in 1904 the total amount 
of manjak exported from the island was about 
500 tons. Prices are obtained averagi 
£9 a ton. There appears to be a demand 
for it in the following trades: Ha tee | 
gas-making, electric cable insulating, asphalt 
paving, &c. It seems probable that the deposits 
extend under the coral in all parts of the island. 
Much of the geological information concerning 
the coral area was obtained from borings, &c., made 
by the Barbados Water Supply Company, whose 
operations were undertaken with a view to suppl 
the rural population of the different parishes wit 
water up to a height of 750 feet above sea- 
level. The town of Bridgetown was supplied for 
many years with an tt supply of good 
water by the Bridgetown Water Works Company. 
Both companies have been bought up by the 
Government, and the works have now been 
extended to all the parishes of the island. 


Industry. 


The chief articles planted for exportation for 
some years after the settlement of the island were 
indigo, cotton-wool, ginger, and aloes, besides 
several kinds of woods; and the manufacture of 
sugar does not appear to have been practised with 
much success till about the middle of the 17th 
century, when the cultivation of the sugar-cane 
increased rapidly, and the plant became, in com- 
mercial importance, the island’s most valuable pro- 
duction. At that period, too, the introduction 
of African labour was commenced. In 1904 there 
were 388 sugar-works in operation, 109 of which 
have steam works. The produce has been as

The area under sugar cultivation is estimated at 
60,000 acres. In September, 1898, the island, in 
common with St. Lucia and St. Vincent, suffered 
severely from the effects of a disastrous hurricane. 
In 1902-3 there was an epidemic of small-pox, 
which caused a prolonged quarantine and serious] 
affected trade. Cotton-growing has been reviv 
with help from the Colonial Treasury and the 
British Cotton-growing Association, and under 
the guidance of the Imperial Department of 
Agriculture. 

Population. 

The population of the island in 1851 amounted 
to 135,939, and has increased steadily since ; 
by the census of 1891 the population wag 
returned at 182,306, and at the end of December, 


| 1904, was estimated at 199,514. English is uni- 


versally spoken{ _Labour ,is cheap, and the 
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roductive capacity of the soil has been greatly 
rought out. The island has the appearance of 
a well-kept garden. 


Currency and Banking. 


Accounts are kept in sterling, and British coin 
is legal tender and the chief medium of circulation. 
There is no limit to the legal tender of British 
silver, and there is but little gold in circulation. 
The only bank doing business in Barbados is the 
Colonial Bank, capital paid up 600,000/. sterling. 
Total number of branches throughout West Indies 
13, with deposits of about 1,500,000/., and a note 
circulation (five dollar notes) of 350,000. In 
Barbados the estimated circulation is 30,000/. 
There is a Government savings bank, which had, 
on 3ist March, 1905, 14,773 depositors, and 
deposits amounting to 223, 8930. 


Internal Communication. 


A railway from Bridgetown to the parish of 
St. Andrew (24 miles as surveyed) was commenced 
in 1880, and completed on 10th September, 
1882. The total cost of construction was 
195,284/.; the receipts for the year 1897 were 
6,503/., exclusive of Government subsidy of 6,000U., 
and the expenses 5,952/. Of the subsidy of 6,000/. 
per annum granted by the Legislature, only a sum 
of 82/. 178. 6d. was paid in 1897, in consequence of 
the failure of the Company to comply with the 

rovisions of Act 51 of 1896. It belonged to the 

bados Railway Company, Limited, but was 
on the 15th July, 1898, purchased by the Forei 
American and General Trust Co., Limited, for the 
sum of 50,0002. No subsidy has been paid since 
its purchase by this Company. The whole line 

been reconstructed as the Bridgetown and 
St. Andrew Railway, Limited (28 miles). The cost 
of construction to 3lst December, 1904, was 
39,011/.; the receipts for 1904 were 5, 9221. 

There is telephonic communication between the 
police stations by 35 miles of line, which cost 
1,465/., and is open to public use. The Barbados 
Telephone Co., Limited, a private company, 
contains a total of 520 services, with a total length 
of line in use of about 660 miles. 


Mail Service, Postage, dc. 


The Royal Mail steamers arrive in and leave 
Barbados every alternate week from and to Eng- 
land. There is also fortnightly communication 
with all the West Indies by the same company’s 
inter-Colonial steamers. The usual length of 
the voyage from England to Barbados is 11 days. 

Besides the Royal Mail, a steamer of Frederick 
Levland & Co.’s or the Harrison Line arrives 
every week from Live

fortnightly. 

The Quebec line of steamers arrives fortnightly 
from the United States; the Red Cross Line and 
Booth Line call at Barbados on their voyage from 
New York tothe Brazilsand vice versd, at intervals 
of about 20 days; the Lamport and Holt steamers 
call at Barbados on their voyage to New York 
from the Brazils fortnightly. The Canadian line 
of steamers (Pickford and Black) from Halifax 
arrive fortnightly. 

There is a station of the West India and Panama 
Telegraph Company at Barbados, and direct cable 
communication with St. Vincent, and thence to 
the other West Indies, America, and Europe.

Education. 


A Government system of elementary education 
was established by Act No. 41 of the Sth Decem- 
ber, 1878, which authorised an expenditure not 
exceeding 15,0007. annually. This section of the 
Act of 1878 has been repealed, and Section 9 (d) 
of the Education Act Amendment Act, 1897, 
authorises an annual expenditure of a sum not 
exceeding 11,0007. on elementary education. 
Grants to higher education made the sum total 
of expenditure in 1904 was 16,5277. 

The central administration is vested in a Board 
appointed by the Governor, and the local control 
conducted by the clergyman of the district assisted 
by the School Committee. There are 167 schools, 
with 15,351 scholars (average attendance), and 
25,710 on the rolls. 

Barbados possesses a college founded by General 
Codrington, a native of the island, who died in 
1710, and whose name it bears. It was affiliated 
to Durham University in 1875. It is under the 
administration of the S.P.G., whoare the Trustees 
of General Codrington’s will. There are several 
theological scholarships of the value of 30/. per 
annum from the College funds—though hardly 
any of these scholarships are at present available 
owing to lack of funds—and four Island Scholar- 
ships at 40/. per annum paid from the Colonial 
Treasury. The latter are confined to natives 
or sons of natives, or of faite domiciled in 
the island who have resided therein for at least 
ten years. There isa good grammar school, called 
Harrison College, in Bridgetown, established on 
an old foundation, which has been liberally sup- 
ported by the Legislature. It hasa staff of nine 
university men as Masters, a Professor of Chemistry 
and Agricultural Science, and a Professor of 
German. The number of pupils at close of

1904 was 135. Another First Grade School, 
**The Lodge,” situated in St. John’s parish, 
to the N.E. of the island, was re-opened in 1882, 
after having been closed for several years. The 
number of pupils at the close of 1904 was 41. 
There are four Barbados Scholarships, established 
by the Education Board, and endowed by the 
Colony, each of the annual value of 175/., tenable 
at an English University, or at an Agricultural or 
Technical College in Europe or America, for four 


years. 

A first grade school for girls was opened in 
1883, called the Queen’s College. It has a staff 
of eight mistresses. The number of pupils was 
113 at the close of 1904. 

There are four second grade schools for boys 
and two for girls. These schools cost the Govern- 
ment, including grants for scholarships, 1,100. 
annually. 


Defence. 


Barbados was until recently the headquarters 
of the military force in this part of the West 
Indies, having an Imperial garrison of 31 officers, 
4 warrant officers, and 665 non-commissioned 
officersand men. Charles Fort, on the south-west 
of the island, which was once a fortified position 
carrying heavy guns, has been dismantled. The 
Imperial garrison has now, however, been with- 
drawn, and Barhados as a military station aban- 
doned. A Volunteer Force, consisting of 50 
Artillery, 50 Infantry, and 50 Cyclists has been 
formed. A resolution has recently been passed 
by the Legislature authorising the formation of 
a Mounted Infantry Corps. . 


Poltwe, &c. 


A police force was established in Barbados in 
1835 by an Act of the Legislature, and is stated to 
have been the first attempt in the Hritish West 
India Colonies to establish a force of that descrip- 
tion upon a similar footing. The Force consists 
of 2 officers and 314 non-commissioned ofticers and 
men. In 1882 the Harbour Police (established in 
1867) were combined with the Land Police. A 
Juvenile Reformatory was opened in April, 1883. 

There is a lunatic asylum and a lazaretto; and 
a general hospital in Bridgetown, to the support 
of which the Colony contributes 6,630. per 
annum. 


Conatitution. 


The Colony possesses representative institutions, 
but not responsible Government. The Crown has 
only a veto on legislation, but the Home Govern- 
ment retains the appointment and control of 
public ofticers, except the Treasurer, who_ is 
ah officer of the House of Assembly. The 
Legislature consists of a Governor, a Legislative 
Council, consisting of nine members appointed 
by the King, and a House of Assembly, having 
twenty-four members elected annually on the 
basis of a moderate franchise. The qualifica- 
tions of members and electors are regulated by a 
Franchise Act, which became law in April, 1884, 
and which repeals all previous legislation on the 
subject. By this Act a liberal extension of 
the franchise was granted, and about 2,208 
electors were registered under its provisions, the 
number previous to its enactment being only 
1,641. This and other Acts relating to the franchise 
was consolidated by the Representation of the 
People Act, 1801, which became law on Ist.January, 
182, and its amending Act of the 14th July, 
1898. The only change made was the extension 
of the franchise to persons enjoying a pension of 


50/. a year or more. The number of registered 
electors for the year 1904 was 1,644. The execu- 
tive part of the Government consists of the 
Governor, the Officer commanding the troops, the 
Colonial Secretary, the Attorney-General ez 
officto, and such other persons as may be nominated 
by the King, one member of the Legislative 
Council, and four members of the House of 
Assembly nominated by the Governor. This 
body is called the Executive Committee, and 
introduces all money votes, prepares the estimates, 
and initiates all Government measures. There 
is also an Executive Council, the members of 
which are appointed by the Crown. The 
Governor of Barbados was for many years the 
Governor-in-Chief of the Windward Islands, con- 
sisting of Barbados, St. Lucia, St. Vincent, 
Grenada, and Tobago, but in 1885, by Royal Letters 
Patent, Barbados was separated from the other 
Windward Islands, and made a distinct Govern- 
ment.

BERMUDA. 


Situation and Area. 


The ‘‘ Bermudas ” or ‘‘ Somers’ Islands ” form a 
group or cluster of about 300 small islands, situated 
in the Western Atlantic Ocean, in lat. 32° 15’ N., 
and long. 64° 51' W., about 580 miles to the east- 
ward of Cape Hatteras in North Carolina, the 
nearest point of the neighbouring American Conti- 
nent. e distance from Liverpool is about 2,900 
miles, from Halifax in Nova Scotia 730, from New 
York 677, and from the nearest of the West Indian 
Islands about 800 miles. The total area is esti- 
mated at 19 square miles (less than one-eighth of 
Rutland). 


History. 


These islands were discovered in the year 1515, 
by a Spanish mariner, Juan Bermudez, after whom 
they were called The Bermudas. The Spaniards, 
however, took no steps to form a settlement on the 
islands, and they were still entirely uninhabited 
when, in 1609, Admiral Sir George Somers’ ship, 
The Sea Venture, while on a voyage with a fleet 
of eight other vessels, conveying a party of colo- 
nists to the new plantations then being formed in 
Virginia, was wrecked upon one of the numerous 
sunken reefs which surround the islands on every 
side. The reef is still called after the name of the 
Acdmiral]’s ship, The Sea Venture Flat. 

Sir George Somers died in Bermuda the follow- 
ing year, and his companions, ignorant possibly of 
the prior claims of Juan Bermudez, called the 
group after him, ‘‘ The Somers’ Islands.” The 
He leas of the beauty and fertility of the land, 
taken home by Somers’ nephew, Captain Mathew 
Somers, induced the Virginia Company to seek an 
extension of their Charter, so as to include the 
islands within their dominion, and this exten- 
sion was readily granted by King James I., but 
shortly afterwards the Virginia Company sold the 
islands for the sum of 2,000/. to a new body of 
adventurers, called ‘‘ The Governor and Company 
of the City of London for the Plantation of the 
Somer Islands,” and thenceforward, for a con- 
siderable time, the islands bore the name of the 
rca who had led thither the first body of 
settlers. 
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General Description, 

The Bermudas, of which a good account will 
be found in the narrative of the voyage of 
the Challenger, may be described as a singular 

lomeration of small islands and submarine sand- 
hills and coral reefs, forming together an i 
oval ring, measuring about 22 miles in length from 
N.E. to S.W., and about 3 miles in width from 
N.W. to S.E. The external ring—whether com- 
of islands or of sunken banks or reefs—is 
seldom more than a mile in width, and generally 
considerably less. 

At present the southern portion only of the 
encircling ring is formed of islands, the northern, 
eastern, and western sides bein ye of almost 
continuous reéfs of coral. e largest island, 
generally known as The Main Island, is about 
14 miles in length, and about a mile in 
average width; it contains about 9,000 acres of 
land, the highest point being only 240 feet above 
the sea. All the other islands taken together 
measure about 3,000acres. The city of Hamilton, 
now the seat of Government, is situated about the 
centre of the main island, where a deep inlet 
running up for two or three miles into the land 
from the sheltered waters, enclosed between the en- 
circling reef, forms a safe and convenient harbour 
for the vessels which carry on the island trade. 

Next in importance to the main island is the 
island of St. George, on which stands the town of 
St. George, so named after Admiral Sir George 
Somers, whose heart is buried there. This town 
was formerly the capital of the Colony, and though 
now shorn of much of its importance by the 
transfer of the seat of Government to Hamilton, 
is still a town of considerable trade, and its harbour 
is much frequented as a harbour of refuge. 

The other principal islands of the group are— 
Ireland Island, standing by itself in the centre of 
the inland waters, and entirely given up for the 
accommodation of His Majesty's Dockyard and a 
number of other naval establishments ; Boaz and 
Watford Islands, intervening between Ireland Is- 
land and the rest of the group, and now exclusively 
occupied by military depéts and garrisons; Somer- 
set, Smith’s, St. David’s, Cooper’s, Nonsuch, 
Rivers, Ports, and Godets—all inhabited by a 
civil population. The islands form an almost 
continuous chain, and there is uninterrupted 
communication by roads and bridges and cause- 
ways from St. George over the main island and 
Somerset, and over Watford and Boas to Ireland 
Island—a distance of about 22 miles. 

A little over a third of the inhabitants are of 
English descent, the remainder belonging to the 
negro race. English is universally spoken. 

The climate has been long celebrated for its 
mildness and salubrity. The annual rainfall is 
about 60 inches, evenly distributed throughout the 
year. There is no winter, the thermometer never 
falling below 40 deg. of Fahr., and the summers 
are never very hot, the thermometer rarely rising 
above 85 deg. The summer heat, too, is generally 
tempered by a pleasant sea breeze. 

A number of Boer prisoners of war were con- 
fined in the Colony during the South African War 
(1899-1902). 


Trade and Agriculture. 


In former days the inhabitants of Bermuda gave 
themselves up almost entirely to maritime pur- 
suits. Numerous small vessels, of from 200 to 300 
tons burthen, built by the islanders themselves, of 
their native cedar, traded between the West Indies 
and Demerara, and the, United States, and the 
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British colonies of North America. Later they 
extended their voyages, carrying the salt fish of 
Newfoundland to Italy and Portugal, and TReR 
back the Port wine for which Newfoundlan 
became celebrated, or running down to Madeira 
or Ascension to meet the homeward-bound Indian 
fleet, and taking back cargoes of tea or other Indian 
and Chin pal wees to be distributed along the 
American : 

The Riehl eer of the British navigation laws, 
the introduction of steam, and the very general 
substitution of iron for wooden ships, ually 
destroyed the carrying trade which had been so 
profitable to Bermuda, and now the maritime 
fleet may be said to have ceased to exist, and the 
industry of the islanders is entirely confined to 
mercantile pursuits and to turning to account the 
small quantity of agricultural land which they 
poesees. Hamilton is, however, still a port of 
registry, having, on 31st December, 1901, 26 
vessels, of 6,994 tons. 

The soil of Bermuda is generally poor in quality, 
and three-fourths of the area is quite unfit for 
cultivation. 

But the climate, combined with the geographical 
position of these islands, in some measure com- 
pensates for the smallness of the area of fertile 
Bares There being nothing to fear from winter 
roste, the ground can be sown and planted at any 
time from the end of A t to the end of March, 
and the crops can be gathered and shipped off to 
New York in the months of March, April, May, 
and June, when the corresponding American pro- 
duce has as yet scarcely shown itself above ground, 
and the Bermudians, taking advantage of this, 
raise large crops of early potatoes, onions, and lily 
bulbs, tomatoes and beetroot, with which they keep 
the New York market supplied ata time when 
those vegetables cannot be obtained from any other 
baal Small quantities of srrowroot and cut 
owers are also rted. Practically the whole 
of the exports go to the United States, which also 
supplies two-thirds of the imports, the remainder 
coming from the United Kingdom and Canada. 

Very little use is made of the soil in Bermuda 
after the spring crops have been grown; a few 
melons, pumpkins, or sweet potatoes may be raised 
here and there, but by far the greater part of the 
ground is allowed to remain idle during the hot 
summer months; anything that could then be 
grown in Bermuda can be imported so much more 
cheaply from America that it never pays to 
produce it. Very little also of the spring produce 
of the islands is consumed by the inhabitants—it 
is too costly; nearly all the early vegetables 
raised in Bermuda are exported, and the 
whole population, civi] and military, depends 
for its subsistence upon food poppe obtained 
from abroad. All the bread and meat, and 
nearly all the vegetables consumed in the 
islands, are impo from New York, and all 
the food, furniture, clothing, horses, and cattle are 
brought from that or other quarters. Of late years 
the Islands of Bermuda have become a favourite 
winter resort for Americans and Canadians seeking 
to escape the rigours of the climate of the continent. 
Large hotels have sprung up, and a considerable 
amount of money is expended by the visitors. 


Currency and Banking. 

The coins in circulation are British currency, 
which is legal tender. There is no limit to the 
legal tender of British silver. There are two 
incorporated banks, the Bank of Bermuda, Limited, 
and the Bank of N. T. Butterfield, Limited, 


and several of the leading merchants doa con- 
siderable amount of business as private bankers 
and agents. A Government savings bank was 
established in 1871, and there are branches at 
Hamilton, St. George’s, and Sandy’s Parish. The 
number of depositors at the end of 1904 was 1,961, 
the total amount of deposits 44,913J. 


Education. 


In 1839 the Colonial Legislature first granted a 
sum of money to aid elementary schools. 

The central control is vested in a Board of Edu- 
cation, consisting of the Governor and eight other 
members appointed by the Executive under the 
provisions of the Schools Act, 1895. 

The local management is nominally in the hands 
of each parish vestry, which constitutes under the 
last named Act a local board of education. 

All the schools are private schools, charging 
fees. Attendance is compulsory, and there were, 
in 1904, 26 aided schools with 1,747 scholars. 

There are, in addition, about 25 schools which 
receive no State aid. 

In August, 1905, the Legislature established an 
annual scholarship of 150/., tenable by youths, 
natives of Bermuda, for two years at some 
educational institution abroad to be approved by 
the Governor, with a view to assisting youths to 
prepare to compete for the Rhodes’ Scholarship 
awarded to Bermuda. 


Means of Communication. 


Telegraphic communication with the United 
Kingdom been secured by the laying of a cable 
between the Islands and Halifax, Nova Scotia.

This cable has also been carried on to Turks 
Island and Jamaica, thus giving direct telegraphic 
communication with the West Indies. 

There is a regular fortnightly mail service with 
New York, and a weekly service during the early 
spring : a monthly mail service with Halifax, N.S., 

ks Island, and Jamaica; and a line of steamers 
making bi-monthly tri between St. John, 
N.B., and the West Indies, touch at the Islands 
both ways. There is no direct service with 
England. Letters from England take 12 days to 
reach Bermuda.

Internal Communications. 


There are no railways in the Colony. There 
are 94 miles of colonial and 15 miles of military 
roads. The telegraphs are worked by the military 
authorities, and comprise 167 miles of line. 
There is also a private telephone company, which 
has about 400 subscribers and upwards of 1,200 
miles of wire in line. 


Government and Constitution. 


Representative government was introduced into 
the Colony in 1620, but thecharter of the Bermudian 
Company of London was annulled in 1684, and 
since then the Governors have always been

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Fd pembarh by the Crown, and the laws of the 
Colony have been enacted by a local legislature 
consisting of the Governor, the Legislative 
Council, and the House of Assembly. The session 
lasts usually from May to January. 

The Governor is assisted by an Executive 
Council, consisting at present of four official and 
two unofficial members. The Legislative Council 
consists of nine members, three of whom are 
official and six unofficial, The House of Assembly 
consists of thirty-six members, four of whom are 
elected by each of the nine parishes. The mem- 
bers of Executive Council and of the Legislature are 
paid 8s. a day for each day’s attendance. There 
are 1,310 electors, the electoral qualifications being 
the possession of freehold property of not less than 
602. value. The qualification for a member of the 
House of Assembly is the possession of freehold 
property rated at 240. 


Local Government. 


Hamilton and St. George have been incorporated 
since 1793 and 1797 respectively, and there are 
nine parish vestries, all the members of which, as 
well as of the two town corporations, are elected 
annually. The revenue of these bodies in 1904 
was 11,790/., and the expenditure 10,380/.; while 
their debt at the end of that year was 26.200. 


The Naval Station. 


The importance of the Bermudas as a naval 
station began to be felt towards the end of 
the 18th century. 

The position of the islands, situated in mid-ocean, 
at almost equal distances from the West Indies, 
the eastern seaboard of the United States, and the 
Dominion of Canada, including our great naval 
station at Halifax, presents many advantages for the 
establishment of a Naval Station in the Western 
Atlantic, and the peculiar conformation of the 
group affords special facilities for the creation of 
a naval depdét and fortress of the first class. <A 
broad and almost continuous barrier, formed of a 
succession of islands and sunken coral reefs, and 
measuring about 50 miles in circuit, encloses an 
internal oval area of about 120 square miles of 
water, access to which from the outer ocean can 
only be gained through a few long narrow tortuous 
channels in which are interspersed not a few 
clusters of sunken coral rocks. Ireland Island— 
which contains His Majesty’s dockyard and the 
other naval establishments—occupies a central 
position in the midst of this enclosed sea. 

There is a permanent garrison of Imperial 
troops, the officer in command of whom is the 
Governor of the Colony.

BRITISH CENTRAL AFRICA 
PROTECTORATE. 


Situation and Area. 


The Protectorate comprises the western shore 
of Lake Nyasa, with the high tablelands separating 
it from the basin of the Loangwa River, and the 
region lyi between the watershed of the 
Zambesi and the Shiré Rivers on the west, and 
the Lakes Chiuta and Chilwa and the River 
Ruo (an affluent of the Shiré) on the east, 
including the mountain systems of the Shiré 
Highlands and Mlanje. 

It is bounded on the north by German East 
Africa, on the west by the British South Africa 
Company’s Territory known as ‘‘ North Eastern 
Rhodesia, ” on the south and east by Portuguese 
East Africa, and has a total area of about 40,980 
square miles, according to the most recent survey. 

It is divided into thirteen districts, each in 
charge of a collector, who is also a district magis- 
trate. An agent of the Administration is 
stationed at Chinde at the mouth of the Zambesi, 
where a concession has been leased from the 
Portuguese Government as a landing and for- 
warding depét for goods intended for British 
Territory north of the Zambesi, and where a 
Postal Agency is also established. 

The chief town is Blantyre, in the Shiré High- 
lands, where there are abont 100 Europeans. 
The headquarters of the Administration are at 


Zomba. 
History. 


In 1859 Dr. Livingstone was placed at the 
head of a Government Expedition, and reached 
the southern shore of Lake Nyasa on the 16th of 
September of that year. expedition was 
recalled in 1863, but resulted in the founding, 
from 1874 to 1881, of various Missionary Societies, 
notably the Universities Mission, the Li tonia 
Mission, and the Church of Sootland Mission. 
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The Missions were followed by the African 
Lakes Corporation, and in 1883 Captain Foote, 
R.N., was appointed first British Consul for the 
Territories north of the Zambesi, to reside at 
Blantyre. 

Opposition of the new settlers to the slave trade 
carried on by Arab coastmen and natives alike 
resulted in a conflict with the Arab traders under 
Chief Mlozi, settled at the north end of Lake 
Nyasa, which spread to the Yao chiefs, who were 
under their influence. 

In 1889 ee attention was drawn to Nyasa- 
land by the application for a Charter by the 
British South Africa Company, and the despatch 
of an imposing ee peat under Major Serpa 
Pinto to the Upper Zambesi and Lower Loangwa. 
At the same time Mr. D. Rankin announced the 
discovery of a navigable entrance to the Zambesi 
by the Chinde mouth. 

In the summer of 1889 Mr. Johnston (now Sir 
H. H. Johnston, K.C.B., K.C.M.G.) arrived at 
Morambique as H.B.M. Consul, and proceeded to 
travel in the interior to inquire into the troubles 
with the Arabs. 

Treaties having been concluded with the remain- 
ing Makololo chiefs and with the Yaos round 
Blantyre, Mr. Johnston ed up Lake Nyasa, 
leaving Mr. John Buchanan, Acting-Consul, in 
charge, who, after the first encounter between 
Major Serpa Pinto and Mauri, a powerful Makololo 
chief, proclaimed on the 21st September, 1889, a 
British Protectorate over the Shiré districts. 

Mr. Johnston, during his progress up the Lake, 
induced the ‘‘Jumbe” or Sultan of Kota-Kota to 
place his country under British protection, and on 
ar one at Karonga arranged similar treaties 
with Mlozi and other Arab and Wahenga chiefs, 
after which he proceeded to Lake Tanganyika. 
On his return an agreement was made with 
Mponda, a Yao chief at the south end of Nyasa. 

n 1891, an Anglo-Portuguese convention ratified 
the work of Mr. Johnston, Mr. Sharpe (now Sir 
A. Sharpe, K.C.M.G., C.B.), and other pioneers 
of British Central Africa, and in the following 
spring a British Protectorate over the countries 
adjoining Nyasa was proclaimed. The Protector- 
ate of Nyasaland, under the administration of an 
Imperial Commissioner, was confined to the regions 
adjoining the'Shiré and Lake Nyasa ; the remainder 
of the territory under British influence north of 
the Zambesi being placed, subject to certain con- 
ditions, under the British South Africa Company. 

In the autumn of 1891 an expedition was 
successfully conducted against slave-raiding Yaoe 
at the south end of Nyasa, which resulted in the 
former being attacked and his followers effectually 
dispersed, and the latter suing for peace after his 
town had been shelled. The next few years 
brought much trouble to the Protectorate in the 
way of slave-trading and constant raids, but owing 
to three gun-boats being placed on the Lake for 
the suppreasion of the slave trade, further rein- 
forcements of Sikhs arriving from India, and the 
recruitment of native troops from the Atonga of 
West Nyasa, the slave e was abolished and the 
neacetl: development of the Protectorate secured. 
On the 22nd February, 1893, the name of the 
Protectorate was changed to ‘‘ The British Central 
Africa Protectorate.” 


Constitution. 

The Administration of the Protectorate, which 
was transferred to the Colonial Office from the 
Foreign Office in March, 1904, is conducted by the 
Commissioner and~Commander-in-Chief, assisted 
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by the Pept and Assistant Deputy Com- 
missioner. e Laws consist of Orders in Council 
and local Ordinances made by the Commissioner, 
with such British Acts as are of general applica- 
tion. Justice is administered in the High Court, 
which has jurisdiction in Civil and Criminal 
matters, and also as a Court of Admiralty. 
Subordinate Courts are hold by Magistrates and 
Assistant Magistrates in the various districts. 
Appeals from decision of the High Court are 
heard in H.B.M.’s Court of Appeal for Eastern 
Africa sitting at Zanzibar. 


Defence. 


The lst and 2nd Battalions King’s African Rifles 
serve in British East Africa in turn for a period of 
three years, leaving one battalion and a depét 
company in the Protectorate. There is also an 
Indian contingent of 160 Sikhs recruited from the 
various Indian regiments.

Clumate and Products. 


There are two distinct climates in the Protec- 
torate, one of the Shiré Valley and Lake Nyasa, 
the other of the Shiré Highlands and the rest of 
the country which lies at a high elevation. The 
first has a rainfall averaging 35 inches yearly, and 
a temperature which touches 120° in the summer. 
The second has a pleasant climate, the ther- 
mometer ranging from 96° or 97° in the summer to 
a minimum of about 40° in the winter. The 
rainfall in the Shiré Highlands varies from about 
40 to 100 inches. 


Industry. 


The chief products of the Protectorate are 
cotton, coffee, tobacco, tea, chillies, rubber, rice,

Means of Communication. 


A railway from Port Herald to Chiromo (the 
inland ‘‘ port” of the Protectorate), and thence to 
Blantyre, with proposed extension to Zomba and 
Lake Nyasa, is in course of construction. The 
first thi miles are open for traffic, and it is 
ex that the Blantyre section, a further 
sixty miles, will be completed by the end of 1906. 
There are twenty steamers plying on the Zambesi 
and Shiré between Chinde and the highest 
navigable point of the Shiré, whence the journe 
to the Shiré Highlands is continued by road. 
Main roads and “‘ carrier ” are open all over 
the Protectorate, the total mileage ing 2,367 
miles. There are nine steamers on Lake Nyasa.

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Steamers arrive and depart fortnightly at 
Chinde (the port of entry at the mouth of the 
Zambesi) to Europe, vid the Suez Canal, or by 
Durban and Cape Town. Mails arrive from 
England every week and are despatched every 
fortnight.

BRITISH EAST AFRICA 
PROTECTORATE. 


The East Africa Protectorate extends from the 
Umba to the Juba River, and inland as far as the 
borders of Uganda. It includes certain mainland 
dominions of the Sultan of Zanzibar—viz., a strip 
extending 10 miles inland along the coast from 
the German frontier to Kipini, the islands of the 
Lamu Archipelago, and an area of 10 miles round 
the port of Kismayu, these territories having 
been leased to Great Britain for an annual rent 
of 17,0002. The original concession was made to 
a company, subsequently called the Imperial 
British East Africa Company, but the territory 
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was transferred in 1895 to His Majesty's Govern- 
ment, and the whole Protectorate is placed under 
the control of a Commissioner and Commander- 
in-Chief. It was transferred on April 1st, 1905, 
from the authority of the Foreign Office to that 
of the Colonial Office. The frontiers have been 
defined by agreements with Germany (1890 and 
1893) and Italy (1891). The Protectorate consists 
of seven provinces and a tract of territory not yet 
organised lying to the north-west. The provinces 
are each under a Sub-Commissioner, and are 
divided into districts and sub-districts as follows: 
Seyidie (capital, Mombasa), comprising the dis- 
tricts of Vanga, Mombasa, Malindi and Taita, and 
the sub-districts of Rabai, Takaungu and Taveta : 
Ukamba (capital, Nairobi), including the districts 
of Kitui, Kikuyu, South Masailand and Ulu: 
Tanaland (capital, Lamu), with districts of Lamu 
and Tana River; Jubaland (capital, Kismayu), 
consisting of the districts of Upper aud Lower 
Jubaland; Kenya (capital, Fort Hall), with dis- 
tricts of Fort Hall and Nyeri; the Naivasha 
Province (capital, Naivasha), including the dis- 
tricts of Naivasha, Eldama Ravine, North Masai- 
land and Baringo ; the Kisumu Province (capital, 
Kisumu or Port Florence), including the districts 
of Kisumu, Elgon, Nandi and Kericho, and the 
sub-districts of Lumbwa and Karungu. The two 
rovinces last named were formerly the Eastern 
Provines of Uganda, but were transferred to the 
East African Protectorate on April lst, 1902. 

The Protectorate has an area of about 200,000 
square miles, The total population is estimated 
at 2,000,000, including 25, Asiatics and 2,000 
Europeans and Eurasians. On the coast the 
Arabs and Swahilis predominate; further inland 
are races speaking Bantu languages, and non- 
Bantu tribes, such as the Masai, the Somalis and 
the Gallas. Mombasa is the largest town and 
also the capital of the whole Protectorate; the 
inhabitants number about 25,000. It is situated 
on an island of the same name, sessing two 
fine harbours, one at Mombasa itself and the other 
at Kilindini, the latter having a pier connected 
with the Uganda Railway. The second largest, 
and perhaps the most important, town in the 
Protectorate is Nairobi, the capital of the Ukamba 
Province and the central station on the Uganda 
Railway. The inhabitants number 7,000, of whom 
600 are Euro 8 or Eurasians, and 1,600 Indians. 

The prevailing religious beliefs are Pagan, but 
on the coast Mohammedanism has made great 
progress. ‘There are in the Protectorate many 
Christian mission stations, re resenting eleven 
different societies—British, French, German, 
Italian, Swedish and American, two of them 
being Roman Catholic. At these stations are 
schools for elementary instruction and _handi- 
crafts. Legislation is by Ordinances made hy 
the Commissioner, the Indian codes being followed 
as far as applicable. Justice is administered hy 
courts at Zanzibar and Mombasa, and by inferior 
courts where administrative officers or magistrates 

reside. In all cases to which natives are parties 
ocal ideas and customs are considered. On the 
ten-mile coast strip domestic slavery is legal, 
but is practically extinct. No one born atiet 
August Ist, 1890, can be a slave, and the purchase 
of slaves is prohibited. In the rest of the Pro- 
tectorate slavery is non-existent. The military 
force consists of 24 officers and 1,..00 men, forming 
the 3rd_ Battalion of the King’s African Rifles ; 
the lst Battalion is also in the Protectorate prov 
tem. There are 1,800 police, under 27 European 
officers and non-commissioned officers.

Products and Trade. 


The agricultural products of the lowlands are 
cocoa-nuts, rice, maize, and various native grains ; 
cotton and tobacco are also being cultivated. 
Experiments with a view to a large extension of 
cotton growing are being made, and the intro- 
duction of other seeds and plants of economic 
value is being tried. In the highlands potatoes 
grow freely, and are now exported ; coffee, wheat 
and barley are successfully cultivated, but not 
yet on a large scale. On the uplands enormous 
pasture grounds are available for cattle. 

The forest products of the coast are rubber, 
gum-copal and timber. Mangroves grow on the 
coast, acacia and ebony in the scrub forests 
farther inland. The highlands forests yield 
rubber, fibres and castor-oil beans, and contain 
croton, olive, fig and several good timber trees. 
The greater part of the forest area is quite unex- 
plored, though a large syndicate has now obtained 
a concession for cutting timber, and is surveying 
the forest north of the railway. 

The mineral resources of the Protectorate are 
not yet well ascertained, but iron is known to 
occur abundantly in most districts; mica and 
graphite are found in Ukamba; limestone is 
worked near Kitui, Makindu and Lake Victoria ; 
opals are common in the Rift Valley; a large 
deposit of carbonate of soda has been found in 
the south part of Ukamba; gold mining began, 
but was discontinued. Recent concessions include 
P ting rights, the working of pearl fisheries 
in the Lamu, Malindi and Wasin districts, and 
grants of agricultural and grazing land. A return 
of land leased and sold within the Protectorate in 
1904 puts the area disposed of at 507,(00 acres 
(freehold, 50,924; leasehold, 456,076), subdivided

Mombasa is visited by the steamers of four lines. 
Those of the British India Company, the Austrian- 
Lloyd Company from Trieste and the Messageries 
Maritimes call monthly ; those of the German 
East Africa line, and those of a branch of this 
line from Bombay and Rangoon, call fortnightly. 
Communication between the ports of the Protec- 
torate is maintained by a steamer belonging to 
the Administration. 

The Uganda (Mombaasa-Victoria) Railway is 
worked as a State Railway of the East ica 
Protectorate. Its length is 584 miles, with a gauge 
of one metre. The construction cost to March 
31st, 1905, was 5,404,920/. (approximate). The 
telegraph is worked by the East Africa Protector- 
ate Postal Department at the principal stations, 
and at smaller stations by the railway staff. Two 
steamers on the Lake are also worked in connection 
with the railway. In 1904-5 (exclusive of railway 
material) 23,717 tons of goods, 6,195 head of live 
stock, and 71,680 passengers were carried.

The railway zone extends one mile on either 
side. The Revenue from rents in 1904-5 amounted 
to 1, 9880. 

The Post Office of the Protectorate is united 
with the Uganda Post Office. The total number 
of letters, packets, etc., in the East Africa Pro- 
tectorate amounted in 1904-5 to 1,163,759, the 
number of telegrams to 42,031. This latter 
includes 7,680 telegrams despatched from the 
Uganda Railway Telegraph Offices. The three 
telegraph lines, Mombasa to Lamu, Mombasa to 
Kisumu (along the railway), and Kisumu to 
Entebbe (in Uganda), have a total length of 1,006 
miles. There is also a telegraph line 18 miles in 
length from Londiani to Eldama Ravine. The 
Entebbe-Hoima-Masindi (Uganda) line has 293 
miles open. The Eastern Telegraph Company 
has a cable connecting Mombasa with Zanzibar.

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Sttuation and Area. 


This Colony is a portion of the South American 
Continent, extending from east to ,west about 
300 miles, and from north to south about 550 
miles. It includes the settlements of Demerara, 
Essequebo, and Berbice, and is bounded on the 
east by Dutch Guiana, from which it is divided by 
the River Corentyn, on the south by Brazil, on the 
west by Venezuela, and on the north and north- 
east by the Atlantic Ocean. Its area is about 
90,000 square miles, extending from 9° to 1° north 
latitude, and from 57° to 61° west longitude. 
About 130 square miles only are under cultivation. 

The western boundary was till 1899 in dispute 
with Venezuela. The Dutch, while British Guiana 
was in their ion, claimed the whole water- 
shed of the Essequebo river, while the Venezuelans 
asserted that the Spanish province of Guayana 
extended up to the Essequebo itself. Various at- 
tem pts were made to settle the question by negotia- 
tion, but without result; and in 1886 Her Majesty’s 
Government, without prejudice totheir claim tothe 
whole territory held by their Dutch predecessors in 
title, declared definitely that they would not allow 
any advance on the part of Venezuela beyond the 
boundary recommended by Sir R. Schomburgk, 
who surveyed it in 1842-43, as a good natural 
boundary, well within the limits which Great 
Britain might have rightfully claimed. Short] 
after this, in 1887, Venezuela broke off diplomatic 
relations with Great Britain, which were only 
resumed in 1897 after arbitration on the territory 
in dispute had been agreed upon between the 
British a Venezuelan Governments by a treaty

dated 2nd February, 1897. The _ tribunal 
constituted by the pl aa Saas of two 
judges of the High Court of England, two 
judges of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, with Professor de Martens as President— 
met at Paris on 15th June, 1899, and after 
hearing arguments by counsel on both sides gave 
their decision in favour of a line not greatly 
east from the Schomburgk line, though they 
awarded to Venezuela Point Barima and the 
immediately adjacent land and the district 
between the Wenamu and the upper reaches of 
the Cuyuni. 

A further claim to the southern portion of the 
western boundary was made by Brazil ; and the 
Paris tribunal, while pronouncing in favour of the 
British claim at this part of the line, expressly 
reserved the rights of Brazil. This matter had 
been the subject of negotiation since 1843, and 
after renewed and partly successful attempts to 
settle the question completely by negotiation, the 
more important difference was referred to the 
arbitration of the King of Italy by a treaty of 
November, 1901. The proceedings in this case 
were alsa gia os and were completed in 
February, 1904. The judgment of the King of 
Italy was given on 14th June, 1904, and resulted 
in the establishment of the British title to about 
half the area which His Majesty’s Government 
claimed against Brazil. Great Britain retained 
ore ne to the east of the Mahu or Ireng and 
the Upper Takutu, including the Savannah country 
of the isand Wapisianas. Brazil wasawarded 
the country between the Mahu and Cotinga. 


History and Constitution. 


The territory was first partially settled between 
1616 and 1621 by the Dutch West India Company, 
who erected a fort and depét at Fort Kykoveral 
in the present county of Essequibo. In 1624 a 
settlement was founded on the Berbice by Van 
Peere, a Flushing merchant, under license from 
the Company. The first English attempt at 
settlement was made by Captain Leigh on the 
O’apock river (now French Guiana) in 1604. The 
effort, though followed up by Robert Harcourt in 
1613 and 1627, failed to establish a permanent 
settlement. Lord Willoughby, famous in the early 
history of Barbados, also turned his attention to 
Guiana, and founded a settlement in Surinam 
in 1663, which was captured by the Dutch in 1667, 
and ceded tothem at the peace of Breda in exchange 
for New York. The Dutch retained their hold on 
the three colonies with more or less firmness, now 
yielding to England, now to France or Portugal, 
till 1796, when during the war of the French 
Revolution they were captured by a British Fleet 
from Barbados. The territory was restored to the 
Dutch in 1802, but in the following year retaken 
ae Britain, and finally ceded to that Power 
in 

Under the Dutch, Demerara and Essequebo con- 
stituted one Government, and Berbice another, 
an arrangement which continued in force under 
the British Administration down to the year 1831. 

The constitution of the Colony of Berbice dates 
from the year 1732; under it the Governor was 
nominated by the Directors of the Mercantile Body 
called the Berbice Association, and was assisted hy 
a council of six. In 1826 an order of the King in 
Council] was issued, dissolving the then Couneil of 
Government, appointing another, and thence- 
forward vesting the right of appointing to vacancies 
in the Governor as representing the Crown. 

RB 
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The Court of Policy for Essequebo appears to 
have been established very early in the histo 
of theColony. In 1773 that for Demerara, whic 
had existed less than 30 years, was merged in it, 
and the seat of Government for the United 
provinces established at Stabroek, the site of the 
present capital Georgetown. Disputes having 
arisen between the Colonists, the 1 Government 
and the West India Company as to the right of 
appointing the colonial members of the Court of 
Policy, in the year 1788, a provisional ‘‘ Plan of 
Redress,” as it was termed (being in fact the draft 
of a new constitution) was framed by a Committee 
of the States-General, to whom had been referred 
sundry petitions of the Colonists. This being 
approved of, a commission was despatched by the 
States-General to the Colony, who on their arrival 
in 1789 dissolved the then existing Government 
and established a new one for the conjoined 
Colonies upon the basis of the scheme in question, 
which continued in operation notwithstanding the 
captures of the Colony by the British in 1796 and 
in 1802, and its cession in 1803, the Articles of 
Capitulation having stipulated that the laws, 
usages, and institutions of the Colony should be 
maintained as before. 

The Council or Court of Policy consisted of 
1st, The Director-General; 2, The Commander of 
Essequebo; 3, The Fiscal of Essequebo; 4, The 
Fiscal of Demerara; 5 and 6, two Colonists from 
Essequebo; 7 and 8, two Colonists from Demerara. 

In the first instance, the unofficial portion of 
the Council was to be chosen from a double nomi- 
nation by the Colleges of Kiezers or Electors, of 
which there were two, one for each County,* each 
consisting of seven Members elected by a majority 
of the votes of the inhabitants possessing not 
fewer than twenty-five slaves, such votes to be in 
writing and signed by the voter. The tenure of 
the Office of Kiezer, as subsequently defined by 
Proclamation of Sir Benjamin d’Urban in 1831, 
was to be for life, unless the party resigned or 
cease | to be an inhabitant. 

In 1795 it was deemed necessary, during a period 
of some confusion, to introduce four members 
‘“commissioned” by the Colleges of Electors of 
both Colonies to have, jointly with the Court of 
Policy, the administration of the public funds. 
In the following year, however, Governor Beaujon 
annulled this arrangement, and to secure to the 
inhabitants more ample control of taxation enacted 
that in lieu of the four above-mentioned, there 
should be six inhabitants adjoined to the Governor 
and Court of Policy, three from each Colony, to be 
elected by the inhabitants qualified as in the case 
of Kiezers, and to serve for two years, but with 
powers strictly limited to raising Colony taxes, and 
assisting in the audit of the public accounts. 

Beaujon’s proclamation was materially modified, 
though without affecting the definition of the duties 
of the financial representatives, by a proclamation of 
Acting (tovernor Carmichael in 1812, consolidating 
the two Colleges of Kiezers and Financial Repre- 
sentatives. This proclamation remained operative, 
though unconfirmed by the Crown, until, in 1831, 
when the three provinces were united, it was 
annulled by a Roval Instruction restoring the pre- 
existing arrangement, and extending the right of 
suffrage to the inhabitants of Berbice. 

With an exception in regard to the franchise, 
to be noticed hereafter, this has been the usage and 

rocedure till now, from which the inference has 

en drawn that the Financial Representatives had, 


* Demerara and Easequebo only are here alluded to. 
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and have, no authority whatever, except by exprese 
permission from the Crown, todiscussany item upon 
the estimate so as to alter its amount, although 
they might refuse to include any sum to which 
they objected in their calculations of the funds 
necessary to be raised by taxation. * 

The colonial members have never acquiesced in 
this interpretation of the constitution, and there 
have been frequent collisions between the Execu- 
tive and Elective sections of the Court.t The 
position they assume is based upon the con- 
struction of a passage in a decree of the States- 
General, dated 27th August, 1788, to the effect 
that ‘‘the contributions for the Colonial Chest are 
to be regulated by the inhabitants themselves ”’; 
and a e in the instructions issued to 
Director-General Van Grovestein in 1793, ‘‘He 
will take care not to leave the administration of 
the Colony Chest wholly to the Colony Members 
of the Court of Policy, but will thereto admit a 
great number of the Colonists, for example the 
*Kiezers of both rivers.’” The nature of certain 
entries in the Minutes from 1798 to 1806 has also 
been held to support this contention. 

In the year 1855 under the administration of 
Sir Philip Wodehouse, an Ordinance was to 
alter and amend the Political Institutions of the 
Colony, but it was not approved by Her Majesty ; 
and from that date till 1891 the only constitutional 
legislation was the passing of inance No. 1 of 
1864, a declaratory Act, defining the meaning of 
the term ‘‘ Colonist,” as employed in the ‘‘ Plan 
of Redress” above noticed ; and Ordinance No. 16 
of 1864, to remove some difficulties in the exercise 
of the functions of the College of Electors. 

The Constitution, as it existed up to 1891, may 
be summed up very briefly. It consisted of a 
Governor, Court of Policy, and a Combined Court. 
The functions of an Executive and Legislative 
Council and House of Assembly were performed 
by the Governor and Court of Policy, except 
as regards taxation and finance, which were and 
still are dealt with by the Combined Court, 
composed of the Governor and Members of the 
Court of Policy, combined with the six Financial 
Representatives. The Court of Policy passes all 
laws and ordinances, except the Annual Tax 
Ordinance, which is passed by the Combined 
Court. 

During 1891 an Act was passed, which came into 
force in 1892, effecting a considerable change in the 
constitution. By this Act the administrative 
functions of the Court of Policy have been trans- 
ferred to an executive council, and the duties of the 
former become purely legislative. 

The Combined Court has the power of (1) im- 
posing the Colonial taxes and auditing the public 
accounts; and (2) discussing freely and without 
reserve the items on the annual estimates pre- 
lb by the Governor, in Executive Council. e 

t of these powers is the birthright of the Com- 
bined Court, having been bestowed in 1796, when 
Governor Beaujon called the financial representa- 
tives into being, ‘‘ with a right of voting only for 
the raising of colonial taxes and not further” ; 
while the second is conferred periodically by His 
Majesty’s Order in Council after each renewal of 
the Civil List and is co-existent with the Civil

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List. The Civil List has recently been renewed 
for three years from the lst January, 1 

The Court of Policy, under the new constitution, 
consists of the Governor, seven official members, 
and eight elected members. It may be prorogued 
or dissolved at any time by the Governor and in 
any case is dissolved at the end of five years, and 
a general election must be held within two 
months of the date of dissolution. The number 
of financial representatives, who with the Court 
of Policy form the Combined Court, remains 
unchanged (6). 

The qualification for membership of the Court of 
Policy, which hitherto was restricted to ownership 
of 80 acres of land, 40 of which had to be under 
cultivation, is extended to ownership of immov- 
able property of the value of not less than 1,562/.10s. 
or ownership or possession under a lease for 
21 years or upwards, of a house, or house and 
land, of the annual rental value of 250V. 

The qualification for election as a financial repre- 
sentative is the same as for membership of the 
Court of Policy, with the further qualification of 
clear annual income of 300/. arising from any kind 
oF ener) not mentioned in any other property 
qualification, or from any profession, business, or 
trade carried on in the colony. 

The College of Electors, which elected members 
of the Court of Policy, has been abolished, and 
members are now elected by the direct vote of the 


pepe. 

e franchise in the case of county voters is 
extended to every person who during the six 
months previous to registration has had— 

(1.) Ownership of not less than three acres of 
land actually under cultivation; or of a house, 
or a house and land, of the annual rental or value 
of not less than 20/.; or (2.) occupation or 
tenancy of not less than six acres of land under 
cultivation ; or of a house, or of a house and 
land, of the annual rental or value of not less 
than 40/. ; or 

(3.) An annual income or salary of not less 
than 100/., coupled with residence in the district 
or division ; or 

(4.) Has paid during the twelve months previous 
to registration direct taxes to the Colonial revenue 
of 4/. 3s. 4d. or upwards, coupled with residence in 
the district or division during the six months pre- 
vious to registration. 

In the case of city voters the franchise extends 
to every person who has had during the six months 
previous to registration— 

(1.) Ownership of a house, or of a house and 
premises, to the value of not less than 104J. 3s. 4d.; 


or 

(2.) Occupation or tenancy, of a house, or of 
a house and premises, of the annual rental or value 
of not less than 265/. ; or 

(3.) An annual income or salary of not less than 
1002., coupled with residence in the district ; or 

(4.) Has paid during the twelve months pre- 
vious to registration, direct taxes to the colonial 
revenue of 4/. 3s. 4d. or upwards, coupled with 
residence in the district during the six months 
previous to registration. 

Aliens who previously acquired the political 
rights of citizenship after three years’ residence, 
are now debarred from such rights while they 
remain aliens. 

The number of registered electors in December, 
1904, was 3,067. 

There is a Public Officers’ Guarantee Fund, 
and also a Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund, towards 
the latter of which all officers with salaries over 


(c) 
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100/. contribute 4 or 5 per cent. of their salaries. 
On the 21st December, 1900, the latter fund was 
closed to officers appointed thereafter, who are now 
subject to a scheme of compulsory insurance. 

Pensions are granted to public officers under 
Ordinance No. 11 of 1903, after reaching the age 
of 55 vears, or on medical certificate of physical or 
mental incapacity, provided the officer has served 

O years. 

An officer transferred from another Colony 
is not entitled to pension unless he has served at 
least five years in British Guiana. 

Pensions are calculated at the rate of 4/;th of 
the officer’s average emoluments for five years 
perenne his retirement, the maximum allowed 

ing #%ths. Special pensions are granted to 
the Judges. 

Officers who joined the Service prior to 1897 
enjoy more liberal pensions under Act No. 3 of 
1875, which has been repealed by No. 11 of 1903. 


Local Government. 


In 1837 the first municipal body was incorpor- 
ated, but the principle has not been materially 
extended in its application. 

The existing municipal authorities are: mayor 
and town council, Georgetown; and mayor and 
town council, New Amsterdam. Their revenue in 
1904-05 was respectively 53,081/.—12,240/., and 
their expenditure 49,116/.—12,115/. There are 
also 19 villages incorporated, whose revenue and 
expenditure in 1{04-1905 were respectively 8,2211, 
and 7,880/. The total village debt was 3,193/. 

The Roman-Dutch law is in force in civil cases, 
modified by Orders in Council and local Ordi- 
nances; the Criminal Law is now based on that 
of Great Britain, and is administered in the 
same manner, except that there is no Grand Jury. 


Internal Communications. 


The three rivers, Demerara, Essequebo, and 
Berbice, are navigable for 90, 35, and 150 miles 
respectively. Beyond these distances, owing to 
the nature of the country, they abound in 
cataracts and waterfalls. There is a good net- 
work of roads, and there are small canals in 
connection with the Demerara River. There is a 
railway from Georgetown to Rosignol, Berbice— 
604 miles in length, owned by the Demerara 
Railway Company, Limited. Its receipts for the 
year ended 3lst December, 1904, were 45, 284/., its 
expenses 43,573/. The line was constructed at a 
total cost of 659,3137. A railway, 185 miles in 
length, connecting the Upper Demerara and 
Upper Essequebo rivers leading to the interior, 
eid affording access to the gold diggings, in 
connection with which a daily service of steam 
launches plies on the Demerara and Essequebo 
rivers, has been open since the beginning of 1897, 
whilst the Demerara Railway Company age con- 
structed a line on the West Coast connecting 
Vreedenhoop with Greenwich Park, about 15 
miles in length. The Government pays a subsidy 


to the Company to make up with the net earnings 
a sum equal to interest at 4 a cent. on $1,500,000, 
or 312,5007. The postal telegraph system 


comprises about 539} miles of line, with 11 cables, 
covering a distance of 26 miles. It is in connecton 
with a cable to Trinidad, and thus with the other 
West Indian Islands, Canada, Europe and the 
United States. The revenue from the postal tele- 
graph and telephone services 1n 1904-05 was 4,270/., 
and the expenditure for maintenance 4,585/. A tele- 
phone exchange (350) subscribers) is established at 
Georgetown and at New Amsterdam in connection 
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with the postal telegraph ; length of telephone line 
1,2204 miles,longest line 15 miles. Local steamers 
run under contract from Georgetown to New Am- 
sterdam, to the Essequebo coast, to Bartica, and to 
Mount Everard on the Barima River, 46 miles from 
its mouth. Steamers also ply up the Berbice and 
Demerara Rivers. Launches of light draught can, 
during a portion of the year, proceed up the 
Barima River to Arakaka, the centre of the 
mining industry in the North-Western District. 
Roads have been also opened by the Government 
between the Barima and Barama rivers, between 
thePotaro and Conawaruk rivers, from Kalacoon 
towards the Caburi creek between the Essequebo 
and Massaruni; and a road is at present being 
constructed by private enterprise between Cartabo 
point on the Massaruni River to the Puruni River. 
A well-organised postal service extends through- 
out the colony, letters reaching Pomeroon in 24 
hours from Georgetown, and the North-Western 
District in 36 hours. Georgetown and New 
Austerdam are lighted by electricity ; and in the 
former there is an efficient electric tram service 
on the overhead trolly system. 


Education. 


A State-aided system of elementary education 
was established by Law No. 3 of 1876. 

The schools are denominational, except the 
Estates schools. The central administration is 
vested in the Inspector of Schools, and the local 
control conducted by managers, who are usually 
ministers of religion. 

The number of schools receiving aid in 1904-05 
was 213, with 29,093 scholars, and the aid granted 
amounted to 23,445/. 19s. 

Provision is made for higher education by a 
(covernment college in Georgetown, in which the 
course of instruction is similar to that of a public 
school or first grade grammar school in England, 
and there is awarded ay 1ually one public scholar- 
ship of the value of 207. per annum, tenable at a 
University in England for three years. Scholar- 
ships, entitling the holders to free education at the 
Government College or at other approved schools, 
are granted to scholars of the Primary Schools. 

Currencu and Banktna. 

Accounts are kept in dollars and cents. British 
sterling and United States gold coin ix current 
and legal tender, as well as Spanish and Mexican 
gold. Spanish, Mexican, or Colombian dollars 
are no longer legal tender, under Ordinance No. 1 
of 1876. 

The ‘*Colonial” and ‘ British Guiana” Banks 
have establishments at Georgetown, with branches 
at New Amsterdam. The British Guiana Bank 
on the 3Ist March, 1904, had a note circulation 
of 46,3017. Os. 10d., and the Colonial Hank 
(4.7424. 10s, The total note circulation in the 
Colony is about 1110007. 

The first Government savings banks were 
established at Georgetown and New Amsterdam 
in the vear 1836. The total deposits amounted on 
3ist December, 1904, to 240.6007, among 14,050 
depositors. ‘There are 27 Post Othce Savings Banks. 
At the end of 1{04 these banks had 9, 158 depositors, 
with 54,864/. to their credit. 


Industry and Productions. 


The staple products of British Guiana were in 
former years sugar, rum, molasses, cotton, and 
coffce. ‘The soil of some parts of the Colony is 
capable of producing coffee of rare excellence, the 
Berbice River coffee being once much prized. The 
latter two industries have now given place to the 
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cultivation of the sugar-cane, which at present is 
the chief industry of the Colony, and furnishes 
seventy-two per cent. in value of ita exports. 
Timber, charcoal, and ballata, a species of gum, 
are also exported. There are forty-five sugar 
estates in active operation, with a total area of 
156,416 acres, of which 70,880 are under sugar, 
1,580 under plantains and other cultivation, and 
the remainder uncultivated. 

The forests, with which the interior of the 
colony is covered, abound in woods of rare beauty 
and value. Some of the hard woods are, from 
their remarkable durability, peculiarly suitable for 
house and shipbuilding purposes, while others are 
equally prized for the manufacture of household 
furniture. 

During 1904-05, 106,716 tons of sugar, 2,671,581 
Pf. gallons of rum, 423,154 gallons molasses and 
8,967 tons molascuit or cattle foods were exported. 
The bulk of the production is the high-class sugar 
known as Demerara crystals. 

Further attention is being given to the planting 
of coffee and cocoa on the vegetable soils on the 
banks of the rivers.* Rice is now grown to a 
considerable extent on the Coolie Settlements and 
by Free Coolies on the low lands within the 
empoldered areas, 20,000 acres being now under 
cultivation. The development of the minor 
industries is receiving considerable attention. 

Gold and diamond working is carried on by 
about 13,000 diggers; 4,617 ozs. were exported 
in 1904-05, valued at 352,125/. The royalty 
received amounted to 13,9802. The diamonds 
exported during 1904-05, 10,478 carats, valued 
at 16,3952. 

The values of the principal exports besides sugar 
and gold are :—Timber, 24,435/. ; guins, 38,347/., 
including ballata; charcoal, 8,360/.; firewood, 
3,172/. ; shingles, 2,144/. ; cocoa, 2,635.5; cattle, 
3, 9912. ; hides, 1,606/. ; and fish glue, 1,148. 

The chief imports are rice, beef, pork, cornmeal, 
flour, machinery, dried fish, and manure. 

Nearly half the trade is with the United 
Kingdom, and a third with the United States ; 
the other important countries being India, Canada, 
and the West Indies, 


Climate. 


The climate is hot, but not unhealthy. The 
mean temperature throughout the year is about 
82° Fahr., the mean maximuin being &8° in the 
month of September, and the mean minimum 74° 
in the month of January. The heat, which is 
greatly tempered by cooling breezes from the sea 
prevailing during the greater portion of the year, 
is felt more from July to October than at other 
times, owing to the partial cessation of these 
breezes. There are annually two wet seasons, 
from June to the end of August and durin 
December, January and February. The annua 
rainfall for the past 10 vears averages about 4 
inches in Georgetown. The rainfall in 1904-05 
was &)‘7o inches. 

Towns, 


The capital is Georgetown, situated in lat. 6° 
49’ 24” N., and long. 58° 11’ 30” W., and possessing 
a population of 53,176 in 1891. New Amsterdam

Means of Communication. 


The regular mail communication with the Colony 
is maintained by the vessels of the Roval Mail 
Steam Packet Capen, which leave Southampton 
every alternate Saturday, those of the Compagnie 
Generale Transatlantique, from France and the 
West Indies, and the Dutch line from Holland 
and Havre, both monthly. There is also the line 
of steamers of the Pickford and Black Steamship 
Co. ( Halifax, Bermuda, West Indies, and Demerara) 
running fortnightly ; as well as other lines trading 
to the Colony which carry mails, but the periods 
of departure of the latter are uncertain. The 
length of the voyage between Georgetown and 
England is 134 days.

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BRITISH HONDURAS. 
Sttuation and Area. 


British Honduras is a Colony on the east coast 
of Central America, bounded on the north by 
Yucatan, on the west by a straight line drawn 
from the rapids of Gracias a Dios on the River 
Sarstoon, to Garbutt’s Falls on the River Belize, 
and thence due north to the Mexican frontier, on 
the south by Guatemala, and on the east by the 
Bay of Honduras. It lies between 18°°29 and 15°°54 
N. latitude and 89°10 and 87°°50 W. longitude. 

The area of the Colony is 7,562 square miles, 
about the size of Wales, including ion Island 
in the River Hondo (about 26 square miles), and 
Ambergris, St. George’s, English, Turneffe and 
other Cays, 212 square miles, a large portion of 
the latter being mangrove swamps without any 
soil. It is estimated that about 90 square miles 
are under cultivation. 


History. 

The coast was discovered in 1502 by Columbus, 
and its early settlement is supposed to have been 
effected from Jamaica, about 1638, by adventurers, 
who were attracted by the fine timber (logwood 
and mahogany) which grew on the banks of the 
Hondo and other rivers. Their headquarters 
were long at St. George’s Cay. The name of the 
present chief town and of the River Belize is alleged 
to be a corruption of the name of the buccaneer 
Wallis, who was driven from Hispaniola in that 
year, and who is said to have been the leader of 
the settlers. 

An earlier settlement had been made by a 
chartered company, of which the Earl of Warwick 
was chairman and John Pym treasurer, on two 
small islands off the Mosquito coast, in 1630. The 
Mosquito natives were very friendly to the English 
settlers, and their king, shortly after the conquest 
of Jamaica, placed himself under English protec- 
tion, and the Governors of Jamaica exercised a 
sort of supervision over the affairs of the settle- 
ment. In 1739 the native king made a treaty 
resigning his country to Great Britain, and forts 
were built in 1742 at the Island of Ruatan, and 
at Black River on the mainland. Ruatan was 
abandoned in 1749, but at the same time an officer 
was formally appointed by the Government of 
Jamaica to superintend the settlements. By the 
treaty of Paris in 1763 it was agreed to abandon 
the settlements, and the forts were dismantled and 
the garrisons withdrawn. The settlers remained, 
however, and from that date until 1798, when the 
last attempt to establish the sovereignty of Spain 
over the territory was defeated by the inhabitants 
in the “Battle of St. George’s Cay,” the Spaniards 
made frequent but ineffectual attempts to expel 
the woodcutters by force of arms; and treaty after 
treaty was concluded, which had little other effect 
than to stimulate the enterprise of the settlers by 
the recognition, thus step by step accorded, of the 
footing they had gained for themselves in Central 
America, without, in the first instance, any thought 
of territorial aggrandisement, but solely in pursuit 
of the industry in which their fortunes were 
embarked. 

The Bay Islands were recognised as part of the 
Republic of Honduras in 1859. 

e only subsequent events of external signifi- 
cance which need here be noticed, are the definition, 
as above, of the boundaries of the Colony (of which 
a survey has been partially executed); and the fre- 
quent border troubles, connected with the revolt in 
1849 of the Indian population of Yucatan against 
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the Spanish inhabitants, the result of which was 
that the Indians were in possession of the country 
to a considerable distance north of the Hondo 
until 1901, when the Mexicans subjugated them. 
Occasional incursions into the Colony were made 
from time to time by the Indians, the last being 
in 1872, by the Icaiché tribe on the N.W. 
frontier. 
Constitution. 


The first settlers from 1638 to 1786 managed 
their own affairs. Persons were annually el 
to act as Magistrates at public meetings held for 
the purpose. These Magistrates discharged all 
executive and judicial functions. Resolutions 
were passed at public meetings, and they formed 
the laws binding onthe community. In 1756 these 
customs were formally recognised by the King’s 
Government, after the visit of Admiral Sir William 
Burnaby to the settlement in that year. The 
customs of the settlers were codified and pub- 
lished, and became known as ‘‘ Burnaby’s Laws.” 

In 1786 a Superintendent was appointed by the 
Home Government, but during the years 1790- 
1797 elected Magistrates again ruled the settle- 
ments. From this latter date Superintendents 
were regularly appointed until 1862. An Execu- 
tive Council was established in 1839 to assist 
the Superintendent, and in 1853 a Legislative 
Aeeuily was formally constituted, consisting of 
18 elected and 3 nominated members. The settle- 
ment was declared a Colony on the 12th May, 1862, 
and a Lieutenant-Governor was appointed sub- 
ordinate to the Governor of Jamaica. In 1870 the 
Legislative Assembly was abolished by a local 
enactment, and a Legislative Council substituted 
therefor, consisting of five official, and not less 
than four unofficial, members, with the Lieutenant- 
Governor as President. By Ordinance 14 of 1892, 
the Council now consists of three official and five 
unofficial members. On the 3lst October, 1884, 
Letters Patent were proclaimed constituting the 
office of Governor and Commander-in-Chief, which 
rendered the Colony independent of Jamaica. 

The English Common Law extends to the 
Colony as far as local circumstances render such 
extension suitable, and subject to modification by 
Colonial ordinances. By Ordinance No. 2 of 1884, 
provision was made for the revision, consolidation 
and publication of the laws of the Colony, and 
such laws having been revised and consolidated 
into one volume, they were brought into operation 
by Ordinance No. 7 of 1888, and are known as 
‘*The Consolidated Laws of British Honduras” ;

ict., cap. 36, 16, the Supreme Court of Jamaica. 

The Executive Council consists of the Governor, 
and six members, three of whom are ez officio, 
the other three appointed members. 

For administrative purposes the Colony is 
divided into six districts — Belize, which includes 
the capital at the mouth of the river of the same 
name; the Corosal district; the Orange Walk 
district ; the western or Cayo district ; the Stann 
Creek district ; and the Toledo district, the main 
station of which is Punta Gorda, comprising the 
extreme south of the Colony. 

Defence. 

A Volunteer Light Infantry Corps was estab- 
lished at Belize in 1897, and now consists of 8 
officers and 199 non-commissioned officers and 
men. In addition to the above a mounted section 
was raised in Belize in 1904. The present strength 
of the section is 2 officers and 35 non-commissioned 
officers and men. 
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The Police Force consists of 3 officers and 113 


non-commissioned officers and men (about 20 


mounted) for the whole Colony. 


General Description. 

In its physical outlines the Colony resembles 
other parts of Central America, the land being 
flat and swampy throughout the greater portion 
of the coast ie and gradually rising as the 
interior is approached. The characteristic soils of 
the Colony are known as Cahoon ridge (the vege- 
table alluvium along the river valleys), the Pine 
ridge (sandy tracts covered with pines, scrub, and 
wiry grass), and Broken ridge (intermediate be- 
tween these two). Besides these there are 
swamp, savannah, and mountain. 

The chief rivers are in the north of the Colony, 
and run in a north-easterly direction, the Belize 
reaching the sea on the east, and the Hondo and 
the New River on the north. 

The northern district, of which the Hondo forms 
the natural boundary, is but little raised above the 
sea; but towards the south the character of the 
country becomes more elevated, until in the Cocks- 
comb Mountains a height of some 4,000 feet is 
attained. That district of the Colony remained 
until 1879 wholly unexplored, when it was tra- 
versed by the then Colonial Secretary, Mr. Fowler,

Industry. 


The chief industry is wood-cutting, now over 200 
years old. 9,811,680 feet of maho y, 758,651 
feet of cedar, and 11,381 tons of ogwood were 
exported in 1904. The next in importance is 
fruit, the exports in 1904 having been 508, 200 
bunches bananas, 2,033,500 (number) plantains, 
and 3,391,250 coconuts. Specie to the amount 
of $243,998 was exported in 1904. The Colony 
also produces rubber, sapodilla or chewing gum, 
sponges, and tortoise-shell. 

Alternating with stretches of sandy plain, yield- 
ing pine trees, are large areas of very rich land, 
on which, in addition to mahogany and many 
beautiful hard woods of which little or no use is 
made, the cahoon palm and vanilla orchid are 
most noticeable by reason of their abundance and 
the luxuriance with which they grow. The Colony 
-has not yet been exploited by the economic 
botanist, otherwise these rich oil- ring nuts and 
vanilla would certainly have been turned to pro- 
fitable account instead of being allowed to go to 
waste. There is a wide field for the colonist with 
a little capital and a stock of perseverance and 
common sense, as this virgin forest land is being 
offered for sale at a dollar an acre. 

A contract was signed in September, 1903, for 
the sale of the pine trees on Crown land to 
Mr. B. Chipley, a citizen of the United States, at

It is anticipated that 
the opening up of the interior of the Colony, 
which will necessary for the purposes of this 
contract, will be of great benefit to trade. 

Belize is a port of registry, and had registered, 
on 31st December, 1904, ae vessels, of 6,982 
aggregate tonnage. 

The imports consist mainly of cotton goods 
and hardware, malt liquors, spirits, refined sugar, 
tea, tobacco, wines, provisions, and specie. The 
commercial intercourse is mainly with the United 
States and Great Britain. 

Communications. 

There are no railways in the Colony, and the 
easiest communication is by water along the coast, 
There is regular communication every seven days 
by mail steamers with New Orleans and Puerto 
Cortes: and about every six weeks with Liverpool 
and Colon. The usual length of the journey 
between England and British Honduras is 16 days, 
vd the United States. The nearest point in tele- 
graphic communication with Europe is Livingston, 
Guatemala, whence the steamer takes one day ; 
but the best way to send telegrams is wid New 
Orleans, U.S.A. 

A land line has been constructed from Belize to 
the Hondo, and is being carried across the river to 
connect with the Mexican telegraph system. 

A telegraph and telephone line has also been 
constructed from Belize to the most southerly 
town of Punta Gorda. 

Surveys have been made with a view to the con- 
struction of a trans-colonial railway to develop 
the interior, but the scheme has not been pro- 


ceeded with.

Clamate. 

Though situated within the tropics, the climate 
is sub-tropical in character. The maximum shade 
temperature is 98°, the minimum 50°. The dew 

int in Belize, a seaport, is relatively high. Sea 

reezes prevail for the greater part of the year. 
The average rainfall during the past twenty years 
has been 81°48 inches perannum. From the middle 
of February to the middle of May is the dry 
season. For the rest of the year there is rain to 
some extent during every month, the heaviest 
rainfall being in the months of September, October 
and November, during which months about one- 
third of the total rain occurs. 

Currency and Banking. 

Up to the 14th October, 1894, the coins in 
circulation were principally South and Central 
and American silver dollars; there was no 
paper currency. The standard of value was 
the Guatemalan dollar, and Chilian and Peruvian 
silver coins were also current and legal tender, 
as well as a colonial currency of one-cent eves 
at fixed ratings with the Guatemalan dollar. 
By Ordinance No. 31 of 1894, the currency has

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gold dollar being adopted as the standard ooin. 
Gold coins of the United States Mint are legal 
tender for the amounts of their respective denomi- 
nations in standard dollars; also the British 
sovereign and half-sovereign for the amounte of 
$14.867 and $2.433 respectively. There is a local 
subsidiary currency of 50 cent, 25 cent, 10 cent, 
and 5 cent silver pieces, and a Government note 
issue of the following denominations: 1, 2, 5, 10, 
50 and 100 dollars; a bronze cent piece is also 
current. The limit of the legal tender in silver 
is fixed at $10, and in bronze at 50 cents. The 
Government Savings Bank, established in 1846 at 
Belize (with branches at Corosal, O e Walk, 
Stann Creek, Punta Gorda, and the Cayo), had, on 
3lst March, 1905, $64,296. 
On the 14th January, 1903, The Bank of British 
Honduras, Ltd., commenced business with a fully 
id up capital of $50,000. Since then the capital 
as been increased to $100,000, of which $75,000 
has been issued. It is a local institution, with a 
local directorate, registered under Chapter 87 
of the Consolidated Laws. It is a bank of deposit 
and discount, but not of circulation. Its Reserve 
Fund is now $15,000. 


Education. 


The schools, both Secondary and Primary, 
are, with one or two exceptions, denominational. 
With few ene all Primary schools are 
inspected and aided by the Colonial Government. 
Thirty-nine received aid in 1904, to the extent of 
$13,342.04, with 3,576 scholars on the roll, and 
2, average attendance. The total cost of 
Primary education for the year was $26,269.83. 

The total number of pupils on the roll in all the 
schools was about 3,928, with an average attendance 
of 2,874.

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DOMINION OF CANADA. 
THE DOMINION, 


The Provinces of Ontario, Quebec 

formerly constituting the Colony of 
Janada), New Brunswick and Nova Scotia, 
were, by the Imperial Act, 30-31 Vict., c. 3, 
formed into one Dominion. This Act was 
brought into force on July Ist, by Royal 
Proclamation, bearing date the 22nd May, 
1867. Its essential provisions are given 
below. 

The Governor-General of Canada was, by 
Letters Patent of 1st April, 1870, appointed 
Governor of Rupert’s Land. The admission 
of Rupert’s Land into the Dominion of 
Canada after the 15th July, 1870, was 
provided for by Order in Council of the 
23rd June, 1870, and the Province of 
Manitoba was erected out of this Territory 
by a Canadian Act, 33 Vict., cap. 3, and 
made a Province of the Dominion 15th 
July, 1870. 

By Order of Her Majesty in Council, dated 
16th May, 1871, issued on the authority 
of the British North America Act, 1867, on 
Addresses from the Houses of Parliament 
of Canada and the Legislature of British 
Columbia, that Colony was incorporated in 
the Dominion, the union taking effect from 
the 20th of July, 1871. 

Prince Edward Island was admitted by 
Order in Council, bearing date 26th of June, 
1873, on the Ist of July in that year. 

By an Act passed in 1876, the portion of 
the N.W. Territories lying to the north of 
Manitoba was created into a separate district, 
under the name of the District of Keewatin, 
but under the control of the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Manitoba. 

By a Canadian Act, 38 Vict., cap. 49 (1875), 
the territories formerly known as “ Rupert's 
Land” and the North-Western Territory 
(with the exception of the portion forming 
the Province of Manitoba), were placed 
under the jurisdiction and control of a 
Lieutenant-Governor and Council, separate 
and distinct from Manitoba. 

On the 3lst of July, 1880, in compliance 
with the prayer of an address from the 
Parliament of Canada, dated the 3rd of May, 
1878, Her Majesty issued an Order in Council 
annexing to the Dominion of Canada from 
the Ist of September, 1880, such British 
Possessions in North America (other than 
Newfoundland) as were not previously 
included in the Dominion. 

By Minute of Council of May 17th, 1882, 
the districts of Assiniboia, Saskatchewan 
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Alberta, and Athabaska, were created, and 
by Order in Council October 2nd, 1895, 
modified by Order in Council 18th December, 
1897, the remaining territory was subdivided 
into the districts of Ungava, Franklin, 
Mackenzie, and Yukon, the last-named being 
made a separate territory, distinct from the 
North-West Territories, under special regu- 
lations by chapter 6 of the Acts of the Federal 
Parliament, 1898. 


By chapters 3 and 27 of the Act of 1905 
the four provisional districts of Alberta, 
Assiniboia, Saskatchewan and Athabaska 
wtre formed into the two provinces of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, and were 
admitted into the Dominion as such on the 
Ist September, 1905. The dividing line 
runs north and south. Alberta has an 
area of 253,540 square miles, and Sas- 
katchewan of 250,650 square miles. 


History. 

Particulars as to the history of each province 
will be found in the following pages, but it mav 
here conveniently be stated that the north-east 
coast of the Dominion seems to have been first 
discovered by the Norse seamen of the middle 
ages. Cabot reached Labrador in 1497, and the 
fisheries off this coast were frequented early in 
the sixteenth century. In 1535 Cartier settled on 
the St. Lawrence on behalf of France, and others 
followed. The whole territory became British 
by the Treaty of Paris, 1763. 


Constitution. 


The Executive Government is vested in the 
Crown, and is exercised by a Governor-General 
appointed by the King, assisted by a Privy 
Council chosen and summoned by himself. The 
Cabinet, as in England, is a Committee of the 
Privy Council, formed of the principal members 
of the Government. The seat of Government, 
until the King shall otherwise direct, is Ottawa, 
in Ontario. 

The supreme legislative power is vested in a 
Parliament, consisting of the King, a Senate, and 
a House of Commons. The Senate consists of 

7 members nominated for life by the Governor- 
General, and so chosen that 24 belong to Ontario, 
24 to Quebec, and the remainder to the other 
wovinces of the Dominion. The qualification for 
Senator is the possession of property worth 
34,000, age of thirty years, and _ residence 
within the province for which he is appointed. 
The House of Commons consisted originally of 
181 elected members, which number has been 
increased by additions on the accession of 
new provinces, and by the increase’ in 
population, and is now 214; 86 repre- 
senting Ontario, 65 Quebec, 18 Nova Scotia, 
13 New Brunswick, 10 Manitoba, 7 British 
Columbia, 4 Prince Edward Island, 10 the 
new provinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
and 1 the Yukon Territory. The basis on 
which the number of members allotted to 
each province is regulated, is that Quebec 
shall always have 65, and the other provinces 
a@ proportional. number (according to their 
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population at each decennial census. There is 
no property qualification. Each member of the 
Senate receives $2,500 per annum, and each member 
of the Commons a maximum of $2,500 per session, 
with certain deductions for days of non-attendance. 
A Parliament lasts five years if not sooner dis- 
solved. Election is by ballot, and the franchise is 
regulated by the several Provincial Legislatures, 
which also regulate the polling divisions and the 
voters’ lists. The session usually extends from 
February to May. 

For each province there is a Lieutenant- 
Governor, appointed by the Governor-General, 
and holding office during pleasure, but not 
removable within five years of appointment, 
except for cause assigned. He receives a salary 
fix and provided by the Dominion Parlia- 
ment, and is assisted by an Executive Council 
usually composed of the chief provincial officials 
who possess the confidence of the Provincial 
Assembly. 

Each province has a ‘‘ Legislative Assembly,” 
and in Quebec and Nova Scotia there is also 
a ‘‘ Legislative Council,” forming a second chamber. 
The Provincial Legislatures possess the power of 
altering their constitutions. There is a Legislative 
Assembly in Alberta and one in Saskatchewan, 
each consisting of 25 members. The territory not 
comprised within any province (such as the North- 
East Territory and the Arctic Islands)is verv thinly 
inhabited, and is administered by the Minister of 
the Interior at Ottawa. 

The Dominion Parliament has exclusive legisla- 
tive power in all matters except those specifically 
delegated by the constitution to the Provincial 
Legislatures, and the Canadian Constitution is in 
this respect the reverse of that of the United 
States. Among such general matters may be 
named public finance, trade regulation, postal ser- 
vice, currency, coinage, banking and navigation 
matters, defence, the law relating to crimes, 
bankruptcy, copyright, patents, marriage and 


divorce, naturalisation, and native (Indian) 
affairs. 
The powers of the Provincial Legislatures are 


confined to certain specified subjects, of which the 
chief are the alteration of their own constitutions, 
direct taxation within the province, and provincial 
loans, the management of provincial public lands, 
and of provincial and municipal offices, hospitals, 
gaols, &c., licences, local works, and the general 
civil law and procedure. With regard toeducation, 
they have full powers, subject only to certain pro- 
visions to secure protection to religious minorities. 
In agricultural, quarantine, and immigration 
matters, they possess concurrent legislative powers 
with the Dominion Parliament. 

The Judges are appointed by the Governor- 
General in the superior, district, and county 
courts throughout the Dominion, except in 
the probate courts of Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick. 

The Dominion Government assumed the Pro- 
vincial debts existing at the time of the Union, and 
agreed to pay to each Province an annual subsidy 
at the rate of 80 cents per head, according 
to each decennial census till the population in 
each province reached 490,000. Each Province 
also receives an annual allowance for Govern- 
ment, and for interest on the amount by which 
its debt at the Union fell short of the authorised 
amount. 

In the new provinces of Alberta and Saskatch- 
ewan the annual subsidy for each is (1) $375,U00 
till the population in each reaches 400,000; then 
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(2) $562,500 till the population is 800,000; then 
(3) $750,000 till the population reaches 1,200,000; 
and thereafter $1,125,000. In lieu of public lands, 
which the Dominion retains, each province 
receives $93,750 a year for five years. 

Bills passed by the Provincial Legislature 
require the assent of the Lieutenant-Governor, 
and may be disallowed within a year by the 
Governor-General. Those passed by the Dominion 
Parliament require the assent of the Governor- 
General, and may be disallowed within two vears 
by the King. 

Provision was made in the Act constituting the 
Dominion for the admission into it of any of the 
other British possessions on the continent of 
North America, and they have all been since 
admitted except Newfoundland. 

Provision was also made for the construction of 
a railway from the River St. Lawrence to Halifax. 
and (in the Order in Council admitting British 
Columbia) for the construction of a railway from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific Ocean. Both these 
have been constructed. 

Provision was made for the construction of a 
line of railway from Moncton, N.B., to Winnipeg, 
and thence to the Pacific Ocean, under the name 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway. The first 
contracts for building were let in August, 1905. 


Local Government. 


In all the provinces local self-government 
has been develo to the fullest extent. 
In the complete form as adopted by Ontario 
Manitoba, British Columbia and other provinces 
the whole municipal organisation comprises: 
(a) the townships, being rural districts of an area 
of 8 or 10 square miles; (b) villages with a 
population over 750; (c) towns with a population 
of over 2,000. Such of these as are comprised 
within a large district, called a county, constitute 
(d) the county municipality; (e) cities are 
established from the growth of towns when their 
ae ec exceeds 15,000. The townships and 
villages are administered by a reeve and council- 
lors; the towns by a mayor and councillors, and 
the cities by amayorand aldermen. The governing 
body of the county municipality is composed of 
the members elected by districts containing one or 
more townships or villages, the presiding officer 
being styled ‘‘ Warden.” The Councils have 


powers to levy rates, create debts, promote 
agriculture, trade or manufactures, or rail- 
ways, powers relating to drainage, roads, 


paupers, cemeteries, public schools, free libraries, 
markets, fire companies, preservation of the 
peace, &c. 


Sttuatton and Area. 


The Dominion of Canada occupies the northern 
half of the American continent (except a portion 
of Labrador, Newfoundland, and Alaska, the 
latter belonging to the United States), stretching 
from latitude 49° to beyond the polar circle, and 
comprises an area computed at 3,745,574 square 
miles (30 times the area of the United Kingdom, 
or nearly four times that of British India). The 
seven older Provinces of the Dominion comprise 
a little over 1,000,000 square miles. The 
Dominion includes all the Arctic islands (but 
not Greenland, which is Danish), as well as 
Anticosti, Prince Edward Island, and Cape Breton 
on the east, and Vancouver and Queen (‘nar- 
lotte’s Islands on the west.

About 1,650,000 of the people are of French 
extraction, over one million three hundred thou- 
sand of these residing in Quebec, where French 
is the usual language spoken. 

The total population includes about 94,000 
Indians, living chiefly in Manitoba, British 
Columbia, and the North-West Territories, and 
there are about 30,000 half breeds. Thev are 
under the supervision of Government agents, and 
have large districts reserved for them, where they 
live mainly by hunting, fishing, and traffic in furs. 
According to the census of 1901 there were 17,299 
Chinese in Canada, most of whom are in British 
Columbia, and a few thousand Esquimaux along 
the northern coasts,

The imports for home consumption from the 
United States in 1897 were $61,649,041, and the 
customs duties amounted to $8,147,075. For 1898 
the imports were $78, 705,590, and the customs duties 
were $9,941,624. In 1899 they were $93,007,166 
and $11,713,850 respectively. In 1900, $109,844,378 
and $13,491,873. In 1901, $110,485,008 and 
$13,311,750. In 1902, $120, 814,750 and $15, 155, 136. 
In 1903, $137,605,195, and $17,069,881. In 1904, 
$150, 826,515, and $19,554,586. 

The amount of customs duties paid in 1897 on 
British goods was $6,205,367, in 1898 it was 
$6,649,428,+ in 1899 it was $7,328,192, in 1900 
$8,074,541, in 1901, $7,845, 406, in 1902, $8, 424,693, 
in 1908, $9.841,627, and in 1904, $10,838,017. 


Manufacturing and Industry. 


Manufacturing is carried on somewhat exten- 
sively. The total capital employed in 1901 in 
factories having more than five hands was 
$441,053,060 ; the number of employés, 306,694 ; 
the wages paid $88, 143,472 a year, and the annual 
product $452, 775,877 . The annual product of all 
mechanical industries, irrespective of number of 
hands employed, was $569,817,720, equal to 106°08 
per head of the population.

The main industry of the Dominion is agriocul- 
ture, an enormous quantity of cereals and dairy 
produce being raised and exported. The fisheries 
of the maritime provinces are very extensive, and 
me i ences of dried, pickled, and canned fish 
and lobsters are exported. The lumber and fur 
trades are also important. Manufactures have 
been very considerably shee the output 
being in the census year equal to $106°08 per 
head of the population. The output of wood 
pulp for the calendar year 1903 was valued at 
nearly five and a quarter million dollars. Coal and 
gold (in British Columbia, the Yukon Territory, 
and Nova Scotia) and copper are extensively 
worked. Valuable nickel (in Ontario) and phos- 
phate mines exist. Shipbuilding is an important 
industry, and, besides ships, the principal amo 
manufactured articles exported are furniture an 
other manufactures of wood, leather, agricultural 
and musical instruments. The principal imports 
are textile manufactures, coal, haalare: tea, 

r, raw cotton, hides, and tobacco.

The number of persons employed in connection 
with the fisheries is estimated at 87,000. 

The arrivals and clearances were, in 1904, a total 
tonnage of 31,202,205, engaged in outside trade, 
and 45,506,122 tons engaged in coasting trade. 

The number of steamers and sailing vessels 
on the Register Books of the Dominion on 3lst 
December, 1904, was 7,152, with a net tonnage of 
672,838. Of this number 2,543 were steamers, 
with a gross tonnage of 363,514. The number of 
seamen employed was about 128,563. 

In 1904 the number of light stations was 796; 
of lighthouses, 996; of fog whistles, 33; and of 
automatic fog horns, 40. 


Railways. 


The length of steam railways in operation in the 
Dominion on 30th June, 1904, was 19,431 miles. 
Canada ranks eighth in absolute mileage among the 
states and kingdoms of the world possessing rail- 
way systems, The total capital invested amounted 
to $1,186,546,918 on 30th June, 1904. The total 
quantity of a carried in the year 1904 amounted 
to 48,097,519 tons. The number of passengers 
was 23,640,765, and the distance travelled by 
trains was 61,312,002 miles. The total receipts 
were $100,219,436, and working expenses 
$74,563, 162. 

The Dominion Government owns and maintains 
1,519 miles of railways, which have been con- 
structed at a cost of $78.870,280. The working 
expenses in 1904 were $7,575,677, and the receipts, 
$6,573, 621. 

There are 46 Electric Railways in Canada. 
These ran 40,964,845 car miles, and carried 
191,755,066 passengers, or nearly five passengers 
per mile run,

In November, 1885, the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, connecting the Atlantic with the Pacific 
, was completed, and the road was opened 
for general traffic from Montreal to Vancouver on 
28th June, 1886. The distance from Live 1 to 
Yokohama by this road, +14 Quebec, is 925 miles, 
and vid Halifax, is 600 miles shorter than by any 
route through the United States. Steamers owned 
by the Canadian Pacific Railway Company are 
running regularly between Yokohama and Van- 
couver, and a monthly mail service between Van- 
couver and Hong Kong, v1@ Yokohama, which has 
been subsidised by ‘We Imperial and Dominion 
Government to the extent of $300,000, has been 
established. 


Telegraphs. 

Thereare 37,481 miles of telegraph line, and 99,740 
miles of wire in operation in Canada, of which 
6,667, including 397 miles of cables, are owned and 
operated by the Dominion Government ; 5,963,287 
messages were sent in 1904 (not including weather 
and shipping reports), and the number of offices 
was 3,057, being one to every 1,850 of the popula- 
tion. Canada ranks seventh in actual telegraphic 
mileage among the various countries of the world, 
and first with respect to the number of offices in 
proportion to population. There is direct cable 
communication with Great Britain, Newfoundland, 
and Bermuda, and also a deep-sea cable between 
Vancouver Island and the United States. In 
the latter part of 1902 telegraphic communication 
was opened up between Canada and the Austra- 
lian Colonies by the Pacific Ocean Cable. The 
telephone is very generally used. The Select 
Committee of the House of Commons, in Apmil, 
1905, reported that there were 81 telephone 
companies in Canada. Of these, 46 reported to 
the Statistical Office. Compilation of the reports 
showed that the 46 had 94,820 sets of instruments ; 
214,405 miles of wire, and nearly 291,000,000 
connections. 

There were, in 1904, 340 electric light companies 
in Canada, having 16,655 arc lamps and 1,401,897 
incandescent lights. Every Province of the 
Dominion is supplied with the electric light. 


Canals. 


There are six important systems of Government 
canals, affording, with the St. Lawrence River 
connections, magnificent inland communications. 
The total length of canals proper open is 262} 
miles, but the aggregate length of inland navigation 
rendered available by them is 3,000 miles, the 
St. Lawrence system alone having a length of 
2,384 miles. The receipts in 1904 were $79,536, 
and the working expenses, including repairs, 
$684,395. Ninety-five million dollars have been 
expended on the construction and enlargement of 
these canals, including the amount expended on 
the Sault St. Marie Canal to connect Lakes 
Superior and Huron, which was opened in the 
season of 1895. 

The Canal tolls were abolished by way of 
experiment in 1903, and have not yet been 
reimposed. 


Currency and Banking. 


There is an uniform currency throughout the 
Dominion, consisting of dollars, cents, and mills., 
$4: being equal to one pound sterling. In 
addition to this Canadian coinage, the gold coins 
of the United States are also legal tender. 

The Savings Banks, under the charge of the 
Government, number 984, and there are 216,103 
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depositors with $62,158,450 on deposit. There 
are two savings banks operating under special 
charter, and these had on deposit $23,068,143, 
In addition all the 34 chartered banks have 
savings banks branches, but the returns to the 
Government do not specify the amounts on 


deposits in these branches.

Yukon, &. 

The paid-up banking capital has more than 
doubled since 1870. In June of that year it was 
$32,050,597, and in June, 1905, it was $100, 746, 666. 
The bank note circulation on 30th June, 1905, 
was $61,587,560. In 1877 they held $69,763,668 
of deposits, and, on June 80th, 1905, they held 
$512,610,968. In addition to the notes issued by 
the chartered banks, the Government issues notes 
of various denominations, and the average monthly 
circulation in 1890 amounted to $15,501,360, and 
in 19404 to $43,365,837. The Dominion Govern- 
ment by statute must always hold, as security for 
the redemption of Dominion notes issued and 
outstanding up to and including thirty million 
dollars, an amount in gold or in gold and 
guaranteed securities of Canada equal to not less 
than 25 per cent. of the amount of such notes, 
the gold held to be not less than 15 per cent. of 
the amount. To secure issue of notes in excess 
of thirty millions it must hold dollar in gold for 
dollar in notes.

Post Office. 


The number of letters sent in Canada in the year 
ended 30th June, 1904, was 259,190,000, of post- 
cards 27,178,000. The number of letters per 
head of population was 46°25. The number of 
offices was 10,460. The revenue for 1904 was 
$6,306,420, and the expenditure $6,001,636. 

There is weekly mail communication with Great 
Britain, r7@ Quebec or Halifax and St. John, 
fortnightly with the West Indies and Demerara, 
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and four a week vid New York. There is a through 
daily service by the Canadian Pacific Railway to 
the Pacific coast, a monthly direct steam service 
with Australia, and a bi-monthly steam service 
with Japan and China.

Defence. 


There is an Imperial naval station at Halifax, 
N.S., which is strongly fortified, and garrisoned 
by a Canadian force. The defence of the 
Dominion rests with the local forces. The 
Canadian Militia since confederation has, in 
accordance with the Canadian Militia Act, been 
under the immediate command of a Major- 
General of the English Army. The Dominion 
is divided, for military purposes, into twelve 
districts, with a District Officer Commanding, 
and a Brigade Staff in charge of each. The 
permanent Militia numbers 4,761, and the 
active Militia 45,000, with 51,000 in the Reserve. 
There are two royal schools of artillery (one field, 
one garrison); one school of cavalry, and one of 
mounted rifles, and five of infantry, and the 
Dominion Government in 1876 opened a 
school of scientific military instruction at King- 
ston, known as ‘‘The Royal Military College,” 
with a staff of 12 professors.

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III. THE PROVINCES. 


ONTARIO AND QUEBEC (OLD CanaDa). 
History. 

Canada was discovered by Sebastian Cabot in 
1497. In 1526, the French took possession of the 
country in the name of the cep ee France, and 
ten years later Cartier explored the St. Lawrence, 
B80 ero seer ee river from having entered 
it on St. Lawrence’s a 

In 1608 Quebec, the first settlement, was 
founded. During their early days and for a con- 
siderable time after, the French settlers were few 
in number, suffered t hardships, and were 
much engaged i in conflicts with the {indian tribes, 
the aah ome inhabitants. The principal incen- 
tives to their colonisation were the profits of the 
fur trade and missionary 

In 1759 Quebec succumbed to the British forces 
under General Wolfe; and in 1763 the whole terri- 
tory of Canada was ceded to Great Britain by the 
Treaty of Paris. It may be mentioned that for 
three years, from 1629 to 1632, Quebec had been 
in English possession, having been captured by 
David Kirk, but was retroceded to France by the 

of St. ‘Germain-en-laye. 

From 1763 to 1774 Canada was governed by 
military authority, until inthe latter yeara nominee 
council was established by Act of the Parliament 
of Great Britain. By the same Act the Roman 
Catholics were given the free exercise of their 
religion ; the Catholic clergy were declared entitled 
to receive their accustomed dues and rights, but 
with respect only to those protesene the Catholic 
religion; and in civil cases it was declared that 
resort should be had to the Laws of Canada for the 
decision of the same. 

In 1791 an Act of Parliament was passed (31 
Geo. III., cap. 31), dividing Canada into two 
Provinces, Upper Canada (now Ontario) and Lower 
Canada (now (juebeo), and establishing a constitu- 
tion for each. As the form of government was 
similar in each Province, a description of that of 
the Lower Province will suffice. By the Act in 
ppd the Legislative authority was vested in 

aes Spaced Council appointed by the Crown, and 
in a House of Assembly elected by the inhabitants ; 
the Lower Province was under a Governor, whilst 
the Upper was under a Lieutenant- Governor. Both 
ae Houses of Assembly thus created, and espe-

sia ict with the Executive Government from the 
end of the American War in 1814, until the Cana- 
dian Rebellion of 1838. The moet fruitful causes of 
dissension were the right of the Assembly to control 
public ex someday and the question of the 
‘Clergy es,” lands appro. by the 
Imperial Act of 1791 for the exclusive benefit of the 
Anglican clergy. The immediate exciting cause of 
the Rebellion was the establishing, by Governor 
Sir John Colborne (Lord Seaton), of 37 rectories in 
Upper Canada. After the réduction of the insur- 
gents, the constitution of Lower Canada was sus- 
Englan and Lord Durham was sent out from 
land as Governor-General, with special powers 
instructions to report on the affairs of the 
country. He recommended a Union of the Pro- 
vinces, and indeed foreshadowed the larger con- 
federation, which has since been adopted. In 
accordance with Lord Durham’s recommenda- 
tion, the two Provinces were re-united by Act 
3 and 4 Vic., cap. 36, and the Legislative ies 
of the united Provinces were consolidated: the 
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new Legislative Council was to consist of not less 
than 20 members (it used in fact to exceed double 
that number); the members were appointed for 
life. The new House of Assembly consisted of 84 
members, there being an equal number from each 
Province. Municipal Institutions were established 
in Canada in 1841. 


Constitution. 


Theconstitution of Canada in operation under this 
union was defined in its main features under title I. 
of the Local Consolidated Stat., 1859. Canada was 
divided into 125 electoral districts and boroughs, 
returning in all 130 members to the House of 
Assembly, 65 for Upper Canada, and 65 for Lower 
Canada; whilst the Legislative Council consisted 
of 48 elected members, and 22 members nominated 
under the old constitution. 

In 1854 the question of the ‘‘ Clergy Reserves ” 
was settled by the application of the property to 
ee purposes, vested interests being re- 
spected. In the same year seignioral tenure was 
abolished in Lower Canada. 

As years passed, increasing difficulty was ex- 
perienced in the conduct of public affairs owing 
to the antagonism of the members for Upper and 
Lower Canada. Things having come almost toa 
‘*deadlock”’ about 1864, an escape from the difficulty 
was sought in a project for the union of all the 
British North American provinces, which, after 
negotiation, was agreed to, and embodied in the 
‘British North America Act, 1867.” 

Each Province now enjoys responsible govern- 
ment, under a Lieut. -Governor in Council, advised 
by five or more Cabinet Ministers. There is an 
elected Legislative Assembly in each (Ontario, 98 
members; Quebec 74 members), elected for four 
years by manhood suffrage, with no property 
qualification. Members in Ontario are _ paid 
mileage and $6 per day for 30 days, or a maximum 
of $800. Quebec also possesses a Legislative 
Council or Upper House of 24 members, who hold 
their seats for life, nominated by the Lieut.-Gover- 
nor in Council. The members are paid $6 per day 
while the session lasts, and their travelling expenses. 


Industry. 


The land in both Ontario and Quebec is very 
fertile, and produces all cereals and wheat crops in 
abundanct ; fruit grows luxuriantly ; and grapes, 
melons, peaches and tomatoes come to maturity in 
the open air. In 1901, Canada ranked first in the 
shipment of cheese to Great Britain, supplying 
over one-half of the total imports of the article. 

The lumber trade is extensive ; and manufactures 
of hardware and textile fabrics are largely carried 
on. 


Education. 


In Ontario the central contro] is vested in the 
Minister of Education, who is a member of the 
Provincial Cabinet. General regulations are 
framed by him with the approval of the Govern- 
ment for both the elementary (public) and high 
schools, of which there are 6,345, with 478,539 
scholars in 1903. Both kinds of schools are under 
the control of local boards of trustees, are re- 
quired to have only certificated teachers, and are 
efticiently inspected. There is a provincial (non- 
denominational) university (Toronto), with an 
aftiliated university college, and four theological 
colleges are also affiliated, and one university is 
confederated. There are also four denominational 
colleges with university powers in the Province, 


and numerous high schools or colleges for 
girls. Ample provision is made for the in- 
struction of the deaf and dumb and the blind. 
There is also a well-equipped agricultural college, 
now affiliated with the provincial university. 
Schools are attached to the reformatories for juve- 
nile criminals of both sexes. Primary education 
is free and compulsory. Mechanics’ institutions, 
as well as collegiate institutions, receive Govern- 
ment grants. All the public institutions are 
non-sectarian. 

In Quebec the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, assisted by a council of 35 members, is invested 
with the central control of education. The council 
is divided into committees for the management of 
Roman Catholic and Protestant schools respec- 
tively. The local control is vested in local boards 
or in the curé and churchwardens of the parish. 
The schools are maintained partly by local taxation 
and fees, and partly by grants from the Provincial 
Government. There were, in 1904, 6,043 schools, 
with 337,933 scholars, including the high and 
superior schools, and three normal schools sup- 
ported by the State. There are also schools of 
agriculture, commercial and classical schools, and 
three universities—two Protestant, McGill College, 
Montreal, and Bishop’s College, Lennoxville, and 
one, the Laval University, Roman Catholic.

Besides those mentioned above, in the sta- 
tistics of the Dominion, the chief towns are, 
in Ontario, Owen Sound, Galt, Brockville, Ber- 
lin, Peterborough and Woodstock ; and in Quebec, 
St. Hvacinthe, St. Cunegonde, Three Rivers and 
Levis, with from 8,000 to 10,000 inhabitants each. 
The area of the two Provinces, including water, is 
612,735 square miles—Ontario 260,862, and Que- 
bec 351.873.¢ The population according to the 
last census was—Ontario 2,182,947, and Quebec 
1,648, 808. 


Climate. 


The climate is dry, bracing, and very healthy, 
although the range of temperature is great. The 
mean temperature at Toronto is 45°, at Montreal 
42°; the extreme range being from 12’ below zero 
to 91°. The average annual rainfall at Toronto 
is 27 inches; at Montreal 27 inches, principally 
from May to September. The snowfall between 
December and March is considerable.

NOVA SCOTIA. 


Sttuation, Area, and Population. 


Nova Scotia is a peninsula between 43° 46’ N 
lat., and 61° 67’ W. long., connected with New 
Brunswick by an isthmus about 14 miles wide; its 
length is about 300 miles, and ita breadth about 
100 at its widest, with ‘much variation. The 
island of Cape Breton, separated by the Gut of 
Canso, forms part of the Province. It contains 
an area of 20,{07 square miles, about one-fifth part 
of which consists of lakes, rivers, and inlets of 
the sea. The population at the last census was 
DD, STA. 


CANADA—NOVA SCOTIA. 


AMistory. 


Nova Scotia was discovered by John Cabot in 
1497 ; it was colonised by the French in 1598 ; was 
taken by the English, and a grant of it made to Sir 
W. Alexander, by James I. in 1621. In 1632 it 
was restored to France, with Quebec, by the Treaty 
of St. Germain-en-laye, but again ceded to England 
at the Peace of Utrecht in 1714. After the Peace 
of Aix-la-Chapelle, in 1748, a settlement of dis- 
banded troops was formed there by Lord Halifax, 
and the city which now bears his name is the 
capital of that province. Cape Breton was not 
finally taken from the French until 1758. From 
1784 to 1819 it formed a separate colony. 


Descriptions 


Halifax is the capital; population at the last 
census 40,832. Its harbour is open at all seasosn, 
and is not surpassed by any in the world, affording 
safe anchorage for at least 1,000 ships. The 
British Government has an extensive dockyard 
at this city, which is its principal naval and 
military station in North America. A dry dock is 
also situate at Halifax capable of accommodating 
the largest ships. 

There are many other fine harbours which are 
able to afford shelter to the largest vessels. There 
is no point in the province distant over thirty 
miles from a good seaport. 

Some of the other chief towns are: Annapolis, 
Antigonish, Digby, Kentville, Truro, Yarmouth, 
Pictou, Windsor, Sydney (in Cape Breton), 
Amherst, Lunenburg, and Live 1. 

Extensive iron and steel works are established 
at Sydney, and this town is developing very

inerals of almost all kinds abound. The 
production of the principal minerals, that are at 
present mined, for the year ended 30th Sep- 
tember, 1904, is as follows :—

There are large deposits of copper and other 
minerals which have not, as yet, been com- 
mercially mined. 

The greater portion of the inhabitants are 
engaged in agriculture and the growth of fruit, 
for which the province is well adapted. Apples 
of different varieties and of very superior quality 
are extensively grown and exported to England 
and other parts of Europe. 

A large quantity of wood pulp is manufactured 
and exported, principally to England; the con- 
ditions prevailing are well suited for this industry, 
which is rapidly growing. 

The fisheries of the province are very valuable. 
The value of the catch of fish in 1903 was 
37,841,602. There are many establishments for 
canning and preserving lobsters and drying and 
preserving other fish. 

The timber trade is carried on to a considerable 
extent; England is the chief customer, but 
shipments are also made to other ties of Europe. 
Spruce and pine are the principal kinds of timber 
manufactured and exported. 
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There are a number of by erce for the 
building of wooden vessels, and the establishment 
of a plant for the construction of steel ships is 
proposed, and will probably be proceeded with in 
the near future ; nize bonuses are offered te 
enco e the establishment of such plant. 

The climate is remarkably healthy and more 
temperate than that of any other part of the 
Dominion. The mean temperature at Halifax 
is 65°, the extreme range being from 11° below 
zero to 88°. 


Constitution. 


Nova Scotia is represented in the Dominion 
Parliament by 12 Members in the Senate and 
18 Members in the House of Commons. 

The local government is administered by a 
Lieut.-Governor, advised by an Executive Council 
of nine members (three of whom are departmental 
heads), responsible to the Legislature, which 
consists of a Legislative Council of 21 members 
appointed by the Governor for life, and a House of 


Assembly of 38 representatives elected every five 
years. The Members are paid $500 sessional 
indemnity. 


Education. 


The present system of elementary education 
was established by law in 1865. The central 
control is vested in the Council of Public Instruc- 
tion—a body identical in membership with the 
Executive Council of the Province. The local 
management of schools is vested, so far as the 
ordinary school sections or districts are concerned, 
in a Board of Trustees chosen by the ratepayers 
of the section or district. But in incorporated 
towns, the powers of trustees are exercised by 
the Town Council, or a committee thereof. 

In 1901 there were 2,492 schools in operation, 
with a gross attendance of 98,410 pupils. Educa- 
tion is compulsory, t.¢., non-attendance exposes to 
pecuniary penalties between the ages of 7 and 12.

NEW BRUNSWICK. 
Situation, Area, and Population. 


New Brunswick is situated between 44° 40’ and 
48° 5’ N. lat., and 63° 30’ and 69° W. long. ; its 
area is 27,177 square miles, or about 17,393,410 


acres. It is connected with Nova Scotia by a low 
isthmus. The population on lst July, 1901, was 
331,120. 


History. 

New Brunswick was part of the ancient French 
Province of Acadia and was ceded to England by 
the Treaty of Utrecht in 1713. Great Britain, 
however, did not obtain full ession of the 
country until after the fall of Quebec in 1759. It 
was first colonised by British subjects from New 
England in 1762, and in 1783, at the close of the 
Revolutionary War, it received a large body of 
Loyalists from the Thirteen Colonies. In 1784 it 
was we way from Nova Scotia, of which it had 
formed a part. 


Climate. 


The mean temperature of St. John is 41°, the 
extreme range being from 19° below zero to 85°. 
The average annual rainfall is 40 inches, and the 
snowfall 75 inches, the latter extending from 
November to April inclusive. 


Industries. 


Coal is abundant. Recent valuable discoveries 
of oil have been made; copper and gypsum exist 
in large quantities. There are also several salt 
springs, from which excellent salt is manufactured, 
and antimony, iron, and manganese have been 
found in considerable quantities. There are also 
vast deposits of rich bituminous shale, which is 
likely to have a good commercial value. <A great 
portion of the country is covered by dense forests 
of fine timber, the cutting and working of which 
—or ‘‘lumbering’”’—furnishes remunerative em- 

loyment to many. Wheat, Indian corn, barley, 
bickewhieat and oats, are the principal cereals 

(c) 
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raised. Apples and plums of excellent quality 
are largely grown, also strawberries, raspberries, 
and other small fruits. The fisheries are extensive, 
both sea and river. Some of the finest salmon 
fishing in the world is to be had in this province. 
Fredericton, 56 miles inland, is the capital 
(pop. 7,117), but St. John, on the mouth of the 
river of the same name, is the leading commercial 
centre (pop. 40,711). Other towns are Moncton 
(9,026), Chatham (4,868), Woodstock (2,984), and 
St. Stephen (2,840). 


Constitution. 


New Brunswick is represented in the Canadian 
Senate by 10 Members, and sends 13 Members to 
the House of Commons. 

There is a Legislative Assembly of 46 Members, 
elected under a liberal franchise. An Act was 
asa in 1891 abolishing the Legislative Council 

rom the end of the then present Parliament, and 
the Council came to an end with the dissolution 
of 1892. 

Members receive $500 per session, and their 

travelling expenses. 


Education, 


A system of elementary education was established 
by Act, 1871. The central control is vested in a 
Board of Education, and the local management is 
in the hands of Boards of School ‘Trustees. 
Education is free between the ages of 6 and 20. 
There were 1,726 schools, with 65,927 scholars in 
attendance in 1903. 

There is a university at Fredericton, also at 
Sackville, and a college at Memramcook.

CANADA—MANITOBA. 


MANITOBA AND KEEWATIN. 


Sttuatton and Area. 


Manitoba was created into a Province with 
Representative Institutions by an Act of the 
Canadian Parliament, 33 Vict., c. 3, taking effect 
on 15th July, 1870. By this Act, the boundaries 
of Manitoba are defined as 49°-50° 30° N. latitude, 
and 96°-99° W. longitude, its area being 13,500 
square miles. 

By the Canadian Act 44 Vict., c. 14, these boun- 
daries were extended, and fixed at 49°-53° N. lat., 
and 90°-101° W. long., comprising an area of 73,956 

uare miles, with a ulation in 1881 of 62,260, 
which had grown to (3 ,442 in 1891, and 254,947 


in 1901. 

The territory between the 49th el, the 
meridian of the N.W. angle of the Lake of the 
Woods, English River, Lone Lake, Lake St. 


Joseph, and 90° W. longitude, which had been 
supposed to belong to Manitoba, was in 1884 
declared to form of Ontario. 

The district of Keewatin, the eastern boun- 
daries of which were recently defined by the 
settlement of western boundaries of Ontario, 
comprises all the country east of the Great Mac- 
kenzie River Basin, north of Manitoba, and west 
of Ontario, and has a population of about 5,000 
Indians and whites, was in 1876 placed under the 
government of the Lieutenant-Governor of Mani- 
toba, who is empowered by the Keewatin Act, 
chap. 53, of the Consolidated Statutes of Canada, 
to appoint justices of the peace and otherwise 
arrange for the administration of justice. Intoxi- 
eante are by this Act absolutely prohibited. 


Htstory. 

Manitoba was formerly known as the Red 
River Settlement of the Hudson’s Bay Company. 
Upon the surrender of the Charter of that Company 
to the Crown, with a view of the inclusion of 
Rupert’s Land in the Dominion, many of the 
inhabitants of the Red River Settlement, incited 
by disaffected persons, rose in insurrection, 
and established a Provisional Government of 
their own, headed by Louis Riel, ahalf-breed. On 
the 4th of March, 1870, Riel, Lepine, and other 
leaders of this insurrection, having previously 
imprisoned 39 Canadians, shot a man named 
Scott, who had been op to them. 

The insurrection itself ended by the flight of 
the leaders upon the approach of Sir Garnet 
Wolseley with a militar sate from Canada. 

In October, 1871, the Province was threatened by 
a Fenian raid, but it was arrested by the United 
States Commander at Fort Pembina on the Inter- 
national Boundary. 

In 1874 Lepine was brought to trial at Fort Garry 
for the murder of Scott, and was, upon conviction, 
sentenced to death. But Lord Dufferin, with the 
acquiescence of the Secretary of State, commuted 
his sentence to two years’ imprisonment, with loss 
of political rights. 


Description, 


The agricultural capabilities of the province of 
Manitoba are very great. The soil is a rich, black 
loam, the surface ee showing a very high 
content of nitrogen, phosphoric acid and potash. 
It is, therefore, reculiarly adapted to the growth 
of cereal grains, and owing largely to the presence 
of the oeen nineen in large Yale ae pehibor 
possesei a high percentage of gluten is produced. 

"Manitoba No. 1 Hard,” because of ita superior 
c 
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milling qualities is in great demand by English 
millers, and has made the province famous. 

The principal agricultural exports of the country 
are wheat, oats. beef, cattle and dairy products. 
In 1904 there were over 50,000 farmers in the 
province, who had in crop 3,791,582 acres, 
consisting as follows :-—

The average ees of wheat per acre for ten 
years is 18°38 bushels per acre, and it is esti- 
mated that the province is capable of sustainin 

30,000,000 of people. Free grant lands are stil 
available in several districts into which new rail- 
ways are being projected. Good farms within 
easy reach of a railway may be purchased at from 
$8 to $20 per acre. 

The growth of Winnipeg, the principal city, 
is remarkable. In 1870 it contained about 200 
inhabitants, and in 1881 it had a population of 
about 10,000; in 1896, 35,000; and now it is over 
80,000. The other chief towns of the province are 
Brandon, Portage la Prairie, Neepawa, Carman, 
Selkirk, Carberry, Minnedosa, Morden, Souris, 
Virden, and St. Boniface. 

Coal of the lignite variety is to be found in the 
Souris Valley. Several brick manufacturing plants 
have been established throughout the province, 
and the manufacturing of cement for building 
purposes has proved to be successful. 

Owing to the cost of power for manufacturing 
purposes few large manufacturing industries have 
fet become established. Within the last year, 

owever, companies have been organized for the 
development of electric power on the Winnipeg 
River, and its transmission to the city of Winnipeg, 
where it is believed manufacturing industries are 
likely to develop. 


Ratlway Facilities, 


In the year 1879 there was no railway at all in 
the whole of the country between Lake Superior 
and the Rocky Mountains. 

In the year 1904 there were in the province of 
Manitoba alone 2,650 miles of railway, which 
afford easy access to market from all parts of the 
Province. 


Climate. 


The mean temperature at Winnipeg is only 33°, 
the extreme range being from 40° below zero to 
95°, but the climate is bracing and healthy. The 
average annual rainfall is over 17 inches, and 
snowfall (November to March), 53 inches. 


Constitution. 


Manitoba is represented by 4 members in the 
Dominion Senate and 10 members in the House of 
Commons. 

The Province has a Legislative Assembly of 
40 members elected by manhood suffrage for 
4 years. The Legislative Council or Upper 
Chamber was abolished by a local Act passed 
in 1876. 

The members of the Legislative Assembly are 
paid $500 per session, and their travelling ex- 
penses,

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Education. 


A system of elementary cducation was estab- 
lished by law in 1871. The central control was in 
the hands of a Board of Education, divided into 
two sections, Protestant and Catholic respectively. 
The local management was entrusted to school 
trustees elected by the people. 

By the ‘‘Public Schools Act” of 1890, all the 
previous School Acts were repealed, and a system 
of national non-sectarian schools was established 
throughout the Province. This Act provides 
“that all public schools shall be free schools, 
and that every person in rural municipalities 
between the ages of 5 and 21 years, and in cities, 
towns, and villages between the ages of 6 and 
21 years shall have the right to attend some 
school.” 

In 1904 there were 1,669 schools in operation, 
employing 2,218 teachers, of whom 682 were men, 
aad 1,536 women. 

Normal schools are provided for the training 
of teachers. 

There is one University, styled ‘‘ The University 
of Manitoba,” with examining and degree-con- 
ferring powers only. The affiliated colleges are 
St. John’s (Episcopal), St. Boniface (Roman 
Catholic), Manitoba (Presbyterian), Wesley

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BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


Situation and Area. 


British Columbia is situated on the north-west 
coast of North America, and eg tes the terri- 
tory bounded on the north by the 60th parallel, on 
the east by the 120th meridian down to the 54th 
parallel, thence by summit of Rocky Mountains to 
the 49th padres on the south by the United States, 
and on the west by the Pacific Ocean—the average 
breadth being about 450 miles, and the length of 
coast line over 1,000 miles. The area (including 
Vancouver and Queen Charlotte Islands) is about 
383,000 square miles, and the 
census of 1891, was 98,173, and at that of 1901, 


178,657. 
History. 

British Columbia was constituted a Crown 
colony in 1858, owing to the large immigration 
consequent on the discovery of gold in that year. 
Vancouver Island was leased to the Hudson’s 
Bay Company in 1843, and made a Crown 
colony in 1849. In 1866 the colonies of British 
Columbia and Vancouver Island were united, and 
on July 20, 1871, British Columbia entered the 
Canadian Confederation, and is represented by 
three members in the Senate, and six in the House 
of Commons, of Canada. 


Constitution. 


The Provincial Government is administered by 
a Lieutenant-Governor and legislative assembly of 
38 members on the system of executive adminis- 
tration known as a ‘‘responsible government.” 
The assembly is elected for four years, every 
British male adult having resided six months in the 
province, duly registered, being entitled to vote. 

Members receive $800 for the session, and their 
travelling expenses. 


Description. 


The population is about 180,000, of whom 29,000 
are Indians, 15,000 Chinese, and 4,600 Japanese. 

The vast tract comprised within the limits of 
the b ibed danas ag tote ie as it does through nearl 
12 degrees of latitude with a varying breadt 
and elevation—naturally affords a great diversity 
of climate. 

The coast region has been described as ‘‘ having 
a climate wonderfully like that of the South of 
England, only the summers are much drier.” The 
warm, tropical waters of the Pacific Gulf Stream 
(Japan current) striking the coast give to Van- 
couver Island and the coast generally a mild and 

eeable climate ; there is little frost or snow, and 
there is a difference of at least 10 degrees of lati- 
tude in favour of places on the coast as compared 
with corresponding positions on the Atlantic coast. 
The interior is subject to greater extremes both of 
heat and cold, but nowhere are the extremes so 
great as on the eastern slope of the Rocky Moun- 
tains ; the climate is for the most part drier, and 
the snowfall consequently less. 

The trade of the province is developing rapidly ; 
the exports amount to over eighteen million 
dollars annually (a remarkable fact considering the 
number of the population); they consist of minerals 
(chiefly gold, silver, i r and coal), sea products 
(chiefly salmon and oil), timber, furs, skins, etc. 
The imports amount to upwards of ten million 
dollars, principally from Eastern Canada, England, 
the United States, China, Australia, etc. 

The mineral production of the Province to the end 
of 1902 amounts in value to $189,728,538, towards 
which sum coal has contributed $58, 989,572. 


pulation, at the: 
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A great advance has been made in metalliferous 
mining ; the oldest districts have increased their 
production, while new fields have been opened up ; 
this advance is clearly shown by the increase in 
the production since 1896, which is as follows: 
1896, $4,257,179 ; 1902, $12,174,242. Total output 
of metalliferous mines for 1903, $16,964,084; 
1904, $18,377,359. There has been a corresponding 
increase in the population; some of these new 
mining districts, which et ha or two ago were only 
inhabited by a few hardy prospectors, are now 
dotted with active and prosperous mining towns. 

The chief towns are Victoria (23,688) and 
Nanaimo, city and pase lantlaeiacgt (6,100), the seat 
of the coal-mining industry on Vancouver Island. 
On the mainland, New Westminster (6,500), and 
Vancouver (26,400), Rossland (6,100), Trail, (1,500), 
Nelson (5,200), Kaslo (2,100), Sandon (800). These 
towns are in West Kootenay. On the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, Kamloops (1,700), Ashcroft, Revel- 
stoke, and Donald are thriving places. Esquimalt, 
V.I1., is a coaling station, and is the site of a large 
dry dock and naval dockyard. 


Education. 


A complete system of free education was estab- 
lished by Act No. 16 0f 1872. The central control 
is vested in the Council of Public Instruction coim- 

sed of the members of the Executive Council. 

he Minister of Education directs the general 
management of the schools through the Super- 
intendent of Education. In each rural school 
district three trustees are elected to attend to the 
local affairs of the school, and in city school 
districts seven, five or three (according to grade, 
whether first, second or third class) trustees are 
elected for this purpose. 

There are at present 12 high schools in the 
Province, stained 29 teachers. 

The number of schools in operation in 1903-1904 
was 354, under 624 teachers, with an enrolment 
of 25,787 pupils. 

The schools are free and non-sectarian. The 
highest morality must be inculcated, but no 
religious dogma nor creed is permitted to be 
taught. 

School districts are formed wherever there are 
twenty children between the ages of six and 
sixteen years available for school purposes.

PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND. 


Sttuation and Area, 


This island, which was admitted into union with 
the Dominion of Canada on the Ist July, 1873, 
is situated almost wholly between 46° and 
47° N. lat., and between 62° and 644° W. long. 
Its area is 1,356,120 acres, or 2,133 square miles ; 
it is about 130 miles long, and 34 its greatest 
breadth. It was discovered by Sebastian Cabot, 
1497 ; it was first settled by the French, but was 
taken from them in 1758. It was annexed to 
Nova Scotia in 1763, but, on the petition of its 
inhabitants, was constituted a separate Colony 
in 1769. 

The population at the last census was 103,253. 


Description. 

The climate is milder than in the neighbouring 
provinces, and is considered very healthy. The 
island is generally well wooded and watered, and 
the soil is fertile. 

Besides the usual domestic industries of an 
agricultural people, there are numerous factories, 
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tanneries, foundries, saw and woollen mills, and 
establishments for canning and preserving lobsters, 
fish, etc. Many cheese and butter factories have 
lately been established. 

The waters adjoining comprise by far the most 
valuable section of the suns grounds of America, 
and are very largely resorted to. 

The chief towns are Charlottetown (12,080), and 
Summerside (3,000). <A line of railway traverses 
the island, belonging to, and worked by, the 
Dominion Government. It is 210 miles in length, 
including branches. A new railway is constructed 
through Belfast and Murra Heibour (about 
50 miles), and one of the longest bridges in 

is erected across the Hillsboro’ River, 
over which trains and carriages will run. New 
branch railways are being built to Montague 
Bridge and Vernon River Bridge. 


Constttution. 


Responsible Government was established in 
Prince Edward Island in 1851. There is a Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, appointed by the Governor- 
General, an Executive Council (the Cabinet) of 
9 members, and a Legislative Assembly of 30 
elected members. 

Each member receives a payment of $160 per 
annum, and $12 for postage, besides travelling 
expenses, 

he island is divided into three counties, King’s, 
Queen’s, and Prince’s, each of which elects ten 
representatives to the Assembly. The island is 
also represented in the Dominion Parliament by 
four members in the Senate and fourin the House 
of Commons. 


Education. 


A system of general education is established by 
law. The central control is vested in a Board of 
Education, appointed by the Executive Govern- 
ment, and the local management is in the hands of 
a chief superintendent. Education is free, non- 
sectarian, and compulsory between the ages of 
8and 13 years. There are 474 schools, with 20,779 
scholars. There is one higher college amalgamated 
with the normal school. In addition to the above 
there is also a Roman Catholic College not under 
the control of the Government. There are also 
two private Kindergartens. A new consolidated 
shoal is opened at Hillsboro’ through the bene- 
ficence of Sir William McDonald, of Montreal, a 
native of theisland. Another is opened at Tryon 
by the people themselves. 


Finance. 


The province has a large sum to its credit, from 
which it draws interest. There is a provincial 
tax on Land and Incomes, and a Succession Duty. 
There is also a Road Tax in the country, and 
municipal rates in the towns.

PROVINCES OF SASKATCHEWAN AND 
ALBERTA AND 
THE NORTH-WEST TERRITORIES. 


By a Canadian Act, 38 Vict., cap. 49, the terri- 
tories formerly known as ‘‘ Rupert’s Land” and 
the North-Western Territory, were, with theexcep- 
tion of such portions thereof as form the Province 
of Manitoba and the district of Keewatin, called 
and known as the North-West Territories, and 
were created into a Government entirely separate 
and distinct from Manitoba. The Act was put 
into force by Proclamation of 7th October, 1876. 
The Territories were governed by a Lieutenant- 
Governor, aided by an Executive Council. 

In 1888, election by popular vote was applied 
to the Assembly, 2 members being returned, 
representing the Territories included in the 
Provisional Districts of Alberta, Assiniboia, and 
Saskatchewan. In September, 1894, these dis- 
tricts were reorganised under a local ordinance 
and divided into 29 electoral districts, each re- 
turning one member to the Legislative Assembly, 
from among whom an Executive Committee, con- 
sisting of 4 members, was chosen to aid and advise 
the Lieutenant-Governor in connection with certain 
strictly defined matters relating to the government 
of the Territories. In 1898 the number of electoral 
districts was increased to 31, and in 1902 still 
further increased to 35. The Assembly elected its 
own Speaker. By an amendment to the Act in 
1897 an Executive Council was authorised to 
assume office on Ist October, 1897, the members 
thereof being obliged to receive the approval 
of their constituents. This body advised the 
Lieutenant-Governor upon all matters appertain- 
ing to local administration in the Territories. 
The Territories have rapidly grown in wealth and 
importance in recent years, and immigration has 
been largely on the increase. 


A portion of the Territories was organised in 
1882 into four provisional districts, viz., Assiniboia, 
Saskatchewan, Alberta, and Athabasca. The 
boundaries of these districts were defined as 
follows :— 

Assiniboia, bounded on the east by Manitoba, on 
the north by latitude 52, on the west by longitude 
1113, ‘ms on the south by latitude 49 (89,535 sq. 
miles). 

Saskatchewan, bounded on the south by Manitoba 
and Assiniboia, on the east by Lake Winnipeg and 
Nelson River, on the north by latitude 55, and on 
the west by longitude 1113 (107,092 sq. miles). 

Alberta, bounded on the south by latitude 49, on 
the east by Assiniboia and Saskatchewan, on the 
north by latitude 55 and on the west by British 
Columbia (106,100 sq. miles). 

Athabasca, bounded on the south by Alberta, on 
the east by longitude 1114and the Athabasca River, 
on the north by latitude 60, and on the west by 
British Columbia (104,500 sq. miles). 

By chapters 3 and 27 of the Acts of 1905, these 
four provisional districts were formed into the two 
provinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan, and were 
admitted into the Dominion as such on the lst 
Soe 1905. The dividing line runs North 
and South. Alberta has an area of 253,540 square 
miles, and Saskatchewan of 250,560 square miles. 

Each of these provinces is now governed by a 
Lieutenant-Governor, with the assistance of an 
Executive Council. Each is represented in the 
Senate of Canada by 4 members, which number may 
after the next decennial census be increased to 
6, and in the Dominion House of Commons by 
10 members—provision being made for increase 
hereafter in accordance with population statistics. 
There is also a local Legislative Assembly, each 
consisting of 25 members. Further information 
will be found under the heading of Constitution of 
the Dominion, above. 

The seat of Government of the province of 
Saskatchewan is at Regina, and of Alberta at 
Edmonton. 

The North-West Territories now consist of the 
districts of Ungava, Franklin, Mackenzie, and 
other territories not included in any province or 
within the boundaries of the Yukon district. 
The Territories are governed by a Commissioner 
appointed by the Governor-General, with a 

uncil of not more than four members, also 
appointed by the Governor-General, and the 
Commissioner in Council is empowered to make 
ordinances for the Territories. 

The boundaries of the Yukon district were 
more closely defined by a Proclamation of the 
16th August, 1897. By an Act of the Dominion 
Parliament, 61-62 Vict., cap. 6, the Yukon Pro- 
visional District was declared and constituted a 
separate Territory, arrangements being made for 
its local administration by a Commissioner under 
instructions given by Order in Council or the 
Minister of the Interior. 

The population of the North-West was (1901) 
178,084; but, owi to immigration, more 
particularly from the United States, the records of 
the Dominion Government show that the popula- 
tion has nearly trebled since the census of 1901. 

The remarks as to the agricultural capabilities 
of Manitoba apply also to the North-West. The 
extreme range of temperature is somewhat less, 
and the mean temperature slightly higher, at 
Alberta than at Winnipeg. Free grants of land 
of 160 acres can be obtained. It is estimated that 
there are over 150,000,000 acres of land suitable 
for cultivation(/and awaiting settlement.

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Extent and Boundaries. 


The Cape of Good Hope, strictly speaking, is a 
small promontory near the south-west extremity of 
the continent of Africa. But the extensive Colony 
of the name is bounded by the Atlantic and the 
Southern or Indian Oceans on the west and 
south ; it is bounded on the north to the west of 
longitude 22° by the Orange River, and on the 
north-east by the Orange River Colony and Natal. 
The Cape Colony, with the Transkei, contains an 
area of 276,995 square miles, being over five times 
that of England. It extends from 26 to 35 deg. 
S. lat., and from 17 to 30 deg. E. long. 

In 1844 Letters Patent were issued annexin 
Natal to the Cape, but in 1856 it was constitute 
a separate Colony. 

Twelve islands off Angra Pequena, on the coast 
of Damaraland (Plum-pudding, Roast-beef, Hol- 
lam’s Bird, Mercury, Ichaboe, Seal, Penguin, 
Halifax, Long, Possession, Albatross, and Mona), 
with the adjacent rocks, were annexed in 1867, 
and added to the Cape Colony in 1874. 

In 1876, three large tracts of Kaffraria—namely, 
Fingoland, Idutywa Reserve, and Noman’s Land, 
were brought under the more direct control of 
Government, and on the 12th of June, 1876, 
Letters Patent were issued authorising the 
Governor to annex these territories to the Cape 
of Good Hope, on condition of the Cape Parliament 

sing an Act to provide for their government. 

uch an Act was passed as No. 38 of 1877, but 

the territories were not actually incorporated 
until the lst of October, 1879. 

On the 12th March, 1878, the Port of Walfish 
Bay, situated a few miles north of the tropic of 
Capricorn, was proclaimed British territory. It 
was annexed tothe Colony by proclamation dated 
7th August, 1884. 

On the 15th October, 1880, the Province of 
Griqualand West was incorporated with the Cape 
Colony. 

Under Proclamation No. 13 of the 26th January, 
1882, were issued certain laws and regulations for 
the government of the territories known respec- 
tively as Tembuland, Emigrant Tambookieland, 
Bomvanaland, and Gcalekaland, of which, by royal 
warrant dated the 14th November, 1881, the officer 
administering the government of the Cape of Good 
Hope was appointed Governor. By proclamation 
No. 140 of 26th August, 1885, issued under Act 3 
of 1885, these territories were annexed to the Cape 
Colony. <A similar warrant was passed on the 
27th i uly, 1881, in respect to the St. John’s River 
Territory, which was annexed to the Colony by 
Proclamation No. 215 of the 15th September, 1884. 

The Xesibe country (‘‘Mount Ayliff”) was an- 
nexed to the Colony by LettersPatent of the 23rd 
August and Proclamation of 25th October, 1886, 
and the Rode Valley, Pondoland, by Letters 
Patent of 29th July, 1887, and Proclamation of 
October, 1887 (Act No. 45 of 1887). Under Act 
No. 5 of 1894 the whole of Pondoland was annexed. 
Basutoland, now an independent Colony, formed 
part of the Cape from 1871 to 1884. 

On the 16th of November, 1895, British Bech- 
uanaland was incorporated with the Cape under 
Law No. 41 of 1895. 


History. 


On 14th September, 1486, Bartholomew de Diaz, 
a Portuguese commander, landed in Algoa Bay. 
Vasco de Gama doubled the Cape 11 years later, 
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from which time it appears to have been resorted to 
by European navigators of all nations, but chiefly 
by Portuguese, Dutch, and English. British ships 
visited the Cape in 1591, and about 1602 the Dutch 
made it a place of call. In 1620 two English East 
India commanders, by a proclamation dated from 
Saldanha Bay, took possession of the Cape in the 
name of Great Britain; but no settlement was 
formed. In 1648 a Dutch East Indiaman, the 
Haarlem, was wrecked in Table Bay, the crew 
remaining there some time. In 1652 J. A. Van 
Riebeck, duly commissioned by the ‘‘Chamber of 
Seventeen” at Amsterdam, landed at Table Bay 
accompanied by 100 persons, and took ession 
of what is now the site of Cape Town on behalf 
of the Dutch East India Company. In 1671 the 
first formal purchase of land was made from the 
Hottentots, and another purchase took place the 
following year. At the time of the revocation of 
the Edict of Nantes, the European population 
received a slight addition of French Protestants, 
but their descendants have not maintained any 
distinctive position in the country. The rule of 
the Dutch East India Company proved very 
distasteful to the burghers, who were continually 
prompted to move further and further from the 
seaboard and original seat of colonisation. 
Following these migratory colonists, a magistracy 
was established at Swellendam in 1745, and another 
at Graaff Reinet in 1786, and in 1788 the Great 
Fish River was proclaimed the boundary of the 
Colony. In 1795, Holland having yielded to the 
French Revolutionary Government, an English 
force proceeded to the Cape of Good Hope to 
secure it against the French for the Prince of 
Orange, but the Governor refused to obey the 
mandate of the Prince, and the British force 
thereupon proceeded to take ession, upon which 
@ capitulation was aivanged, and the administra- 
tion of the Government was assumed by General 
Craig. An Act of Parliament (37 Geo. III., c. IT.) 
was passed to regulate the trade with the 
new possession. By the Peace of Amiens the 
Cape of Good Hope was restored to the Batavian 
Republic, and evacuated in 1803, but it was 
again captured by a British Force in 1806, and at 
the General Peace of 1814 it was ceded in per- 
 ibtended to the British Crown. During the interval 
ween the Peace of Amiens and the recapture 
by the British in 1806, the Colony had made rapid 
rogress, owing to the abolition of the rule of the 
utch East India Company, and the wise regu- 
lations of government which had been substituted. 
An important event in the history of the Ca 
was the expulsion in 1809 of the Kaffirs from the 
Zuurveldt, a district west of the Great Fish River. 
In 1817 that district was visited by the then 
Governor, who saw the importance of its coloni- 
sation as a barrier against the Kaffir power, 
and in 1820 Parliament voted a sum of 50,0001. 
to promote emigration to the Cape, and 4,000 
British immigrants were brought to the Colony 
and settled in the eastern districts. In December, 
1834, began the first of what are called the 
Kaffir wars, when the Gaika tribe, 20,000 strong, 
overran the whole south-eastern portion of the 
Colony, but were defeated, and their lands up to 
the Kei River proclaimed British territory, but 
Lord Glenelg, then Secretary of State, refused to 
ratify the annexation. In 1846 the second Kaffir 
war broke out, but was speedily suppressed, and 
the colonial border was extended to the Kei 
River, as proposed by Sir Benjamin D’Urban. 
On Christmas Day, 1850, began the third Kaffir 
war, which lasted nearly three years, and in its 
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earlier stages was aggravated by a simultaneous 
rebellion of the Kat River Hottentots. 

In 1836 began what is called the trekking of a part 
of the Dutch or Boer population. This remarkable 
movement, which resulted in the colonisation of 
Natal, the Free State, and the Transvaal, may be 
ascribed to several causes, of which the chief were : 
(1.) General dislike of the policy of Great Britain 
in relation to slavery and the Native question. 
(2.) Particular resentment against the policy of 
Lord Glenelg in reversing the pone of Sir Benjamin 
D’Urban in relation to the Brat Kaffir war. 
(3.) Resentment against the mode in which compen- 
sation had been made to them for the loss of their 
slaves under the Imperial Act abolishing slavery, 
namely, by orders for payment payable in London, 
which they could only dispose of on the spot 
at an enormous discount. 

The years 1849 and 1850 were years of continued 
excitement, owing to the pro of the 
Government at home to send convicts to the Ca 
In view of the agitation, carried almost to the point 
of active resistance, the project was abandoned. 
In 1856 the German Legion, which had been 
formed during the Crimean war, was brought to 
the Cape, and the men, numbering 2,300, dis 
in selected spots on the frontier for defensive 

urposes. The same 2 heed (1856) was remarkable 
foe the prevalence in Native Kaffraria of a cattle- 
killing delusion, preached by a young prophetess, 
which resulted in wide-spread starvation. The 
litical changes which have occurred in the last 
bo years are ey described under the title Con- 
stitution. One of the most important events in 
the recent economical and social history of the 
Cape has been the discovery of diamonds beyond 
the Orange River, which is described under the 
title of Diamonds. 


Climate. 


The climate of the Cape is very favourable to 
Europeans. The air is dry and bracing, the heat 
seldom oppressive, and the winter weather mild 
and delightful ; snow or ice are unknown except in 
the more elevated localities. The mean tempera- 
ture at Royal Observatory, near Cape Town, is— 
maximum 70°9, minimum 53°4, and average rainfall 
for the last 15 years 26°66 inches. Aliwal N. 
(4,330 ft. above sea) shows 740 and 44°1 max. 
and min. resp., rainfall average for 15 years 
23°31 inches. 

In the Eastern and Midland divisions the chief 
rainfall is during the summer months (November to 
April), in the Western districts during the winter 
months. 

The Cape offers many localities presenting the 
requisites of altitude and extreme dryness for the 
modern treatment of consumptive patients. 


Cape Government Railways. 

The railways of the Cape Colony were originally 
commenced by private enterprise at Cape Town, 
and when, in 1873, the lines were taken over by 
the Government, only 63 miles were open. New 
construction was then undertaken in the shape of 
three separate systems, starting from the principal 
seaports of the Colony, viz., Cape Town, Port 
Elizabeth and East London. 

In 1885, 1,599 miles had been opened for traffic, 
and for a period of some three years there was a 
suspension of further work, though the necessity 
of making progress towards the establishing of 
through communication within the Colony, and 
the securing of the trade of the inland States to the 
north of the Colony was;constantly kept in view. 
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Consequently, on the discovery of the Gold 
Fields in the Transvaal abnormal development in 
railway construction ensued, and the same is now, 
and has been, observable in respect to the rapid 
extension of the railways in Rhodesia. 

In December, 1904, the Cape Government 
railways consisted of 2,664 miles of line, divided 
into three systems, known as Western, Midland 
and Eastern. 

(1.) The Western System, starting from Cape 
Town, extends to Vryburg, a distance of 774 miles, 

The following branch lines form part of the 
Western System :—Wynberg and Simon’s Town 
(20 miles), serving the populous suburbs of Cape 
Town and watering places in its vicinity ; Malmes- 
bury, Eende Kuil line (110 miles), which leaves 
the Main Line at Kraaifontein Junction. From 
Kalabas Kraal on this line there is a 2 feet gauge 
line to Hopefield 214 Darling, a distance of about 
47 miles. These two branches serve a very 
important grain-producing centre. On the main 
line there are alternative routes between Durban 
Road and Mulder’s Vlei, one of which (the 
branch, 26 miles) serves the Stellenbosch district. 
At Eerste River on the Stellenbosch line there is 
a branch to Sir Lowry’s Pass and Caledon (66 
miles), which serves a rich agricultural district. 

Another branch leaves the Main Line at Paarl 
and runs through a fertile district to French 
Hoek (via Simondium) a distance of 17 miles. 

The new Cape Central Railway (about 147 miles), 
@ private line constructed under a Government 
subsidy, runs from Worcester to Swellendam and 
Riversdale, and serves several productive agri- 
cultural districts. 

Parliament authorised by Act 38 of 1902 the 
expenditure of an amount of 114,000/. asa subsidy 
at the rate of 2,000/. per mile for 57 miles to any 
company or person obtaining Legislative authority 
to construct a line of railway from Riversdale to 
Mossel Bay. The construction of this line is 
being carried on by the New Cape Central rare 
Company, Limited, and it is expected that it wi 
be opened for traffic at an early date. 

The Cape Flats and Suburban Railway eee 
constructed a short line of railway from Maitland, 
where it joins the main line of the Cape Govern- 
ment railways, to Ottery Road on the Cape 
Flats, a distance of 7 miles. This line was 
opened for traffic on the lst February, 1904, 
and until the 3lst May, 1904, was worked by the 
Cape Government Railways on behalf of the 
syndicate; but since the latter date the line is 
being worked by the Government at its own risk 
for a period of 2 years. Parliament authorised 
hy Act 14 of 1904 the extension of the Cape Flats 
line to Diep River, a distance of about 34 miles 
from the present terminus at Ottery Road, but 
work has not yet been commenced on this 
extension. 

A short line, four miles in length, was built 
by the Milnerton Estates Company, Limited, from 
Craig’s Crossing, which is situated between 
Woodstock and Salt River stations, to the 
Milnerton estates. This branch is worked by the 
Government on behalf of the Milnerton Estates 
Company. 

The Cape Government railways end at Wynburg, 
where the lines of the Rhodesia Railways, imited 
commence. The length of line between ves 
and Bulawayo (Bulawayo exclusive), 588 miles, is 
worked by the Cape Government Railway Depart- 
ment for the owning company at actual cost, and 
from Bulawayo northwards the lines are worked 
by the Beira and Mashonaland Railways. 
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Railway extension in Rhodesia has been pro- 
gressing rapidly within the last few years ; from 
Bulawayo there is now through communication to 
Gwelo, Salisbury, Beira, and the Victoria Falls 
(282 miles from Bulawayo and 1,644 miles from 
Cape Town). 

arliament authorised by Act 38 of 1902 the 
construction of the following lines, further to open 
up the Western districts of the Colony :— 

A 2 feet gauge line from Hopefield towards 
Vredenburg for a distance of 14 miles at a cost 
of 25,0002. 

A 2 feet gauge line from Ceres Road station 
to Ceres (103 miles) at a cost of 44,1672. 

A 2 feet gauge line from Victoria West Road 
(Hutchinson) station to Carnarvon (774 miles) 
at a cost of 184,915, 

A 3 feet 6 inch gauge line from De Aar, via 
Britstown, to Prieska (111 miles) at a cost 
of 427,350/. 

Construction on the Hopefield-Vredenburg and 
Ceres Road-Ceres line has not yet been commenced. 

The Carnarvon line is being built as a 3 feet 
6 inch gauge line, in terms of Acts 29 of 1904 and 
44 of 1905. The line was opened for traffic as far 
as Pampoenpoort (48 miles) on the lst May, 1905, 
and construction work on the section betweat 
Pampoenpoort and Victoria West is proceeding. 

The De Aar-Prieska Line was formerly opened 
for traffic on the lst April, 1905, as far as 
Omdraais Vlei (73 miles), and on the 9th June, 
1905, the section from Omdraais Vlei to within a 
mile of Prieska was opened, under construction, 
for the conveyance of goods and passenger traffic. 

By Act No. 29 of 1904 Parliament authorised 
the construction of a line of railway from a point 
of junction with the Cape Government railways 
at or about Fourteen Streams to thé border of the 
Transvaal, a distance of about four miles. This 
line forms a connection with a new line which is 
being built from Klerksdorp to the Transvaal 
border, and will thus make the route from the 
Cape to Johannesburg shorter and more direct. 
The total length of the line from Fourteen 
Streams to Klerksdorp is about 144 miles. Con- 
struction work is progressing favourably, 36 miles 
of rails having been laid from the Fourteen 
Streams end and 26 miles from the Klerksdorp end. 

Per Act No. 44 of 1905, provision was made for 
the expropriation, reconstruction and equipment 
of the line of railway, 33 miles in length, 
commmonly known as the Sea Point Railway, 
which was authorised by Act No. 23 of 1889 to 
constructed by the Metropolitan and Suburban 
Railway Company, Limited. In terms of the Act 
of 1905 the Municipal Council of Green and Sea 
Point has entered into an eement with the 
Government guaranteeing and securing the re- 
payment to the Government, for a period of ten 
years from the date on which the railway is 
opened for traffic, of any loss in working, interest 
on capital, etc. 

The Government has taken possession of this 
line and the work of re-construction has been 
commenced. 

Act 44 of 1905 also authorises the construction 
of a line of railway from a point at or near 
Somerset West or Strand Halt to Somerset West 
Strand, a distance of about 24 miles, at a cost of 
14,2762., and the Muncipal Council of Somerset 
West Strand has entered into obligation in regard 
to the making good of any loss which may be 
incurred in working the line similar to those 
which have been entered into by the Green and 
Sea Point Municipality. 
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Work on this line has been commenced. 

Provision was also made in Act 44 of 1905 for 
84,150/. for the construction of a line of railway 
from Mafeking to Ottoshoop in the Transvaal, a 
distance of 22 miles, in order to cater for the 
trade of the Western Transvaal. In accordance 
with the terms of this Act negotiations are being 
conducted with the Government of the Transvaal 
with the view of entering into a convention pro- 
viding for the construction, equipment, working 
and maintenance of the portion of the line which 
shall lie within the Transvaal Colony. 

(2.) The Midland system starts from Port 
Elizabeth and joins the Western system at De 
Aar (339 miles). From Naauwpoort Junction 
(270 miles) the trunk line to the Orange River 
Colony and the Transvaal is continued. 

The lines through the Orange River Coldny 
(then Orange Free State) were built by the Cape 
Government Railways under convention with the 
Orange Free State, in terms of which the Cape 
constructed and worked the lines and the Orange 
Free State drew a moiety of the profits. On the 
1st January, 1897, the Orange Free State Govern- 
ment took over these lines from the Cape and 
established its own railway department for the 
working of the lines in that territory. 

In addition to the trunk line of the Midland 
system there isa line branching off at Zwart-kope, 
which touches Uitenhage and Graaff-Reinet and 
re-joins the main line at Rosmead Junction, after 
running a distance of 276 miles. This line passes 
through agricultural and fruit-growing country. 
From Klipplaat (123 miles from Port Elizabeth) 
on the Uitenhage-Graaff-Reinet line there is a | 
branch to Oudtshoorn of 154 miles, through some 
of the most productive districts in the Colony. 

Another branch line belonging to the Midland 
system is that from Alicedale to Graham’s Town 
(5 miles). This line is continued to Port Alfred 
(a seaside resort for the surrounding districts) by 
a railway owned by the Kowie Railway Company, 
Limited. This private branch is 43 miles in 
length, and was constructed under subsidy from 
the Government. 

A junction line, 83 miles long, with the Eastern 
system (No. 3) at present exists from Rosmead 
Junction (243 miles from Port Elizabeth) to 
Stormberg Junction (326 miles from Port Elizabeth 
and 221 from East London); this line forms part 
of the Midland system. From a point—Bamboo 
Junction—on this line there is a branch about 16 
miles in length, which serves the Cape Collieries 
and other companies’ coal mines with railway 
communication. By Act 38 of 1902 the Govern- 
ment authorised the expenditure of the sum of 
30,0007. for the purpose of extending this line 
from its present terminus to Romansfontein, a 
distance of eight miles, but, up to the present 
(August, 1905), construction work on this Branch 
has not been commenced. 

Another junction line further south, through 
agricultural and stock-producing districts having 
a large native population, was undertaken some 
years ago by a private corporation, under a 
contract with the Government, providing for the 
payment of a subsidy, but, after several vicissi- 
tudes, arrangements were made for the line to be 
built as a Government line. The line runs from 
Somerset East to Cookhouse (on the main line 
of the Midland system), and on, via Fort Beaufort, 
to KingWilliam’s Town (on the Eastern system), | 
thus forming another connection between the | 
Midland and Eastern systems, and considerably | 
shortening the journey by rail between Port | 
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Elizabeth and East London. The total length of 
this line is 152 miles and the last section was 
opened for traffic on the 17th October, 1904. 

In Act 29 of 1904 provision was made by Parlia- 
ment for the construction of a line from the 
seaport of Mossel Bay, lying between Cape Town 
and Port Elizabeth, to George (33 miles) at a coat 
not exceeding 363,2312. Fifteen miles of rails at 
the Mossel Bay end have already been laid in 
connection with a line Mossel Bay to Oudtshoorn, 
which was being built under subsidy but which 
has since been taken over by the Government, but 
it is proposed to construct this line onlv as far as 
George in the meantime, Oudtshoorn being already 
connected by rail from the Port Elizabeth end. 

In 1898 Parliament authorised the construction 
of a narrow-gauge line from a point at or near 
Port Elizabeth to Avontuur, a distance of 179 
miles. This line and the Hopefield line on the 
Western system are a new departure in (ape 
Government railway construction and working, 
as they are light railways of a 2 feet gauge instead 
of the standard gauge of 3 feet 6 inches. The 
experiment will be watched with much interest. 
The section of the line Humewood Rwad to 
Kabeljauws (55 miles) has been completed for the 
running of construction trains, conveying goods and 

engers, and goods traffic is being conveved 
tween Kabeljauws and Humansdorp (71 miles). 

Per Act 16 of 194 Parliament authorised the 
construction by the South-Western Railway 
Company, Limited, of a 2 feet gauge line from 
Knysna to a point near Yzernek in the district of 
Knysna, a distance of about 164 miles. In terms 
of this Act the Company is being granted a 
subsidy by the Government calculated at the rate 
of 800/. per mile. 

- Construction work has been commenced on this 
ine. 

(3) The Eastern system starting from East 
London was originally constructed to Aliwal North 
(280 miles) lying on the south bank of the Orange 
River, the boundary hetween the Cape Colony 
and the Orange River Colony. 

In 1891 a junction with the trunk lines through 
the Orange Free State towards the Transvaal was 
effected by a connecting line from a point 33 miles 
south of Aliwal North to Springfontein, in the 
Orange Free State (314 miles from East London). 

As before stated, through communication 
between the Eastern, Midland and Western 
districts exists, and a junction line further south 
has been constructed from Cookhouse to King 
William’s Town (152 miles), thus forming another 
connection between the Midland and Eastern 
systems. 

There is a branch line from Blaney to ree 
William’s Town (10 miles), an old-establish 
centre, and formerly a military station of some 
magnitude, and a branch line (66 miles) connects 
Sterkstroom with the Indwe Coal Mines, 

There is also a light line of standard gauge 
between Bowker’s Park and Tarkastad, a distance 
of 22 miles. 

Surveys have been made through the fertile and 
generally densely populated native districts of the 
Transkei and East Griqualand, with a view to future 
railway connection with the sister colony of NataL 

Parliament authorised by Act 38 of 1902 the con- 
struction of the following lines, which will further 
open up the eastern districts of the Colony :— 

A 3 feet 6 inch gauge line from a point at or 
near Amabele loop to Butterworth, towards 
Umtata, a distance of 78 miles, at a cost of 
619, 0451, 
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A 3 feet 6 inch gauge line from Indwe to 
Maclear, towards Koksted, for a distance of 107 
miles, at a cost of 596,9012. 

A 2 feet gauge line from ‘Aliwal North to 
Gairtney (47 miles), towards Barkly East, at a 
cost of 148,849/. 

Construction on the Amabele-Butterworth and 
Indwe-Maclear railways is proceeding favourably. 
The former was opened for traffic to Inciba (East 
Kei, 45 miles) on the 15th April, 1905, and the 
latter was opened as far as Elliott (50 miles) on 
the 18th May, 1905. 

The Aliwal North-Gairtney line is being built as 
a 3 feet 6 inch gauge line as far as the funds voted 
by Parliament will allow, in accordance with 
Act 29 of 1904, and on the 19th June, 1905, it was 
opened as far as Lady Grey (40 miles) for the 
conveyance of goods by construction trains. 

Parliament, per Act 48 of 1905, authorised the 
construction by a company styled ‘‘The St. 
Johns-Kokstad Railway Company, Limited,” of a 
line of railway of the standard gauge from a 
point adjacent to the Umzimvubu River at the 

rt of St. Johns to Kokstad. This line, which 
is 142 miles in length, is subsidized by the 
Government, the subsidy authorised being 
calculated at the rate of 1,500/. per mile. 

Parliament, per Act No. 49 of 1905, also 
authorised the construction by a company styled 
‘‘The St. Johns-Umtata Railway Company, 
Limited,” of a line of railway 76 miles in 
ee from a point upon the proposed St. Johns- 
Kokstad Railway (authorised by Act 48 of 1905) 
at Ieenuka to Umtata. The line authorised is of 
the standard gauge, and a subsidy will be paid by 
the Government in respect thereof, calculated at 
the rate of 1,500/. per mile. These two lines, 
when completed, will open up the native districts 
of Pondoland and the Transkei. 

On the 3lst December, 1904, the mileage of 
the Cape Government Railways open for traffic 
was 2,664, and the length authorised and under 
construction on that date was 606 miles. The 
gross receipts for the twelve months ended 
Deceinber 3lst, 1904, were 4,144,319/7. compared 
with 5,329,868/. for the year 1903; the working 
expenses were 3, 719, 822/. coinpared with 4,522, 590/. 
for the year 1903, resulting in a return of 1/. 11s. 8d. 
cent. on capital expended as compared with 

. 4s, 9d. per cent. for the previous vear. 

Through railway communication now exists 
between all the Government lines of the Cape 
Colony to Bulawayo, Wanki, Victoria Falls and 
Salisbury in Rhovlesia ; to Beira in Portuguese 
East Africa ; to Bloemfontein, Johannesburg, Pre- 
toria and Pietersburg on the Central South 
African Railways; and, via Germiston (Transvaal), 
to Durban and other important centres in Natal, 
and Delagoa Bay in the Portuguese territory. 

The existing colonial lines, in common with all 
South African lines (save the private line, 92 miles 
in length, owned and worked by the Copper Min- 
ing Company in Namaqualand, isolated from any 
Government line, which has a gauge of 2 feet 
6 inches, and the 2 feet gauge lines referred to 
herein), are constructed on a gauge of 3 feet 6 inches. 
The lines are well and substantially laid, and both 
the rate of speed and their general comfort and 
equipment are admittedly creditable. Especial 
attention is devoted to the peculiar requirements 
of jong journeys and the variations of climate 
experienced. Corridor saloons, carefully con- 
structed with a view to comfort and stability, are 
provided on the through trains. They are fitted 
with lavatory accommodation and electric light, 


while the provision of bedding at reasonable charges 
adds materially to the comfort of the ngers. 

At the present time (August, 1905) the following 
trains are run from Cape Town for the conveyance 
of peers to the Transvaal and Orange River 
Colony :— 


First class, train de luxe only, with dining 
car, on Fridays. First and second class only, 
with dining car, on Mondays and Wednesdays. 

First, second and third class, without dining 
car, daily. 

For the convenience of passengers arriving by 
the mail steamer from England who wish to 
proceed to their destination immediately on . 
arrival of the steamer at Cape Town, a train (the 
‘*Royal Mail”), with first class accommodation 
only, leaves the docks every Tucsday morning, 
or on arrival of the steamer, conveying passengers 
and mails for the Midland and Eastern systems 
of the Colony and for stations in the Orange 
River Colony and Transvaal. 

Oversea passengers intending to take advantage 
of this train require to notify their intention to io 
so to the Union-Castle Mail Steamship Company 
prior to the steamer leaving Madeira. Friends of 
passengers who meet them on arrival of the 
steamer at Cape Town, and who wish to ac- 
company them to their destination, may travel 
by the ‘‘ Roval Mail,” provided they give 24 hours’ 
notice to the station master at Cape Town of 
their intention to make use of the train. There 
is a dining car on this train, and passengers are 
supplied with meals on board at a fixed tariff and 
with refreshments at moderate charges. 

There is a daily train conveying passengers to 
all systems on the Cape Government Railways. 

There is also a train de lure (the property of 
the Rhodesia Railways) which conveys first and 
second class engers to Bulawayo, leaving Cape 
Town on Wednesdays, and returning to Cape 
Town on Tuesdays, thus enabling sengers for 
the outward mail-boat, leaving Table Bay on 
Wednesdays to spend a day in Cape Town prior to 
their departure. 

Since the lst of August, 1903, prior to which 
the catering on the Cape Government Railways 
was put up for tender, the supplying of refresh- 
ments to passengers at various stations along the 
line, and also the catering on the trains, have been 
performed by the department, and, judging from 
the many complimentary letters which have been 
received, and the absence of serious complaint, 
the departmental catering has been a success. © 
Owing, however, to the decision of Parliament 
that the department should not enter into com- 
petition with licensed victuallers, and to the 
closing of the refreshment bars at Cape Town, 
Port Elizabeth and East London, a loss has, up to 
the present, been incurred in the working of this 
department. 

On all through trains the services of efticient 
conductors are provided, the men being selected 
for approved qualities. Their duties are especially 
to attend to the requirements of passengers, and the 
system has been found to work most satisfactorily. 

The character of the country traversed near the 
coast is greatly diversified on each system, though 
when the higher altitudes are reached the general 
characteristics are usually similar. On the 
Western and Midland systems the scenery is 
ar the more imposing, while on the former 
ine the vast stretches of the dry Karroo region, 
apparent y barren and parched throughout a great 
portion of the year, “are not! without a certain 
charm of their own: 
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After rains the great latent fertility of the 
Karroo region is apparent, for, within a mar- 
vellously short space of time, the whole face of 
the country becomes carpeted with flowers of 
brilliant hue, which, with the bright crispness of 
the atmosphere, add greatly to the enjoyment of 
the traveller. 

The Eastern line through much of its length 
traverses an open grassy country, presenting many 
interesting features. 

The Government issues a tariff book, corrected 
uarterly by the rev ey. authorities, containing 
ull inforination upon matters likely to be of 

interest or service to the public, such as fares, 
rates, distances, etc. 


Harbours. 


Harbour works on an extensive scale have been 
constructed at Cape Town, Port Elizabeth, and 
East London, under the direction of local boards, 
composed of elective and nominee members. 

The expenditure upon construction of works at 
Table Bay to the 3lst December, 1904, has been 
3,931,191/., and the annual charges for interest 
and maintenance, including working, are respec- 
tively about 103,410/. and 417,602/. 

The shipping accommodation consists of an 
outer harbour, formed in part by the breakwater, 
and a south arm running parallel with it, enclos- 
ing an area of 64 acres, which, with the inner 
basin, makes a total area of 724 acres, with a 
depth ranging from 24 to 36 feet at low water. 

Many of the quays are equipped with the 
most modern appliances for handling cargo, such 
as electric cranes and capstans ; and commodious 
warehouses are erected in various parts of the 
Dock. The normal capacity of these works is 
8,000 tons per diem. 

Further shipping accommodation is being pro- 
vided by the construction of a quay wall over 
3,000 feet long; and the foreshore between the 
root of the South Arm and the Central Jetty is 
being reclaimed, upon which it is proposed to 
erect warehouses, etc. 

The Breakwater is completed to a length of 3,640 
feet, and is to be extended by 1,000 feet. 

The graving dock is 500 feet on the keel blocks, 
with a depth of 244 feet over the cill at entrance 
at H.W.O.S8.T. 

The patent slip is capable of taking up vessels 
of 1,000 tons. 

The administration of the harbour of Port 

‘Elizabeth is in the hands of a Board of seven 
Commissioners, two elected by residents paying 
101. a year wharfage, one nominated by the 
Chamber of Commerce, three by the Government, 
and the Mayor being a member ex-officio. 

The whole of the landing and shipping opera- 
tions are carried out by the Board departmentally. 

The works at Port Elizabeth consist of two 
jetties, 1,160 feet long, which cost 260,000/., and a 
third jetty, which is now being extended to 
1,460 feet in length. When completed, the cost 
of this last-mentioned jetty will be 185, 0000. 

In addition to the above, there is an explosives 
jetty, 1,380 feet from the shore, with an aérial 
ropeway communication. This ropeway is capable 
of landing 150 tons per day. 

There is also a slipway capable of accommodating 
vessels of 400 tons dead weight. 

The Board has an electrical plant, with an output 
of 236 kilowata, put down for lighting and power 


pues 
e Board’s hydraulic plant consists of three 
pumping engines of 200 horse-power, each working 
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25 wharf cranes, 6 capstans, 4 wool hoists, and 
a pump for street watering. The number of 
cranes is now being increased to 31. 

The total storage area of the Board’s warehouses 
is about 35,000 square yards. 

At East London, at the mouth of the Buffalo 
River, successful harbour works have been carried 
out, overcoming the obstruction of sand-bars, 
which previously to a great extent closed the 
mouth of the river. The entrance to the river is 
now protected and sheltered by a solid south 
breakwater and improved by means of two 
training walls. The depth of water about the 
entrance is maintained by three steam pump-hopper 
dredgers of the latest type. A least depth of 
water over the bar of about 19 feet at low water 
ordinary spring tides is available throughout the 
year. The width between training walls at 
entrance to river is 250 feet. Steamers of over 
8,000 tons gross register now enter the river and 
discharge cargo alongside wharves, The harbour 
is well ee -ge with steam and hydraulic cranes, 
with a lifting capacity from 24 up to 50 tons, and 
possesses a patent slip capable of accommodating 
vessels up to 1,000 tons dead weight. A new quay 
on the most up-to-date lines is being constructed 
on the west bank of the river, and will provide, 
when finished, the most convenient quay in 
Africa. The whole of the arrangements on this 
side are in accordance with the best European 
models, and cargoes will be landed and despatched 
with exceptional rapidity—goods being either 
loaded direct from the ship’s hold on to railway 
trucks or deposited into very spacious sheds. The 
discharging pares on this quay will 
operated by electricity, and will be of the most 
modern design. To the 3lst December, 1903, 
there had been spent on works and interest on 
loans, 1,859, 9020. 


Diamonds. 


The diamond fields of South Africa are situated 
in the territory known as Griqualand West, which 
became British territory by cession from the Griqua 
people in 1871, and remained a separate Colony 
until October, 1880, when it was annexed to the 
Cape Colony. 

The first diamond was found by accident in 
1867, and passed through many hands before its 
value was suspected. Even when it was admitted 
to be a diamond doubts were thrown on its origin. 
Nothing like an organised or systematic exami- 
nation of the country was made for a long time. 

A few diamonds, however, continued to 
found, and in the year 1870 an exploring party, 
chiefly composed of officers of the 20th R ent, 
then stationed at Natal, and another of Cape 
Colonists from King William’s Town, proceeded 
to dig and wash the alluvial drift along the 
banks of the Vaal River. They soon found dia- 
mondgs, and their success brought numerous other 
parties from all parts of the neighbouring Colonies 
and Republics. Operations were at this time con- 
fined to the river ean which for many miles 
were covered with mining camps. 

In 1871, however, the discovery was made that 
diamonds existed not only in the drift of the 
old river-bed near the present course of the Vaal, 
but in the loose red surface-sand covering the 
flat y country between that river and the 
Modder, a smaller stream which ultimately joins 
the Vaal. A vigorous, if not systematic, search 
soon resulted in the opening of the mines now 
being worked at and close to Kimberley. and the 
river banks were'soon almost deserted for the more 
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rofitable Dry Digging, where diamonds were 
found in unexampled profusion. 

The River Diggings extend along the Vaal 
River, principally on the right bank from above 
Hebron to its junction with the Hart at Delport’s 
Hope. The Dry Mines at present worked are 
at Kimberley, De Beers, Du Toit’s Pan, Bultfon- 
tein, Premier Mine (Wesselton), Kamfer’s Dam, 
Otto’s Kopje, the Leicester Mine, Smith’s Prospect 
Mine, Otto’s Prospect Mine. The alluvial dig- 
gings at present worked commence at Fourteen 
Streams, extending principally on the north bank 
of Vaal River to Delport’s Hope, in the Division 
of Barkly West, and opposite Hebron, and on the 
south bank, lie the Wedburg Kopje and the 
Robinson Dien s the Division o Kimberley ‘ 
also on the south , below the village of Barkly 
and in the Division of Barkly West, lie the 
Waldeck Plant Diggings, Niekerk Rush and Vaal 
River Estates. 

In October, 1899, an Act was promu 
(No. 11 of 1899) to consolidate and amend the 
laws relating to the prospecting and mining for 
precious stones in the Colony.

Other Minerals, &c. 


Cape coal from various mines situated in the 
Stormbergen is pedir d used upon the Cape 
Government railways, wit good results, both as 
regards the working of the lines and the develop- 
ment of an industry, the importance of which to 
the Colony cannot be overrated. 

In the neighbourhood of the Indwe, trending in 
a north-east direction, are considerable tracts of 
Crown land as yet untested, but reported by 
mining and geological experts to be in all pro- 
bability the seat of valuable deposits of coal. It 
has been suggested that these beds may be 
connected with those found on the north-west 
border of Natal. 

Mining operations on a large scale are carried on 
in the division of Namaqualand, where extensive 
copper deposits exist. Much activity has recently 
been displayed in this direction owing to the 
inereased’ demand for copper in manufactures. 

The output from the mines during 1903 was 
64,555 tons of ore, and in 1904, 84,199 tons. 

During the year 1897 a series of thorough com- 
parative tests was made by the Railway Depart- 
ment of all coals (Welsh, Cape Colonial, Orange 
Free State and Transvaal) used by the Cape 
Locomotive Department. Of the mines which 
supplied the different samples of coal thus tested, 
twelve are situated in Oape Colony. The trials 
were carried out on the tern System of Rail- 
ways between East London and Queenstown. 
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The results obtained showed that the value of a 
given quantity of the best Cape coal, for use in 
locomotive or stationary engines, was, roughly 
speaking, about two-thirds that of an equal 
quantity of imported ocean Merthyrooal. Among 
the best Colonial coals for making steam are those 
from the following mines: Contat’s, Penshaw, 
Indwe, Cape Collieries, and ‘‘ Wallsend.” The 
Indwe coal possesses the advantage, as regards its 
use in locomotives, of containing little or no 
sulphur. The Cyphergat and the Molteno coals 
are highly bituminous, and the latter has a 
deservedly aa reputation as house coal, but is 
not so suitable for locomotives as coal of a semi- 
anthracite nature, like ‘‘ Wallsend.” 

The Indwe mine, which is situated in the 
division of Wodehouse, is connected with the 
Government railways by a line joining the Eastern 
system at Sterkstroom. All the other mines in 
the Colony are served by the Eastern system. 
The total output from the Colonial mines during 
the year 1 is returned at 172,785 tons. The 
coal areas in the Colony are of considerable extent, 
and there is reason to hope that, with increased 
facilities in mining and pnepere the output will 
improve in quantity and quality.

Precious Minerals. 
Gold. 


The Millwood Gold Fields, in the Division of 
Knysna, are the only proclaimed gold fields in the 
Colony, and the total registered output to the 
3lst August, 1905, is 3,862 ozs. 1 dwt. 14 grs. 
In January, 1899, an Act (No. 31 of 1898) was 
promulgated to consolidate and amend the laws 
relating to the prospecting and mining for precious 
minerals in .the Cape Colony, subsequently 
amended by Act 45 of 1905. 

Geological Survey. 

A geological survey of the Colony was begun in 
1896. The area mapped extends from the west 
coast south of Zout River, Van Rhyn’s Dorp, to a 
line drawn between Storms River and Willowmore. 
A map of part of this area was published with the 
Report for 1897, and the rest will appear after the ~ 
survey of the south-western quarter of the Colony 
is completed. Considerable areas have been mapped 
outside the south-western districts, in the divisions 
of Hope Town, Prieska, Kentani, Barkly East, 
Herschel, Xalanga, Wodehouse, Elliot, Aliwal 
North, Queenstown, Glen Grey, Uitenhage, 
Humansdorp, Alexandria, and Matatiele, and 
maps of some of these divisions have been pub- 
lished in the Reports for 190], 1902, 1903 and 1904.

The chief industries are the production of 
wool, wine, wheat, barley, oats, to , lucerne 
and maize, and the breeding of horses, mules, 
cattle, goats, sheep and ostriches. The chief 
exports are diamonds, wool, copper ore, ostrich 
feathers, mohair, hides and skins. The chief 
imports are textiles, leather, sugar, coffee, wheat, 
flour, oils, tobacco, wine, whisky, timber, hard- 
ware and machinery. 

The quantity of wine produced in the Colony 
during 1904 amounted to 5,686,672 gallons, spirits 
to 1,534,0694 gallons, and vinegar to 113,8624 
gallons, practically all consumed locally. 

Ostrich breeding is carried on largely as hereto- 
fore, but farmers are now devoting more attention 
to the quality of the feathers in their breeding 
birds than in former years. 

In 1860 the export of ostrich feathers was 
2,287 lbs. ; ten years later it was 28,768 lbs., while 
in 1904 it amounted to 470,381 lbs., valued at 
1,058, 988/. 

The exports of mohair at corresponding dates 
were respectively :—-385 Ibs., 403,153 Ibs., and 
14,038,780 lba., valued at 613,358/. The export of 
wool had risen from 23,172,785 lbs. in 1860, to 
48,822,562 lbs. in 1871, and stood at 64,372, 270 lbs. 
in 1904, valued at 1,794, 3337. 

The export of wool and mohair for 1904 shows 
a marked decrease on that of 1902. This is due 
to the drought which for the last few years has 
prevailed in the greater portion of the Colony. 
The high price of slaughter stock has induced the 
farmers to turn their attention more to cross- 
breeding for the production of mutton, and this 
also has had some influence in the decreased 
export of wool. 

The Agricultural Department, which was estab- 
lished in 1887, has, by the consent of Parlia- 
ment, been placed under a separate Minister. 
Amongst the more important works which are 
being carried out are the reconstitution of 
phyloxerised vineyards by means of the French- 
American resistant stocks, and the encouragement 
of mule-breeding by the importation hy the 
Government of Spanish jackasses. Large areas of 
the Colony are peculiarly adapted for the breeding 
of mules as the nature of the veldt renders any 
other feeding unnecessary. The industry has

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been largely taken up in these areas and many 
farmers are importing jackasses for this purpose. 
In horse-b ing also there has been renewed 
activity, the practice of former years, viz., 
crossing the Colonial mares with English 
thoroughbred stallions, having been largely 
reverted to, and, on account of the large importa- 
tion of racing stock, there is no lack of suitable 
sires in the country. 

The Minister for Agriculture, through the 
Surveyor General, administers all matters con- 
nected with the Land Laws of the Colony, 
Mining Laws, Geological Exploration and Survey ; 
and, through the Director of Agriculture, all 
matters connected with the Game Laws, stock- 
breeding, diseases of animals, and plants, viti- 
culture, horticulture, and all other subjects allied 
to agriculture. A general Scab Act, during 
the session of 1894, came into force in November, 
1895, and repealed the then existin tester ie 
Acta. An amending Act was neased uring the 
session of 189%. 

The Minister for Agriculture also administers, 
through the Chief Clerk, the Crown Forests of 
Se Fisheries, and the Government Guano

Lands. 


Those desiring to acquire Crown Lands in the 
Cape Colony must now either compete at public 
auction at the sales of surveyed lands held under 
Act 15 of 1887 from time to time as occasion seems 
to demand in the various districts of the Colony, 
or they must apply for certain specified areas or 
farms which have been set aside for selection under 
Act 37 of 1882 or Act 40 of 1895. 

Both these Acts were designed to enable sons of 
the soil without means, such as the sons of farmers, 
to obtain land without necessitating the invest- 
ment of capital, and they require the applicant to 
select and name the piece of ground he requires ; 
and if his request be entertained, a licence for five 
years is issued at a rental calculated at 5 per cent. 
on the capitalised assessed value of the land. 
Upon the termination of the licence and fulfil- 
ment of the conditions respecting occupation and 
(in the case of Act 37 of 1882) cultivation, the 
licensee is entitled to a title deed under Act 37 
of 1882 on quit-rent tenure under Act 40 of 
1895, on payment of the purchase price in instal- 
ments extending over 5 years, the balance of 
unpeid instalments and the survey expenses being 
secured by a mortgage in favour of the Government. 

Act 37 of 1882 deals with small holdings, not 
larger than 250 morgen, and is suitable for districts 
in the vicinity of markets where la petite culture 
may be carried on profitably, but Act 40 of 1895 
is rather applicable to cattle or sheep runs of 
3,000 to 6,000 morgen in extent, and is most suit- 
able for pastoral districts. 

Under Act 15 of 1887, farms in extent varying 
from the cattle ranch to the market garden or town 
building lot are surveyed by the Government, and 
advertised for sale from time to time to the highest 
bidder at an upset price. The price is assessed at 
the current market value in the district, and is 
of course subject to enhancement by competition, 
but the terms of payment are very easy, one-fifth 

h the land is sold being payable 
within the first 12 months —viz., one-tenth within 
6 months and one-tenth within 12 months, and the 
remainder being secured by a first mortgage at 
4 percent. The balance of the purchase price may, 
if the purchaser desires it, be paid at once, or in 
portions of not less than £50 atatime. In case, 
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however, the purchase price is less than £25 the 
whole amount must be paid in cash at once, or in 
equal instalments extending over 3 years, and 
bearing interest at 4 per cent. per annum from the 
date of sale. 


Forests, 


The total area under forest in the Cape Colony 
is approximately 518,000 acres. The attention of 
the Goveninent has been given to the economical 
and systematic working of the Crown Forests. 
The Colony is divided into four Conservancies, 
each controlled by a Conservator of Forests, sta- 
tioned at Cape Town, King William’s Town, 
Knysnaand Umtata respectively, who are directly 
responsible to the Chief Conservator of Forests 
for the Colony. The present annual importation 
of timber into the Golony is about 5,900,000 
cubic feet, mostly pine, derived from Europe and 
America, the balance being hardwood from 
Australia. There isat present a large importation 
of hardwood sleepers. 

The Fishery and Game Laws are also adminis- 
tered by the department, and in connection with 
the former a properly-equipped steam trawler, 
the Pieter Faure, was imported in 1897 with a 
view to opening up the Fishing Industry of the 
Colony. The work has be:n_ extended to 
Saldanha Bay, Mossel Bay, the L’Agulhas Bank, 
and portions of the south-east coast, and has been 
of a most satisfactory nature, the trials made 
having proved that large quantities of fish are 
easily procurable by trawling. Private enterprise 
has now followed the prospecting work of the 
Government, and a trawler company is sending 
fish to Cape Town from the L’Agulhas Bank near 
Mossel Bay. Two trawlers from Grimsby are 
landing weekly about 20 tons of fish, includin 
numerous soles from the _ trawling mould 
discovered near Cape L’Agulhas ; several trawlers 
working from Durban, East London, and Port 
Elizabeth, are working the new trawling area 
found near Bird Islands. The trout accli- 
matisation work is still being carried on with a 
most gratifying measure of success, and some of 
the rivers have now been opened for public 
fishing. 


Currency and Banking. 


The legal tender currency is British sterling, and 
this is also the money of account. 

Since the beginning of 1892, the banks having 
their head offices outside the Colony are only 
allowed to issue notes supplied to them by the 
Government, which holds securities deposited by 
the institution for the total supply of such notes 
given to the banks. The notes are legal tender 
and guaranteed by the Government, the banks 
having to redeem the notes in gold on demand at 
their chief places of business. 

Banks having their head office in the Colony, 
and having been registered on the Ist January, 
1891, can continue to issue their own notes, which 
are neither guaranteed nor legal tender. 

There are 6 banks with 154 branches :—The 
Standard Bank of South Africa, Limited (97 
branches), the Bank of Africa, Limited (25 
branches), the African Banking Corporation, 
Limited (22 branches), the Stellenbosch District 
Bank, Limited, the National Bank of South Africa, 
Limited (10 branches), and the Netherlands Bank 
of South Africa. 

The total amount of notes in circulation on the 
30th of June, 1905, was 1,155,171. ; legal tender, 
1,148, 4602. ; other, 6,7114, 
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Education. 


Under the Education Act, No. 13 of 1865, and 
the Higher Education Act, No. 24 of 1874, the 
Department administers Parliamentary grants to 
collenes. and to the following classes of schools, 
viz. :—Undenominationa] public, district boarding, 
evening, private farm, poor, mission, aborigines, 
institutions, art schools, training schools for 
teachers, and industrial schools for poor whites, 
for the following purposes, viz.: part payment of 
salaries, purchase of buildi urniture, appar- 
atus, and books; training of teachers; support of 
indigent boarders. 

ools are managed and teachers appomed: 
subject to the control of the department, by local 
committees or managers nominated by the volun- 
tary promoters and supporters of the school, or 
by divisional or municipal councils acting as such 
managers. 

The Government grants are, generally speaking, 
given to supplement local contributions of at least 
equal amount. There is no school tax, the 
necessary grants being provided from the general 
revenue. The department further undertakes the 
pee inspection of schools, collects and pub- 
ishes educational statistics, and issues certificates 
of professional competency to teachers. 

he School Board Act, No. 35 of 1902, provides 
for the division of the country into school 
districts under the control of School Boards 


elected by the local ratepayers, charged with the 


supervision of all public and r schools and 
empowered to levy, through divisional or municipal 
councils, a rate for school p ses. The estab- 
lishment of School Boards will be completed 
during the year 1905-6. 

The Government expenditure on education in 
1904-1905 was 446,262/. 11s. 4d. On the 30th of 
June, 1905, there were in operation five colleges 
and 2,930 schools of various classes. 


The University. 


Under Act No. 16 of 1873 was established the 
University of the Cape of Good Hope, whose 
wer to confer the degrees of B.A., M.A., LL.B., 
L.D., M.B., and M.D. has been recognised by 
Letters Patent dated 8th August, 1877. Chan- 
cae H.R.H. the Prince of Wales, K.G., K.T., 


Under Act No. 6 of 1896, the University is 
empowered to confer the following additional 
degrees :—Lit.D., B.Sc., M.Se., D.Sc., Bachelor 
of Music, Master of Music, Doctor of Music. 

The University is aided by a Government grant, 
and its revenue is supplemented by endowment, 
ete. The Council consists of 33 members. 

In 1904 the number of students who matriculated 
was 564, 95 ed the intermediate examination, 
and 69 took direct degrees. 

In connection with the University, school 
examinations are held annually, 22,681 candidates 
have ed the elementary, and 9,225 the higher 
examination during the years 1875-1904. 


Sea and Land Communications. 


The packets of the Union-Castle Mail Steamshi 
Company, under contract with the Colonia 
Government, leave England weekly on Saturdays, 
and the Cape (Table Bay) on Wednesdays, the 
passage to be effected in 16 days 15 hours, and in 
17 days 9 hours when the steamer is required to 
touch at St. Helena and Ascension. The distance 
by sea from England to the Cape varies from 
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5,866 to 6,146 miles, according to the course 
followed. The mail packets call at Madeira on the 
outward and homeward voyages. The St. Helena- 
Ascension service is performed by the intermediate 
steamers of the company, under agreement with 
the Imperial Post Office. 

A mail train leaves Cape Town three times 
weekly at 8.15 p.m. for Mafeking,and one at 9 p.m. 
daily, for the Orange River Colony, Transvaal, 
and Natal, and is extended twice a week to 
Rhodesia. 

In addition to this, a weekly fast mail train 
leaves Cape Town for Rhodesia on Wednesdays at 
11.20 a.m., arriving at Bulawayo on Saturdays 
at 8.20 a.m. and Victoria Falls 3.15 p.m. 
Sundays. 

On Mondays, Tuesdays, Wednesdays, and 
Fridays, at 10.40 a.m., a limited mail train leaves 
Cape Town for the Orange River Colony and the 
Transvaal, reaching Johannesburg in 46 hours 40 
minutes. 

In the opposite direction, a limited mail train 
is run from the foregoing, reaching Cape Town 
at 2.5 p.m. on Wednesdays to connect with the 
outgoing steamer. 

The mail steamers leave Table Bay weekly for 
Natal, calling at Port Elizabeth and East London, 
to land and embark passengers, while a weekly 
service to Port Elizabeth, East London, and 
Durban, and a fortnightly service to Mossel Bay, 
is also maintained by the intermediate steamers of 
the Union-Castle Company. The passage to Port 
Elizabeth takes two days, to East London three, 
and to Natal four to five. 

A frequent but somewhat irregular service from 
Cape Town to the Australasian Colonies is main- 
tained by the steamers of the Shaw, Savill, and 
Albion Company, the New Zealand Shipping 
Company, the Aberdeen Line, Lund's Blue 
Anchor Line, the White Star Line, and the 
German-Australian Steamship Company. 

Communication is effected between Cape Town 
and the chief inland towns daily; with Natal 
daily, vid the Transvaal; with the Orange River 
Colony daily ; with Rhodesia (Mashonaland, &c.) 
twice a week ; and with the Transvaal dailv by rail 
through the Orange River Colony. The latter is 
the direct route to the Transvaal, and the journey 
from Cape Town is performed in little more than 
two days, 

Transit between England and Johannesburg and 
Pretoria by this route is, therefore, about 19 days. 

Overland communication is effected by rail 
between Cape Town and Delagoa Bay daily, 
through the Orange River Colony and the 
Transvaal. The journey is performed in four days. 

The number of Colonial post offices is 1,013, and 
of money order offices, 347. The expenditure on 
the postal service amounted to 536,9U1/. in 1904, 
the revenue was 480,676/., and the commission on 
money orders, 28,0120. 

Post Ottce savings banks were established in 
1884. On 3lst December, 1904, there was a sum 
of 2,886,860/. deposited to the credit of 98,856 
depositors. The interest allowed is 3 per cent. 
on deposits and 34 per cent. on certificates. 
Number of branches, 347. 

The telegraph system is well developed, there 
being now 30,725 miles of telegraph wire, and 
4,106 miles of telephone wire open, erected by 
the Government at a cost of 811,853/., the gross 
earnings in 1904 being 213,673/. and the expendi- 
ture ¥82,582/. Number of telegraph offices, 547. 

The Colony is in telegraphic communication 
with Europe, ed Loanda aid Bathurst, and ed 


St. Helena, Ascension, and St. Vincent, by the 
Western route, and wd Natal, by the Zanzibar 
and Aden cable, and with Australia, vid Durban, 
Mauritius and Cocos. 

The weights and measures in use are British ; 
besides which there are the morgen=2} acrea, 
the Cape foot=1°03 feet, and the Cape ton 
= 2,000 lbs. 


Population and Chief Torwnes. 


At the census of 1904 the total population of 
the Colony was found to be 2,409,804, comprising 
1,218,940 males, and 1,190,864 females. The 
poveros according to race was: Europeans, 
579,741; Malays, 15,682; Hottentots, 91,260; 
Fingoes, 310,720; Kaflirs, 1,114,067; and other 
coloured persons, 208, 334. 

Cape Town, which had in 1891 a population of 
51,251, had at the census a population of 77,668, 
and with its suburbs, connected by rail and tram- 
way, 169,641, as compared with 78,866 in 1891. 
The Cape division, ahieli includes Cape Town, 
had, in 1865, a population of 50,064; in 1875, 
57,319; in 1891, 97,283; and, in 1904, 213,167, of 
which 120,475 were European or white. 

The population of the other principal towns was : 
Kimberley, 34,331; Port Elizabeth, 32,959; 
Beaconsfield, 9,378 ; Grahamstown, 13,887 ; Paarl, 
11,293; King William’s Town, 9,506; East London, 
25,220; Graaff Reinet, 10,083 ; Worcester, 7,885 ; 
Uitenhage, 12,193; Cradock, 7,762; Oudtshoorn, 
8,849; Queenstown, 9,616; Stellenbosch, 4,969 ; 
and Somerset East, 5,216. 

The following is a brief abstract of the 1904 
census returns :— 

The number of persons of European descent has 
heen estimated as follows:—Dutch and French 
origin, 230,000; English, Scotch, Irish, ete., 
130,000 ; other Europeans, 16,000. 

The European, or white, then, represents one- 
quarter, and the coloured races three-quarters of the 
total population of the whole Colony, whereof one- 
fifth is urban. The proportion of females is now 
97°70 to every 100 males of the total population, 
and the average number of persons to the square 
mile was 8°70. The number of inhabited dwellings 
was 455,999, of which 434 were not intended for 
dwelling-houses, though used as such. 


Birth places. —2,27.4,130 persons had Africa for a 
birthplace, 118,377 Europe, 10,387 Asia, 3,011 
America, 3,654 Australasia, 118 were born at sea, 
and the birthplaces of 127 were unknown or 
unspecified. 98°38 per cent. of the population are 
British subjects by birth. 


Religions.— Protestants numbered 1,305, 453 ; 
Catholics, 38,118 ; Jews, 19,537 ; Mohammedans, 
22,623; other sects, 4,297 ; no religion, 1,016,255 ; 
unspecified, 3,286; and 235 persons objected to 
state their religion. Protestants may be divided 
as follows:—Dutch Reformed Church, 399,487 ; 
Gereformeerde Kerk, 6,209; English Church, 
281,433; Presbyterians, 88,660; Congregationaliste, 
112,202; Methodists, 200,264 ; Lutherans, 80,902 ; 
Baptists, 14,105; other Protestants, 32,191.

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being blind, 1,016 deaf and dumb, 829 idiotic, 2,190 
lunatic, 579 epileptic, 1,198 p orbetdany 1,230 leprous, 
5,233 maimed, lamed and deformed.

The population of Pondoland at the Census of 
1904 was 1,113 Europeans, 3 Malays, 130 Hot- 
tentots, 13,067 Fingoes, 187,442 Kaffirs and 
Bechuanas, and 1,002 mixed and others 

In the Colony proper the European birth rate 
in 1904 was ee to be 31°81 per 1,000, the 
Coloured rate at 30°77. The death rate amongst 
Europeans was 12°61 per 1,000, and the Coloured 
rate 25°42, during the same year. 


Constitution, 


The Government of the Cape from 1806 to 1835 
was administered by a Governor, aided by a few 
Executive Officers; but in that year an Executive 
Council and a Legislative Council, appointed by 
the Crown, comprising certain office holders and 
some unofficial members, were created. 

By Letters Patent, dated 23rd May, 1850, the 
Governor and Council were empowered to enact 
Ordinances for the establishment of a Representa- 
tive Government; three years later, that form of 
Government was brought into force. By an Act 
of the Colonial Legislature passed in the session of 
1872, the introduction of the system of Responsible 
Government, that is the conduct of the Executive 
Government by the advice of Ministers ope 
to the Local Parliament, was pronounced advisable, 
and the Royal Assent to the measure was given 
by an Order in Council dated the 9th August, 
1872. The first Ministry under Responsible 
Government was formed in November, 1872. 

There is a Legislative Council of 26 elected 
Members, presided over, ez officto, by the Chief 
Justice, and a House of Assembly of 107 elected 
Members, representing the country districts and 
towns of the Colony, including the Transkeian 
territories. The Colonial Ministers are the 
Prime Minister, the Colonial Secretary, the 
Treasurer, the Attorney-General, the Com- 
missioner of Public Works, and the Secretary 
for Agriculture, all of whom are Members of 
the Legislature and also have seats in the 
Executive Council, of which the Governor is 
President. The session lasts usually from Marcel. 
to June. 

Act No. 18 of 1874 provided for the division of 
the Colony into seven electoral provinces, each 
electing three members for the Legislative Council 
for seven years. Under the Griqualand West 
Annexation Act, 39 of 1877, a member is added to 
the Council for that Province, and one has been 
since added for Bechuanaland (Act No. 41 of 1895). 
Under the Additional Parliamentary Represen- 
tation Act of 1904 an additional member is 
added to the Council for the Western, South- 
Eastern and Eastern’ Electoral Provinces 
respectively, who are thus now entitled to 
return 4 members each, and 12 new mem- 
bers were added to the House of Assembly. 
The qualification for Members is possession of 
immovable property of 2,000/., or movable 
p oper worth 4,0007. With the exception of 
paid office-holders (other than the Ministers), and 
others specified in the Order in Council, any per- 
son may be elected a Member of Assembly. For 
the purtore of the House of Assembly elections 
the Colony) is; divided_into (46 electoral divisions. 
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Members of both Houses are elected by the same 
voters, who are qualified (see Ballot and Franchise 
Act of 1892) by ara of property worth 75/. 
or receipt of salary or wages of not less than 50/. 
per annum ; but no one can be newly registered as 
a voter unless he can sign his name and write his 
address and occupation. The number of registered 
electors in 1903 was 135,168. The Registration 
Act, No. 41 of 1887, makes a better provision for 
the machinery of registration and for the exclusion 
of unqualified persons, especially those whose only 
qualification is a share in tribal occupancy, and 
urther provision in the direction of improved 
machinery is made in the Parliamentary Repre- 
sentation Act, No. 19 of 1898, the Registration 
of Parliamentary Voters Amendment Act No. 48 
of 1899, and in the Parliamentary Indemnity Act, 
No. 5 of 1902. 
Elections are now conducted under the Ballot 
Act, as amended by Act No. 48 of 1899. 
Members of either House are paid one guinea 
per day, with 15s. per day extra for not more than 


0 days if residing over 15 miles from Capetown. 
Speeches may be made either in English or in 
Dutch (Law No. 1 of 1882). 


By an Act, No. 5 of 1875, the Ecclesiastical 
Endowments provided by the Civil List Ordinance 
of 1852 were abolished prospectively, the life 
interests of incumbents being respected. 

The Supreme Court, as consolidated by Act 
35 of 1896, consists of. one Chief Justice and eight 
Puisne Judges; three of whom are assigned to 
the Court of the Eastern Districts, and three to the 
High Court of Griqualand. Within the juris- 
diction of the Court of the Eastern Districts fall 
the territories known as Transkei, Griqualand, 
Pondoland and Tembuland. 

The Judges of the ‘‘Supreme Court” hold sessions 
in Cape Town, and Circuit Courts in the Western 
Districts ; the Judges of ‘‘ The Eastern Dis- 
tricts Court,” hold sessions in Grahamstown, 
and Circuit Courts in the princi towns of 
the Eastern Districts, and nskei, and the 
Judges of the High Court hold sessions at 
Kimberley. 

The Roman-Dutch Law prevails in the Colony, 
as modified by Colonial Legislation. <A ‘‘ Native 
Territories Penal Code” came into operation 
for the Transkei, Griqualand East, Tembuland, 
and Port St. John’s on lst January, 1887. 

By Act No. 3 of 1890, the Supreme Court has 
heen constituted a Court of Appeal under the 
Africa Order in Council of 1889, and a similar 
arrangement exists for Rhodesia. 


Local Government. 


Divisional Councils were first established in the 
vear 1855; they then exercised authority over 
branch roads only, and performed certain functions 
in connection with district schools, pounds and 
Crown lands. They have now been relieved of all 
duties in regard to schools and lands, but with 
these exceptions their powers and functions have 
heen o™ ually increased and amplified. The 
councils are elected triennially, and consist of 
eight elective members, exclusive of the Civil 
Commissioner, who is usually also Resident Magis- 
trate, as chairman, excepting in the Cape Division, 
which returns ten members. The electors are 
the registered parliamentary voters, and the 
qualifications Yaa members are registration as 
voters and registered ownership of immovable 
propert in the division valued at not less than 

l. e maintenance of all roads now rests 
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with the councils, and they also have important 
duties to discharge in regard to disputed land 
boundaries and ns; can nominate Field 
Cornets; may borrow money on the security of 
rates for the prosecution of local public works; may 
promote the establishment of a Divisional Police 
Force on payment to Government of one-third of 
the cost of such force; and return three members 
annually to the District Licensing Court. The 
revenue of these councils is derived from toll 
fees, pound sales, and road rates. They were 77 in 
number in 1905, and their receipts during the year 
1903 for thoee then existing amounted to 210, 3554. 
Payments for the same period amounted to 
236,524. The accounts are subject to audit by 
two auditors elected triennially by the registered 
voters of the division, and also to a final audit 
by the Controller and Auditor-General of the 
Colony. 

Municipalities were first established by an 
Ordinance in 1836. In 1882 an Act was passed 
consolidating and amending all laws then existing 
in regard to these boards. Every municipality is 
governed by a council, composed of a mayor or 
chairman, and councillors, numbering not less than 
6 nor more than 24, a certain number of whom are 
elected annually by the ratepayers. Certain muni- 
cipalities are under special Acts, but all Town 
Councils or municipalities under the General 
Municipal Act, 1882, have power to levy annually a 
landlord’s or owner’s rate, assessed upon the value 
of rateable property, and a tenant’s rate assessed 
upon the annual value of such property; no rate 
to exceed 2d. in the £ on the value, or 8d. in 
the £ on the annual value. 

All mayors or chairmen are members of District 
Licensing Courts. There were 118 municipalities in 
the Colony, the receipts from all sources during 
the year 1903 for the municipalities then in 
existence amounted to 2,097,2401., which in- 
cludes 949,689/. loans raised. Payments during 
the same period amounted to 2,028,055/. The 
Controller and Auditor-General has no general 
control over municipal accounts. 

Village management boards, of which there are 
78in the Colony, exist chiefly in hamlets which are 
not entrusted with full municipal privileges. The 
Act of 1881, under which these boards were esta- 
blished, may be proclaimed to be in force upon 

tition of the inhabitants. There are3 or 5 mem- 
bets elected annually by the voters registered for 
Parliamentary purposes, resident within the 
area defined by proclamation. These boards 
have no power to levy rates; this is done for them 
by the divisional council at their request, to an 
amount not exceeding 3d. in the £ within the 
limits of the village boards’ jurisdiction. The 
powers and duties of these boards are of the same 
nature as, although in most respects more restricted 
than, those of municipalities. Their revenues 
amounted in 1902-3 to 9,0912., including 
balances. 


Defence. 


There is an extensive Admiralty establishment 
and several forts at Simon's Bay, and to defend this 
Naval station an Imperial garrison is stationed at 
Cape Town and Wynberg. The defence of the 
Colony from native attacks, however, devolves since 
1871 upon Colonial forces. These now consist of 
the Cape Mounted Riflemen (709 strong) and the 
Cape Mounted Police (1,609 strong), liable in an 
emergency, which are permanently embodied and 
paid.)\-There are;also )60| Volunteer Corps, and 
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Cadet Corps, of all arms, numbering 9,113 men 
(with 18 guns), maintained by a capitation grant. 
Table Bay has been strongly fortified at the joint 
expense of the War Office and the Colonial 
Government. 


Dependent Territories. 


BASUTOLAND, which formed a portion of the Cape 
Colony from August, 1871, down to 1884, is now 
an independent territory, administered by a 
Resident Commissioner under the instructions 
of His Majesty’s High Commissioner in South 
Africa. Accounts of utoland, as well as of the 
Bechuanaland Protectorate, which is in nearly the 
same political position, will be found under the 
heading of South Africa. 


THE NORTHERN BORDER.—Early in 1878, while 
the war with the Amaxosa was being carried 
on, a number of Koranas, Griquas, Kaffirs, and 
others living along the Orange River, took up arms 

inst the Colony, their object being simply 
plunder. It was difficult to move a military force 
to such a remote quarter, and it was more than a 
year before the insurrection could be suppressed. 
A magistrate, with a body of police, was then 
stationed at Upington, on the northern bank of the 
Orange. Since this date there have been no further 
disturbances. The northern border establishment 
was broken up, and the Special Commissioner 
recalled, on th June, 1888. The territo 
now forms the ‘‘Gordonia” district of Britis 
Bechuanaland, now annexed to Cape Colony 
(see below). 


FINGOLAND, IDUTYWA RESERVE, and NOMAN’S 
LAND, as explained in Par. 1 of this Article, were 
annexed to the Cape in October, 1879. 


In 1877 the GcALEKas, a tribe residing beyond 
the Kei, under Kreli, one of the leaders of the 
great Kaffir war of 1850-53, defied the authority 
of the British Government and invaded what 
is now British territory. They were, however, 
defeated by the Colonial forces under the im- 
mediate leadership of Col. C. D. Griffith, C.M.G., 
then Commandant of the Frontier Armed and 
Mounted Police. Their territory was overrun, 
and Kreli deposed, and his counfry taken as 
British in October, 1877. 


In 1875-76 the TemMBus, of TREMBULAND proper, 
gave themselves over to the Government, and in 
1878 the Bomvanas did the same. 

While giving effect to the desire of these tribes 
to come under the Cape Government, it was also 
arranged to include in the same scheme of 
incorporation Gealekaland and a_ settlement 
of native British subjects called the Emigrant 
Tembus. 

They are governed by officials paid by the Cape 
Government, and under its supervision. 

The above-named territories, viz., Tembuland, 
Emigrant Tembuland, Bomvanaland, and Gealeka- 
land, were formally proclaimed British territory 
in November, 1881, and in 1885 they were annexed 
to the Cape Colony. 


In 1885, the Chief KRELI requested to be placed 
on the same footing as the others, and was located 
in Bomvanaland, on a tract of land purchased from 
the Chief of the Bomvanas. Palir, chief of the 
Ametshezi, who had previously been living in 
plate independence in Lower Tembuland, 

ormally tendered his submission to Colonial rule 
in 1886, and he and his le were registered in 
the same manner as the Tenibus,

The Ponpomrs! tribe, under the chiefs Um 
ditshwa and Umhlonhlo, and some of the most 
powerful clans, allied with the Tembu tribe, took 
up arms against the Colony at the outbreak of the 
Basuto Rebellion. The Tembus proper aided the 
Colony. The insurrection was suppressed, and a 
re-settlement of the lands previously occupied by 
the insurgents effected, by which greater seourity 
in the future is promised. 

The Cape Colony customs dues are levied at St. 
John’s River mouth, under a Proclamation dated 
2nd August, 1881. The port was annexed to the 
Colony in 1884. 


Under a Proclamation of Sir Bartle Frere, 
dated the 4th September, 1878, UmQIKELA, for 
breach of treaty arrangements, ceased to be recog- 
nised as paramount chief of the Pondos, and the 
sovereignty of the port and estuary of St. John’s 
River was vested in Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment. A Resident was appointed to represent the 
Government with Umaikela, who remained Chief 
of East Pondoland. Umgikeladied in October, 1887, 
and in February, 1888, his son Sigcau was elected 
to succeed him. A Resident Commissioner in 
Pondoland was appointed on 6th July, 1888. 

In March, 1894, in consequence of the failure of 
Sigcau and Nqwiliso to put a stop to the cruelties 
and misrule prevailing in Pondoland, they were 
required to submit to Colonial rule, and magis- 
trates were placed in the country. By Act of the 
Cape Parliament, No. 5 of 1894, the whole country 
was annexed to the Colony. 


WEST PONDOLAND was, until the date of annexa- 
tion, under the Chief Nqwiliso. A small stri 
of his territory at the mouth of the St. John’s 
River was acquired by the Cape Goverriment for 
1, 0002 


The district of Mount Ayliff, or the Xesibe 
country, after having long been administered as 
a dependency of Griqualand East, was formally 
annexed to the Colony in October, 1886, and the 
Rode Valley in October, 1887. 

The whole of these territories are now subject to 
Colonial rule, and had a revenue of 171,153/. in 
1908-4. All of this is included in the ordinary 
Colonial revenue. 

They are now re-grouped under one Chief 
Magistrate, Col. W. E. Stanford, C.M.G., C.B., 
who also holds office as Secretary to the Native 
Affairs Department, being stationed at Cape Town, 
and is assisted locally by Assistant Chief Magis- 
trates at Umtata and Kokstad respectively. 

Griqualand East has nine subordinate magis- 


trates. Its population at the Census of 1904 was 
—Europeans, 5,901; Bantu, 212,069; mixed, 
4,062. 


Tembuland, comprising Tembuland proper, Bom- 
vanaland, Emigrant Tembuland, and East and West 
Pondoland, has fourteen subordinate magistrates. 
It has a population of-—Europeans, 8,056 ; Bantu, 
221,313; mixed, 1,327. 

Transkei, comprising Fingoland, the Iduty wa Re- 
serve, Gcalekaland, has six subordinate magistrates. 
It has a population of—Europeans, 1,707 ; Bantu, 
175,682; mixed, 197. 

BRITISH BECHUANALAND.—On the 30th of 
September, 1885, the territories south of the Molopo 
river and of the Ramathlabama spruit were declared 
to be British territory under the name of British 
Bechuanaland, and a commission was issued to the 
Governor of the Cape to be its Governor, with 
power to legislate by proclamation. The territory 
was annexed to the Cape Colony on the 16th of 
November, 1895.

CEYLON. 


Situation and Area. 


Ceylon, the anciént Taprobane (Tamraparnt, 
the Island of ‘‘dusky leaves”), is an island in 
the Indian Ocean, off the southern extremity of 
Hinddstan, lying between 5° 55’ and 9° 51’ N. lat. 
and 79° 41’ and 81° 54’ E. long.; its extreme 
length from north to south, #.¢., from Point 
Palmyra to Dondra Head, is 266 miles; its 
greatest width 1404 miles, from Colombo on the 
weet coast to Sangemankande on the east. Its 
area is 25,481°22 square miles, (16,307,840 acres) 
or about equal to Holland and Belgium. 

The Maldive Archipelago, 400 miles west of 
Ceylon, made up of 17 groupe of isleta, which is 
sparsely inhabited by a mixed race of probably 

an original stock, speaking a dialect akin to 
Elu, or old Sinhalese, is tributary to Ceylon, 
to which the Sultan sends an embassy annually. 
The inhabitants of the Archipelago have for at 
least six centuries professed the Mohammedan 
religion. The islands are covered with coco-nut 
ae and yield millet, fruit, and coco-nut pro- 
uce. Communication is mainly by native craft 
with India and Ceylon. The population is roughly 
estimated at about 30,000, the people being well 
pee and energetic traders and seamen. 
ali, the largest island, is 7 miles in circumference. 

The Laccadive Islands are under the adminis- 
tration of the Government of India. 


Climate. 


The climate for a tropical country is compara- 
tively healthy; the heat in the plains, which is 
nearly the same throughout the year, being much 
less oppressive than in Hindfstdan. Along the 
coast the annual mean temperature is about 80° 
Fahr. ; at Kandy, 1,665 feet above sea level, it is 
76° (average of ten years); at Colombo the annual 
variation is from 76° to 86°; at Galle 70° to 90°, 
and at Trincomalee 74 to 91°. In the mountain 
ranges there is of course a great variety of climate, 
the thermometer at the hill station, Nuwara Eliya, 
which is some 6,000 feet above the level of the 
xca, falling at night as low as 32°. The annual mean 
rainfall is about 87°83 inches, the rainy season 
extending from April to June and from September 
to November, but there is hardly a month without 
some rain, and the result is the luxuriant vegeta- 
tion for which the island is famous. 


History. 


The authentic history of the island begins at 
the fifth century B.c., when an Aryan invasion 
from the Valley of the Ganges established the 
Sinhalese dynasty. Buddhism was introduced 
in the third century B.c., and from that time this 
faith has been preserved in comparative purity, 
exempt from the Hindu persecutions which 
drove it from India. The island abounds in 
interesting relics of antiquity, and in rock 
inscriptions, which, with the written annals left 
by the Sinhalese kings, are of peculiar value in 
revising Indian chronology. — 

Cevlon was visited in early days by the Greeks, 
Romans, and Venetians; in 1505 the Portuguese 
formed settlements on the west and south of the 
island ; in the next century they were dispossessed 
by the Dutch. In 1795-6 the British took posses- 
sion of the Dutch settlements in the island, which 
were then annexed tothe Presidency of Madras, but 
five years later, in 1801, Cevlon was constituted a 
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separate Colony. In 1815 war was declared against 
the native Government of the interior; the last 
Kandyan King was taken prisoner, and the whole 
island fell under the rule of the British. 


Constitution. 


By Letters Patent under the Great Seal, April, 
1831, a Council of Government was appointed, 
and by a supplementary commission to the then 
Governor (March, 1833) the form of Government 
almost as now existing was established. 

The Government is administered by a Governor, 
aided by an Executive Council of five members, 
viz., the Lieutenant-Governor and Colonial Secre- 
tary, the Officer Commanding the Troope, the 
Attorney-General, the Auditor-General, and the 
Treasurer; and a Legislative ('ouncil of 17 mem- 
bers, including the members of the Executive 
Council, four other office-holders, and _ eight 
nominated unofficial members. 

For ses of general administration, the 
Island is divided into nine Provinces, presided 
over by Government Agents, who with their 
assistants and subordinate Headmen are the 
channel of communication hetween the (Govern- 
ment and the people. 


Defence. 


Imperial troops are stationed at Colombo and 
Kandy, and an annual contribution is paid to the 
Imperial Government for the cost of the European 
garrison, the strength being 2,982 men. The 
Colonial contribution for 1904 was rs. 2,244,975. 
It is fixed by ordinance at 94 per cent. of the 
general revenue (less land sales and railway 
charges), but is never to exceed three-fourths of 
the cost of the garrison. Colombo harbour has 
been strongly fortified at the joint expense of 
the Colunial and Imperial Governments. 

The volunteer force of the Colony at the end of 
December, 1904, consisted of 2,452 of all ranks. 


Population, Arca, and Statistics. 


According to decennial census, taken on the 
Ist March, 1901, the population is 3,576,990, an 
increase of 18°7 per cent. on the population 
enumerated in 1891. The details of the population 
are as follows (including the military, shipping, 
estates, and 4,913 Boer prisoners of war) :—-

Among these are about 9,000 Europeans, 23,14") 
Burghers and Eurasians, 225,000 Moormen, 11,000 
Malays, 2,334,000 Sinhalese, and 955,000 Tamils 
The Buddhists number more than half the popula- 
tion, there are about 750,000 Hinds, 250,000 
Mohainmedans, and 360,000 Christians (mostly 
Catholic). The population of the chief towns was 
as follows: Colombo, 158,093; Kandy, 26,522: 
Galle, 37,326; Jaffna, 33,860; Negombo, 19,940: 
Kalutara, 11,499; Moratuwa, 24,133; Matara, 
11,846; Trincomalee, 11,793; Batticaloa, 10,044: 
Kurunegala, 6,485; Badulla, 5,02". 
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The number of Indian coolies on the tea and 
coffee estates, &c., isabout 400,000. They are under 
no indentures, and are free to quit on giving a 
month’s notice. The total number of plantation 
labourers, including coolies born and settled in 
Ceylon, as well as of other races, is estimated at 


Rather more than one-fifth of the area of the 
Colony, after deducting backwaters, &., is under 
cultivation. About 4,000 square miles in the 
centre form the mountain zone with an altitude 
of from 1,500 to 8,000 feet above the sea level.

There are 1,692 plumbago mines and pits in the 
island, giving an aggregate yield of 379,415 
cwts. of mineral every year, the value of which 
may be roughly estimated at over rs. 3,670,000. 
There are 412 gem quarries. 

The pearl fisheries, for which Ceylon is famous, 
and which are in the bands of the Colonial Govern- 
ment, are carried on at intervals of years along 
the banks which fringe the west coast of the 
Island. 

The upset price of Crown land varies from fifteen 
ru an acre, and forest land suitable for coffee 
cultivation has fetched as much as 230 rupees. 

The revenue is principally derived from Customs 
Duties, Land Sales, Licences (under which head is 
entered the amount realised by the sale of Arrack 
Rents), Salt (which is a Government monopoly), 
Stamps, and Railway Receipts. The revenue 
from the sale of salt in 1904 was rs. 1,069,668. 
This is local salt worked by the Government, but 
the importation of foreign salt is allowed. 

The local revenues raised by the Municipalities 
of Colombo, Kandy, and Galle, by the Provincial 
Road Committees, and by the 1 Boards of 
Health and Improvement which have been estab- 
lished in the towns of Kalutara, Negombo, Minu- 
wangoda, ga err Nuwara Eliya, Matale, 
Nawalapitiya, Hatton Dickorya, Matara, Batti- 
caloa, Trincomalee, Kurunégala, Puttalam, Chilaw, 
Anuradpapura, Badulla, Ratnapura, and Kegalla, 
amounted in 1904 to rs. 2,175,249. 

The municipal debt on 31st December, 1{04, 
was 396,184 rupees. Of this amount 173,231 
le is the balance unpaid out of a loan of 
250,000 rupees for the construction of waterworks 
at Kandy, and 58,180 rupees balance of a loan 
obtained by the municipality of Galle in 1890 for 
the construction of waterworks. 

It has been found that tea is more generally 
adapted to different soils and altitudes than 
coffee, which, moreover, is subject to coffee- 
leaf disease. The value of coffee exported in 
1904 was rs. ,900, of cinchona rs. 11,385, 
and of tea rs. 56,854,560. The development of 
the tea industry is shown by the following 
statistics :—Export, 1884, 2,392,963 lbs. ; 1886, 
7,849, 888 lbs. ; 1888, 23,820, 471 Ibs. ; 1890, 45,799,518 
~3 1892, 72,282,525 Ibs. ; 1898, 82,269,353 lbs. ; 
1894, 85,376,322 Ibs. : 1895, 98,681,060 lbs. ; 1896, 
110,095,193 Ibs.; 1897, 114,466,318 Ibs. ; 1898, 
122,395,517% lbs. ; 1899, 129,661,9087% Ibs. 
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149,264,602 lbs. of tea were exported in 1900, 
144,275,608 lbs. in 1901; 150,829,707 lbs. in 1902; 
149, 227,236 in 1903; and 157,929,333 lbs. in 1904. 
The other exports are cocoanut oil, kernels, ooir, 
copra, and desiccated cocoanut, cacao, cinnamon, 
cardamoms, citronella, oil, plumbago, tobacco, 
and cinchona bark. 

The exports are mainly to the United Kingdom, 
some going however to India, the United States, 
the Continent of Europe, and Australia. The 
imports are mainly rice from India, and textiles 
and coal from the United Kingdom. 


Law and Justice. 


The basis of the law is the Roman-Dutch law, 
much modified by the introduction of English law 
and by Colonial ordinances. The criminal law 
has been codified on the model of the Indian Penal 
Code, and the codification of the law of Criminal 
and Civil procedure respectively have been 
completed. 

Justice is administered by the Supreme Court 
which has an original criminal jurisdiction and 
decides appeals from the inferior Courts both in 
civil and criminal cases; the Police Courts and 
Courts of uests, which dispose, respectively, 
of trivial criminal and civil suits ; and the District 
Courts, which have a criminal jurisdiction inter- 
mediate between that of the Supreme Court and 
the Police Courts, and a civil jurisdiction in all cases 
whatsoever. In addition to these there are the Gan- 
sabawas, or Village Councils, instituted under the 
Ordinance No. 26 of 1871, with powers to deal with 
petty offences and trifling claims. They have 
worked admirably, being thoroughly adapted to 
the genius of the people, and, besides settling a 
considerable amount of litigation, have rovided a 
valuable machinery for carrying out local improve- 
ments. They are empowered to make rules, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Governor and the 

ecutive Council, relating to their village 
economy, and it is noticeable that in many 
instances they have not only voluntarily provided 
school buildings and undertaken the cost of the 
current expenses and repairs, but have made 
elementary education compulsory. 


Education. 


Satisfactory progress is being made in education. 
The number of scholars in Government schools 
at the end of 1904 was 63,636, in schools aided 
by ape 142,269, and in unaided schools 
The total expenditure on account of the Educa- 
tional Department was rs. 1,055,317°37._ In 1868, 
the number of scholars was only 6,897, and the 
expenditure 161,660 rupees. The improvement ia 
due to the institution of a Department of Public 
Instruction, and the ecopeen of the system of 
payments for results. The Government schools 
are all unsectarian, and no fee is charged for 
vernacular education ; small fees are charged for 
English teaching. 

The higher education of the Colony has since 
lst January, 1885, been mainly left to local effort, 
as, owing to retrenchment, the Department has 
been compelled to devote its funds mainly to the 
extension and development of primary education. 
The only High School entirely supported by 
Government is now the Royal College, but there 
are numerous and excellent Grant-in-Aid High 
Schools. One Government scholarship of 200é. 
per annum for 4 years, to be spent at an English 
University, is awarded annually; 
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Technical education is provided at the Grant-in- 
Aid Industrial Schools and Orphanages, of which 
there are 37. A central Technical College was 
founded in Colombo in 1893. 

A Government Training College for Masters 
in English Schools and Government Anglo- 
Vernacular Schools were opened in 1903. 

There is a Medical College, with a full staff of 
professors. The lectures are recognised by the 
General Medical Council and by the examining 
bodies in Great Britain. There are two depart- 
ments in the College, the Senior and the Junior. 
The former consists of students whose course 
of study extends over five years. A licence to 
practise medicine, surgery and midwifery is 
granted to each member of the Senior 
“epartment who passes the prescribed examina- 
tions in the College. The members of the Junior 
department, after a training of two years, and after 
passing the prescribed examination, are qualified 
to serve as apothecaries and vaccinators. Female 
students were admitted from lst May, 1892. There 
were 131 students attending during the year 
1904, of whom 101 (94 males and 7 females) 
belonged to the Senior, and 30 (29 males and 1 
female) to the Junior department, and one casual 
student. 

The Government maintains 64 hospitals, exclu- 
sive of 22 infectious hospitals, 20 jail hospitals, 
and two asylums, one for lunatics of 476 beds, 
and the other for lepers of 332 beds. There are 
special institutions for diseases of women, and for 
the eye, ear and throat. There is a Bacterio- 
logical Institute. There are 359 dispensaries, 64 
of which are attached to hospitals, the remaining 
295 are institutions independent of hospitals. 
In addition there are 131 private estate dis- 
pensaries which receive free drugs from the 
Government. 

The Ceylon Civil Medical Department consists 
of one Principal Civil Medical Officer and Inspector- 
General of Hospitals who is also Principal of the 
Medical College, one Assistant Principal Civil 
Medical Officer and Inspector-General of Hospitals, 
one Registrar of College, one Director De Soyza 
Bacteriological Institute, one Public Analyst and 
Professor of Chemistry, 78 officers having British 
qualifications, 3 with Calcutta degrees, 3 with 
Madras degrees, 3 medical women with British 
qualifications, 45 with licences to practise granted 
by the Ceylon Medical College, 240 apothecaries, 
7 ins rs of vaccination, and 108 vaccinators, 
including 4 females. There are two institutions 
where nurses are traified, and the nursing staff 
consists of 9 European qualified nurses, 24 Euro- 
pean Roman Catholic sisters (untrained), 27 
matrons and 38 nurses trained locally. 

The cost of working the department amounted 
in 1904 to rs. 1,708,95274. The expenditure on 
account of estate medical aid was rs. 538,016°80. 
The receipts, which included cost of maintenance 
of paving patients, sale of medicines, voluntary 
collections at dispensaries and medical college fees, 
etc., amounted to rs. 239,874°38. The export duty 
levied for the partial upkeep of the Estates Branch 
of the Department yielded rs. 148,555°72. 


Currency and Banking. 


The weights and measures in common use are 
British. 

Accounts are kept in rupees, and the money in 
circulation is Indian and Ceylon rupee currency 
and sovereigns, gold having heen made a legal 
tender at the fixed rate of rs. 15 per sovereign in 
1901. Ceylon cents take the place of the Indian 
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annas and pice. The notes of the Chartered Mer- 
cantile Bank remained in circulation to some extent 
until 1888, when its charter expired, but since 
the failure of the Oriental Banking Corporation 
in 1884, the Government has instituted a note- 
issue of which the amount in circulation on the 
3lst August, 1904, was rs. 12,651,095. These notes 
are legal tender except at the Colombo Issue Office. 

The Ceylon Government calculates the rupee 


at 1s. 104d. for the purpose of the payment in the 
United Kingdom of salary or pension, in the 
case of officers appointed from the United Kingdom 


before the 19th Feb., 1897; and at ls. 6d. in the 
case of officere appointed after that date. 

Exchange compensation has for some years been 

ted to officers domiciled in the United King- 

om, t.¢., an allowance in rupees in respect of 

one-half, and one-half only, of an officer’s salary, 

sufficient to make up the difference between the 

market value of the rupee, which has been fixed 
at ls. 4d., and 1s. Gd. 

The following banks have establishments in the 
eens Mercantile Bank of India, Limited ; Char- 
tered Bank of India, Australia, and China ; Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation ; Bank 
of Madras; National Bank of India, Limited. 
None of these now issue notes in Ceylon. 

The Ceylon Savings Bank was established in 
1832, and Post Office savings banks were opened 
in 1885, and the two together had on 31st 
December, 1903, rs. 5,914,868 deposited. 


Public Works. 


The Colombo Hurbour. 


The Harbour Works, now nearing completion, 
consist of three breakwaters. The South- West, 
commenced in 1873, and completed in 1885, at a 
cost of 705,207/., is 4,212 feet long, and runs from 
the shore in a direction North by East. It is 
built of concrete blocks weighing from 18 to 30 
tons, set in what is known as the sloping bond 


system. 

The North-East and North-West breakwaters 
were commenced in 1894, and will be completed 
by the end of March, 1906, at a total cost of 
500,000/. The North-East breakwater is a rubble 
embankment 1,10.) feet long, tipped from a staging. 

The North-West breakwater is an island work, 
2,657 feet in length, running between the two 
shore breakwaters, leaving a southern entrance of 
800 feet, and a northern entrance of 700 feet. This 
breakwater is of similar construction to the South- 
West arm. 

These three breakwaters enclose an area of 640 
acres, or one square mile, with a depth of from 30 
to 36 feet at low water. 

The Grauving Dock. In addition to the above- 
named works a Graving Dock was commenced in 
1899, and will be completed in 1907. It is 700 
feet long, 85 feet wide at the entrance, and has a 
depth over the sill of 30 feet at low water. Its 
cost will be about 400, 0002. 

The Patent Slip was commenced in 1899, and 
opened on the Ist January, 1903, at a cost of 
43,000/. It is 800 feet long, the cradle being 220 
feet, and is capable of dealing with vessels up to 
1,200 tons dead weight. 

The Coaling Depot consists of 24 acres of land, 
reclaimed from the sea, with a frontage of 2,200 
feet, from which 18 jetties project into the harbour 
for the landing, stacking and shipping of coal. 

The total cost of the Reclamation and Jetties 
will amount to about 163, 000/. 


CEYLON. 


The Fishery Harbour is being constructed to 
the northward of Colombo harbour for the use of 
the fishermen as a beaching ground, the whole of 
the foreshore inside Colombo harbour having been 
covered up by reclamation work. The fishery 
harbour consists of a rubble breakwater running 
out from the shore in a curve for 800 feet, the 
sheltered part meee natural beaching ground 
for fishing canoes. e cost will be approximately 


The whole of the above works will be completed 
early in 1907. The total expenditure on the 
harbour from 1873 to the 30th June, 1905, 
amounted to rs. 34,518,211 or 2,301,214/., taking 
the value of the rupee at 1s. 4d. 

Works have been constructed for the storage 
and supply of water to Colombo. The water is 
stored in a great reservoir at Labugama, 25 miles 
distant from Colombo, and conveyed by piping to 
the service reservoir at Maligakanda, whence it is 
distributed through the town. The total cost 
of the scheme was rs. 4,330,000. A partial dupli- 
cation of the main has been completed at a cost 
of about 700,000 rupees. The duplication of the 
remaining portion was taken in hand in 1903, and 
- js expected to be completed in 1905. 

In the matter of communication, great efforts 
have been made to kee with the growing 
requirements of the Colony. The telephone has 
been introduced in Colombo, and the principal 
towns are connected by the telegraph, which is 
connected with the Indian telegraph system— 
1,611 miles of line, comprising 3,197 miles of wire, 
are open in Ceylon. 

The lines of railway, all of which are owned 
and worked by the Government, are distributed 
thus :— Broad Gauge (5ft. 6in.), Colombo to Ban- 
darawela (160? miles), Polgahawela to Kankes- 
anturai (2114 miles), PeradeniyaJunction to Kandy 
and Matale (21 miles), ma Junction to Mahara 

(14 miles), Colombo to Matara (984 miles), 
ort Junction to Wharf (1} miles). Narrow Gauge 
(2ft. 6in.), Colombo to Yatiantota (472 miles), 
Nanuoya to Ragalla (193 miles). Total mileage 
5614 miles. The total cost of construction up to 
3lst December, 1904, charged in account was 
rs. 70,917,921. The receipts during 1904 were 
rs. 8,891,586, and expenditure rs. 5,041,033. 

Of metalled roads there are 2,384°63 miles; 
gravelled and natural roads, 664°11 and 373°23 
miles respectively ; of canals 153°02 miles. The 
maintenance of 3,707°12 miles of road cost, in 1904, 
rs. 1,704,600, or an average rate of rs. 459 per 
mile. This is exclusive of roads within municipal 
limits, and of minor roads which are not in the 
charge of the Department of Public Works. 
Every male between the ages of 18 and 55 is 
bound to perform six days’ labour in the year on 
the roads, or to contribute a rupee and-a-half (two 
rupees in the town of Colombo) by way of com- 
mutation. The Road Committees collect the 
commutation, but the amount derived from this 
source is inconsiderable as compared with the 
outlay. Substantial progress has been made in 
recent years in the restoration of the ancient 
irrigation tanks, and the construction of new 
waterworks. 


Means of Communication. 


1. A fortnightly mail service by P. and O. 
steamers between the United Kingdom, India, 
Ceylon, Straits and China, and Australia. 2. A 
fortnightly service between Marseilles, Ceylon, 
Straits and China, and India, by the steamers of 
the Messageries Maritimes. A monthly service 
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between Ceylon and Australia. 3. A fortnightly 
service between the United Kingdom and Austra- 
lia, calling at Colombo, Ceylon, by steamers of 
the Orient Navigation Company. 4. A fortnightly 
service by the steamers of the Nordeutscher Lloyd 
Steam Navigation Company between Europe and 
China and Ceylon. A monthly service between 
Ceylon and Australia and China by these steamers. 
The passage to Brindisi or Marseilles generally 
occupies from 14 to 16 days, and to Bombay, 
Madras, Calcutta, Penang, Singapore, and China 
4, 2, 6, 5, 5, and 14 days respectively. There is 
also a monthly mail service between Ceylon and 
Mauritius, which is carried on by the steamers of 
the British India Steam Navigation Company. 
Letters, etc., from England reach Galen in 
about 16 days (144 minimum, 174 maximum). 
Further facilities are afforded for communica- 
tion by the British India Steam Navigation Com- 
y, the Austro-Hungarian Lloyd's, the Clan 
ine, the City Line, Anchor Line, Compania 
Transatlantica, Holt’s, &c. The steamers of the 
first leave Colombo weekly for Bombay and 
Calcutta, calling at intermediate ports in India, 
and their fortnightly service between Calcutta and 
London calls at Colombo. 


Rates of Postage.

CYPRUS. 


Situation and Topography. 


The Island of Cyprus is situated in the eastern- 
most basin of the Mediterranean Sea, with Asia 
Minor to the north and Syria to the east, at 
distances of 60 and 41 miles respectively. It lies 
between 34° 33’ and 35° 41’ N. latitude, and between 
32° 20’ and 34° 35’ E. longitude. The port of 
Larnaca on the southern coast is 258 miles from 
Port Said, and 1,117 miles from Valletta in Malta. 

It has been now systematically surveyed, and 
its area is 3,584 square miles, equal to Kent, 
Sussex, and Middlesex combined. It is the third 
largest island in the Mediterranean, being only 
exceeded in size by Sicily and Sardinia. Its 
greatest length froin west-south-west to east-north- 
east, between Cape Drepano and Cape St. Andrea, 
is about 140 miles, and its greatest breadth from 
north to south is about 60 miles. 

The main topographical features of the island 
are the northern and southern mountainchains, and 
the great plain of the Mesaoria extending between 
them across the island from the Bay of Morphou to 
that of Famagusta. The northern range, called 
the Carpas Mountains, and, towards their western 
extremity, the Kyrenia Mountains, forms a con- 
tinuous chain near the northern shore from Cape 
St. Andrea to Cape Kormakiti, a distance of ahout 
100 miles. The southern range, which isthe moreex- 
tensive and lofty of the two, occupies the western 
and south-western portions of the island, and 
trending thence eastwards along the south coast, 
terminates in the isolated peak called Santa Croce, 
about 12 miles west of Larnaca. The highest 
summit of this range is Mount Troddos, 6,406 feet 
above the sea level, and on its south-eastern slopes 
are the summer quarters of the English troops, and 
of the High Commissioner who administers the 
Government. 

The rivers of Cyprus are nearly all mountain 
torrents, dry in summer. None are navigable. 
The principal are the Pedias and the Idalia. 


History. 


Cy prus was colonised by Phoznicians, Egy ptians, 
and Greeks. Its ancient history is too long and 
eventful to be here related even in outline. When 
the Roman ra was divided into east and 
west, Cyprus fell into the Eastern Empire, and 
was governed by lieutenants of the Byzantine 
Emperors until 1191, when Richard I. of England 
occupied the island to chastise the ruler, Isaac 
Comnenus, for the ill-treatment of the English 
fleet. Richard sold the island in 1192 to the 
Templars, but as they could not govern it, the 
king made it over to Guy de Lusignan, who 
claimed to be King of Jerusalem, and undertook 
the obligations of the Templars. The island was 
ruled by the Lusignan family from 1192 until 
1489, when Queen Catarina Cornaro, herself a 
Venetian and widow of James II., having survived 
ber husband and his posthumous son, James ITI., 
yielded the government of the island to the 
Republic of Venice. Venice ruled the island until 
1570-71, when the Ottoman Turks invaded it, 
and captured and put to the sword the Venetian 
garrisons. 

The island remained under the government of 
the Sultans of Constantinople from 1571 until 
1878, with the exception of the period from 1832 
to 1840, when it was held by the Pasha of Egypt, 
then at war with the Porte. It may be observed 
that the island was frequently invaded by the 
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Arabs, Saracens, and Egyptians before its final 
conquest by the Turks, and that from 1425 to 1571 
it paid tribute to Egypt. The great fortress and 
port of Famagusta was held by the Genoese Re- 
pe from 1373 until 1464, when the Lusignan 

ing, James II., retook it with the help of the 
Egyptians, 

Climate. 

The mean temperature for the last ten years is 
66°3° Fahr.; mean maximum, 78°; mean minimum, 
57°. Highest shade temperature during that time 
113°; lowest 19°2°. Average rainfall for last ten 
years, 15°35 inches. The rainy and cool season is 
from October to March. Theclimate is varied, hot 
and dry in the plains in summer, and damp on the 
sea-shore ; the climate on the hills inland is bracing 
and healthy. In winter the temperature rarely 
falls below freezing point. The year 1904 had 
a rainfall of 20°02 inches, somewhat in excess of 
the average. The island may be said to be, 
in every way, healthy. Malarial fever used to be, 
to a certain extent, prevalent. Sanitary improve- 
ments and plantations of trees have, however, had 
a beneficial effect, and true malarial fever is now 
infrequent.

This shows an increase during the decade of 
27,736, or an increase on the 1891 census of 13°25 
per cent. 

The Moslems form about 214 per cent. of the 
population, the rest being nearly all Christians 
of the Orthodox Greek Church. 


Towns. 


The chief towns are Nicosia, the capital, 14,752 
(12,51 in 1891) inhabitants; Larnaca, 7,964 (7,593 
in 1891); Limassol, 8,298 (7,388 in 1891). The 
two latter are open roadsteads. At Famagusta, 
on the east, it has often been proposed to con- 
struct a great commercial and naval harbour. 
The inner harbour is now being dredged over an 
area of 900 feet by 600 feet, to 24 feet at low 
water (ordinary spring tides), with a channel of 
approach 250 feet wide and 26 feet deep. The 
curtain wall, south of Othello’s Tower, es been 
pierced with three arches, giving access from the 
town to the new quay. The quay is faced with a 
concrete wall {00 feet long in 24 feet of water. 
Further accommodation for sailing vessels and local 
craft is being provided in a basin 450 feet long, 
200 feet wide, and 15 feet deep at low water. 
At present the town is little more than a 
collection of ruins encircled by fortifications, and it 
has only 818 (763 in 1891) inhabitants, nearly all 
Moslems. Varosia, a suburb of Famagusta, has a 
population of 2,948 (2,488 in 1891), nearly all 
Christians. The four towns already mentioned are 
the capitals of four of—the,-six» administrative 
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provinces into which the island is divided—the 
other two capitals being Ktima, 2,845 inhabi- 
tants (2,562 in 1891), the modern capital of Papho, 
on the south-west, and Kyrenia, 1,336 inhabitants 
(1,322 in 1891), where a small harbour has been 
constructed, in the district of the same name on 
the north coast, which has some trade with the 
opposite coast of Karamania. 


Industry. 


Cyprus was in ancient times famous for its 
mines, but with the exception of a concession 
granted in 1886, and since abandoned, they have 
not been worked in recent times. A company 
is now, however, prospecting for copper at Lymni. 
Gypsum is exported in a raw state from the Car- 
pas, mostly to Syria, and manufactured—i.e., in 
the form of plaster-of-paris—from Larnaca and 
Limassol, where machinery has been set up for 
grinding it; from these ports it is mostly sent 
to pt. The main industry of the island is 
agriculture, the products chiefly consisting of 
cereals, caroubs, wine and spirits, cotton, linseed, 
aniseed, silk, cheese, wool, fruit, and vegetables; 
cattle, mules, donkeys, sheep, and poultry are also 
exported. 

Agriculture has been greatly retarded by 
want of water, the rainfall being deficient, and 
much of what does fall being allowed to run to 
waste. A scheme for storing water for irrigation 
has been carried out under the superintendence 
of an engineer lent by the Government of India, 
and is now under the direction of the Director 
of Public Works. 

The caroubs and cereals are exported mainly to 
the United Kingdom, France, and Egypt. 

Cyprus wine is somewhat heady for ordinary 
use, and its value in commerce has been lessened by 
the tarry flavour it acquires from the practice of 
carrying it to port in tarred skins. This practice has 
forsome time been discouraged as much as ible, 
and the construction of roads through the gra 
districts enables the wine to be conveyed in barrels. 
Improved methods of manufacture are being 
brought into use. 

Both wine and spirits have, since the extra duty 
was imposed in France, found a fairly good demand 
in Egypt and in other parts of the Turkish 
Empire. 

From the year 1883, when direct and regular 
communication with Egypt terminated, the pro- 
duction of fruit and vegetables, for which the 
island is well adapted, ceased to develop, but now 
that direct and regular communication has again 
been secured considerable progress in this industr 
has taken place. The direct communication wit 
Egypt has also given a great impetus to the export of 
the surplus oxen, sheep, and other animals. For 
the Uganda railway some 1,300 mules were exported. 
and stud donkeys have been exported at regular 
intervals for the Government of India. 

In t years much injury was done to the 
crops by locusts, but the work of locust destruction 
was vigorously prosecuted for many years with 
great success, chiefly on what is known as the 
“‘sereen and pit” system. Screens topped with 
American cloth, over which the locusts cannot 
pass, were stretched across the country in front of 
the armies of young locusts on the march. The 
locusts were then gradually forced into pits dug 
at intervals transversely to the screens, from 
which, as they are topped with a zinc lining, they 
could not emerge. This system, as the locusts 
became more scattered, was discarded in favour 
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of a system of collecting locust eggs and purchasing 
live locusts. The purchase system only is now in 
force. 

The forests of the island, which had been largely 
destroyed in the past, are recovering under the 
protection now afforded. Natural re-afforestation 
is very slow, partly in consequence of the 
large number of goats, of which Cyprus, in pro- 
portion to its area, contains a large number, and 
partly in consequence of the forest fires that occur 
through the summer months. 

Sponge fishing has been extensively carried on 
along the coast by boats from the Greek islands. 
By a law passed in 1890 power was given to the 
High Commissioner to grant exclusive privileges 
for fishing the coasts for sponges. The Agricultural 
Board have recently been granted a license for 10 
years under the law, and no boats are allowed to 


fish for sponge without permission from the Agri- 
cultural rd. 
Sea fishing is comparatively neglected, and it is 


difficult to obtain fish all the vear round except at 
the seaport towns. 

The chief imports are cotten and woollen goods, 
tobacco, groceries, rice, leather, petroleum, timber, 
sugar, soap, copper and iron; the exports are 
chiefly cereals, cotton, caroubs, linseed, aniseed, 
silk, raisins, fruit and vegetables, cheese, sumac, 
wool, wines and spirits, vinegar, flax, sesame, 
gypsum, and terra umbra. 

e improvement of agriculture is fostered by 
the Government by means of the introduction of 
improved machines and implements. <A few 
harvesting machines and iron oil presses are now 
working successfully, and a special iron ploug 
constructed in England, is used by seve 
farmers. The planting of mulberry, olive, carob 
and other fruit trees is increasing rapidly. 


Currency and Banking. 


Under an Order in Council, which came into 
operation on the Ist January, 1901, the following 
coins are legal tender currency :—Gold, the sov- 
ereign. Silver, 18, 9, 44, 3 piastre pieces, limit of 
tender 540 piastres (nine equal to one shilling). 
Bronze, 1 piastre, half piastre, quarter piastre, 
limit of tender: 27 piastres (40 paras=1 piastre). 

The Imperial Ottoman Bank has a_ branch 
established at Larnaca, and agencies at Nicosia 
and Limassol. 

A Government savings bank was opened on Ist 
January, 1903. 

The Turkish weights and measures are in use. 
The oke=2°8lbs. avoirdupois; and the donum= 
about 4 acre. A law relating to weights and 
measures was passed in 1890. 


Means of Communtcation, 


The Government Railway from Famagusta to 
Nicosia came into use in August, 1905, and its 
extension to Karavastassi is in , 

There is no navigable waterway in the island. 
Roads between all important p are main- 
tained, and inany villages are now connected with 
them by cart roads. The Famagusta harbour 
is almost completed. There are no Government 
telegraphs, but the Eastern Telegraph Company 
Limited, maintain a cable from Egypt to Cyprus 
and land lines connecting the six principal towns 
of the Island and the Troodos Government 
Quarters. The Imperial Ottoman Telegraph 
Administration has also a cable to the coast of 
Asia Minor, but it has not been in working order 
for some time. 
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A weekly Mail Service has been established 
between Egypt and Cyprus by subsidised steamer 
of Bell’s Asia Minor SS. Co., which connects 
with the outward and homeward mails between 
England and Port Said. 

There is a fortnightly mail service with Beyrout, 
Caramania, Smyrna, and Constantinople by the 
‘* Messageries Maritimes” and Austrian steamers. 
There are also direct steamers to and from t 
and the adjacent coast of Syria at irregular periods.

The Parcels Post is established between Cyprus 
and the United Kingdom and the principal colonies 
and foreign countries, as well as within the island. 


Education. 


A general system of grants in aid of elementary 
schools was established in 1882. 

In accordance with a law passed in 1895, 
Boards of Education have been established, 
one to regulate the Moslem schools and another 
to regulate the Christian schools. There is also 
in each district a District Committee for Moslem 
schools, and a District Committee for Greek- 
Christian schools, presided over in each case hy 
the Commissioner of the District. The Educa- 
tion Law was further consolidated and extended 
in 1905. 

During the school year 1904-1905 there were 
289 elementary schools in connection with the 
Greek Orthodox Church, enrolment 19,000, which 
receive aid amounting to 3,003/., and 118 Moslem 
elementary schools, enrolment 3,900, which receive 
aid amounting to 7901. 

An Armenian boys’ school and an Armenian 

irls’ school in Nicosia, a school at the Armenian 
onastery near Kythroea, and 3 Maronite schools 
are also aided by Government. 

An Idadi or Moslem high school with 110 pupils 
is maintained entirely by the Government at a 
cost of about 500/. a year; and a grant of 200/. a 
year is given to the Greek gymnasium at Nicosia, 


with pupils, which provides the required 
ining for teachers of Greek-Christian elemen- 
tary schools. 


ere are also Greek oe schools at Larnaca, 
Limassol, Famagusta, and Paphos, with about 
250 pupils, and one endowed elementary Greek 
school, which are not aided by Government. 

13 elementary Moslem schools are maintained 
entirely by a grant from Constantinople, which 
amounts to 240/. a year. 

36 Christian and 28 Moslem elementary schools 
are maintained by local contributions only, with- 
out any aid from Government. 

The total number of schools of all classes 
is 496 (162 Moslem, 334 Christian), and the total 
enrolment is about 25,100: 4,660 Moslems and 
20,440 Christians.

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Leprosy. 

Prior to the British occupation, limited pro- 
vision was made for lepers in the leper asylum or 
farm near Nicosia, which was originally founded 
by the dragoman to the Turkish governor early in 
the century. 

The ee a has been greatly improv early 
new houses of an improved class are erected ; the 
old premises have been pulled down and the wood- 
work burnt. The welfare of the inmates has been a 
matter of considerable attention, and a recreation 
room was provided by the liberality of a former 
High Commissioner, Sir H. E. Bulwer, which has 
greatly enhanced the comfort of these poor people. 

A church and mosque have also been erected 
by voluntary subscriptions. 

ere is now accommodation for over 100 
inmates, and the enclosed farm of 200 donums is 
partly cultivated by the lepers, the produce being 
all used on the farm. Each person receives bread, 
clothing and fuel, and a government allowance of 
24 copper piastres daily. 

No leper quits the farm except on very rare 
occasions, and then only on ent business and 
with the permission of the Chief Medical Officer. 

The total number of lepers in the island, as 
returned by the census of 1901, was 135—85 males 
and 50 females. On 31st March, 1905, there were 
108 inmates on the leper farm. 


British Occupation. 


On the 4th June, 1878, a Convention was signed 
at Constantinople between the representatives of 
Her Britannic Majesty and the Sultan of Turkey, 
by which England engaged to join the Sultan in 
defending his Asiatic possessions against Russia in 
certain contingencies, and the Sultan, ‘‘in order 
to enable England to make necessary provision 
for executing her engagements,” consented ‘‘to 
assign the Island of Cyprus, to be occupied and 
administered by England.” On the Ist of July an 
Annex to this Convention was signed at Constan- 
tinople, in explanation of the conditions of the 
occupation. e following is the English official 
version of its provisions :— 

“I. That a Mussulman religious Tribunal (Mah- 
kémé-i-Shérieh) shall continue to exist in the 
island, which will take exclusive cognisance of 
religious matters, and of no others, concerning the 
Mussulman population of the island. 

‘TI. That a Mussulman resident in the island 
shall be named by the Board of Pious Foundations 
in Turkey (Evkaf) to superintend, in conjunction 
with a Delegate to be appointed by the British 
Authorities, the administration of the property, 
funds, and lands belonging to mosques, cemeteries, 


| Mussulman schools, and other religious establish- 


ments existing in Cyprus. 

“TIT. That England will pay to the Porte what- 
ever is the present excess a see teas over expen- 
diture in the island; this excess to be calculated 
upon and determined by the average of the last five 

ears, stated to be 22,936 purses, to be duly verified 
hereafter, and to the exclusion of the produce of 
iene and Crown lands * let or sold during that 
riod. 

“‘TV. That the Sublime Porte may freely sell 
and lease lands and other property in Cyprus

Miriyé vé Emlaki Houmayoun), the produce of 
which does not form part of the revenue of the 
island referred to in Article IIT. 

‘*V. That the English Government, through 
their competent authorities, may purchase compul- 
sorily, at a fair aaa land peauired for pu te 
improvements, or for other public purposes, an 
land which is not cultivated. : 

‘VI. That if Russia restores to Turkey Kars 
and the other conquests made by her in Armenia 
during the last war, the Island of Cyprus will be 
evacuated by England, and the Convention of the 
4th of June, 1878, will be at an end.” 

On the 14th of August, 1878, a supplementary 
agreement was signed, giving to Her Britannic 
Majesty for the term of the occupation full powers 
for making laws and conventions for the govern- 
ment of the island in Her Majesty’s name, and 
for the regulation of its commercial and consular 
relations and affairs, free from the Porte’s control. 


Government, 


On the 14th September, 1878, an Orderin Council 
was issued for the regulation of the government 
of the island. The administration was placed in 
the hands of an officer styled High Commissioner ; 
a Legislative and an Executive Council were es- 
tablished, and the High Commissioner was invested 
with the powers usually conferred upon a 
Colonial Governor. So much of this Order in 
Council as_ relates to legislation has been 
superseded by another, dated the 30th Nov., 
1882, under which the Legislature consists of the 
High Commissioner, who is usually to preside, six 
non-elective Members, being office-holders, and 
twelve elected Members, three to be chosen by the 
Mahometan and nine by the non-Mahometan in- 
habitants of the Island. British subjects and 
foreigners who have resided five years in Cyprus 
can exercise the franchise, and are eligible for 
election as well as Ottoman subjects. The qualifi- 
cation for the franchise consists in the payment of 
any class of the taxes called Verghi. e Council 
may be dissolved by the High Commissioner 
whenever he sees fit, and must be dissolved at the 
end of five vears. The island, for legal and ad- 
ministrative purposes, is divided into six districts 
namelv—Nicosia, Larnaca, Limassol, Famagusta, 
Kyrenia, and Papho. In each the Government is 
ga estaba by a Commissioner. 

The courts which were in existence at the time 
of the occupation have been superseded by a new 
set of courts constituted by an Order in Council, 
Poss the 30th November, 1882, which provides 

or :— 

(1) A supreme court of criminal and civil appeal 
consisting at present of two judges. 

(2) Six assize courts, having unlimited criminal 
jurisdiction, and consisting of one or more judges 
of the supreme court, sitting with one or more 
judges of the district courts. 

(3) Six district courts, having criminal jurisdic- 
tion up tothree years’ imprisonment, and unlimited 
civil jurisdiction; and consisting of a President 
and two ordinary Members, one a Christian and 
the other a Moslem. 

(4) Six Magistrates’ courts, consisting of the 
President of the district court or the two ordinary 
Members, having summary jurisdiction up to one 
month’s imprisonment and a fine of 5u. 

(5) Village courts, at present ten in number, in 
addition to the judges of the district courts, and 
having jurisdiction in cases of commonage, dis- 
putes as to the partition of property, and debt, &c., 
up to 5/. 
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Actions in the courts are divided into ‘‘Ottoman ” 
and ‘‘ Foreign” actions, according to the nation- 
ality of the defendant or defendants. and in 
‘*Foreign” actions the President of the Court 
alone generally exercises jurisdiction; as also in 
criminal] cases against non-Ottomans. 

The Mahkémé-i-Shérieh, or Mussulman religious 
courts, are presided over by Cadis, but their duties 
are strictly confined to jurisdiction in religious 
cases affecting the Mahometan ulation, as con- 
templated by the ‘Anglo-Turkish nvention. 

The principal sources of revenue in Cyprus 
are :— 

1. Verghi Taxes—consisting of — 

(1) A tax of 4 per 1,000 on the capital value 
of lands or houses. 

(2) A tax of 4 per cent. on the annual rent of 
land or houses let. 

(3) A tax of 3 per cent. on trade profits and 
incomes (excluding salaries). 

2. Military exemption tax of 2s. 6d. a head on 
males between 18 and 60 years of age. 

3. Tithes of the following products of the 
Island :— 

Cereals—taken in kind. 

Tithe-Dues are taken on exportation of :— 
caroubs, cotton, linseed, aniseed, raisins, wo 
silk, black seed (‘‘Mavro Koko”), silk coooons, 
and manufactured silk, if manufactured by other 
than hand looms. 


[The tithes of all other articles have been 
abolished, many in 1882, sixteen in 1897, and 
that on olives and olive oil in 1899. ] 


. Sheep, goat, and pig tax. 

. An excise on spirits and tobacco. 

Stamps, court fees, royalties, licences, &c., &c.

. Import duties. 


All exemptions formerly enjoyed by foreigners 
have been abolished, except that from the mili 
exemption tax. The military exemption tax itse 
is now payable by Moslems and Christians 
alike. 

There is a police force of about 770 men, when 
at full strength, mostly Moslems. 


Archeology. 


Cyprus is remarkable for its mediwval archi- 
tectural remains, and the vast quantity of anti- 
quities in the shape of coins, inscriptions, orna- 
ments, statues, a pottery, of very ancient date, 
which have been discovered. A famous collection 
of Cypriot antiquities, that of General di Cesnola, 
the late Uni States Consul, is in the Metro- 
politan Museum at New York.

FALKLAND ISLANDS. 


Situation and Area. 


The Falkland Islands (‘‘Les Iles Malouines” 
of the French, ‘‘Islas Malvinas” of the Spaniards) 
are situated in the South Atlantic Ocean, between 
D1? and 53° S. lat., and between 57° and 62° 
W. long., about 480 miles N. E. of Cape Horn, 
and about 1,000 miles due south of Monte Video. 
They consist of the East Falkland (area 3,000 
square miles), the West Falkland (2,300 square 
miles), and about 100 small islands, with an area 
of nearly 1,200 square miles (equal to Glouces- 
tershire). Mount Adam, the highest ground in 
the Colony, rises 2,315 feet above the level of the 
sca. 
South Georgta, a group of islands 54)° S., and 
36° to 38° W., is a dependency of the Falkland 
Islands. It was discovered by Antony La Roche 
in 1675, and was explored and taken possession of 
by Captain Cook in 1775. It has an area of about 
1,000 square miles, and is at present the head. 
quarters of a whaling establishment. It is almost 
porpecua icebound, the snowstorms in the winter 
reing numerous and exceedingly strong. The 
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island is mountainous (one of more than 5,000 ft.., 
some probably higher) with inconsiderable lowland 
areas round the coast, divided by high ridges into 
small valleys, covered with tussac and luxurious 
vegetation. There are considerable areas of bog. 
The German expedition for observing the transit of 
Venus landed here in August, 1882, and remained 
until September, 1883. The Swedish Antarctic 
Expedition visited the Islands in 1902, also the 
Scottish exploring vessel Scotia, 

The total area of the colony is about 7,500 
square miles (equal to Wales). 


History. 

The Falklands were discovered by Davis in 
1592, and visited by Hawkins in 1594. In 1764 
they were taken possession of by France, and 
Bougainville planted a small colony of Acadians 
at Port Louis on E. Falkland. Bougainville was 
bought out by Spain, ever jealous of interference 
by other nations in the southern seas, in 1766. In 
the following year Captain Byron took possession 
of W. Falkland, and left a small garrison, which 
was driven out by the Spaniards in 1770. It was 
restored next year, but abandoned in 1774, and no 
further formal occupation made till in 1820 the 
Republic of Buenos Ayres established a settlement 
in these islands, which was destroyed by the 
Americans in 1831. 

In 1832 they were taken possession of by the 
British Government, for the protection of the 
whale fishery. Until 1843 they were under the 
charge of the Naval officers engaged in making 
the Admiralty surveys. In 1843 a Civil Adminis- 
tration was formed, the headquarters being at Port 
Louis (or ‘‘Anson”) until 1844, when it was 
moved to Port William, now known as Stanley. 
The Colony received regular grants in aid 
from 1841 to 1880, and for mail service down 
to 1884-5, since which date it has heen self- 
supporting. 


General Description. 


The only town is Stanley, in the East Falkland, 
with a population of 880. The houses are mostly 
of wood and iron, built as they are required for 
occupation. It is difficult to rent a house, but 
there are several small hotels affording comfortable 
accommodation. The general aspect of the town 
is scarcely in keeping with the substantial pros- 
perity of the inhabitants. Stanley is a port ot 
registry, and had, on the 31st December, 1902, three 
vessels of a total tonnage of 149 tons. It hasa 
fine inner and outer harbour, and forms a con- 
venient intermediate coaling station for vessels 
going round Cape Horn. ‘There are two Govern- 
ment schools with 140 pupils, and a Roman Catholic 
school with 80. The attendance averages two- 
thirds of the number on the rolls. At Darwin, on 
the East Falkland, there is a small hamlet where 
the Falkland Islands Company have a school with 
about 20 pupils. They likewise employ two 
travelling schoolmasters, who have in all some 
30 scholars, On the West Falkland, three 
Government travelling schoolmasters are engaged 
in instructing the young in the most remote 
shepherds’ houses in that Island, and two others 
have recently been appointed for the East 
Falkland. 

The climate is severe but healthy, except for 
those predisposed to pulmonary affections. It is 
uniformly cold, the mean temperature being 42”, 
The thermometer-ranges between 30° and 60° in 
winter, and between 40°?) and(65° in summer. The 
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cold is intensified by constant high winds which 
prevail, pela in the summer, rising about 
10 a.m., and falling away between 4 and 6 p.m. 
There is not so much rain as might be e d, 
the annual rainfall seldom exceeding 25 inches. 
In the summer the atmosphere is remarkably dry, 
and evaporation is rapid. 

The entire country is wild moorland, inter- 
spersed with rocks and stone runs. Stone of two 
or three kinds, suitable for building, is found in 
different parts of the island. The soil is chiefly 
soft peat, and travelling is difficult. There are 
no roads except within the limits of Stanley, and 
communication is by sea or on horseback. e 
islands are so well adapted for sheep-farming, 
that the entire acreage has been devoted to that 
industry. The tussac, which grows to the height 
of seven feet, and affords fattening food for cattle, 
has now disa red from the East and West 
Falklands, but it still abounds on the smaller is- 
lands. Celery, scurvy and sorrel are very 
plentiful, besides a small lantcalled the tea plant, 
much used formerly by the sealers and Gauchos. 
In November and December the ground is covered 
with a t variety of sweet-scented flowers. 
The cultivation of fruit and vegetables is made 
difficult by the damp, cold nature of the soil and 
the prevalence of high winds. ‘Trees are com- 
pletely absent. 

Mutton is bought for 2d., beef for 5d. per Ib., 
fowls, 3s. each, eggs, when procurable, for 24d. 
Fresh milk is bought for between 4d. and 6d. a 
pint in summer, but cannot be obtained in winter. 
Apples and oranges of an inferior sort, imported 
from Chili and Uruguay, fetch 2d. each. 

The sole industry is sheep-farming, and the 
export of sheep for breeding purposes to Chili and 
Patagonia. There were, in 1904, about 3,200 
horses, 4,500 cattle, 702,444 sheep, and 400 pigs. 

The chief export is wool. The other exports 
consist of sheep skins, hides, horns, hoofs, bones, 
and tallow. The imports consist of textiles, 
alcohol, hardware, general supplies, and ship’s 
stores. 


Currency and Banking. 


The legal tender currency is British sterling, 
and local 5/., 1/., and 5s. notes. There are no 
private banks in the Colony. On 1st April, 1888, a 
Government savings bank of the civuall type was 
established, in which, on 30th September, 1904, 
the deposits were 4),634/., belonging to 356 
depositors. 


The Fulkland Islunds Company, Limited. 


This company was formed in 1851 to take over 
from Mr. Lafone, of Monte Video, the district in 
the East Falkland, now called Lafonia; this dis- 
trict abounded with wild cattle, said to be the 
descendants of the stock introduced by the 
Acadian settlers, the capture of which was 
the company’s original object. This, however, 
was not found very profitable, and the com-

Postage to the United Kingdom, 
India, and certain Colonies,* 1d. per 4 0z.; to else- 
where, 2)d. per 40z. There is an internal post, 
ld. the oz. Parcel post to England, 1s. for 3 lbs., 
2s. for 7 lbs., 3s. for 11 lbs. ; internal parcel post, 
4d. for 3 lbs., 8d. for 7 lbs., and 1s. for 11 lbs. 
The nearest points in telegraphic communication 
with Europe are Monte Video and Punta Arenas 
(Chile). There is a lighthouse at Cape Pembroke 
maintained by the Board of Trade at an annual 
cost of from 500/. to 6000.

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Situation and Arca. 


The Colony of Fiji comprises all islands, rocks, 
and reefs lying between latitude 15° and 22°S. and 
between longitude 177° W. and 175°E. Itis distant 
from Sydney about 1,900 miles, and from Auckland 
1,200 miles. The Tongan or Friendly Islands lie 
180 miles to the south-east, and Samoa 500 miles 
to the north-east. The French colony of New 
Caledonia lies to the westward about 700 miles. 
The number of islands has been variously stated 
at from 200 to 250; but this includes mere unin- 
hahited rocks and islets. 

The dependency of Rotumah consists of all 
islands, rocks, reefs between 12° and 15° S., and 
between 175° and 180° E. 

The principal inhabited islands are Viti Levu, 
4,112 square miles, Vanua Levu, 2,432 square miles, 
Taviuni, 217 square miles, Kadavu, 124square miles, 
Koro, 58 square miles, Gau, 45 square miles, and 
Ovalau, 43 square miles. The total area of the 
Colony (including Rotumah, 14 square miles) is 
7,435 square miles (about equal to Wales). 


Phustcal Features. 


The more important islands are hilly and moun- 
tainous, rising more or lessabruptly from the shore 
to a height of about 4,000 or even 4,500 feet. The 
hills are generally of a grand and picturesque 
outline, being composed for the most part of old 
volcanic lavas. Upon the south-eastern or wind- 
ward sides the islands are covered with dense 
forests. Thelowerlandsaremorelightly timbered, 
and apparently have all been under cultivation at 
a not distant period when the native population 
was inuch larger. The soil is almost everywhere 
deep, easily worked, and especially rich in humio 
Rei The northern and north-western sides of the 
larger island, or leeward sides, are characterised 
by a comparative absence of forest lands. The 
hills or plains are covered with long reeds or 
grass, and dotted with clumps of Casuarina and 
Pandanus,

The Island of Kotumah, situated in 12° 30'S. lat., o =

Pandora, in 1793, when searching for the muti- 3 


neers of the Bounty. Lying to the north-west 
from two to four miles from the shore, are three 
small islets, Hattana, Hofluaand Waya. Of these 
only the last named is inhabited, and it contains 
but one small village. In 1879 the three principal 
Rotumah chiefs offered the islands to Great Britain, 
and they were annexed 13th May, 1881. The popu- 
lation was found at the census of 1901 to auinber 
2,230, of whom two-thirds are Wesleyans, and the 
remainder Roman Catholics. The pence! island 
is seven miles long by three miles broad, and con- 
tams about 9,000 acres. The staple export is copra, 
of which about 300 tons is shipped annually. 

The distance of Rotumah from the seat of 
government, the infrequency of intercommunica- 
tion, and the fact that the natives differ entirely 
from Fijians in language and in polity, necessitate 
@ government on other lines than that of the 
colony generally. A European commissioner 
resides on the island, and is, under the governor, 
the chief executive and judicial authority in 
Rotumah. The commissioner's court, except in 
capital cases, takes the place of the supreme court 
of Fiji. There are two native stipendiary magi- 
strates, who have jurisdiction in minor cases. 
The island is divided into seven districts, over 
each of which a chief, appointed by the governor, 
rules. The framing of local laws is entrusted to 
the Rotumah Regulation Board (consisting of the 
resident commiasioner, the chiefs, and magistrates). 
Their enactments are subject to the approval of 
the legislative council of Fiji. The post of resident 
commissioner has now been amalgamated with 
that of provincial medical officer, and a hospital 
has been established on the island.

The enumeration of the Fijian population in 1881 
was somewhat incorrect, inasmuch as there was 
then a tendency on the part of the natives toexagge- 
rate the strength and importance of their various 
divisions. By the time that the census of 1891 
came to be made, that tendency had taken a turn in 
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the opposite direction, under the impression that 
the assessment of taxes would follow the result of 
the enumeration. The birth and death returns 
furnished during the ten years, and believed to be 
fairly accurate, indicate a decrease of about 4,500 in 
the native Fijian population. The births among the 
native population in 1904 were 3,396, and the deaths 
4, 238. he birth rate was 39°52, and the death 
rate 48°90 per mil. The death rate among native 
children was formerly excessive, but it is satisfac- 
tory to note that among infants under one year, 
it has fallen from 72 per cent. in 1893 to 30 per 
cent. in 1904. 

Indian immigration has almost taken the place 
of Polynesian immigration, hence the respective 
increase and decrease in the population of Indians 
and Polynesians. 

It has been found that Indian labourers are both 
cheaper and more suitable than Polynesians for 
work on sugar plantations. The Indian immi- 
grant population is now about 25,600. 

The Wesleyan and Roman Catholic missions 
give the following as the number of their 
adherents at the end of the year 1904 :—

History. 


The islands were discovered by Tasman in 1643, 
and visited by Captain Cook in 1769. Captain 
Bligh, on his memorable voyage in the launch of 
the Bounty, sighted part of the group in 1789, 
and was chased by a canoe from the island of 
Waya, in the Yasawa group. Missionaries settled 
in Fiji in 1835, and, after a time, met with great 


success. 

In 1859 Thakombau, the most powerful chief 
of Fiji, offered the sovereignty of the islands to 
Great Britain. The offer was declined by the 
Duke of Newcastle in 1862. About that time the 
demand for cotton, owing to the American civil war, 
led to an influx of Europeans into Fiji for the pur- 

of cotton cultivation. In June, 1871, certain 
Englishmen setup a Fijian Government, with the 
principal chief, Thakombau, as king. Aconstitution 
was agreed upon, and a Parliament elected. The 
Parliament and the Government before long drifted 
into mutual hostility, and the Ministry latterly 
governed without the aid of the Parliament. 

The question of annexing Fiji had been 
agitated both in Australia and England since 1869 
on many grounds, and in August, 1873, the Earl of 
Kimberley commissioned Commodore Goodenough, 
commanding the squadron on the station, and 
Mr. E. L. Layard, Her Majesty’s Consul in Fiji, to 
investigate and report on the matter. These Com- 
missioners, on the 21st of March, 1874, reported an 
offer of the cession of the sovereignty of the islands 
from the chiefs, with the assent of the Europeans, 
but on certain terms which were not acceptable, 
and Sir Hercules Robinson, the (Governor 
of New South Wales, was despatched to Fiji 
in September, 1874, to negotiate. This mission 
was completely successful, and the sovereignty 
of the islands was ceded to Her Majesty by 
Thakomban, Maafu, and the other principal chiefs, 
in a deed of cession dated the 10th day of October, 
1874. A charter was shortly afterwards issued by 
Her Majesty, erecting the islands into a separate 
colony, and providing for their government. 
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Climate. 


The climate of Fiji is cool for the tropics, and 
the country is remarkably free from zymotic and 
endemic diseases. Dysentery is the only disease to 
which Europeans are peculiarly liable. Paludal 
fevers have never been met with. 

The highest shade temperature at Suva in 1904 
was 91°8° in January, and the lowest 59°8° in June, 
The tota! rainfall during the year was, at Suva, 
81°09inches. There is great variety of temperature 
and climate to be foundin the group. The rainfall 
extends over the whole year, but April to October 
is the driest period. Between December and April 
is the hurricane season. 


Constitution. 


The constitution is regulated by Letters Patent 
of 2lst March, 1904. The Executive Council 
consists of the Governor and four official members. 

The Legislative Council consists of the Governor 
and ten official, six elected members and two native 
members. To the natives a large share of self- 
government has been conceded. Their system of 
village and district councils has been recognised 
and improved, and supplemented by an occasional 
meeting of the high chiefs and representatives 
from each prone presided over by the Governor. 
The regulations recommended by these bodies 
have, however, to receive the sanction of the 
oi na Council before acquiring the force 
of law. 

Levuka, in the island of Ovalau, with a popula- 
tion of 450 souls, was at first selected as the 
European capital, but during the year 1882 the 
seat of government was transferred to Suva, on 
the south coast of the island of Viti Levu, with a 
fine harbour. The white population of Suva and 
suburbs numbered 1,073 at the census of 1901. 
Both Suva and Levuka are ports of registry, and 
had, on 3lst December, 1904, 10 vessels registered, 
of a total tonnage of 567 tons. During the year 
1904 seagoing certificates were issued by the 
Marine Board to 190 vessels, of a total tonnage of 
2,167 ; of these 74 were owned by Europeans 
(tonnage 1,128), and 116 by natives (tonnage 1,039). 

A portion of the revenue, varying from 14,000. 
to 16,000/. net, is raised from taxation of the 
natives, as follows :— 

The Colony is divided into seventeen provinces, 
each under the control of a European Commissioner 
or a Roko Tui (chief native officer). Each province 
is sub-divided into districts, of which the head 
officers are termed Bulis. Once every year the 
provinces are severally assessed by the Legislative 
Council for a fixed amount of tax, which was till 
lately delivered entirely in the form of produce, 
but is now, at the discretion of the Governor, paid 
in some cases in money. The produce contributed 
consists of sugar-cane, copra, tobacco, yangona 
(Macroptper methusticum), maize, béche-de-mer, 
and occasionally green fruit and yams. 

Sugar-cane is disposed of to the sugar mills under 
contracts which are generally entered into for a 
term of years. Copra (the principal item in which 
native taxes are paid) is sold by public tender 
annually, the contractor agreeing to give a fixed 
price per ton for all that is received. 

Tobacco, maize, and other products are sold by 
tender or by public auction, as the quantity from 
time to time contributed and the state of the 
market will allow or renders expedient. 

The Provincial Council, consisting of the Bulis, 
presided over by the Roko, distributes the 
provincial tax among the different districts, and 
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there is then a further sub-division among the 
different villages by district councils, each 
presided over by its Buli. The amount and kind 
of produce paid by each province and district is 
recorded, and should the total value in any case 
exceed the amount of assessment the surplus is 
returned in the form of money. The amount thus 
returned in 1904 was 11,322/. 


Local Government. 


A municipality was established in 1877 in 
Levuka, and in 1882 one was established in Suva, 
on the transfer of the seat of government. These 
boards are at present regulated by Ordinance 
No. 16 of 1883. The governing body in each town 
is elected by the ratepayers. Rates are collected 
on land and house property. General rates are 
limited to one shilling in the pound on the 
assessed value of rateable property ; but special 
rates not exceeding one shilling in the pound are 
further provided for. 

A grant-in-aid not exceeding one-fifth of the 
sum raised by general rate in the preceding year 
may be paid from general revenue to any town 
board.

Education. 


The Public Education Ordinance, 1890, provides 
for the election of separate school boards within 
the constituted districts (at present only Suva and 
Levuka are so constituted). The expenses of the 
boards are to be paid out of the ‘‘School Fund” 
of each district, consisting (1) Of an annual grant 
on the average attendance on a scale fixed by the 
Governor in Council; and (2) Of a contribution 
from the rating authorities of the amount required 
for school purposes beyond the Government 
grant. 

Education is free to children within the school 
districts between six and fourteen years of age. 
A fee is charged to children not residing within 
the school district, or who are under or above the 
school age. The ordinary subjects of an English 
education are taught, and fees are charged for 
tuition in special subjects. 

There are two common schools under these 
school boards, one in Suva, with 161 scholars, and 
one in Levuka, with 97 scholars on the roll. 

There is also a Roman Catholic school for 
Europeans in Levuka (attendance 65), and two in 
Suva, with an attendance of 118. 

The Wesleyan and Roman Catholic missions 
provide entirely for the education of the natives 
throughout the group. The former. have 1,328 
schools, with 2,380 native teachers, and 21,222 
scholars. 

The latter have 161 schools, with 1,880 scholars. 
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Currency and Banking. 


The legal tender currency, and the only coin in 
circulation, is British sterling. 

The Bank of New Zealand has two branches in 
Fiji—at Suva and Levuka, and the Bank of New 
South Wales one branch at Suva. 

Provision is made by Ordinance for the establish- 
ment of a Government savings bank. There is 
no Government note issue. 


Industries. 


The trade and commerce of the Colony depends 
for its existence on three staple industries, viz., 
(1) the cultivation, manufacture, and export of 
sugar; and (2) of copra (the dried kernel of the 
cocoanut) ; and (3) the growth and export of fruit, 
principally bananas and pineapples. 

The principal exports at the date of the annexa- 

tion of the Colony were copra, cotton (Sea Island), 
and maize, but the export of maize was soon dis- 
placed by that of sugar. Cotton continued to be 
the third export in point of value until the year 
1882, after which it gradually subsided until the 
rear 1888, when onl 34 tons were exported. 
n the meantime the fruit trade with the 
neighbouring Australasian colonies had arisen, 
after the establishment, through Government 
subsidy, of regular steam communication with 
Sydney and Auckland. 

The export of fruit consists almost entirel 
of bananas and pineapples, but there is a sma 
export of oranges, limes, lemons, citrons, grenadil- 
las, and perhaps mangoes and guavas, which might 
well be extended. 

The following table will illustrate the course 
of the trade in the three staple exports of the 
Colony :—-

The other principal exports in 1904 consisted 
of :—Béche-de-mer, 16 tons, valued at 1,384/. ; 
tobacco, 13 tons, valued at 1,477/.; turtle-shell, 
14 cwts., valued at 1,344/.; vanilla, 23 cwts., 
valued at 1,046/.; peanuts, 28 tons, valued at 5151. 

Minor exports consist of gum, molasses, wool, 
yams, tea, cocoanuts. 

The growth of rice has been commenced, and the 
cultivation of sugar cane is being considerably 
extended. 

About 90 per cent. of the trade of the Colony is 
with the Australian colonies and New Zealand, 
and the export of sugar to Canada is somewhat 
rapidly increasing. There is no direct communi- 
cation with the United Kingdom, and all trade 
between Fiji and Great Britain consequently 
passes through the Australian colonies.

THE GAMBIA. 


Sttuation and Area. 


The Gambia is a great river of Western Africa, 
falling into the Atlantic Ocean by a e estuary 
measuring in some parts nearly 27 miles across, 
but contracting to 10 miles iatweeh Bird Island 
and Cape St. Mary, and to little more than two 
between Barra Point and the town of Bathurst 
on St. Mary’s Island. There are 26 feet of water 
over the bar of the river at low water. The town 
of Bathurst, 13° 24’ N. lat., 16° 36’ W. long., is 
situated on St. Mary’s Island, a sandbank a 
three and a half miles long and a mile and a 
quarter broad, separated from the mainland by 
& narrow channel called Oyster Creek. A large 
portion of the island is a swamp, the level of 
which is in many parte below that of the river. 

The Colony on the river Gambia consists of 
the Island of St. Mary, British Kommbo, Albreda, 
the Ceded Mile, and McCarthy’s Island, situated 
between the Falls of Barraconda and Bathurst, and 
153 miles distant from the latter. This island 
forms the line of demarcation between those por- 
tions of the river known as the upper and lower 
river. The total area of the Colony proper is 
about a square miles (equal to Jersey and 
Guernse The Protectorate extends on both 
banks o ne river for 250 miles from its mouth. 
But by an ordinance No. 7 of 1902 all parts of 
the Colony, except the Island of St. Mary, have 
been placed under the Protectorate system of 
administration. The Island of St. Mary has an 
area of about 2,500 acres, the greater purt of 
which is swampy, and a population of 8,807. The 
territory administered as Protectorate is 3,911 sq. 
miles, and has an estimated population of 133.000. 


‘History. 

The Gambia was discovered by the early Portu- 
guese navigators, but they made no settlement. 

In 1588 a patent was granted by Queen Eliza- 
beth to some merchants in Exeter to trade with 
the ae and in 1618 a Company was formed 
for It was not successful, and another estab- 
lished two years later also failed. In 1664 a fort 
was built on the island, now known as Fort 
James. 

In 1724, and subsequently till its abolition, the 
trade in slaves formed the staple traffic of the 
Company. The general commerce between Great 
Britain and the Gambia fell off after the abolition 
of the slave trade (1807) till 1816, when a new 
settlement was formed at, the Island of St. Mary 
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by British merchants from Senegal and the town 
of Bathurst commenced. 

The right of trade was abandoned to England 
by France in the treaty of 1783, with the exception 
of a French factory, which was subsequently estab- 
lished at Albreda on the north bank of the river. 
The same treaty gave the Senegal river to the 
French, with the exception of an exclusive right 
to trade with the Arabs at Portendic for gum, 
which was retained by England. These two 
exceptional rights were exchanged in 1857. 

From 1807 the settlement was subject to the 
Government of Sierra Leone, and was annexed to 
it by Act of Parliament in 1821, till in 1843 it was 
created an independent colony, with a Governor 
and Executive and Legislative Councils for the 
administration of its affairs. By the charter of 
19th February, 1866, it became a portion of the 
Government of the West Africa Settlements, 
and continued to be so under the charter of the 
19th December, 1874, until it was made a separate 
Government in 1888. 

McCarthy’s Island was purchased in 1823; the 
Ceded Mile was granted by the King of Barra in 
1826 and 1832; St. Mary’s Island was ceded in 
1827 ; and British Kommbo was granted by the 
King of Kommbo in various cessions in 1840, 1850, 
and 1855. 

The Protectorate has been established at 
various times from 1894 to 1901 by agreement 
with the different Chiefs concerned. 

In 1900 disaffection arose among certain towns 
of the Protectorate which were under the influence 
of Fodi Kabba, a chief who had been expelled 
from British territory in 1892, and had since 
established his headquarters at Medina in French 
territory. Two travelling commissioners, Mr. 
Sitwell and Mr. Silva, were murdered at San- 
kandi, in June, 1900. It became necessary to send 
&@ punitive expedition to the Gambia, and Col. 
H. E. Brake was selected to command. Sankandi 
was taken, and, with the co-operation of the 
French, Medina was also taken, and Fodi Kabba 
was killed on the 23rd of March, 1901. 


Industry. 


The principal productions of the settlement and 
of the adjoining districts are ground nuts, hides, 
beeswax, rice, cotton, maize, corn, palm kernels, 
indiarubber, wax, and native ‘‘ pagns” or country 
cloths. With the exception of the weaving of 
cotton into native cloths, the manufacture of 
vegetable oils, boat building, and some _ brick- 
making, there are no manufacturing industries 
in the country. 

A considerable entrepét trade is done with the 
French settlements and the adjoining coast 
districts in cotton goods, spirits, tobacco, rice, kola 
nuts, and hardware

Relations with the Intersor. 

Since the delimitation of the boundary of the 
Protectorate by the Anglo-French Commissioners 
in 1891, steps have been taken to bring the inhabi- 
tants of the Protectorate gradually into closer 
relationship with the Government of the Colony. 
An Order in Council, issued on the 23rd of Novem- 
ber, 1893, provided for the establishment of Her 
Majesty's jurisdiction within the Protectorate, and 
since then an Ordinance has been passed providing 
for the establishment of magistrates and also native 


courts. 
Travelling Commissioners regularly, during the 
eight months of dry weather, tiavel through the 
Protectorate on both banks of the river for 200 
miles, and in Kommbo and Fogni. These parte 
of the Protectorate are gradually getting more 
under the immediate control of the Government. 
A “yard” or ‘‘hut” tax, which averages about 
4s. per annum for a family, is imposed in the 
Protectorate. 

Stipends are now only paid in a few cases, and 
peers are occasionally made to the more in- 

uential chiefs, in return for their services in 
preserving peace and keeping the trade routes 


open. 
Currency and Banking. 


The legal tender and usual currency is that of 
the Latin Union ; there is no Colonia! coinage and 
no note issue. A Government savings bank was 
established in 1886, and had on 3lst Dec., 1904 
5,060/., deposited by 376 persons. A Branch of 
the Bank of British West Africa was opened in 
January, 1902. 


Education. 


The schools, which are wholly in the hands of 
the several denominations, receive grants-in-aid. 
Of ordinary elementary schools in Bathurst. 
there is one Anglican school, two Wesleyan and 
two Roman Catholic, with about 1,036 scholars 
in all. Education is not compulsory, and fees are 
charged. In addition, the Wesleyan Society have 
established a Technical School, with 24 pupils, on 
undenominational lines, to which the Government 
contribute 300/. a year; and there is also a 
Mohammedan School with 112 pupils, at which 
the ordinary rudiments of an English and Arabic 
education are taught, the teachers of it being paid 
by the Government. At McCarthy’s Island 
there is one elementary Wesleyan school with 
75 pupils. 
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Means of Communication. 


The Liverpool mail steamers call every fortnight. | year. From U.K. 


Telegraph cables place Bathurst in communication 
with Europe and West Africa. There are no 
railways, internal telegraphs, or metalled roads, 
save one from Bathurst to Cape St. Mary, 74 miles 
across the Oyster Creek Bridge, which connects the 
island of St. Mary with the mainland of British 
Kommbo. Horses will live, and the river forms 
an unrivalled highway for 250 miles. The roads 
in the Protectorate are kept clear, and light traps 
or bicycles could pass along in those districts 
which are free from swamps. A Government 
steamer now runs weekly to and from McCarthy’s 
Island, stopping at intermediate places, carrying 
lst class passengers at 2d. per mile and deck 
passengers at 1d. per mile, letters at 1d. each, and 
affording freight and towage according to a fixed 
tariff. 


The postage of letters to the United Kingdom, 
India, and certain Colonies” is 1d. per 40z. There 
is one internal post.

Climate and Inhabitants. 

The climate is fairly healthy during the dry 
season. The mean temperature is 82°, the annual 
range being from 60° to 104°. The average rain- 
fall is 50 inches. The rainfall for 1904 was 38°02 
inches, the rainy season being from June to 
October, and the cool Harmattan from November 
to February. 

The inhabitants are mostly of the negro race, 
the chief tribes being the Jollofs, Mandingoes, and 
Jolahs. There are 80 whites resident in the colony. 


Defence. 
The Colony and Protectorate is now garrisoned 
by a company of the West African Frontier Force, 


120 strong, one-third of whom consist of men of 
the Bambara tribe.

Situation and Area. 

Gibraltar is a narrow peninsula running south- 
wards from the south-west coast of Spain, in N. 
lat. 36° 6’ 30%, and W. long. 5° 21’ 12”. It oon- 
sists of a long high mountain called ‘‘The Rock,” 
and a very flat sandy plain to the north of it, 
raised only a few feet above the level of the sea, 
and called the North Front. Its greatest elevation 
is 1,439 feet, ite length 2% miles, and its greatest 
breadth ? of a mile. Its area is 1{ square miles. 

History. 

The rock of Gibraltar, the Mons Calpe of the 
ancients, remained under the dominion of the 
Moors until the 15th century, when it was incor- 

rated with the Spanish kingdom of Granada. 

t was captured by the British forces under Sir 

George Rooke, 24th July, 1704, and was ceded by 
the Treaty of Utrecht in 1713. It was success- 
fully defended by Gen. Eliot (afterwards Lord 
Heathfield) in the great siege of 1779-83. 


General Description. 


The promontory forms one side of a bay, called 
the Bay of Gibraltar, which is about 4 or 5 miles 
across, and affords good anchorage for the shippi 
passing through the Straits. The eastern an 
northern faces of the Rock are an inaccessible 
precipice rising abruptly from the sea and the 
sandy plain known as the North Front, which lies 
between Gibraltar and the Spanish town of La 
Linea; from the northern end the Rock runs along 
southward like a knife edge to the ancient site of 
O’ Hara’s Tower, from which it slopes padnely till 
it terminates in a ndicular cliff about 100 feet 
high at the water's edge at Europa; these cliffs are 
continued along the western face to the New Mole, 
beyond which the fortress is protected by artificial 


ramparts. Behind these latter lies the larger portion 
of the town, covering #2 area of only? byzmile. It 
is one of the most thickly inhabited p in the 


world, but it isnot unhealthy. Between this part 
of the town and the southern porscn is @ pictur- 
esque public garden, called the Alameda. The 
civil population in the southern part of the town 
is confined to the east and south-east of the New 
Mole, the remainder of the southern portion of 
the Rock being entirely taken up with barracks, 
hospitals, &c., for the Military and the Navy. 

Gibraltar is extensively used asa port of call 
and coaling station by shipping, and it is also an 
entrepot of the trade between England and the 
Arabian states of Northern Africa, for which it 
has many advantages, having been ever since its 
occupation by the British a free port, or practically 
so. The construction of the three graving docks 
is nearly completed. 

The northern end of the harbour is enclosed 
by a mole, built at the joint cost of the Imperial 
Governmentand the local revenue, a Habre greatly 
increased facilities for coaling merchant ships and 
for landing and shipping cargo will be afforded. 

About 450 persons are employed in tobacco 
manufactories, and about 1,200 in the coal depédts. 
It is a port of registry, having, on 3lst December, 
1904, 42 vessels, of together 5,930 tons (gross). No 
statistics of imports or exports are taken, except 
of wine, spirits, beer and tobacco. 

The revenue is derived from port dues, the rent 
of the Crown estate in the town, duties upon wine, 
spirits, beer, and tobacco, and licence dutiesand fees. 

There is no executive council nor anv legislative 
body. The Governor, who is also the General

A Government savings bank was founded in 
1882, and had on 31st Dec., 1904, Ps.

Since the 
lst Oct., 1898, the legal tender currency has been 
that of the United Kingdom, and the public 
accounts are now kept in it, but Spanish money is 
still freely current. The change from Spanish 
currency, which had previously been the legal 
tender, was effected under the provisions of the 
Orders in Council of the 9th of August, 1898.

Education is not compulsory. There are thir- 
teen elementary poor schools, subsidised by 
Government, and several private schools, the 
number of scholars on average attendance being 
2,434 for the school year ending 30th March, 1905. 
The Government-aided schools are chiefly managed 
by boards of the different denominations, and 
small fees are charged. 


Defence. 

As an important naval station, Gibraltar is 

strongly fortified, the whole area forming one 

large citadel. There is a permanent garrison of 

about 5,000 men. The Admiralty are constructing 

large dry docks, and works to provide an enclosed 
harbour are being rapidly pushed forward.

THE GOLD COAST COLONY. 
Sttuation and Native Tribes. 

The Gold Coast Colony, with Ashanti and the 
Protected Northern Territories, is situated on the 
Gulf of Guinea, between 3° 7’ W. long. and 1° 14’ 
E. long., and is bounded on the west by the 
French settlements of Assinie, on the east by the 
German colony of Togoland, on the north by the 
11th degree of N. lat., and on the south by the sea. 

The area of the Colony is 24,200 square miles, 
of Ashanti, 20,000, and of the Northern Terri- 
tories, 35,800. 

The country is inbabited by a e number of 
native tribes more or less independent of each 
other, but with similar customs and forms of 
government. Each tribe has its own head chief or 
king, and every town or village of the tribe a 
chief. The chiefs form the king’s council, and 
assist him in dealing with matters affecting the 
Secihee welfare of the tribe. The succession 

th to the king’s and chiefs’ stools is for the most 
part hereditary by the female side, the heir to the 
stool being the son of the ocoupant’s eldest sister, 
or failing male offspring by his sisters, hia brothers 
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according to seniority, and back from them to the 
male offspring of his aunts on the father’s side. 
The principal coast tribes are the following :— 
Appolonia, Ahanta, Chama, K »mmenda, Elmina, 
Cape Coast or Fanti, Winneba, Assin Gomoa, 
Accra, Adangme, Awuna, Agbosome and Afflao. 
Some of these, on account of tribal differences, are 
aps up into divisions more or less independent 


of each other, and as education and civilisation 
cles a tendenoy to further disintegration 
evelops itself. 


In the interior ne rnore! tribes are :—Aowin, 
upper and lower Wassaw, Sefwhi, upper and 
lower Denkera, Tofel, Assin, Essikuma, Ejumako, 
eastern and western Akem, Akwapem, eastern 
and western Krobo, Akwamu, Krepi, Kwahu, 
Atabubu, Shai, Ningo, Krikor, and Anum. 

For the pu 8 of administration the Colony is 
divided into three proyinces, each presided over by 
a Provincial Commissioner. These Provinces are 
further divided into districts, presided over by 
District Commissioners. All these Officers not 
only perform judicial duties as magistrates, but 
also have charge of the Executive of their district. 
The districts are as follows :— 

1. Western provinoe :— Districts—Sefwi and Upper 
Denkyira, Axim, Dixcove, Sekondi, Wassaw. 
2. Central province :—Districts—Elmina, Cape 

Coast, Saltpond, Winneba.

Akyem, Keta. 


History. 

The Gold Coast, with the adjacent territories 
bordering on the Gulf of Guinea, first became 
known to Europeans by theenterprise of Portuguese 
and French navigators in the 14th century. The 
firat Euro Settlement on the Gold Coast was 
in 1482, when the fort San Jorge da Mina (Elmina) 
was built and garrisoned by the Portuguese, whe 
subsequently made several other settlements, and 
obtained Papal authority for their occupation of 
the country. During the reign of Elizabeth of 
England, the Dutch established themselves on the 
coast, and their rivalry was so successful that they 
eventually terminated the Portuguese occupation 
by the capture of Elmina in 1637, and of Fort 
Anthony at Axim in 1642. The first English 
Expeditions to the Coast were made in the reign 
of Edward I, but were all of the nature of private 
ventures. The ‘‘Company of Adventurers of 
London trading into Africa” incorporated in 1618, 
led to the establishment of the first British 
Settlement at Kormantine. A second company 
was formed in 1626, and a third in 1662, and 
settlements were made at Cape Corso (Cape 
Coast), Anomabo, and Accra, the main object of 
these companies, as well as those of the other 
European nations, being traffic in slaves. Three 
other European nations succeeded in acquiring 
territories on the Gold Coast, viz. :—The Swedes, 
the Brandenburghers, and the Danes. The first- 


mentioned built the fort of Christiansborg, near 
Accra about 1645, but were driven out the 
Danes in 1657, and retired from the Coast. 


The Brandenburghers established ‘‘Fort Great 
Fredericksburg” at Princes River in 1682, and 
‘* Fort Dorothea” at Akwada in 1685, but their 
enterprise does not seem to have been prosecuted 
with much vigour, and was finally abandoned in 
1720, their possessions falling into the hands of 
the Dutch. The Danes, however, after first selling 
the Fort at Christiansborg to the Portuguese, and 
re-buying it three years later, rapidly improved 
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their position, building forts at several stations to 
the East of Accra, as far as Adda and Kitta, anil 
exercising a kind of Protectorate over Akwapem, 
and the Volta River district. 

The third English Company was not successful. 
The Dutch traders spared no efforts to get rid of 
their rivals, and in consequence of their aggression, 
an expedition was sent by Charles IJ. in 1663, 
under the command of Captain Holmes, which 
recaptured Cape Coast, taken a few years 

viously by the Dutch, and all the other Dutch 
orte, with the exception of Elmina and Axim. 
In the following year, however, the Dutch 
Commander de Ruyter recaptured all the lost 
Dutch forte, with the exception of Cape Coast ; 
and the treaty of Breda, 1667, left affaira in the 
Gold Coast in this condition. The fourth English 
Company was incorporated in the year 1672 under 
the name of the “‘Royal African Company of 
England.” Under its influence English interests 
steadily advanced, and forte were established at 
Dixcove, Sekundi, Kommenda, Anomabo, Tantum- 
kweri, Winneba, Accra. The abolition of the 
exclusive privileges which the Royal African 
Company enjoyed, led to its decline and eventual 
dissolution in 1752, By the Acts of Parliament 23 
George II., c. 31, and 25 George II., c. 40, a fifth 
trading Corporation, called the ‘‘ African Company 
of Merchants” was formed, the membership of 
which was open to all British traders on pe ment 
of a fee of 40/-, compensation being pai for ita 
charter, and property to the Royal African 
Company. An annual subsidy was granted by 
Parliament to the newly-formed Company, until 
1821, when by the Act 1 & 2 George IV., c. 28, the 
Company was dissolved and its possessions vested 
in the Crown, and placed under the Government 
of the West African Settlement, the seat of 
government being at Sierra Leone. 

In 1824, the Governor of Sierra Leone, Sir 
Charles Macarthy, on visiting Cape Coast Castle, 
found the neighbouring country of the Fantis in 
pees of the Ashantis. He formed the reso- 
ution of inciting the Fantis against their 
oppressors, and led an army of them, with a few 
disciplined soldiers, against the Ashantis at 
Ensimankao, where, on the 24th of January, 1824, 
he was killed, and his force totally routed. 

The war which ensued was ended by the victory 
of the English at Dodowa, near Accra, in 1827. 
Peace was formally concluded by a tri ite 
Treaty in 1831, between the English, the Fantis, 
and the Ashantis. 

In the meantime, Her Majesty’s Government 
had inclined to the policy of retiring from the 
coast altogether, and after the peace they 
actually transferred the government of the 
forts to the local and London merchants 
interested, who secured as their Governor Mr. 
George Maclean, a man of marked energy and 
capacity. This gentleman, with a force of no more 
than 100 men at command, and with a Government 
subsidy of only 4,000/. a year, contrived to extend 
and maintain the influence of his Government over 
the whole tract of country now known as the 
Gold Coast Protectorate. In 1843, it having been 
suspected that the Merchant Government connived 
at the slave trade, the forts were peau ea 
the Crown, and a Lieutenant-Governor appointed. 
Mr. Maclean was continued in the direction of 
native affairs, under the title of Judicial Assessor 
to the Native Chiefs, which post he held until his 
death in 1847. 

Hitherto the forts of the various nations were 
intermixed with each other, and there was no 


defined limit as to where the influence of one or the 
other began or ended. The imposition of Customs 
duties was rendered difficult, if not impossible, by 
the existence of the free porta of a rival nation 
within a stone’s throw, as it were, of the duty 
saphan On the 24th of January, 1850, by Letters 

atent, the Settlements on the Gold Coast ceased 
to be dependencies of Sierra Leone, and in the same 
year, by the purchase of the forts and protectorate 
of the Danes, the Coast line from Christiansbo 
to Keta and the districts of Shai, eastern an 
western Krobo, Akwapem, Akwamu, and Krepi, 
were acquired by England. By a Commission 
dated the 19th February, 1866, the Gold Coast 
Settlements were reunited to the Colony of Sierra 
Leone under one Governor-in-Chief. In 1867, a 
convention was made with the Dutch by which 
the portion of the Coast lying to the west of the 
Sweet River, which flows into the sea hetween 
Cape Coast and Elmina, was allotted to Holland, 
England taking all the territory to the east of 
the river, and a customs union between the two 
nations was established. The Dutch, however, 
found many difficulties in the way of their 
occupation of the forts and possessions received 
from the English in exchange for those of their 
own Pes. the East of the boundary line. The 
native tribes refused to recognise their authority, 
and the prospect before them was that of a long 
series of petty wars with no reasonable hope of 
profit to be gained in the future. The result was 
the convention made between England and 
Holland in 1871, by which the Dutch transferred 
all their forta and possessions on the Coast to the 
English, and Great Britain obtained at last the 
sole sovereignty and control of the territory from 
Axim to Volta. The forts were transferred on 
the 6th of April, 1872. The present extent and 
limits of the colony are defined in the Order in 
Council of 1901. 

Conststutton. 

At the conclusion of peace in 1874, measures 
were taken for placing the government of the Gold 
Coast upon a footing of efficiency and security. 

A new charter was issued, dated the 24th of 
July, 1874, separating the settlements of the Gold 
Coast and Lagos from the government of the W est 
Africa Settlements, and erecting them into one 
colony under the style of the Gold Coast Colony, 
under a Governor-in-Chief, with an Administrator 
at Lagos. There was one Executive Council and 
one nominated Legislative Council for the two 
settlements, and one Supreme Court. Thecharter 
of 1874 was superseded by Letters Patent dated the 
23rd of January, 1883, and 13th January, 1886, 
respectively. t the latter instrument Lagos was 
separated tots the Gold Coast and formed into a 
distinct colony. Provision was made for an Execu- 
tive and Legislative Council, the members of both 
being nominated by the Crown. Four unofficial 
members have been appointed to the Legialative 
Council. 

The Supreme Court of the Colony was a Court 
of Appeal for Lagos, and also under the West 
African Order in Council, 1884, but legislation 
providing for the establishment of separate courts 
of appeal in each colony was passed in 1888. 

Law and Justice. 

The Law of the Colony is the Common law, the 
doctrines of equity, and the statutes of general 
application in force in England, on the 24th July 
1874, modified by a large number of Ywocal 
Ordinances passed at various periods since that 
date. The Criminal Law was codified in 1892, 
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and civil and criminal procedure are regulated by 
the Supreme Court Ordinance ed in 1876. 

Justice is administered by the Supreme Court 
presided over by the Chief Justice, Divisional 
Courts held in different parts of the colony by 
three puisne judges, and iilvtes n inferior Courts 
with limited criminal and civil jurisdiction presided 
over by District Commissioners. The Supreme 
Court has an original civil and criminal jurisdiction, 
and decides ap from the inferior courts in 
civil matters, while the Chief Justice has a power 
of revision of the decisions of the Commissioners 
in criminal cases. Appeals from Divisional Courts 
are heard by a full court. 

Native law is administered in all the Courts, 
in as far as it is not incompatible with any 
Statute or Ordinance, and not repugnant to 
natural justice. 

The Forts of St. James at Accra, St. Jago at 
Elmina, and Cape Coast Castle are utilised as 
prisons, and a central prison is in course of con- 
struction at Sekondi. 

At Accra convicts are taught trades, remunera- 
tive industries are carried on, and the English 
penal system is carried out in a modified form. 

Clumate. 

The climate is at unhealthy, especially for 
Europeans. The death rate among the non-official 
European ad is difficult to ascertain, but 
the rate per 1,000 is believed to have been, in 1891, 
32°77 ; in 1892, 70°7; in 1893, 64°93 ;.in 1894, 19°6; 
in 1895, 59°02 ; 48°78 in 1896 ; 93°92 in 1897; 37°52 
in 1898 ; 45°0 in 1899; 15°91 in 1900 ; 29°09 in 
1901 ; 30°11 in 1902; 25°57 in 1903; and 11°26 
in 1904. Among the European officials the 
death rate per 1,000 was 307 in 1891; 36°3 
in 1892; 31°25 in 1893; 33°7 in 1894; 83°33 
in 1895; 60°10 in 1896; 37°5 in 1897; 36°36 
in 1898; 54°2 in 1899; 33°23 in 1900; 79°78 
in 1901; 34°96 in 1902; 15°33 in 1903; and 
22°79 in 1904. No data are at hand for 
estimating the death rate among the natives. 
Infant mortality is great. The mean temperature 
in the shade at Accra averages 78°6 The 
average annual rainfall at the same place is about 
26 inches. The rainfall varies with the physical 
configuration of the country, and is very great in 
Aximand the mining districts of Tarkwa, Upper and 
Lower Wassaw, etc. The ‘‘first rains,” or rainy 
season proper, in in March and end in July, 
the ‘latter rains’ are spread over the months of 
September and October. The Harmattan season 

ins in December and ends in February. It is 
characterised by a ¢ool wind which is sometimes 
dry and bracing, but often moist, and then very 
depressing. The climate generally is hot and 
moist, and very malarious. 


Domestic Slavery. 

Domestic slavery existed from time imme- 
morial on the Gold Coast, as in other parts of 
Africa, the slave population consisting partly of 
native-born slaves, and partly of Donkos, slaves 
purchased from Ashanti importers. Slavery was 
mainly an emanation of parental authority, every 
man being saleable either by his father or mother, 
according to the character of the union subsisting 
between his parents, and the consequent status of 
the mother; but there was also a species of 
slavery called pawning, founded on contract, which 
g@rose when a debtor gave to his creditor, as a 
security, either himself, or a child or slave, to be 
@ temporary slave in the hands of the creditor 
until debt and interest were paid. 
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Within the British essions on the Gold 
Coast, slavery was abolished by force of the statute 
3& 4 Will. IV., c.73, but no attempt had been made 
to deal with it in the Protectorate, which was not 
affected by that statute. The harsher usages of 
slavery were, however, appreciably mitigated by 
the action of the court of the ‘‘ Judicial Assessor 
to the Native Chiefs” and other istrates. At 
the conclusion of the war of 1873-4 the question 
was taken in hand anew iran newly-established 
Legislative Council at its first meeting, and settled 
by two ordinances. One of these prohibits, under 

nalties, the introduction of ves into the 

tectorate, and the buying and selling, and 
porns of slaves and other persons within the 
rotectorate; and the second declares, that hence- 
forth no court, native or British, shall take notice 
of, so as to give effect to, the relations between 
master and slave, except in so far as those relations 
may be in accordance with the law of England 
relating to master and servant. 


MAIL AND STEAMSHIP SERVICES. 
The British and African Steam Navigation Co. 
(1900), Ltd., and 
African Steamship Company. 

Mail steamers of these companies leave Liver- 
pool every Saturday calling at Sierra Leone, 
Monrovia, Axim, Sekondi, Cape Coast and Accra, 
the length of the voyage being 15 to 16 days. 

These companies also despatch cargo steamers 
every alternate Wednesday and fourth Thursday 
from Liverpool, the Wednesday steamers calling 
at the principal Gold Coast ports and the Thursday 
steamers at all Gold Coast ports outwards and 
homewards. Length of the voyage, Liverpool to 
Accra, varies from 30 to 37 days. 

On the 15th of each month a steamer leaves 
Hamburg and calls at the principal Gold Coast 
porta, length of voyage being about 30 days. 

Homewardas, the mail steamers of these com- 
panies call at Accra every Tuesday, also calling 
at Cape Coast, Sekondi and Axim. The length 
of the voyage, Accra to Plymouth, by these 
steamers is 17 days.

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Internal Communication, 

The construction of a railway from Sekondi 
to Tarkwa, a distance of about 40 miles, was com- 
menoed in February, 1898. The rails reached 
Tarkwa onthe 17th April, 1901, and in July of 
that year an extension was started from that 
point, the lines reaching Obuase (124 miles) by the 
end of 1902, and Kumase on lst October, 1903. 
The receipts were 13, 435/. in 1901, 39,438. in 1902, 
65,9652. in 1903, and 148,0972. in 1904. 

The roads in the Colony that are maintained by 
the Department of Public Works are as follows :— 

In the Axim district: Axim to the Ankobra, 
34 miles. In the Tarkwa district: Tarkwa to 
Daman, 23 miles; Tarkwa to Himan, 24 miles ; 
Tarkwa to Bonsa, 14 miles. In the Cape Coast 
district : Cape Coast to Anomabo, 114 miles; Cape 
Coast to Elmina, 8 miles ; Cape Coast to Jukwa, 
144 miles ; Cape Coast to Kumase, 1414 miles. 
In the Saltpond District : Saltpond to essim, 
5 miles. In the Winneba District : Winneba to 
Soadru, 144 miles ; Soadru to Asafo, In the Accra 
and Volto Districts: Accra to Aburi, 26 miles; 
Accra to Dodowa, 25 miles ; Accra to Sansame, 
244 miles ; Tinkranko to Pong, 93 miles. In the 
Kitta district ; Anyako to Sasakpi, 36 miles ; 
Afianigba to Whenyi, 15 miles; Dogblu to 
Dogplata, 23 miles. 

In addition to these there are numerous native 
roads, which are kept clear of bush and passable 
for traders and travellers by the local chiefs, who 
are paid by the Government for this purpose 10s. 
a quarter per mile. Of these the most worthy of 
mention are the road from Aburi through A 
and Kofrodua to Osino, the Western frontier road, 
running through Aowin and Sefwi to Wam and 
British Gaman ; the road from Cape Coast to Asafo 
and Debisu, vid Mampong ; the roads from Salt- 
pond, Appam and Winneba to Insuaim in Western 
Akyem ; the roads from Aburi, through Akwapem 
and Krobo, to Akuse and Peng. A road has also 
been constructed from Accra to Kyebi by the 
Eastern Akyem Gold Fields Co., with assistance 
from the Government. Kumase is the centre for 
the various routes to the Northern District. 
From it roads lead to Gambaga, vid Kintampo, 
to Yeji and Prang, +14 Atabubu, to Wam and 
British Gamen, vid Odumase and Berekum, and to 
Ahafo. It is also connected with the districts of 
the Colony by roads running into SefwiandAkyem, 
as well as by the Cape Coast road mentioned 
above. Where rivers and swamps have to be 
crossed, ferries have been instituted, which are 
controlled for the most part by the Chiefs, who are 
empowered to levy a small fee. In some cases, 
where this arrangement has not given satisfaction, 
ferries are worked under direct Government 
supervision. 

e principal waterway is the Volta River, 
which rises in the Kong Mountains, and flows into 
the sea at Adda, after a course of 200 miles. It 
is navigable for light draught launches as far as 
Akuse, and, with the exception of the Krakyi 
rapids, can be used for canoe traffic during certain 
seasons of the year as far as Yeji. As this route 
is the most direct to the Northern Territories, a 
transport service has heen organised by the Govern- 
ment for this purpose. The Ankobra River has 
been largely used for transport purposes to the 
mines in the Prestea and Himan Districts, and is 
navigable for many months of the year by surf 
boats and light draught launches for a distance of 
50 miles. The Tano, connected with Half Assini, 
by the main lagoon, and by a tramway, three miles 
in length, is navigable for light draught launches 
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and canoes as far as Tanoso, a distance of about (0 
miles. Rapids at Attakwabo prevent this river 
being further utilised. 

There is no harbour along the whole coast of 
the Colony, and passengers and goods are landed 
in surf-boats. 

The best landings are at Dixcove, Axim and 
Sekondi, while the surf is most dangerous at Adda. 
Sal and the Apollonia Coast. 

A rt Department has been working for 
three years at Sekondi and Cape Coast, under the 
direction of the Government. Arrangements can 
be made for the conveyance of goods and mining 
material to any part of the Colony by this 
Department at a fixed tariff. 


Postal Communication. 


The Colony is included in the Postal Union. 
Foreign money order and parcel systems are 
in operation between it and the United Kingdom, 
Sierra Leone, Gambia, Lagos, and Southern and 
Northern Nigeria. An inland postal order system 
is in existence. A tri-weekly postal service is 
maintained between all the principal Coast 
stations and by rail between Sekondi and Kumase; 
a weekly service between Kumase and Kintampo 
and Gambaga, and between Kumase, Attabubu, 
and Salaga in the Northern Territories; be- 
tween the Colony and the French Ivory Coast ; 
and a bi-weekly service between the Colony and 
the German protectorateof Togoland. The number

Telegraphs and Telephones. 


Telegraphs were first introduced in 1882, when 
a line 24 miles in length was constructed between 
Accra and Christiansborg. This was in 1885 
extended to Aburi, distant 25 miles. A line 
was next constructed along the coast from Accra 
to Axim, a distance of 180 miles, with intermediate 
stations at Winneba, Appam, Saltpond, Anamaboe, 
Cape Coast, Elmina, ma, Sekondi, Adjua, and 
Dixcove. This has been duplicated, and in 
1902 the system was extended from Axim 
to the French boundary at Newtown. Another 
line of about 114 miles in length extends from 
Accra to the Anglo-German frontier, where it joins 
the line of the German settlement of Togoland, 
with intermediate stations at Pram Pram, Ada, 
Kwitta, and Danoe. A third line strikes inland 
from Ada, and connects the towns of Akuse and 
Kpong, on the River Volta. A fourth has been 
constructed through the interior, starting at Cape 
Coast, and reaching as far as Bole, with inter- 
mediate stations at Mansu, Prahsu, Kumase, 
Nkoranza, Kintampo, and another branches off at 
Nkoranza, connecting Attabubur and Yeji. <A 
fifth line runs along the railway from Sekondi to 
Kumase, with intermediate offices at Tarkwa, 
Dunkwa, and Obuan. A line has been constructed 
connecting Accra with Kpong, wd@ Aburi and 
Akropong. From this there is a branch line to 
Dodowa. The total length of lines constructed 
is, so far, 1,078 miles. 

In 1893 the number of telegrams forwarded was 
60,031 ; in 1895, $1,690 ; in 1897, 84,580 ; in 1899, 
128,026 ; in 1900, 140,315; in 1901, 199,424; in 
1902, 248,077; in 1903, 276,681; and in 1904, 
270,518. 

Accra and Sekondi are in telegraphic communi- 
cation with Europe— 11 Sierra Leone, St. Vincent, 
and Madeira—with Lagos, Brass, Bonny, Came- 
roons, and St. Thomas. They are also connected 
with the Cape, v1 Loanda and Mossamedes, and 
wé Sierra Leone, Ascension and St. Helena. 


Defence Force. 


A military force was raised by Captain Glover, 
R.N. (afterwards Sir John Glover), and Mr. (after- 
wards Sir Roger) Goldsworthy for service in the 
Ashanti War 1873-4, and was known as Glover's 
Hausas. The force was converted into Constabulary 
in 1879, and intoa Regiment of Infantry and three 
Batteries of Artillery in 1901. The present estab- 
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African Frontier Force. 


Gold Coast Volunteers. 


This corps was organised in 1892, and at 
resent consists of two infantry companies and a 
uropean machine gun section at Accra, one 
infantry company and a European machine gun 
section at Cape Coast, and one infantry com- 
pany and a European machine gun section 
at Axim. 


Education. 


Elementary education in the Colony is chiefly 
in the hands of the Wesleyan, Basel, Roman 
Catholic and Bremen Missionary Societies ; these 
receive annual grants from the Government. The 
Government has established schools at Accra, Cape 
Coast, and Insuaim, in Western Akim; there is 
also a Government school at Accra in connection 
with the Civil Police force. The various missions 
have schools situated in outlying districts, reach- 
ing far into the interior. A scheme of technical 
education, under a European master, has been 
introduced into the Government school at Accra, 
and many of the mission schools in the interior 
have small plantations attached, where the 
scholars receive instruction in the cultivation of 
coffee and other native products. The Basel 
Mission has also established training schools for 
their teachers at Akropong and Abetifi, and at 
their head stations instruction is given in car- 
pentry, masonry, bookbinding, and various other 
crafts.

Currency and Banking. 


The currency and legal tender is British sterling, 
with Spanish, American, and French gold ooins, 
as fixed by Ordinance No. 2 of 1880. Gold dust 
was demonetised by Ordinance No. 9 of 1889, but 
still remains a medium of exchange in the 
districts of the interior. A number of United 
States silver half-dollars are in circulation, but 
are not legal tender. German gold and silver 
coins circulate in the Trans- Volta districts since 
the Customs Union. Copper coins are being 
gradually introduced through the agency of the 
native chiefs. Cowries are still in use, but 
only for the purchase of articles of little value. 
Accounts are kept in sterling. The of 
British West Africa has establishments at Accra, 
Cape Coast, Sekondi, and Axim. It commenced 
business at those places on the Ist January, 1897. 
22nd January, 1900, 1st July, 1901, and 21st 
October, 1901, respectively... In March, 1888, a 
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Government savings bank was established, and 
had, on the 3lst December, 1901, a credit of 
3,9362. Os. 8d., in the names of 341 depositors. 
Penny Banks have also been established in the 
principal schools.

Population. 

The census returns for 1901 give the population of 
the Colony as 896,350; but the Census Committee 
estimated that, owing to the difficulty in obtain- 
ing information in the interior of the Colony, and 
the reluctance on the part of the natives to be 
enumerated, an addition of 148,000 should be made, 
thus bringing the total to 1,043,350. The returns 
for Ashahiti give 335,651, and for the Northern 
Territories, 107,432. The populations of the chief 
towns on the coast are Accra, 17,892; Cape Coast 
Castle, 28,948; Ada, 13,240; Sekondi, 4,095; 
Kwitta, 3,018; and Axim, 2,189. 


Trade and Industries. 


The chief products of the Colony are palm oil, 
rubber, palm kernels, lumber, cocoa, kola and 
gold. Palm oil is used chiefly in the manufacture 
of soap and candles, and though for this reason 
its value fluctuates to some extent with the 
tallow market, the average value of the exports of 
this article is consistently high. The Volta 
Rever District is the most important centre for 
palm oil, on account of the facilities afforded by 
the river for transport to the coast. The oil is 
packed in casks, rolled to the river, towed by 
canoes to Akuse, and thence by launches to Adda 
for shipment to Europe. In other parts of the 
country, the casks are rolled along the road to the 
nearest sea-port. The value of the palm oil 
exported in 1904 amounts to 128,752/. against 
145,8962. in 1903, and the average value for the 
ten years previous to 1903 was 183,662/. 

The value of rubber exports has fluctuated 
in the last few years. There are several reasons 
to account for this, viz. :—the low prices ruling in 
the European markets, the destruction of trees by 
unskilful tapping, the fact that rubber from the 
adjoining French and German Colonies no longer 
comes to Gold Coast ports, and the fact that a 
more profitable field for labour is offered by the 
humerous mining enterprises, a cause which has 
affected all staple products. Between 1891 and 
1901, rubber was the most important export of the 
Colony, the value for 1899 amounting to 555, 7311/., 
and the average for the decade being 321,165/. In 
1902, although 5% more rubber was exported than 
in the previous year, the value was 157 less. The 
value of this export, rose to 196,500/. in 1903, 
which represents an increase of 100% on the pre- 
ceeding year, althongh the increase in the amount 
shi ped was less than 50%. In 1904, however, 
4,01. ,837 lbs. of rubber, valued at 360,644/., was 
exported. This was probably due to the opening up 
of hitherto untapped districts in Ashanti, and the 
impetus given to the trade there by the completion 
of the railway and the enterprise of various 
European firms who have recently established 
trading depéts in Kumasi. 15,000 trees have been 
panier by the Botanical Department in forest 

nd recently acquired by Government, and 
efforts are being made to instruct the natives in 
more scientific methods of tapping the trees and 
prepenine the rubber for the market. 

he value of the kernels exported in 1904 was 
86,586/., and the average for the 10 years previous 
to 1903 was 93,097/. The price obtained for this 
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product rose from 5/. per ton in 1886, to &. = 
ton in 1900, and the average price for the 
three years has been over 7/. per ton. 

The lumber trade is not as yet on a very 
sound basis. The value of the mahogany timber 
exported rose from +#/. in 1886, to 110,3311. 
in 1898, but had fallen in 1902 to 21,8962, 
rose in 1903 to 48,853/., and again in 1904 to 
54,295/.; the average value for the ten years 
dak ks to 1903 being 63,3182. The cause of the 

ecline is due to the fact that as the supply of 
good timber in the immediate vicinity of the 
rivers Ankobra and Tano become exhausted, it 
is necessary to go farther afield, and, without 
the waterways, tra rt to the coast is a 
matter of great difficulty. 

The cultivation of cocoa waa started in 
Akwapem in 1879, and the first exports in 1891 
realised 47. Coffee at that time fetched a fair 

rice, and it was not until 1898, when the price 
or the latter article fell so low as to make its 
cultivation at any distance from the coast 
unremunerative, that attention was paid to cocoa. 
Since that year the cocoa industry has made rapid 
strides. In 1900 the value exported was 27,2801, 
and in 1904, 200,025/. 

The trade in kola nuts, which suffered greatly 
during the Ashanti disturbances, is showing signs 
of revival. The tree is found principally in 
Ashanti and Akyem, and the largest markets are 
at Bontuku (in French Territory), Kintampo, 
Salaga, and Pong, whence the kola nut is 
conveyed by caravans to the Hausa States in the 
Hinterland. Returns are not available for the 
amount of kola exported by these routes. 
trees have recently been planted by the Botanical 
Department, and increased attention is paid to 
its cultivation by the natives. The value of this 
ee exported by sea, amounted to 54,763/. in 


Gold has been exported from the Gold Coast 
more or less continuously since the discovery of 
the country by Europeans in the fifteenth century. 
Up to 1874, however, the industry was almost 
entirely in the hands of the natives, The first 
company for gold mining in West Africa was 
founded in 1874, but did little beyond exploration. 
A second company, formed in 1879, engaged in 
mining operations in the neighbourhood of Tarkwa, 
and from that year the progress of mining 
enterprise is indicated by the rapid increase in the 
exports of gold bars, the result of shy (ry 
operons as compared with those of gold dust, 
the produce of native mining. In 189% there was 
a very remarkable development of the mining 
industry, which, though checked for a while by the 
disturbances in Ashanti, received a fresh impetus 
from the passing of the Concessions Ordinance in 
1900, the progress of the railway, and general 
improvement in means of transport. The amount 
of gold exported in 1904, viz, 345,6087., was 
greatly in excess of any previous year. The 
average for the ten years prior to 1903 was 
69,0587. The number of companies holding 
concessions is 61. 

Gold is widely diffused throughout the Colony, 
Ashanti, and some parts of the Northern 
Territories, in quartz deposits and alluvial 
deposits, while in Wassaw there is good 
conglomerate or banket formation. The rivers 
are said to be rich in alluvial deposits. Bitumen 
is found along the banks of the river Bonni, in 
Apollonia, and the stream Akyikyiri, flowing into 
the Ewiano lagoon near Half Assini. About 
three-quarter? of the total export is with the 
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United Kingdom, the rest being chiefly with 
Germany, France and Holland. The quantities 
and values of the principal exports for 1903

Up to the year 1894, the exports of the Colony 
exceeded the imports. Since that year, however, 
the imports have been greater than the exports, 
the proportion in 1903 being 2 to 1. The 
United Kingdom holds the bulk of the import 
trade with 64%; Germany is second with 137, 
and the United States third with about 3%. The 
first in value of the imports are cotton goods, 
with provisions second, and wines and spirits 
third. The imports of machinery have improved 
in the last few years with the advance of the 
poe enterprise. The majority of the imports 
are subject toan ad valorem duty of 10%. Specific 
duties are imposed on a few articles, such as 
spirits, tobacco, gunpowder, &c. The Customs 
receipts come to more than three-quarters the 
total revenue of the Colony. 

Native manufactures are insignificant. Clothes 
are woven in many parts of the country, for the 
most part of English spun yarn, but in the 
northern districts occasionally of thread manu- 
factured from the indigenous cotton plant. 
Narrow strips of four to six inches are woven on 
@ rough hand loom, and stitched together to make 
clothes of various sizes. Gold and brass are 
worked by native smiths ; canoes are made on the 
coast rivers; pottery for domestic purposes is made 
by hand, and wood-carving is done chiefly in 
Ashanti and Okwawu. Salt is roughly prepared 
from the (lagoons between Accra and Keta, and 
sent up country to the markets of the Northern 
Territories, Fishing is extensively carried on 
along the coast, and large quantities of sun-dried 
fish are sent to the villages and markets of the 
interior. 

Agriculture is the staple occupation of the 
interior. The chief food crops are yam, cassada, 
maizi, amankani, a species of eddoe, plantain, 
and, in some districts, rice. The soil is very 
pag eee and the methods of cultivation crude. 
n April, 1890, a Botanical Station was established 
at Aburi, where the Government Sanatorium 
stands, at an elevation of 1,600 feet above sea level, 
and a Curator from the Royal Gardens, Kew, 
appointed, the object in view being to teach the 
natives the most approved methods of planting, 
and preparing their produce for the home markets. 
Forty-four acres were acquired for this purpose, 
and these were divided into plots and planted with 
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rubber, kola, coffee fibres, cotton, cocoa, spices, 
vanillas, peppers, timber trees and various other 
ornamental and economic plants. Plant shelters 
were made to raise seedling plants, and these now 
cover an area of more than an acre. Thousands 
of plants are raised annually and distributed to 
European and native planters. In 1900 an 
Assistant Curator was appointed, and the Curator 
sent to various parts of the Colony to instruct the 
natives in the proper methods of cultivation of 
rubber, cocoa, &c. Hundreds of cocoa plantations 
were formed in different parts of the country, and 
the success of this enterprise has greatly increased 
the influence of the tanical Department by 
winning the confidence of the native planter. 
bronze medal was received from the Paris 
Exhibition in 1900 for cocoa grown and cured at 
the Botanic Garden, Aburi. At Christiansborg 
8,000 coooanute have been planted, to encourage 
the natives in the cultivation of this palm, for the 
roduction of copra and coir. An exchange seed 
ist was established in 1900, and has been the 
means of the introduction of hundreds of valuable 
plants into the Colony. To increase the native 
Interest in agriculture, instruction, both theo- 
retical and practical, is given to school teachers, 
and a grant paid to schools which have a plot of 
land attached which is used for giving instruction 
in agriculture. 


ASHANTI. 


Ashanti is inhabited by a large number of 
confederated tribes, the principal of which are the 
Bekwais, Juabins, Kokofus, Kumases, Daniassis, 
Mampons, Neutas, Nkwantas, Dadiassis, Ofinsus, 
and Adjisus. Each tribe has its own king, but 
from time immemorial the King of Kumase was 
recognised as the King paramount of the Con- 
federation. As King paramount, he succeeded to 
what was known as the ‘‘golden stool,” the 
ceremony of enstoolment lasting several weeks, 
and being observed by the performance of native 
customs, which in times past consisted largely in 
the sacrifice of slaves. 

In 1873 the King of Ashanti invaded the British 
Protectorate with a large army, and _ reached 
Elmina, where he was entirely defeated by the 
British forces under Colonel (afterwards Sir) 
Francis Festing. Later in the year Captain (after- 
wards Sir) John Glover was sent to the eastern 
districts of the Protectorate to organise the tribes 
in that quarter, for a flank movement against the 
Ashanti territory. At the same time Sir Garnet, 
now Viscount, "Wolseley was despatched to the 
Gold Coast, with British and West Indian troops, 
native levies, and some seamen and marines, to 
operate against the Ashantis, starting from Cape 
Coast On the 31st of January, 1874, he came into 
general engagement with the enemy at Amoaful, 
where, after desperate resistance, he drove them 
from their position. The next four days were 
employed continuously in fighting, ere d on the 
evening of the 4th of February, the British force 
entered Kumase. The King had fled to the bush. 
A few days later Sir John Glover also reached 
Kumase. On the 13th, messengers sent by the 
King concluded a with Sir Garnet Wo ne 
at Fommana, which was afterwards signed wit 
a pencil cross by King Kofi. By the Treaty of 
Fommana, the King of Ashanti renounced all 
claims on the Protectorate, promised to protect 
traders, to abandon human sacrifices, and to pay 
an indemnity. of 50,000(ozs.)of gold. 
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In 1894 Prempeh, who was then King of 
Kumase, and had successfully fought against the 
Nkoranzas, who had revolted against his rule, 
threatened to attack the Atabubus. This attack 
was averted by the despatch of a force under 
Sir Francis Scott, and an ultimatum was then 
sent to Prempeh warning him not to enter British 
territory, em suggesting that he should acquiesce 
in the establishment of a Residency at Kumase. 
No definite reply to this suggestion could be 
obtained, and a military expedition socoringy 
proceeded to Kumase, to compel compliance wit 
the demands of Her Majesty’s Government. The 
expedition, under the command of Sir Francis 
Scott, entered Kumase without resistance, 
January, 1896. Prempeh made submission, but, 
failing to comply with the terms dictated, was 
brought to the coast as a political prisoner and 
lodged in Elmina Castle. Resident was at the 
same time installed at Kumase, and thus com- 
menced an entirely new departure in the relations 
of the Gold Coast Colony with Ashanti. 

In 1900 the Governor visited Kumase, and was 
there besieged by the Ashantis, the town being 
closely invested. Provisions ran short, and a part 
of the garrison, with the Governor, cut their wa 
out; the restwere relieved by Colonel (afterwa 
Sir J.) Willcocks, commanding the Ashanti Field 
Force, on 15th July, after severe fighting. The 
Ashantis were subsequently thoroughly routed at 
Obassa. 

An Order of the King in Council, dated Septem- 
ber 26th, 1901, defined the boundaries of Ashanti, 
annexed it to His Majesty’s Dominions, and pro- 
vided for its administration under the Government 
of the Gold Coast. Effect was given to this Order 
in Council by the enactment, on lst January, 

902, of the ‘‘Ashanti Administration Ordi- 
nance,” which places Ashanti under a Chief 
Commissioner, with Commissioners of Districts 
under him. These districts are called the Central, 
Southern, North-Western, and North-Fastern 
Districts, and have head-quarters at Kumase, 
Kwisa, Sikassiko and Atabubu. Courts of Justice 
were established at each of these stations, with 
appeal to the Court of the Chief Commissioner. 


THE NORTHERN TERRITORIES. 


In 1897 the territories to the north of Ashanti 
were constituted a separate district with the title of 
‘*The Northern Territories,” and placed in charge 
of a Commissioner, and a t-in-aid of the expen- 
diture in the Northern Territories was voted hy 
Parliament. 

Major H. P. Northcott was appointed Commis- 
sioner and Commandant of these territories, with 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. The negotiations 
between the British and French Governments for 
the settlement of territorial questions in West 
Africa, which had been suspended in 1896, were 
resumed in October, 1897 ; and on 14th June, 1898, 
after a period of considerable tension in conse- 
quent of the proximity of the British and French 

orces in the disputed territories, a Convention was 
signed at Paris with a proviso that it should be 
ratified within six (subsequently extended to 
twelve)months. By this Convention the boundary 
between the Gold Coast and the French Colony of 
the Ivory Coast, which had only been settled in 
1889, as far as the 9th parallel of north latitude, 
was continued northwards along the course of the 
Black Volta River to the 1]th parallel, and it was 
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then drawn along the 11th parallel with a deflection 
to the north in the neighbourhood of Mamprusi, 
until it met the Franco-German boundary of 1897. 
The effect of the Anglo-French Convention of 
14th June. 1898, was to leave Bona, Lobi, and 
Moshi to France, while Dagarti, Wa, Mamprusi, 
and the southern portion of Gurunshi were included 
in the British sphere. . 

On 14th November, 1899, an agreement was 
concluded with Germany for the partition of the 
‘‘neutral zone.” This partition assigned Salaga 
to Great Britain, and Yendi to Germany, and 
to the north of the zone gave Mamprusi to the 
former and Chakosi to the latter. 

Survey operations were undertaken by Anglo- 
French and Anglo-German Commissions during 
1901-2, for the delimitation of those portions of 
the boundaries which had not yet been settled. 

By the demarcation on the ground of the Anglo- 


German boundary between the Trans-Volta 
District and the adjoining Colony of Togo; of the 
Anglo-German boundary north of the parallel 


of north latitude; and of the Anglo-French 
boundary along the 11th parallel of north 
latitude, all the frontiers of the Colony, Ashanti 
and the Northern Territories have now been 
exactly defined with the exception of a small 

rtion of the lo-German boundary lying 

tween 6° 10’ and 6 20’. 

Provision was made for the administration of 
the Northern Territories under the Gold Coast 
Government by an Order of the King in Council 
of 26th September, 1901, and by an Adminis- 
trative Ordinance of January Ist, 1902, the 
Northern Territories were placed under a Chief 
Commissioner, and divided into the White Volta, 
Black Volta, Kintampo and Gonga Districts with 
headquarters at Gambaga, Wa, Kintampo and 
Salaga. These Districts are presided over by 
Commissioners, who are responsible to the Chief 
Commissioner, and have Courts of Justice, with 
appeal to the Chief Commissioner at Gamhaga

HONG KONG, 


Situation and Area. 


Hong Kong is one of a number of Islands 
situated off the south-eastern coast of China, at 
the mouth of the Canton River, and lies about 40 
miles east of Macao, 91 miles south of Canton, 
between 22° 9’ and 22° 17’ N. lat., and 114° 5° 
and 114° 18’ E. long. The island is an irregular 
ee e, stretching nearly east and west; its broken 

abrupt peaks rising to the height of nearly 
2, "000 feet above the sea level. Its length is 
about 11 miles, its breadth from 2 to 5 miles, 
its area rather more than 29 square miles (a third 
larger than Guernsey). It is separated from the 
mainland of China by a narrow strait, known as 
the Ly-ee-moon Pass, which does not exceed half 
a mile in width. The opposite peninsula of Kow- 
loon (2@ square miles) was ceded to Great 
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Britain by a Treaty entered into by Lord Elgin 
in 1861 with the Government of China, and now 
forms part of the Colony; which also includes 
Stonecutter’s, Green, Apleechow, Middle, Round, 
and other islets. 

In 1898 an agreement was concluded with the 
Chinese Government for the extension of Hong 
Kong territory by an area adjacent to British 
Kowloon, in the province of Kwong-tung, includ- 
ing Mirs Bay and Deep Bay, this area to be leased 
for 99 years; a stipulation was included that 
within the walled city of Kowloon (which lies out- 
side of British Kowloon) the Chinese officials then 
stationed there should continue to exercise juris- 
diction except so far as might be inconsistent with 
the military requirements for the defence of Hong 
Kong, but that within the remainder of the newly- 
leased territory Great Britain should have sole 
jurisdiction. In 1899 the Chinese officials ceased 
to exercise jurisdiction within Kowloon City, 
which thereafter, by Her late Majesty’s Order in 
Council, was incorporated in the leased territory 
and became subject to British rule. The area of 
the mainland leased is over 300 square miles, and 
a careful survey of the territory was completed in 
1904. This new territory has its headquarters at 
Hough Tai P6 on an arm of Mirs Bay. An 
Assistant Superintendent of Police, who is also a 
Magistrate with limited powers, and an Assistant 
Land Officer, reside there. 

General Description. 

The waterways of the Colony form one of the 
most magnificent harbours in the world, having 
an area of ten square miles. The granite hills 
which surround it rise between 2,000 and 3,000 
feet high, the whole offering a coup d’eil which 
blends the wild scenery of Scotland with the 
classic beauty of Italy. The city of Victoria 
extends for four miles at the base of the hills 
which protect the south side of the harbour, 
and contains, with its suburbs, nearly 300,000 
inhabitants. Being built on the slope of the hills 
facing the sea, the general aspect of the town is 
perhaps more striking and picturesque from the 
water than that of any other city in the east, 
whilst many of the streets are shaded with well- 

wn and handsome trees. On the new Praya 

est Reclamation, completed in 1903, some new 
and handsome buildings stand, and others are in 
course of erection. 

The rainfall for 1904 was 80°41 inches as 
compared with 93°65 inches in 1903, and 97°5 in 
1902. The mean 1895—1904 was 77°33. The range 
of the thermometer in 1904 was from 91°1° in 
June to 44°8° in December. The rainy season 
extends from May to October ; the wettest month 
in 1904 was August, with 27°64 inches. The year 
was singularly free from typhoons. 


History. 

The Colony, then a desolate island, sparsely 
inhabited by fishermen, was ceded to Great 
Britain in January, 1841; the cession was con- 
firmed by the Treaty of Nankin, in August, 1842; 
and the charter bears date 5th April, 1843. The 
additions subsequently obtained on the mainland 
have been noted above. 

Hong Kong did not become of much commercial 
importance until the discovery of gold in Australia, 
in 1851, and the consequent Chinese emigration. Its 
trade has gradually increased with the opening up 
of China to foreign trade. 

Large local banking, dock, steamboat, and in- 
surance companies were established between 1865 
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and 1872, and the trade was tly increased by 
the opening of the Suez Coe 

The city is the depét for an incessant flow of 
Chinese emigration and immigration, the number 
in 1904 being 225,499 (principally to and from 
the Straits); emigrants, 76,304; immigrants, 
149,195, excluding to and from China ports. 
A depét was opened in 1904 for coolies emigrating 
to the Rand mines in the Transvaal. 


Industry. 

The island produces little or nothing, but its 
poner has made it a centre of trade in many 

inds of goods. Amongst the principal are opium, 
sugar, flour, salt, earthenware, oil, amber, cotton, 
and cotton goods, sandal-wood, ivory, betel, 
vegetables, live stock, granite, &c., &c. The 
transactions of the tea and silk trade are largely 
controlled by Hong Kong firms. There are a few 
manufactories, which are rapidly increasing in 
number and importance, producing rope, sugar, 
rum, paper, vermilion, sauce, bricks, tiles and 
cement, bamboo work, and stores of every 
description for the supply of shipping. There is 
a pone ener boat-building industry among the 

inese. 


Shipping. 

As Hong Kong is a free port, it is impossible to 
give a correct return of imports and exports, but 
the enormous extent of the trade with which it is 
connected may be approximately estimated from 
the amount of shipping. It has steadily grown, 
with one or two slight fluctuations, for over twenty 


years 


past. 
1. The total tonnage entering and clearing 
during the year 1904 amounted to 24,754,042 
tons, being an increase, compared with 1908, of 
714,180 tons, and the highest tonnage yet 
recorded. 

There were 58,093 arrivals of 12,388,892 tons, 
and 58,099 departures of 12,365,150 tons. 

Of British ocean-going tonnage 3,862,802 tons 
entered, and 3,845,932 tons cleared. 

British river steamers 2,849,896 tons 
entered, and 2,847,464 tons cleared. 

Of foreign ocean-going tonnage 2,679,908 tons 
entered, and 2,670,939 tons cleared. 

Of foreign river steamers 235,144 tons entered, 
and 235,227 tons cleared. 

Of steam launches trading to ports outside 
the colony, 52,892 tons entered, and 52,892 
tons cleared. 

Of junks in foreign trade 1,524,874 tons 
patrol. and 1,547,396 tons cleared. 

Of junks in local trade 1,183,376 tons entered, 
and 1,165,300 tons cleared. 

2. Seven thousand, four hundred and thirty-five 
steamers, 26 sailing vessels, 1,027 steam launches, 
and 18,100 junks in foreign trade, entered 
during the year, giving a daily average of 
70, as against 68 in 1903. 

For European constructed vessels the daily 
average would be 20°36, as against 19°9 in 1903. 

3. For vessels under the British flag, this table 
shows an increase of 1,741 ships of 2,155,798 tons, 
an increase of 352 ships of 930,300 tons to ocean- 
going, and an increase of 1,389 ships of 1,225,498 
tons to river trade. 

The above increase in ocean-going is principally 
due to a large influx of colliers and other tramp 
steamers in ballast, attracted to the Far East by 
the Russo-Japanese War. 

The increase in river. trade is due to the fact 
that 10 new) vessels began to \ply during the year.

Under foreign flags the table shows a decrease 
of 1,308 ships of 1,946,897 tons, of which 1,149 
ships of 1,910,889 tons are ocean-going; the 
remainder, 159 ships, measuring 36,008 tons, 
which shows an increased tonnage, are river 
steamers. 

The decrease in ocean-going is due to the 
disappearance of all Russians, and almost all 
Japanese ships from the run since the outbreak 
of the Russo-Japanese War; to a large number 
of small German and Norwegian vessels being 
transferred to the Japanese coast trade ; and to 
a considerable decrease in number (but increase 
in tonnage) of vessels under U.S. colours. 

The decrease in river trade is due to the smaller 
number of individual vessels plying, while the 
increased to e is accounted for by the larger 
size of those left. 

The actual number of ships of European 
construction (exclusive of river steamers and steam 
launches) entering the port during 1904 was 885, 
of which 509 were British and 376 foreign. These 
885 ships entered 4,007 times, giving a total 
tonnage entered of 6,543,710 tons. Thus, compared 
with 1903, 144 more ships entered 12 times less, 
and gave a total tonnage decreased by 466,471 
tons. 


Docks. 


Hong Kong is well provided with dock accom- 
modation. There are five docks and three slips, 
which are well equipped with shears, engineer's 
and carpenter’s shops, foundries, and every re- 
quirement for making repairs to large ships of 
war and merchant vessels. The Hong Kong and 
Whampoa Dock Company was aided by two loane 
from the British Government in 1864 and 1885, 
under the Colonial Docks Act. The dock accom- 
modation is being largely increased in order to 
keep pace with the growing size of ocean steamers. 


Currency and Banking. 


The currency of Hong Kong consists of the 
following coins (vide Order in Council, 2nd Feb., 
1895) »— 


1. The silver dollar of Mexico. 

2. British dollar. 

3. The Hong Kong dollar, half dollar, and 
20-cent, 10-cent, and 5-cent pieces, issued 
from the Hong Kong Mint (1866-68). 

4. Half-dollars, 20-, 10-, and 5-cent pieces, 
imported from England, and coined at 
the Royal Mint and Birmingham Mint. 

5. Copper coins representing one-hundredth 
part of the dollar (called one cent), 
and one-thousandth part of the dollar 
(mil or cash), imported from England. 


There were issued from the Hong Kong Mint 
2,108,054 dollars and 58,587 half-dollars; and 
20-, 10-, and 5-cent pieces to the nominal value of 
$402,671. There have been obtained from Eng- 
land, and put into circulation up to 3lst Dec., 
1904, subsidiary coins (which now include half- 
dollars) to the nominal value of $42,518, 245. 

The coins issued from the Hong Kong Mint are 
never met with in the Colony now, and of the 
coins imported from England it is estimated 
that not more than 10 per cent. remain in the 
Colony. 

A scheme was approved in 1903, for the payment 
of the higher and non-clerical officers in sterling, to 
be converted into dollars locally, according to a 
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monthly average rate of exchange. Existing higher 
officers had the option of adopting the new scale, 
while those who preferred to retain their dollar 
salaries continue to draw exchange compensation, 
t.e., an allowance in dollars sufficient to make up 
the difference between the exchange value of the 
dollar and a dollar equal to 3s., with certain 
privileged rates for drawing leave salary and 
pension at home. 

There are six principal banks (Chartered Bank 
of India, Aust and China, Mercantile Bank 
of India, Ld., China, Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Bank, National Bank of China, the Yokohama 
Specie Bank, and the International Banking 

rporation), having a note circulation of 
$17,126,244 on 3lst July, 1905. There is no 
savings bank under Government control, but one 
conducted by the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank. 
The Comptoir National d’Escompte de Paris has 
an agency in the Colony. 

Local weights and measures are the following : 
1 tael = 14 oz.; 1 picul = 1334 lbs. (avoirdupois) ; 
1,000 Chinese cash = 1 dollar. 


Means of Communicatson. 


There is telegraphic communication with nearly 
the whole world by a cable to Shanghai (and 
thence to Japan and Russia) and three cables to 
Singapore, via (1) Saigon, (2) Saigon, Hué, Haip- 
hong, Hainan, (3) Labuan; and there is very 
extensive steam communication with Europe, 
America, and Australia. 

In addition to the regular mail lines of the 
Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Com- 

ny, the Norddeutscher JTloyd and_ the 

essageries Maritimes, which convey the 
European mails fortnightly, the Pacific Mail 
Steam Navigation Company have a fortnightly 
service via Yokohama, Japan, to San Francisco, 
the Great Northern Steamship Company have a 
monthly service va Yokohama, Japan, to Seattle, 
and the Eastern and Australian Steamship 
Company and the China Navigation Company 
have a frequent service to the Australian 
Colonies. The Austrian Lloyd steamers go to 
and from Europe monthly, and the Canadian 
Pacific Mail Company have a three-weekly service 
to Europe via Vancouver and the Canadian 
Pacific ilway; also the Portland Line of 
steamers have a monthly service to Portland, 
Oregon, touching at Japanese ports, and Victoria, 
British Columbia. All the Nippon Yusen Kaishs 
vessels to and from Europe and Australia call. 
There are also The Glen and Blue Funnel Lines, 
and many small steamers engaged in the China 
Coast trade which have their base at Hong Kong.

here is daily steam communication between 
Hong Kong, Macao, Canton, and the Weat 
River. The communication with Japan is three 
or four times a week. There are no railways 
(but a cable tramway from the city to the higher 
levels was opened in 1888, and another is con- 
templated); an electric tramway on the overhead 
trolley system from Shaukiwan to Kennedy Town, 
along the whole extent of the city, was com- 
pleted and opened in July, 1904. No internal 
telegraph communication exists except for polioe 
and military purposes.* The island possesses few

In November, 1902, a Parcels Post Convention 
was signed between Hong Kong and the U.S. As 
which came into force 1st January, 1904. Cheap 
rate for parcels 35 cents per lb. (limit of weight, 
4lbe. 6ozs.). The postal agencies in China at 
Canton, Swatow, Amoy, Foochow, N ingpo, 
Hankow, Hoihow, Chefoo, and at Liu-Kung-Tau, 
Wei-hai-Wei, are under the superintendence of 
the Postmaster-General at Hong Kong. There is 
a branch office at Shanghai. 


Education. 


The Government schools include Queen’s Col- 
lege, a secondary boys’ school, with an average 
attendance of 1,000 mostly Chinese ; the Kowloon 
British School, a gift to the Colony from a 
Chinese resident, exclusively for children of 
both sexes of European-British rentage, with 
an average attendance of 55; the Victoria British 
School, recently opened for children of both sexes 
of European-British parentage, with an attend- 
ance of about 40; the Belilios Public School, for 
both sexes, with an average attendance of 85; 
and 4 Anglo-Chinese District Schools, with an 
average attendance of 286. Others are being 
Say ehes rete the mat schools have staffs 
wholly or partly composed of European teachers. 
There are also Vernacular Boys’ Sohcols: under 
Chinese masters, and 1 ernacular Girls’ 
School, with a total average attendance of 223. 
Scholarships have been founded by Government 
and by private individuals for higher education. 
There is a Police School and a College of Medicine 
for Chinese. 

Besides Government schools there are a number 
of denominational schools, under the management 
of representatives of various religious societies, 
which receive grants from the Government, and 
which are subject to Government inspection. The 
one attendance in these schools was 3,305 in 


Revenue. 


About one-third of the revenue is derived from 
the Opium Monopoly and one-fifth from muni- 
cipal rates for police, lighting, water and other 
phos: 13 per cent. on the annual value in 

ictoria and the Hill Districts; 12 per cent. 
at Yau-ma-ti, Kowloon Point, and ung-Hom ; 
and rates varying from 7 per cent. to 9 per 
cent. in the outlying villages, payable by the 
owners. The annual rates jable on the valua- 
tion for 1905-6 are $1,331,895, an increase of 
$75,110 over those of previous valuation. The 
remainder is derived from licences, land revenue,

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stamps, and fees. Land Sales are expected to 
realize $400,000 in 1906, Stamp Revenue to reach 
$580,000, and Postal Revenue $410,000. The 
Revenue has been steadily growing for years, and 
a total of over $7,300,000 is expected to be raised 
during 1906. 


Defence. 


There is an Imperial garrison of about 4,000 
men, towards the cost of which the Colony 
contributes 20 per cent. of the public revenue 
annually. There is a Volunteer Corps, consisting 
of two companies of Garrison Artillery and one 
company of Engineers and a Mounted Troop, with 
a membership of about 270. The Troop, which 
numbers about 30, has recently been formed for 
purposes of scouting and orderly duty in time of 
war. A Volunteer Reserve Association has also 
been formed, members of which are required to 
make themselves proficient in rifle shooting, and 
undertake to snrolunder the Volunteer Ordinance 
in the event of hostilities. The association has 
a membership of about 180. The port is the 
headquarters of the China Squadron (38 vessels 
in all), which combines with the East Indies and 
Australian Squadrons to form the Eastern Fleet. 
There is usually one war vessel present besides 
the Station Receiving Ship. Land batteries have 
been erected with a view to protecting the town 
and anchorage. There is an armed police, 993 
strong in 1904, of whom 133 were Europeans, 375 
Indians, and 485 Chinese. 


Constitution. 


The Government is administered under Letters 
Patent of 19th January, 1888, by a Governor, 
aided by an Executive Council, composed of six 
official and two unofficial members, besides the 
Governor. The Legislative Council is presided 
over by the Governor, and is composed of seven 
official 1 and six unofficial members, three of whom 
are nominated by the Crown on the recommenda- 
tion of the Governor (two being usually Chinese), 
one is nominated by the Justices of the Peace 
from their body, and one by the Chamber of 
Commerce. The unofficial members vacate their 
seats after six years from date of appointment. 
The ‘‘Colonial Courts of Admiralty Act, 1890,” 
regulates the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court 
in Admiralty cases. The English Common Law 
forms the basis of the legal system, modified by 
Colonial Ordinances, of which a revised edition to 
1901 has been issued. The law as to civil preer 
dure was codified by Ordinance No. 3 of 1901.

JAMAICA. 
Situation and Are. 


Jamaica is an island in the Caribbean Sea, to 
the southward of the eastern extremity of the 
Island of Cuba, within N. lat. 17° 42’ and 18° 33’, 
and W. long. 76° 10’ and 78° 24’. It is the largest 
of the British West Indies, being 144 miles in 
length, and 50 in extreme breadth, and containing 
about 4,2074 square miles, about half the size 
of Wales. The island is very mountainous, the 
main ridge running east and west, with numerous 
subsidiary ridges, some parallel to the main ridge, 
others spreading out in a N.W. and 8.E. direction 
from it, terminating in the famous Blue Mountains 
in the east, the highest peak being 7,423 ft. high. 
There are numerous rivers and streams, with a 
rapid fall for the most part, and not navigable. 
The largest are the Black River in the south-west, 
and the Rio Grande in the north-east. Kingston, 
the capital, with a population of 48,504 in 1891, is 
situated on the south coast of the Island, and has 
a fine harbour. In St. Ann’s Parish, in the middle 

of the island, on the north of the main ridge, 
is the Roaring River, so called on account of its 
many picturesque waterfalls. : 

The Cayman Islands, lying between 19° 10’ 
and 19° 45’ N. lat., and 79° 30’ and 80° 35’ W. 
long., are dependencies of Jamaica.* Pedro and 
Morant Cays are also dependencies, being two 
guano islands in 17° N. lat., as well as the Turks 
and Caicos Islands.f . 

It is estimated that Jamaica contains 2,692, 480 
acres, from which may be deducted 80,000 acres as 
useless foragriculture, consisting chiefly of swamps, 
rocks, and inaccessible lands, leaving 2,612,400 
acres available for cultivation. Of this 774,961 
acres are returned as under cultivation in 1904. 
The dependencies have an area of 89 miles. 


History. 

The island was discovered by Columbus on the 
3rd May, 1494. He called it St. Jago, after the 

tron saint of Spain, but the new name was soon 
aronped in favour of the native one of Jamaica 
(Xaymaca—well watered). The first settlement 
on it was effected on the shores of St. Ann’s Bay, 
by Esquivel in 1509, under the direction of Diego, 
the son of Columbus, while Governor of ae is 
niola. Although invaded by Sir Anthony Shirle 
in 1596, ead ty Colonel Jackson in 1638, it 
remained in the  pergrrages of the Spaniards 
for 161 years, when it was again attacked 
by a force sent by Cromwell, under Admiral 
Penn and General Venables, against Hispaniola, 
and capitulated, after a trifling resistance, on the 
1lth May, 1655. Until the Restoration, Jamaica 
remained under military jurisdiction, but in 1660 
@ regular civil government was established by 
Charles II., whoappointed General Edward D’Oyley 
Governor-in-Chief, with an Elective Council. In 
1670 peace was made with Spain, and the title of 
England to Jamaica was recognised by the Treaty 
of Madrid. The colony grew fast, stimulated by 
the wealth brought into it by the buccaneers, who 
made Port Royal their headquarters and store- 
house. This town was engulfed in the great 
earthquake of 1692. Kingston then consisted of 
a few sheds, and St. Jago de la Vega (Spanish 
town) became practically the capital. During the 
18th century the island suffered from hurricanes, 
earthquakes, numerous slave insurrections, as well

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as wars with the maroons, or mountaineers, the 
descendants of African slaves left by the Spaniards, 
who inhabited mainly the east of the island, among 
the Blue Mountains. When the Slave Trade was 
abolished, in 1807, there were 323,827 slaves in 
Jamaica. During the last eight years of the trade, 
86,821 slaves were imported. On the abolition of 
slavery in 1833, Jamaica received 6,161, 9271. of the 
20,000, 0002. granted by the Imperial Government 
as compensation to the slave-owners. A serious 
rebellion among the black populstica in 1865 was 
suppressed by Governor Eyre with unnecessary 
violence, and he was recalled. 
Climate and Inhabitants. 

There is great variety of climate; the mean 
temperature of Kingston is 78°1°, rising to 87°8° 
in the day time, and falling to 70°7°at night. As the 
temperature falls about 1° for every 300 feet of 
ascent, it is possible, in a few hours, to reach, in the 
central range of mountains, a cool and delight- 
ful climate. From Kingston, the capital, a change 
of 10° or 15° in temperature can be attained by a 
ride of three hours. 

The rainy seasons occur generally and over the 
whole of the island in May and October, and 
last for about three weeks ; but besides these heavy 
and periodical rainfalls, the ground is refreshed 
by continual showers; and in the N.E. portion 
of the island there is usually a rainy season at the 
end of the year, and light rains generally duri 
the month of August. The mean aanual’ rainfal 
varies throughout the island from about 34 inches 
at sea level to as much as 183 inches at Fellowship 
and 240 inches at Mooredown, both on the northern 
are of the Blue Mountain Range. 

nly two per cent. of the inhabitants are white ; 
the remainder are chiefly of African descent, four- 
fifths being pure negroes. There are about 12,000 
imported coolies, and about 481 Chinese (in 1897). 
English is universally spoken. 


Constitution. 


The original Constitution, granted by Charles II. 
in 1662, which, after existing for nearly 200 
years, wassurrendered in 1866, wasarepresentative 
one, consisting of a Governor, a Privy Council, 
a Legislative Council, and an Assembly of 47 
elected members. The depression caused by the 
abolition of slavery led to a grave constitutional 
crisis, the Assembly refusing to vote supplies, 
and endeavouring to enforce sweeping reductions 
in establishments, without compensation to the 
Hane Pea officers. Lord Melbourne’s Government, 
in 1839, actually introduced a Bill into Parliament 
for the suspension of the constitution, but was 
defeated, and it was not till 1854 that, by a change 
in the constitution of the Council, harmony was 
temporarily restored. 

After the suppression of the rebellion in 1865, 
Governor Eyre, at the meeting of the Legislature, 
urged the unsuitability of the then existing form of 
Government to meet the circumstances of the com- 
munity, and the necessity of making some sweeping 
change, by which a strong Government might 
be created. The Legislature willingly responded, 
abrogated all the existing machinery of legislation, 
and left it to Her Majesty’s Government to sub- 
stitute any other form of Government which might 
be better suited to the altered circumstances of the 
Colony. 

A Legislative Council was, by Orders in Council 
of the 11th June, 1866, and 11th November, 1869, 
established, consisting of such numbers of official 
and unofficial members as HerMajesty might think

fit. The numbers of each were six until 1878, 
when they were enlarged to eight, and a ninth 
was added in 1881. 

By Order in Council dated 19th May, 1884, and 
Amending Order of 3rd October, 1895, the con- 
stitution was fixed in the following manner :— 

The Council to consist of the Governor (with 
only a casting vote) and five ex-officio members, 
viz: the Senior Military Officer, the Colonial 
Secretary, Attorney-General, Director of Public 
Works and Collector-General, and such other 

rsons, not exceeding ten in number, as Her 

ajesty may from time to time appoint, or as the 
Governor may from time to time provisionally 
appoint, and fourteen persons to be elected as 
thereit provided. The Council shall be dissolved 
at the end of five years from the last preceding 
general election, if, it shall not have been pre- 
viously dissolv 

There is also a Privy Council, with the usual 

wers and functions of an executive council. 

t consists of the Lieutenant-Governor, if any, the 
Senior Military Officer in command, the Colonial 
Secretary, and Attorney-General and such other 
persons, not to exceed eight in number, as may be 
named by the King, or provisionally ape by 
the Governor subject tothe approval of His Majesty. 
The Governor is to preside at each meeting, and 
the Governor and two members form a quorum. 


Local Adminstration. 


There are elective Parochial Boards in the town 
of Kingston and 14 other parishes, under Laws 13 
of 1900 and 17 of 1901, with jurisdiction over roads, 
markets, sanitation, poor relief, waterworks, and 
pounds. The chief towns are Kingston (popula- 
tion, in 1891, 48,504), Port Royal (population 
1,200), Spanish Town (population 8689), Montego 
Bay (population 4,651), Falmouth popu non 
3,029), and Port Maria (population 6,741). 

The parish isthe unit of local government, and 
each parish has its own parochial institutions, 
viz., poorhouses, &c., &c., managed by the Parochial 
Board of the parish, the members of which are 
elected by the persons entitled to vote for the 
election of members of the Legislative Council. 
The administration of poor relief by the Parochial 
Boards is controlled by a Board of Supervision. 
The several direct taxes received on land, houses, 
horses, carriages, &c., &c., are devoted entirely to 
the parish in which they are collected, with the 
exception of a few minor items, and a tax of 8d. 
in every 107. of the gross value of the property, 
which go to the credit of the general revenue of 
the colony. 

The tota] revenue of all the local bodies in 
1903-4 was 139,737/.; their expenditure 128,894/., 
and their debt at the end of the year 58,595/. 
These figures form part of the general revenue 
and expenditure, as given below. 

There is a High Court of Justice and Petty 
Sessions of magistrates throughout the ilnad: 
The Resident Magistrates, besides holding courts of 
their own, preside in the courts of Petty Sessions. 

An ‘‘Island medical service,” under the control 
of a superintending medical officer, was established 
in 1870. The several medical practitioners, who 
receive a retaining fee or salary from the Govern- 
ment, are designated ‘‘district medical officers.” 
They are located throughout the island, and for 
the fixed salary paid by Government they have to 
attend sick paupers, parochial hospitals and alms- 
houses, the constabulary officers and men, aad 
prisons. 
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The Colonial revenue is derived mainly from 
import duties on food stuffs, alcohol, and an 
ad valorem duty; the excise on rum (85,0372. in 
1904-5) and stamps and licences. Direct taxation 
is levied on properties outside the parish of 
Kingston, principally for parochial pu but 
a uniform rate of 8d. in every 10/. value collected 
for General Revenue yielded 27,300/. 


Defence. 


The Constabulary was placed on its present 
footing in 1867, and is modelled on the system of 
the Royal Irish Constabulary, and ‘‘partially under 
military organisation and discipline.” There are 
on the authorised strength 16 officers (inspectors 
and sub-inspectors), under an I tor-General, 
and 758 sub-officers and men, and 812 district con- 
stables distributed throughout the island. The 
force has been strengthened by the addition of 
sub-officers selected from the Royal Irish 
Constabulary. 

There is an Imperial garrison stationed near 
Kingston. The naval station at Port Royal was 
reduced to a cudre on lst April, 1906. ere is 
a seas force with an establishment of 800 officers 
and men. 


Currency and Banking. 


British currency, United States gold, and gold 
doubloons are legal tender. Accounts are kept in 
sterling, and the coin in circulation is almost ex- 
clusively British silver and Jamaica nickel pence. 
Total estimated coin 300,000/. The Colonial Bank 
and the Bank of Nova Scotia are the only private 
banking establishments in the Colony. The Colo- 
nial Bank has one branch and 4 agencies; it has 
a note circulation estimated at 150,000. British 
silver coins above 6d. are legal tender to any 
extent; coins of 6d. and less amount to the extent 
of 40s. in any one payment. 

Government savings banks were instituted in 
all the principal towns in 1871, the rate of interest 
allowed being at first 4 per oent., but this was 
reduced in 1881 to 3 per cent., and in 1897 to 23 

cent. The total deposits on 3lst March, 1905, 
were 394, 9571. 


Education. 


Elementary education is left to private enterprise, 
aided, since 1867, by a system of grants-in-aid 
from the Colonial revenue. The number of 
schools is 706, with 45,883 scholars in average 
attendance, and the grant-in-aid for 1904-1905 
was 51,680/. ; no fees are charged. The Govern- 
ment maintains a system of inspection, and 
provides a training college for female teachers 
which is wholly supported from public funds, 
besides largely assisting the Mico undenomina- 
tional college for male teachers, and two denomina- 
tional colleges for female teachers. More than 100 
students are now under training. By laws 
in 1892a Board of Education has been constituted, 
and provision made for the opening of Govern. 
ment secondary schools where required. No 
provision is made from public funds for technical 
education, but there are some endowed schools and 
scholarships tenable at the English universities. 


Industry. 


Fruit, consisting of bananas, oranges, &c., is now

The other chief crops are sugar hig 198,066 
cwt., value 116,366/.) ; coffee Ken ap 1,620 cwt., 
value 85,173/.); ginger (export 22, cwt., value 
27,2331.); pimento (export 154,335 cwt., value 
136,969/.); and the exports comprise, in addition 
to those products, rum (export 1,234,357 gallons, 
value 92,576l.); dyewood (export 31,117 tons, 
value 78,266/.); cocoa (export 23,458 cwt., value 
40,7577.) The area under sugar cane in 1904 
was 23,871 acres, and under coffee 24,479. There 
are 150 acres of Government cinchona planta- 
tions. Area under banana cultivation, 44,325 
acres. 

The coffee plantations are mainlv on the Blue 
Mountain Range. The great fruit growing district 
is in Portland, with Port Antonio for its outlet. 
Sugar is largely grown in the district of Vere in 
Clarendon parish, and in the seaward parts of St. 
James and Trelawney, where the best rum in the 
world is produced. The cattle-raising districts 
are in St. Ann’s, and in Hanover and West- 
moreland and the western part of St. James. 
The uplands of Manchester parish are rich in 
coffee and fruit. St. Elizabeth 
a large quantity of logwood an 
woods, as well as maize and fine pasture 
horses.

The average 
passage is 21 days. The Royal Mail cargo 
steamers leave Southampton on 11th and 23rd of 
the month. The Imperial Direct West India Mail 
steamers leave Bristol every alternate Saturday, 
the Company receiving a subsidy of 40,000. per 
annum from the Imperial Government and the 
Colony, and undertaking to carry 20,000 bunches

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of bananas to England every fortnight. The 
West India and Pacific steamers leave Liver- 
pool on the 10th of each month, their average 
passage being 21 days. There is also frequent 
steam communication between the United States 
and Jamaica. 

Telegraphic communicatien with Europe is com- 
plete. Jamaica is the first British possession in 
the West Indies which the two cables from Cuba 
touch at, whence they branch away via St. Thomas, 
to Demerara, and in the opposite direction to the 
Isthmus of Panama. On 3let January, 1898, the 
Direct West India Cable Company established 
communication between Jamaica and Halifax wa 
Bermuda and Turks Island. 

A line of inland telegraph, connecting all the 
principal towns, and having 74 telegraph and 
telephone stations, is now in operation. The 
total mileage open is 736°31, 562 miles alo 
roads, and 184°3: along railway lines. The tota 
cost of the telegraphs has been about 20,3241. 
The receipts in 1904-5 were 4,791. 178. 1 

The railway extends from Kingston to Montego 
Bay, in the parish of Saint James, a distance 
of 112°71 miles, and to Ewarton, in the parish 
of St. Catherine, in the other direction, by a 
branch line from Spanish Town of 17°16 miles; 
and to Port Antonio by a branch line from 
Bogwalk, on the Ewarton branch, of 54°44 miles. 
The total length of line open is 184°31 miles. 
The railway was arebased by an American 
syndicate, who, under agreement, extended it to 
Port Antonio on the north-east, and to Montego 
Bay on the north-west, but the company havin 
failed, the Government resumed possession o 
the line on 16th August, 1900. The total 
railway debt charge, providing for interest and 
repayment, is 191 4660. a year. The receipts 
in 1904-5 exceeded the expenditure by 24,9371., 
leaving a deficiency, after providing for the 
above charge, of 96,528. There is also a line of 
telegraph along the railway from Kingston to 
Montego Bay, 113 miles; Spanish Town to Ewarton, 
17. muee and from Bogwalk to Port Antonio, 
oh miles. 

e island is intersected by a system of main 
roads, the condition of which will bear favour- 
able comparison with those in many European 
countries. There are 1,9434 miles of main roads, 
and about 4,318 miles of parochial roads. 

A weekly steam communication round the island 
to the principal outports has been established. 
The circuit is completed within 120 hours. 

Kingston, Montego Bay, Falmouth, Sav-la-Mar, 
and St. Ann’s Bay are ports of registry. During 
the year ended 31st March, 1902, 7 ships, with aggre- 
gate tonnage of 324 tons, were registered. At 
Kingston, 6, with a tonnage of 304 tons, and at 
Montego Bay 1, with a tonnage of 20 tons.

CAYMAN ISLANDS. 


The Cayman Islands (a dependency of Jamaica) 
consist of three islands, Grand Cayman, Little 
Cayman, and Cayman Brac, lying between 79° 44’ 
and 80° 26’ W. longitude, and 19° 44’, and 19° 46’ N. 
latitude. They were discovered by Columbus, on 
his return voyage from Porto Bello to Hispaniola, 
but were never occupied by the Spaniards. The 
English took possession of them soon after the 
conquest of Jamaica, and they were mainly colo- 
nised from that island. 

Grand Cayman is distant about 178 miles from 
the nearest point of Jamaica. It is 17 miles in 
length, and varies from 4 to 7 miles in breadth. 
The coasts are for the most part rock-bound, pro- 
tected by coral reefs and enclosing some fair-sized 
harbours. Oneon the north sideof the island, called 
the Great Sound, measures over six miles across. 

The princi industry of the inhabitants is 
catching turtle. These turtle are brought to the 
island and placed in ‘‘kraals,” to recover and 
fatten before being sent to their next stage, 
Jamaica, from whence they are exported. Over 


(c) 
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5,000 turtles a year are thus disposed of at an 
average price of 1/. each. 

The Island of Grand Cayman is in some parte 
fruitful, and the usual tropical products are grown, 
but a considerable average is traversed by cliffs, 
and unfit for cultivation. Mahogany, cedar and 
other valuable timber and some dye-woods are - 
found in quantities. Phosphate deposits of some 
value exist, and were worked, but have lately 
been neglected. 

There are two towns, Georgetown and Bodden- 
town, and several villages. The population of 
Grand Cayman numbered 4,322 at the census of 1891. 

The smaller Cayman Islands, viz., Little Cayman 
and Cayman Brac, are about 70 miles distant from 
Grand Cayman; they are almost entirely given 
up to the growth of coconuts. Their inhabitants 
numbered at the last reckoning 60 and 528 
persons, respectively. 

The proportion of white inhabitants in the 
Cayman Tntauid is much larger than in most parts 
of the West Indies. 

Fine schooners of native woods are continually 
being constructed at these islands for sale and for 
local use, the people being first-rate shipwrights. 

The Legislative Assembly of the Cayman 
Islands consists of the Justices of the Peace and 
elected Vestrymen, and the laws ed by this 
body are subject to the assent of the Governor of 
Jamaica before becoming operative. 

The government of the Dependency is adminis- 
tered by a Commissioner.

LABUAN. 


The Island of Labuan is situated on the north- 
west coast of Borneo, in 5° 16’ N. lat., and 115° 15’ 
E. long. Its area is 30°23 square miles. It is 
dis tant from the coast, at the nearest point, about 
six miles, and from Brunei, the capital of the 
Protected State of that name, about thirty miles ; 
and from Singapore 725 miles, or three days’ steam. 

The average annual rainfall is about 168 inches, 
and the thermometer ranges from 71° to 93°. 

The island, then uninhabited, was ceded to 
Great Britain by the Sultan of Borneo in 1846. 

Much expectation as to the success of the new 
settlement was founded upon the existence of rich 
coal deposits in the Island. Hitherto the com- 

nies formed to develop these coal resources 

ave not met with great success, but, in 1893, the 
Central Borneo Company was _ re-constructcd 
under the name of the New Central Borneo Com- 
ny, who have since transferred their undertak- 
ing to the Labuan and Borneo Company. A 
certain quantity of coal is turned out every 
month, and the mines are now progressing more 
favourably.

A stone pier, with a wooden T-head to allow 
of coal wagons being directly discharged into 
vessels drawing 27 feet, has been constructed by 
the coal company. 

Ships are supplied with water at $1 per ton 
from standcocks close to the piers, and H.M. ships 
with coal, by agreement, at 15s. per ton. 

It is a market for much of the produce of the 
neighbouring coasts of Borneo and the Sulu Archi- 
pelago, such as‘sago, beeswax, edible birds’ nests, 
camphor, tta- percha, indiarubber, rattans, 
tortoise-shell, and béche-de-mer, which are for- 
warded by the Labuan traders to Singapore. 
Cattle and goats are reared, and 2,000 acres are 
estimated to be under cultivation. There are sago 
factories in the island, where the raw material 
received from the coast is converted into sago 
flour, which is exported to Singapore. 

There is no bank or savings bank. Thecurrency 
is Straits dollars and Straits subsidiary coins, 
and the nickel and copper coins of the British 
North Borneo Company. The Company’s notes 
also circulate in Labuan. 

The inhabitants are chiefly Malays from Brunei, 
and Chinese, the latter being mostly petty traders. 

Two schools are aided by Government grants, 
but there are no Government schools, and educa- 
tion is not compulsory. 

The Government is administered by a Governor, 
who, under Letters Patent of 6th November, 
1889, alone makes ordinances, there being no 
legislative council. 

ntil the year 1869 the expenditure of the 
Colony was partly defrayed by an Imperial grant- 
in-aid, but since then the Colony has supported 
itself. In 1871 the military garrison maintained 
by the Imperial Government was withdrawn, 
and an armed police force substituted by the 
Colony, which in turn has been replaced by armed 
constabulary from British North Borneo. At the 
end of 1889 it was arranged that the Governor of 
the territory of the British North Borneo Company 
should be appointed Governor of Labuan. This 
arrangement came to an end in 1905, and from 
st January, 1906, the present Governor of the 
Straits was commissioned as Governor of Labuan. 

A railway has been made, 2 feet 5 inch gauge, 
and of about 10 miles in length, from Victoria 
Harbour to the coal mines at Coal Point. The 
railway is the property of the Labuan and Borneo 
Company, Ltd 


LABUAN. 


The Labuan Water vol ard was started in 
1885, and, with two miles of piping, eu. lies the 
town of Victoria and shipping with potable water. 

The Eastern Extension ng Es en has 
connected Singapore, Borneo and Hong Kong by 
cable vid Labuan. The nearest ea in telegraphic 
communication with Europe is Singapore. 

Steamers go about twice a week to Singapore, 
and also to North Borneo and Sulu.

Most of 
the vessels calling at Labuan are engaged in the 
North Borneo trade, and ply regularly between 
the ports of that State, Singapore, and Manils.

LAGOS. 


[Steps are being taken to amalgamate Lagos and 
Southern Nigeria. ] 


Situation and Area. 


The Colony of Lagos is situated on the Bight 
of Benin, and consists of the coast line from the 
boundary of Dahomey on the west, to the S. 
Nigerian boundary, one mile south-east of the 
village of Omoluma, on the confines of the 
Shekiri Country, on the Mahin Beach on the east, 
and includes Badagry, Lagos Island (the capital 
of the Colony), Ebute Metta, Iddo Island, 
Ikorodu, Ejirin, and Epe, with Palma, Leckie, 
and Ode. 

Tkorodu is the latest acquisition to the Colony 
(ceded August, 1894), and the Jebu strip on the 
north bank of the lagoon now extends from Orichi 
on the Ogun River, in a direct line half a mile to 
the north of the village of Majoda, situated on the 
road between Epe and Jebu Ode, and from thence 
proceeding due east to the Oshun River. By this 
acquisition the Colony commands all the main 
routes to the interior. 

The Protectorate before 1900 comprised the 
kingdoms of Pokra, Okeodan, [laro, Addo, and 
Igbessa, with the Awori country, Jebu Remo 
(1894), Mahin, Itebu, Ayesan, and Ibu, up to the 
town of Ogbo on the east, where it adjoins the 
territory of the Niger Coast Protectorate. 

By an Order in Council issued at the end 
of 1899 the Protectorate was extended to 
the boundaries of Northern and Southern 
Nigeria. It includes the whole of the Yoruba

eo rThe | boundary with Dahomey is at the coast 
at 2° 46’ 55” E. long., and was delimited in 1896 
by an Anglo-French Commission as far as the 
9th parallel. . ; 

For administrative es the country is 
divided into the eee bel e western, the north- 
western, the eastern, and the north-eastern dis- 
tricts, with District Commissioners stationed

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respectively at Lagos, Badagry, Shagamu, and 
Epe. The police magistrate of Lagos is District 
Commissioner of the central district. The 
Shagamu and Ikorodu districts are administered 
as one, and the Epe and Lekki as one, the respec- 
tive district hea launiters being Shagamu and 
Epe. In the Hinterland resident officers are 
stationed at Ibadan, Shaki, Meko, Ijebu-Ode, 
Ilesha, and Ode-Ondo. There is also a Commis- 
sioner for the railway, who resides in the town of 
Abeokuta. 


Lagos Island has an area of square miles,

History. 


The King of Lagos (Kosoko), having refused to 
co-operate in putting down the slave trade, was 
expelled by a British force in 1851, and his cousin 
Akitoye p ed on the throne, by whom a treaty 
was concluded under which he bound himself to put 
down the slave trade. A Consul was appointed, 
but the treaty was not fully adhered to by Akitoye’s 
son and successor, King Docemo, who was induced 
on the 6th of August, 1861, to cede his possessions 
to the British Crown in consideration of a pension 
of 1,000/. a year, which he continued to draw until 
his death in 1885. 

The territories were erected into a se te 
Government by Letters Patent dated the 13th of 
March, 1863. 

By the charter of the 19th of February, 1866, 
Lagos became a part of the Government of the 
West Africa Settlements, having a separate Legis- 
lative Council, but being subject to the Governor- 
in-Chief at Sierra Leone. 

By the charter of the 24th July, 1874, Lagos 
became an integral part of the Gold Coast 
Colony. 

By further Letters Patent dated 13th January, 
1886, the whole of these territories were se ted 
from the Gold Coast Colony, and erected. into a 
separate Sucre 

The original British settlements were Lagos 
Island and Iddo Island. In 1862, Palma and 
Leckie became British, and in 1863 Badagry was 
ceded by its chiefs. In 1879 the kingdom of 
Kotonu, lying to the south and east of the Denham 
waters, was, at the request of the king and chiefs, 
included in the protectorate, and in 1883 the king- 
dom of Ap ying east of Kotonu, was also 
brought under British juriediction. On the east 
also the protectorate was, in 1885, extended aa 
far as the Benin River, by the inclusion of part 
of the kingdom of Mahin, and of the Ogbo and 
Jakri territories. 
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In 1890, Kotonu was exchanged with the French 
Government for the kingdom of Pokra, lying 
between Porto Novo and Badagry. 

In 1891 the kingdoms of Igbessa, Addo and 
Ilaro were included in the protectorate, and in 
1894 Jebu Remo was similarly dealt with, Mahin, 
Itetu, Ibu, and Ayessan being proclaimed pro- 
tectorates in 1895. 

An expedition was sent against the Jebus in 
May, 1 which resulted in the military occu- 
pation and eventual inclusion into the Colony of 
a portion of their country, and in the opening of 
a most important trade route to the interior. 

Agreements have been concluded with the 
Egba native Government, and with the chiefs of 
the Ibadan, Oyo, and Ife provinces, vesting in His 
Majesty the King power and jurisdiction therein 
in all murder aad manslaughter cases, and in 
all cases in which one or both of the parties is not 
a subject thereof respectively. 

The amalgamation of the Colony of Lagos and 
the Protectorates of Southern Nigeria is under 
consideration, and the present Governor of Lagos 
is also High Commissioner in Southern Nigeria. 


Constitution. 


The Government is conducted by a Governor, 
assisted by an Executive and a Legislative Council. 
The latter includes five nominated unofficial mem- 
bers. The law consists entirely of local ordinances 
and Orders in Council, with such English Acts as 
are of general application. 

The Colony was associated with Gambia, Sierra 
Leone, and the Gold Coast Colony in contributing 
towards the salary of the Bishop of Sierra Leone, 
but it now forms part of the Diocese of Western 
Equatorial Africa. 


Industry. 


There are no manufactures except the weaving 
of native cloths and mats, boat and canoe build- 
ing, and brickmaking. A saw mill has been 
established, and native builders, carpenters, and 
blacksmiths do fair work. 

Fishing is extensively pursued in the island 
waters, the fish being dried and sent into the 
interior. 

Cotton planting has been commenced under 
the auspices of the Government, and the prospects 
are encouraging. 

The British Cotton Growing Association have 
now, by arrangement with the Colonial Office, 
taken over the management of the industry, and 
very considerable tracts of land at Ilugan, near 
Ibadan, and between Aro and Abeokuta, have 
been drained, cleaned and planted. 

An export trade in corn (maize) has recently 
sprung up, and is steadily growing. 

A small sugar mill has also been erected at 
Agbowa, in the Colony, and there seems a possi- 
bility that the sugar-cane may be extensively 
grown in the near future. 

lenes was formerly one of the chief entrepéts 
for the export of slaves. It possesses a good 
harbour, which forms the only safe port along 1,000 
miles of coast. It has unrivalled water communi- 
cation with the interior by means of a network of 
lagoons and creeks. A very extensive trade has 
therefore grown up, amounting, in 1902, to over 
two millions. here is a large transit trade 
with Porto Novo and the leeward coast, as 
well as with the interior. The principal exports 
are palm oil and kernels, cotton g , rubber, 
and mahogany. The chief imports are cotton 
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goods, spirits, tobacco, and hardware, nearly 
the whole trade being with England and 
Germany, some exports going, however, to Brazil 
and France. The quantities and values of the

Chief Torons. 


Lagos Town, including Ebute Metta, has now 
about 42,000 inhabitants, and is the largest town 
on the whole West African coast. Epe is prob- 
ably the largest town in the Colony outside Lagos, 
population about 16,000. The next largest towns 
are Badagrv, with a population of 4,022, Leckie, 
and Ikorodu. In the interior Abeokuta and 
Ibadan are believed to contain about 150,000 and 
200,000 inhabitants, respectively. 


Currency and Banking. 


By Ordinance No. 2 of 1880, the legal tender 
currency, and that generally in use, is British ster- 
ling, with gold dust and nuggets, and some 
Spanish, American, and French gold coins; but by 
Ordinance 7 of 1894 gold dust and nuggets were 
demonetised. Cowries (1,000=3d.) are still occa- 
sionally emploved for small transactions. Accounts 
are usually kept in sterling, but occasionally still 
in gallons of palm oil, or in cowries by the sinaller 
native traders. A Government savings bank was 
established on the 1st of January, 1887, under the 
management of the Colonial Treasurer, and on 
3lst December, 1904, held deposits amounting to 
22,4747. 83. Sd. 

During 1891 a branch of the African Banking 
Company was established at Lagos, which has since 
been merged in a company named the Bank of 
British West Africa. 


Means of Communication, 


A railway has been constructed from Iddo Island 
(between Lagos and the mainland) to Ibadan, a 
distance of 1234 miles, and was opened to the 

ublic in March, 1901. The terminus is on Iddo 
jeland. where a fine station has been erected, and 
is connected bv bridges with the mainland and 
with Lagos. The line is 125 miles in length, and, 
excluding the bridges at Lagos, cost about 6,0002. 
a mile. Carter bridge extends from Lagos to Iddo 
Island, and is 2,500 feet long, carried on steel screw 
piles some 100 feet long. The Denton railway and 
road bridges cross from Iddo Island to the 
mainland, and are 900 feet long. A branch line, 
about two miles in length, has been opened between 
Aro Junction (60 miles from Lagos) and Abeokuta. 
The extension of the line to Oshogbo has been 
sanctioned and will be proceeded with very shortly. 
A steam tramway connects Lagos Town with Iddo 
railway station. Lagos Island is now in tele- 
graphic communication with the Congo, South 
Africa, Bonny and Brass, the Gold Coast, and 
Europe, and va Accra, with the Gaboon, Loanda, 
Kotonu, and Porto Novo, and there is also a land 
line connecting it with the Port of Torcados in 
S. Nigeria and with Jebba and Lokoja on the 
Niger. There is a weekly mail service to and 
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from these places, and communication about once 
a month with Hamburg. With Brazil and the 
United States there is communication by sailing 
vessels. The internal communication is chiefly by 
water, along the network of lagoons. There is tele- 
phonic communication between the various Govern- 
ment offices and principal commercial houses.

Education. 


A system of Governmentinspection and examina- 
tion has been introduced under the supervision 
of an Education Board and a Local Inspector of 
Schools, under which grants were made during 
1903-4 to the schools of the various Christian 
denominations, amounting in all to 2,000/.; 
about 4,000 school children are on the school 
rolls. Fees are charged, and education is not 

ulsory. The Mohammedans, who are much 
on on thei increase, maintain their own schools, where 
Arabic is taught, and three Government schools, in 
which elementary English instruction is given, have 
been established for this section of the population. 


Climate and Inhabitants. 


In 1904 the monthly average shade temperature 
varied from 66°, the January minimum, to 92°, 
the March maximum. The rainfall for the year 
was 76°59 inches. 

The native inhabitants are mainly of me nee 
race ; about one-fourth of them speak English. 
There are about 300 persons of European birth in 
the Colony. 

Defence. 

The os battalion of the West African 
Frontier Force consists of 17 Euro officers, 
4 native officers, and 520 rank and file; they are 
armed with Martini-Enfield rifles. There is a 
civil police numbering 492, armed with Martini- 
Enfield carbines. There is also a detective branch 
numbering 15.

THE LEEWARD ISLANDS. 


Situation and Area. 


The Leeward Islands, so called in contrast to 
the Windward Islands, which are most exposed to 
the N.E. Trade, the prevailing wind in the West 
Indies, form the most northerly group of the 
Lesser Antilles, the whole of which were included 
among the Windward Islands as the term was 
used by the Spaniards. Some of them belong 
to Denmark (part of Virgin Islands), Holland 
ae Eustatius, Saba, a part of St. Martin), France 
Guadeloupe, Martinique, St. Bartholomew, and 
part of St. Martin) and the United States (Bieques 
and Culebra). The English Leeward Islands com- 
pune the Presidencies of Antigua (with its 

ependencies, Barbuda and Redonda), Montserrat, 
St. Kitts, and Nevis (including Anguilla), 
Dominica and the Virgiu Islands, were constituted 
a single Federal Colony by an Act passed in the 
Imperial Parliament in the Session of 1871, 
34 & 35 Vict., cap. 107. The total area of the 
Colony is 704 square miles, about the size of the 
county of Surrey, and its population about 127,434. 
The island of Sombrero was added to the colony 
by Order in Council under the Colonial Boundaries 
Act, on August 10th, 1904. 


History. 

The islands were discovered by Columbus on 
his second voyage, in 1493, and became British 
during the 17th century. Particulars of their 
subsequent history will be found in the separate 
articles, but it may here be mentioned, that with 
the exception of Dominica, they have been from 
the first associated politically as well as geographi- 
cally. They were all colonised from St. Kitts 
as centre, all included in the Carlisle grant, and 
possessed a common Legislature as far back as 
the reign of William and Mary. Some Acts 
passed by that Legislature are still in force in 
the several islands, notably one ‘‘to provide 
for the want of fines and common recoveries,” 
under which entails and settlements of real pro- 
perty are effected, and which is considered credit- 
able to the sagacity of the Colonists of the day as 
having anticipated by nearly acentury anda half a 
very beneficial reform only effected in this country 
in the year 1833, by the Act 3 & 4 Will. IV., c. 74. 
The General Legislature met for the last time in 
1798, when it passeda highly humaneslaveameliora- 
tion Act, which was allowed; a Catholic Emancipa- 
tion Act, andan Act repealing the duty on exports 
of 44 per cent. for the Ancuefit of the English ex- 
chequer—both which were disallowed. An attempt 
was made by Sir William Colebrook in 1837 to revive 
the General Legislature, and though the attempt 
was regarded unfavourably in some quarters, 
and the Legislature never actually met, yet the 
right to revive it was clear, and there is no doubt 
that the Act of 1871, the passing of which was 
largely due to the energy and activity of Sir 
Benjamin Pine, is no more than a revival of 
the ancient constitution of the islands. The 
Colonies of St. Kitts and Nevis, with Anguilla 
and their respective dependencies, were united 
into one Presidency by the Federal Act No. 2 
of 1882. 
ry Climate. 

The climate of the islands varies, but is usually 
dry and fairly healthy. Antigua is subject to 
drought, and has an average rainfall of about 
46 inches; St. Kitts, Nevis and Montserrat have 
average rainfalls of from 50 to 60 inches; the 
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rainfall of Dominica averages about 120 inches. 
The mean temperature is about 80°, with but a 
slight range. The Virgin Islands are cooler. The 
hot season is from May to October; the rainy 
season from August to December. 


Constitution. 


By ‘‘The Leeward Islands Act, 1871,” one 
Executive and one Legislative Council, under one 
Governor, were constituted for the six (now five) 
presidencies. As reconstituted by the Federal 
Act No. 1 of 1899, the Legislative Council now 
consists of eight official and eight elective mem- 
bers. Three elective members are chosen by the 
unofficial members of the Legislative Council of 
Antigua, two by those of the Legislative Council 
of Dominica, and three by those of the Legislative 
Council of St. Kitts and Nevis. They must 
be and continue members of their respective 
island councils. The official members are the 
Governor, the Colonial Secretary, the Attorney- 
Gencral, the Auditor-General, the Administrators 
of St. Kitts, Nevis, and Dominica, and the Com- 
missioners of Montserrat and the Virgin Islands. 

The Legislative Council has concurrent legis- 
lative powers with the local legislatures on certain 
subjects specified in the Act, such as matters of 
property, mercantile and criminal law, the law 
relating to status, the maintenance of a general 
police faces and a common convict establishment, 
quarantine, postal and telegraph affairs, currency, 
audit, weights and measures, education and the 
care of lunatics, all matters relating to immigration, 
copyright and patents, and its own constitution and 
procedure. Any island legislature is, in addition, 
competent to declare other matters to be within 
the competency of the general legislature. Any 
island enactment on such subjects is void if repug- 
nant to an enactment of the general legislature, or 
may at any time be repealed or altered by one. 

The Council meets at least once a year, ata 
place notified by proclamation (usually at St. John, 
Antigua), and no Council lasts more than three 
years. The session usually lasts from one to three 
weeks. 

The expenses of the federal] establishments are 
voted by the Council, and apportioned among the 
Presidencies. 

The Council has power to alter its constitution 
by an ordinary Act, to be reserved for the King’s 
pleasure and the King has power, by Order in 
Council, at any time to include any other West 
Indian Island in the fedcration, upon joint 
addresses from the Leglislative Body of such 
island, and from the Council, on such terms and 
conditions in each case as are in the addresses 
expressed. This power has not actually been 
exercised, and the inclusion in the Colony of 
Sombrero, which had no legislative body, was 
effected as above mentioned under a different 
Act. 


Currency and Banking. 


The usual currency is British silver, a few 
British and United States gold coins being 
occasionally met with. In addition to these, the 
gold doubloons are legal tender. The Colonial 
Bank has a branch in Antigua, one in St. Kitts, 
and one in Dominica. In the Virgin Islands, 
Montserrat and Nevis, there are no banks. The 
notes of the Colonial Bank circulate in Antigua 
(3,500/.), and St. Kitts (14,000/.), and those of 
the Danish Bank of St. Thomas in the Virgin 
Islands. 

There is no limit/to silver as\a.legal tender.

. Means of Communication. 

Mail communication exists with England and 
also with the other West Indian Islands (including 
Jamacia) and Demerara, once a fortnight, by the 
steamers of the Royal Mail Steam Packet Com- 
ae Also to the southern islands, and to the 

ited States of America, once a fortnight, by 
the steamers of the Quebec and Gulf Ports Line, 
and to Demerara, the other West Indian Islands 
(except Jamaica), Bermuda and the Dominion 
of Canada by Steamers of the Pickford and Black 
Line once a fortnight. Intermediate mails are 
also made up for the above places by the steamers 
of Messrs. Scrutton’s Direct Line and others. The 
usual time occupied by the voyage from England 
to Antigua is about 14 days. 

Two telegraph cables connect Dominica with 
St. Lucia (vzd Martinique) and Guadeloupe, and 
two cables connect St. Kitts with Antigua and 
St. Thomas. Antigua is also connected with 
Guadeloupe, and thence with the United States, 
Bermuda, Canada and Europe. The other islands 
are not in telegraphic communication by cable, 
the nearest cable stations to the Virgin "(alan 
being St. Thomas and St. Croix, and the nearest 
to Montserrat, Barbuda, and Redonda being 
Antigua and St. Kitts. There are no railways 
or internal telegraphs. 


Postage. 

The rates for external postage are those of the 
Postal Union, but in the case of the U.K., India 
and certain Colonies,* letter postage was reduced 
to 1d. per 4 oz from 25th Dec., 1898. Inland 
ede arrangements exist in Antigua, St. Kitts, 

vis and Dominica, the rates being 1d. for the 
first 4 oz., and 4d. for every additional § oz. within 
each of the islands.

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ANTIGUA. 
Antigua is situated in W. long. 61° 45’, and N. 
lat. 17° 6’. It is about 54 miles in circumference, 


and its area is 108 square miles, about half the size 
of Middlesex. 

The islands of Barbuda (population 775) and 
Redonda (population 120) are dependencies of 
Antigua. ithe have a total area of 624 square 
miles. Barbuda lies about 25 miles due north 
of the main island, with an area of 62 miles, 
is very flat, with a large lagoon on the west side, 
separated from the sea by a spit of sand. It was 
long owned by the Codrington family. It produces 
some salt and phosphates of lime, and is well 
adapted for cattle ing and horse rearing. It 
is one of the few talxtids where wild deer are still 
found. Redonda, lying between Montserrat and 
Nevis, 25 miles S.W. of Antigua, in 25° 6’ N. 
lat., 61° 35’ W. long., 1 mile by 4 mile, 1,000 feet 
high, is valuable fot its phosphate of alumina 
mines, discovered in 1865, now worked by the 
Redonda Phosphate Company under license and 
subject to an annual rental of 50/. On anaverage, 
7,000 tons are annually exported to the United 
States, 90 men being employed. 

Antigua was discovered by Columbus in 1493, 
who named it after a church in Seville, called 
Santa Maria La Antigua. It was first inhabited 
by a few English from St. Kitts in 1632. In 1663 
Charles II. made a formal grant of the island to 
Lord Willoughby, who sent out a large number of 
colonists. After an interval of French occupation, 
it was declared a British possession by the Treaty 
of Breda, 1666. There are no rivers, and few springs 
in the island, and consequently it is exposed to fre- 
quent droughts. The island isin the main low-lying 
and has no forests. Rainfall :—

On the 22nd March, 1898, the Legislative Council, 
which was previously partly elected and partly 
nominated by the Governor, passed an Act abro- 
gating itself and substituting the Crown Colony 
system. The new Council consists of sixteen 
members, eight official and eight non-official, all 
nominated by the Governor under Royal Letters 
Patent. The Governor presides. 

The chief productions are sugar, cotton and pine- 
apples, but much of the land has been allowed to 
become ruinate in the hands of the old planting 
families. There are 71 estates in cultivation, com- 
prising 16,778 acres. St. John, the chief town, has 
@ population of 9,262, and is a port of registry, 
having on 31st December, 1903, 45 sailing vessels 
registered, with a total tonnage of 659. The 
other towns are Falmouth, Parham and English 
Harbour.

ST. CHRISTOPHER AND NEVIS. 


This Presidency consists of the Islands of St. 
Christopher (St. Kitts), Nevis and Anguilla, 
with their several dependencies. These were 
united to form one Presidency by the Federal Act 
No. 2 of 1882.

Constitution, 


The title of the officer administering the 
Government was changed from that of President 
to that of Commissioner in 1888, when a Com- 
missioner of the United Presidency of St. 
Christopher and Nevis was appointed. A further 
alteration in the constitution of the Government 


was made in 1805, when by Letters Patent and 
Royal Instructions dated 2Uth February, 1895, the 
office of Administrator was created, and that 
officer given fuller powers. 

There is one Executive Council for the United 
Presidency, consisting of the Governor, the 
Administrator, the Colonial Secretary, the 
Attorney-General, the Auditor-General and such 
persons as His Majesty may from time to time 
appoint. 

The Legislative body is stvled the Legislative 
Council of St. Christopher and Nevis, and consix€s 
of six official and six nominated unofticial mernbers, 
besides the Governor and the Adininistrator; the 
Governor, or, in his absence, the Adininistrator, or, 
in the absence of both of them, a meinber of the 
Council appointed by the Administrator in writing, 
presides, and the President of the Council enjoys 
an original and also a casting vote. The Council 
meets in annual sessions at Basseterre, in St 
Christopher, and is convened at such times as the 
Governor or Administrator sees fit. 


Industry. 


Tobacco was at first the principal crop grown, 
but it soon lost its pre-emninence, and the main 
industry of the two larger islands is now the 
production of sugar, molasses and rum, and the 
growth of Sea Island cotton. About 18,000 acres 
are in sugar-cane cultivation. ‘The sugar crop 
exported from the Presidency during  1{W)4 
amounted to 12,224 tons of sugar, 2,803 
puncheons of molasses and 230 puncheons of 
rum. <Arrowrvot, coffee, peanuts and vegetables 
are also grown in small quantities for local con- 
sumption. Successful experiments have been 
carried on in the growing of tobacco and cocoa, 
and the prospects are encouraging. Over 2,000 
acres are now in cotton in St. Kitts and Nevis, 
and 65,625 lbs. of cotton were shipped in 1004. 
Cattle and horses and small mules are raised. 
Salt is produced in St. Kitts and Anguilla. 


Defence. 


In 1896 a Volunteer Defence Force, consisting of 
mounted infantry and infantry, was raised. This 
force now nuinbers about 8V officers and men. 

St. Aitts. 

The island lies in latitude 17° 18’ N., and longi- 
tude 62° 48’ W.) The area of the main body of it 
presents a long oval, from the south-eastern end of 
which runs a narrow neck, gradually expanding 
into a small knob of land, within which are the 
salt ponds. 

The total length of the island is about 23 miles. 
The total area is 68 square miler. 

The central part of the main body consists of 
a range of lofty rugged mountains, which traverses 
it from south-east to north-west, attaining its 
greatest height at Mount Misery, which is about 
3,711 fect above the sea. On the soutli-west side 
of the island, between the mountains and the sea, 
but nearer the latter, is Brimstone Hill, formerly 
the seat of the garrison. It is quite isolated, and 
about 750 feet in height. This range of hills 
describes nearly a semicircle, formning the spacious 
and fertile valley or plain, on the seaboard of 
which lies Basseterre, the principal town, with 
a population of about 10,000. 

The circle of land formed by the skirts and 
lower slopes of the mountain-range of the main 
body of the island, and the valley. of Basseterre, 
constitute nearly the-whole-of ‘the arable and 
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cultivated portion of the island. The higher slopes 
of the mountains are covered with short grass, 
affording excellent pasturage, while their summits 
are crowned with dense wood. 

The climate, for a tropical one, is decidedly 
healthy. The highest temperature in the shade 
is about 88°, the lowest 66°, and the mean 
average about 79°. 

The rainfall for the year 1904 was 39°57 inches. 

St. Kitts, the Carib name of which was Lla- 
muiga, ‘‘The Fertile Isle,” was the first settled 
of the British West Indies. Mr. Thomas Warner 
was despatched thither in 1623 by Mr. Ralph 
Merriefield, and commenced tobacco cultivation. 
His first crop, however, was destroyed by a 
hurricane, and the Colony was for some time in a 
SNe condition until the arrival of the ship 

opewell with supplies for the settlement. 

In 1625, Warner, at the instance of the Earl of 
Carlisle, to whom Charles I. had granted Letters 
Patent over the islands of St. Christopher, Nevis, 
Antigua, Montserrat and Barbados, was appointed 
Governal-General of these Islands and Governor 
of St. Kitts. 

Upon the same day in the year that Warner 
returned from a recruiting visit to England M. 
D’Esnambuc, with a few Frenchmen, reached the 
island, and was permitted to form a settlement 
beside the English, a treaty of partition being 
afterwards made, the French obtaining the two 
ends of the island and the English the middle 

rtion. From thence the greater number of the 

er Antilles were colonised, thus earning for 
St. Kitts the name ‘‘ Mother of the Antilles.’ 

In October, 1628, a Spanish squadron devastated 
the island and ordered its abandonment, an order 
that had quite a contrary effect, and the two settle- 
ments rapidly increased. Warner was knighted 
in 1629, 

War between the mother countries led to war 
between ‘‘the two nations” at St. Kitts, with the 
result that in April, 1666, the English were expelled 
from the inland. Repelling an attempt at its re- 
capture, the French remained in possession until 
the next year, when, by the Treaty of Breda, 
England recovered her share of it. Again, in 1689, 
the English suffered expulsion under cruel and 
barbarous circumstances, but a year later Sir 
Timothy Thornhill, after three weeks’ fighting, re- 
covered the island for the British arms, the whole 
of it remaining in England’s possession for seven 

ears, when, by the treaty of Ryswick in 1697, the 
French were restored to their former portions of it. 

Once again did England become sole mistress 
when, in 1702, the French capitulated without 
resistance to General Hamilton, supported by a 
fleet of twenty ships. A French invasion four years 
later proved futile, and in 1712 the whole island 
was ceded to Great Britain by the Treaty of 
Utrecht. 

For seventy years there was peace, and then, in 
1792, after a memorable siege and two naval 
encounters, France enjoyed possession of the 
Fertile Isle. It was restored to England by the 
Treaty of Versailles on 28th January, 1783, and 
two French raids in 1805 and 1806 mark the 
close of the remarkable history of this island’s 
warfares. 

Until the year 1866 St. Christopher had 
representative institutions of the type formerly so 

eneral in the West Indies. In 1866 (by Act 

o. 551), the two Houses were replaced by a 
single Legislative Assembly, partly nominated and 
partly elected. This Assembly abrogated itself, 
and substituted for itself a Legislative Council, 
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consisting of five official and five unofficial 
members (Act of 28th June, 1878). The members 
were nominated by the Queen. The Governor, 
however, had wer to nominate unofficial 
members provisionally. The Governor was 
President, or, in his absence, such member as he 
appointed in writing. Four besides the President 
were & quorum. 


Nevis. 


The island of Nevis is situated in 17° 40’ N. lat., 
and 62° 33’ W. long. It was discovered in 1498 by 
Columbus, and was colonised by the English -from 
St. Kitts in 1628. Charlestown, the principal 
town, lies along the shore of a wide bay, and the 
mountain pega? to rise immediately behind it. 
It has a population of about 1,500, and is a port 
of registry. The population of Nevis largely 
consists of peasant proprietors. 

The island, which is divided into five parishes, 
is nearly of a circular form; its area is about 50 
so miles, or about 32,000 acres, of which about 
16,000 acres are fit for cultivation; its greatest 
elevation 3,596 feet above the sea. 

The climate is very similar to that of St. 
Christopher, from which place it is separated by 
a strait of about two miles in breadth at its 
narrowest part, which, however, lies out of the 
direct course for boats plying between the two 
islands. The distance tween Basseterre (St. 
Christopher) and Charlestown (Nevis) is about 
twelve miles, but the roughness of the sea 
occasionally prevents communication. In 1899 
Nevis suffered much from the effects of a 
hurricane. 

In 1866 (by Act 329), the constitution was 
simplified in the same manner as had then 
recently been adopted in St. Kitts and Antigua, 
and a single Chamber was established. 

By an Act (No. 16 of 1877) to ‘‘ Amend and 
simplify the Legislature of Nevis” the Assembly 
was abolished, and a Legislative Council established 
in its stead, and in 1882’ the two islands were 
united into one Presidency. 


Anguilla, 


Anguilla is situated in 18° 12’ N. lat., and 
63° 5’ W. long., about 60 miles N.W. of St. 
Christopher, and is sixteen miles in length, and 
varies in breadth from three to one-and-a-half 
miles, containing an area of thirty-five square 
miles. The ‘* Dogs” and neighbouring islands 
are dependencies of Anguilla. 

The revenue of Anguilla may be estimated at 
about 430/. The local courts for the administration 
of justice are the Magistrate's Court and the Civil 
Jurisdiction Court. The island is also within the 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court of the Leeward 
Islands, of which the Resident Magistrate is 
Deputy Judge. 

he island is healthy, but suffers from want 
of an adequate water supply. The population is 
computed at 3,890. 

Besides cattle, ponies and small stock, the chief 
product is salt. The cultivation of Sea Island 
cotton is being extensively taken up.

DOMINICA. 


Dominica is situated between 15° 10’ and 15° 
40’ N. lat., and 61° 14’ and 61° 30’ W. long. ; 29 
miles long and 16 broad. It lies between the 
French Islands of Guadeloupe and Martinique, 
being distant from each about thirty miles, and 
has an area of 291 square miles. 

The island is very mountainous and picturesque. 
It was discovered by Christopher Columbus on 
Sunday (hence its name), the 3rd of November, 
1493, in the course of his second voyage. It was 
included in the grant made of sundry islands in 
the Caribbean Sea to the Earl of Carlisle, by a 
patent, dated 2nd June, 1627; but several at- 
a Ha to bring the place under subjection to the 
English proved abortive. By the treaty signed 
at Aix-la-Chapelle, in 1748, it was stipulated 
between the English and French that Dominica 
and some other islands should remain neutral, 
and that the original proprietors, the Caribs, 
should be left in possession. During the time 
that Dominica was thus professedly regarded by 
the English and by the French as a ‘‘neutral” 
island, many French planters settled on it and 
established plantations. 

Dominica was captured by the English in 1756, 
and by the ninth article of the peace of Paris, in 
1763, was assigned to Great Britain. Com- 
missioners were sent out for the purpose of 
surveying and selling lands capable of cultivation, 
which yielded to the British Crown the sum of 
312,092/. 11s. id. sterling. The French settlers 
were generously secured in their possessions, on 
condition of taking the oath of allegiance and 
paying a small quit rent. Dominica at this time 
ormed one of a General Government, com- 
prising also Grenada and the Grenadines, St. 

incent, and Tobago. 

In 1771, the island was constituted a separate 

Government, under the administration of Sir 
Wm. Young, Bart. On the 21st June, 1775, the 
Roval Proclamation was issued, establishing a 
House of Representatives, fixing a new qualifica- 
tion for candidates and electors, and regulating 
proceedings at elections. 
‘ In 1778, the French, attracted by the fertility 
of the place, and invited over from Martinique 
by some of their countrymen, prepared a military 
and naval armament against the island, under the 
Marquis de Bouillé, Governor of Martinique, and 
became masters of the island on the 7th of Sep- 
tember, after an obstinate resistance. Marquis 
Duchilleau, a cruel and tyrannical officer, was 
left as Governor. Trade failed, and great distress 
followed. 


In 1783, the island was again restored to the 
English, and Sir John Ord, Bart., was appointed 
Governor. 

In 1795, another invasion of the island was 
attempted by Victor Hugues, the French Repub- 
lican chief, who had previously. forced the British 
troops to evacuate Guadeloupe. The brave and 
well-directed resistance of the inhabitants, under 
the command of Governor Hamilton, forced part 
of the enemy to fly, and the rest to surrender. 

In 1805, now the most remarkable epoch used 
in the island for marking the time of events, 
and which goes by the name of La Grange (the 
name of the invading General), the French again 
landed at each flank of Roseau. The regular 
troops and the militia fought gallantly, but un- 
fortunately Roseau, the capital, was set on fire 
accidentally, and was obliged to capitulate, paying 
the enemy 12,000/. to quit; whilst the Governor, 
Sir George Prévost, and the troops (regular and 
militia) proceeded across the island to the superior 
position of Prince Ruperts. 

In 1833 the island was, with Antigua and the 
other Leeward Islands, formed into a General 
Government, under a Governor-in-Chief, resident 
at Antigua. 

Serious riots occurred in 1893 in connection with 
the collection of taxes in the interior of the 
island. The police and a party of marines and 
blue jackets, landed from H.M.S. Afohawk, were 
stoned, and compelled to fire on the rioters, with 
fatal results. An inquiry into the administration 
was ordered by the Secretary of State, and 
entrusted to Sir R. Hamilton, formerly Governor 
of Tasmania, who visited the island, and made a 
report (rzde H. L. 280, 1893, and C—7447, 1894). 

ominica, in common with other West Indian 
islands, was visited in 1897 by the Royal Com- 
mission appointed to inquire into the condition 
of the West Indian colonies; and an important 
outcome of their recommendations was the grant, 
in 1898, of 15,000/. by the Imperial Parliament 
for road construction in the Island. The Imperial 
Road, constructed out of this grant, has now been 
completed from Roseau to Bassinville, and a 
further road connecting Bassinville with Layou 
is under construction (vzde Cd. 1784, 1904). 

It is estimated that about 130,000 acres in the 
island are at present uncultivated. Much of this 
was at one time under coffee, but ‘‘blight” and 
the marauding of the maroons led to the abandon- 
ment of many estates, while the depreciation of 
sugar has still further reduced the area of cultiva- 
tion. The soil is rich and the climate healthy, 
and the island is well adapted to the cultivation 
of coffee, especially Arabian, and on the higher 
slopes in the centre of the island, where a com- 
mencement in this direction has recently been 
made, cocoa, tea, limes, nutmegs, spices, and 
tropical fruits of all kinds. 

There are many thermal, chalybeate, sulphur, 
and other medicinal springs in the island, which is 
volcanic, and on the Grand Soufriére Hills there 
: a geyser or boiling lake at an elevation of 2,300 

eet. 

An eruption in the great crater took place on 
4th January, 1880, ash and scoria covering the 
roofs of the houses in Roseau to a depth of two or 
three inches. 

The island abounds in rivers well stocked with 
fish, and there is a plentiful supply of water power. 

Coffee, cocoa, lime-juice, and fruit are the chief 
products ; sugar, formerly the staple industry, is 
now only exported in.small quantities. A con- 
siderable trade is carried on)also(in spice, oils, and 
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timber. The principal exports in 1904 were: 
Cocoa, 1,106,564 Ibs. ; sugar, 129 tons; limes and 
lime juice, value 27,826/. ; essential oils, 1,165J. ; 
fruit and vegetables, 1,5764. 

The rainfall in Roseau for 1904 was 72°45 inches ; 
the average for the whole island was 102°48 inches ; 
the mean temperature 79°9 Fahr. 

The chief town is Roseau, population of 5,840 
on 3lst December, 1904; it is a port of registry, 
and had registered on 3lst December, 1903, 
fourteen vessels, of a total tonnage of 132 tons. 
The other town is Portsmouth, to the north of the 
island, in Prince Rupert's Bay. There is a branch 
of the Colonial Bank at Roseau. 

The Local Government is administered by an 
Administrator, aided by an Executive Council of 
6 members. In July, 1898, the Legislative 
Assembly, which was previously partly elected 
and partly nominated, sed an Act abrogating 
itself, and substituting the Grown Colony system. 
The new council consists of twelve members, six 
officials and six non-officials, all nominated by the 
Governor under Royal Letters Patent. The Ad- 
ministrator presides in the absence of the Governor 
from the Presidency. 

Two-thirds of the inhabitants speak a French 
patois, but with compulsory education the acqui- 
sition and use of English is becoming more general. 

A remnant of the original Carib inhabitants of 
of the Island is still in existence (ride Cd. 1228, 
1902).

MONTSERRAT. 


This Island, discovered by Columbus in 1499, 
was named by him after a famous mountain in 
Spain, where is situated the monastery in which 
Ignatius Loyola conceived the project of founding 
the Society of Jesus. 

It is situated 27 miles from Antiguain 16°45’ N. 
lat., and 61° W. long., and is about 11 miles in 
length, and 7 in the broadest Its total area 
is 324 square miles. It is of volcanic formation 
and very rugged and mountainous. The hills are 
covered with forest, the highest elevation bei 
Soufriére Hill (3,000 feet) in the southern part o 
the island. The cultivated land is mainly on the 
western and south-eastern sides. Plymouth, the 
chief town, with a population of 1,461, is on an 
open roadstead on the south-west coast. It is a 
por of sada and had, on 3lst December, 1904, 

sailing vessels, total tonnage 98 tons net. 

Montserrat was colonised by the English in 
1632; the French took it in 1664, and levied 
heavy imposts on the inhabitants ; it was restored 
to England in 1668. It capitulated to the French 
in 1782, but was restored to the English in 1784. 

Montserrat possessed a Pepe Council and 
Assembly as early as 1668. After undergoing 
various modifications they became merged in a 

islative Assembly, which lasted down to 1867. 

y an Act of the Legislative Assembly, dated 
24th Dec., 1866, and confirmed by Order in Council 
26th Feb., 1867, instead of a Legislative Assembly, 
a Legislative Council was established, having all 
the powers, authorities, and rights hitherto pos- 
sessed by the Assembly. By Act No. 2, of 1902, 
which rescinded these Acts, His Majesty may, 
from time to time, appoint such persons, not 
exceeding four in all, as he may think fit, every 
Councillor holding office during His Majesty's 
pleasure. 

The principal export of the island is sugar, 
which is shipped in barrels and bags: 9 barrels, or 
the like aumber of bags, equal a hogshead. In 
a very good year the crop yields 2,500 hogsheads. 
In 1 the export was 514 tons, value 3,656/. 
Many sugar works are furnished with steam- 
engines, but there are still some few properties 
which rely on the windmill, and there are a few 
cattle mills. 

The export of next importance is lime-juice, raw 
and concentrated. There are about 1,000 acres 
planted in lime trees, and the cultivation was ex- 
tending, but nearly all the trees were uprooted by 
the hurricane of 7th August, 1899. The trees have 
since been replanted, and the cultivation is being 
extended to the southern _part_of the island. It 
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is principally in the hands of the Montserrat 
Company, Limited. The export of lime-juice in 
1904 was valued at 7,590/. The cultivation of 
cotton has recently been re-introduced with 
results which promise well for the future; and a 
small onion industry has been established. 

The cultivation of coffee and cocoa has declined 
to such an extent that not enough for home con- 
sumption is now grown. 

There are seven Anglican schools with 2,000 
scholars, three Wesleyans with 907, one Roman 
Catholic with 307, and one undenominational with 
335 scholars. 

The roads of the island have of late years been 
much improved, macadamised, and drained by 
masonry culverts and surface drains; and every 
year progress is made in these respects, as far as 
the small revenue of the island will permit. 

On 7th August, 1899, the island was devastated 
by a fearful hurricane. 

The island is considered to be the most healthy 
of the Antilles. 

The rainfall in 1904 was 48°47 inches, and the 
mean temperature is about dry bulb 79°46, wet 
bulb 73°05.

VIRGIN ISLANDS. 


The Virgin Islands were discovered by Colum- 
bus in 1493 ; they consist of a cluster of islands to 
westward of and adjacent to Porto Rico; the 
largest in the group belonging to Great Britain is 
Tortola, which is situated in 18° 27’ N. lat., and 
64° 39 W. long. These islands, so far as they are 
British, became so in 1666. 

The British islands (about 32 in number) include 
Tortola, Virgin Gorda, Anegada, Jost van Dykes, 
Peter Island, Salt Island, and all others not now 
actually in ssion of Denmark, with the 
exception of ieques, or Crab Island, and Culebra, 
which are now in the possession of the United 
States of America. The total area of the British 
colony is about 58 square miles. A lighthouse is 
maintained by the Board of Trade on Sombrero, 
which was first included in the Colony in 1904. 

The Danes possess St. Thomas, St. John, and 
St. Croix. 

A civil fi ate and courts of justice were 
established in the Virgin Islands in 1773. 
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In April, 1867, an Ordinance was to 
amend the Constitution of the Virgin Islands. It 


was enacted that a Legislative Council should be 
constituted, to consist of the Colonial Secretary 
and the Colonial Treasurer, and not more than 
three unofficial members, to be nominated by the 
Administrator of the Government. This Ordi- 
nance was repealed May Ist, 1902, under which 
the Governor of the Leeward Islands ordains the 
laws. There is also an Executive Council. 

The chief town is Road Town, Tortola, popula- 
tion 400, which is a port of registry, having, on 
ae ieee 1904, 58 vessels, of a total tonnage 
0 A 

A small quantity of sugar is made in the Virgin 
Islands, and during the American Civil War the 
landed proprietors planted cotton, which grows 
luxuriantly. The cultivation of Sea Island cotton 
was commenced in 1904, and a cotton ginnery has 
been erected by the Imperial Agricultural 
Departinent. The peasants own and cultivate 
most of the land in small plots for subsistence. 
They also raise a few cattle, and catch fish. They 
take their produce in small boats to St. Thomas, 
and this constant sailing among the reefs and 
currents which surround the Virgin Islands, makes 
them the finest seamen in the West Indies. They 
are a hardy, intelligent race, remarkably distinct 
from the inhabitants of the neighbouring islands. 
Their trade and intercourse is with the Danish 
Islands, and to a smaller extent with Hayti and 
San Domingo. 

The currency consists almost entirely of foreign 
money, which circulates at the following rates of 
exchange, Danish money at 25 francs to 11., 
American money at $5 to 1. 

On Octoher 29th, 1867, the islands were visited 
by a fearful hurricane, which was most destruc- 
tive to life and property. 

The islands also suffered severely, but not to so 
great an extent, in the hurricane of August, 1871. 

The climate is more healthy than that of the 
other West Indies, and the heat not so great. 
The average annual rainfall at Road Town is about 
56 inches. 

Large quantities of fibrous plants (agaves and 
bromelias) grow wild everywhere in Tortola. 

The Fis communieation is by small sailing 
craft to St. Thomas. Mails are despatched to 
St, Thomas twice a week or oftener, letters for 
Europe being usually sent ta Havre about ten 
times a month.

MALTA. 


Situation and Area, 


The Maltese Islands form a group in the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, about 58 miles from the nearest point 
of Sicily, 80 miles from Syracuse, and 142 from 
Reggio, and about 180 from the nearest point of the 
mainland of Africa. The length of Malta is 
about 17 miles, by 9 miles in breadth; its area 
is 91°557 square miles; that of Gozo, 24°84 
square miles, and that of Comino about one square 
mile. Filfla and Cominotto are but islets. The 
whole group is about half the area of the Isle of 
Man. 


History. 

Of the islands of Malta, Gozo, and Comino men- 
tion is made ata very early date. The Phoenicians 
settled in them in B.c. 1519, according to some 
authors, whilst others give the date B.c. 1400. 
Diodorus Siculus describes Malta and Gozo as 
most important and prosperous Pheenician colonies. 
They were afterwards under the dominion of the 
Greeks, and then of the Carthaginians. During 
the Punic wars the Maltese Islands fell alter- 
nately to the lot of the Carthaginians and 
Romans, and were ultimately occupied by the 
latter. During the Roman occupation the ship- 
wreck of St. Paul took place (Acts xxviii.). Onthe 
decline of the Roman Empire Malta fell into the 
hands of the Goths, and then into those of the 
Saracens, who were expelled in 1090 by Count 
Roger the Norman. It was under the dominion of 
the House of Aragon from 1190 until 1530, when 
it was granted by the Roman Emperor Charles V. 
to the Order of the Knights of St. John, by whom 
it was held for more than two centuries. 

On the 12th July, 1798, the Grand Master Hom- 
pesch capitulated to Napoleon Bonaparte, who 
dispersed the Order.) (The Maltese, however, rose

against the French, and drove them to take refuge 
in the towns, where they were closely blockaded 
by the British fleet, aided by the Maltese, for two 
years. The French, reduced to extremities, sur- 
rendered to the British, and the government was 

laced in the hands of Great Britain, 1800, and 
nally annexed to the British Crown by the Treaty 
of Paris, 1814. 

Climate, 

The climate of Malta is equable and very 
healthy in winter. In Anieusy the heat at the sea 
level approaches that experienced in the tropics. 
The nights, however, are pleasant and cool, except 
during the prevalence of the scirocco wind. The 
mean maximum temperature during the three 
coldest months (December, January, February) 
is 59°8° Fahr., and the mean minimum 51°5°; but 
during the four hottest months (June, July, 
August, and September) the mean maximum is 
81°5° Fahbr., and the mean minimum 71°5°. The 
mean temperature is 65°7°, and the mean annual 
rainfall is 20 inches. There is no river or rivulet 
in the island, the water drainage becoming 
absorbed in the porous sandstone beds and findin 
its way through underground channels an 
aqueducts. 


Industry. 


The island is highly cultivated. Besides products 
for home consumption, oranges and honey of 
superior quality and melons are largely exported. 
A large number of the inhabitants are employed 
in connection with the enormous trade of Valletta 
as a coaling station and an entrepét and port of 
call. It is a port of registry, having, on 3lst 
December, 1903, 107 vessels, of together 6,(160 tons 

ister. There is a large trade with Tunis, 
Tripoli, Algeria, Italy, and the Levant. 


Chief Towns. 

The population, according to the census of 1901, 
is 188,141, including rison, Royal Navy, and 
merchant shipping. The chief town and capital 
is Valletta, having, with ita suburbs of Floriana, 
Sliema, and St. Julian’s, a population of 40,406 in 
1901. The ‘‘Three Cities” on the other side of the 
harbour from Valletta (Senglea, Cospicua, and Vit- 
toriosa) have a population of 17, 492. Citta Vecchia, 
the old capital, is in the interior of the island, and, 
with its suburbs, had a ulation of 9,067 in 1901. 
The chief town of Gozo is Victoria (formerly called 
Rabat), population 5,057. ; 


Inhabitants. 


The inhabitants of the country districts resemble 
the southern Italians in appearance, and in some 
districts show distinct traces of their Punic descent. 
In the towns and among the upper classes are to be 
found rapresentativesof families who havesettled in 
Malta from many different countries. The Maltese 
dialect, which is generally spoken, is of Semitic 
origin, and is held to be derived from the Cartha- 
ginian and Arabic tongues. The educated and 
commercial classes usually speak also Italian 
or English, or both. The Maltese are remarkably 
thrifty, hard-working, and industrious. They are 
excellent seamen and mechanics; large numbers 
of them are to be found as traders in Tunis, Egypt, 
and around the Mediterranean coast. 


Currency and Banking. 
The legal tender currency is, under Order in 
Council of September 24th, 1886, exclusively 
British. There are two local banks (Banoo di Malta 
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and Anglo-Maltese Bank), and a branch of the 
Anglo-Egyptian Bank. The first two banks havea 
small note circulation, reported to amount to about 
27,000/., and the amount of current and fixed 
deposit accounts in the three banks is estimated 
at from 700,000/. to 800,000. The Government 
savings bank, established in 1833, had, on 3lst 
March, 1905, 585,869/. deposits. 


Means of Communication, 


There is a railway. 8 miles in length and 3 feet 
3 in. gauge, now belonging to the Malta Govern- 
ment, which was originally built by the Malta 
Railway Company at the cost of about 90,000. 
An electric tramway and a motor-omnibus service 
has recently been inaugurated, connecting the 
rincipal towns and villages with Valletta. 
ere are 65 miles of telegraph, constructed and 
worked by the military authorities, but open to 
public use. Valletta has an extensive telephone 
system and is a station of the Eastern Telcgraph 
mpany, with direct cables Alexandria (5). 
Gibraltar (3), Bone (2), Messina (1), Tripoli (1), 
and Zante (1). 
It is a port of call for nearly all the Mediter- 
ranean lines of steamers, and is a most important 
coaling station, facilities being given for coaling in 
quarantine, and at any hour, day and night, and for 
ensuring the delivery of full weight of bunker 
coals when owners call for a Custom House certi- 
cate of weight. There is direct mail communica- 
tion with nearly every Mediterranean port several 
times per week, and with England, rd Italy, 
daily, except on Sundays. The rates of postage

Public Works. 


The drainage of the fortified towns, which was 
commenced in 1876 at the joint charge of the 
Colonial and Imperial Treasuries, was completed 
in 1885, and has greatly improved their sanitary 
condition. New drainage works, partly at the 
joint expense of the Colonial and Imperial Govern- 
ments, were commenced in 1899, and Sliema, St. 
Julians, Misida, Piets, Hamrun, Curmi, and 





* See list at end of Introduction. A new rate on 
parcels exchanged with the U.K. (by direct steamer) 
came into force on the Ist’ of Jan., 1899. 
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Rabate have already been drained, while several 
important alterations in the drainage of the 
fortified towns have been effected. The drainage 
works will be gradually extended to all the villages 
of Malta and Gozo, and the installation of a system 
for flushing all the sewers by sea water has been 
taken in hand. The reorganisation of the water 
supply, hitherto very defective, has also been taken 
in hand, and considerable waterworks have beer 
established for raising and distributing at high 
pressure an effective supply of pure water for all 
p cs. These works have now been extended 
to all the large villages and to Gozo. Considerable 
progress has also been made lately in improving the 
roads and streets and in public lighting. Electric 
lighting has been installed, and is being worked in 
Valletta, Floriana, the Three Cities, including the 
Sree Harbour and Marsamascetto Harbour and 
iema. 


Constitution. 


The Government is administered by a Governor, 
advised and assisted by an Executive Council, 
established in 1881, re-constituted in 1887, and 
again in 1903. It now consists of eleven members 
besides the President. Legislation is carried on 
by means of a partly-elective Council of Govern- 
ment originally constituted by Letters Patent 
of llth May, 1849; re-constituted by Letters 
Patent of 12th Dec., 1887 (amended in 1898); and 
again by Letters Patent of 3rd June, 1903. It 
now consists of ten official members and eight 
elected, besides the President and a Vice- 
President. Public officers are ineligible for election, 
and no ecclesiastical person is capable of being 
elected a member of the Council. The islands 
are divided into eight electoral districts, return- 
ing one member each. The total number of 
electors isa little under 10,000. The qualifications 
for a member of Council are, his qualification to be 
registered as an elector, and the possession of im- 
movable property of the clear value of 100/. for 
twelve calendar months previous to election; or 
the payment of rent for immovable property to 
the annual value of 10/. for twelve calendar 
months previous to election; or the payment of 
402. a year for board and lodging; or £10 a year for 
his lodging only for the same period previous to 
election. The qualifications for an elector are the 
age of twenty-one years, British nationality, and 
either an incoine fromm immovable property of 64. 
per annum, or the payment of rent to the amount 
of 6/7. per annum for six calendar months before 
registration, or qualification to serve as a common 
juror. The’Council of Government, unless sooner 
dissolved, lasts three years. The Governor is 
ex-officio President, but neither he, nor the Vice- 
President or other presiding member has either 
an original or a casting vote. A Vice-President 
was first appointed by Letters Patent, dated 6th 
February, 1893. The Governor, or the Vice- 
President, if present, may depute an official 
member to preside. There are no municipalities 
or other forms of local government. 


Education and Religion. 


Elementary education is carried on almost exclu- 
sively in Government schools, which are Roman 
Catholic and free. There are two secondary 
schools with 228 scholars, and 144 elementary 
and infants’ schools, including 48 infant depart- 
ments, and 33 night schools, with 18,948 pupils, 
and an average attendance of 14,206 in both 


day and night schools. There is a public lyceum 
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with 536 scholars, and a university (founded in 
1769) with 147 students. At these two latter 
institutions the fees are extremely low, being 
respectively 4s. and 10s. per family per quarter. 
There are numerous private secondary schools. 
The total number of these schools is 119, with 4,342 
scholars. Educationisnotcompulsory. The Roman 
Catholic religion is universal amongst the Maltese. 


Defence. 

Malta is the principal naval station in the 
Mediterranean, and is strongly fortified. Valletta 
is defended by massive and extensive works. 
The garrison consisted, on the 3lst March, 1905, 
of 12,095 of all ranks. The Island Government 
pays 5,000/. as military contribution. 


Revenue. 


There is no direct taxation of any kind. 

The most important sources of revenue are the 
Customs duties, stamp duty, port dues, and land 
revenue.

MAURITIUS. 


Situation and Area. 


Mauritius is an island in the Indian Ocean, 
between 57° 18’ and 57° 49’ E. long., and 19° 58’ 
and 20° 32’ S. lat., distant 115 miles from 
Réunion, 934 miles from Seychelles, 1,300 miles 
from Natal, 2,000 miles from Cape Comorin, 11,000 
miles from England, 2,300 from the Cape of Good 
Hope, and 500 from Madagascar. It comprises an 
area of about 705 square miles (nearly equal to 
Surrey), having an extreme length of 36 miles from 
north to south, and an extreme breadth of 28 
miles from east to west. 

The formation of the island is supposed to be 
volcanic, and it is surrounded by reefs of coral. 
The mountain chains average 2,000 feet in altitude.

The island was discovered by the Portuguese in 
1507, but the first people that occupied it inany great 
numbers were the Dutch, in 1598, whose com- 
mander, Admiral J. C. Van Neck, named it Mau- 
ritius, in honour of the /then Statholder, Prince 
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Maurice of Nassau. The Dutch, however, though 


they built a fort at Grand Port, do not appear to 
have made any ee settlement, and they 
finally abandoned the island in 1712. A party of 


Frenchmen landed there in 1715, and in 1721 it was 
formally taken possession of by the French, at 
first on behalf of the French East India Company, 
and afterwards, in 1767, on behalf of the Crown 
of France. The name of the island was then 
changed by M. Du Fresne, captain in the naval 
service of France, into that of Isle of France, 
which it retained till the landing of the English in 
1810, when its former name of Mauritius was 
again restored to it. The most celebrated of the 
French Governors was Mahé de Labourdonnais 
(1735-1746), ‘‘a man of eminent talents and 
virtues” (in the words of Lord Macaulay), who 
introduced the cultivation of the sugar-cane, and 
of many other valuable plants, and was the real 
founder of the prosperity of the island. 

Mauritius was during the earlier part of the long 
war a source of great mischief to our merchant 
vessels, from the facility with which sorties were 
made from it by French men-of-war and privateers. 
The British Government determined on an expedi- 
tion for its capture, which was effected in 1810; 
the laws, religion, and customs of the inhabitants 
being guaranteed in the instrument of capitula- 
tion. The ssion of the island was confirmed 
to England by the Treaty of Paris, 1814. 

The island was visited by a terrible hurricane 
on the 29th of April, 1892, which caused an enor- 
mous destruction of buildings and crops. 

On the 23rd of July, 1893, a part of the town of 
Port Louis was entirely destroyed by fire. 

On the 22nd February, 1894, during a small 
cyclone, a railway train was blown down in a 
ravine at Pailles Bridge; five persons were killed 
and great loss of material sustained. 

An outbreak of Surra, in 1902, caused great 
loss of draught animals, and mechanical means 
of transport had to be resorted to for the sugar 

lantations. A number of automobiles were 
introduced, and a loan was raised to enable the 
planters to lay down tramways, and take other 
steps to provide transport. 


General Description. 


The permanent settled population of European 
race is greater in Mauritius than in any other 
tropical colony. Many of the inhabitants are 
descendants of the ancient French nobles. The 
pe and middle classes possess much in- 
tellectual culture. The natives are proud of their 
country, and of the designation of Creoles. 

Ten daily newspapers and six other periodi- 
cals are published in the capital. The French 
language is spoken all over the island, English 
being used in the courts of justice. Debates in the 
Council of Government may take place in either 


guage. 

Mauritius is. divided into nine districts, Port 
Louis, Pamplemousses, Riviére du Rempart, 
Flacq, Grand Port, Savanne, Moka, Plaines 
Wilhems, and Black River. 

The City of Port Louis is the capital, and seat 
of Government, and contains, with its suburbs, a 
poreeen of 52,740 souls (census 1901). The 

arbour is one of the best in the East, and is 
sufficiently spacious to receive more than a 
hundred vessels. It possesses three graving docks. 
It is defended by Fort Adelaide (the citadel) and 
by Fort George. There are large barracks and 
military stores. The trade of the island passes 
almost entirely through Port Louis. The city has 
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an elected munici corporation, and raised in 
1904 a revenue of Rs. 501,365, against an expen- 
diture of Rs. 526,695. Its debts amount to 
123,500/. and Rs. 217,546. 

The principal public edifices of Port Louis are 
the Government House, the Institute, the Roman 
Catholic and Protestant cathedrals, the Royal 
College, the Town Hall, the theatre, the public 
offices, &c. 

After Port Louis, the largest town is Curepipe, 
incorporated in 1888 Noel deeb 13,296, census 
of 1901), situated on the uplands in the Plaines 
Wilhems. Its climate is temperate, and many 
families reside in the numerous villas there dur- 
ing the summer season, while they spend the 
winter months in Port Louis. 

In the district of Grand Port is the small town 
of Mahebourg (population 4,810, census of 1901), 
so called in honour of M. Mahé de Labourdonnais.

The total number of Indians was thus 260),980, 
or 69°9 per cent. of the total population. 

The Indian population dates from the emanci- 


pation of the slaves in 1834-9. The freed slaves, 
who numbered about 66,000, were in many 
cases unwilling to work on their late masters’ 
estates, and recourse was had by the estate 
owners to Indian immigration. Thisimmigration of 
labourers from India started in 1834, and except for 
occasional temporary stoppages, has gone on ever 
since. The descendants of shone immigrants—the 
Indo-Mauritians—now form the largest section of 
the oa they are steadily increasing in 
numbers. They are aoe in the domestic, 
commercial, and still more in the agricultural 
callings, and the amount of land held by them as 
small planters is rapidly growing. 


Constitution. 


The constitution of Mauritius was altered in 
1884-85. It now consists of a Governor, with an 
Executive Council of five officials and two elected 
members, and a Legislative Council of twenty- 
seven members, eight being ex officio, nine 
nominated by the Governor, and ten elected on a 
moderate franchise—two for the town of Port 
Louis, and one for each of the eight rural districts. 
At least one-third of the nominated members 
must be persons not holding any public office. 
Members are not paid; they may speak either in 
French or English. The number of registered 
electors on 31st December, 1904, was 5,837; the 
franchise qualification is ownership of immovables 
worth Rs. 300, or movables worth Rs. 3,000, or 
payment of rent of Rs. 25 monthly, or of license 
duty of Rs. 200 annually, or receipt of salary of 
Rs. 50 monthly. The session usually lasts from 
Apri to December. 

The law is based-on the Code Napoléon, and 
other Frenchlaws modified by Colonial Ordinances. 
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Climate, dc. 

From December to April is the hottest season 
in Mauritius, but it is comparatively cool during 
the remainder of the year. The temperature on 
the high lands in the interior of the island is 
always lower by several degrees than in the city 
of Port Louis and in the coast districts. The 
climate at Curepipe, from 1,700 to 1,900 feet above 
the sea, resembles that of the South of France 
or Italy. The hurricane season extends from 
December to the end* of April, and the cyclones 
range from about 8° to 30° 8. latitude.

Education. 


The system of education has been remodelled 
by Ordinance No. 33 of 1899 (brought into force 
on 21st August, 1900), and all former enactments 
on the subject have been repealed. 

Under the Education Ordinance, 1899, a reper 
ment of Public Instruction is created and Pp 
under the charge of an officer styled ‘‘ The Director 
of Public Instruction.” 

The department has two branches: (1) the 
Superior or Secondary Instruction, to which is 
attached the Government Royal College with its 
two schools, under the charge of the Rector of the 
Royal College, as well as the Associated Schools ; 
and (2), the Primary Instruction, consisting of the 
Government Schools and the Grant-in-Aid Schools, 
under the more immediate control of the Director, 
assisted, by- Inspectors ‘of Schools. 
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The Education Ordinance, 1899, also provides 
for the appointment of a Principal and Staff for 
any Government Institution to be established for 
Technical, Agricultural, Commercial, and General 
Education. 

In the discharge of his duties the Director is 
assisted by two Advisory Committees of twelve 
members each, appointed annually. In respect of 
Superior and Secondary Education, by the Com- 
mittee of ‘‘Superior Instruction,” on which the 
Associated Schools and the Girls’ Schools are 
represented by one nominee member each. In 
respect of Primary Education, by the Committee 
of “‘Primary Instruction,” on which the Roman 
Catholic grant-in-aid Primary Schools are repre- 
sented by two nominees and the Protestant 

nt-in-aid Primary Schools by one nominee. 
1e Director of Public Instruction is the chairman 
of both Committees, and the Governor selects and 
appoints eight members to each Committee. 
he Director is responsible for carrying out all 
regulations dealing with the education of youth in 
the colony, but the exercise of the powers con- 
ferred upon him by tle Ordinance is subject to an 
appeal to the Governor in Executive Council. 


Higher Education. 
On the books of the Royal College on the 31st 
Deeember, 1904, there were 376 pupils; of these 


269 attended the Royal College, and 117 the two 
schools of the Royal College.

The total expenditure on education in 1904 
amounted to Rs. 573,201, of which Rs. 206,374 
were expended on primary education. There are 
255 masters and mistresses employed. Of the 

upils in the aided schools 69 per cent. are 
Roman Catholics, 2 per cent. belong to the 
Church of England, and 1 per cent. to other 
Christian denominations. No assistance is given 
to Hindoo schools, but one assisted Mohammedan 
school was opened in Plaines Wilhems District 
during the year 1894. 


Military Contribution, 

Ordinance No. 33 of 1897 appropriates 54 per 
cent. of the annual revenue of Mauritius to 
the use of the Imperial Government as a military 
contribution. By Ordinance No. 6 of 1900, a sum 
of Rs. 35,000 is also paid from the Colonial 
Treasury to the military authorities in lieu of 
Customs Rebate. 

The total strength of the Garrison on 31st 
December, 1904, was 3,472 men of all ranks. The

The British India Steam Navigation Company 
provides a direct four-weekly service between 
Colombo and Mauritius. 

Telegraphic and telephonic communication is 
established along and beyond the railway, the 
total length of line being 285 miles of telegraph 
and 29 of telephone; and cable communication 
through a branch office of the Eastern and South 
African Telegraph Company with Europe, vid 
Seychelles, Zanzibar, and Aden, was opened in 
November, 1893. The Company receives from the 
Colony an annual subsidy of 7,000/. Through rate:

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Commerce. 


The island produces hardly anything for its 
own consumption, but its foreign commerce 
extends to every quarter of the globe. 

The chief exports are sugar, rum, molasses, 
spice, vanilla, aloe-fibre, oil, soap, &c. Attention 
is now being turned to the cultivation of tea 
and cotton with very successful results. Oxen 
are imported from Madagascar, sheep from South 
Africa and Australia, frozen meat from Australia, 
and bread-stuffs from India. 

The imports consist mainly of grain (rice, 
wheat, &c.), cotton manufactures, wine, coals, 
hardware, and manure. There is a small tobacco 

lantation, but sugar production is the greatest 
industry. About 95 per cent. of the value of the 
exports is due to shipments of sugar. In 1904 
the weight of sugar exported was 197,825,666 
kilos., with an estimated value of Rs. 38,219,304. 
The value of the rum exported was Ras. 21,768; 
that of vanilla, Rs. 70,453; that of aloe-fibre, 
Rs. 603,383; that of cocoa-nut oil, Rs. 108,797 ; 
and that of soap, Rs. 18; molasses, Rs. 477,811. 

The number of vessels registered at Port Louis 
is now 67, of a total tonnage of 4,895. 


Currency and Banking. 


The Mauritius Commercial Bank has establish- 
ments in the Colony. The total amount of 
deposits was Rs. 4,088, 219,83. 

e Bank of Mauritius (Limited) was estab- 
lished in October, 1894, with paid up capital of 
125,500/., and opened in Mauritius in Dec., 1894. 
Total deposits up to end of 1904, Rs. 2,349, 684. 

A Government savings bank was established in 
1865, The total deposits during year ended 30th 
June, 1904, amounted to Rs. 1,098,182. The sum 
standing to credit of depositors at end of June, 
1904, was Rs. 2,878,337. 

All accounts are now kept in rupees and cents 
of a rupee, which is the currency of the island. 
There are about Rs. 10,325,000 (in coin) in circu- 
lation. A Government note issue was re- 
established in 1876, the notes being legal tender 
except at the office of issue. The circulation on 
the 3lst December, 1904, was Ras. 4,376,250. 

Weights and Measures.—The Metric System, 
as regards weights and measures, came into force 
on the lst May, 1878. 


DEPENDENCIES. 


The dependencies of Mauritius comprise a 
large number of islands scattered over the 
Indian Ocean, 


Rodriques, the most important, is situated in 
latitude S. 19° 41’ and longitude E. 63° 23’, and 
is 344 nautical miles from Mauritius. The island 
is 18 miles long by 7 miles broad, and is surrounded 
bv coral reefs, extending in some places 5 or 6 miles 
from the shore. It is under the administration of 
a magistrate, who takes his instructions from 
the Governor of Mauritius. Laws for the island 
are made in the form of regulations framed by the 
Gsovernor of Mauritius in executive council. The 
population (census 191) is 3,162. A cable com- 
munication, through a branch of the Eastern and 
South African Telegraph Company, was opened 
on 16th May, 1902. 

The island, which is voleanic, mountainous, and 
in some parts well wooded, is beautiful and pic- 
turesque in the extreme. The highest fand is 
1,760 feet above the level of the sea, and may be 
seen in clear weather at a distance of 10 or 12 


leagues. The temperature differs little from that 
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of Mauritius, although the breezes are stronger 
and hurricanes more frequent and severe. The 
climate is healthy. The principal industries are 
fishing and the rearing of cattle and goata, for 
which latter the pasturage is excellent. The soil 
is good: sugar-cane, cotton, coffee, rice, maize, 
beans, and vanilla grow luxuriantly. 

During the time of slavery fortunes were made 
in this island by agricultural pursuits; but of late 
years cultivation has been neglected, owing to 
want of regular communication and insufficent 
labour. There is an abundance of fresh water 
springs in the island, and wild guinea fowls and 
partridges are plentiful. There are also deer and 
wild pigs. Fruit abounds, such as mangoes, 
bananas, guavas, pineapples, avocas, custard 
ade wild raspberries, and tamarinds, while the 
island is famous for oranges, citrons, and limes. 
The palmiste and vacoa trees are to be found all 
over the island. 

The principal exports at present are beans, 
pea salt-fish, cattle, goats, pigs, poultry, and 
ruit. 


Diego Garcta Ld parsrtapes 489), the most im- 
portant of the Oil Islands group, consists of four 
islands, at four days’ steaming from Mauritius, 
the chief one being about 30 miles in length, 
extending in an irregular horse-shoe shape, and 
embracing between its extremities three minor 
islets. It is a coral atoll, fifteen miles by six and 
a half, nowhere over ten feet high, but forming a 
spacious hay, roomy enough for large vessels to 
enter, being fifteen miles in length from end to 
end, and from two to five miles in breadth. 

Diego Garcia is situated at 7° latitude S. and 
between 72° and 73° longitude E., on the straight 
line between the entrance to the Red Sea and Cape 
Leeuwin. In 1885 it was placed under the juris- 
diction of a magistrate, with a small force of 
police from Mauritius, which was, however, with- 
drawn in 1888,

NATAL. 


Situation and Area. 


The Colony of Natal* derives its name from 
its discovery by Vasco da Gama, the celebrated 
Portuguese navigator, on Christmas Day, 14%. 
It lies on the south-east coast of Africa, about 
800 miles from the Cape of Good Hope, and 
between the 26th and 32nd parallels of S. lat. It 
is bounded on the north by the Portuguese 
possessions and the Transvaal, on the west by the 
Orange River Colony and Basutoland, and on 
the south by the Cape Colony and Umtamvuna 
River. It comprises an area of 35,371 + square 
miles, and has a seaboard of 376+ miles. It is 
a well-watered country, no less than 35 distinct 
rivers running into the Indian Ocean in the 316 
miles of coast. Unfortunately none of them are 
navigable. The capital, Pietermaritzburg, has a 
population of 31,199, exclusive of H.M.’s troops; 
the largest town and only port is Durban, with 
69,903 inhabitants, of whom 19,079 are natives, 
2,041 mixed and others, and 15,857 Indians, and 
other Asiatics, and 32,926 whites. 


History. 

From the discovery of Natal by Vasco da Gama, 
in 1497, but little is to be found respecting it until 
1686, when a Dutch vessel was wrecked in the Bay 
of Natal. The Dutch formed a settlement in 
1721, but soon abandoned it. 

In 1824 Lieutenant Farewell, of the Royal 
Navy, having in the previous year visited Natal on 
an exploring voyage endeavoured to colonise it 
Chaka, a chief of the greatest talent, who had fused 
into a nation under his own despotic sway the 
various tribes inhabiting a vast tract of country, 
sanctioned the formation of a settlement by this 
small band of white men, which, however, was 
broken up about four years later. 

Towards the close of 1837 a large body 
of Dutch Boers from the Cape Colony, taking 
offence at restrictions placed on them by the 
British Government in regard to their coloured 
servants, migrated to Natal. Many of them were 
treacherously murdered by Dingaan, then Zulu 
chief, the murderer of, and successor to, his brother 
Chaka. For two years the Zulus and the Boers 
waged war with varied success; but in 1839 the 
Dutch obtained a decisive victory, and placed 
Panda, an ally of theirs, and brother of Dingaan. 
on the Zulu throne. 

Owing chiefly to these disturbances, the Gover- 
nor of the Cape decided to take military possession 
of the district, and sent there a force under : 
Captain Smith (1842). These troops came into 
collision with the Dutch Boers, were defeated by 
them, forced to entrench themselves, and com- 
pletely blockaded until the arrival of considerable 
reinforcements under Colonel Cloete. The Boers 
submitted, on the 5th July, to Colonel Cloete at 
Pietermaritzburg. 

In consequence of the outbreak of war betwee 
the Transvaal and Orange Free States on on 
side and Her Majesty's Government on the othe 
Natal was invaded by the Boer forces in Oct. , 18%

The first important engagement took place at 
Dundee, the Boers being repulsed by an advanced 
British force under Sir W. Penn Symons, who 
was mortally wounded. The British troops, under 
General Yule, then fell back upon ysmith, 
and rejoined the main army of defence under Sir G. 
White, whoin the meantime had gained a decided 
victory over a Boer commando at Elandslaagte. 
Ladysmith was invested bya largely superior Boer 
army on the 28th October. Ladysmith was re- 
lieved by the British forces under Sir R. Buller at 
the end of February, 1900, and the Boers were 
cleared out of Natal in the course of the following 
few months, the British advancing into the Trans- 
vaal, where Lord Roberts was already operatin 
with aninvading army. It was not, however, unti 
the signature of the terms of surrender by the Boer 
leaders on the 3lst May, 1902, that ce was 
generally restored throughout South Africa, and 
that Natal was relieved from all further danger 
from the Boer forces remaining in the field up to 
that date. 


Zulidand and Amutongaland. 


The Zulus are a warlike tribe who, in the 
beginning of the century, under Chaka, pressed 
southwards and became consolidated into a power- 
ful and well-organised kingdom. Chaka was 
murdered and was succeeded by Dingaan in 1828, 
who came into conflict with the emigrant Dutch, 
by whom he was deposed in 1839, in favour of his 
brother Panda. In the latter years of Panda Zulu- 
land was distracted by the rival ambitions of his 
sons, and the Natal Government in 1861 sent 
Mr. (now the late Sir) Theophilus Shepstone, 
Secretary for Native Affairs, on a mission to Zulu- 
land, to induce the Zulus to recognise some one 
of Panda’s sons as heir to his throne, and thus 
restore tranquillity to the country. The son 
chosen, with the consent of the nation, the king, 
and the Natal Government, was Cetywayo, who 
from that time acted to a great extent as 
regent for his father until the latter died in 1873. 
Cetywayo, at the instance of Mr. Shepstone, pro- 
claimed certain new laws, which in effect came to 
this, that he was not to kill his subjects without 
adequate cause and without trial. The relations 
between Cetywayo and Natal during the first years 
of his reign were not unfriendly, though they 
became occasionally strained through disregard by 
him of his coronation law. Butafter the annexa- 
tion by England of the Transvaal, a material 
change in the relations of the two Powers 
took place. Cetywayo had long hated the Boers, 
with whom he had a boundary dispute, dating 
from 1861, and after the annexation his enmity ap- 

red to be transferred to the new (Government. 
he Zulu war party wanted at once to occupy the 
whole territory in dispute, and a collision between 
the Zulus and the British Government of the 
Transvaal appeared imminent, but was averted by 
the suggestion of Sir Henry Bulwer, Lieutenant- 
Governor of Natal, to refer the dispute to the 
arbitration of three Commissioners to be selected 
by himself. This was accepted, both by Sir T. 
hapatone, as Governor of the Transvaal, and 
by Cetywayo, and approver by Her Majesty’s 
Government ; the final award being, however, 
them reserved to Sir B. Frere as Her Majesty's 
High Commissioner in South Africa. € 
Natal Commission reported, in June, 1878, in 
favour of the claims of the Zulu king, and in 
September Sir B. Frere arrived in Natal and took 
up the consideration of the boundary dispute, and 
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also of our general relations with the Zulus, which 
were becoming more and more strained. On the 
11th of December his award in the arbitration was 
delivered to the representatives of the Zulu nation 
at the Lower Tugela Drift. At the same time 
Cetywayo was required to introduce some modifi- 
cation of his administration, especially as regards 
military service, and to surrender certain refugees 
from Natal, and pay a fine for harbouring them, 
and for border outrages by his subjects. 

The king not having complied, the further 
enforcement of the demands was confided to 
Lieut.-General Lord Chelmsford, whose forces 
advanced into Zululand in three columns between 
the 11th and 14th of January, 1879. On the 
22nd of January two engagements were fought; 
one at Isandhlwana, the other at Inyezane; the 
former with disastrous, the latter with doubtful, 
results to the British. On the same night part of 
the Zulu impi crossed the Buffalo and attacked the 
commissariat and hospital post of Rorke’s Drift, 
held by one company of the 24th Regiment. The 
post was without defences ; but the officer in 
command, Lieut. Chard, R.E., V.C., with great 
rapidity and skill converted the stores themselves 
into a defence, and throughout the whole night the 
little garrison, behind a flimsy rampart of rice bags 
and biscuit boxes, su ully maintained an 
heroic defence. 

In the meantime, the northern column, under 
Colonel (now Sir Evelyn).Wood, continued to 
engage and harass the enemy. Even in this part, 
British arms were not free from disaster at the 
Intombi River, and in a reconnaissance at the 
Hloblane Mountain; but immediately after the 
whole Zulu army, numbering 24,000 men, pri 
attacked Wood’s camp at Kambula Kop, suffere: 
a severe defeat. 

At the beginning of April, reinforcements having 
begun to arrive from England and the neighbouring 
colonies, Lord Chelmsford advanced across the 
Lower Tugela to the relief of Colonel Pearson, 
who was shut up in Eshowe ; defeated the enemy 
at Ginginhlovo on the 2nd of April, and relieved 
the garrison. 

The military power of the Zulu kingdom was 
finally broken to pieces at the battle of Ulundi on 
the 4th of July, and Cetywayo fled to the bush 
with a few followers. The people accepted their 
defeat with singular calmness, at once return- 
ng their usual avocations. Chief after chief 
submitted, and Cetywayo himself was cap- 
tured. The dynasty of Chaka was deposed, and 
the country was divided into thirteen districts, each 
under an independent chief, holding office by the 
gift of the Queen of England, subject to certain 
conditions accepted by Ain: a British resident 
was appointed to reside in Zululand, and be 
the adviser of the chiefs and channel of com- 
munication between them and the British Govern 
ment. 

Difficulties were soon experienced in working 
this arrangement. Some of the chiefs quarrelled 
and fought with one another and with their sub- 
jects, many of whom refused to recognise their 
authority ; while a large and influential party 
were anxious for the restoration of Cetywayo. 
Sir H. Bulwer, who had assumed the government 
of Natal in the early part of 1882, was specially 
commissioned to inquire into the whole question 
of the Zulusettlement. After fully considering his 
report, Her Majesty’s Government decided to re- 
place the ex-king over the whole country north of 
the Umhlatusi River, with the exception of asinall 
territory in theinorth-east, which Usibepu, one of 
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the thirteen chiefs appointed by Sir Garnet Wolse- 
ley, was allowed toretain. The territory between 
the Umhlatusi and the Natal frontier was oonsti- 
tuted a native reserve, under the supervision of a 
British commissioner, and it was arranged that 
locations should be provided in this reserve for 
any of the Zulus who might be unwilling to i 
submit to the restored ki Cetywayo, who 

at his own request been allowed to visit England, 
where the decision of the Government was commu- 
nicated to him, and by him formally accepted, was 
reinstalled by Sir Theophilus Shepstone on the 
von January, 1883, in the presence of 5,000 

us. 

His enemies, headed by Usibepu, proved more 
formidable than he or others had anticipated, and 
after a le of some months he was overthrown 
and his destroyed. He took refuge in the 
Reserve, where he lived practically under the care 
of the Resident, until the 8th of February, 1884, 
when he died. Soon after his death his followers, 
the Usutus, finding themselves no match for 
Usibepu, called in some Boer adventurers, with 
whose assistance they inflicted a crushing defeat 
on Usibepu, who took refugein the Reserve. And 
as ea reward for this service the Bocrs received 
a grant of land, in which they established the 
‘* New Republic.” 

Finding that the Zulu people were unable to 
form any orderly administration of the remaining 
territory, Her Majesty’s Government decided, with 
the general assent of the Zulus, to declare their 
country to be British territory, which was done 
in May, 1887. Some disturbances occurred soon 
after in connection with an attempt to set up 
Dinizulu, a son of Cetywayo, as king; but it was 
soon checked, and Dinizulu and some of his 
indunas were removed to St. Helena, while others 
were imprisoned or fined. Dinizulu and his two 
uncles Ndabuko and Ishingana were. permitted to 
return from exile at the beginning of 1898. 

In 1890 the districts of Fokoti, Umjindi, and 
Manaba, were proclaimed part of Zululand. 

In 1895 the territories of the Chiefs Umbegiza 
and Sambana, in extent 668 square miles, lying 
between Zululand and Swaziland, the Portuguese 
territories, and Tongaland, were annexed to 
Zululand. 

By Government Notice, dated llth June, 1895, 
a British Protectorate was declared over the terri- 
tory of Amatongaland, also called Amaputaland, 
which is about 1,200 equate miles in area, and is 
bounded on the north by Portuguese possessions, 
on the west and south by Zululand, and on the 
east by the Indian Ocean. Under the Anglo- 
Portuguese Convention, signed at Lisbon on 11th 
June, 1891, the spheres of influence of Great 
Britain and Portugal over the country occupied 
by the Tongas was defined by a line following the 
parallel of the confluence of the River Pongola 
with the River Maputa to the sea coast. e 
boundary then upon was surveyed in 1896, 
and laid off by a joint commission appointed by the 
British and Portuguese Governments. 

In November, 1897, a Bill was introduced into 
the Natal Parliament to provide for the annexa- 
tion of Zululand to Natal, and became law. A 
Proclamation was issued by the Governor on the 
30th December, giving effect to the annexation 
from that date. e British Amatongaland Pro- 
tectorate had been previously annexed to the 
Queen’s dominions, and were incorporated with 
Zululand on the 27th December, 1897. 

An Act was passed in 1902, providing for the 
annexation to Natal of certain territories hitherto 
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forming part of the Transvaal, and the Commission 
appointed to report as to the new boundaries. 

e new territory was annexed to Natal in 
January, 1903, and is divided into the five 
Magisterial divisions of Vryheid, Utrecht, Paul- 
pietersburg, Ngotsbe, and Babanango. The 

ulation at the census of April 17th, 1904, was 
“ibd Europeans (mostly Dutch), 45 mixed and 
others, 5 Indians and Asiatics, 4,104 Natives in 
service, and 86,911 Natives in native areas: total 
96,819. This territory represents an area of 6,931 
square miles. 


Constitution. 


In 1843 the district of Natal was proclaimed by 
the Governor of the Cape to be a British Colony. 
In May, 1844, Letters Patent were issued, con- 
stituting the district a part of the Cape Colony. 
Ordinances were passed by the Ca islature 
establishing Roman-Dutch law, and providing for 
the administration of justice. il, 1845, 
other Letters Patent were making Natal a 
separate Government. Lieutenant-Governor 
was appointed, and an Executive Council created. 
The Lieutenant-Governor was subordinate to the 
Governor of the Cape, and the Legislative Council 
of the Cape continued to frame laws for Natal 
till 1847, when a separate Legislative Council was 
established. 

In 1856 Natal was erected into a distinct and 
separate Colony, ite affairs being administered, 
under the Royal Charter of the 15th July of that 
year, by a Governor, assisted by an Executive and 
& islative Council. 

The law establishing responsible government 
(The Constitution Act of 1893) received the Royal 
Assent on the 26th June, 1893, and on the 10th 
October, 1893, the first Ministry was appointed. 

The Ministry as at present constituted consists

Minister of Railways and Harbours,

Secretary for Native Affairs and Minister of

Colonial Treasurer, 
all of whom must hold seats in either the is - 
lative Council or the Legislative Assembly, t 
not more than two may be members of the 
Legislative Council. 

In place of the Legislative Council as previously 


existing, a Legislative Council and a islative 
Assembly are constituted. 

The Legislative Council, consisting of thirteen 
members, is summoned by the vernor in 


Council. The members are summoned from the 
following districts of the Colony :—Five from 
within the countiesof Durban, Victoria, Alexandra, 
and Alfred; three from within the counties of 
Pietermaritzburg and Umvoti; three from within 
the counties of Weenen and Klip River ; one from 
the Province of Zululand ; and one from the New 
Territory ; but not more than two members may 
be chosen from within any one county. 

Each member holds his seat for ten years from the 
date of his summons, but five of the members first 
summoned vacate theirseats at the endof five years. 

No person may be summoned as a Member of 
the Legislative Council unless he be the registered 
proprietor of immovable property within the Colony 
of the value of 500/. in net value. 

The Legislative Assembly is an elective body, 
and consists of 43 Members who must be aly 
qualified and registered electors, chosen by the 
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electors of the several electoral districts, of 
which there are 17 in the Colony. The number 
of electors registered in 1904 was 18,944. 

The duration of the Legislative Assembly is 
limited tofour years from the date of the return of 
the writs of election, but the Governor may dissolve 
the Assembly whenever he may think fit. 

The laws relating to the mode of election, 
the qualifications of electors, and to all other 
matters concerning elections, in force at the 
time of the passing of the Act, apply to the 
election of Members to serve in the islative 
Assembly. Under the Act No. 10 of 1898, pro- 
vision is made for the Parliamentary representa- 
tion of the Province of Zululand. 

The reserved Civil List attached to the Con- 
stitution Act (No. 14, 1893), includes 2,900/. for 

nsions to officers retired on account of the change 
in the Constitution, and also 8,200/. for the salaries 
of the Governor and Ministers, 600/. foran Under 
Secretary for Native Affairs, and 10,000/. for the 
promotion of the welfare and education of the 
natives, 

Members are not paid, but those residing more 
than two miles from the seat of Government receive 
12, per day travelling allowance. The session is 
usually from April to July or August. 

Every male inhabitant who es property 
to the value of 50/., or is in receipt of rents from 

roperty of an annual value of 10/., or who has 
baa a resident in the Colony, and whose income, 
inclusive of allowances, is equal to 8/. per month, 
is entitled to vote. 


Local Government. 


There are Pool pag corporations in Durban, 
Maritzburg, Newcastle, Ladysmith, and Dundee, 
and local boards in Verulam, Greytown, Utrecht 
and Vryheid. Their total revenue in 1904 was 
827,775/., their expenditure 720,086/., and their 
debt 2,953,346. 


Native Affairs. 

In 1872, Langalibalele, chief of the Amahlubi 
Tribe, residing in a location at foot of the Dra- 
kensberg Mountains, rebelled and escaped into 
Basutoland with his people and cattle. A Colo- 
nial force was dispatched against the tribe, and 
Langalibalele and many of the tribe were se- 
cured in Basutoland and givenup. Langalibalele, 
his sons, indunas, and certain of his tribe were 
brought to trial under ‘‘ native law.” About 290 

risoners were condemned to various terms of 
imprisonment. Langalibalele himself was con- 
demned to banishment or transportation for life, 
and one of his sons to a similar punishment for 
five years. The cattle and land of the tribe were 
confiscated. Langalibalele and his sons were trans- 
ported to the Cape of Good Hope. They were 
allowed to return to Natal in 1886. 

The native population had until then been 
overned chiefly under the authority of Ordinance 
Ro. 3 of 1849, which withdrew them from the 
authority of the Roman-Dutch Law, and placed 
them under the personal authority of the Governor 
as Supreme Chief, and made native law and custom 
the measure of justice among them in civil and 
criminal matters, a concurrent jurisdiction being 
reserved to the ordinary law courts in cases of 
crime mala in se. e native population was 
debarred from the franchise by 2 taw: No. 11 of 
1865; but at the same time, and by the same 
Law, regulations were laid down by which any 
native may in certain cases apply to the Governor 
for a certificate entitling him to the privilege. 


secon Neo by a Law, No. 28 of 1865, machinery 
was provided by which a native might procure his 
relief from the palma of native law. 

It was decided to supersede very gradually the 
tribal organisation, and the judicial and other 
authority of the chiefs. A law (No. 26 of 1875) 
established a Native High Court to administer civil 
justice to the natives, and placed them under the 
ordinary criminal law of the Colony, except as re- 
gards political crimes, crimes arising out of native 
customs, and crimes declared triable under any 
local law by native law, all which crimes are 
reserved for the Native High Court. By Act 
No. 13, 1895, the Native High Court and the Court 
established by Law No. 10, 1876, were abolished, 
and the jurisdiction of these courts transferred to 
the Supreme and Circuit Courts, and in certain cases 
to the Magistrates’ Courts. As it was found, how- 
ever, that this arrangement did not work as well as 
had been anticipa the Native High Court was 
re-established under Act No. 49, 1898, with effect 
from list July, 1899. Certain locations were 
riage reserved e Government, and vested in 
the Natal Native Trust, for the exclusive occu- 
pation by natives. But besides the natives 
occupying these lands there are many native squat- 
ters on Crown lands, and many we by regular 
labour on farms. By Law No. 13 0 1875 a tax 
of 5/. on native marriages was abolished, while at 
the same time the native hut tax was raised from 
7s. tol4s. Under Law No. 41 of 1884, a rent of 1/. 
per hut was imposed upon natives ping on Crown 

nds. This was raised by Act No. 48 of 1903 to 
2. per hut per annum.

The 
land (127,716 acres) formerly held by certain

natives, and about 9 per cent. are Indian coolies. 
The Europeans number 97,109, or 8°8 per cent., 
of whom about 12,500 are Dutch, the rest bei 
chiefly British, with the exception of about 4,

Means of Communication. 
There is a weekly mail service with England (20 to 


22 days), with the Cape and Inland Colonies daily, 
with Mauritius and t Coast ports (Inhambane, 
Chiloane, Beira, Mozambique, ho, etc.) once or 


twice a month, with Delagoa Bay six times a 
month or more frequently, with Australia 
fortnightly, and at intervals of ten or twelve 
days with India. Steamers between Natal 
and Table Bay every week, calling at East London, 
Port Elizabeth, and Mossel Bay. There are also 
two direct lines of steamers between London and 
Durban, the average passage of which is about 
26, days. Two mail and passenger trains leave 
daily for Cape Town vid Johannesburg, the 
distance being accomplished in 72 hours. 

There is direct land telegraph communication 
with the Transvaal, the Orange River Colony, 
the Cape, Rhodesia, Delagoa Bay, and other 
parts of South Africa ; and by cable with Zanzibar, 
Aden, Europe, and the world generally.

NATAL GOVERNMENT RAILWAYS. 
Statssttcal Summary as at 31st December, 1904. 


There are 7752 miles of railway open, all con- 
structed and worked by the Government, with the 
exception of the North Coast extension beyond 
Verulam to Tugela (50 miles), which was con- 
structed by the Natal-Zululand Railway Company, 
and an extension of 98 miles from ky to 
Somkele (Hlabisa Coalfields), constructed by Mr. 
Thomas Reynolds, both of which are worked by 
the Government, on behalf of the constructors, 
in accordance with working agreements. 

The main line extends from the Port of Durban 
to Pietermaritzburg (the capital of the Colony, 70 
miles inland), and thence to Charlestown, on the 
border of the Transvaal (306 miles distant from 
the port), where it connects with the line to 
Johannesburg and Pretoria. 

The work of railway construction was in 
January, 1876, and the sections then authorised 
were completed in December, 1880. Two subse- 
quent extensions of 119 and 114 miles respectively 


* Letter postage to the U.K., India, and to other 
Colonies and countries which joined the Penny Post 
agreement, was reduced to ld. per } oz. from the 25th 
Dec., 1898, (See end of Introduction.) 
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were sanctioned, and the last, which completes 
the main line to Charlestown, was opened for 
passenger traffic on 7th April, 1891, and for goods 
traffic on Ist A 1891. Connection with 
Johannesburg and Pretoria was opened on the 
lst December, 1895. 

A branch line runs from Thornville Junction ( 
miles from the port) to Richmond (17 miles), an 
from Pietermaritzburg a branch connects Greytown 
with the City ( miles). 

A branch to Harrismith in the Orange River 
Colony, from the main line at the 190? anilepoes 
was opened on the 12th July, 1892, with a mileage 
of 59} miles, 234 of which run through the Orange 
River Colony. This section of 234 miles between 
Van Reenen and Harrismith, originally con- 
structed and still worked by the Government, 
is now owned by the Central South African 
Railway, having been purchased by the Transvaal 
as from the 1st Dessnber. 1903. 

An extension of the line from Harrismith to 
Bethlehem (65 miles) is open for traffic. The 
section is, however, still in the hands of the Con- 
struction Department. When complete, the line 
will be handed over to the Natal Government, to 
be worked under the arrangements applicable to 
the Van Reenen-Harrismith section. 

A branch line runs from Glencoe Junction (2314 
miles distant from the port), tapping the Dundee 
Coalfields, and thence to Vryheid (59} miles), the 
Capital of the territory of the late Zululand 
Republic, recently added to the Colony of Natal. 

A branch extends northwards from Durban to 
Somkele (167} miles), in the Province of Zululand. 

Another branch runs from South Coast Junction 
to North Shepstone (77 miles), and places in 
touch with the town of Durban a portion of the 
Colony which has large natural resources. This 
district contains valuable lime and marble deposits. 

A line runs from the South Coast Branch at 
Alexandra Junction to Umzinto, 64 miles distant, 
and serves an important sugar-growing area. 

A further branch connecting the main line with 
the Bluff side (Wests) goes out from Clairmont 
on the South Coast Line, and is 64 miles in extent. 

Work upon the new connection with Ca 
Colony, which will effect its junction at Riverside 
on the Griqualand East boundary, a distance of 
100 miles from Maritzburg (the Natal Trunk Line 
junction), has been commenced, and the first section 
of about 374 miles is now open for traffic. A further 
section of 424 miles, it is expected, will becompleted 
towards the end of the year. 

The following are other extensions in Natal now 
in course of construction:—North Shepstone 
(terminus of South Coast line) to Marburg, 10 
miles; Ennersdale (154 miles Main line) to Los 
Kop, 13 miles. 

The total cost of construction of the railways 
up to the end of 1904 was 11,170,487/. The receipts 
for 1904 were 1,933,934/., and the expenditure 
1,531,210. The net receipts were equal to 
3/. 12s. 1°25d. per cent. upon the capital expended 
on open lines. 

In addition to the railways owned and worked 
by the Natal Government there are two private 
lines in Natal. The Tea Estates of Messrs. J. L. 
Hulett and Sons, Ltd., are served by a 2 feet 
narrow gauge railway which branches off from 
Stanger Station, and is 8 miles in length. The 
ruling ient of the railway is 1 in 30. 

The Lower Illovo Sugar Estate, situated on the 
south coast about 22 miles from Durban, possesses 
a 2 feet narrow gauge line 8 miles in length. 
The grades vary_from-1 to 4°81 in 100. 
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Defence. 

There was, in 1904, an Imperial garrison quartered 
at Pietermaritzburg, Howick, and Mooi River, 
consisting of one infantry battalion, besides 
detachments of the usual departmental corps. 
The total strength of the Imperial Forces in Natal, 
1904, was 824, including details, of all ranks. 

The volunteer force of the Colony has been con- 
verted into a militia, is partially paid, and is divided 
into a naval corps of 158 men, about 2,000 mounted 
riflemen, 4 field batteries of 356, and 2 infantry 
battalions of 778 men; total, 3,449 of all ranks 
(1904). The whole force is fully equipped and 
armed with modern weapons. 

The Colony also maintains an armed and 
mounted police force, numbering 1,025 Europeans, 
fully equipped and available for field service. 
The volunteers and police were on active service 
for over 12 months during the Boer War (1899- 
RC the beginning of 1903 volunioci ns 
received a great impetus, owing to the ing

7 00. 

Military training is compulsory on all boys over 
10 years attending the Government schools. They 
are organised in cadet corps, and numbered 2,923 
at end of 1904. There is also a senior cadet corps, 
formed during 190+, composed of youths who have 
left school of from 16 to 20 years of age, and 
numbering some 442. In addition to this, members 
of rifle associations are liable to be called out for 
defence purposes. At the end of 1904 there were 
76 Rifle Associations, with a total strength, 
excluding Natal police and militiamen, of 2,678. 

The Port of Durban is defended by batteries 
armed with modern heavy guns. 


Industry. 

The chief exports are wool, sugar, tea, hides, 
skins, horns, coal, maize, hair, wattle bark, fruit, 
ale and beer, and tobacco. 

There was a large transit trade with the Orange 
River Colony and the svaal previous to 
the war, which, it is hoped, will be enormously 
increased in future years. The harbour of 
Durban, which has a bar at its entrance, has been 
much improved by the works of the Harbour 
De ent, and by dredging. The average depth 
at low water, for 1904, was 25ft. 9 in, e 
largest ships are now able to come in and go out 
at all times with perfect safety. It is a port of 
registry, having in 1904 28 vessels, with a total 
tonnage of 2,160 tons (net), in addition to a 
number of tugs and dredgers owned by Govern- 
ment. The main industry of the Colony is, 
however, agriculture, large numbers of cattle 
and sheep being reared, and large crops of maize 
and sugar raised. The land under cultivation 
amounted in 1904 to 729,712 acres. 

The coal-mining industry is one that is 
increasing every year. The output for the last

The present output is at the rate of about 
900,000 tons per annum. The value of coal at the 
pit’s mouth is about 12s. a ton, and the freight 
charged for railway transport is dd. a ton per mile. 

The area under sugar in 1904 was about 16,513 
acres, the produce for the year 1904 being about 
19, 000 tons (a great portion of the sugar-cane is not 
crushed for sugar, but is grown for the p of 
feeding stock); that under coffee about 157 acres, 
yielding about 24,859 lbs. Tea, tobacco, arrowroot, 
wattle trees, and cayenne pepper are also grown. 
The area under tea in 1904 was 4,054 acres, yielding 
2,406,367 lbs., and the total area cultivated by 
natives was 400,088 acres. 

The stock owned by Europeans was as follows: 
Horses, 30,099; mules, 2,875; cattle (horned), 
270,671; sheep, 568,946; goats, 146,882; 

igs, 18,117; donkeys, 1,498; ostriches, 509. 

he stock owned by natives was as follows: 
Horses, 23,957; cattle (horned), 390,090; sheep, 
157,791; goats, 730,065; pigs, 34,228. tock 
owned by Indians: Cattle, 4,113; goata, 14,714 ; 
horses, 494; pigs, 952; sheep, 15. 

The very large decrease in the number of horned 
cattle is due to the ravages of rinderpest during 
the latter half of 1897, and, since then, to losses 
caused by the war, 1899-1902. The disease was 
stamped out, but has since re-appeared in a mild 
form in several districts. 

Currency and Banking. 

The currency is exclusively British rare 9 
The Natal Bank, the Standard Bank of Sout 
Africa, the Bank of Africa, the African Banki 
Corporation, and the National Bank of Sout 
Africa have together thirty-five establishments, 
with 4,342,385/. deposits in 1904. A Government 
savings bank was established in 1868, and had in 
1904 (December 31st) 560,659/. deposits. 

Education. 

In the vear ended 30th June, 1904, there were 
452 schools under Government inspection —257 
European, 9 coloured, 158 native, and 28 Indian—- 
with an te attendance of 22,929. There are 
41 Government schools, and 411 Government-aided 
Schools. The aggregate number of pupils in 
regular attendance at the Government and 
Government-aided Schools was 23,691 (1903-04). 
The management is vested in the Minister of 
Education, with the Superintendent of Education 
as permanent head of the Department, and the 
local control occasionally in committees. 
Education is not compulsory. There are Govern- 
ment secondary schools at Pietermaritzburg and 
Durban, as well as private establishments. 
The expenditure on education, for the financial 
year 1903-04, amounted to 98,748. 7s. 9d., and 
the revenue to 13,796/. 18s. Id.

NEWFOUNDLAND. 


Situation and Area. 


Newfoundland is an island situated between 
46° 37’ and 51° 39’ N. lat., and 52° 35’ and 59° 25’ 
W. long., on the north-east side of the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence; the greatest length from north tosouth 
is 350 miles, and average breadth about 130; its 
estimated area is 40,200 square miles, or one-third 
of that of the United Kingdom. 


Labrador 


Labrador, from Cape Chidley (Hudson's 
Strait) to Blanc Sablon (Strait of Belle Isle), 
including the basin of the Hamilton, is, under 
Letters Patent of 28th March, 1876, included 
in the Colony, the remainder of the Labrador 
penineula forming part of Canada. The area 
is about 120,000 square miles (equal to that 
of the United Kingdom), with a coast line 
of some 600 miles. ~The outside coast line is 
bleak, but the shores of (the bays and rivers are 
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well wooded, and in some cases densely so, the 
timber being high and sound; the temperature 
of the interior being, as a rule, like that of 
northern Canada. There are about 4,000 per- 
manent inhabitants (some 1,700 Eskimo, the 
remainder of British descent), occupied in the 
fisheries and in trapping. The po ulation is 
greatly increased in summer b ermen and 
sportsmen, over 1,000 vessels being employed. 

ttle Harbour (Strait of Belle Isle) is the chief 
pore the other villages being the Moravian 

ission stations (commenced 1770) at Hopedale, 
Nain, Okkak, and Hebron. The Customs duties 
are those of Newfoundland. 

Labrador, discovered by the Norsemen and (in 
1497) by Cabot, was early sTequcnted by Basque, 
and subsequently by Breton, fishermen. It became 
British on the conquest of Canada (1759). In 
1763 the Atlantic coast was annexed to New- 
foundland, but was bat ei re-annexed to 
Quebec from 1773 to 1809. e first judicial 
court was established in 1824; it was revived in 
1863, but has been discontinued for some years

The island was discovered by John Cabot in 
1497; it was as early as 1500 es Nada by the 
Portuguese, Spanish, and French, for its fisheries. 
Sir Walter Raleigh and others, in the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, attempted to colonise this island, 
but were not successful. In 1623, Sir G. Calvert, 
afterwards Lord Baltimore, established himself in 
the Peninsula of Avalon, the south-east part of 
the island, and appointed his son Governor. In 
1634 a party of colonists were sent over from 
Ireland, and twenty years after, some English 
colonists arrived, having emigrated by means of 
&@ Parliamentary grant. 

The French, about 1620, established a station at 
Placentia ; and for many years the French and Eng- 
lish settlers were constantly annoying each other. 
At the Peace of Utrecht in 1713, subsequently 
ratified by the Treaty of Paris, the exclusive 
sovereignty of Newfoundland was acknowledged 
to belong to Great Britain, certain rights being 

ted to French fishermen, the extent of which 
ong remained in question between the two 
nations. The French ess the small islands of 
St. Pierre and Miquelon, and the district was 
resorted to annually by a French fishing fleet 
from St. Malo, Granville, St. Brieuc, Bordeaux, 
Quimper, St. Nazaire, &c. They claimed the 
exclusive right to fish along the coast from 
Cape John on the east coast round the north to 
Cape Ray on the west coast, upon which they are 
allowed temporary structures for drying the fish. 
That this right is an exclusive one was never 
admitted by Great Britain, which also contended 
that it does not include a right to the lobster 
fishery. By the declaration attached to the Treaty 
of Versailles in 1783, the King of Great Britain 
undertook to remove the fixed fishery settle- 
ments on the part of the coast to which the 
French rights extend. A proposal for the settle- 
ment of all the questions was agreed to in 1885 by 
commissioners representing France and Baglin 
but was rejected by Newfoundland. An agreement 
for the reference to arbitration of the lobster fishery 
question was signed in 1891, but the law approving 
it did not pass the French Chamber. Pend- 
ing the arbitration, the modus virendi, which had 
been adopted in 1890, limiting the erection of new 
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factories, was renewed. The Colony reluctantly 
passed legislation in 1891 for enforcing it for three 
years, but rejected the draft permanent Bill for 
giving effect to the treaty obligations in the session 
of 1 The Act was first continued to 31st 
December, 1895, then to 3lst December, 1897, and 
in 1897 it was further continued to 31st December, 
1898. By legislation passed in each su uent 
session the Act of 1891 was continued until the 
3let day of December. 

The dispute was finally settled by the Anglo- 
French Convention of the 8th April, 1904, in con- 
nection with other outstanding questions between 
the two countries. Under that Convention, 
France renounced the privileges under Art. xiii. 
of the Treaty of Utrecht (See Cd. 1952). ‘The 
arrangement will be of great benefit to the Colony, 
since it removes an obstruction to local develop- 
ment, to mining and other industrial enterprises, 
over some two-fifths of the whole coast line. 


Industries. 


Theindustriesof theisland—fishing, 
mining and lumbering—are mainly con 
sea coast. Copper is largely worked for export at 
Tilt Cove and Little Bay, iron pyrites at Pilley’s 
Island, on the N.E. coast, and asbestos in the 
interior from Port-au-Port, west coast, and lead, 
silver, coal, and gold are also found. Immense 
beds of hematite iron ore have been laid bare at 
Bell Island, Conception Bay, and large quantities 
are being exported. 

The cod-fishery is the staple industry, and after 
this in importance rank the fisheries for seal, 
lobster, herring, and salmon. Haddock and 
mackerel are now only taken occasionally. The 
cod appears off the ooast early in May, and the 
fishery extends north for over 1,000 miles, including 
the coast of Labrador, the grounds varying in 
depth from 50 to 360 feet. The home consumption 
is about 300,000 quintals, and the export is. 1 
was 1,360,373 quintals, value $5,943,063 ; 30 bank 
cod go, on an average, to one quintal. A fair 
average of fish (general run) per quintal would 
be 126. The export is mainlv to Portugal, Spain, 
Brazil, Italy, Greece, and the United Kingdom. 
The chief imports are flour, textiles, woollens and 
cottons, hardware: cutlery, salt pork, molasses, 
butter, and salt. These are obtained mainly from 
Canada, the United Kingdom, and the United 
States.

Currency and Banking. 

Branch banks of the Bank of Montreal, Bank 
of Nova Scotia, and Royal Bank of Canada have 
been opened in St. John’s, a branch of the 
Bank of Nova Scotia in Harbour Grace, and of 
the Bank of Montreal at Bay of Islands. 

The legal tender currency (see Act IV. of reas 
is British sterling, United States gold and Coloni 
coins. Silver is legal tender to the extent of $10, 
and copper to the amount of 25 cents. Much of 
the e is carried on by barter. Accounts are 
kept in dollars and cents. Exchange $4°86§ to 
the pound sterling. 


Means of Communication. 


There is a railway from St. John’s to Harbour 
Grace, 84 miles in length, the property of the 
Government. The total approximate cost of con- 
struction was $2,500,000. A branch line has been 
constructed by the Government, connecting with 
Placentia. Its length is 27 miles, and it was 
built at a cost of $525,000; The railway to the 
Exploits, River, a_distance/of.200 miles, was built 
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at a cost of $3,120,000. The line from Exploits, 
ad Bay of Islands and Bay St. George, to Port- 
aux-Basques(a distance of 285 miles approximately) 
is completed, the cost being $4,446,000. Branch 
lines to Brigus, Tilton, Carbonear, and Burnt Bay 
arealsocompleted. The total length of these lines, 
with branches, is about 638 miles. The transinsular 
railway, now being opened. regular connection is 
made with the continent three times a week, the 
intervening strait being crossed in the first-class 
passenger steamer ‘‘ Bruce,” which makes the 
passage in six hours. About 750 miles of postal 
and 1,700 miles of district roads are maintained. 
There are 1,952 miles of telegraph open. The 
Government cable, laid in 1905 between Port- 
aux-Basques and Causo in Nova Scotia, gives 

uick communication with both America and 
‘urope. Other cables start for Europe (at Hearts’ 
Content) and America (at Placentia). There is a 
fortnightly mail service (except in February, March 
and April) with Liverpool by the Allan line, and at 
irregular intervals by other steamers. Constant 
connection by water with Montreal, Halifax, and 
New York is made by private lines of steamers. 
The south and west coast has a weekly steamer 
service from Placentia, and also a fortnightly 
service per steamer from St. John’s. One steamer 
makes fortnightly trips from St. John’s to the 
Labrador Coast with mails and engers during 
the summer, and another makes fortnightly trips 
between St. John’s and Griguet in the north of 
the island, calling at all the important inter- 
mediate settlements. Smaller steamers ply on the 
four great bays, while another steamer visits each 
week the ports in the Strait of BelleIsle. All these 
steamers make close connection with the railway.

Climate. 


The climate is milder than that of Canada; the 
mean temperature at St. John’s in the year 1904 
was 40°, the extreme range being from 19° to 
83°. There isan almost total absence of spring, 
the summer setting in very suddenly in May. 
The rainfall in 1904 was 51 inches. Two-thirds 
of the inhabitants are descended from the British 
settlers, English being everywhere spoken, but 
about one-third belong to the Roman Catholic 
religion, and a small number of these are of French 
extraction. The last of the aboriginal inhabitants 
died out about 1829; they were of the Bethuk 
tri 


Defence. 


There is no Imperial garrison. A branch of the 
Royal Naval Reserve, the first in any Colony, was 
established in Newfoundland in 1900, the expense 
of which is shared between the Imperial Exchequer 
and the Colony, the Government of the latter 


*See end of Introduction. A new rate on parcels 
exchanged with the U.K. came into force on the Ist 
January, 1899. 
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contributing 3,000/. per annum towards the charge. 
The training-ship ‘'Calypso” is stationed at St. 
John’s, with a maximum number of 600 reservists. 
The scheme is very popular, and excellent reports 
have been received from the Naval authorities of 
the conduct and discipline of the men. In the 
initiatory stages of the arrangement, 50 reservists 
were embarked in H.M.’s ships for a six months’ 
cruise with the North American and West Indian 
Squadron. The number has now been increased, 
and 117 men sailed in November, 1905, in H.M.’s 
ships ‘‘Scylla,” ‘‘Latona,” and ‘‘Sappho,” for 
that purpose. Arrangements have been made and 
a battery for gun practice has been placed at Fort 
Amherst at the entrance of St. John’s Harbour. 


Education. 


The Government system of primary education 
rests upon the Act of 1903. The central adminis- 
tration is vested in three superintendents, belong- 
ing respectively to the man Catholic, the 
Anglican, and the Methodist denominations. The 
local management is in the hands of appointed 
boards. There were, in 1905, 805 schools, with 
40,437 scholars. The schools are denominational, 
and fees are charged. Grants are also made in 
aid of secondary schools, and in the session of 
1902 a small vote of $3,000 was passed for 
technical education. 

In 1893 an Act was passed appointing a council 
of higher education, and empowering them to 
adopt certain rules and regulations with the object 
of fostering higher education in the Colony. A 
sum of money in aid of the council is annually 
granted by the Legislature. 


Chief Towns. 


The capital is St. John’s, with 29,594 inhabitants. 
The next port in importance is Harbour Grace, 
with a population of 5,184; Twillingate has 
3,542; Bona Vista 3,696; and Carbonear 3,703 
inhabitants. St. John’s, which had similarly 
suffered in 1846, was almost completely destroyed 
by fire in 1892, the Cathedral and many Govern- 
ment buildings being burnt down, with the public 
records which they contained. The town has 
been rebuilt in an improved manner. 


Constitution. 


Newfoundland has had a Legislature since 1832, 
but it was the last of the North American 
Colonies to which responsible Government was 
conceded; it was established in 1855. The 
Government is at present administered by a 
Governor, aided by a responsible Executive Council 
in which the Governor presides, a Legislative 
Council, and a House of Assembly of 36 members, 
elected by ballot under manhood suffrage. There 
are—registration 1904—54,630 electors registered 
on the electoral roll, and 18 districts, or sub- 
divisions of districts, of which 7 return three 
members, 4 return two members, and 7 return 
one. There is a property qualification for mem- 
bers, viz., property ex ing 5007. in amount or 
value, or a net annual income of 100/. The 
ordinary duration of the restricted session is 
about three months, and the Legislature generally 
meets about the middle of February. 

Members of the Council receive 3120 each 
(President $240) per session. Members of the 
Assembly receive the following pay per session :— 
(1) Those living in St. John’s; $200 : (2) those 
living in the,outporta, 3300.) The Speaker receives 
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annually i in a local Act.

NEW ZEALAND. 


Sttuation and Area. 


TheColony of New Zealand consists of three prin - 
cipal islands, called respectively the North, the 
Middle, and Stewart Islands. There are several 
small islets (mostly uninhabited) dependent on the 
colony : the chief of these are the Chatham Isles, 
536 miles eastward of Lyttelton, in 43-45° 8. lat., 
176-177° W. long. (Chatham and Pitt are the 
principal islets); and the Auckland Isles. The main 
group lies between 33° and 53° S. lat., and 162° 
E. long. and 173° W. long. The three principal 
islands extend in length 1,100 miles, but their 
breadth is extremely variable, ranging from 46 miles 
to 250 miles, the average being about 140 miles. 
The area of the North Island is 44,468 square 
miles, of the Middle Island, 58,525 square miles, 
of Stewart Island, 665 square miles, and small 
outlying groups of islands, 1,093 square miles, a 
total area of 104,751 square miles (twice the size of 
England). 

In April, 1842, by Royal Letters Patent, and 
again by the Act 26 & 27 Vict., cap. 23, all islands 
between 162° E. and 173° W. longitude, and 33° 
and 53° S. latitude, areannexed to New Zealand. 

By letters patent, dated 18th January, 1887, the 
group called the Kermadec Islands, situated about 
614 miles N.E. of the Bay of Islands, were annexed 
to New Zealand. These are a chain of widely 
separated islets, lying between 29° and 32° S. lat., 
and 177° and 180° W. long. The principal are 
Raoul or Sunday, and Macaulay, the next in size 
being Curtis and Esperance. Raoul comprises 
12 square miles, is covered with forest, and rises to 
a height of 1,720 feet. 

The Protectorate over the Cook Islands was ad- 
ministered through the Governor of New Zealand 
until 1900; in October of that year the group was 
annexed to Her Majesty’s Dominions, and resolu- 
tions were passed by the New Zealand Parliament 
for the extension of the boundary of the Colony to 
include the group as well as Savage Island and 
other small islands. By dar cathe finally 
fixing the date from which the boundaries of the 
Colony are deemed to be extended, from the 11th 
June, 1901, the following islands are included :— 
Raratonga, ia, <Atiu, Aitutaki, Mitiaro, 
Mauké, Hervey (Manuae), Palmerston (Avarau), 
Savage (Niue), Pukapuka (Danger), Rakaanga, 
Manahiki, Penrhyn (Tongareva), and Suwarrow. 
An account of the Cook Islands is given below. 


Clamate. 


The climate is temperate and very healthy, the 
death rate being less than 10 per 1,000. The tem- 

rature is more equable than in the British Isles. 

ile the summers are as cool as those of England, 

the winters are as warm as those of Italy. The 
mean annual temperature at Auckland (59°) is 
nearly the same as at Rome; at Wellington (6 
nearly the same as at Milan ; at Dunedin(51°) nearly 
the same as at London. The extreme range of 
temperature at Wellington is 50°, from 82° in 
summer to 32° in winter. Therainfall varies from 
a mean for the year of 25 inches on the east 
to 112 inches on the west coast of the Middle 
Island, and from 37 inches on the east coast, to 
59 inches on the west coast of the North Island. 

The average birth rate for the 10 years 1895—-1904 
was 26°13 per 1,000 living, and the average death 
rate for the same period 9°79. The birth rate 
in 1904 was 26:94 per 1,000; the death rate in 
that year.was 9°57.

NEW ZEALAND. 


History. 

New Zealand was discovered in 1642 by the Dutch 
navigator, Tasman, who, however, did not land 
upon its shores. In 1769 it was visited by Cap- 
tain Cook, who in that year, and during subse- 
quent voyages, explored its coasts. The country 
subsequently becamea resort forwhalersand traders, 
chiefly from Australia, as well as a field for the 
labours of the Missionary Societiesfrom 1814. In 
1840 the native chiefs ceded the sovereignty of 
New Zealand to the British Crown by the Treat 
of Waitangi, concluded by the British Cons 
ore Hobson, and the islands became a British 
colony. 

The aborigines, called Maoris, are a remarkable 

ple—a branch of the Polynesian race. Acocord- 
ing to their own traditions, their forefathers came 
about 600 years, or twenty generations ago, from 
Hawaiki, which was probably Hawaii in the 
Sandwich Islands, or Bavaii, in the Navigator, 
or Samoa, group. ‘They are divided into about 
twenty different clans, analogous to those of the 
Highlands of Scotland. There have been two Maori 
wars; the first lasted from 1845 until 1848; the 
second lasted from 1860, with little intermission, 
until 1870. But fully half the clans have always 
been friendly to the English ; and many of them 
fought on the side of the Colonial Govern- 
ment against their own countrymen. Permanent 
tranquillity was established in 1871 throughout 
the country. An agitation amongst certain 
tribes in 1881, which threatened for a time to 
create a disturbance, was promptly quelled by 
the Colonial Government. At the census taken 
in 1901, the Maoris(including half-castes) amounted 
to 43,143, all of whom dwelt in the North Island, 
with the exception of some 2, 232 scattered over the 
other islands. 


Constitution. 


The country was at first a dependency of New 
South Wales, but was separated by letters patent 
in 1842. Ite settlement was largely effected by 
the New Zealand Company, with a royal charter, 
which was surrendered in 1850. 

Down to 1847 the Executive and Legislative 
Councils were both nominated by the Governor, 
and constitutional form of Government was esta- 
blished oY the Imperial Statute 15 & 16 Vict., 
cap. 72. By that Act the Colony was divided into 
six provinces, subsequently increased to nine—viz., 
Auckland, Taranaki, Wellington, Nelson, Can- 
terbury, Otago, Hawke's Bay, Westland, and 
Marlborough—each governed by a Superintendent 
and Provincial Council, elected by the inhabi- 
tants under a franchise which practically 
amounted to household suffrage. 

By an Act of the General Assembly, 39 Vict., 
No. XXI., passed in 1876, the provincial system 
of government was abolished. The powers 
previously exercised by superintendents and pro- 
vincial officers are now exercised by the Governor 
or by local boards. The provincial system being 
abolished, provision was made for the division of 
the Colony into counties and boroughs, and the 
necessary machinery for their self-government 
was provided. 

A Central Legislature, called the General 
Assembly, was also established by the Imperial 
Statute of 1852, consisting of the Governor, a 
Legislative Council, and House of Represen- 
tatives. The Governor is assisted by an Executive 
Council, composed of the Responsible Ministers 
of the Colony for the time being, according to 
the usual practice of Parliamentary Government. 
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The Legislative Councillors are appointed by the 
Governor, and up to 1891 held their seats for life. 
Under the Act passed in that year, future 
appointments are tenable for seven years only. 

e members of the House of Representatives are 
chosen by electors possessing a liberal franchise. 
Every male elector is qualified to become a member. 
The House of Representatives now consists of 80, 
including 4 Maori members, elected by the natives. 
The session is usually from June to October. 

Payment of Members of the islative Council 
is at the rate of 200/. a year, payable monthly. 

Members of the House of Representatives receive 
25/. a month, amounting to 300/. per annum. 

The Electoral Act, 1893, extended to women 
(of both races) the right to register as electors, 
and to vote at the elections for members of the 
House of Representatives. 

The franchise for European representation is as 
follows :—Every adult person, if resident one year 
in the Colony and three months in one electoral 
district, can be registered as an elector. 

The property qualification was abolished by 
‘*The Electoral Act Amendment Act, 1896,” and 
residence alone now entitles a man or woman to 
have his or her name placed upon an electoral roll. 

For Maori representation every adult Maori 
resident in the district can vote, and no registra- 
tion is required. There are four Maori electoral 
districts. 

For local bodies the qualification is u property 
or residential one. Women can vote as well as men. 

The control of native affairs, and the entire 
responsibility of dealing with questions of native 

overnment were transferred in 1863 from the 

mperial to the Colonial Government. In 1865 
the seat of Government was removed from 
Auckland to Wellington, on account of the central 
position of the latter city. 


Local Government. 


For the purposes of local government the 
Colony is divided into 100 municipalities and 94 
counties ; the latter being subdivided into 216 
road districts and 34 town districts. For the year 
ended 3lst March, 1904, the total receipts of the 
various local authorities amounted to 2,557, 130/., 
and their expenditure to 2,502,830/. Their out- 
standing loans of the same date amounted to 
4,321,584. For the year ended 3lst December, 
1903, the receipts, expenditure and debt of 
Harbour Boards amounted to 671,004/., 663, 103/., 
and 4,308,851/. respectively, and of the Christ- 
church Drainage Board to 21,142/., 24,420/., and 
218,600/. respectively. The Dunedin Drainage 
and Sewerage Board 2 a 48,7091. ; expenditure, 
36, 206/. ; debt, 44,3752. 


Education. 


A Government system of primary education 
was established by Law No. 21 of 1877. The 
central administration is vested in a Minister of 
Education, and the local control is in the hands of 
Education Boards, and of School Committeeg 
with functions subordinate to those of the Boards. 
Number of schools on 31st December, 1904, 1,785 ; 
number of scholars on roll, 136,475 (including 
2,298 Maoris or half-castes living as Maoris). The 
schools are free and non-sectarian, and education 
is compulsory. The University of New Zealand 
examines and confers degrees and gives scholar- 
ships. It has a statutory endowment of 3,000/. 
a year. There are four colleges for University 
teaching, at Dunedin, Christchurch, Wellington, 
and Auckland,'\»Alb, have ) landed. endowments, 
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and the two last-named have statutory sub- 
sidies of 4,000/.a year each. There are twenty- 
seven bodies, endowed with land or funds arising 
from public sources, for the purpose of carrying 
on secondary education. The number of pupils 
on the rolls at the schools governed by these 
bodies for the fourth quarter of 1904 was 4,038. 

A comprehensive statute dealing with the 
carrying on of manual and technical instruction 
WAS ed in 1900. During 1903 the Govern- 
ment distributed 24, 209/. in aid of various technical 
schools and classes. The examination of the 
Science and Art Department (South Kensington), 
and the City and Guilds of London Institute are 
made use of, and 363 ses in various subjects, 
heoretical and practical, were obtained in 1903. 

here are eight fully equipped schools of art. In 
connection with the Otago University there is a 
fully equipped School of Mines; and there are 
also two Government Schools of Mines at centres 
where mining work is actively engaged in. In 
connection with the Canterbury College there is 
an endowed School of Engineering and Technical 
Science. The Canterbury Agricultural College 

es extensive buildings, has a large endow- 
ment of land and an experimental farm of very 
compe character. 

There are also (1904) 100 schools for natives, 
maintained at the cost of the Government and 
under the direct control of the Minister, and five 
denominational boarding schools. The number 
at the boarding schools was 262, of whom 91 
were supported by Government; and at the 
other schools 3,754. 

Of the 1,918 children belonging to the ten 
authorised industrial schools, 603 were in resi- 
dence and 548 were boarded out with foster- 
parents. The rest were at service, with friends, 
etc., under licence. 

The number of pupils in the Deaf Mute Institu- 
tion was 65; the greatest part of the cost is 
defrayed by the Government. 

To the School for the Blind, under the manage- 
ment of a local society, the Government contri- 
butes a subsidy to the extent, approximately, of 
24s. for each 20s. subscribed, and pays 2/. a year 
for each pupil whom it sends to the school. 
There were 24 such pupils at the end of 1904. 


Population. 


The population of New Zealand on 31st March, 
1901, was found by the census to be 772,719 
persons, excluding the Maoris, who numbered 
43,143. The estimated population on 31st Dec., 
1904, was 857,539 exclusive of Maoris (43,143), 
and Cook and other Pacific Islands (12,292).

Industry. 

All the productions of the temperate climates 
of Europe and Asia can be cultivated with great 
success in New Zealand. There are extensive 
coal mines and rich gold fields. The gold entered 
for exportation from the Colony up to 3lst 
December. 1904, was valued at 65,136, 648/. ; and 
the annual production is about two millions 
sterling. The wool exported in 1904 amounted 
to 144,647,376 lbs., valued at 4,673,826/. In 1855 
it amounted to 1,772,344 lbe., valued at 93,1042. 
The trade in frozen meat, which began in 1882 
with an export of 15,244 cwt., valued at 19,339/., 
had developed an export for 1889 of 656,822 cwt., 
valued at 783,374/., in 1893 to 903,836 cwt., 
valued at 1,085,167/., and in 1898, 1,551,77 
cwt., valued at 1,698,750/., in 1901, 1,857,547 
cwt., valued at 2,253,262/., in 1902, 2,138,557 
ewt., valued at 2,718, 763/., in 1903, 2,378,650 cwt., 
valued at 3,197,043/., in 1904, 1,912,979 cwt., 
valued at 2,793,599. The live stock in New Zea- 
land, as returned in 1904, were: horses, 314,322, 

inst 99,859 in 1874; cattle, 1,736,850, against 
494.917 in 1874; sheep, 18280,806,* against 
11,704,853 in 1874. e number of acres 
under cultivation in October, 1904, was 1,494,722, 
exclusive of 12,310,039 acres in sown grasses, 
258,015 acres were in wheat, having an estimated 
yield of 9,123,673 bushels; 342,189 acres were 
in oats, estimated yield 14,653,611. bushels. 

Auckland, Dunedin, Invercargill, Lyttelton, 
Napier, Nelson, and Wellington are porte of 
registry, and had, on 31st Dec., 1904, 579 veasels 
registered, of 109,859 (net) tons in the aggregate. 

The imports consist chiefly of textiles, hardware 
and machinery, sugar, tea, alcohol, books, and 
stationery ; and they are obtained almost entirely 
from England, Australia, the United States, and 
China. 

Banking and Currency. 

The following banks have branches in the 
Colony :—Bank of New Zealand, National Bank 
of New Zealand (Limited), Union Bank of 
Australia (Limited), Bank of New South Wales, 
and Bank of Australasia. The total amount of 
their deposits in New Zealand on 3lst Dec., 1904, 
was 18, 7391., and of their note circulation 
1,451,8132. There is also a Post Office Savings Bank 
established in the Colony, having now51() branches ; 
the amount deposited therein on 31st December, 
1904, was 7,761,382/. The private savings banks 
number five, and the total amount to credit of 
depositors at the end of 1904 was 1,077, 925v. 

he currency and legal tender is exclusively 
British sterling. 
Government Insurance Department. 


This department was constituted on the initi- 
ative of Sir J. Vogel, by legislative enactments 
passed in 1869 and 1870, and commenced to 
transact business in March of the latter year. Its 
constitution was subsequently modified by Acts 
re in 1874, 1884, 1886, 1888, 1890, 1891, 1893, 

894 and 1899. By the Act of 1886 an official 
board to control and manage the investment of a 
portion of the department’s funds in mortgages 
on land is now constituted. This board consista 
of the Colonial Treasurer, the Solicitor-General, 
the Surveyor-General, the Commissioner of 
Taxes, the Public Trustee, and the (Govern- 
ment Insurance Commissioner. The Act of 
1894 empowers loans on mortgage not exceed- 
ing 10,0002. to any one person or company. 
All policies are guaranteed by the State.

By an Act passed in 1899 a separate branch of 
the department was constituted for the purpose of 
transacting Personal Accident Insurance and Em- 
piper Liability Insurance. 

e conditions under which policies are issued 
are very liberal, whilst the premium rates are ex- 
tremely low. Insurances are effected on individual 
first-class lives to the amount of 4,000/., andin the 
case of the Accident Branch to the amount of 
1,0002. All profits belong absolutely and entirely 


to the policy holders themselves. 

A reference to the table hereunder will show 
the scale of premiums charged for the principal 
classes of business transacted, the amount of 
hepa which have been divided amongst the policy 

olders, and the rapid growth of the office.

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Public Works. 


As in most of the Colonies, all the more 
important public works of New Zealand are in the 
hands of the Government and other public bodies, 
comparatively few having been undertaken by 
companies. The initiation of public works in New 
Zealand is coéval with the founding of the Colony. 
In the early days they simply kept with 
the spread of settlement, but in 1376 @ great 
impetus was given to the progress of the countr 
by the inauguration of the ‘‘ Public Works Policy,” 
which provided for carrying out works in advance 
of setelement: and for immigration. 

The first public works initiated were roads, 
many thousands of miles having been constructed 
in all directions. Some of the main roads through 
sparsely settled districts were made, and are still 
maintained by the Government, but the ordinary 
main roads are under the control of the counties, | 
and the district roads under local boards. Near) 
all the larger rivers on the main roads in both 
islands are bridged. A few, however, have 
ferries worked by the current. 

At the end of the last financial year, 31st March, 


| 1905, there were 2,374 miles of Government and 
| 113 miles of private railways in operation in New 


Zealand, an 
construction. 

The expenditure on the 2,374 miles of Govern- 
ment railways has been 21,701,572/., or an 
average of 9,141/. a mile; this includes all charges 
connected with the construction and equipment of 
the lines. 

The revenue from the Government railways for 
the year 1904-1905 was 2,209,231/., and the 
working expenses 1,492,900. The balance of 
716,331/. is equal to a return of 3/. 6s. percent. 
5 the capital invested. The gauge throughout is 
3ft. Gin. 

Of telegraphs there are now 7,944 miles of land 
lines and 23,704 miles of wire, constructed at a 
cost of 1,132,990/. There are five submarine cables. 
connecting the two islands of New Zealand, two, 
Wakapuaka-I.a Perouse, connecting the Colony 
with Australia. 

The Pacific cable, which was opened for traffic 
to Australia and Fiji in April, 1902, was com- 

leted to Bamfield, Vancouver Island, on the 
Stat October following, and opened for inter- 
national traffic on the 8th December. 

The Pacific cable traffic is transmitted across 
the Atlantic by the Anglo-American and Com- 
mercial Telegraph companies. Following the 
opening of the Pacific cable a much faster cable 
service between the Colony and America and 
Europe has resulted, and the time has also 
improved on the Eastern Extension Company’s 
lines. Messages vid the Pacific from London 
frequently reach the colony within thirty minutes, 
and the average time of transmission may be 
put down at about ninety minutes, which should 

e regarded as a really good service. 

The Pacific traffic is steadily wing, and 
since the completion of the cable the colony’s 
telegraph business by both routes has increased 
by about 50 per cent. 

On the opening of the Pacific cable for through 
traffic the ordinary rate to Great Britain was 
reduced from 3s. 4d. to 3s. a word, a previous 
reduction from 6s. 2d. to 3s. 4d. having been 
made by the Eastern Company as from the lst 
June, 1902; Government messages from 2s. 4d. 
to ls. 64d., and Prees_from 1s. 2d. to 1s. a word. 
The following reduced ,rates were also brought. 


173 miles of Government under 
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into operation: to Vancouver and San Francisco, 
2x. 4d. per word ; to New York, 2s. 8d. per word ; 
a reduction of 2s. 6d. and 1s. 8d. per word on the 
rates formerly charged vid Eastern. Correspond- 
ing reductions came into force for America 
generally. 

The average number of messages transmitted 
to and from New Zealand prior to the opening 
of the Pacific cable was about 425 per day. 
The present average is nearly 600 a day by 
both routes. 

To the advent of the Pacific cable is to be 
credited the general reduction of rates and the 
ape omen in the cable services genera The 
reduced rates based on the present traffic, it is 
estimated, mean a saving of over 50,0002. a year 
to business firms and other users of the cables 
between New Zealand and other parts of the 
world. 

In the year ending 3lst March, 1905, excluding 
the value of Government messages, the revenue was 
250, 063/. (including telephone exchange and other 
telegraph receipts); number of messages 5,159,745 
(of which number 4,900,495 were private or press 
messages). The principal towns have telephone 
exchanges. In March, 1905, there were 28 
exchanges and 57 sub-exchanges in operation. 

Tramways have been established in all the 

rincipal towns in New Zealand, and Dunedin 

as, in addition, two cable lines leading to high- 
lying suburbs, and Wellington an incline line. 
The ordinary tramways are in some cases worked 
by steam motors, but horse-power is more 
generally employed. The cable tramways are 
prectleally on the same system as those in San 
rancisco. 

Auckland, Dunedin, Christchurch, and Welling- 
ton have electric tramway systems on the overhead 
principle. 

The Government has expended about 700,000/. 
on the construction of reservoirs, water-races, and 
sludge-channels on the gold-fields. 

All the cities and principal towns are supplied 
with water at the cost of the corporations ; 


Auckland, Napier, and Lyttelton have pumping 
schemes, but the others are supplied by 
gravitation, 


All the principal towns in the Colony have 
gasworks, some of them belonging to private com- 
panies, but the majority to the corporations. The 
native coal from Greymouth is stated to be one of 
the best in the world for making gas. In Welling- 
ton the streets are illuminated by the electric 
light, as also are the parliamentary buildings 
and many private houses and business establish- 
ments. 

The coasts of the Colony are well marked with 
lighthouses and beacons, and all the ports are pro- 
vided with wharves and jetties in proportion to 
the trade. Important works to afford shelter and 
increase the depth of water have been executed or 
are in course of construction at Dunedin, Oamaru, 
Timaru, Lyttelton, Greymouth, Westport, New 
Plymouth, and Napier. There are graving docks 
at Port Chalmers, Lyttelton, and Auckland. At 
Wellington there is a patent slip capable of taking 
up a two thousand ton ship. 

The Public Works of the Colony, including both 
railwavs and roads, are now principally carried out 
on what is known as the co-operative svatem, —that 
is, the Government provides all materials and lets 
the work of construction to parties of artizans 
and labourers at rates fixed by the officers of the 
Government, and calculated so that an average 
workinan will be able to earn the current rate of 
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wages ruling in his trade in the district where the 
work is situated. The ruling rates of wages are 
from 9s. to 12s. per day for artisans, and from 
7s. to 10s. for labourers. Eight hours constitutes 
a working day.

Defence. 


Proposals made by Sir W. F. D. Jervois, 
Major-General H. Schaw, and other Imperial 
officers, for fortifying the ports of Auckland, 
Wellington, Lyttelton, and Dunedin, by strong 
batteries and a complete system of submarine 
mines have been carried into execution, with such 
adjuncts and alterations as have become necessary 
and advisable from time to time. 

A permanent force of Artillery and Submarine 
miners is maintained ; and a large force of volun- 
teers and rifle clubs has also been organised. 


DEPENDENCIES OF NEW ZEALAND.+ 


Cook ISLANDS. 


The Cook Islands were declared to be under 
British protection in October, 1888, by Captain 
Bourke, of H.M.S. ‘‘ Hyacinth,” and the Hervey 
Islands, Manuae, Te Au-o-Tu and Takutea by 
Commander Nicolls, of H.M.S. ‘‘ Cormorant,” in 
June, 1889. 

Until 1901 British authority was represented by 
a Resident who was paid by the Government of 
New Zealand, and reported direct to the Governor 
of that Colony. The first British Resident, Mr. 
F. J. Moss, who was appointed in 1890, succeeded 
in 1891 in arranging for the establishment of an 
Elective Federal Parliament to make laws for the 
whole group. Each island, however, continued 
to enjoy sg, aldara in such purely local 
affairs as it could properly manage for iteelf. The 
Federal Executive Council or Government was 
composed of the Arikis, or Kings and Queens, who 
are also the principal landowners. The chief of 
these, Queen Makea, Ariki of Avarua, was the 
nominal head of the Government. A Supreme 
Court was established, and a law was passed 
regulating the sale of intoxicants, and imposing 
a general ad valorem duty of 10 per cent. on 
imports. All laws and administrative acts were 
subject to the approval of the Resident, who was 
also a Deputy and Judicial Commissioner for the 
Western Pacific, and Chief Justice of the High 
Court of the Cook Islands.

RAROTONGA. 


Distant from Auckland, 1,638 miles; circum- 
ference, 20 miles; height, 2,100 ft.; area, 
26 square miles ; population, 1,910. 

Rarotonga is the most fertile and valuable of 
the Cook group, and it has the largest population. 
The island has been exceptionally favoured by 
nature, not only with delightful scenic attractions, 
but also with a remarkably rich and productive soil. 

The aborigines are very closely akin to the 
Maoris of New Zealand. 

The seat and centre of the government of the 
Cook Islands—the double township of Avarua and 
Avatiu—is situated on the north or lee side of the 
island of Rarotonga, opposite two small openings 
in the coral reef. The former has the advantage 
of a boat harbour, where small craft can be moored. 
in safety when the wind is not blowing in from 
the sea. The residence of the Commissioner and 
she establishment of the ex-queen are situated 

ere. 

The dwellings of the natives are built of coral 
concrete, as are also the Government offices. 

8 received from the Cook and other 
annexed islands are now treated as New Zealand 
produce, and not as imports.

MANGAIA. 


Distant from Rarotonga, 116 miles; ciroum- 
ference, 30 miles ; height, 656 ft. ; area, 30 square 
miles; population, 1,507. 


Physical Features. 


Mangaia is the most southerly island of the 
Cook group, and is second in importance to 
Rarotonga only on account of its difficult and 
dangerous coast. 

Cocoanuts, bananas, oranges, limes, citrons and 
other fruits grow plentifully. The annual export 
of copra is large, as is that of perishable 
fruits. The natives have cultivated much: of the 
land, and owing to their industry the productions 
of the island have a favourable name. The coffee 
is the best produced in the Cook group, not from 
any superiority of soil or climate, but because of 
the care exercised in picking and drying the 
berries.

The Island. 


Atiu resembles Mangaia in formation, being a 
raised mass of coral with high jagged cliffs facing 
the sea. 

On the highest point of the central ridge cocoa- 
nuts, bananas, oranges, and coffee grow with the 
utmost luxuriance; and the kumara, most valuable 
and uncertain of South Sea vegetables, yields large 
crops. The cocoanut-palm grows well everywhere, 
but especially so on the coral rock formatio 
though only a few hundred trees are to be foun 
there. Coffee and oranges grow vigorously, but 
very few trees are to be seen. 

Mauke, Mitiaro, and Takutea belong to the 
Atiuans.

MAUKE. 


Distant from Rarotonga, 150 miles; circum- 
ference, 10 miles; height, about 60 ft.; area, 
fi square miles ; population, 338. 

Mauke is a low circular island about two miles 
across, lying to the north-east of Rarotonga. Like 
M ia and Atiu, it is surrounded by an unbroken 
fringing reef. It is marvellously fertile, and in 
value and quantity the produce exported is greater 
than that of Atiu. 


MITTIARO. 


Distant from Rarotonga, 140 miles; circum- 
ference, 5 miles; height, about 50 ft.; area, 
4 equare miles; population, 218. 

This island is a good instance of an elevated 
coral reef, thinly coated with sand and gravel of 
the same material. The surface is not more than 
six feet above high-water mark. 

Copra is the only article of regular export, but 
in the centre of the island there is a fertile patch 
whereon oranges and bananas are grown with 
moderate success. 


TAKUTEA. 


Distant from Rarotonga, 125 miles; area, 
2 square miles. 
his island is uninhabited, but belongs to the 
tribes of Atiu, who visit it for a few weeks in 
each year to make copra. It is a coral island, 
moderately fertile, and will be utilised as a 
Government plantation. 


AITUTAKI. 


Distance from Rarotonga, 140 miles; circum- 
ference, 144 miles ; height, 366 ft. ; area, 7 square 
miles ; population, 907. 

The name includes the island anciently known 
as ‘‘Arahura,” and some seven or eight smaller 
islands on the vast barrier reef. Some of these 
are volcanic, and would seem to have been small 
peaks on the lip of an extinct volcano, now 
submerged. 

The island itself is pear-shaped, about four 
miles by two; its highest part being 366 feet high. 

Some of the best oranges in the New Zealand 
market, known as “Tahiti,” are from Aitutaki, 
while tne best pineapples in the Eastern Pacific 
are from the same place. The remaining articles 
of export are copra, and lime-juice of very good 
quality. 
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The Aitutakians are naturally a hardy race, 
and industrious when away from their own homes. 
They are said to be the best sailors in the Cook 
group, and their services are much in demand for 
working the cargo on vessels at Tahiti. They make 
fans and mats, and are expert at plaiting various 
fibres for hatmaking.

MANUAE AND TE AD-0-TU. 


Distant from Rarotonga, 120 miles; area of 
Manuae, 14 square miles; population 10. 

These two small islands are better known as the 
Hervey Group. They are situated about midway 
between Atiu and Aitutaki, and are owned by the 
people of the latter place. 

e islands have been leased to a European firm, 
with the result that the export of one has risen 
from 36 tons in 1898 to 64 tons in 1901. During 


the same period the Cook Island ing Company 
has ears 30,000 young 8, and Manuse 
now bids fair to be the leading oopra island of 


the Cook group within the next ten or twelve 
years. 
OTHER ISLANDS. 
NIUE, 


Distant from Raroto 580 miles; circum- 
ference, 40 miles; height, 200 ft.; area, 100 
square miles; population, 4,100. 

Niue, or Savage Island, is a long, low island, 
fringed with a misty cloud of fine spray. The 
shores being too deep and steep to support a 
barrier reef, the ooast-line is deprived of its 
protection. It is fertile, but fresh water is very 


scarce. 

Much of the land is encumbered with a dense 
scrub of guava bush. 

The orange, the cocoanut, and other tropical 
products grow well, and the lemon flourishes on 
the rocky shores. 

The natives of Niue are somewhat different in 
character from other Polynesians. They are very 
industrious, and the men are often engaged at 
Tonga and elsewhere as labourers. The girls and 
women plait hata, which are exported to New 
Zealand and Australia. They are keen traders, 
but are much averse to strangers obtaining a foot- 
hold in the island itself. 

The exporte for 1903 amounted to 7,652/., and 
the imports to 8,001. The revenue for 1903-4 
(including balance from previous year) was 
2,9652., and the expenditure 1,245. Total balance 
to credit on 3lst March, 1904, 2,1172.

PALMERSTON ATOLL. 


Distant from Rarotonga, 273 miles; area, 
1 square mile; population, 118. 

e Palmerstons are situated upon an irregular 
ring of coral reef, measuring outside about four 
miles and a half by two miles and a half, just 
awash with the tide. The narrow ring is about 
half a mile in width, and it supports eight little 
isleta, nearly all covered with cocoanut 
The largest of these is little more than half a mile 
in length and about a quarter of a mile wide. 
Under its grove of palms is the settlement of 
the entire population of the group. The n 
and reef abound with fish, and turtles are caught 
in plenty.

Fresh water 
is very scarce.

Suwarrow is an atoll with a splendid lagoon, 
which produces a very good class of BD orcheasninn 
The present yield of shell is nearly tons per 
annum. 


MANIHIKI AND RAKAHANGA. 


Distant from Rarotonga, 650 and 670 miles re- 

ively ; area, each 2 square miles; population, 

anihiki, 552; Rakahanga, 340. 

Manihiki, or Humphrey, is nearly circular. 
Béche-de-mer is obtained from the lagoon. The 
island occasionally suffers from drought. 

Rakahanga, or Rierson, is also an atoll. 

The former has until lately produced a limited 
amount of rishell, but about the end of 1900 
it was found that the beds were exhausted by over- 
fishing. The lagoon was therefore closed. 

The only industry is now that of copra-making.

PUKAPUKA, OR DANGER ISLAND, AND 
NASSAU. 


Pukapuka is a small solitary atoll about three 
miles in diameter, which produces pearlshell. It 
is about 700 miles from Rarotonga, and has an 
area of two square miles. The population is 492 
persons. 

Nassau is also a small island within the 
extended boundaries. It is said to be uninhabited. 


Education. 


The education of the children living in the Cook 
group is in the hands of the London Missionary 
Society, which provides some 1,800 children in 
the Cook and Northern Islands with a sound and 
useful education. At Tereora, in Rarotonga, the 
Mission supplies an English education for the 
children of those leading men that are willing to 
pey a small fee perannum. At the present time 
there are 40 children at Tereora under a qualified 
teacher, and in aid of this establishment a subsidy 
of 4/. per head is paid by the Islands Government. 

To sum up the educational work now being 
done by the London Mission Society: 1,575 
children are being taught to read and write 
Maori, 250 are receiving an elementary English 
Education, and 40 are receiving a fifth standard 
education. To the above must be added the good 
work done by the Sisters of St. Joseph, who have 
established themselves in Rarotonga, and have 
some 50 pupils. 7

Laws. 
The following are shortly the provisions of 


‘*The Cook and other Islands Government Act, 
1901,” which now regulates the laws in force and 
hereafter to be made within the Cook and other 
Islands included in the Colony of New Zealand, 
by virtue of the Order in Council of the 13th 
May, 1901 

Subject to the provisions of the Act, local laws 
and usages are to continue until other provision is 
made. Power is given to the Governor in Council 
to direct that any of the laws in force in the said 
Islands may be modified or repealed. 

Section 3 of the Amendment Act passed in 1902 
allows the Governor, by Order in Council, to 
direct that any of the laws in force in New 
Zealand, other than the laws relating to the sale 
of alcoholic liquors, shall have operation in the 
said Islands, either in whole or with such modi- 
fications as may be necessary to adapt them to 
the conditions und circumstances of the said 
Islands and the inhabitants thereof. 

Section 4 provides that the Courts of Justice in 
the said Islands, and the Judge and officers 
thereof, shall continue until other provision is 
made, and the jurisdiction of the High Court is 
extended to all the Islands, Niue, however, 
being excepted by the Amendment Act of 1903, 
which placed it under a separate administration. 
ar from the decisions of the High Court are 
allowed to the Supreme Court of New Zealand, 
and thence to the Court of Appeal, subject to 
regulations. 

Section 6 gives power to the Governor, by 
Order in Council, to establish a tribunal, or 
appoint an officer, or officers, to asccrtain and 
determine the title to lands within the said 
Islands, distinguishing titles uired by Native 
customs and usage, from ditleg otherwina lawfully 
acquired. Provision may be made for the issue 
of instruments of title. 

Section 7 states that the Federal Parliament 
and the Native Councils existing at the com- 
mencement of the Act may continue, but shall 
thereafter be called the ‘‘ Federal Council” und 
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‘‘Island Councils” respectively. | Enactments 
made by them are to be called ‘‘ Federal Ordi- 
nances” and ‘ Local Ordinances.” 

Section 8 defines the powers of the Councils as 
follows: The Federal Council shall have power to 
make Federal Ordinances for the government of 
all the Islands. Each of the Island Councils 
shall have power to make local Ordinances for 
the government of the inhabitants within its 
ee it is provided that such Federal and 
ocal Ordinances shall be transmitted by the 
Resident Commissioner to the Governor, and shall 
have no force or effect until assented to in the 
name of His Majesty. 

Section 10 deals with duties of Customs and 
makes the New Zealand tariff applicable to the 
Islands, and under the Amendment Acts of 1902 
and 1903 the Governor in Council is empowered 
to modify the tariff as affecting any of the Islands. 
No drawback is to be paid in New Zealand on 
goods shipped to the Islands. Goods the produce 
or manufacture of New Zealand, or on which duty 
has already been paid in New Zealand, are to be 
admitted free to the said Islands, and, similarly, 
all goods the produce or manufacture of the said 
Islands are to be admitted free to New Zealand. 

The laws are enforced through the High Court, 
which has jurisdiction throughout the whole of 
the Islands (excepting Niue); and, in the Cook

These have now 
been abolished in those islands to which a

1ese local Courts deal with all minor offences, and 
appeals are allowed from them to the High Court. 

e High Court has exclusive jurisdiction in all 
cases of murder, or of assault with intent tocommit 
murder, and in all cases of manslaughter ; in all 
criminal charges against foreign residents; and in 
all cases between foreign residents, or between 
foreign residents and Maoris in which the plaintiff 
may, with the consent of the Chief Judge, begin 
an action in the Court, or may, with the same 
consent, seek redress for any wrong alleged to 
have been done by any local Government in any 
island. The Chief Judge has power to send any 
case of a criminal charge against a foreign resi- 
dent for trial before a Court constituted under 
the provisions of the Pacific Order in Council. The 
headquarters of the High Court are at Rarotonga, 
where it sits once a week, but visits are periodically 
made to the other islands within its jurisdiction.

Sttuatton and Area, 


The Protectorate of Northern Nigeria is bounded 
on the south by the Protectorates of Lagos and 
Southern Nigeria; the boundary, which is also 
the limit of the zone of ‘‘trade-liquor” importa- 
tion, leaves the frontier of Dahomey a little suuth of 
latitude 9°, and, running east to the borders of 
Ilorin, follows the frontier of that State round its 
western and southern limits, and is then drawn 
due east to Idda on the Niger; thence it runs 
almost due east to meet the frontier of the German 
Kameruns a little south of Tarkum, practically 
following the 7th parallel of latitude. To the 
west it is bounded by the hinterland of French 
Dahomey, the line having been settled by the 
Convention of June, 1898. QOkuta, Ashigiri and 
Tilo fall within British Borgu, while Paraku and 
Nikki are included in the French sphere. Thence, 
crossing the Niger 10 miles north of Illo, the 
boundary follows the Dallul Mauri till it meets 
the arc of a circle drawn (with 100-mile radius) 
from Sokoto as a centre. Onthe north the French 
Sudan isconterminous with the Protectorate. From 
the point at which the arc of the circle described 
meets the 14th parallel the second time the bound- 
ary follows that parallel for 70 miles, then runs 
due south to parallel 13°-20°, which it follows for 
250 niles, then due north to the l4th, then along 
14° to longitude 14°. On the east the 14th parallel 
of longitude, which nearly bisects Lake Chad, forms 
the boundary till it meets the south shore of Lake 
Chad. The Anglo-German frontier of the Kame- 
runs impinges on Chad at the point where the 
River Jadseram enters the Lake, and from this 
point the boundary is formed by a straight line 
drawn to the intersection of the 6° of latitude, 
with longitude 9°, detlected only by a circle of 30 
miles radius drawn round the town of Yola so as 
to include it in the British territory. 

The frontier between the British and French 
territories to the west of the Niger, was delimited 
on the ground by Lt.-Col. Lang, R.E., and Major 
Toutée in 1900. <A considerable alteration, 
however, of the Anglo-French frontier on the 
north is contemplated under the Convention of 
the 8th of April, 1904. This frontier was sur- 
veved by the Anglo-French Boundary Commission 
during 1903-4. Simultaneously the Anglo-German 
frontier was delimited by Commissioners repre- 
senting the British and German Governments ; 
but the results of these surveys have not vet 
received the approval of the Powers. The 
Protectorate fieludes the Foulah Empire, of which 
the Sultan of Sokoto is the head, with its nominal 
dependencies of Kano, Nupé, Ilorin, Muri, Zaria, 
Adamawa, and Bautshi, together with Idda and 
the Pagan countries of Borgu to the west of the 
Niger, Bornu, in the north-east towards Lake Chad, 
and the belt of Pagan tribes inhabiting the country 
south of the Benue, and lying between it and the 
northern frontier of Southern Nigeria. Pagan 
tribes also inhabit the country enclosed in the bend 
of the Niger between Illorin on the west and 
Southern Nigeria on the south (usually known 
as the Kabba country), and similar tribes 
form a more or less continuous belt along the 
morthern and eastern banks of the Niger. The 
Hausa States of the Foulah Empire are Moham- 
moedan, and are said to have the densest population 
of any country in the whole African Continent— 
aaa roughly at about 10 millions. The 
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Foulahs appear to have been a pastoral race, which 
spread through the territory in the latter half of 
the 18th century, and conquered the Habe dynasty 
about 1820. The conquered race, however, main- 
tained their independence in the broken country, 
and a chronic struggle was kept up which paralysed 
development, the Foulahs on the one hand devas- 
tating large areas by slave raids, and the pagan 
tribes retaliating by stopping caravans. The area 
of the Protectorate is about 281,000 square miles. 
Idda, the point on the Niger where the boundary 
between Northern and Southern Nigeria crosses the 
river, is about 200 miles as the crow flies from the 
mouth of the river, and about half that distance 
above the last of the creeks which form the mouth 
of the Niger. Lokoja is some 50) miles further up, 
and is situated at the junction of the Niger and 
Benue. Under the Company's administration it 
formed the military headquarters, and it is now 
the principal station and garrison with the excep- 
tion of he headquarters at Zungeru (near the 
Kaduna River). Jebba (a small island abouta mile 
long by a quarter mile broad) marks the limit of 
navigation of the Niger, though steamers have 
with some risk ascended as far as the foot of the 
rapids at Fort Goldie, some 30 miles further. 
The Port of Northern Nigeria is the Forcados 
river mouth in Southern Nigeria, where the 
Northern Protectorate has a station (at Burutu) 
for purposes of transhipment of cargo and 
invalids and passengers arriving and leaving. 

At the end of the dry season (at the end of April) 
and for about three months before, the Niger is 
only navigable up to the mouth of the Kaduna, 
and for large steamers only as far as the junction 
of the Benue at Lokoja. 

The Niger Territories generally (that is to say, 
Northern Nigeria and the country from Idda to 
the coast, now included in Southern Nigeria) were 
secured to Great Hritain by nearly 500 treaties 
inade by the Royal Niger Company (formerly 
the National African Company, Limited), and 
recognised by the three Anglo-German Agree- 
mentsof June, 1885, J une, 1886, and November, 1893, 
and the Anglo-French Agreement of August, 1810, 
and June, 1898. ‘The agreements with Germany 
establish as an eastern frontier a line running from 
the rapids on the Cross River to a little east of 
Yola, on the Upper Benue, and thence toa point on 
the south bank of Lake Chad, 35 minutes east of 
the meridian of Kuka. 


Aistory. 


As far back as the 17th century British traders 
have had mercantile depédts on the mouths of 
the Niger and adjacent riversand creeks, known as 
the Oil rivers, and in these early times the trade 
was mainly confined to the trathc in slaves. At 
this epoch the French attempted a settlernent at 
the mouth of the Niger, but were unsuccessful, 
and during the 18th century British interests pre- 
ponderated. At the beginning of the 19th century 
the exploration of the upper river—which had 
hitherto been supposed to be identical with the 
Nile or Congo—began, and Mungo Park traced 
its course from Bamako to Koussa, where he lost 
his lifeintherapids. Lander in 1830 demonstrated 
the identity of Mungo Park's river at Boussa 
with the lower Niger, and followed its course to 
the sea. In the next two decades, 1840-60, efforts 
were made, both by the British Government and 
private individuals, as well as by French and 
German merchants, to develop the trade of the 
Niger, while our knowledge of the interior was 
greatly enlarged by thetravelsof Barth, Clapperton, 
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Allen and others, all British or under British 
initiation. A consulate was founded at Lokoja, 
and, at the cost of much money and many lives, 
some progress seemed to have been made, only to 
result in failure and fiasco. The pioneer of these 
efforts was McGregor Laird, who in 1852 began 
to establish stations and to endeavour to secure 
the country for England, but these were destroyed 
by natives, and Laird lost both his money and 
his life. The good results of his work were 
not, however, entirely lost. The situation 
in the early seventies was that there were 
numerous trading towns—-English, French, and 
German—in the Oil rivers, where the trade in palm 
oil had begun to assume importance, the imports 
being chiefly confined to ‘‘ the vilest of spirits, guns 
and wder.” The expeditions sent by the 
British Government to the higher river, and the 
subsidies voted by Parliament, had been with- 
drawn, and European intercourse with the Niger 
would have ceased had it not been for the 

rseverance of four British firms, who during the 
our months of high water each sent a trading 
steamer up the river, and soon established a few 
Pave stations, where the white population of 

igeria lived. These bold pioneers were at the 
mercy of the powerful chiefs, and gross outrages 
were from time to time avenged by the despatch of 
a light draught gunboat. ‘*The rivalry between 
these firms became so keen, and the importance of 
turning upon each other the disfavour of the chiefs 
was so great, that the necessity of white traders 
holding together for purposes of defence was 
overlooked.” 

At the close of 1877, Mr. Goldie-Taubman— 
now Sir G. Taubman Goldie—visited the Niger 
and conceived the idea (to quote his own words), 
‘*that no lasting advance, either of commerce 
or civilisation, was ible unless some 
government were established which would give 
peace and security both to natives and white 
men.” In other words that amalgamation of 
interests and a settled government must replace 
the chaotic rivalry of traders. ising that 
continuity of government on the spot was an 
impossibility in the climatic conditions of Nigeria, 
while a government such as that established by 
Rajah Brooke in Sarawak would not have a secure 
international basis, Sir George Goldie determined 
to secure a charter for a British Company. After 
much negotiation the small British interesta, which 
were the only ones existent on the Niger at that 
date, were amalgamated in the United African 
Company in 1879, and in 1881 a charter was 
applied for. The objection was raised that the 
capital of the Company was too small, and hence 
the National African Company was formed with a 
capital of a million sterling, with the object of 
opening up direct relations with the great 
potentates of the interior. With great energy the 
new company founded stations, sent out a 
river flotilla, and pushed up the Niger 
and Benue, but meanwhile the foresight of 
Gambetta had prompted the establishment 
of two French Companies, which being 
backed by the French Government, ac- 

uired a great influence on the Lower Niger. Of 
these the Compagnie du Sénégal had a capital of 
600,000/., and some thirty French stations were 
formed, and while the French flag remained the 
charter could not, of course, be granted. The 
energy of Sir George Goldie, however, by lavish 
presents to chiefs, by the increase of the staff and 
stations, and by keen competition, secured 
the disappearance of the French flag just in time 
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to announce at the Berlin Conference in 188 
that the British flag alone flew on the Niger, and 
to secure to Great Britain the guardianship of the 
international navigation rights on the Niger— 
while the French companies and rival British 
interests which had meantime grown up were 
absorbed in the National African Company. In 
ee 1885, a new danger arose from the mission 
of Herr Flegel to secure treaties with Sokoto and 
Gandu on behalf of Germany, but he was 
anticipated by the British Company, who sent out 
Mr Thomson, and concluded treaties with those 
powerful emirs. 

Great Britain was therefore able to conclude the 
Agreement of 1886 with Germany, which settled 
the frontiers between Nigeria and the Kameruns 
as far north as Yola, and in July, 1886, the long- 
delayed charter was granted, and the Company 
changed its title to that of the Royal Niger 
Company. Meanwhile the territories adjacent 
to the river had been placed under British 
protection. 

The next decade was spent in building up an 
elaborate organisation, in extending the sphere 
acquired, and in checking inter-tribal war, pagan 
sacrifices and slave-raiding. The expeditions of 
Monteil to Lake Chad from the west, of Cramp- 
nel from the south-east, and of Mizon by way 
of the Niger and Benue, were checkma and 
finally, in 1890, an agreement was arrived at with 
France by which the line dividing the French 
Sudan on the north from Nigeria was drawn with 
certain deflections from Say, on the Niger, to 
Barua, on Lake Chad, and in 1893 the Kamerun 
boundary was extended from Yola to the south of 
the same lake. Its international difficulties being 
for the moment less acute, the Company was able 
to face the great internal danger which for years 
had threatened its existence. In 1897 the 
growing hostility of the great Foulah Power 
culminated in a plan to drive the white men out of 
the country. The Company had been quietly 
preparing, and had brought their military force 
toa high standard of efficiency, and they took the 
field (Sir George Goldie himself being present in 


rson) with some 500 or 600 well-drilled soldiers, 
ed by about 30 British officers, inst 20,000 or 
30,000 of the enemy, of whom a large proportion 


were Foulah cavalry. Nupé, the vast dependency 
of Sokoto, which had thus challenged the Com. 
pany’s existence, was divided by the Niger into 
two nearly equal halves. The rapidity of the 
Company’s movements gave no time to Sokoto 
to raise additional armies, and Southern Nupe 
was first conquered, and then Northern Nupé 
after a two days’ fight before the capita] at Bi 
Ilorin, a smaller dependency, was next subdued. 
Prior to this Southern Nupé had been ially 
cleared of the Foulah slave raiders, and on the 
20th June, 1897, the legal status of slavery in the 
Niger Territories was declared abolished by the 
Company. Simultaneously with this crisis 
another, which was to have far-reaching effecta, 
arose. The only indeterminate frontier remaining 
was that to the west. The Company perceiving, 
in 1894, that French enterprise contemplated the 
annexation to Senegal and Dahomey of the Borgu 
country, sent out Capt. F. D. Lugard to negotiate 
treaties with the king or chiefs of that countrv. 
pobetpeting the powerful French expeditions 
by only a few days, he succeeded in making 
treaties at the capital of Nikki, and with other 
semi-independent chiefs of districts. Disregard. 
ing these prior British treaties, a swarm of French 
expeditions, spread )over’ Borgu, and having

obtained a pledge from our Government that Sir 
George Goldie’s powerful expedition, then in the 
field against the Foulahs, should not advance N. 
of 9°, they invaded Bousa, with which we had 
a specific treaty of many years’ standing, and 
established themselves on the Niger at several 
points. At the end of 1897, in view of this situa- 
tion, the British Government decided to raise a 
local force, and the task was confided to Colonel 
F. D. Lugard, who left England in March, 1898. 
After a period of Mok tension, during which 
the British and French troops faced each 
other, and a conflict was daily imminent, a con- 
vention was signed (June 14th) laying down a 
boundary line from the intersection of the 9th 
parallel with the frontier of Dahomey to Ilo on 
the Niger, and thence to the northern frontier, 
which was more accurately defined, to Lake Chad, 
and to its junction with the German Kameruns 
frontier. Meanwhile the great internal source of 
danger had been removed by the breaking of the 
Fouwlah power, while the army of the conquering 
chief Rabah, which had penetrated from the Nile 
Valley to Lake Chad, and had conquered Bornu, 
was arrested in its onward march to Kano by the 
news of the Company’s victories, and had returned 
to the south of Lake Chad, where the British, 
French and German territories converged. The 
Imperial force, called the West African Frontier 
Force, with a ‘‘ Commissioner and Commandant ” 
at its head, and independent of the Company, was 
quartered in the country, with its headquarters at 
Jebba, and with numerous detachments holding 
the posts evacuated by the French throughout 
Borgu, and a strong garrison at Lokoja. This 
force consisted of two battalions of infantry, 
two batteries of artillery and a mapper company. 
It was raised and organised by onel Lugard, 
with Lieut.-Colonel Willcocks, C.M.G., D.S.O., 
as second in command, and consisted equally of 
Hausas and Yorubas. The battalions h a 
nominal establishment of 1,200 rank and file 
each. The R.A. mustered 175, and the Sappers 
46. The complement of officers, Infantry and R.A., 
was 66, with 106 British N.C.O.’s. Eight doctors, 
with 14 N.C.O.’s, R.A.M.C., and three female 
nurses, formed the Medical Staff. The Transport 
numbered four white men, and the Accounts five, 
the R.E. one officer and five N.C.O.’s, making a 
total of 217 white men and close on 2,700 natives. 
It was constituted on a basis of active service as 
‘‘in military occupation of a foreign country,” and 
its constitution, movements, and discipline were 
effected and controlled by means of ‘‘ Frontier 
Force Orders” by the Commandant. 

The Royal Niger Company had, from its earliest 
origin, set its face against the importation of 
trade liquor, and had imposed in the Delta area, 
where alone the pee wi was allowed, a higher 
duty than in the neighbouring ‘‘ Niger Coast Pro- 
tectorate.” This had, of course, led to smuggli 
by natives, who, moreover, could not understan 
the arbitrary frontiers fixed by latitudes and 
longitudes, while the middle-men, who had in 
past years controlled the trade of the interior, 
were e rated by the loss of their accustomed 
profits. is culminated in January, 1895, in an 
attack by the natives of Brass upon the Company’s 
station ut Akassa, resulting in great loss of life 
and destruction of property. The British Govern- 
ment sent a punitive expedition against the town 
of Brass, and 20,000/. was paid as indemnity to 
the Company. Sir J. Kirk, K.C.B., G.C.M.G., 
was sent out as special commissioner to report 
on the causes which led to this outrage, and to make

recommendations, and it was decided that the 
charter should be revoked, and that the adminis- 
trative rights and powers of the Royal Niger 
Company should be transferred to the Crown. 
Steps to this end were taken at the end of 1898, when 
the negotiations with the French Government had 
been disposed of, and the transfer took place on 
January lst, 1900. The terms of the arrangement 
made between Her Majesty’s Government and the 
a iM are given in the Parliamentary paper C, 
9372. The Company was subsequently organised 
as a trading Somnneny under the name of ‘‘The 
Niger Company, Limited.” 

In 1902 Colonel Morland conducted an expedition 
as far as Lake Chad, as a result of which Bornu 
was brought under the administration, and early 
in 1903 with a force of about 800 took Kano, 
without any very serious fighting, and occupied 
Sokoto and Katsena, 

The delimitations of the German and French 
boundaries are in progress. 


Constitution. 


In connection with the transfer to the Crown, 
an Order in Council was issued at the end of 1899, 
constituting the ‘‘ Protectorate of Northern 
Nigeria” over the territories of the Royal Niger 
Co., with the exception of a portion of them, 
stretching from Idda to the coast, which by a 
contemporaneous instrument was incorporated in 
the Niger Coast Protectorate, and with those 
territories was named the ‘‘ Protectorate of 
Southern Nigeria.” 

The government of the Royal Niger Company 
was conducted chiefly from England by the 
Governor and Council, who initiated all legisla- 
tion. The same body revised the sentences of the 
Supreme Court, which was set up at Asaba, the 
capital, and which consisted of two judges, who 
alternately served in Africa. Three senior execu- 
tive officers had the general administration of the 
divisions of the country under the control of the 
Agents-General, Mr. W. Wallace, C.M.G., and 
Mr. J. Flint, C.M.G. Sub-divisions of districts 
were under the contro! of district officers, who held 
small cause courts. A civil gaol under a governor 
was erected at Asaba. 

In the new administration a High Commissioner 
has been appointed, and the Protectorate is 
divided into 17 Provinces, each under a Resi- 
dent, with an assistant. There is a Supreme 
Court with original and appellate jurisdiction, 
the Residents, who are entrusted with large 
pore holding ‘‘ Provincial Courts.” The Chief 

ustice is ex officto a puisne judge of the Supreme 
Court of S. Nigeria, while the Chief Justice and 
puisne judges of S. Nigeria are ex-officio puisne 
Judges of the Supreme Court of Northern 


Nigeria. An Attorney-General acts as legal 
adviser to the Government. There is no Legisla- 
tive or Executive Council, and the High Com- 


missioner has power to make laws under the 
name ‘‘ Proclamations.” 

The Ist and 2nd foot, and 3rd mounted infantry 
battalions Northern Nigeria Regiment, West 
African Frontier Force, are the military force 
of the Protectorate, under the command of Col. 
A. W. G. Lowry Cole, D.8S.O. Lt.-Col J. Hasler, 
Major C. W. Barlow, D.S.O., and Major C. M. 
Dobell command the three battalions. 

In Sept. 1902 the head-quarters of Government 
were removed from Jebba to Zungeru. A light 
railway has been constructed from Barijuko on 
the Kaduna river to Zungeru (22)miles). 
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Climate and Products. 


The lower portion of the Territories in the 
Niger delta has a bad reputation for its climate. 
In this region are produced the palm oil and palm 
kernels which form a large portion of the exports 
from the Territories. 

The regions further inland are stated to be 
much healthier, except in the Niger Valley, while 
their principal products are palm oil, rubber, hides, 
ground nuts, shea butter, ivory, chillies, and 
various drugs.

ORANGE RIVER COLONY. 


Situation, Area, and Population. 


The Orange River Colony lies to the north of 
the Orange River and Cape Colony, and to the 
south of the Vaal River. the east it is bounded 
by Basutoland and Natal. The area is about 
50,000 square miles, and the country, which lies 
at an altitude of 4,000 to 5,000 feet above the sea, 
consists chiefly of grassy plains; but to the arst 
on the Basutoland border, it is hilly. The rainf 
is moderate, and the country is mainly devoted 
to stock-farming, though grain is raised in parts, 
The population in 1904 was 387,315, of whom 
142, ef9 were white, 


Mistory and Constitution. 


The Orange River was first crossed by a 
Euro in 1760, but no attempt was made to 
settle the country for many Mek after. Emigrants 
from the great trek established themselves at Win- 
burg and elsewhere, but the Colonial Government 
for some time made no attempt to establish any 
administration. In 1848, however, owing to the 
disputes between the settlers and the natives, Sir 
Harry Smith issued a Proclamation declaring the 
whole territory between the Orange River and 
Vaal River to be under the sovereignty of the 
Queen, and a British Resident was appointed at 
Bloemfontein, with Assistant-Commissioners at 
Winburg and the Caledon River. The discon- 
tented farmers under Pretorius took up arms, but 
were defeated by Sir Harry Smith at mplaate. 
The British Government, however, before long 
determined to abandon the territory; and in 1854 
Sir George Clerk, the Special Commissioner for 
*‘ the settling and adjustment of the affairs of the 
Orange River Soveregnty,” signed the Convention 
of Bloemfontein, by which, much against the will 
of many of the inhabitants, British sovereignty 
was withdrawn, and the independence of the 
country was recognised. 

The history of the Orange Free State was in 
the main peaceable, but a good deal of fighti 
followed with the Basutos, and in 1866 Moshes 
was compelled to cede much of his best cornland. 
The Basutos appealed to the High Commissioner 
and were taken under British protection, but by 
the Treaty of Aliwal North in 1869 the incorpora- 
tion of the conquered territory into the Orange 
Free State was recognised. 

About the same time the discovery of diamonds 
at Kimberley and the inrush of diggers led to a 
dispute between Her Majesty’s Government and 
that of the Orange Free State as to the boundary, 
which was ultimately settled in 1876 by a Con- 
vention signed in London by President Brand 
providing for a payment by Great Britain of a 
sum of 90,000/. in consideration of the abandon- 
ment of the Free State claim. 

In 1889, not long after the death of President 
Brand, whose wisdom and moderation had won 
general recognition, the Orange Free State entered 
into an alliance with the South African Republic. 
This alliance was renewed in 1897 and was ap- 

led to as binding the Free State to assist the 
outh African Republic in her quarrel with Great 
Britain in 1899. This course was cletermined on by 
a resolution of the Volksraad taken on the 27th of 
September, 1899, and resulted * in the annexation 
of the country to the British dominions by a 


*For an account of the events leading up to the war, 
and the war itself, see ‘‘ Transvaal.’’ 
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Proclamation of Lord Roberts issued on the 28th 
of May, 1900, the new Colony being called the 
Orange River Colony, and Lord Roberts being 
appointed Administrator. Sir Alfred Milner suc- 
ceeded to the Administration on the departure of 
Lord Roberts from South Africa at the end of the 
year 1900, and was afterwards selected for appoint- 
ment as Governor both of the Transvaal ete i of the 
Orange River Colony. Major (now Sir) H. J. 
Goold-Adams was selected for the t of Lieut.- 
Governor. Early in 1905 Lord Milner resigned, 
and in May of that year his successor, Lord 
Selborne, arrived in South Africa. 

The Government of the Orange Free State con- 
sisted of a President, elected every five years, 
assisted by an Executive Council and a Volksraad, 
containing 60 members, half of whom retired every 
two years. The Orange Free State had since 1889 
been a member of the toms Union, to which the 
Cape and latterly Natal also belonged. In the 
same year the railway to the Vaal was completed 
by the Cape Government, which continued to work 
the line until after the Jameson raid, when the 
Free State took it over. 

By Letters Patent published on the 24th June, 
1902, it was declared that there should be a Governor 
and Commander-in-Chief and also a Lieutenant- 
Governor in the Colony, and that there should be 
an Executive Council, to consist of such persons 
as should be directed by Royal Instructions, and 
a Legislative Council, to consist of the Lieutenant- 
Governor together with such persons, not being 
lees than two at any time, as may be directed by 
Royal Instructions. The Legislative Council is 
empowered to establish such ordinances, and to 
constitute such courts and officers, and to make 
such provisions and regulations for the proceedings 
in such courts, and for the administration of 
justice, as may be necessary for the peace, order, 
and good government of the Colony; but power 
of disallowance of ordinances and also power of 
legislation is reserved to the Crown. The South 

ican Constabulary is declared to be under the 
direct control of the High Commissioner.

It is remarkable, considering the adverse seasons, 
the withdrawal of capital for re-building and 
re-stocking, and other unfavourable circum- 
stances, that the financial position, which depends 
mainly on the value of imports, is so good. 


Ratlways. 
The railway system in the Orange River Colony 
consiste of :—- 
(1) A main line connecting the Cape Colony 
oe of Capetown and Port Elizabeth with 
ohannesburg, running from Mid Norvals Pont 
Bridge to Mid Vaal River Bridge, a distance of 


334 miles. 

(2) The following branch lines :—Mid Bethulie 
Bridge to Springfontein Junction (28 miles) ; 
Springfontein to Jagersfontein (49 miles); Bloem- 
fontein to Modderpoort (85 miles); Smaldeel 
Junction to Winburg (26 miles); Wolvehoek to 
Heilbron (30 miles); and Tempe Junction to 
Tempe Cantonments (4 miles); as well as the 
section Vaal River to Vierfontein. To these 
must be added a line from the Natal border to 
Bethlehem worked by the Natal Government. 

The following lines are under construction :— 
Jagersfontein to Fauresmith (8 miles); Marseilles 
to Maseru (16 miles) ; Modderpoort to Ladybrand 
(6 miles); Dover to Parys (22 miles); Modder- 
poort to Bethlehem (113 miles); and Bethlehem 
to Kroonstad (82 miles). 

The last-named line is being built by the Natal 
Government, and the agreements for the con- 
struction of the line from Bethlehem to Modder- 
poort out of Central South African Railways 
new construction funds have just been signed. 
Negotiations are also proceeding with a view, 
if possible, to the construction of a line from 
Bloemfontein to Kimberley. The railways are 
worked under the name of the Central South 
African Railways, and administered by the Inter- 
Colonial Council of the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colony.* 

Clemate. 

The Orange River Colony can be separated, 
roughly, into three divisions—viz., the westerm, 
the middle, and the eastern. 

The western division is the driest, but is the 
best for grazing of sheep. The soil is fertile, but 

uires irrigation. 

The middle division, through which the railway 
runs, holds moisture longer than the western 
division, and will grow certain crops without irri- 
gation. There are large tracts of grass lands 
good for grazing stock. 

The eastern division is the best watered of the 
three, the climate being moist. This division is 
the wheat-growing area, and large quantities of 
wheat and other cereals can be grown. It is 
fairly well adapted for stock, but the winter is 
somewhat severe. 

The heat, especially in the middle and western 
divisions, is great during the months of December,

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tpl and February, the temperature at 
Bloemfontein, altitude 4,510 feet above the sea, 
often rising on individual days to 105° and 108° 
Fahr. at 12 noon in the shade, the mean maximum 
being 76°7° and the mean minimum 45'8°. 

The eastern division is cooler, and in winter it 
is no unusual sight to see snow on the mountains. 
Harrismith is a great summer resort for the people 
of Durban and Maritzburg (Natal), the temperature 
there being cool and delightful in summer. 

The climate of Bloemfontein is well adapted for 
those suffering from phthisis, and has long been 
known as a health resort for this disease. 

The rainfall is most abundant in the summer, 
when the south-east trades are prevalent. 
The mean annual rainfall for Bloemfontein for 
16 years was 24 inches. In the eastern division it 
would be considerably more. 

Dust storms are frequent in spring. 

The population of Bloemfontein has increased 
from 2,077 whites in 1890 to 15,501 whites in 1904. 
The gross value of the buildings constructed 
during 1905 was approximately 300,000/. (not 
including the extension of the Government offices, 


costing 80,000/.). The Jateable value of property

After the disastrous flood of the 17th January 
1904, it was decided to straighten the course of 
the Bloemspruit which runs through the town. 
This has now been completed at an approximate 
cost of 157,000. The Sanna’s Post Waterworks 
(28,000,000 gallons) have been supplemented by 
reservoirs at Magdepoort (220,000,000 gallons) 
and Moches Dam (460,000,000 gallons) at a cost 
of 245,000/.; while a sewerage scheme is bein 
carried out at a cost of 96,000/. A system o 
electric tramways is also being considered. 


Currency and Banking. 

British sterling and the gold of the late South 
African Republic are legal tender, and accounts 
are kept in British sterling. 

Under the law of the late Orange Free State the 
National Bank of the Orange River Colony (in 
which the Government is represented by 70,0000. 
out of the total share capital of 100,000/.), and the 
Bank of Africa were the only ones that were 
legally entitled to transact business in the Colony, 
but banking has since been made free for all ban 
obtaining the permission of the Government to 
open branches. The banks at present represented 
are the National Bank, the Standard Bank, 
the Bank of Africa, the African Banking Cor- 
poration and the National Bank of South Africa. 

Notes of all the above banks are in circulation 
in the Colony. 


Industries, 

The leading, if not exclusive, industry of the 
country is agriculture, inclusive of stock and 
sheep- ing. The value of the total mining 
output increased during the year ending 30th 
June, 1905, to 993,911/., as against 833,657/. for 
the previous year. There are several coal mines 
open, of which the Clydesdale Collieries Company 
is the most important. The value of the coal 
mined amounted in tbe P hig! under review to 
55,293/., but the output for the coming year is 
expected to be at least 500 per cent. better. Three 
diamond mines are actively at work, and yield a 
value of about 70,000/. a month. Prospecting or 
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both diamonds and gold is being energetically 
carried on; hitherto not with ey, encouragin 

results in the case of diamonds, but the ran 

formation has been struck by a drill at 1,200 feet 
near Villiers. Good building stone is obtainable 
near to Bloemfontein and at other places in the 
Colony, especially at Ladybrand. Excellent 
pottery clay has bedi found near Bloemfontein, 
and a small factory has been started by some 
Italian potters with the aid of a small Government 
grant. A jam factory has likewise just been 
opened in the same town. 


Land Settlement. 


Although the seasons 1903-4 and 1904-5 were 
bad, the settlers have been enabled to tide them 
over. The total area of purchased land to June 
30th, 19056, amounted to 1,108,521 acres, costin 
845,904/. Practically every acre of purc 
land, available for allotment to settlers, has been 
taken uP Vee 30th June, 1905, there were 700 
heads of families, of which 598 are British, and 
102 Dutch. Land has been reserved for the 
Imperial South African Association, while arrange- 
ments have been made for a limited number of 
selected reservists from the Royal Garrison Regi- 
ment to be placed with certain settlers. 


Public Works. 

The planning and construction of public build- 
ings has proceeded steadily. The funds available 
from revenue have been supplemented by a loan 
of 500,000/. from Inter-Colonial Loan Funds. 
Ten public offices, thirteen post offices, ten per- 
manent and fifty temporary schools, and various 
other buildings have n constructed. The ex- 
tension of the main Government offices at Bloem- 
fontein has been commenced. 


Educatton. 
The educational policy of the Government is 
administered thro the Education Department. 


Hitherto, the schools have been managed, teachers 
appointed, and all expenditure borne by the 
Government. However, in terms of an agreement 
recently come to between the Government and 
representatives of the Dutch Reformed Church, 
the lately organised Christian Nationa] Schools 
have been amalgamated with the Government 
Schools of the Colony. 

Under the provisions of the ‘‘ Public Education 
Ordinance, 1906,” the areas of jurisdiction of the 
local Education Committees have been enlarged, 
and the bare majority of the members will be 
elected by the ratepayers. The powers of these 
Committees will also be extended in view of the 
proportion of local financial responsibility imposed 
upon them under the above-mentioned Ordinance. 

At the en of June, 1904, there was an attend- 
ance of 12,507 children, which, by the 3lst May, 
1906, had increased to an approximate total of 
14,500, or more than twice the number under the 
former Government. Education in all schools, 
with the Capi o Bp ee is free and 
open to all children o uro rentage, 
and the Education Ordinance of 1008 provides 
for compulsory attendance, subject to certain 
conditions. 

A Normal School in Bloemfontein provides for 
the training of teachers, and bursaries are given 
on the results of an entrance examination. 

In accordance with an agreement arrived at in 
June, 1905, between the Government and all the 
leading denominations in) (the) Colony, religious 
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instruction of a purely historical character is given 
for two hours every week, and may be given in 
the Dutch language. Facilities are also afforded 

to the ministers of the various denominations to 
give instruction to the children of their own 
congregations immediately after school hours, 
for one hour one day each week, in cases where 
the parents make a special request for such 
instruction.

ST. HELENA. 


Stluation, Area, dc. 

St. Helena is an island in the South Atlantic 
Ocean, 800 miles 8.E. of Ascension, and 1,200 miles 
from the coast of Africa, in 15° 56’ S. lat., and 
5° 42’ W. long. 1+ is 104 miles long and 64 broad, 
covering an area of 47 square miles, or about 
30,000 acres (a little larger than Jersey). The 
distance from Southampton is 4, 477 miles, and from 
Capctown 1,695 miles. The usual mail © is, 
from England, 17 days, and from Capetown, 6 days, 

A census taken in May, 1901, showed a population 
of 9,850, of whom 4,650 were Boer prisonersof war. 

The capital and only town is Jamestown, on 
the NW. of the island, with a population of 
1,439. The climate is mild, and varies little, the 
thermometer in Jamestown ranging in summer 
between 68° and 84°, and in winter between 57° 
and 70°. The country is 10° colder. The rainfall 
in 1904 was 46 inches in the country. The 
island is very healthy, the average death-rate for 
the three years ended 1904 having been only 14 per 
1,000, including seamen landed in the island 
seriously ill. The death-rate in 1904 was 13°6 per 
1,000 inhabitante. 

History. 

St. Helena, then uninhabited and well wooded, 
was discovered by the Portuguese Commander 
Juan de Nova Castella, on St. Helena’s day, May 
21st, 1502. The Portuguese contrived to keep 
secret the situation of the island from other 
European nations until 1588, when it was visited 
by Captain Cavendish, on his return from a voyage 
round the world. They built a church there, but 
made no permanent séttlement., The Dutch held 
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it from 1645 to 1650, when they abandoned it. 
It was taken ion of by the East India 
Company in 1651, and a charter for its adminis- 
tration was granted in 1661. In 1666 it was seized 
by the Dutch, who were, however, expelled the 
same year. Again, in January, 1673, they seized 
it, to be driven out finally in May, by Captain 
Munden, of the English Navy. new charter 
was issued by Charles II. to the East India 
Company for its possession in December, 1673, 
and it remained under that Company, with the 
exception of the pono of Napoleon's imprison- 
ment there, till d April, 1834, when it was 
brought under the direct government of the 
Crown by an Act of Parliament of 1833. 


Education and Local Government. 


The Government maintain 4 schools, having 312 
scholars. There are also 5 endowed and private 
day schools, one of which is aided by Government, 
having 343 scholars. School attendance is com- 
pulsory under Ordinance No. 11 of 1903, and fees 
of 1d. a week are charged. 

The only local authority is the Poor Relief 
Board, the revenue and expenditure of which for 
1904 were 872/. and 850. 


Industry. 


St. Helena is well watered by clear springs, 
which are abundant. It is situated in the heart of 
the South Atlantic trade wind, blowing from the 
S.E. for about 330 daysin the year, and in the direct 
track of vessels homeward bound from the East 
round the Cape of Good Hope. Previous to the 
opening of the overland route it was a port of call 
for a vast quantity of shipping and passengers to 
and from India and other parts of the East, and in 
consequence of its importance in connection with 
the Eastern trade, large establishments were main- 
tained, both civiland military. For many years it 
was also a depdt for liberated Africans landed from 
slavers captured by the West Coast squadron. As 
early as 1818 a law was that all future 
children born in the Island should be free. 

Beyond the supply of the passing shipping it has 
never produced any article of export properly so 
called, except flax fibre. The company which 
started this industry failed from bad management 
in transporting the green leaves to town for 
treatment. For every 100 tons so transported at 
a heavy cost the yield was only about three tons 


of fibre. A local one now been formed 
to revive the industry. ere is said to be a field 
for capital in the pre tion of the fibre from the 


Furcrea gigantea, asloe which grows wild all over 
the island. 

Trade depends upon the visits of the Antarctic 
whalers and of ships in distress, and has greatly 
diminished in consequence of the opening of the 
Suez Canal. The number of ships calling at 
Jamestown (now a free port) for supplies, including 
steamers and ships of war was, in 1904, 107. It 
is a port of registry. 

The chief industries are fishing and agriculture, 
the main arable crop being potatoes. 

There are no private banks in the Colony, but a 
Government savings bank was established in 1865 
(total deposits on 3lst December, 1904— 28,0971. ), 
and the Government issues bills of exchange on 
England at from § to 1 per cent. 


Means of Communications 
Steamers arrive from England at regular inter- 
vals of 4 weeks, and proceed tothe Capeand Natal; 
steamers arrive from thence at the same interval, 
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and proceed to England. The interval between 
the arrival and departure of the mails is 10 days. 
The rate of postage to the U.K., India, and certain 
Colonies* is ld. per 4 oz.; to other parts of the 
world 24d. per 4 oz. There is no internal post, 
but there are 70 miles of telegraph, constructed 
by the Colonial Government and the War Office at 
a cost of 700. The newcable from the Cape (which 
is being worked by the Eastern Telegraph onipeny 
with a staff of 28, including a Superintendent) 
reached St. Helena at the end of 1899, and was 
carried forward to Ascension by February, 1900. 
It is completed to St. Vincent. 


Defenoe. 
Jamestown has been made a_ second-class 
Imperial coaling station, and extensive defensive 


works have been constructed on the heights 
overlooking the harbour. 


Constttution. 
The Government is administered by a Governor, 
aided by an Executive Council. 


The Governor alone makes Ordinances, there 
being no peu ieee Council, but power is reserved 


to legislate by Order of His Majesty in Council.

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SEYCHELLES. 


Sttuation, Area and Climate. 


The Seychelles Islands are situated between the 
parallels of S. lat. 4° and 5°; the estimated total 
number of square miles comprised in the group and 
in the dependencies of Seychelles is 1483. The 
number of islands under she Seychelles Govern- 
ment is 89. 

Mahé is distant from Mauritius 934, from 
Madagascar 600, and from Zanzibar 970 miles. 
Mountainous, fertile, and extremely healthy, the 
shade temperature seldom exceeds 84, and falls 
frequently at night to 68, and the records taken on 
the hills are several degrees lower. The rainfall 
at Victoria, Mahé, was in 1904, 106°74 inches. 

The death-rate in 1904 was 16°12 per 1,000; the 
birth-rate being 34°94 per 1,000. 


Geoyraphy. 


Mahé is the largest and most populous of the 
Seychelles Islands. It is 17 miles long and 4 to 
7 miles broad, and is estimated to contain 554 square 
miles. It has about 105 miles of good roads and 
paths, and communication between all the districts 
of the island is easy. 

It rises abruptly from the sea, and the highest 
peak reaches the elevation of 2,900 feet. The 
capital of the island, now called Victoria, is 
situated in a valley in the north-east, and has a 
safe and commodious harbour, provided with a 
lighthouse showing a fixed red light. 

The other chief islands are Praslin (9,700 
acres); Silhouette (4,900 acres); La Digue (2,500 
acres), Curieuse (900 acres); Félicité (800 acres) ; 
North Island (525 acres); St. Anne (500 acres) ; 
Providence (500 acres) ; Frigate (500 acres) ; Denis 
(340 acres); Cerf (290 acres); and Bird or Sea 
Cow Island (160 acres). 

The following islands are also dependencies of 
Seychelles: — The Amirantes, Aiphone Island, 
Bijoutier Island, St. Francois Island, St. Pierre 
Island, the Cosmoledo Group, Astove Island, 
Assumption Island, and the Aldabra Islands. 


Aistory. 

The islands are believed to have been discovered 
by a Portuguese named Pedro Mascaregnasg, in 
1505, but the discovery was not apparently followed 
by any attempt at colonisation. 

Previous to French occupation they were the 
resort of pirates or corsairs who infested the 
Indian Ocean, some of whose names are borne by 
descendants in Mahé at the present time. 

Under the Government of Labourdonnais at 
Mauritius, whose name they originally bore, their 
position was first defined in 1743, and M. Picault, 
who took possession of the Islands in the name 
of the King of France, called the principal island 
Mahé. Later on the group was re-named the 
Seychelles Islands, in honour of the Vicomte 
Herault de Seychelles. 

The natural resources of the Islands, and their 
freedom from hurric.ines, induced the French to 
transplant from the Isle de France (now Mauritius) 
cinnamon, cloves, and nutmegs, under the direc- 
tions of M. Poivre. Much secrecy was at first 
observed in regard to the existence of these 
retired plantations, the object being to wrest from 
the Dutch the lucrative spice monopoly which the 
colonies of that nation then enjoyed in Europe 
from their own possession:. 
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The rumours of the war that broke out between 
France and England in 1778, induced the then 
French Governor of Mauritius, Count de Souillac, 
to issue peremptory orders that in the event of an 
attack the spice plantations should be at once 
destroyed. n afterwards a French ship from 
Madagascar, having slaves on board, called at 
Mahé to take in wood and water, but fearing that 
the English might be in possession, adopted the 
ruse of hoisting the English flag. The small 
French force at Mahé had already been withdrawn, 
and the officer in charge, knowing that resistance 
was useless, at once set fire to the whole of the 
spice trees, each of which had previously been sur- 
rounded with dry wood and inflammable material. 

During the war of the French Revolution Mahé 
was extremely useful to French ships as a place of 
refuge and refitment, but on the 17th May, 1794, 
it was captured by Captain Newcome, of His 
Majesty’s ship ‘‘ Orpheus.” 

The last French Governor, Mr. De Quincy, who 
was born at Paris in November, 1748, after 
Lieutenant Sullivan, R.M., who had been placed 
in charge, had left, became the first Agent Civil 
under the British Government. Mr. De Quincy’s 
reign as French Governor lasted twenty years. 
He remained for eighteen years in the service of the 
British Government,and died onthe 10thJuly, 1827. 

The capitulation was renewed in 1 by 
Capt. Ferrier, of His Majesty’s ship ‘‘ Albion,” 
but it was not until the capture of Mauritius in 
1810, that Seychelles was formally taken possession 
of by the appointment of an Agent, and incor- 

rated as a dependency of that Colony. From 

794 to 1810 Seychelles, though nominally a 
British Colony, seems to have been administered 
as a French Colony, and all Civil Status Acts ran 
in the name of the French Government. A Board 
of Civil Commissioners was appointed in 1872, 
when the finances of the Seychelles were separated 
from those of Mauritius. The title of the Head 
of the Government was changed from that of 
Civil Commissioner to that of Chief Civil Com- 
missioner. The powers of the Board were further 
enlarged in 1874 by another Order in Council. 

The increasing importance of these islands was 
considered sufficient to warrant an alteration in the 
constitution of the Government, and in December, 
1888, an Order in Council was passed creating the 
office of Administrator, and nominating an Execu- 
tive and Legislative Council. In 1897, by Letters 
Patent and Royal Instructions, the Administrator 
was given full powers as Governor. and Seychelles 
was practically separated from Mauritius. The 
separation was completely carried out by Letters 
Patent of 31st August, 1903, by which Seychelles 
was erected into a separate Colony under its own 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief. 

An education grant of Rs. 12,000 is given in 
assisting schools of all denominations, of which 
there were 24 in 1904, attended by 2,483 children. 
The grant was Rs. 6,000 in 1889, Rs. 8,000 in 1890, 
Rs. 10,000 in 1898, and was increased to Rs. 12,000 
in 1901. A Government school, now called the 
Victoria School, with a branch Infant School, is 
maintained from public funds, ‘and the cost of this 
school is upwards of Rs. 14,000 a vear. 


Communications, dec. 


The Messageries Maritimes steamers, which 
leave Marseilles on the 25th of each month, call at 
Mahé on the 11th of the following month on their 
way to Mauritius. The homeward steamers call 
at Mahé on the 8th of each month, and are due at 
Marseilles on the 25th of the same month. 
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The British India Company's steamers also 
call from time to time. Men-of-war of all nation- 
alities frequently call at Mahé. The Admiralty 
use Victoria as a coaling station, and passing 
steamers can always procure . Seychelles 
and Mauritius are now included in the Cape 
of Good Hope Naval Station, and the squadron 
pays an annual visit to the colony. Vessels 
entering or leaving the harbour of Victoria are 
liable to harbour dues, which, however, are not 


heavy. 

Telegraphic communication with Mauritius and 
Europe vid Zanzibar was completed in November, 
1893. The rates for telegrams from Seychelles 
are 75 cts. per word to Mauritius or Zanzibar, 
R. 1.50 to Aden, and f. 1.90 to Europe. 

The present letter rate of postage to the United 
Kingdom, India and certain Colonies * is 6 cents ; 
to other countries of the Postal Union 15 cents. 
The parcels post has been in full operation since 
April, 1890. During the year 1904, 67,000 letters, 
87,900 newspapers, books, and aol and 
1,124 parcels, were received from beyond sea, and 
38,000 letters and 3,680 newspapers, and 592 

reels despatched. The money order system is 
in operation with England and numerous other 
countries and colonies, including Bombay, Aden, 
Zanzibar, Mauritius and Ceylon. 


Savings Bank and Currency. 


A Government savings bank was established in 
March, 1897, and at the close of the year 1904 
Rs. 58,462.63 were upon deposit. Ali the Savings 
Bank funds are invested. Branch Savings Banks 
have been established at Praslin, La Digue, and 
at Anse Royale in the south of Mahé. 

The currency consists of the Indian rupee and 
the Mauritius subsidiary coinage. Accounts are 
kept in rupees and cents. There is no local note 
issue, but the notes of the Mauritius Government 
circulate freely. 


Local Boards. 


A Local Board of Health, vested with powers 
and duties somewhat similar to those entrusted 
to Municipal Bodies, was created in Victoria at 
the end of 1900. Similar Boards were created 
for the Islands of Praslin and La Digue at the 
end of 190], and for the South Mahé District ia 
March, 1902. 


Revenue, Trade, Products, &c. 


The revenue is derived principally from specific 
import duties which are light, and an ad valorem 


duty of 124 per cent. on articles not otherwise 
enumerated, except ‘‘articles de mode,” the ad 
valorem duty on which is 8 per cent., licenses, a 
local rate on immovable property and incomes, 
and stamps. An export duty of R. 1 a ton is 
levied on all guano exported from the Seychelles 
Islands. 

The chief exports consist of cocoa-nut oil, copra, 
cocoa, vanilla, turtle shell, cloves, cocoa nuta, 
soap, vacoa guano and salted fish. 

Early in 1901 a Botanic Station was established 
in Victoria, and an bis Mirada Board created. 
By assisting the introduction of new industries, 
the Botanic Station will play an important part 
in the future development of Seychelles. It has 
already justified its existence, not only by 
becoming a nursery for economic plants of all 
kinds, which are now available for distribution to 
planters, but by affording valuable object lessons

in the scientific method of their treatment. The 
Para rubber tree has been found to thrive well 
in all parts of Mahé, and in many other islands 
belonging to Seychelles, and it is estimated that, 
if this tree is grown on such suitable soil as is 
available, the export of rubber would cause the 
total value of the exports of Seychelles to be 
doubled in ten years’ time. 

More cially at Praslin, though also in other 
parts of he group, are to be found the celebrated 
cocos-de-mer, with the leaves of which beautiful 
hats and delicate basket work are made by the 
natives. 

The Aldabra group of islands under the Sey- 
chelle administration is the habitat of the gigantic 
land tortoises; numerous living specimens are, 
however, to be seen in Mahé and the neighbouring 
islands, and there are over sixty, large and small, 
in the tortoise pens at Government House. 

The lighthouses are situated on Denis Island 
and in Victoria Harbour, and the quarantine 
station is placed on Long Island opposite to 
Victoria.

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SIERRA LEONE. 


Sttuation and Area. 


‘The Colony of Sierra Leone has a coast-line of 
210 miles, extending between 6° 55’ and 9° 2’ of 
N. lat., from the territory of the Republic of 
Liberia on the south-east, where the Mannoh 
River forms the boundary, as far as Kiragba on 
the north-east ; about midway on this coast there 
is a block of land about 23 miles in length with a 
mean width of about 14 miles, forming the oldest 

rtion of the Colony ; about 100 miles south-east 
from this block there is another about 80 miles in 
length, with a varying width not definitely ascer- 
tained, forming the Sherbro District. The rest of 
the Colony consists of a strip of land along the sea 
and river shores of half a mile in depth inland 
from high-water mark in some places, and a quarter 
of a mile in others; and of the Banana, Turtle, 
Leopard, Plantain, Yellaboi, Kortimo, ‘Tasso, 
Macaulay, and other islets. The strip of shore- 
line was acquired for the purpose of securing an 
effective control over the importation of sea-borne 
goods into the main portions of the Colony. 

Immediately adjoming the Colony of Sierra 
Leone lying to the northward and eastward is the 
Protectorate, the northern boundaries of which 
were defined by the Agreement between Great 
Britain and France which was concluded on the 
21st January, 1895. The extreme depth from 
south to north is about 210 miles, lying between 
7° and 10° N. lat., and the extreme breedth from 
east to west is 180 miles, lying between 10° 40’ 
and 13° 20' of W. long. The estimated area is 
28,110 square miles—about the size of Ireland. 


History. 


The Colony of Sierra Leone originated in the 
sale and cession by King Nembana and his sub- 
ordinate chiefs to Captain John Taylor, of His 
Britannic Majesty’s brig ‘‘ Miro,” on behalf of the 
“‘free community of settlers, their heirs, and 
successors, lately arrived from England, and 
under the protection of the British Government,” 
of a piece of land described in the treaty as ex- 
tending from the bay commonly called French- 
man’s Bay, but of which the name was changed to 
St. George’s Bay, coastwise up the River Sierra 
Leone to Gambia Island, and southerly or inland 
from the river side 20 miles. The treaty is dated 
22nd August, 1788. 

The main purpose of the Colony in its inception 
was to secure a home on the African Continent 
for a party of natives of Africa, and some others, 
who from various circumstances had been separated 
from the countries of their origin, and were 
struggling waifs in and about London. Some. 
what later the Colony was much used as a settle- 
ment for Africans rescued from slave-ships during 
the period when England was putting forth her 
efforts for the suppression of the over-sea traffic 
in slaves. The territory of the Colony received 
additions from time to time by various concessions 
from the native chiefs. Thus, on the 10th July, 
1807, King Firama and King Tom ceded all the 
land they possessed in the peninsula of Sierra 
Leone lying to the westward of the Colony; and 
in 1861 Bai Conteh, King of Kwaia, with his 
chiefs, ceded a portion of the Kwaia country 
abutting on the Colony of Sierra Leone, measur- 
ing 10 miles in width and 16 miles in length from 
the River Sierra Leone to the River Ribbi, and 
particularly described as to its inland boundary 
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in the Treaty of Cession. In 1825 the Governor 
of Sierra Leone made a treaty of cession with 
the King and chiefs of Sherbro, Bagru, Sherbro 
Island, and some other places, for the of 
adding these countries to the territories of the 
Colony. This treaty was not ratified by the 
Crown, but was revived by a fresh agreement 
made in 1882. A number of other Treaties of 
Cession were made from time to time. 

On August 21st, 1896, a Proclamation was issued 
of a Protectorate over the Hinterland of Sierra 
Leone, and Ordinances were passed in 1896-97-98, 
1901 and 1903, providing for the administration of 
this Protectorate, which is divided into five districts 
as follows :— 


1. Karene District— Headquarters, Batkanu. 

2. Ronietta i “4 Moyamba. 
3. Bandajuma ,, “a Bandajuma. 
4. Panguma _,, ‘ss Panguma. 
5. Koinadugu _,, a Kaballa. 


Constitution. ‘ 


A Charter, issued on May 27, 1863, created an 
Executive Council for the Colony composed of four 
members nominated by the Crown. The Legis- 
lative Council was to consist of the members of 
the Executive Council and nominated members. 

A Charter, dated the 19th of February, 1866, es- 
tablished a Central Government of the settlements 
on the West Coast of Africa, with the seat of 
government at Sierra Leone. 

A new Charter, dated the 24th of July, 1874, 
revoked so much of the Charter of the 19th of 
February, 1866, as provided for the government 
of the Gold Coast and Lagos under the Governor- 
in-Chief of the West Africa Settlements, and 
those settlements were erected into a distinct 

overnment. A further Charter, dated 17th of 

ecember, 1874, erected a new government of the 
‘* West Africa Settlements,” consisting of Sierra 
Leone and the Gambia, and created a Legislative 
Council in each settlement, consisting of the officer 
administering the government, and not less than 
two other persons, to be designated by royal 
instructions or warrant. New letters patent dated 
17th June, 1885, provided for the continuance of 
the government on the same lines, with some 
minor differences. By letters patent of 28th Nov., 
1888, the Gambia was again made a ‘separate 
government. According tothe same letters patent, 
the Governor of Sierra Leone is aided by an Execu- 
tive Council composed of four officials and the officer 
in command of the troops. The sie oe Council, 
of which the Governor is ez-officio president, is 
composed of the members of the Executive Council, 
as Official members, with the addition of the Chief 
Justice and the Principal Medical Officer, who are 
not members of the Executive Council, and four 
unofficial members nominated by the Crown. 


Climate. 


The seasons may be divided into wet and dry, 
the former commencing in May and lasting till 
October. The temperature varies during the year 
from about 62° to 89°. Tornadoes or violent 
thunderstorms occur in the rainy season, es- 
pecially at its commencement and close. They 
are accompanied by strong wind, but do not last 
long, and seldom do much damage. The atmo- 
sphere during the rainy season is excessively 
damp. The rainfall for the year 1903 was 162°01 
inches. Between themonthsof Decemberand March 
the wind known as the ‘“‘Harmatten’” is prevalent ; 
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it is very dry, and often brings with it a fine dust 
said to come from the Sahara. Its direction 
ranges from N.E. to S.E. 

The climate of Sierra Leone is unhealthy, es- 
pecially at the commencement and close of the 


rains. Malarial fever, sometimes of a very severe 
kind, is prevalent. It is difficult to ascertain defi- 
nitely the death rate among Europeans, as the 


number of these in the Colony changes at different 

riods of the year. The general death-rate for 

reetown was 28°83 per 1,000 for 1898, 30°86 for 
1899, 26°2 for 1900, 27°7 for 1901, 25°07 for 1902, 
24°344 for 1903, and 27°9 for 1904. A large pro- 
portion of this is due to the very heavy infantile 
mortality. Natives of West Africa suffer con- 
siderably from malarial fever, but the type is 
not so severe as among Europeans. 


General Description. 


The capital, Freetown, lies about four miles 
up the Sierra Leone River, at the foot of a chain of 
hills rising 1,700 feet above the sea. It contains, 
' according to the census of 1901, 34,468 inhabitants, 
and possesses the best harbour in West Africa. It 
is an important coaling station and a port of 
registry. 

The peninsula of Sierra Leone and the lands im- 
mediately adjoining have a population (including 
Freetown and its districts) of about 76,655, ac- 
cording to the last census taken, but the number 
is increasing. It yields only a small quantity of 
exportable commodities. The extent of the terri- 
a is small, the generally rocky soil is not very 
well adapted for cultivation, and the people of the 
Colony seem not much attracted to that form of 
industry. No minerals have been discovered, 
except iron, which can hardly be reckoned as of 
exportable value. 


e Sherbro District exports considerable | 
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inhabitants. In the Protectorate the inhabitants 
plant so-called farms, chiefly of rice and cassada, 
and collect natural products for sale to the various 
merchants and radars of the Colony. 

The pee te the ddegelat ies aa con- 
stitute the principal exports are palm kern 
oil, benni seed, ground nuts, kola nuts, aaiarabbes 
copal, hides, and ginger. Cotton cultivation is 
now being carried out in some parte of the 
Protectorate on a large scale. The imports are 
chiefly spirits, tobacco, cotton goods, iture, 
groceries, etc., and hardware. About two-thirds 
of the total imports in 1903 came from the United 
Kingdom, which also received about one-third of 
the exports. 


Currency and Banking. 


Besides British currency, gold doubloons, cagles, 
and the coins of the Latin union are current and 
legal tender. There is no Colonial coinage, and no 
note circulation. The British Bank of West Africa 
has a branch in the Colony. A Government 
Savings Bank was established in 1882, and had, 
in 1904, 62,1127. deposited by 5,522 depositors. 


Education. 


A system of Government grants and inspection 
was established in 1882. There are 110 ele- 
mentary schools in the Colony, with 7,933 scholars; 
they are all denominational, and charge fees. 
Education is not compulsory. There are three 
secondary boys’ schoolsin Freetown—the Grammar 
School (C.M.S.), the High School Bical hele and 
the Educational Institute. TheChurch Missionary 
Society has a training college at Fourah Bay afh- 
liated to Durham University; and a Wesleyan 
Theological College has lately been established. 
There are also in Freetown three high schools 
devoted to female education. A scheme for the 


quantities of palm kernels, with some other ! education, on Western lines, of Mohammedan 


articles of lesser importance. A large proportion 
of the exports of Sherbro are really the products 
of the Protectorate. 

The configuration and soil of the Protectorate 
vary much in different localities. Some parts are 
low and swampy, in others the country 1s moun- 
tainous, rising in places to an altitude of over 
3,000 feet. Many districts are fertile and well 
adapted to the growth of oil palms, indiarubber 
trees and vines, benni seeds, kola nuts, gum- 
producing trees, ginger, rice, cotton, and other 
tropical products. Unlike many regions on the 
West Coast of Africa, the country is, for the 
most part, well watered by rivers and running 
streams. 

The population of the Protectorate has not been 
ascertained. It has been estimated at about one 
million, and is composed of the following tribes :

An armed force, specially organised for frontier 
work, is maintained by the Colony, and numbers 
630 of all ranks. 


Means of Communication. 


Steamers leave Liverpool for Grand Canary and 
Freetown every other Saturday, and for Madeira 
and Freetownevery otherWednesday. The average 
length of passage is 12 days to Freetown. There 
is also regular steam communication with Ham- 
burg, Havre, and Marseilles, as well as with 
Lisbon and Algiers. 

Telegraphic communication with Europe was 
established in 1886, there being now three cablea, 
to Bathurst, Conakry, and Accra respectively. 
A single line/railway of 2 ft. 6 in. gauge was 
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opened to the public on lst May, 1899, to carry 
oods and engers from Freetown to Songo 
own, 114 Cline Town, Kissy, Hastings, Welling- 
ton, Waterloo and Newton, a distance of about 
32 miles, and there is telegraphic communication 
between these stations. is line has been 
extended through the Bandajuma District past 
Bo to Baiima. Horses do not thrive, and there 
: but little wheel traffic, and few roads fit 
or it. 

The construction of a railway between Freetown 
and the highland country on the south has been 
completed in order to give facilities for Euro- 
peans to build residences on the hills. 

The working of the railway open lines is 
progressing carpet and there is every 
indication that they will be the means of bringing 
considerably more produce to the port of the 
colony than was possible previously. The cost of

SOMALILAND PROTECTORATE. 


In 1884, a Protectorate was established over the 
tribes on the Somali Coast, extending from Lahadu 
(Loyi-ada), half-way between Ras Jibouti and 
Zeyla, to the 49th meridian E.long. The boundary 
has been settled by agreements with France, Italy 
and King Menelik of Abyssinia. Till 1898, the 
Somaliland Protectorate was administered by the 
Resident at Aden, as a dependency of the Govern- 
ment of India. In that year, it was transferred 
to the charge of the Foreign Office, and on Ist 
April, 1905, to that of the Colonial Office. The 
chief ports are Berbera, Bulhar and Zeyla. Area 
about 68,000 square miles. 

Exports consist of skins and hides, sheep and 
cattle, gums, ostrich feathers, salt, ivory, and 
gold ingots. 
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Imports consist of rice, dates, cotton piece goods 
and shirtings, iron and hardware. 

All transport is by animals. There is a weekly 
steamer service with Aden. 

The climate at the coast is trying for Europeans, 
but is healthy in the interior, where an elevation 
of from 4,500 feet to 6,800 feet is reached. 

The Haud waterless plains constitute the 
principal pastures of the country. The chief 
source of wealth of the people lies in their 
live stock. 

In the beginning of 1901, operations were 
commenced against a fanatical Somali leader, the 
Mullah Mohammed Abdullah, and a native levy 
with British Officers, under Captain (local Lieut. - 
Colonel) E. J. E. Swayne, Indian Army, pene- 
trated into the Nogal Valley. After defeating 
the Mullah at Somala and Fordiddin, and killing 
1,200 men and taking 600 prisoners, he drove him 
into Italian territory. 

The dervishes afterwards gathered together 
again, and a similar expedition, strengthened by 
the 2nd King’s African Rifles (Yaos), was 
despatched under Colonel Swayne in the summer 
of 1902, and in drove the Mullah into Italian 
territory with: heavy loss, but met with a severe 
check in Italian territory at Erego, on October 6th. 
The Mullah, however, retired as the result of this 
action still further into Italian territory, to Geladi. 

Five months later a third expedition. co-opera- 
ting with the Abyssinian Army, under Brevet 
Lieut.-Colonel (local Brigadier-General) W. H. 
Manning, Insp.-General K.A. Rifles, comprising 
British and Boer M.I., Indian and African troops, 
with the main base at Obbia in Italian Somaliland, 
proceeded to Mudug, thence detaching a force 
under Lieut.-Colonel Cobbe, V.C., to Geladi, 
which place was up till then the head-quarters of 
the enemy. A force of 200 Yaos and Sikhs, under 
the late Lieut.-Colonel Plunkett, was overwhelmed 
at Gumburru, in April, 1903, after a fight of the 
fiercest description. A column of 200 men under 
Major Gough, being at the same time attacked at 
Daratoleh, whence it retired fighting to Bohotleh, 
and in June the expedition fell back on the 
Berbera-Bohotleh lines of communication, when 
Lieut.-General Sir C. C. Egerton, K.C.B., was 
placed in command. 

Reinforcements, increasing the force to 7,000 
rifles, were despatched and placed in the field, 
and in January, 1904, 3,250 troops defeated 5,000 
dervishes at Jidballi, about 1,000 of the latter 
being killed. : 

In March, 1905, an agreement was concluded 
between the Italian Government and the Mullah 
Seyyid Mahommed, whereby peace was declared 
between the dervishes and the neighbouring tribes, 
both those subject to the Government of Italy 
and those under the peveoenen of the British 
Government. The Mullah was given a port on 
the east coast and was assigned certain territories 
within the Italian sphere of interest, beyond which 
he and his dervishes undertook not to encroach. 

Arrangements are still in progress for arming 
and organising the British protected tribes in 
such a manner as to enable them after a time, to 
protect themselves,

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High Commussion. 

The office of High Commissioner in and for South 
Africa was created hy Letters Patent in 1878. 
In 1879 a second High Commissioner was appointed, 
to whom was assigned South-Eastern Africa, in- 
cluding Zululand and Amatongaland; but this 
arrangement ceased in 1881, when a Special 
Commissioner for Zulu affairs was appointed, 
who was also Governor of Natal (which now 
includes Zululand and Amatongaland). The High 
Commissioner for South Africa, who, under the 
Commission of 1889, was the officer for the time 
being administering the Government of the Cape, 
represents the Crown in all matters occurring in 
South Africa beyond the limits of the Colonies 
properly so called. He was, till 1899, charged 
with the conduct of British relations with the 
South African Republic (Transvaal) and the 
Orange Free State, as well as those with native 
states and tribes outside the Colonies of the Cape 
and Natal, including Swaziland, which was ad- 
ministered Ri the Government of the South 
African Republic under the Convention of 1894. 

The High Commissioner is Governor of Basuto- 
land, and supervises the affairs of the Bechuanaland 
Protectorate, and he exercises the control provided 
4 Order in Council over the Administration of 
the British South Africa Company in Southern 
and in North-Western Rhodesia. The Southern 
Rhodesia Order-in-Council, 1898, provides for a 
control by the High Commissioner over legis- 
lation, important appointments, and Native affairs 
in Rhodesia, and for the appointment of an 
Imperial Resident Commissioner, who is the 
subordinate of the High Commissioner, and 
also Commandant of the armed forces, the 
control of which was taken away from the 
Company after Dr. Jameson’s raid into the 
Transvaal, and placed under the High Com- 
missioner. The High Commissioner is empowered 
to invite conferences of representatives of theSouth 
African Colonial Governments to meet for the 
discussion of matters of common interest. The 
office of High Commissioner, which was formerly 
held by the Governor of Cape Colony, was, by a 
Commission dated Oct. 6th 1900, vested in Lord 
Milner, and by a similar Commission, dated March 
15th, 1905, in Lord Selborne, who is also Governor 
of the Transvaal and the Orange River Colony. An 
Order in Council, dated May 20, 1903 (amended 
by further Order in Council of 1904), established 
an Inter-Colonial Council to deal with the 
administration of the Centtal South African 
ronal the expenditure on the South African 
Constabulary, and certain other expenses common 
to the Transvaal and Orange River Colony. The 
Council consists of the High Commissioner and 
Governor (President), the Lieut.-Governors of the 
Transvaal and Orange River Colony, the Inspector- 
General of the 8.A.C., with eighteen other 
members representing the Governments of the 
two Colonies, and three others, of whom two 
are nominated by the Secretary of State and one 
by the High Commissioner and Governor. For 
the proceedings of the Council see ‘‘ Transvaal.” 
The Council has appointed a Railway Committee, 
which sits weekly at Johannesburg.

BASUTOLAND. 


Sttuation and Area. 


Basutoland forms an irregular oval in the north- 
east of the Cape Colony ; the main axis, about 150 
miles in length, lying in a north-easterly direction. 
The Orange River Colony, Natal and the Cape 
Colony form its boundaries. Its area is estimated 
- 10,293 square miles, or nearly as large as 


lgium. 
It lies between 29 and 30 degrees south Ilat., 
and between 27 and 28 degrees east long. 


Description and Climate. 


The territory, which is well watered, and enjoys 
an excellent climate, is the finest grain-producing 
country in South Africa, and the abundant 
enables the Basutos to rear immense herds of 
cattle. The scenery is grand, and in many parts 
extremely beautiful. 

The Maluti Mountains, forming a part of the 
great Drakensberg chain, occupy most of the 
country, which is really one continuous elevated 
plateau, though broken and ed. The ex- 
tension of arable culture has tended to drive the 
cattle more and more into the high ground. The 
range of temperature during the year 1904-1905 
was from a mean maxiinum of 101° to a mean 
minimum of 57°. The rainfall was 23°47 inches. 

The climate is perfect for Europeans and natives 
alike, and when more easily reached thecountry will 
prove a great health resort. Its high altitude and 
pure atmosphere prove most invigorating. Phthisis 

is is almost unknown except among the 
section of natives who have taken to wearing 
clothes, and Europeans who have come to the 
country on account of their disease. The latter 
in early stages of the disease improve at once. 
Persons suffering from malarial fever or its results 
are benefited greatly by a short residence in 
Basutoland. Leprosy imported from the Orange 
River Colony and Cape Colony has now a firm hold 
in the country, the proportion being about ‘91 per 
1,000. «As yet it has been possible to do little to 
check the spread of the disease. 


Population and Industry. 


In 1875 when Basutoland formed part of the 
Cape Colony, at the general census of the Colony 
taken in that year, the European population of 
Basutoland was 499, and the native 127,707. At 
the census of 1901, the population was estimated 
at 647 Europeans and 263,400 natives.

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The productions are wool, wheat, mealies, and 
Kaffir corn. There are indications of iron and 
copper; and coal has been found and is used in 
some parts. 


History. 

The Basutos appear to have been composed of 
the remnants of several tribes which were broken 
up in the wars waged by Moselikatze, the king of 
the Matabele, in the early years of the present 
century. These remnants were united in about 
1818 under Moshesh, a chief of great ability, who 
ruled for many years. 

In 1852 war broke out between Moshesh and 
the British Government; the Basutoe were de- 
feated by Sir G. Cathcart at the battle of the 
Berea Mountain, and Moshesh sent in his submis- 
sion, and made peace. 

A few years later, in 1856, disputes arose 
between Moshesh and the Orange Free State 

ting boundary questions, and hostilities 
resulted which lasted from 1856 to 1858, with 
indecisive results, and were concluded by the 
Treaty of Aliwal, 1858, but collisions frequently

In 1865 the war broke out afresh, and Moshesh 
in claimed the protection of the Governor, Sir 
Philip Wodehouse. He declined to interpoee 
actively, but despatched a British Commissioner 
to Thaba Bosigo, the capital of Basutoland, to 
settle the difficulties. is measure met with 
little success, and in the end the Boers were suc- 
cessful, and Moshesh sued Sh a At the treaty 
of Thaba Bosigo, April, 1866, he recognised the 
permanent cession of a portion of his district and 
acknowledged himself a subject of the Orange Free 
State. 

The peace was of short duration, the war was 
renewed, and the Basutos, pressed by the Boers, 
were on the brink of destruction, when they again 
appealed to be taken under the authority of the 
Queen, and in January, 1868, Sir Philip Wode- 
house received authority to recognise Moshesh 
and his tribe as British subjects, and for the incor- 
poration of their territory. This was carried into 
effect by a proclamation dated March 12th, 1868. 

The country remained in a very unsettled con- 
dition, until it was annexed to the Cape, by an Act 
of the Cape Legislature, No. 12 of 1871. The Act 
at ha declared that Basutoland was not to be 
subject to the general law of the Colony, and 
gave the Governor power to legislate for it by 
proclamation, and to extend to it by proclamation 
any Cape Act not otherwise in force therein. 

The su uent history of Basutoland was one 
of much trouble and disturbance. 

In March, 1879, Moirosi, the chief of the Quithi 
district, in the south-east of Basutoland, rescu 
from justice his son Doda, who had been arreated 
for horse-stealing ; and, on the Colonial authorities 
demanding his surrender, broke out into open 
defiance of its authority. Owing to the great 
natural strength of his country and stronghold, 
considerable difficulty was experienced in subduing 
him; but in December of that year, his strong- 
hold was carried by storm, and he himself fell in 
the assault. The proposals of the Colonial Govern- 
ment to divide the territory occupied by the 
adherents of this chief into lots for occupation by 
European settlers gave rise to great discontent 
among the Basutos who had remained loyal. This 
discontent was further increased by the extension 
of the Cape Peace Preservation Act of 1878, pro- 
viding for a general disarmament, to Basutoland 
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by proclamation in April, 1880, and culminated 
in the revolt of almost the whole tribe when 
an attempt was made to put the Actin force. The 
rebellion spread to the native territories east 
and south of Basutoland, East Griqualand, Tam- 
bookieland, and the Pondomisi, where the rising 
was signalised by the treacherous murder of 
Mr. Hope, the magistrate, and other Europeans. 

Strenuous efforts were made by the Colony to 
reduce the Basutos to submission by force of arms, 
but without decisive success, though the loss of 
their cattle, and the interruption of cultivation, 
caused great distress amongst them. Early in 
1881 overtures for an arrangement were made by 
the leading chiefs, and, at the instance of Her 
Majesty’s Government, the High Commissioner 
acted as arbiter between the Colonial Government 
and the Basutos. | 

The terms of his award were, the registration of 
arma, the payment of compensation to those natives 
who had remained loyal by the tribe, and also the 
payment of a fine of 5, head of cattle. The 
award was accepted by the Basutos and the fine 
paid, but little was done towards fulfilling the 
other conditions. The Colonial Ministry, with 
a view to facilitate a settlement, cancelled the 
award and induced the Cape Parliament to 
assume the burden of compensating the loyals. 
The Disarmament Proclamation was also repealed, 
and at a Pitso held on the 24th of April, 
1883, a very liberal constitution was offered to the 
Basutos. Masupha, however, the chief of the Berea 
district, with several other chiefs of influence, 
held aloof, and practically declared their intention 
to have no further connection with the Colonial 
Government, and the tribe generally were under- 
stood to wish to be under the direct authority 
of the Imperial Government. In the meantime a 
strong feeling in favour of the entire abandonment 
of Basutoland had grown up in the Colony, 
and on the request of the Colonial Ministry the 
Imperial Government decided to undertake for a 
time the administration of the country on con- 
dition that satisfactory evidence was given by the 
Basutos of their desire to remain under the 
British Crown, that the Orange Free State should 
undertake to cause the frontier to be respected 
by its subjects, and that the Colony should pay 
over towards the cost of administration the 
Customs duties received on goods imported into 
Basutoland. This offer was accepted by the 
Colony, and provision was made in the Basutoland 
Disannexation Act of 1883 for the payment 
of 20,000/.* a year, and the Free State also 
intimated its willingness to oop with the 
conditions so far as it was concerned. 

A great national Pitso of the Basutos was held 
on the 29th of November, 1883, attended by the 
representatives of more than two-thirds of the 
whole tribe, who unanimously expressed their 
willingness to comply with the conditions on 
which the Imperial Government was prepared 
to assume the responsibility of the administration 
of the country. Several important chiefs who 
were not at the Pitso subsequently expressed their 
concurrence in this resolution, Masupha alone 
refusing to accept the offers of the Government, 
and desiring to remain independent. Her Majesty’s 
Government upon this decided that their con- 
ditions were sufficiently complied with, advised 
the Queen to sanction the Disannexation Act, 
and immediately took steps for carrying on the

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government under the immediate authority of the 
Crown, from the 13th March, 1884. Masupha 
tendered his submission in 1886, and asked for a 
magistrate to be resident in his district. 


Constitution. 


The territory is now governed by a Resident 
Commissioner under the direction of the High 
Commissioner for South Africa, the latter es8- 
ing the legislative authority, which is exercised 
by A aperienr aaa 

e chiefs adjudicate on cases between natives, 
with a right of appeal to the Magistrates’ Courts, 
where all cases between the natives and Europeans 
are brought. 

For fiscal and other purposes the country is 


e 


divided into 7 districts, namely, Maseru, Leribe, 
Mohalis Hoek, Berea, Mafeteng, Quthing, and 
Qacha’s Nek. Each of the “iietricte is sub- 
divided into wards, presided over by hereditary 
chiefs allied to the Moshesh family. The revenue 
arises from the post office, native hut-tax, the 
sale of licences, and customs. 

Serious crime is rare, and the drinking habits, 
which threatened to destroy the people, have been 
practically abandoned owing to the influence of 
the leading chiefs, the missionaries, and the 
Government. There is now not a single canteen 
in the country. Thearea under arable cultivation 
steadily increases, and there is less and less 
tendency to stock-thieving and petty warfare. 


Education. 


Excellent work is being carried on in the country 
by missionaries, in whose hands the labour of 
education is almost exclusively vested. There are 
219 schools, with 13,228 scholars, a very large 
pep nce being in the schools of the French 

rotestant Mission. There are four small Govern- 
ment schools, ae gals in aid of education to 
the extent of 7,833/. were made for the year 
1904-19065. : 


Means of Communication. 


There are no navigable waterways, the rivers 
being low in winter and flooded generally in 
summer. The usual mode of conveyance is by 
ox-waggon or light cart. 

The roads in the country are now in good con- 
dition for any kind of transport, but the periodical 
rains draining down from the high watersheds 
seriously damage them. There are no railways 
in the country, but in October, 1905, the Central 
South African Railways opened a branch line 
running from Marseilles station on their Bloem- 
fontein-Modde rt line to a point just within the 
Basutoland border, and close to Maseru. 

The line of postal communication is through the 
Cape Colony and Orange River Colony. There is 
a tri-weekly mail service by carts by way of Bloem- 
fontein, which will probably be soon changed now 
that the railway line has been opened and letters 
to and from Europe take about 20 days, to Cape 
Town 3 days. Postal rates are similar to those 
of the Cape Colony. The parcels post and money 
order systems have been extended to Basutoland. 
The telegraph stations are Hlotsi Heights, 
Teyateyaneng, Maseru, Morija, Mafeteng, Mohalis 
Hoek, Quthing, while a Government telephcne 
line runs throughout the country to all Govern- 
ment stations. 
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Trade 


Imports for the year ended 30th June, 1905, 
amounted to 149,821/., and the exports were 
estimated at 164,817/. The imports consist chiefly 
of blankets, ploughs, saddlery, clothing, iron and 
tin ware, and groceries. 

The exports consist chiefly of grain, cattle, 
wool, and horses. The commercial intercourse is 
almost sxelusieely with the Cape Colony and the 
Orange River Colony. 

Basutoland from the Ist July, 1891, was 
admitted into a Customs Union with the Cape 
Colony and the Orange Free State, by which 
arrangement a share of Customs duties collected 
at the ports of the Cape Colony was credited to 
Basitoland, but retained by the Cape Govern- 
ment on account of the annual contribution of 
18,0002. This arrangement, however, has now 
lapsed, and in lieu of 18,000/., the Basutoland 
Government receives its proper share of Customs 
dues. 

The High Commissioner’s Proclamation, No. 10 
of Aug. 5th, 1903, declared the admission of 
Basutoland into a South African Customs Union 
in terms of the Convention entered into in that 

ear between Cape aet Natal, the O.R.C., 
Transvaal, Southern Rhodesia, Basutoland, and 
Bechuanaland Protectorate. 


Currency and Banking. 


The Standard Bank has opened a branch in 
Maseru, and there are branches of Post Office 
Savings Bank at most of the Government 
Stations. The currency is exclusively British, 
but exchange, and igeeert pe the payment of 
taxes, is still largely conducted by barter.

BECHUANALAND PROTECTORATE, 


Sttuatton and Area. 


The territory of the Bechuanaland Protectorate 
is bounded on the south ay the Cape Colony, on 
the East by the Transvaal Colony, on the north 
by the British South Africa Company’s terri- 
tory and the Zambesi and Chobe Rivers, and 
on the west by German territory. Its area is 
estimated at about 275,000 a miles, and the 
native population at about 121,000. The European 
population numbers about 1,000. 


History. 


During the year 1885, Sir Charles Warren, who 
was in command of an expedition despatched from 
England to pacify Southern Bechuanaland, where 
for some time previously hostilities had been 

ing between the Bechuanas and Boers 
rom the South African Republic, visited the 
principal chiefs in Northern Bechuanaland (known 
as the Bechuanaland Protectorate), Khama, Gasit- 
sive, and Sebele, and as a result a British Protec- 
torate was proclaimed over their territories. No 
further steps were taken until the year 1891, when, 
by an Order in Council dated 9th May, the limits 
of the Bechuanaland Protectorate were more 
clearly defined, and the High Commissioner was 
authorised to appoint such officers as might a 
to him to be necessary to provide for the adminis- 
tration of justice, the raising of revenue, and 
generally for the peace, order, and good govern- 
ment of all persons within the limits of the Order. 
Sir Sidney Shippard, the Administrator of Bech- 
uanaland, was ey enna) Resident Commissioner, 
and an Assistant Commissioner was appointed for 
the Northern Protectorate, and another for the 
Southern Protectorate. 

For fiscal and several other purposes the Pro- 
tectorate was treated as a portion of the Crown 
Colony of British Bechuanaland, until the latter 
was annexed to the Cape Colony on the 15th 
November, 1895. In the autumn of that year 
arrangements were made for the transfer of the 
administration of the Bechuanaland Protectorate, 
with the exception of certain reserves for native 
chiefs, to the British South African Company, and 
the Company’s police were moved down to a camp 
in the Protectorate at Pitsani Potlogo. On the 
29th of December Dr. Jameson, with his police, 
crossed the border of the South African Republic 
and marched towards Johannesburg, which was at 
the time in a state of great unrest, but being de- 
feated by the Boers at Doornkop, surrendered on 
the 2nd January, 1896. In consequence of the 
raid, the administration of the Protectorate was 
not transferred to the Company. Since the 
annexation of British Bechuanaland to the Cape 
the Protectorate has been governed as a separate 
territory under the name of the Bechuanaland 
Protectorate, and the form of government is ve 
similar to that which obtains in Basutoland. 
There is a Resident Commissioner, who is under 
the direction of the High Commissioner, and there 
are two Assistant Commissioners, one stationed 
at Francistown, in the Northern Protectorate, 
and the other at Gaberones, in the Southern 
Protectorate. For the maintenance of law and 
order there is a force of police known as the 
Bechuanaland Protectorate Police, numbering 
180. This force is under the direct control of the 
Resident Commissioner. There are 12 officers, 32 
European non-commissioned officers and men, and 
136 Basuto non-commissioned officers and men.

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The police are stationed in small detachments 
at various in the Protectorate. The 
headquarters is at Mafeking, in the Cape Colony, 
which is also the headquarters of the Resident 
Commissioner.

Means of Communicatton. 


The main trunk railway to the North, which 
connects Rhodesia with Cape Town and which has 
now been extended to the Victoria Falls, runs 
through the Protectorate. The line north of 
Vryburg in the Cape Colony is the property of 
the Rhodesia Railways, Limited, to whom, under 
an agreement made in 1894, the Protectorate 
Government paysa subsidy of 20,000/. a year. 


Finances. 


The estimated expenditure for the year ending 
the 3lst March, 1906, is 85,316/., and the 
estimated revenue 27,000/. The deficiency is met 
by an Imperial grant-in-aid, which, for the year 
ending the 3lst March, 1906, was fixed at 36,000/. 
The revenue is derived principally from Customs 
and Hut Tax, and the chief items of expenditure 
are police and the railway subsidy. The High 
Commissioner’s Proclamation, No. 11 of Aug. 5th, 
1903, declared the admission of the Bechuanaland 
Protectorate into a South African Customs 
Union in terms of the Convention entered into 
in that year between Cape Colony, Natal, the 
O.R.C., Transvaal, Southern Rhodesia, Basuto- 
land, and Bechuanaland Protectorate.

RHODESIA.* 


Rhodesia (so called after the late Right Hon. 
Cecil J. Rhodes) is the name of the country under 
the administration of the British South Africa Com- 

y, whose principal field of operations was 

cefined in its Charter of Incorporation as ‘‘the 
region of South Africa lying immediately to the 
north of British Bechuanaland, and to the north 
and west of the South African Republic, and to 
the west of the Portuguese Dominions.” Of these 
extensive territories the Company is now re- 
sponsible for the administration of the following 
portions :— 

1. Southern Rhodesia, or the provinces of 
Mashonaland and Matabeleland. 

2. Northern Rhodesia, or the whole of the 
British sphere lying between the Portu- 
guese Settlements, German East Africa, 
and the Congo Free State, with the ex- 
ception of the strip of territory forming 

_the British Central Africa Protectorate. 
It is divided into two provinces—North- 
Eastern Rhodesia and North-Western 
Rhodesia. 


I.—SOUTHERN RHODESIA. 


The limits of Southern Rhodesia, as defined 
by the Southern Rhodesia Order in Council, dated 
20th October, 1898, are the parts of South Africa 
bounded by the Portuguese Possessions, by the 
Transvaal Colony to a int opposite the 
mouth of the River Shashi, by the River Shashi 
to its junction with the Tati and Ramaquaban 
rivers, thence by the Ramaquaban river to its 
source, thence by the watershed to the Rivers 
Shashi and Ramaquaban until such watershed 
strikes the Hunter's Road (called the Pandama- 
tenka Road), thence by that road to the River 
Zambesi, and by that river to the Portuguese 
boundary. The said limits include an area of ten 
miles’ radius round Fort Tuli, but exclude the 
area of the district known as the Tati district 
defined by the Charter. 


II.—NORTHERN RHODESIA. 


This territory is divided into two provinces :— 
al Barotziland-North-Western Rhodesia. 
b.) North-Eastern Rhodesia. 

(a.) The limits of Barotziland-North-Western 
Rhodesia, as defined by the Barotziland-North- 
Western Rhodesia Order in Council, dated 28th of 
November, 1899, are the of Africa bounded 
by the River Zambesi, the German South-West 
Africa Protectorate, the Portuguese possessions,

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the Congo Free State, and the Kafukwe or Loengi 
River. Such limits further include so much of 
any territory belonging to the Bashukolumbwe 
Tribe as may lie east of the Kafukwe or Loengi 
River. 

(b.) The limits of North-Eastern Rhodesia, as 
defined by the North-Eastern Rhodesia Order in 
Council, dated 29th January, 1900, are the feta 
of Africa bounded on the weet, by the boundaries 
of the Congo Free State and of Barotziland- 
North-Western Rhodesia, as defined in ‘‘The 
Barotziland-North-Western Rhodesia Order in 
Council, 1899”; on the south by the Kafukwe 
River and the River Zambesi down to its junction 
with the Luangwa River, thence by the mid- 
channel of the Luangwa River northwards to 
where it is cut by the 15th degree of latitude, 
and from this point, by the Anglo-Portuguese 
boundary eastwards to the frontier of the British 
Central Africa Protectorate; on the east, by the 
aforesaid frontier; on the north, by the Anglo- 
German frontier, the south shore of Lake 
Ping a and the southern frontier of the 
Congo Free State as far west as Lake Mweru, 
including the Island of Kilwa in the British 
sphere. 


Aret. 


The area of Rhodesia is estimated to be about 
750,000 square miles, of which Southern Rhodesia is 
computed to contain about 143,830 square miles. 

Up to the 3lst March, 1904, the total acreage 
of farms surveyed in Mashonaland was approxi- 
mately 8,749,609 English acres, and in Matabele- 
land 11,975,422 English acres. This, however, 
does not represent the total amount of surveyed 
land, as many farms have been surveyed by private 
owners. 

In 1897 a geodetic survey of Southern Rho- 
desia was initiated under the superintendence of 
Sir David Gill, K.C.B., H.M. Astronomer at the 
Cape of Good Hope. The field operations were 
concluded during August, 1901, the survey being 
completed to the Zambesi River. The geodetic 
survey from the Zambesi to Lake Tanganyika was 
commenced in July, 1903, and is expected to be 
completed in three years’ time. 


History. 

On the 29th October, 1889, a Royal Charter was 
granted to the British South Africa Company, 
conferring upon it large powers of administration 
to carry out the objects for which it was formed, 
the principal being to extend northwards the 
railway and telegraph systems of the Cape 
Colony and Bechuanaland, to encourage emigration 
and colonisation, to promote trade and commerce, 
and to develop and work mineral and other 
concessions. 

Early in 1890 a police force of Europeans was 
raised and equipped, and in June of that year, 
after obtaining permission from King Lo Bengula, 
@ pioneer expedition on a large scale was organ- 
ised to cut a road from a point on the Macloutsie 
River, a tributary of the Limpopo, through the 
south-eastern part of Matabeleland into Mashona- 
land, the objective point of the expedition being 
Mount Hampden, near which large belts of gold- 
bearing quartz were known to exist. This point 
was reached on 12th September, 1890. The 
pioneers were then disbanded, and, in accordance 
with the agreement made with them, were allowed 
to pee off auriferous claims and farms. 

n July, 1893, the Matabele made a raid into 
Mashonaland, and killed several natives living

under the Company’s protection, near Victoria, 
when they were attacked and driven back by the 
Company's police. After an unsuccessful attem 
to arrange matters, preparations were made for the 
invasion of Matabeleland, to anticipate an expected 
attack on the Bechuanaland Protectorate and 
Mashonaland. The Company’s lice and a 
large force of vulunteers and native allies advanced 
on Buluwayo from the north and east, while the 
Bechuanaland Police, which had been largely 
reinforced, advanced with Khama and some 2,000 
of his men by way of Tati from the south. Two 
successful engagements were fought by the Com- 
pany * forces near Bulawayo, in which the Mata- 

le suffered very severely. The Bechuanaland 

lice were also attacked by a strong force of 

atabele, which they repulsed with great loss. 
Lo Bengula fled, and Bulawayo was occupied, and 
a force sent in pursuit of the king. 

This force was unfortunately divided by the 
sudden rising of the River Shangani, and Major 
Wilson with a small party of men were, after a 
heroic resistance, killed toa man. Arrangements 
for the future administration of the country 
were completed by the High Commissioner and 
Mr. Rhodes on behalf of the Company. Lo Ben- 
gula, who was said to be endeavouring to eseca 
across the Zambesi, is reported to have died from 
small-pox or fever. 

At the end of 1895, occurred Dr. Jameson’s raid 
into the Transvaal (sce also under Bechuanaland 
Protectorate), which resulted in measures being 
taken to give the High Commissioner i 
control over the Company’s administration, especi- 
ally the police. These were subsequently embodied 
aaa Southern Rhodesia Order in Council, 


In 1896, owing to a variety of causes, the 
Matabele broke out in rebellion, and shortly after 
the Mashonas followed suit. Imperial troops had 
to be sent to the assistance of the Company’s 
police and volunteers, and it was only after a 


prolonged struggle that e Was : 
The rinderpest, which for several years had 
been devastating Africa, travelling slowly through 


the continent from north to south, made its first 
appearance in Matabeleland in February, 1896. 

e adoption of the drastic regulations which the 
administration decided to enforce had to some 
extent checked the progress of the epidemic, when 
the outbreak of the rebellion put a stop to all 
precautionary measures. 

In March, 1898, a system of compulsory inocula- 
tion for rinderpest was established, and the pre- 
cautions taken have proved very effective. No 
case has since been recorded, and the disease has 
been finally stamped out. 

From 1 to 1899 the development of the 
country advanced rapidly, but the outbreak of 
the war with the Republics, in October, practically 

ut a stop to progressive work of every kind, and 
or months the territory was completely cut off 
from the south. 

On the outbreak of hostilities Colonel (now 
Major-General) Baden-Powell was in supreme 
command of all the forces in Southern Rhodesia 
and the Bechuanaland Protectorate. When 
Mafeking was invested the command of the 
Rhodesian forces devolved upon Colonel Plumer, 
who was stationed at Tuli with a force of 450 men. 
In November, 1899, Martial Law was proclaimed 
in certain districts in Matabeleland, and, at a 
later date, in the whole territory, and the 
Southern Rhodesia Volunteers, to the number of 
800, were called out for active service. 
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At the beginning of January, 1900, Colonel 
Plumer moved his column to Palachwe and 
assumed direct command of the troops in the 
Protectorate, amongst whom were included 600 
Volunteers and over 400 men of the British South 
Africa Police. Mafeking was successfully 
relieved by Mahon and Plumer’s united columns 
on the 17th May. 

In the early part of 1900 a force of 5,000 men, 
consisting of Australian, New Zealand and 
Canadian Volunteers, and English Yeomanry, 
was despatched to Rhodesia, vid Beira, under the 
cominand of General Sir Frederick Carrington. 
This force was sent to the front as speedily as 
possible, two companies of Militia Infantry being 
retained at Bulawayo as a garrison. 

The Administration of Southern Rhodesia 
estimated that the number of men contributed by 
Rhodesia was approximately 1,500, being at 
least 124 per cent. of the European population. 
Despatches which have been published bear 
testimony to the good work ormed by the 
Volunteers, Police, and the Rhodesia Regiment, 
and they have also gained the ial approbation 
of the late ComianderinChiel 

The attitude of the natives throughout the war 
was most satisfactory, and, although in some 
districts there appeared signs of unrest, it was 
confined to attempts by discontented natives to 
work up the feelings of the people who were, 
however, not affected by them to any appreciable 


egree. | 

Martial Law in Southern Rhodesia was with- 
drawn on the 26th July, 1902. 

Since the close of the war Rhodesia has again 
heen making rapid progress in the development of 
the country, withstanding the general depression 
prevailing throughout South Africa. Steady and 
marked improvement is reported in all branches 
of agriculture. The output of gold for the year 
1905 has largely exceeded that for the previous 
year. The main line of railway to the far north 
has been completed for about 200 miles north of 
the Zambesi River, and construction is rapidly 
proceeding in the direction of Jake Tanganyika. 


Constitution. 


In 1888 that portion of Rhodesia now known as 
Southern Rhodesia was declared to be within the 
British sphere of influence, and on the 29th 
October, 1889, a Royal Charter was granted to the 
British South Africa Company, conferring upon 
it large powers of administration to carry out the 
objects for which it was formed. 

At an Extraordinary General Meeting of the 
shareholders of the British South Africa Com- 
pany, held onthe 14th of December, 1899, a 
resolution was agreeing to accept the 
amendments proposed by Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment to be made in the original Charter of the 
Company by the Supplemental Charter, and a 
further resolution was passed approving certain 
alterations in the original Deed of Settlement of 
the il oat These resolutions were confirmed 
at a further Extraordinary General Meeting, held 
on the 10th of January, 1900. 

The Constitution of Southern Rhodesia, origin- 
ally laid down hy the Charter, was eran War 
amended by the Orders in Council of the 9t 
May, 1891; 30th July, 1891; and 18th July, 
1894, the latter bein own as the ‘‘ Matabele- 
land Order in Council.” This Order was revoked 
by the Southern Rhodesia Order in Council of 
1898, which provides for the Administration of 
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the Territory, Legislation, the Preservation of 
Peace and Order, the Constitution of Courts of 
Justice, and Native Administration. This Order 
was amended by the Southern Rhodesia Order in 
Council of the 16th February, 1903. Under the 
Order of 1898 there is a Resident Commis- 
sioner appointed by the Secretary of State. To 
assist the Administrator there is an Executive 
Council, composed of not less than four 
members appointed by the Company, with the 
approval of the Secretary of State. A member of 
the Executive Council holds office for a period of 
three years, unless sooner removed by the Com- 
pany, but is eligible for re-appointment at the end 
of each term of office. There is also a Legislative 
Council, consisting of the Administrator (Presi- 
dent), seven nominees of the Company approved 
by the Secretary of State, and seven members 
elected by the Registered Voters. The Resident 
Commissioner sits on both Executive and Legisla- 
tive Councils, but without a vote. Ordinances 
by the Legislative Council, when assented to 
y the High Commissioner, take effect imme- 
diately, but, within a year, may be disallowed 
by the Secretary of State. The duration of each 
Legislative Council is 3 years. The first 
Legislative Council was elected in 1899. The 
number of Registered Voters in 1904 was 5,303. 
By a Proclamation, dated 10th June, 1891, the 
laws of the Cape Colony, passed prior to that date, 
were adopted for and are to be administered m 
Rhodesia as far as the circumstances of the 


country will permit. The laws of the Cape 
Colony sed subsequent to that date do not 
apply to Rhodesia. 


or the Administration of Justice there is a 
High Court with civil and criminal jurisdiction, 
the judges being appointed by the Secretary of 
State, on the nomination of the Company. In 
the districts there are Magistrates’ Courts. 
Appeals from the High Court lie to the Supreme 
Court of the Cape of Good Hope, and thence to 
the Privy Coun. 

The administrative systems of North-Eastern 
and North-Western Rhodesia are prescribed b 
the ‘‘ North-Eastern Rhodesia Order in Council, 
1900,” and the ‘* Barotziland-North-Western 
Rhodesia Order in Council, 1899,” under which 
the administrations of those territories are placed 
under the control of H.M. Commissioner and 
Consul-General for British Central Africa and the 
High Commissioner for South Africa respectively. 


Local Government. 


Salisbury and Bulawayo were constituted 
municipalities in October, 1897. Sanitary Boards 
are appointed for the other principal townships. 


Native Administration. 


The Native Department of Southern Rhodesia 
is administered by the Secretary for Native 
Affairs, the duties of the office at the present 
time being undertaken by the Administrator. 
The two provinces are each under the control of a 
Chief Native Commissioner (who is responsible to 
the Secretary for Native Affairs), and are divided 
into native districts, 18 in Mashonaland and 10 in 
Matabeleland. Each district is in charge of a 
Native Commissioner or Assistant Native Com- 
missioner, who is appointed by the Administrator, 
with the approval of the Higli Commissioner, as 
laid down) in the)‘“Southern Rhodesia Order in 
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Council, 1898,” and whose duties are defined by 
the High Commissioner’s Proclamation, No. 4 of 
1902 (Prom ted 2nd December, 1904). 
Formerly the natives were scattered throughout 
the country, but now land has been reserved for 
tribal settlements which is suitable for their 


agricultural and pastoral requirements. 
The only tax im upon them is an annual 
hut-tax of £1. xcellent provision has been 


made for those who go to work at the mines. 
Compounds have been erected and hospitals 
provided at most of the mines, which are periodi- 
cally visited by Government Inspectors ; their 
contracts are supervised by officials who see that 
the terms are faithfully fulfilled, and in the event 
of injustice they have their remedy in a court 
of law under the ‘‘ Master's and Servant’s 
Ordinance.” A native at the mines can easily 
earn from 30s. to £3 a month with food and 


lodging. 


Defence. 


The defence of Southern Rhodesia devolves 
upon the British South Africa Police and 

olunteer Force. The whole of the Military 
Police Force is under the direct control of the 
High Commissioner, although paid for by the 
Company. 

On the 5th October, 1903, the 2nd and 3rd 
Divisions of the Police were amalgamated, and on 
the 3lst March, 1905, the strength of the Police 
Force was : officers, 40; N.C.O.’s and men, 408; 
Native Police, 456. At the same date the strength 
of the Volunteer Force was: tern Division 
(Mashonaland), officers and men, 766; Western 
Division (Matabeleland), 1,355, including cadets, 
of whom there were 235. 

The strength of the Southern Rhodesia Con- 
stabulary on the 3lst March, 1905, was 168. 

Under an arrangement with the Imperial 
Government the military forces of British Central 
Africa are available for the territorial defence of 
North-Eastern Rhodesia. 


Climate. 


The Rhodesian plateau lies at an altitude of 
from 3,000 to 6,000 feet above sea level. Broadly 
speaking, the year has two clivisions, the wet and 
the dry season. The early rains of the wet season 
(which is the summer) gradually appear towards 
the end of October, and increase in frequency and 
force until about the end of April. From May 
to September there is practically no rain. Taking 
into consideration the vast extent of the territory 
the climate naturally varies. In the highlands it 
is very healthy and bracing. Formerly, in the 
low-lying districts, malarial fever was very pre- 
valent, but with the opening up of the country, 
better housing and food, it is rapidly disappearing. 
From medical statistics for the year 1904-5, it 
appears that out of 1,845 European cases treated 
in the hospitals only 4°76 per cent. proved fatal. 
The summer is not oppressively hot, nor is the 
winter very cold. e average shown by the 
maximum and minimum thermometers in the 
shade at the principal towns, during 1904-1905, 
was :—Salisbury, max. 76°1, min. 51°2; Umtali, 
max. 76°9, min. 55°7; Bulawayo, max. 77°7, 
min. 53°8; Melsetter, max. 69°4; Victoria, max. 
807 ; Gwelo, max. 78°7, min. 52°3 ; Hopefountain, 
max. 78'2, min. 53°1; Empandeni, max. 81°2, 
min. 52°8; Belingwe, max. 76°6, min. 51°3.

There are hospitals at Salisbury, Bulawayo, 
Umtali, Victoria, and Gwelo, each supplied with 
a complete staff of doctors and nurses. Cottage 
hospitals have also been erected in the districts 
of Hartley, Enkeldoorn, Selukwe, Gwanda, and 
Filabusi to meet the wants of the mining centres. 


Population. 

A census for Southern Rhodesia was taken on 
the 17th April, 1904, showing the number of 
Europeans to be 12,623 (Masho d, 4,917; Mata- 
beleland, 7,706). On the 3lst March, 1906, the 
native population was estimated by Native Com- 
missioners to be 595,000 (Mashonaland, 392,000 ; 
Matabeleland, 203,000). There were also 2,000 
Colonial Natives and Asiatics. 


Chief Torens. 


The chief towns of Southern Rhodesia are 
Salisbury (the capital), Umtali, Victoria, Enkel- 
doorn, and Melsetter in Mashonaland; and 
Bulawayo, Gwelo, and Tuli in Matabeleland. 
Townships have also been formed at Rusapi, 
Gwanda, Selukwe, and Hartley. 

Salisbury, the seat of the Government, has a 
white population of 2,681. The town stands 
4,700 feet above sea level. Branches of the 
Standard Bank, Bank of Africa, and African 
Banking Corporation have been established. It 
was constituted a municipality in 1897, and at 
the close of 1904 the assessed value of rateable 
property stood at: 1,098,295/7. Salisbury is con- 
nected with the port of Beira by rail, a distance 
of 374 miles. 

Bulawayo is the commercial centre of Southern 
Rhodesia, with a white population of 5,995, and 
stands 4,469 feet above the sea level. It was 
constituted a municipality in 1897, and the asseased 
valuation of rateable property in 1904 stood 
at 1,778,133. Branches of the same banks as 
at Salisbury have been opened. There is a muni- 
cipal hospital, which is one of the finest in South 
Africa. The town is on the main line of railway 
from Cape Town to the far north, and is distant 
from Cape Town 1,362 miles. 


Railways. 


The Bechuanaland Railways (now Rhodesia 
Railways, Limited) reached Bulawayo on the 
19th October, 1897, and was formally opened on 
the 4th November. An extension of the Beira 
Railway from Umtali reached Salisbury on the 
lst May, 1899, and was opened on the 22nd May. 
On the lst August, 1900, the widening of the 
gauge of the Beira Railway to 3 feet 6 inches, the 
standard gauge of South Africa, was completed. 
On the 6th Oxtober, 1902, the line was completed 
between Salisbury and Bulawayo, a distance of 
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301 miles, thus establishing through communica- 
tion between Cape Town and Beira (over 2,000 
miles). The line passes through the mining districts 
of Hartley, Sebakwe, Gwelo, Bembegi, etc. The 
railway from Bulawayo to the Victoria Falls (282 
miles) on the River Zambesi was completed on the 
25th April, 1904, and the extension northward 
has been already constructed over 200 miles from 
the Falls. The river is crossed by a bridge 650 
feet long, 30 feet wide, and about 420 feet above the 
level of the water. The structure was formally 
opened by Sir G. H. Darwin, K.C.B., President 
of the British Association, on the 12th September, 
1905. <A line from Bulawayo to the Gwanda 
district (104 miles), to open up the gold and 
coal areas to the south-east, has been constructed, 
and a line, with a 2-feet gauge, from Salisbury to 
the Ayrshire Mine in the Lomagundi district (84 
miles), was opened for traffic on the 15th October, 
1 A line from Gwelo to Selukwe (24 miles) 
was completed in August last, and one from 
Salisbury to Mazoe (about 30 miles) is being 
survey A line to the Matopos, where Mr. 
Rhodes is buried, was opened for traffic on 
November lst, 1903. 


Lands and Agriculture. 

Any person who is desirous of obtaining a grant 
of land in Southern Rhodesia should make 
written application to the Surveyor-General, 
Salisbury, who will, if satisfied that the applicant 
is in a position to beneficially occupy the land, 
and to carry on bond fide tarming operations, 
recommend the application to His Honour the 
Administrator, for the issue of a permit. Grantees 
are required to occupy the land under such permit 
for a period of five years, in a bond fide and bene- 
ficial manner, either with cultivation or with 
stock. The rent to be paid during the term of 
occupation is fixed at 5 per cent. of the purchase 
price. The annual quit-rent or permanent rent, 
payable after the five years’ term, is fixed at the 
rate of 1s. per 25 morgen or part thereof. The 
purchase money may be stated to average 9d. an 
acre in Mashonaland and ls. 6d. an acre in 
Matabeleland. These charges are subject to 
slight increase where the land applied for is 
considered to be specially well situated or of 
exceptional value. The average size of farms in 
onaland is 1,500 morgen (approximately 
3,000 acres). Matabeleland farms are, as a rule, 
twice this size. 

Survey fees, averaging 30/. for 1,500 morgen 
farms, and 402. in the case of 3,000 morgen farms, 
are payable upon issue of the permit. In the case 
of settlers introducing stock and agricultural 
implements, payment of survey fees will be 
allowed to extend over a period of twelve months. 
Settlers bringing their own cattle with them to 
the port of Beira will, at present, be granted a 
special rate by the railway company of 2/. per 
head over the railway, and 5s. per head for sheep, 
in truckloads. 

' Since the pacification of the country consider- 
able tracts of land have been placed under 
cultivation, and fresh stock is being imported. It 
may be said that virtually the whole of Southern 
Rhodesia is well watered, and adapted for stock- 
raising and for agriculture. Cattle generally do 
very well in all parts. Sheep and goats thrive in 
many parts and will do better after the grass is 
fed down. Horses are more uncertain, and are 
liable to horse-sickness unleas properly stabled. 
Pigs thrive well, and, so far, have never shown 
disease, Poultry and eggs always command a 
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ready sale at remunerative prices. Throughout 
the country the conditions of soil and climate are 
suitable for all kinds of European cereals and 
vegetables, and, in addition, many trees, shrubs 
and plants peculiar to sub-tropical regions can be 
successfully cultivated. Mealies, Kaffir-corn, and 
other native cereals grow well in the rainy season 
without irrigation. Tobacco culture has now 

the experimental stage, and the further 
development of the industry is receiving special 
attention. The plant grows luxuriantly, and a 
considerable acreage is under cultivation. Cotton 
is indigenous to the country, and experiments with 
foreign seed have been carried out with great 
success. Rubber is also indigenous. The vines 
and trees were ruined by the methods adopted by 
the natives for its extraction, but efforts are being 
made to replant, and the industry will rapidly 
develop. It hasbeen satisfactorily demonstrated 
that several fibre plants, such as ramie, sisal, 
hemp, flax, and jute can be successfully grown. 
Large fruit orchards have been planted, and all 
fruit trees thrive. Grapes, figs, oranges, peaches, 
almonds, walnuts, lemons, bananas, quinces, 
apricots, apples, and pomegranates of good quality 
are produced. The sale of dairy produce is a 
profitable industry in the neighbourhood of the 
towns. 


Roads. 


On March 3lst, 1904, the total mileage of 
roads in Southern Rhodesia was about 3,750 
miles, including about 650 miles of cross roads 
in mining and farming districts. In these figures 
roads which have fallen into disuse owing to rail- 
way construction are not included. The total 
expenditure on all roads and river crossings 
during the year 1904-5 was i, 9724. 


Posts and Telegraphs. 


The mails from the United Kingdom to Southern 
Rhodesia are conveyed by the mail steamers of 
the subsidised Union-Castle Company, weekly, 
between Southampton and Table Bay. From 
Cape Town they are conveyed by train to 
Bulawayo in three days. There are also daily 
mail and passenger trains from Cape Town to 
Bulawayo performing the journey in four days. 
From Bulawayo to Salisbur the mails are con- 
veyed three times a week, the journey occupying 
about 24 hours. There are two mail and 
sri ed trains weekly between Salisbury and 

eira, the time occupied on the journey being 
thirty hours. 

The outlying districts of Southern Rhodesia are 
served by mail coaches and carts, but the mails 
to the less important districts are convéyed by 
native runners. 

North-Western Rhodesia (Barotseland) receives 
its mails 71@ Bulawayo and Salisbury. They are 
conveyed from Bulawayo to the Victoria Falls 
by train, and to the several postal stations in 
the territory by native runners. 

The North-Eastern Rhodesia postal service, 
which commonly was carried out vid Chinde, is 
now performed vid the Salisbury-Feira route, 
although mail matter may still be forwarded to 
Fort Jameson and other stations in the territory 
by the Chinde and Blantyre route. The time 
occupied in the transmission of the mails between 
Fort Jameson and the United Kingdom is now 
about six weeks. 

On the 3lst of March, 1905, 60 post offices 
were open, in. Southern, Rhodesia, at 17 of 
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which Money Order business was transacted. 
Telegraph Money Orders are also exchanged 
between Money Order Offices in Rhodesia and 
with Money Order Offices in the Cape Colony, 
Natal, Transvaal, and the Orange River 
Colony. 

The rate for inland letters is 1d. per 4 oz., 
for letters to other parts of South Africa 1d. 
per 4 oz., and for letters for places over-sea 24d.

The Rhodesian Tel h and Telephone system 
extends from Ramat Jabanaa, on the northern 
border of Cape Colony, to Ujiji in German East 
Africa, and comprises 7,093 miles of wire, on 3,963 
miles of poles. The section of line from Umtali 
to Ujiji is the property of the African Trans- 
continental Telegraph Company. 

On the 3lst March, 1905, 83 telegraph offices 
were open. The rate for Inland telegrams is ld.

Telephone exchanges are in operation at Bula- 
wayo, Salisbury, Umtali, Gwelo, and Selukwe, 
the length of wire being 286 miles. 

Post Office Savings Banks were established on 
1st January, 1905. Up to 30th November, 1905, 
the amount deposited was 32,148/., and the 
amount withdrawn was 11,469/. 20,000/. has 
already been invested in Trustee Securities. 


Customs. 


Prior to the lst August, 1899, no duties were 
leviable upon goods entering Southern Rhodesia. 
On that date the Customs Ordinance came into 
operation, and continued in force till August, 1903, 
when, as a result of the South African Customs 
Conference, the necessary Ordinance einpowering 
Southern Rhodesia to enter the newly formed 
Customs Union was unanimously passed by the 
seis, Teena Council. During the eight months 
ending 3lst March, 1900, the net amount of 
Customs duty received was 39,639/., the value of 
dutiable g imported was 83,961/., and non- 
dutiable goods 186,835/. During the year anne 
31st March, 1901, the net amount of duty receive 
was 91,430/. ; the value of the dutiable goods being 
322,522/., and non-dutiable goods 899, 4462. During 
the year ended 3lst March, 1902, the net amount 
of duty received was 124,634/. 153. 10d.; the 
value of dutiable goods was 498,888/., and non- 
dutiable goods 944,165. During the year ended 
3lst March, 1903, the net amount of duty re- 
ceived was 128,673/.; the value of the dutiable 
goods being 495,240/., and non-dutiable goods 
1,363,32M%. During the year ended 31st March, 
1904, the amount of duty collected was 128, 388/. ; 
and the value of imports 1,576,620/. In 1904-5 the 
duty collected was 105,934., and the value of the 
imports 951,698. An Ordinance was promul- 
gated on Ist October, 1901, imposing a duty of 6s. 
per gallon on spirits manufactured in South Africa, 
and imported into the Territory. Another Ordi- 
nance was also promulgated upon the same date 
imposing an excise duty of a similar amount 
upon spirits manufactured within Southern 
Rhodesia. 
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Minerals. 


GoLp.—That gold was obtained from Rhodesia 
many centuries before the Christian Era is 
evidenced from the innumerable ‘ancient work- 
ings,” the ruins of temples and forte supposed 
date from the time of the Himyarites and 
Phoenicians, and the discovery of gold beads, gold 
plates, fine chains, wire, nails, etc. From the 
occupation of the country in 1890 by the British 
South Africa Company when the European popu- 
lation amounted to about 200 persons, consisting 
of the pioneers and a few offici up to Septem- 
ber, 1898, the gold produced only amounted to 
6,470 ounces. Since that date, however, the out- 
put has been steadily increasing, notwithstanding 
the unparalleled difficulties which were en- 
countered in the shape of war, rinderpest, etc. 
Owing to the rapid progress of railway construc- 
tion, transport of machinery is now not so difficult. 
Some of the mines began to crush in September, 
aa and the following table shows the progress 
made :—

On the 31st March, 1905, the total crushing 


power was equal ta 900 stamps and 1 tube mill, 
and over 150 stamps were in course of erection 
or were proposed to be erected. 


CoaL.—For some years past coal has been 
known to exist in several districts, but it is 
only recently that the value of the deposits has 
been definitely ascertained. In the Wankie 
District, 212 miles from Bulawayo, and 70 miles 
from the Victoria Falls on the River Zambesi, 
a coal bed of vast extent has been disclosed. 
The result of careful and systematic examination 
shows that as regards quality the best of the coal 
is only from 4 to 6 per cent. inferior to Welsh 
steam coal of similar quality, and the worst 
portion is superior to any coal hitherto discovered 
in Africa. During the year 1904 the output 
amounted to nearly 60,000 tons, and for the year 
1905 to 97,191 tons. Other promising discoveries 
of coal have been made in the Victoria, Tuli, 
Lomagundi and Sebungwe districts, but, so far, 
sufficient exploratory work has not been carried 
out to admit of a final opinion being pronounced 
as to their precise value. 

The output of silver during 1904 was 70,142 oz., 
and for the year 1905 89,278 oz. The output of 
lead in 1904 amounted to 449 tons, and in 19% 
to 570 tons.

Education. 
In 1899 an Education Ordinance, providing for 
grants-in-aid of both voluntary and undenomina- 
tional schools, was passed, and satisfactory progress 
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has been made in placing the educational system 
of the country on an improved basis. On the 31st 
March, 1905, there were in Southern Rhodesia 
fourteen state-aided schools. The total number 
of children in Government-aided schools was 
596 as against 630 for the previous year. The 
small decrease is more than compensated for by 
the number of children now attending an increased 
number of private schools. The total net 
expenditure amounted to 6,435/. There are three 
native schools aided by the Government.

The Protectorate of Southern Nigeria is bounded 
on the North-west by the Colony of Lagos, on the 
North by the Protectorate of Northern Nigeria, 
and on the North-east and East by the German 
territories of the Kameruns. 

The Lagos boundary startsfrom a point on the ses 
beach of the Bight of Benin in latitude 5° 52 20’ 
and longitude 4° 57’ 18” about a mile S.E. of the 
village of Omoluma. The boundary follows a 
straight line to the junction of the Lagos and the 
Adabrassa Creeks, continuing up the middle of the 
Opofanga, Kokotoro, Jojokobo, Kofuturo (or Siluko} 
Creeks, thence up the middle of the Ofuso-Wens 
River to its junction with the Owena River, thence 
up the middle of the Ofuso River to its junction 
with its tributary the Abere, thence in a straight 
line to the junction of the Akure and Usho main 
road with the Ogbesi River. 

From this point the Northern Nigeria boundary 
follows a line from the villages Usho, Amurin 
Emure-Ile, thence to Egpeni and along the Ove 
road through the villiage of Orea and Suada tothe 
point where that road crosses the Ogbesere stream. 
It then follows the course of the Ogbesere stream 
to its junction with the Owese River and then the 
course of the Owese River to the point where it 
crosses the Ipele-Iduani road. From here the 
boundary runs in a north-easterly direction through 


Iduani and Yaiva, thence easterly to Idogun and 
Ogpe, thence southerly through Itwa to Ake and 
on to Ushoka, from which vi it proceeds ina 


south-easterly direction to Shebe and on through 
Yadu to Aushi; thence through Jattu to Uyere and 
in an easterly direction through Aiota, Afana, 
Gufu and Goronu to Fuga. From Fuga the line

direction to a point about ten miles north-east of 
Idah on the Niger. The exact boundary north 
of Idah and affecting the territory immediately 
east of the Niger is in course of delimitation. 

The boundary continues in a straight line 
slightly north of the 7th parallel of latitude to a 
point near Ashuku on the lo-German frontier 
as laid down in the Convention of 1893. From 
this point the boundary runs in a straight line to 
the rapids on the Cross River and thence to the 
Rio de] Rey on the Gulf of Guinea. 

The area of the Protectorate is estimated at 
51,500 square miles.

constitutes the chief export of West Africa. The 
Niger has formed a huge delta with a coast line 
of over 200 miles from the mouth of the Benin 
river to Opobo. The coast district here for a long 
distance, varying from 20 to 40 miles inland, is a 
mere network of ‘‘ creeks” and ‘‘Islands.” Into 
this delta several other considerable rivers empty 
themselves, the chief being on the west, the

and Ethiope, and on the east the Imo with its 
affluents the Otaminne and Azumine. 

The chief mouths of the Niger are at the 
Forcados estuary, communicating with Warri, 
Sapele and Benin, the Nun mouth at Akassa, and 
at Brass. 

The Engenni, New Calabar, and Opobo Rivers 
enter the sea by the broad estuaries known as the 
Sombrero, the New Calabar, the Bonny, the 
Andoni, and the Opobo Rivers, and drain a fertile, 
undulating country, watered by numerous little 
brooks, and with a rich soil free from marsh, and 
where cattle appear to thrive. 

Further east is the Calabar estuary, mainly 
formed by the great Cross River, some 400 or 500 
miles in length, which drains, with its afluents the 
Calabar, Aqua, Akpayfe and the Ndiana Rivers, 
the high mountain ranges running north-west 
from the Kamerun mountains to the hills round 
the confluence of the Niger and the Benue. 


Inhabitants. 


The inhabitants are typical negroes, and though 
now divided into several distinct tribes, oppesr to 
have had a common origin. Among the most 
balan tribes are the Jekri, occupying the 
ower part of the Benin, and closely allied to 
the Yorubas; the Ijos, occupying the part 
of the delta east of the Middleton, and south 
of the Warri and of the Ibo country ; the Ibos, 
occupying the lower Niger just above the delta, 
and extending to the Cross River, where the 
join the Akuna-kunas, being an industrious agri- 
cultural people, with fine herds of cattle ; and the 
Efiks and“ was” in the Calabar region. 


History. 


The British Protectorate of the Niger districts 
(Oil Rivers Protectorate) was announced in the 
London Gazette of 5th June, 1885. It extended 
along the West Coast of Africa from a point on 
the shore of the Bight of Benin about ten miles 
north-west of the Benin River to the Rio del 
Rey on the Gulf of Guinea. 

The part between the Forcados River and the 
Nun mouth of the Niger was included in the 
territories administe by the Royal Niger 
Company under their Charter of 10th July, 1886. 


(c) 
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By an Order in Council, dated the 13th May, 
1893, the Protectorate was extended under the 
name of the Niger Coast Protectorate, and an 
administration established under Sir Claude 
MacDonald, K.C.M.G., K.C.B., as Imperial 
Commissioner and Consul-General ; he was suc- 
ceeded in this office, in 1896, by Sir R. Moor, 
K.C.M.G. 

On the taking over of the territories of the Royal 
Niger Company in 1900 the Niger Coast Protec- 
torate was extended so as to include the part 
lying between Idah on the Niger and the Coast, 
which had been formerly administered by the 
and the Protectorate of Southern 
Nigeria was constituted under an Order in 
Council, dated the 27th December, 1899, the 
being transferred from the 
Foreign to Colonial Office. 

Sir Walter Egerton, K.C.M.G., High Commis- 
sioner, has recently been also appointed Governor 
of Lagos, and the amalgamation of that Colony 
with the Protectorate of Southern Nigeria is 
under consideration. 


Constitution and Administration. 


Under the Order in Council of 27th December, 
1899, the Imperial Commissioner and Consul- 
General of the Niger Coast Protectorate assumed 
the administration of Southern Nigeria under 
the title of High Commissioner. with power to 
enact laws styled proclamations. There is no 
Legislative or Executive Council. On matters 
affecting the interests of merchants, chambers of 
commerce are consulted and given opportunities 
of expressing their views before the enactment 
of proclamations directly affecting commercial 
undertakings. 

The Protectorate, for purposes of administra- 
tion, is divided into five Bivivions, each presided 
over by a Divisional Commissioner. e Divi- 
sions are further sub-divided into Districts, pre- 
sided over by District Commissioners or Assistant 
District Commiasioners, who, in addition to their 
judicial duties, are the executive officers in their 

istricts. The Divisions and Districts are as 
follows :—

The Military Force consists of the Southern 
Nigeria Regiment of the West African Frontier 
Force. The total strength of the iment is 
46 officers, 23 British non-commissioned officers, 
and 1,351 rank and file. Twelve stations, in 
addition to headquarters, are garrisoned by 
troops. 

The Protectorate maintains a Civil Police 
Force, consisting of 1 inspector, 2 assistant 
inspectors, and 304 rank and file. They are dis- 
tributed over the Protectorate, and relieve the 
detachments of the Southern Nigeria Regiment 
in districts which are sufficiently settled not to 
require military occupation.

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Law and Justice. 


The Law in force is contained in the Proclama- 
tions enacted by the High Commissioner, and 
Civil and Criminal procedure are regulated by 
the Supreme Court Proclamations (1900, 1902 
and 1963), the Criminal Procedure Proclamation 
(1900), the Commissioners’ Proclamations (1900 
and 1903), the Police Magistrate Proclamation 
eye and the Native Courts Proclamations 
1901 and 1903). 

The Supreme Court, presided over by the 
Chief Justice, holds Assizes at the principal 
centres. There are District Courts, with limited 
Criminal and Civil Jurisdiction, presided over by 
Commissioners, and there is a Police Magistrate's 
Court with similar jurisdiction at Calabar. 

The Supreme Court decides appeals from the 
inferior Courts in Civil matters, and the Chief 
Justice has a power of revision of the decision of 
Commissioners in criminal cases. The Chief 
Justice and Puisne Judge are, ex officio, Puisne 
Judges of the Supreme Courts of Northern 
Nigeria and Lagos, while the Chief Justices and 
Puisne Judges of Northern Nigeria and Lagos 
are, ex officio, Puisne Judges of the Supreme 
Court of Southern Nigeria. 

Native Courts have been established throughout 
the districts. The District Commissioner sits as 
President of tbe Court, and in his absence the 
Assistant District Commissioner. Under the 
Native Courts Proclamation, 1901, the Courts 
have, subject to the apes of the High Com- 
missioner, power to make Rules providing for the 

ace, good order and welfare of the Natives. 

‘ative law is administered in all the Courts in so 
far as it is not incompatible with any Statute and 
not repugnant to natural justice. 


Domestic Slavery. 

A system of domestic slavery was, until re- 
cently, universally recognised—the father or the 
mother having the power of sale, according to 
their position in the ‘‘ House.” The evil was 
aggravated by that peculiar development of the 
system known as ‘‘ pawning,” under which a 

ebtor could temporarily liquidate the claims of 
his creditor by handing over as security either 
himself or a child or a slave, and by the power 
which the creditor possessed in turn of handing 
over the security to his own creditors, the same 
‘‘pawn” passing through the hands of number- 
less creditors. By the Slave-dealing Proclamation 
of 1901 the buying, selling, or pawning of slaves 
is prohibited under heavy penalties. The system 
has been effectually abolished in the more settled 
districts, and is gradually being eradicated from 
those under less effective control. The Native 
House Rule Proclamation, 1901, provides for the 
maintenance of the authority, which is vested in 
Heads of Houses by Native law and Custom, 
over members of the House. The law enforces 
the submission of members to the Head of the 
House, and upon the latter the performance of 
those obligations towards the members which 
native law and custom imposes. 


Vital Statistics and Climate. 


The estimated European population is 500, cof 
whom 157 were officials. ‘The mortality rate was 
38 per 1,000 in 1904. 

Sickness is most prevalent during the months of 
May, July, August, and October. 

e average rainfall in 1904 for the 4 stations 
at which records were kept was 146°87 inches. 
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The average mean temperature at Calabar was 
80°59°; Bonny, 81°51°; Sapele, 79°35°; Benin, 
76°97° ; and Asaba, 77°74". 


Trade 


The principal articles of export continue to be 
palm oil and palm kernels, rubber, lumber, ivory, 
ebony, and ground-nuts. The quantity and value 
of these articles which were exported in 1904 are 
shown in the following table :—

The export duty on timber brought in 11,300/., 
and the lumber trade promises to develop into an 
important and lucrative industry. 

here isan ad valorem duty of 10 per cent. on all 
articles imported into the Protectorate save those 
liable to specific duty and those exempted under 
the Customs Tariff Proclamation. 

Efforts are being made to open up the trade of 
the Cross River, and specially favourable terms, in 
the way of loans and other facilities, have been 
offered to pioneers. It is pleasing to record that 
several applications to secure these terms have 
been made, and it is ho that before very long 
the practical exploitation of the trade of this 
region will be a fast accomplt. 


Means of Communication. 

There is regular communication witb Europe by 
the steamers of the British and African Steam 
Navigation Company and the African Steamship 
Company. There is a fortnightly service between 
Liverpool and Forcados, Bonny and Calabar. The 
steamers leave Liverpool on alternate Saturdays, 
and call at Monrovia, Axim, Sekondi, Cape Coast, 
Accra, and Lagos. On the intervening Saturdays 
there is a service between Liverpooland Forcados. 
The time occupied in the voyage from Liverpool 
to Calabar is 20 days. These Companies alse 
maintain intermediate services from Londoa. 
Liverpool and Hamburg to Calabar, Bonny, Opobe, 
Brass, Akassa, Forcados, Warri, and Sapele. 

Steamers of the German Woermann Line m0 
from Calabar to Lagos in connection with that 
Company’s Express Service between Lagos aud 
Southampton. On the outward voyage there is 
no direct communication between Lagos and 
Calabar. Intermediate services are also mait- 
tained by the Woermann Line between Hamburg 
and the ports of the Protectorate. 

The Niger is navigable to the Northern Nigeria 
Boundary for smal] ocean-going steamers during 
the months of June, July, August and September, 
and at other times for shallow-draught stern-whee 
steamers and launches. Under the direction of 
the Government a Transport Department for the 
conveyance of passengers and cargo at fixed rate 
has been working on the Niger since 1902. The 
distance from Forcados to Idah, the Southen 
Nigeria boundary on the Niger, is 307 miles. 

The Cross River is navigable up to and beyon¢ 
the German~boundary during the wet season by 
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stern-wheel steamers and launches, but during 
the dry season mails and Government cargo can 
only be conveyed by means of canoes. Th 
distance from Calabar to Ossidinge beyond the 
German boundary is about 242 miles. A system 
of regular transport for passengers and cargo at 
fixed rates has been inaugurated. 


Chief Towns. 

Duke Town, or Calabar, on the river of the 
same name, is about 5 miles above its junction 
with the Cross River, and is the headquarters of 
the administration, with a population of about 
15,000. A Presbyterian mission is established 
there. Creek Town, 4 miles beyond, is also an 
important place, population about 5,000. 

Near the mouth of the Opobo River is the town 
of the same name built by Ja Ja, and about 40 or 
50 miles inland near the same river is Bende, a 
great Ju Ju centre. Bonny Town, 8 miles from 
the sea, on the left bank of the Bonny, isa station 
of the Church Missionary Society, and contains 
several European establishments. There is also a 
European settlement at the mouth of the Brass, 

sessing a very fine church, presented by one of 
the native chiefs. 

Benin City, some 60 miles up the river of the 
name, is a large town of 40, or 50,000 inhabi- 
tants. It was formerly the seat of a powerful 
theocracy of fetish priests, and famous foritshuman 
sacrifices. It was taken in 1897, in the circum- 
stances stated below, and is now a thriving trading 
centre, with a British Resident and administrative 
staff ; itisalsoa military post. The trading station 
in Benin River is situated about 8 miles from the 
bar, lying open to the sea-breeze, though sand- 
flies and mosquitoes abound. 

In Jan., 1897, a peaceful mission on its way to 
the King of Benin was massacred in the bush, 
and a force of native troops and bluejackets had 
to be sent to punish the Binis. The expedition 
was completely successful, the king’s forces being 
defeated, and the king himself driven to take refuge 
in the bush. The king was afterwards captured, 
and is now in exile at Old Calabar. 


Post and Telegraph. 


The Protectorate is included in the Postal 
Union. Foreign Money Order and Parcels Post 
systems are in operation with the United 
Kingdom, Northern Nigeria, Lagos, Gold Coast, 
Sierra Leone and Gambia. The maximum 
amount for which Money Orders may be drawn 
has been increased from 10/. to 40/. There is also 
an inland Money Order system. A system for 
the insurance of letters up to a maximum of 60. 
has been inaugurated. The total number of letters, 
post-cards, books anil sample packets dealt with 
during 1904 amounted to 812,431, and that of 
parcels to 15,384. The total receipts from Money 
Orders were 4,462. 10s. 5d. 

During the year 1904 the inland telegraph 
system was inaugurated by the opening of stations 
at Benin, Bonny, Calabar, Egwanga, Eket and 
Foreados. The total amount expended to 31st 
December, 1904, was 27,734/. 14s. 7d., and the 
total length of these lines 181} miles, 

The principal line is from Calabar to Bonny, a 
distance of 117} miles. 

The other line is from Forcados to Lagos 
boundary, a distance of 64 miles. At the boundary 
it meets a line from Lagos. ‘This Lagos-Forcados 
line was opened for traffic during the year, but 
has aroved most unreliable owing to cable faults, 
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damage done to the air line by the sea, and by the 
collapse of the ae supporting it in the treacherous 
mangrove mud. Large inland extensions which 
will render the upkeep of this line unnecessary 
are now in course of construction. 

ae rate is 1d. a word, with a minimum charge 
of 1s. 


Education. 
The sy of education provides for primary, 
secondary, and intermediate schools, High Schools, 


and technical schools. Grants are awarded to 
‘‘assisted ” schools. The management and super- 
vision of district schools are vested in local 
committees of management subject to the 
directions of the Board. 

During 1904 Government Schools were estab- 
lished at Aro Chuku, Asseh and Aboh with the 
assistance of local chiefs, and under the scheme 
of local contributions in vogue. Girls’ schools 
were established in connection with the Govern- 
ment schools at Warri and Sapele. 

There is a High School (the Hope Waddell 
Training Institution) at Calabar, under the 
management of the United Presbyterian Free 
Church of Scotland. This school is partly 
financed by Government on certain conditions. 

The buildings of the Government Intermediate 
School at Bonny were completed early in 1905. 
This school has a technical and industrial depart- 
ment where pupils are taught carpentering, 
coopering and other crafts. 

The Roman Catholic Mission has extended its 
sphere of work on the Niger, and has erected a 
boys’ school at Calabar, work in which is 
progressing favourably. 

In addition to the above a large number of 
schools is planted by the Church Missionary 
Society, the Niger Delta Pastorate Mission, the 
Primitive Methodist Mission, and the Onitsha 
Industrial Mission. 


Currency and Banking. 


The currency and legal tender is British sterling. 
A small importation of the Imperial bronze 
coinage has been made but at present there 
appears to be no inclination on the part of the 
ane to adopt it, the circulation being extremely 
small, 

The native currency of brass rods and manillas 
is accepted as legal tender in native markets in 
which they were current previous to the intro- 
duction of the Native Currency Proclamation 
(1902), the rates of exchange being for Brass Rods 
4 to ls., Atorine Manillas 16 to 1s., for Awirawu 
Manillas 6 to 1s., for Abbie or Prince Manillas, 
12 to 1s. and Ama-Ogono or Town Manillas, 24 to 
1s., and for Perckule Manillas 4 to ls. In the 
Calabar and Cross River districts there are also in 
circulation copper wires, known as ‘‘Citims,” the 
rates of exchange being 20 to 3d. (one brass rod) 
or 80 to 1s. Cowries are still used as currency 
in some parts of the Protectorate, but further 
importation is prohibited. 

pecie amounting to 222,892/. 3s. 2d. was im- 
ported in 1904, of which only 26,892/. 3s. 2d. was 
imported by mercantile firms, the balance of 
196,000/. being required by the Government of 
Northern Nigeria. 

A large proportion of the specie imported for 
Northern Nigeria filters into the hands of the 
firms trading on the Niger, and eventually into 
Southern Nigeria.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


The Straits Settlements, which comprise Singa- 
pore, Penang, and Malacca, were transferred from 
the control of the Indian Government to that of 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies on the lst 
April, 1867, by an Order in Council, issued under 
the authority of an Act of the Imperial Parliament 
(29 & 30 Vict., c. 115). 


Sttuattion and Area. 


Singapore is an island of which the greatest 
length is about 27 miles by 14 wide, containing 
an area of 206 square miles, situated at the 
southern extremity of the Malayan Peninsula, from 
which it is separated by a narrow strait about 
three-quarters of a mile in width. There are a 
number of small islands adjacent to it which form 
part of the settlement. 

The seat of Government is the town of Singa- 
pore, at the southern point of the island, in lat. 
1° 17’ north, and long. 103° 50’ east. 


Penang is an island about 15 miles long and 9 
broad, containing an area of 107 square miles, 
situated off the west coast of the Malayan Peninsula 
in 5° N. latitude, and at the northern extremity or 
entrance to the Straits of Malacca. On the o po- 
site shore of the mainland, from which the island 
is separated by a strait from 2 to 10 miles broad, 
is Province Wellesley, a strip of territory forming 
part of the settlement, averaging 8 miles in width, 
and extending 45 miles along the coast, including 
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10 miles of territory to the south of the Krian (vide 
are) the whole containing an area of 288 square 
tailes 

The chief town is George Town, in 5° 24’ north 
lat. and 100° 21’ east long. 


Malacca is situated on the western coast of the 
ninsula between Singapore and Penang, about 
10 miles from the former and 240 from the latter, 
and consists of a strip of territory about 42 miles in 
length, and from 8 to 25 miles in breadth, con- 
taining an area of 659 square miles. The town, 
called Malacca, is in 2° 10 north lat. and 102° 14’ 
east long. 


The Dindings, area about 265 square miles, 
include the island of Pangkor and a strip of 
territory opposite on the mainland, about 80 miles 
from Penang, in 4° 15’ north lat., and 100° 35’ east 
long. Lumut, the headquarters. on the mainland, 
posseases a fine harbour with deep anchorage, and 
arrangements have been e for coasting 
steamers to call regularly. 


The Cocos or Keeling Islands, taken posses- 
cn of by the British in 1857, were placed, 
y letters ret of 13th October, 1878, under 
7h lon, an Letters Patent, dated the 1st of 
February, 1886, under the Government of the 
Straits Settlements, , They lie between lat. 11° 50/ 
to 12° 45’ S., long. 96° 50’ E., 700 miles S.W. of 
Batavia. The largest is 5 miles by jmile. There 
are large cocoanut plantations, and copra, oil, and 
nuts are exported. The population is 698. The 
boundaries of the Settlement of Singapore have 
been extended so as to include these Islands. 

Christmas Island, situated in the Indian Ocean, 
230 miles 8.W. of Java, lat. 10° 30’ S., long. 
105° 40’ E., annexed in June, 1888, was placed 
under the administration of the Governor of the 
Straits Settlements by Letters Patent of 8th 
Jan., 1889, and was formally annexed to the 
Settlement of Singapore in 1900. It is twelve 
miles long and five miles wide; wooded, and has 
about 1,100 inhabitants. There is a rich deposit 
of hosphate of lime on this island. 

he total area of the Colony with these depen- 
dencies is about 1,600 square miles. 
History. 

Malacca, known as an important independent 
State from the oldest times, is one of the oldest 
European settlements in the East, having been 
taken possession of by the Portuguese under 
Albuquerque in 1511, and held by them tiJl 1641, 
when the Dutch, after frequent attempte, were 
successful in driving them out. The settlement 
remained under the Government of the Dutch 
till 1795, when it was taken possession of br 
the English, and held by them till 1818 at 
which date it was restored to the Dutch, ~ 
finally passed into our hands in pursuance of 
the ‘reat with Holland of the 17th March, 1824, 
in exchange for the East India Company’s settle- 
ment at Bencoolen, on the west coast of Sumatra. 
By that treaty it was arranged that the Dutch 
should leave the Malay Peninsula, the British 
Government agreeing at the same time to leave 
Sumatra to the Dutch. 

When Malacca was taken possession of by the 
Portuguese in 1511, it was one of the grand 
entrepéts for the commerce of the East, but as the 
Portuguese pushed their operations further to the 


east, in the archipelago and n ally deel coun- 
tries, the trade of Malacca gradu declined and 


it ceased to be of consequence as a co fhecting centre 
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except for the trade of the Malayan Peninsula and 
the Island of Sumatra, which trade it retained, 
under Dutch rule, till the establishment of Penang 
in 1786, when in the course of a few years trade 
almost ceased, and it became, what it has ever 
since been, a place of little commercial import- 
ance, but possessing great agricultural re- 
sources. Penang soon acquired a monopoly of 
the trade of the Malayan Peninsula and Sumatra, 
and had a large traffic with China, Siam, 
Borneo, the Celebes, and other places in the archi- 
pelago not under Dutch restrictions; but no 
sooner was Singapore established than Penang in 
its turn had to yield the first place to Singapore, 
and came to depend chiefly on the local trade, 
which has largely increased in consequence of the 
opening out of the extensive tin mines in Larut, 

lang, Selangor, and Junk i a (Puket or 
Tongkah), and the settling of Deli, on the coast 
of Sumatra. 

Penang, or Prince of Wales’ Island, was the first 
British settlement on the Malayan Peninsula, 
having been ceded to the English by the Raja 
of Kedah in 1785, with the proviso that the 
sum of 6,000 dols. be annually paid to the 
Raja of Kedah as long as the British occupy 
the island. In 1798, in co uence of the preva- 
lence of piracy on theshores of the mainland opposite 
Penang, a strip of the coast of the mainland was ac- 

uiredfrom the Raja,nowcalled Province Wellesley. 

his has been subsequently enlarged from time to 
time, until it now extends from the Muda River to 
10 miles south of the Krian River, a distance of 45 
miles, containing in all 288 square miles. This 
province is in a high state of ealtivation: the chief 
articles cultivated being sugar, paddy, and cocoa- 
nuts. In 1805 Penang was made a separate 
Presidency under the East India Company, of 
equal rank with Madras and Bombay. In 1826 
Singapore and Malacca were incorporated with it 
under one government, Penang still remaining the 
seat of government. In 1836 the seat of govern- 
ment was transferred to Singapore. 

The island of Pangkor and the Sembilan Islands 
were ceded by Pérak in 1826, with a view to the 
suppression of piracy, but no use was made of the 

cession at the time. In 1874 the cession of these 
islamds was confirmed by the Treaty of Pangkor 
(to which reference is made in dealing with the 
relations of the Colony with the Native Malay 
States), by which a strip of territory in the main- 
land oppositealso became British, and the wholenow 
forms, under the name of the Dindings Territory, 
an outlying portion of the Settlement of Penang. 

There is some evidence of Singapore havin 
been an important trading centre in the 12th an 
13th centuries, and the tradition is that the place 
was attacked and devastated in 1252 by the 

Javanese. Thenceforth the island was scarcel 
inhabited until it was taken possession of by Sir 
Stamford Raffles in 1819, by virtue of a treaty 
with the Johore princes. It was at first subordin- 
ate to Bencoolen (Fort Marlborough) in Sumatra, 
but in 1823 it was placed under the Government 
of Bengal; it was afterwards, as above stated, 
incorporated, in 1826, with Pen and Malacca, 
and placed under the Governor and Council of the 
Incorporated Settlements. 


Constitution, Law, and Justice. 

The Government consists of a Governor, aided 
by an Executiveand Legislative Council. The latter 
body consists of 9 official members and 7 unofficial 
members, of whom 2are nominated by the Chambers 
of Commerce of Singapore and Penang. 
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The law in force is contained in local ordinances, 
and in such English and Indian Acts and Orders 
in Council as have been made applicable to the 
colony. The Indian Penal e, with slight 
alterations, has been adopted, and there is a Civil 
Procedure Code based on the English Judicature 
Acts, as well as a Criminal Procedure Code based 
on the Indian one. 

There is a Supreme Court, which holds assizes 


at Singapore and Penang every two months, and 
quarterly at Malacca; and which holds civil 


sittings, monthly at Singapore and Penang, ani 
once a quarter at Malacca. 


Defence. 

The new harbour of Singapore, comprising the 
coal stores, wharves, and docks, is defended by 
several forte, and by a system of submarine 
mines. The initial cost of the forts amounted 
to nearly 100,000/., and was defrayed out of 
the revenue of the Colony; the Imperial 
Government supplying the guns and ammunition 


only. 

The garrison comprised in 1903 one battalion 
of British infantry and one battalion of Madras 
infantry, two companies of garrison artillery on 
the higher establishment and district establish- 
ment Royal artillery, one company of Asiatic 
artillery, half a company of fortress engineers, 
and a company of Malay submarine miners. The 
Colony contributes 20 per cent. of its revenue 
towards the expenses of Imperial Defence. 

The Colony also maintains an armed police force, 
consisting of 33 officers and 2,000 men, and a 
battery of volunteer artillery in Singapore, 
consisting of 151 officers and men. A Rifle 
volunteer corps is also maintained in Penang, 
established in 1899, and consists of 113 officers 
and men. 

In 1903 a company of volunteer engineers was 
raised for Singapore (present strength 34 officers 
and men), and in the same year a volunteer rifle 
corps, composed of Eurasians and Straits-born 
Chinese, was established in Singapore. The 
strength of this latter corps is 227 officers and 
men. In Malacca a ie pes of rifle volunteers, 
60 strong, has been formed, and in both Singapore 
and Ma there are cadet companies in con- 
nection with the rifle volunteers. 

Climate. 

The climate varies but little in temperature 
during the year. The mean temperature in Singa- 
pore for 1904 was 79°2° F.; in Penang, 80°0° F. ; 
in Province Wellesley, 80°5° F. ; and in 
79°22 F. The mean maximum and minimum 
temperatures were between 93°7° and 68°6° F. 


There are no well-marked rainy and seasons, 
the rainfall being pretty even) istributed 
throughout the year. From carefully kept re-

cords of observations for a venice Oo 
from 1895 to 1904, it is found in Singapore that 
there is an annual average of 176 wet days; 
the average rainfall for the same period being 
95°27 inches. In 1904 the mean rainfall in Singa- 
pore was 101°54 inches; in Penang 119°47 inches; 
in Province Wellesley 98°90 inches; in Malacca 
72°23 inches; and in the Dindings 92°83 inches. 
The force of the monsoons is not much felt, though 
the ee winds are generally in the direction 
of the monsoon blowing at the time, viz., S.W. 
from May to October, N.E. from November to 
April. But it is nothing unusual to have south-

Trade 


The ports are wholly free from duties on im- 

pon or exporta, nor are tonnage dues levied 
or general purposes, and the only tax to which 
shipping is liable consists of a very moderate one 
of 1 anna per ton register, in support of the 
abundant lig thouses on the coast. 

The chief exports comprise tin, sugar, pepper, 
nutmeg, mace, sago, tapioca, rice, buffalo hides and 
horns, rattans, gutta, india-rubber, gambier, gum, 
coffee, dyestuffs, tobacco, etc. Of these the only 
articles produced to any considerable extent in the 
colony are tapioca and rice (chiefly in Malacca and 
Prov. Wellesley); and sugar (in v. Wellesley). 
The quantities of some of the exports in 1904 were 

roximately : Coffee, 91,000 piculs; gambier, 

,000 piculs ; hg gums, 429,000 piculs ; 
principal spices, 884,000 piculs; tapioca, 000 
piculs; and tin, 950,000 piculs. he chief im- 
ports are coal, cotton, opium, hardware, and 
provisions. The quantities imported in 1904 were : 
Cotton piece goods, 4,290,000 pieces ; coal, 621,000 
tons; rice 8,031,000 piculs ; opium, 12,974 chests ; 
and silk piece goods, 305,000 pieces; petroleum, 


3,880,000 cases; sarongs, 347,000 corges; fish 
(dry and salted), 685,000 piculs ; tobacco, 130,000 
piculs; tin ore, 977,000 piculs; wheat flour, 
422,000 piculs. The main trade is with the 
United Kingdom, India, Hong Kong, the United 


States, the Dutch Indies, Siam, and the Native 
States. Singapore and Georgetown (Penang) are 
ports of registry; Singapore had, on the 31st 
December, 1904, 859 sa registered, of a total 
tonnage of 94,344 tons. 


Means of Communication. 


Over 50 lines of seagoing steamers touch at 
Singapore. There is regular communication with 
uore vid ae haa and with China and Japan 
weekly by the P. and O., Messageries Maritimes ;

Spanish packets; with Bangkok weekly by Nord- 
deutscher-Lloyd and other steamers; with 
Batavia and other Netherlands India ports by 
Messageries Maritimes and Netherlands India 
Company’s steamers; with Australian ports 
weekly, and otherwise by P. and O. and Mes- 
sageries Maritimes, vtd@ Ceylon, by British India, 
China Navigation Company, and other lines; 
with Madras (direct), and other porte on the 
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Coromandel Coast, fortnightly by the Negapatam 
steamers ; and with Rangoon and Calcutta weekly 
by the Indo-China Steam Navigation Company, 
British India, Apear, and other steamers. In adddi- 
tion to the above, there is frequent communication 
with Penang, Malacca, and other ports of the 
Native States, Hong Kong, etc., by local lines ;

The operations of the Money Order Branch 
amounted in 1904 to $2,464,769, the principal 
business done being with the United Kingdom, 


India, and the Native States. 

There is telegraphic communication by 3 sub- 
marine cables from Penang to M Malacca, 
and Singapore; and from Singapore there are 
3 cables (1) to Saigon and Hong Kong, (2) to 
Labuan and Hong Kong, (3) to Saigon, Hué, 
Haiphong, Hainan, and Fong Kong. There is 
also a Government telegraph line from Penang 
to Province Wellesley, and thence to Peérak, 
Sélangor, Sungei-Ujong, and Malacca. There 
are 168 miles of telegraph line in connection 
with the cables, and there are 1,974 miles of tele- 
phone line. There is a telephone exchange 
worked by the Oriental Telephone Company in 
Singapore, and one worked by the Post Office 
in Penang. A railway, 23 miles long, connects 
Prai in Province Wellesley with the Pérak rail- 
way system. A railway, 154 miles long, from the 
town of Singapore to Kranji, on the Straits of 
Johore, constructed by the Colonial Government, 
is now open for traffic. This line is now being 
extended to the Docks. A railway connecting 
the town of Malacca with Pulan-Sebang, on 
the borders of Negu-Sembilan, is approaching 
completion, and wilt shortly be opened for traffic 
as part of the Federated Malay States Railway 
system. 

Education 


An Ordinance to provide for the com " 
attendance, under certain conditions, of male 
children between the ages of seven and twelve 
years has been passed, and came into operation in 
Malacca in 1903, and in Province Wellesley in 
1904. It has worked well. The attendance at 
Malay schools has risen from 5,000 to 8,000 during 
the past three years. The expenditure on edluca- 
tion is voted each year by the Legislative Council 
of the Colony. The control of all the Government 
schools is vested in the Director of Public 
Instruction. 

Vernacular instruction is provided for Malays 
free of charge. Instruction in English for all 
nationalities is provided by Government, and fees 
are charged. All the schools established by

Currency and Banking. 

The standard coin of the Colony, by an order of 
the Queen in Council, dated 2nd February, 1895, 
was the silver Mexican dollar, the British dollar 
and the old Hong Kong dollar being also legal 
tender. 

' A Committee to consider the currency 
question was appointed at home in 1902, and re- 
rted in favour of a change to the gold standard, 
if the local Government so desired. In accord- 
ance with the Committee’s recommendations, a 
new Straits Settlements dollar was coined in 
India and introduced into the Colony and the 
adjoining Malay States. This coin is of the same 
weight and fineness as the British dollar. Under 
Order of the King in Council of 25th J une, 1903, 
the Government declared this dollar to be the 
standard coin on 5th October, 1903. The Mexican 
and British dollars were demonetized from 1st 
September, 1904, and it is proposed that steps 
shall be taken to fix a gold value for the Straits 
dollar. : 

Local silver and copper coins representing 
fractional parts of the dollar are legal tender up 
to $2 and $1 respectively. 

The following banks have establishments in the 
Colony : the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, 
and China; the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank- 
ing Corporation; the Mercantile Bank of India 
Limited ; the Netherlands Trading Society; the 
International Banking Corporation, the nque 
ue a Chine ; and the Netherlands Commercial

The two first-mentioned Banks are allowed 
under their Charters to issue notes. The average 
amount of notes so issued and in circulation in 
1904 was $2,918, 136. 

In addition to bank-notes a Government Cur- 
rency Note issue was introduced in 1899. The 
amount of notes in circulation has rapidly increased 
as the following figures show :—

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There is a Government savings bank at each 
settlement. On 31st December, 1904, the deposits 
amounted to $564,110. 

A scheme was in 1902 drawn up for placing the 
salaries of the higher officers in the service of 
the 8.8. and Federated Malay States Govern- 
ments on a sterling basis from Ist January, 1903. 
Existing higher officers had the option of accepting 
a salary in sterling (to be paid in dollars locally ac- 
cording to a monthly rate of exchange), or in the 
alternative, continue to draw their dollar salar 
together with exchange compensation, 1.¢., an al- 
lowance in dollars sufficient to make up the differ- 
ence between the exchange value of the dollar and 
a dollar = 3s., with certain privileged rates for 
drawing leave pay and pension at home.

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THE FEDERATED STATES OF THE 
MALAY PENINSULA. 


Relations with Stratts Settlements. 


The more intimate connection of the Straits 
Settlements with the Native States of the Malay 
Peninsula dates from the year 1874, though for 
many years previous relations of a semi-com- 
mercial, semi-political character had existed, as 
in the case of the commercial treaty between the 
Penang Government and Perak in 1818. 

For some years prior to 1874 the anarchy pre- 
vailing in some States in the Malay Peninsula, 
and especially in Pérak, was a source of disquiet 
to the Straits Settlements community, and a hin- 
drance to the prosperity of British traders. 

In the beginning of that year matters were 
brought to a crisis in Pérak, and, with the approval 
of the Secretary of State, steps were bakoe by 
Sir Andrew Clarke to remedy the state of things 
by the Pangkor Treaty (20th January, 1874). 
Later on in the year British Residents were 
stationed in the States of Pérak, Séldngor, and 
Sungei Ujong, to advise their rulers respecting the 
collection of revenue and general administration. 

The events leading to the establishment of the 
Protected State, known as the Negri Sembilan 
(Nine States), began in 1883, when closer relations 
were entered into with the State of Rembau; 
a federation was formed in 1889, by Sir C. C. 
Smith, and the officer, styled Superintendent from 
the time of his appointment in F886, was created 
British Resident. 

In 1895 this office was combined with that of 
the Resident of Sungei Ujong, who since 1885 had 
exercised control also over the administration of 
the adjacent inland State of Jelebu, and, in August 
of that year, an agreement was signed by the 
chiefs, by which the present Federal State (which 
retains the old title) was constituted. 

In 1887 Sir F. Weld made an agreement with 
the Raja of Pahang, in accordance with which the 
control of his foreign relations, &c., was sur- 
rendered to the British Government. This was 
followed by a further agreement in 1888, between 
the Raja (now styled Sultan) and Governor Sir 
C. C. Smith, under which Pahang was taken 
under British protection, on the same terms as the 
Protected Native States on the west coast of the 
Peninsula; a British Resident being appointed, 
at the request of the Sultan, in September of 
that year. 

The Residents of these four States are assisted 
by a staff of European officers, whose duty it is to 
carry out the executive functions. The supreme 
authority in each State is vested in the State 
Council, consisting of the highest native chiefs 
presided over by the Sultan or Ruler of the State. 
who is assisted by the Resident, and, in Pérak and 
Sélangor, the Secretary to the Resident. In the 
three older States there are also Chinese and non- 
official European representatives. 

The British Residents are appointed by the 
Secretary of State, and are subordinate to the 
Resident-General and to the High Commissioner 
for the Federated Malay States, who is also the 
Governor of the Straits Settlements. The ad- 
ministration of each State is carried on, as far as 
may be, on the model of a Crown Colony. 

In addition to the above States, the State and 
Territory of Johor, with which a treaty had been 
made as early as the year 1855, and other treaties 
subsequently, entered into closer relations with the 
Colony in 1885, when the Sultan, by Agreement 

of 11th December, 1885 ((C.4627), placed his foreign 
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relations in the hands of the British Government, 
andagreed to receive a British Agent, who, how- 
ever, has not yet been appointed. 

In 1895 a treaty was signed by the rulers of the 
four States other than Johor, by which they 
agreed to constitute their countries a Federation 
(to be known as the Federated Malay States), to 
be administered under the advice of the British 
Government. While all existing treaties and 
arrangements stand, the States agree to the 
appointment of an officer, to be styled Resident- 
General of the Malay States, tocontrol the Residents 
appointed to each State, and to be the means of 
communication between the State Governmentsand 
the High Commissioner. Subject to the authority 
created by the appointment of the Resident- 
General, the system of administration under the 
advice of British Residents remains unchanged. 

The States undertake to give each other material 
assistance in men and money, the wealthier States 
assisting those in want of help, all moneys so 
advanced being considered as loans, and also 
undertake to raise and equip a force of Indian 
troo for service throughout the States; and 
should Great Britain be at war with any foreign 
Power, they engage to supply a portion of these 
troops on requisition for the defence of the Colony 
of the Straits Settlements. 

It was also provided by the Treaty of 1895 that 
the rulers of the Federated States named meet 
periodically in one of the States, under the pre- 
sidency of the High Commissioner, to discuss 
affairs of mutual interest. The first of these 
meetings was held at Kuala Kangsar, Pérak, in 
July, 1897, and was attended by the High Com- 
missioner, the rulers of all the four States, with 
their most important chiefs, the Resident-General, 
and all the British Residents. The meeting was 
in every respect a success, and many important 
matters were discussed and arrangements made to 
deal with them in the councils of the various States. 

The second meeting was held at Kuala Lumpor 
in July, 1903, and was also a pronounced success 
in every way ; the Sultan of Pérak expressed for 
himself and the other Malay rulers entire satis- 
faction with the administration of affairs.

The length of open line is 392 miles, as follows :— 
vince Wellesley, Pérak, Sélangor, Negri 
Sembilan, and Malacca, 23, 171, 127, 50, and 21 
miles respectively. There are also 21 miles in 
the ay Sembilan worked by a company. 

The length of line under construction is about 
32 miles in the Negri Sembilan and 120 miles in 
the state of Johore. The length under survey 
is 355 miles, 320 miles in Pahang and 35 miles 
in Pérak. Through communication from Prai, in 
Province Wellesley, to Tampin, in the Negri 
Sembilan, a distance of 319 miles, was made 
in July, 1905, and to Malacca, a distance of 
340 miles, later in the same year. The total 
length of the whole line from Prai to Singapore, 
when completed, excluding branches, will be about 
500 miles. The branch lines run to Port Weld, 
Teluk Anson, Port Swettenham, and Port 
Dickson. 

There is also a steam ferry service between 
Penang and Prai, the northern terminus of the 
ae in Province Wellesley, a distance of 5 
miles.

Pérak is the most northerly of the Protected 
States on the west coast, touching Province 
Wellesley on the north and Sélangor on the south. 
It is one of the oldest States in the Peninsula, 
and, though subject to Achin at one time, and 
overrun by Kedah in 1821, it generally maintained 
its independence. About 1850 the discovery of 
tin in Larut was followed by the immigration of 
Chinese in great numbers. Since the appointment 
of a British Resident in 1874, the record of the 
State has been one of remarkable progress, inter- 
rupted only by the murder of the first British 
Resident, Mr. J. W. Birch, in 1875, the military 
occupation of the country, and the banishment 
to the Seychelles of the ex-Sultan and some chiefs 
implicated in the affair.

The State is well watered, the Pérak, with its 
tributaries the Kinta, Batang Padang, Bidor, 
and Sungkai, being the most important rivers. 
Other rivers of importance are the Krian, the 
Kurau, and the Bernam, with its tributary, the 
Slim. The mountains on the east boundary, bei 
part of the main range of the Peninsula, rise to 
a height of nearly 8,000 feet. 

The chief export is tin. Sugar and rice are 
extensively grown, and coffee plantations have 
been opened with success. The cultivation of 
rubber is now attracting great attention, and such 
consignments as have been exported have realised 
very high prices. In the i district the 
Government has nearly completed an extensive 
scheme for irrigation of some 63,000 acres of rice 
land, the larger proportion of which is already 
under cultivation. 

Larut, Kinta and Batang Padang are the chief 
mining districts. The district of Batang Padang 
lies between the Kinta valley and the Séldngor 
boundary, and contains rich deposits of tin and 
a little gold. A road and railway have recently 
been constructed through this part of the State. 

The total mileage of completed roads in Pérak 
is 659 miles of cart roads, of which 531 miles are 
metalled, and 584 miles of bridle and other paths. 


Sélangor.

Sélangor adjoins Pérak along its southern fron- 
tier. Its inhabitants are said to be the descendants 
of a colony from the Celebes. In this State, as in 
Pérak, the appointment of a British Resident in 
1874 followed on the anarchy arising out of dis- 
putes connected with the tin mines. The State is 
drained by four rivers: the Bernam, Sélangor, 
Klang, and Langat. 

Where the State touches the central range of 
the Peninsula there are several peaks of over 
5,000 feet, and one of 6,200 feet. 

The chief town is Kwala Lumpor, which is the 
largest town on the mainland of the Peninsula. 
The chief industry of the State is tin-mining. 
Coffee-planting, under European supervision, 
which made good progress for some years, received 
a severe check owing to the fall in the price of 
Liberian coffee; rice, pepper, and other products 
have been grown with success. Of recent years 
the cultivation of rubber has made great strides, 
especially in the Klang district, where large areas 
are being planted. The rubber exported is well 
reported on, and good prices have been realised. 
Coconuts also are receiving attention. The total 
mileage in Sdélangor is 491 miles of cart roads, of 
which 389 miles are metalled, and 198 miles of 
bridle paths. 


Negri Sembtulan (Nine States).

The Federal State of the Negri Sembilan, as 
at ro constituted, dates from 1895; but a 
Federation under that title already existed in the 
last century. The present federation consists of 
the following States, viz., Sungei Ujong, J elebu, 
Johol, and Rembau, and of the six smaller States 
of Ulu Muar, Jempol, Terachi, Gunong Pasir, 
Inas, Tampin, and Gemencheh. The headquarters 
of the Resident are at Seremban; and there are 
district officers at Port Dickson, on the coast, 
Kwala Klawang in Jelebu, Kwala Pilah in Ulu 
Muar, and Tampin.) The total mileage of roads 
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in the Negri Sembilan is 316 miles of cart roads, 
of which 210 miles are metalled, and 172 miles of 
bridle paths. 

The revenue is derived mainly from tin and 
agriculture. The miners are Chinese, the Mala 
population being almost entirely agricultural. 
Gold reefs exist in Gemencheh and on the Muar 


River. Coffee has been successfully cultivated, 
and there are many large tapioca and gambier 
estates. Rubber has also been extensively planted 
in recent years. There is also a considerable pro- 


duction of rice. A great part of the State is 
mountainous, the rest consisting of undulating 
country. The whole State is well watered, the 
chief rivers being the Muar and the Linggi, the 
latter of which forms, for some distance, the 
boundary between the State and the territory of 
Malacca. 


Pahang.

Pahang, the largest of the Protected Native 
States, is on the east coast of the Peninsula. Its 
native rulers have for many years looked south- 
ward, of later years to the Colony, for protection 
against their northern neighbours. 

Gunong Tahan, probably the highest summit in 
the Peninsula (nearly 8,000 feet), was ascended 
for the first time in 1905 by Mr. H. C. Robinson ; 
it lies on or near the northern boundary between 
Pahang and Kelantan. 

The State is drained by one of the largest rivers 
in the Peninsula, if not the largest, the Pahang 
River, which is fed by the Lipis, Jelai, Tem- 
beling, Sainantan, Triang, Bara Lui, and other 
rivers. To the north the Kuantan and to the 
south the Rompin and Endau also debouch into 
the China Sea, the last-named forming the bound- 
ary between Pahang and Johore. 

These rivers are unfortunately so shallow ae 
to be navigable for only steam launches and 
other small craft, except in the rainy season ; and 
during the north-east monsoon their mouths are 
difficult of access. 

The country is rich in gold, tin, and galena, and 
several companies under European or Australian 
direction are at work. The capital has hitherto 
been Pekan, near the mouth of the Pahang River, 
where the Sultan still resides, but the seat of 
government has been removed 200 miles up stream 
to Kuala Lipis. A line of telegraph has been 
carried from Sélangor over the dividing range to 
Lipis in this State, and a cart road, 83 miles in 
length, has been constructed from Kuala Kubu,

a daily motor car service on this r A branch 
road has also been made with Government assist- 


ance from Tras to Bentong, a distance of some 20 
miles, for the purpose of opening up the mines

TRANSVAAL. 


Situation and Area. 


The Transvaal lies to the north of the Orange 
River Colony and to the south of Rhodesia, being 
bounded on the west by the Bechuanaland Pro- 
tectorate, and to the east chiefly by the Portu- 
guese possessions, but touching Natal at the 
south-east corner. Its limits stretch from 28°40 
to 22 S. degrees of latitude and between 24°40 
and 32°10 E. in longitude. 

Its area is 111,196 square miles, with a popula- 
tion, according to the census of 17th April, 
1904, of 1,268,716, of whom 299,327 are whites, 
945,498 aboriginal natives, and 23,891 other 
coloured races. The greater part lies high, seldom 
less than 4,000 feet above the sea. The climate is 
healthy, except i in the lower country, to the north 
and east, which is hot and often feverish. The 
winter is the dry, and the summer the wet, season. 
Heavy storms are frequent in summer. 

Swaziland is a dependency of the Government 
of the Transvaal, lying on its eastern border. Its 
extent is 6,536 square miles, and its population 
consists of 84,531 natives and 898 whites. 


History. 

The first European settlers in the Transvaal 
Territory were emigrant Cape farmers. The 
original destination of these emigrants was Natal, 
but upon the annexation of Natal to the English 
Crown, most of them left the new district, and 
turning back over the Drakensberg went, some to 
the Orange River Territory, and others to the 
country beyond the Vaal. In 1848 British sove- 
reignty was extended over the Orange River Ter- 
ritory, but no attempt was made by the British 
Government to exercise authority over its un- 
willing subjects beyond the Vaal, and in January, 
1852, a treaty was made with them, containing @ 
promise that they would not be interfered with in 
the management of their own affairs. This treaty 
is known as the Sand River Convention. The 
emigrants at the time formed three independent 
communities, which did not unite until 1858, when 
they adopted for themselves the name of the South 
African Republic. After fifteen years of somewhat 
chequered hineeeys the people of the Transvaal] 
elected as President the Rev. Thomas Burgers, a 
clergyman of the Dutch Reformed Church, from 
the Cape Colony, and high hopes were entertained 
by many for the future of the Republic under 
his guidance. These hopes were not fulfilled. 
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Misfortunes followed one another in rapid 
uccession, and only ended with the collapse 
f the Government, and the extinction of the 
tepublic. 

e President early conceived the project of a 
-ailway to be made from Delagoa Bay into the 
Republic, to carry its produce profitably to the 
sea; and to promote this project he visited Europe 
in 1875, concluded a treaty with Portugal, and 
essayed to launch a loan of 300,000/. in Amster- 
dam, of which, however, only about 74,000/. were 
subscribed. This money he spentin buying plant 
forthe proposed railway. In the meantimethe Pro- 
visional government of the Republic had drifted 
into a dispute with the Zulu King, Cetewayo, 
touching the boundary of Utrecht Province; and 
on his return the President himself engaged, first 
in a dispute with, and then in actual militar 
operations against, Sikukuni, a Bechuana chief, 
living on the north-east of the Republic, whose 
country was claimed under an ambiguous and not 
very intelligible treaty in the Dutch language, to 
which some Boers had obtained the assent of Siku- 
kuni’s father in the year 1857. The operations 
against Sikukuni, which were upon a large scale, 
looking to the resources of the Republic, and were 
directed in person by the President, ended in failure. 
The Republican field army melted away; a guerilla 
war, however, was continued by asmall mercena 
force, until a peace was concluded early in 1877. 
In the meantime the defeat of the Boers by an insig- 
nificant tribe of an unwarlike branch of the native 
race, and their inability to repair the disaster, 
were producing alarming excitement in the native 
mind, and the peace of South Africa being deemed 
to be in evident danger, Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment despatched Sir Theophilus Shepstone, who 
happened to be in London at the time, to South 
Africa, as a Special Commissioner from Her Ma- 
jesty, to watch events, and take such action as 
migght be necessary to secure the general : 
When Sir Theophilus Shepstone arrived in the 
Transvaal, he considered on a review of al] the cir- 
cumstances that no other course was open to him 
than to proclaim the Queen’s sovereignty. This he 
did on the 12th of April by a proclamation which 
was approved by Her Majesty's Government. 

The annexation of the Transvaal was effected 

j the aid of physical force. Sir T. Shep- 
stone at the time had with him buta few mounted 
policemen; and Her Majesty’s troops did not 
arrive in the province for some time after the 
English Government had been set up, with the 
apparent acquiescence of the public. But subse- 
quently hostile feelings towards the annexation 
were widely manifested, and two deputations were 
sent to England after annexation, to represent 
those who were opposed to that measure and 

desired a withdrawal of the British Government. 
In each case the answer of Her late Majesty’s 
Government was a decided negative. 

In December, 1880, a majority of the Boers took 
ip arms against the Government, and hoisted the 
lag of the South African Republic at Heidelberg. 
te towns held by Imperial troops were imme- 

ately invested, and a detachment of the 94th 

giment, which was being withdrawn from 
anburg to Pretoria, to strengthen the force 
adquarters, was surprised, and after suffer- 
ery heavy loss, compelled to surrender. 
1e towns, however, held out, and SirG. Pomero 
ey, without waiting for reinforcements, col- 
at the small force at his disposal and advanced 
m Maritzburg to relieve them. A large force 
Boers, determined to oppose his entry into the 
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Transvaal, took possession of Laing’s Nek, the 
path by which he had to cross the Drakensberg 


range. 

On the 28th of January the English troops made 
a gallant attempt to carry this pass by storm, but 
they were driven back with heavy loss. The 
Boers followed up this advantage by cutting off 
Sir G. Colley’s communications with Newcastle, 
with a view to prevent his receiving the rein- 
forcements which had been sent out, and were now 
on the way up. To re-open his communications 
he crossed the Ingogo River on the morning of 
the 8th of February, and was immediately attacked 
by the Boers. The action continued all day; at 
nightfall the Boers drew off, and the English 
forces returned to their camp. 

In the meantime strenuous efforts were being 
made by President Brand, of the Orange Free 
State, to bring about an understanding, and in 
reply tothe appeal which he made to Her Majesty's 
Government, they declared that if the Boers would 
desist from ariel opposition to the English troops, 
a scheme would be framed for the permanent 
friendly settlement of all difficulties. This message 
was forwarded to the Boers on the 21st of February, 
in a letter addressed to Mr. Paul Kruger, one of 
their leaders, by General Colley, andan answer was 
required within forty-eight hours. Mr. Kruger 
was away at Rustenburg, and the letter was sent 
unopened to the headquarters of the Boers at 
Heidelberg. Dr. Bok, who was acting as State 
Secretary, sent it on to Mr. Kruger, and replied to 
General Colley that no definite answer could be 
given to the message from Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment until Mr Kruger’s views were known. Dr. 
Bok’s message did not reach the camp at Laing’s 
Nek till the lst of March. On the night of the 
26th of February, General Colley, having received 
no reply to his message, moved out with three 
hundred and fifty men, and took possession of the 
summit of the Majuba Mountain, a spur of the 
Drakensberg, commanding the Boer camp at 
Laing’s Nek. The Boers attacked the mountain 
next day, and carried it by storm, with little loss, 
while only about one-fifth of the defenders escaped, 
the rest being killed, wounded, or taken prisoners. 
Sir G. Pomeroy Colley himself was killed by a 
bullet through his forehead. 

The command now devolved on Sir E. Wood, 
who was at Pietermaritzburg organising the ad- 
vance of the reinforcements, and, at the instance of 
President Brand, an interview took place on the 
6th of March between him and General Joubert, 
who was in command of the Boers at Laing’s Nek, 
which resulted in the conclusion of an armistice, 
with a view to allow time for the receipt of Mr. 
Kruger’s reply to the message of Her Majesty’s 
Government. Mr. Kruger’s answer, written on 
the 28th of February at Heidelberg, was received 
by Sir E. Wood on the 7th of March, and it was 
considered satisfactory. A Po uaety ce 
agreement was signed on the 21st March by Sir E. 
Wood and the representatives of the Boers. The 
terms of the agreement were that Her Majesty’s 
Government should allow the Transvaal self- 
government as regards its own iuterior affairs ; 
that the control and management of the foreign 
relations of the State should be reserved to Her 
Majesty as suzerain ; and that the Government of 
the Transvaal should recognise a British Resident. 
The functions of this officer, and the provisions 
for the protection of the interests of the native 

pulation, were to be determined by Her 
fajesty’s Government on the recommendation of 


a Royal Commission. 
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The Commissioners who were appointed to 
consider the whole question of the settlement of 
the affairs of the Transvaal were Sir H. Robinson, 
Sir E. Wood, and Sir J. H. de Villiers, Chief 
Justice of the Cape Colony ; and President Brand 
was invited to be present at the conferences of the 
Commissioners with the representatives of the 
Boers, as a person friendly to both parties. The 
sittings of the Commission were opened on the 
28th of April at Newcastle, from which they were 
afterwards transferred to Pretoria. The recom- 
mendations of the Commission were submitted in 
detail to Her Majesty's Government, and in the 
result a Convention was framed embodying the 
terms of the peace agreement, assigning the 
boundaries of the State, defining the functions of 
the Resident as analogous to those of a consul- 
general and chargé d’affaires, and conferring upon 
him extensive powers for the protection of the 
interests of the natives in the Transvaal. He also 
formed the medium of communication between 
the Government of the Transvaal and the native 
States on its borders. Stipulations were made 


for the repayment of the sums advanced by Her 


Majesty’s Government in aid of the revenue of the 
‘Transvaal during the occupation; and a sub- 
cominission, composed of the two judges of the 
High Court and Mr. Hudson, the British Resident, 
was appointed to consider claims for compensation 
for losses sustained during the hostilities. 

The Convention was signed on the 3rd of 
August, and on the 8th of that month the Govern- 
ment was handed over to the representatives of 
the Boers. The Convention was finally ratified 
by a duly-elected Volksraad on the 25th of October. 

The Transvaal State, however, showed little 
disposition to acquiesce in the Pretoria Conven- 
tion, and constant trouble occurred on the border, 
especially on the South-Western border, where the 
Bechuanaland tribes suffered severely from the 
incursions of freebooters from the Transvaal, 
which the Transvaal Government entirely failed 
to restrain, and, indeed, endeavoured to turn to 
account by acquiring fresh territory in violation 
of the Convention. In 1884, however, Her 
Majesty’s Government yielded to representa- 
tions of the Transvaal Government an nted 
a new Convention, which was signed in London 
on 27th February, 1884. By it fresh articles 
were substituted for the articles of the Pretoria 
Convention, a point which, as the reservation of 
suzerainty and nt of self-government to the 
Transvaal State both occur in the ‘‘ preamble,” or 
introduction of the Pretoria Convention, became 
of importance in the subsequent controversy 
regarding the status of the South African Repub- 
lic, as the Transvaal State was now called. 

The new Convention provided for the extension 
of the boundary of the Republic on the south- 
west, and abolished the British Resident and all 
direct control over native affairs, the Republic 
being bound, however, by Articles VIII. and XTX. 
to abstain from slavery and fulfil certain pledges 
made to the natives in 1881. 

Article IV. ran as follows:—‘‘The South 
African Republic will conclude no treaty or engage- 
ment with any State or nation other than the 
Orange Free State, nor with any native tribe to the 
eastward or westward of the Republic, until the 
same has been approved by Her Majesty the Queen. 

‘*Such approval shall be considered to have been 
granted if Her Majesty’s Government shall not, 
within six months after receiving a copy of such 
treaty (which shall be delivered to them imme- 
diately upon its completion), have notified that 


the conclusion of such treaty is in conflict with the 
interests of Great Britain orof any of Her Majesty's 
possessions in South Africa.” 

Article XIV. said that ‘‘all persons, other than 
natives, conforming themselves to the laws of the 
South African Republic (a) will have full liberty, 
with their families, to enter, travel, or reside in 
any ag of the South African Republic; (6) they 
will be entitled to hire or possess houses, manufac- 
tories, warehouses, shops, and premises ; (c) they 
may carry on their commerce either in person or 
by any agents whom they may think fit toemploy ; 
(d) they will not be subject, in respect of their 
persons or property, or in respect of their commerce 
or industry, to any taxes, whether general or local, 
other than those which are or may be imposed upon 
citizens of the said Republic.” 

The concession of a larger degree of indepen- 
dence did not, however, prevent further trouble in 
Bechuanaland, while in Zululand adventurers 
from the Transvaal succeeded, by interfering in 
native disputes, in acquiring a large part of the 
country, where they formed a new State called the 
New Republic, the incorporation of which in the 
South African Republic was ultimately allowed by 
Her Majesty’s Government in 1888. A trek tothe 
north into Rhodesia in 1890 was only prevented 
with difficulty ; while the efforts of the Govern- 
ment of the Republic to extend its influence in 
Swaziland resulted in 1894 in the recognition by 
Her Majesty’s Government of its protectorate over 
that country. 

The Transvaal, which had been bankrupt in 
1877, when it was annexed, remained for some 
years after the retrocession in great financial 
difficulties. From these, however, it was not only 
saved, but raised to an unprecedented height of 
prosperity by the development by immigrants, 
chiefly British subjects, of the sold industry on 
the Witwatersrand, which began to grow soon 
after the signature of the London Convention. 
The progress achieved is clearly reflected in the 
fact that the revenue of the Republic, which, in 
1885, amounted to 177,877/., had risen in 1890 to 
1,229, 061/., reaching 3,329, 958/. in 189%. Unfortu- 
nately, the Republic, instead of welcoming the new- 
comers, who had thus increased the property of the 
country, adopted a repressive policy towards 
them. From 1890 to 1894 legislation was rassed 
restricting the grant of the franchise, which at the 
time of the Pretoria Convention had been open to 
all settlers after a year’s residence, and since 1882, 
after five years’ residence, until it became 
practically unattainable to the ordinary immigrant. 
At the same time the abuses of the Administration, 
among which the Uitlander population i 
reckoned the grant of concessions and monopolies, 
and against one of which, the dynamite monopoly, 
Her Majesty’s Government entered in 1869 a 
i aes protest, created much discontent among 
the new population. 

In 1894 the discontent assumed a threatening 


| aspect, owing to the commandeering of British 


subjects to fight in a native war, but this ques- 
tion was arranged by the High Commissioner, 
Lord Loch, who visited Pretoria at that time; 
other questions, however, remained wnsettled. 
In 1895 the action of the Government of the South 
African Republic in closing the drifts by which 
trade entered the Transvaal from the Ca 

brought the Republic to the verge of war with 
Great Britain. Towards the end of 1896, a revo- 
lutionary movement was set on foot in Johannes- 
burg. the 29th of ; December, however, 
Dr. Jameson croesed the'border of the Transvaag]) 
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on his disastrous raid, and was defeated, and 
surrendered at Krugersdorp on the 2nd January, 
1896. The High Commissioner, Sir Hercules 
Robinson, hurried to Pretoria, and by his inter- 
mediation Johannesburg laid down its arms. 

President Kruger, at the time of the raid, had 
issued Proclamations promising to consider the 
redress of grievances, and laying down the prin- 
ciple, ‘‘ Forget and Forgive.” Little result, how- 
ever, beyond the erection of an unsatisfactory 
municipality, followed his promises of reform ; 
while the action of the vernment of the 
Republic in disregarding the London Convention 
gave rise to questions with Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment. In addition to infringing Art. IV., the 
Republic passed in 1896 an Aliens’ Immigration 
Restriction Law, which Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment contended was in violation of Art. XIV., 
and the law was repealed next year. 

In 1897 the Government, in consequence of the 
complaints of the mining industry, appointed a 
commission of inquiry, whose report showed 
clearly the existence of very serious maladministra- 
tion. Little or no reform, however, resulted. 

The dissatisfaction which the Uitlanders mani- 
feated with the treatment which they received 
was brought toa high pitch by the shooting of 
an Englishman named Edgar by a policeman at 
Johannesburg on the 18th of December, 1898, and 
the action of the authorities in the matter, followed 
by the acquittal of the accused, aroused great ex- 
citement on the Rand—and, indeed, throughout 
the English-speaking part of South Africa. A 
petition, signed by 21,000 British subjects, callin 
attention to the grievances of the Uitlanders, an 
asking for the protection of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, was addressed to the Queen in March, 1899. 
The Government of the South African Republic at 
this time appeared to recognise the need for reform 
by proposing some slight alterationsin the franchise 
law, but their negotiations, conducted with some 
of the leaders of the mining industry, broke down 
because the latter insisted that the Uitlander popu- 
lation generally must be consulted, and the Govern- 
ment repudiated responsibility for their negotiators. 
Her Majesty’s Government, ina despatch dated 10th 
May, represented the grievances of the Uitlanders 
to the Government of the South African Republic, 
and urged that they should be redressed, proposin 
a conference between the High Commissioner an 
the President. Before, however, the despatch was 
presented, Sir A. Milner, on the invitation of the 
President of the Orange Free State, met President 
Kruger at Bloemfontein on the 3lst of May, and 
pbs the grant of the franchise to the Uit- 

nders to relieve the situation. The proposals of 
the President were quite inadequate for the purpose 
of giving any substantial and immediate representa- 
tion, and it being therefore useless, in Sir A. Milner’s 
opinion, to discuss other outstanding questions, the 
Conference broke up on the 5th of June. 

After successive proposals, and after Her 
Majesty’s Government had asked that, if these 
proposals were to form any element in the settle- 
ment of differences between the two Govern- 
ments, full particulars might be furnished, a fran- 
chise law, giving a seven years’ retrospective 
franchise, was passed by the Volksraad without 
reference to Her Majesty’s Government, and came 
into operation on 26th July. This law was an 
improvement on any previous proposal, but there 
was good ground for doubting whether it did not 
contain many provisions which would render it 
illusory in actual practice, and Her Majesty’s 
Government, therefore, in a despatch of the 27th 


July, a summary of which waa telegraphed on 
the same day to the High Commissioner, proposed 
a joint inquiry as to whether it would give ‘‘imme- 
diate and substantial representation.” A note 
based on this proposal was communicated to the 
South African ublic on the 2nd August, but the 
Government of the Republic were extremely un- 
willing to accept the joint inquiry, and an alter- 
native pro for a five years’ franchise was made 
in August by the State Attorney, Mr. Smuts, to 
Her Majesty's Agent, Mr. Greene, on three assump- 
tions. These assumptions were (1) that Her 
Majesty's Government would not in future 
interfere in the internal affairs of the Republic; 
(2)that Her Majesty’s Government would not insist 
further upon the assertion of suzerainty, the con- 
troversy being allowed tacitly todrop(this point had 
acquired special importance since the South African 
Republic, on the 9th May, had claimed the status 
of a sovereign international state) ; (3) that arbitra- 
tion without a foreign element should be conceded. 

The proposal was put forward in writing by the 
Republic in notes dated the 19th and 21st August, 
and the three ‘‘ assumptions” were put forward as 
express conditions. To these notes Her Majesty’s 
Government replied, on the 28th August, that they 
could not bind themselves never to intervene again, 
but they expressed the hope that further interven- 
tion would be unnecessary if the franchise was 

ted. As to suzerainty they referred to their 
espatch in which they had intimated their refusal 
to continue the discussion ; and as to arbitration, 
they agreed to discuss the form of atribunal. The 
South African Republic, thereupon, in notes of the 
1st and 2nd September, withdrew their five years’ 
offer, and officially declared their objections to the 
joint inquiry, which they represented was an inter- 
ference with the independence of the country. Her 
Majesty’s Government then (8th September. being 
convinced by accumulating evidence of the unwork- 
able character of the law which had been passed, 
while maintaining their position as regards inter- 
ference and suzerainty, declared that they would be 
satisfied with a franchise on the five years’ basis if 
shown by an inquiry, either unilateral or joint, not 
to be encumbered with impossible conditions. If 
this was acceded to they were hie to have a 
conference about arbitration, etc., but, failing 
acceptance, they would have to formulate their 
own proposals for a final settlement. To this the 
Government of the Republicreplied by maintaining 
their withdrawal of the five years’ franchise unless 
accepted with the conditions above stated, and 
called on Her Majesty's Government to revert to 
the pro 1 for a Joint Commission on the seven 
ears’ franchise. On the 22nd of September Her 
Majesty’s Government repeated their views, and 
stated that their own proposals for a settlement 
would be formulated later. 

Aftersome correspondence between the President 
of the Orange Free State and the High Commis- 
sioner, in which the High Commissioner, as late as 
the 5th of October, said that any definite proposal 
would still be considered, the South African Re- 
public, without waiting for Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment to formulate their proposals, handed to the 
British Agent an ultimatum, dated 9th Octoher, 
requiring the instant withdrawal of British troops 
on the pordars of the Republic, and the removal 
of all reinforcements which had arrived in South 
Africa since the lst of June, and demanding an 
answer by five o'clock on the 11th of October. It 
was deemed impossible by Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment to discuss such a demand, and war broke out 
accordingly. The Orange Free State, in pursuance 
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of a resolution passed on the 27th of September, 
aN in ita lot with the Transvaal. 

eat exodus from the Rand had begun some 
‘eae fore the actual outbreak of war, the Govern- 
ment of the Republic having been commandeering 
and making other preparations for war, and so 
much distress resulted from the crowding of thou- 
sands of homeless refugees into the British Colonies 
that relief funds were started in this countr 

On the outbreak of war, the Boers jnmedintel 
invaded British territory. to the south-east and 
west of the Republics. The operations on the 
western side were chiefly concerned with the in- 
vestment of Mafeking and Kimberle Meantime 
the main body of the Boers invaded Natal under 
General Joubert. The first considerable engage- 
ment of the war occurred at Dundee on the 20th 
of October, where General Symons attacked and 
repulsed a Boer commando. On the 21st of 
October the British army at Ladysmith attacked 
a Boer commando at Elandslaagte, and inflicted 
a severe defeat. On the 30th Sir G. White made 
a@ reconnaissance from Ladysmith, and during the 
engagement which then took place two battalions 
and a mountain battery were cut off and captured 
hy the Boers. Ladysmith was then surrounded 
by the Boers and communication cut. On the 
3rd of November Colenso was evacuated, and the 
garrison there fell back on Estcourt. 

Meanwhile troops were on the way from Eng- 
land. The Governments of Canada and of all the 
Australian Colonies offered the services of con- 
tingents, and the offer was gratefully accepted 
the despatch of troops from the different calories 
was rapidly organised, and they left amidst en- 
thusiastic demonstrations of loyalty. Offers of 
troops were also made by several of the Crown 
Colonies, and by the Federated Malay States, and 
contingents of mounted Volunteers were accepted 
from India and Ceylon. 

As the troops from England arrived, a move for- 
ward was made in two directions. A Natal reliet 
column prepared for an advance to the relief of 
Ladysmith. Sir Redvers Buller, who was in chief 
command of the British forces, left Capetown for 
Natal to direct the general plan of advance, and 
by the end of November the British forces had 
arrived near Colenso. On December 15th, Sir R. 
Buller made an attack on the enemy and attempted 
to cross the Tugela at Colenso, but he had to retire 
to his camp at Chieveley after sufferin cheer es in 
casualties and abandoning a large number of 
On the western side a force under Lord Methuen 

ushed up along the railway to the relief of 
Kimberley. On the 23rd of November he attacked 
the Boers at Belmont and dispersed them. Two 
days later he pushed asidea further force at Enslin, 

and on the 28th November he forced a large body 
of the enemy to evacuate a strong position at the 
Modder River. He was then delayed for some 
days whilst the bridge over the Modder was 
being reconstructed and reinforcements and stores 
sent uptohim. On December 11th he attacked the 
enemy at Magersfontein, but was unsuccessful in 
carrying the position, and fell back on the Modder 
River. The losses in the engagement were heavy. 

The northern borders of Cape Colony, where 
there were a few British garrisons, were invaded hy 
parties of Orange Free State Boers, with the 
apparent object of gaining recruits from the Dutch 
residents in the Colony, in which they were par- 
tially successful. General Gatacre, on his arrival, 
took command of the British troops in these 
districts. His first important action took place on 
the 10th of December, when he was unsuccessful 
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in a night attack on Stormberg, having to retire 
with the loas of over 600 men captured. 

On the receipt of news of the capture of the 
battalions at Ladysmith orders were at once given 
for the despatch of further reinforcements from 
England. e repulses experienced early in Dec- 
ember made it necessary to take further measures. 
On the 7th of the month it was announced that 
Field-Marshal Lord Roberts would go out to take 
supreme command at the Cape, leaving Sir R. 
Buller to confine his attention to the operations in 
Natal ; Lord Kitchener was appointed Chief of the 
Staff to Lord Roberts. Large reinforcements were 
ordered out from England, and further help offered 
by Australia and Canada was gladly accepted. 

Lord Roberts reached Modder River on 9th 
February, 1900, and General French relieved 
Kimberley on the 16th. General Cronjé was 
caught up and surrendered with all his force on the 
27th. Ladysmith, after two unsuccessful attempts, 
was relieved by General Buller on the 28th of the 
same month. Lord Roberts reached Bloemfontein 
on the 13th of March,and Pretoriaon the5th of June. 

The Sat abies: was annexed to Her Majesty's 
dominions by a Proclamation which Lord Roberts 
issued at Belfast on the lst of September, 1900, 
Lord Roberts becoming Administrator, in which 
office he was succeeded on his departure from South 
Africa atthe end of the year by Sir Alfred Milner. 
The intention of Her Majesty’s Government with 
regard to the future Constitution of the Colony 
was outlined in Mr Chamberlain’s speech in the 
House of Commons on December 7th, 1900. Sir A. 
Milner (now Lord Milner) was selected for the post 
of Governor of the Transvaal and of the Orange 
River Colony, an office which he combined with 
that of High Commissioner for South Africa. 

The Transvaal Colony remained the scene of 
military operations till May, 1902, when on the 
last day of that month Articles of Peace were 

ed on behalf of the Governments concerned. 
e document was as follows :— 


‘‘Army Headquarters, South Africa. 


General Lord Kitchener of Khartoum, Com- 
manding -in- Chief, and His Excellency Lord 
Milner, High Commissioner, on behalf of the 
British Government, and Messrs. S. W. Burger, 
F. W. Reitz, oon Botha, J. H. De la Rey, L. J. 
Meyer, and J. C. Krogh, Tembiie the Govern- 
ment of the South African Republic, and Messrs. 
C. R. de Wet W. J.C. Biobace: J. B. M. Hert- 
zog, and C. H. Olivier, acting as the Government of 
the Orange Free State, on behalf of their respective 
burghers, desirous to terminate the present 
hostilities, agree on the following Articles :— 


1. The Burgher forces in the field will forth- 
with lay down their arms, handing over all guna, 
rifles, and munitions of war, in their possession or 
under their control, and desist from any further 
resistance to the authority of His Majesty 
King Edward VII., whom they recognise as their 
lawful Sovereign. 

The manner and details of this surrender wil 
be arranged between Lord Kitchener and Com- 
mandant-General Botha, Assistant Commandant- 
Sieh De la Rey, and Chief Commandant 

e Wet. 


2. Burghers in the field outside the limits of 
the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, and all 
prisoners of war at present outside South Africa 
who are burghers, will, on duly declaring their 
acceptance of the position of subjects of His 
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Majesty King Edward VII., be gradually brought 
back to their homes as soon as transport can 
be provided and their means of subsistence 
ensured. 


3. The burghers so surrendering or so returning 
will not be deprived of their personal liberty or 
their property. 

4. No proceedings, civil or criminal, will be 
taken against any of the burghers so surrendering 
or so returning for any acts in connection with the 
prosecution of the war. The benefit of this Clause 
will not extend to certain acts contrary to the 
usage of war which have been notified by the 
Commander-in-Chief to the Boer Generals, and 
which shall be tried by court-martial immediately 
after the close of hostilities. 


5. The Dutch language will be taught in 
ublic schools in the Transvaal and the Orange 
River Colony where the parents of the children 
desire it, and will be allowed in courts of law 
when necessary for the better and more effectual 
administration of justice. 


6. The ession of rifles will be allowed in 
the Transvaal and Orange River Colony to persons 
requiring them for their protection, on taking out 
a license according to law. 


7. Military administration in the Transvaal 
and Orange River Colony will at the earliest 
possible date be succeeded by civil government, 
und, as soon as circumstances permit, representa- 
tive institutions, leading up to self-government, 
will be introduced. 


8. The question of granting the franchise to 
natives will not be decided until after the intro- 
duction of self-government. 


9. No special tax will be imposed on landed 
property in the Transvaal and Orange River 
Colony to defray the expenses of the war. 


10. As soon as conditions permit, a Com- 
mission, on which the local inhabitants will be 
represented, will be appointed in each district of 
the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, under 
the presidency of a magistrate or other official, 
for the pur of assisting the restoration of the 
people to their homes and supplying those who, 
owing to war losses, are unable to provide for 
themselves, with food, shelter, and the necessary 
amount of seed, stock, implements, etc., indispen- 
sable to the resumption of their normal 
conditions. 

His Majesty’s Government will place at the 


dis 1 of these Commissions a sum of three 
million pounds sterling for the above purposes, 
and will allow all notes, issued under Law No. 1 


of 1900, of the Government of the South African 
Republic, and all receipts given by the officers in 
the field of the late Republics or under their 
orders, to be presented to a Judicial Commission 
which will be appointed by the Government, and 
if such notes and receipts are found by this 
Commission to have been duly issued in return for 
valuable consideration, they will be received by 
the first-named Commissions as evidence of war 
losses suffered by the persons to whom they were 
originally given. In addition to the above-named 
free grant of three million pounds, His Majesty’s 
Government will be prepared to make advances 
as loans for the same purpose, free of interest for 
two years, and afterwards repayable over a period 
of years, with three per cent. interest.

Prior to this, the Civil Administration was partly 
organisecl ona provisional basis, resident magistrates 
and district Commissioners having been appointed 
in many districts. Numerous proclamations were 
issued to provide for administrative requirements, 
and amongst those issued in 1902 may be men- 
tioned those making provision for the acquisition 
of lands for public purposes (Proclamation 7), plac- 
ing subsidised schools under the control of the 
Director of Education (9), amending the law relat- 
ing to the registration of deeds (10), levying a tax of 
10 per cent. on the annual net produce of gold- 
bearing produce (34), regulating the registration 
of mining rights (35, amended by Ordinance 6 of 
1902), and several relating to the administration of 
justice. On the 21st of June, 1902, Letters 
Patent were published constituting the Govern- 
ment of the Transvaal, and providing for an 
Executive and a Legislative Council, the members 
of which are to be appointed by the Crown; 
the subsequent legislation being accordingly by 
Ordinance. 

On the 3lst March, 1905, Letters Patent were 
— providing for the constitution of a 

2gislative Assembly to consist of the Lieut.- 
Governor and not less than six or more than nine 
official members, and (provisionally) not less 
than thirty or more ‘hati thirty-five elected 
members. The work of the preparation of a 
Voters’ Roll is at present proceeding, and it is 
crpeores that an election will be held in June, 


On 23rd March, 1903, a Customs Agreement was 
signed, under which the Transvaal and Southern 
Rhodesia entered the Customs Union, the result 
being that a common tariff was established for 
all the South African Colonies. All transit dues 
were abolished, and considerable reductions were 
made in through railway rates. The list of South 
African products which are carried over the rail- 
ways at preferential rates—this constituting a 
second line of Protection—was reduced from 110 
to 58 articles. A rebate is nted on articles 
manufactured in the United Kingdom of 25% of 
the duty in certain cases and of the whole duty 
in those cases where it is 244 ad valorem (iron- 
mongery, etc.); a similar rebate may be made to 
any British colony giving equivalent reciprocal 
privileges to the Union. 


Ratlways. 

The lines of the Netherlands Railway Company 
(Nederlandsche Zuid Afrikaansche Spoorweg 
Maatschappij), a company formed at Amsterdam 
in 1887, were at the time of the outbreak of war 
717 miles long, consisting of lines connecting the 
Rand and Pretoria with the Cape and Orange Free 
State systems, with Natal and with Delagoa Bay. 
The line from the Cape reached Johannesburg in 
1892, and is 50 miles long from the Vaal to 
Johannesburg. TheCconnections with Natal (border 
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to Johannesburg, 169 miles) and Delagoa Bay (from 
Portuguese border to Johannesburg, 340 miles) 
were opened in 1895. There were also existing 
branches from Springs through Johannesburg to 
Klerksdorp (147 miles), and from Kaupmuiden 
to Barberton (35 miles). The Pretoria-Pietersburg 
line, which originally belonged to a London 
company, is 177 miles long and was opened for 
traffic in October, 1898. On the lst July, 1905, 
the length of open lines in the Transvaal, includi 
double track from Brahpan to Krugersdorp, an 
from Union to Germiston, also a third track, 
Germiston to Jeppa, was 1,128 miles, and 369 
miles were under construction, viz. :—

All these lines now come under the Central 
South African Railways Administration. * 
ae edge has ee with the cor parrt 

mpany, under which the Com provide the 
funds for the construction by the Central South 
African Railways of a line between Fourteen 
Streams and Klerksdorp. The estimated coset is 
788,464. The Company will control the line, but 
after five years the railways have the option of 
expropriating it. This line will bring Johannesburg 
310 miles from Kimberley, the present line via De 
Aar being 661 miles, and also reduces the distance 
to Port Elizabeth by 153 miles. 

The first-class fare from Ca Town to 
Pretoria is 97. 14s. 4d., 100lbs. luggage free ; 
second-class, 7/. 4s. 1ld., 75lbs. free. 


Agriculture. 

A Lands Department was establishedin 1902, and 
deals with the acquisition of land for the purposes 
of settlement, the importation of cattle for re- 
stocking, and the various subjects important to 
scientific farming. A sum of 1,200,000/. has been 
appropriated from loan funds to land settlement, 
oF which about 500,000/. has been spent on the 
purchase of land, and 250,000/. on the purchase of 
stock and equipment and in loans to settlers. The 
year 1904-5 was less favourable to farmers than 
the preceding year, the rainfall being below the 
average. 

Local Government. 


Four Ordinances were enacted in 1903, which 
provided for the establishment of local authorities 
throughout the Colony and entrusted them with 
extensive powers. Interference by the Govern- 
ment is practically limited to the powers of audit 
and to the sanction of large schemes and the 
alienation of land. The basis of municipal quali- 
fication is the ownership of real property to the 
value of 100/., or the tenancy of premises of the 
value of 300/., or annual value of 24/., but the 
franchise is not extended to aliens or to coloured 
British subjects. Thirty-five municipalities have 
already been established, and considerable pro- 
gress in the improvement of the towns has been 
made. In 1904 (seven) and in 1905 (four) further 
Ordinances dealing with local government were 
passed. The most important of these was 
Ordinance No. 48 of 1904, under which the six 


* See under ‘‘South Africa.”’ 
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municipalities of the Witwatersrand and the 
Chamber of Mines were enabled to establish the 
Rand Water Board, a joint committee of those 
constituent authorities for ubtaining and supplying 
water in bulk. Norural local authorities have as 
yet been established. 


Education. 

The enrolment in the 382 Government ele- 
mentary schools upon the 30th June, 1905, was 
27,533. The grand total of scholars receiving 
education in Government schools, including high 
schools in Pretoria, Johannesburg and Potchef- 
stroom, and secondary schools in the smaller 
towns of the Colony, was 29,402. The Technical 
Institute in Johannesburg provided education of 
university standard (chiefly in subjects connected 
with mining and engineering) to over 50 students.

The balance on the 30th June, 1906, taking the 
above. figures into account; was £590, 664. 
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During Mr. Chamberlain’s stay in Johannes- 
burg, an arrangement was made between him and 
a large representative body of the colonists that 
a loan of 35,000,000/. should be issued, guaranteed 
by the Imperial Government, and secured on the 

eral revenue of the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colonies, bearing interest at 37% per annum, 
with a sinking fund of 1%. It was understood 
that the proceeds of this loan would be used for 
the extinction of liabilities, the purchase of public 
works and railways, and other local requirements. 
It was further understood that a further loan of 
30,000,000/., bearing interest at 4%, should be 
issued, and that the proceeds of this loan should 
be paid to the Imperial Government as a con- 
tribution towards the cost of the war. This 
issue was to take place in three instalments of 
10,000,000/., at an interval of at least twelve 
months between each, and the first instalment 
was to be raised about January, 194, the success 
of this issue being guaranteed by certain South 
African firms. The loan was to be a charge on 
the general revenue of the Transvaal. 

The necessary legislation having been passed in 
the Imperial Parliament and the local Legislature, 
the first of these loans, to the extent of 30,000,000/., 
was issued (at par) in May, 1903. Throughout 
this year, however, there was considerable de- 
pression in the Colony, and, as this state of things 
continued, His Majesty’s Government have not 
pressed for the raising of the second or war loan. 

The balance of the 35,009,0007. loan (5,000, (}00Z. ) 
was raised about the middle of 1904. This loan 
was put up to tender, and realised an average 
price of 98/. 10s. 3d. By that time the whole of 
the first issue had been practically expended, 
counting in the amounts ear-marked for definite 
impending liabilities—such as the redemption of 
the shares of the Netherlands Railway Company.

The heavy task of repairing the ravages of war 

and relieving the necessities of all classes of 

ple in the new Colonies was dealt with from 
our funds, viz :— 

1. The 3,000,000/. mentioned in the Terms of 
Surrender, and paid as a free grant from Imperial 
funds. 

2. 5,000, 0002. appropriated for ‘‘repatriation 
and compensation” from the ranteed loan. 
Both of these funds were fully spent by the 
middle of 1904, and a debit of about , 0002. 
incurred ; the expenditure had, however, almost 
ceased, and it is anticipated that the debit will 
eventually be extinguished by the ag hc for 
ge ar made in excess of the 3,000, 0000. 

2,000,0002. allotted to compensation to 
‘* British subjects, foreign subjects, and natives.” 
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.This, like (1), was a free grant from Imperial 
funds. More than half of it was paid by the 
30th April, 1904, to persons who had suffered 
losses from the war, at the rate of 13s. 4d. in the 
pound on their assessed losses, and it is anticipated 
that the final instalment will bring the rate up 
to 17s. 4d., a very remarkable degree of com- 
pensation. 200, 00W. has been provisionally set 
aside for natives. 


4. 2,000,000. paid by the War Office for 
disbursement to the ‘‘ protected burghers,” bei 
men to whom the military authorities ha 
incurred some special obligation. 

To this was added a further sum of 2,500,000/. 
to discharge the military receipts given during 
the war. This must be distinguished from the 
previous funds, asit was required for the payment 
of debts which formed part of the expenses of 
the war; the payments, however, in common 
with those under the previous heads, assisted 
the people to re-build, re-stock. and make a fresh 
start in their occupations. The amount actually 
paid has slightly exceeded the 2, 500,000/. 

Thus the total amount provided for relief was 
14,500,000/., of which 2,500,0007. was in payment 
for goods received. 

When the guaranteed loan was about to be 
issued, several difficulties arose as to the alloca- 
tion of the proceeds, as there were various 
matters in which both of the new Colonies were 
interested, and it was accordingly decided to 
treat the railways as the joint property of the 
two Colonies, and to establish a common fund 
for that and the like common services. For 
these pur the Inter-Colonial Council was 
constituted. (See under ‘‘South Africa.”) The 
revenue of this body for the year 1904-5 was 
2,852,074/., which included railway receipts of 
1,760,789/., and contributions from the Transvaal 
and Orange River Colony of 995,000/., the arrange- 
ment being that these contributions are (unless the 
Secretary of State decides otherwise) to be in 
proporion lo their respective customs receipts 
or the preceding year. The expenditure was 
2,810,984/., the principal items being :—Service of

The Transvaal stood, before the outbreak of the 
war, at the head of the gold-producing countries 
of the world. The production, which in 1887 
amounted to a value of 169,401/., rose steadily 
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until 1898, when it reached a value of 16,240, 6302.

Almost the whole production is from reef, 
the alluvial gold being inconsiderable in amount. 
In 1897, the average number of persons employed 
by gold mines was 9,530 whites and 69,127 natives. 
These numbers rose to 12,000 and 107,000 just 
before the war in 1899, but then fell to about 
10,000 and 45,000 in December, 1902. In August, 
1905, the whites numbered 17,429 and the natives 
100,081. The wages in 1904 were from 20s. a day 
for skilled white workmen, and 52s. monthly for 
natives; the latter are also provided with housing 
and food, at a cost of about 10s. per month each. 
Chinese labourers were imported under an 
ordinance passed in February, 1904, and at the end 
of 1905 over 47,000 were on the Rand ; the scheme 
was then stopped by H.M.’s Government, pending 
a decision as to the grant of responsible government 
to the colony; but outstanding licences for the 
importation of 14,700 Chinese could not be 
interfered with. 

The main reef on the Witwatersrand, con- 
tinuously traced, measures about 62 miles, and 
between 1887 and the end of June, 1905, produced 
about 134,202,244/. of gold. Since the British 
occupation great activity has been displayed in 
boring operations, especially in the far eastern and 
western extensions of the Rand; but in the out- 
side districts prospecting is for promising quartz 
and for other surface indications. Considerable 
prospecting for diamonds is being carried on in 
the Pretoria district. The Premier (Transvaal) 
Diamond Mining Company is now one of the 
largest diamond producers of the world; its pro- 
duction up to the end of June, 1905, being 
1,456,345 carats. The total value of the diamonds 
produced in the Transvaal since the war is as

TRINIDAD. 


Sttuation and Area. 


The island of Trinidad lies about 16 miles to the 
eastward of Venezuela, between 10° 3’ and 10° 50’ 
N. latitude, and 61° 39 and 62° W. longitude 
from Greenwich. Its average length is about 48 
miles, and its average breadth 35 miles, and 
its area is 1,754 square miles. It is se ted 
from the continent of America by the Gulf of 
Paria, into which fall the northern mouths 
of the Orinoco. The distance between Chaca- 
chacare, the most westerly of the Bocas Islands, 
in which the north-western peninsula of the 
island terminates, and the Venezuelan promontory 
on the other side of the strait is only seven miles. 
The Colony includes the island of Tobago (formerly 
in the Windward Islands), which was amalgamated 
with Trinidad by an Order in Council under the 
Act 50 & 51 Vict.,c. 44, onlst Jan., 1889. By a 
further Order in Council of the 20th of Oct., 1898, 
it was provided that, on a date to be fixed by 
proclamation of the Governor of Trinidad and 
lobago, the island of Tobago should be award of the 
Colony of Trinidad and Tobago ; that the revenue, 
expenditure, and debt of Tobago should be merged 
in those of the united colony, and that the debt 
due from Tobago to Trini should be cancelled. 
A proclamation was issued bringing these pro- 
visions into force from the lst January, 1899. 


History. 

Trinidad was first discovered by Columbus, on 
his third voyage, on the 3lst July, 1498; and taken 
possession of by him for the crown of Spain. No 
Governor was, however, appointed by the king of 
Spain until 1532, and even then, and for many years 
ateorwands the Spanish colonists had the greatest 
difficulty in maintaining a footing in the island. 
It was visited by Sir Robert Dudley, and by 
Sir Walter Raleigh in 1595, who signalised his 
visit by burning the newly-founded town of 
St. Joseph, and it was included in the Earl of 
Montgomery’s grant, 1628. In 1640 it was raided 
by the Dutch, and again in 1677 and 1690 by the 
Frenoh. Towards the end of the 17th and the 
beginning of the 18th centuries, cocoa was largely 
and successfully cultivated, but a blight fell upon 
the plantations about 1725, and Trinidad made 
scarcely on pose until 1783, when, in con- 
sequence of the representations made to the 
Court of Madrid by M. Rome de St. Laurent, 
a French planter of Grenada, who, when on a visit 
to the island, had been struck by its extraordinary 
fertility, a Royal cedula or proclamation was 
issued, by which extraordinary advantages were 
offered to foreigners of all nations’to settle in 
‘Trinidad, the sole condition imposed, and that not 
very strictly insisted upon, being that they should 
profess the Roman Catholic religion. The conse- 
quence of this proclamation was a large influx of 
population, which was soon augmented by many 
French families, who were driven from St. 
Domingo and elsewhere by the terrible events of 
the French Revolution, and to this cause is to be 
traced the preponderance of the French element 
in a colony which never belonged to France. 

On the 12th February, 1797, Great Britain bein 
then at war with Spain, a British expedition saile 
from Martinique for the reduction of Trinidad. 

The expedition resulted in the surrender of the 
island to His Majesty’s forces, and on the 18th 
February, 1797, the articles of capitulation were 
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signed by Sir R. Abercromby, Admiral Harvey, 
and Chacon, the Spanish Governor. 

In 1802 it was finally ceded to the Crown of 
Great Britain by the Treaty of Amiens. 

The population of Trini and Tobago, by the 
census of 1901, was 255,148. The white popula- 
tion is chiefly composed of English, Germans, 
French, and Spanish, and there is also a large

Constitution. 


The Government is administered by a Governor, 
with an Executive Council of six members. The 
legislative body is the Legislative Council of 
Trinidad and Tobago, which was reconstituted in 
1898, and now consists of the Governor, the 
Colonial Secretary, the Attorney-General, tlie 
Commandant of Local Forces, the Solicitor. 
General, the Auditor-General, the Director of 
Public Works, the Surgeon-General, the Protector 
of Immigrants, the Receiver-General, and the 
Collector of Customs, and of such other persons 
(unofficial members) as the Governor may 
appoint. The unofficial members hold _ their 
seats for five years, and are at present eleven in 
number. 

Generil Description. 

The north coast is rock bound through its whole 
extent, the east coast is so exposed to the surf 
as to be almost unapproachable, while the south 
coast is steep in most parts; only on the west 
coast is there a good natural harbour, at Chaguar- 
amas. The whole Gulf of Paria, however, is 
so shut in and sheltered as to afford a most safe 
anchorage. 

There are three ranges of hills running roughly 
east and west, the most northerly fringing the 
north coast, and rising in Tucuche to 3,000 feet, 
the central range runs south-west from Man- 
zanilla point to San Fernando, and the southern 
runs parallel and near to the south coast. There 
are numerous rivers, but none of them of 
any size or navigable, and all running east or 
west. 

The soil is varied, extremely fertile, and excel- 
lently adapted to the growth of tropical products, 
more particularly of sugar and cacao, which are 
its staples. The quantities exported in 1904-5 
were: Sugar, 951,553 cwts.; and cocoa, 426,412 
cwts. Molasses, rum, bitters, coconuts, balata 
gum, and asphalt are also exported. 

The chief imports are textiles, flour, and rice. 
dried fish and meat, hardware, machinery, and 
lumber. Gold is imported from Venezuela to the 
extent of about a million sterling annually, and 
reshipped to Europe. A little more than a thin 
and a fourth of the whole trade of the Colony is 
with the United Kingdom and the United States 
of America respectively. 

The climate of Trinidad is healthy, and by no 
means hurtful to Europeans, provided they tak 
reasonable precautions. The average rainfall fe 
the last 43 vears, 1862 to 1904, was 65°44 inche 
The mean temperature during the year 1904-6 
770 Fahr., the maximum being 87°8 in May, » 
the minimum 65°7 in February, and the rai 
56°43 inches. 

The island is divided into eight counties. 

The chief town and principal port is Por! 
Spain (population by the census of 1901, 54,10:

68 vessels registered. Ten miles of electric tram- 
way and 500 miles of telephone have been 
constructed in Port of Spain. The latter also 
extends to some of the country districts. 

The borough of Port of Spain was placed on 
the lst January, 1899, under the management of 
four Commissioners, styled ‘‘The Port of Spain 
Town Commissioners,” constituted under an 
Ordinance passed on the 20th of December, 1898 
(No. 1 of 1899). The Commissioners are Hon. 
R. G. Bushe (Chief Commissioner), Hon. G. 
Goodwille, Mr. Léon Agostini, and Mr. D. B. 
Horsford. 

The next town and port is San Fernando (popu- 
lation in 1901 (census), 7,613), about 30 miles south 
from Port of Spain. 

San Fernando has an elective municipal council 
and mayor. The chief source of revenue in both 
boroughs is a rate on property. 

A charter of incorporation has been granted to 
Arima, an inland town about 16 miles from Port 
of Spain (population in 1901 (census), 4,076). The 
total municipal revenue of the three boroughs in 
1904-5 was 41,768/., the expenditure 44,811/., and 
the debt, borough of San Fernando excepted, was 
32,000/. on the 31st March, 1{4)5. 

A pitch lake, 114 acres in extent, is situated in 
the ward of La Brea, distant by water about 30 
miles from Port of Spain; it 1s of considerable 
value. It was originally leased to an American 
Company, but is now carried on by English Con- 
cessionaires, the terms being that the Company 
pays an annual sum of 10,000/., and a royalty on 
the output in excess of 30,000 tons. The lease is 
for 21 years from 1st of January, 1888, which has 
since been extended for a further term of 2] years 
from February, 1949, conditional on an additional 
payment of 4,000/. a year for each year of such 
extension. 

The revenue derived from the Pitch Lake in 
1904-5 was 43,308/. 

Of the total area of the Colony, which is 
estimated at about 1,195,500 acres, the alienated 
acreage at the end of March, 1905, was estimated 
to be approximately 520,528 acres. About 300,000 
acres are under cultivation ; 590,472 acres remain 
ungranted, 


Means of Communication, 


Communication between Port of Spain and San 
Fernando is maintained by means of the railway. 
The Gulf steamers proceed as far as Cedros, in the 
south-western part of the island, a total distance 
of sixty miles from Port of Spain. 

The railway from Port of Spain to Arima (16 
miles) was opened in 1876. The Couva line (18 
miles from the junction at St. Joseph, 24 miles in 
all from Port of Spain) was opened in 1880. 
An extension of 44 miles was opened to Claxton’s 
Bay on Ist January, 1X81, the extension to San 
Fernando (7 miles) on the 17th April, 1882, and 
that to Prince's Town in 1884, and further ex- 
tensions to Sangre Grande (12 miles) and ‘Tabaquite 
(15 miles) were opened to trattic on 20th August, 
1897, and 13th August, 1898, respectively. ‘There 

are also 7 miles of tramwavs or light railwavs 
between San Fernando and Navana Grande. The 
total length of line open is about 814 miles, all 
constructed and worked by the Government. The 
total receipts from the railways, tramways and 
telegraphs during 1904-5 were 93,574/., and the 
expenditure was 58,776/. This last amount does 
not include the annual appropriation for mterest 
and sinking fund. The interest on 3lst March, 
1905, amounted to 22,837/. 
(c) 
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There is a General Post Office in Port of Spain, 
a branch office at San Fernando, and about 64 out- 
offices throughout the island. 

There is direct telegraphic communication 
with British Guiana, Grenada and Saint 
Croix, and thence vid Canada or the United 
States with Europe. The internal telegraphs 
now comprise 85 miles, constructed by the 
Government. Port of Spain is now in communica- 
tion with Tobago by means of wireless telegraphy. 

The number of steamers calling at Trinidad 
averaged during the year 54 per month. They 
comprised the following lines, besides some few 
transient steamers :—Harrison Line, West Indian 
and Pacific, Compagnie Générale Transatlantique, 
Navigazione Generale Italiana, Dutch Line, 
London Direct Line, Canadian, uebec and 
Gulf Line, Oriental and Ciud Bolivar, 
Orinoco Supping and Trading Co., New York 
and Bermudez, Trinidad Shipping and Trading 
Co., La Veloce, and the Royal Mail Line. The 
ocean steamers of the Royal Mail Company now 
call at Port of Spain both on the outward and 
homeward routes. It is worthy of note that the 
steamers of the Compagnie Générale Trans- 
atlantique are, as a rule, of greater tonnage than 
the ocean boats of the Royal Mail, and find no 
ditticulty in entering the port. A fortnightly 
service to New York is carried out by a local 
firm. Mails are regularly forwarded and reccived 
by all these steamers. The rates of postage are 
as follows, per 4 oz. letter :—

Coolie Immigration. 


Immigration from India is conducted under Gov- 
ermmment control. Under this head 45,9527. 17s. 4d. 
was expended by the Government in 1904-5, in 
introducing 1,219 (Statute adults) immigrants. 
The numbers introduced in 1896, 1897, 1898, 1899, 
1900, 1901-2, 1902-3, 1903-4, and 144-5 respectively 
were 3,087, 1,860, 1,202, 1,750, 1,779, 2,475, 
2,348, 2.458, and 1,219.

Currency and Banking. 


The coins in general circulation are British gold, 
silver and bronze, and United States gold currency. 
These are all legal tender, but British gold is not 
often met with. Accounts are kept in sterling by 
the Government, but in dollars by the public. 
The notes of the Colonial Bank circulate to the 
extent of 100,000/. estimated. 

There is no Colonial coinage, but an Ordinance 
(No. 16.-1903), for the issue of Government 1] and 
2 dollar currency Notes was passed on the 23rd 
December, 1903. 

There is no limit to silver as legal tender. 

The Colonial Bank has a branch at Port of 
Spain, and so has the Union Bank of Halifax, 
which has been authorised to issue notes. Govern- 
ment savings banks are established in eleven 
districts, with a head office in Port of Spain. 
The amount in deposits in these banks at the end

Defence. 


A volunteer rifle corps was established in Port 
of Spain in 1879. Since then detached companies 
have been added at San Fernando, Prince’s Town, 
Couva and Tunapuna. The force consiste of 
infantry and garrison artillery. A yeomanry 
corps has also = established with troops in 
large centres. Total strength on 3lst March, 1905, 
was 386. 

The strength of the police force on 3lst March, 
1905, was 8 officers and 604 Non-Commissioned 
officers and men exclusive of the band. 


Educatton. 


The schools are of two kinds, one secular, and 
supported entirely by Government, the other 
denominational, only aided by the Government. 
For higher education there are the Queen’s Royal 
College (secular), the Roman Catholic Institution, 
St. Mary’s College, and Naparima College (Pres- 
byterian)—the two latter being affiliated to the 
Royal College. Attached to these institutions are 
three exhibitions or scholarships of the annual 
value of 150/., each tenable for four years, or 
200/. tenable for three years, or 120/. tenable for 
five years at some university or other scientific 
educational institution in the British Empire. 
There were—at the end of March, 1905—158 
students on the books of the Queen’s Royal 
College, 230 on those of St. Mary’s College, and 
36 in the Naparima College. 

The elementary schools are now 240 in number, 
50 of which are secular schools supported entirely 
by Government, and 190 denominational and 
assisted. Fees are practically abolished, though at 
the training schools and two assisted schools five 
shillings per month is charged. There are two 
Government and three denominational colleges for 
teachers in which forty-nine students are trained. 
The Government schools in 1904-5 had 8,675 
childrenon the rolls, and the assisted schools 25, 819. 

Besides the public schools, of which mention has 
been made above, there are many private schools, 
the largest of which is the Convent Boarding and 
Day School for Girls. The total number of 
children attending school in Trinidad and bate 
is probably about 38,735, with an average daily 
attendance of 22,572. The teaching of practical 
agriculture now proves part of the daily routine 
in the majority o s and mixed schools through- 
out the Colony. 190 schools were examined in 
Agriculture during 1904-5. 


TOBAGO. 
Aistory. 

Tobago was discovered by Columbus in 1498, at 
which time it was siren Caribe. The British 
flag was first planted on the island in 1580, and 
the sovereignty was regularly claimed by James I. 
in 1608. In 1625 an attempt was made by some 
adventurers from Barbados to form a colony ; but 
many were killed by the Carib Indians, and the 
remaining few escaped and settled at Providence. 
In 1628 a grant of the island was made by 
Charles I. to the Earl of Pembroke. The island 
remained unoccupied until 1632, when 300 
Zealanders were sent out by a company of Dutch 
merchants, who styled it New Walcheren. After 
a residence of about two years these settlers were

The total number | all destroyed or expelled by the Indians and 


Spaniards from Trinidad. In 1641 James Duke 
of Courland obtained a grant of the island froin 
Charles I., and in 1642 two vessels arrived with a 
number of Courlanders, who settled on the north 
side of the island. These were followed by a 
second Dutch colony in 1654, who, having effected 
@ compromise with the Courlanders, establishe! 
themselves on the southern coast; but in 1658 the 
Courlanders were overpowered by the Dutch, who 
remained in possession of the whole island unti! 
1662, when the Dutch Company resigned their 
right to it. In this year Cornelius Lampei< 
procured letters patent from Louis the Fourteenth. 
creating him Baron of Tobago, and proprietor of 
the island under the Crown of France. 

In 1664 the grant of the island to the Duke of 
Courland was renewed by Charles II. The Dutch 
refused to recognise the Duke’s title, but in 
1677 they themselves were - compelled to 
evacuate the island by the French Admiral 
Estras, who defeated the Dutch Admiral Binks 
in Scarborough Bay, whereupon Louis the 
Fourteenth restored the island to the Duke of 
Courland, who, in 1681, made over his title to a 
company of London merchants. In 1684, by the 
Treaty of Aix-la-Chapelle, the island was declared 
neutral ; the subjects of all European Powers being 
at liberty to form settlements or carry on com- 
merce but not to place garrisons on it. At the 
peace in 1763, by the Treaty of Paris, Tobago was 
ceded by France to England in perpetuity. 

In 1781, Tobago was captured’ by the French 
under the Duke of Bouillé, after a most gallant 
defence by the Colonists. In 1783 it was sur. 
rendered by treaty tothe French Crown. On 15th 
April, 1793, it was captured by a British force 
under Admiral Lefroy and General Cuyler, and 
was once more restore to the French by the Treaty 
of Peace in 1802, and again reconquered in 1803 br 
Commander Hood and General Greenfield, and in 
1814 finally ceded in perpetuity tothe British Crown. 

By Order in Couneil under Act 50 & 51 Vict. 
cap. 44, Tobago became part of the Colony of 
Trinidad from 1st January, 1889. By a further 
Order in Council of the 20th of October, 1898. 
Tobago became a ward of the United Colony of 
Trinidad and Tobago, from the 1st January, 1899. 


Situation and Area. 


It isin N. lat. 11° 9’, W. long. 60° 12’, distant 
from Barbados about 120 miles, from Grenada 
about 75 miles, and about 26 N.E. of Trinidad. 
and expands N.E. and S8.W. The distance 
between Tobago and Toco (a port of Trinidad) 
by actual survey made by Mr. Parsons, R.N.. 
in 1865, is 26 miles in a south-westerly direc. 
tion. It is 26 miles long and 7} at its greatest 
breadth, and has an area of 114 square miles, or 
73,313 acres, of which about 10,000 acres are under 
cultivation. About 15,000 acres of land were un. 
owned, and have now been re-vested in the Crown. 

The formation of the island is volcanic: it: 
physical aspect is irregular and picturesque, with 
conical hills and ridges, which descend from 
a common base or dorsal ridge 1,800 feet high and 
18 miles in length. 


General Description, 


Sugar, rum, molasses, coconuts, and live stock 
form the principal articles of export. The first | 
sugar exported was from an estate on the Wind. 
ward side of the island, in the year 1770. In 178) 
there were only 3,000 hogsheads shipped; this was 
increased in 1805-to-no-. less than 15,327 hogsheads. 
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Cotton and indigo were formerly exported. 
In 1780, 2,619,000 lbs. of cotton and 27,000 lbs. of 
indigo are stated to have been shipped to England. 

The island is divided into seven parishes. Scar- 
borough, the principal town, is on the south side of 
the island, about 8 miles from the S. W. point, and 
is situated at the south-western base of a hill 425 
feet above the level of the sea, on which stands 
Fort King George, now without a garrison. The 
town had a population, according to the census of 
1901, of 769. Itisa port of registry. Courland Bay, 
at Plymouth, alsohas good anchorage. There is 
a lighthouse at Bacolet Point, Scarborough; it is 
a fixed white light, at an elevation of 128 fect above 
the level of the sea. 

Education is in the hands of the Anglican, 
Roman Catholic, Moravian, and Wesleyan bodies, 
who maintain 30 schools with about 4,204 scholars, 
assisted by a Government grant. 


Conststution. 


The Government was formerly administered by 
a resident Administrator, subordinate to the Gover- 
nor-in-Chief of the Windward Islands at Grenada, 
and a Legislative Council was established by an 
Order in Council of the 7th of February, 1877, to 
consist of not less than three persons, designated 
by Her Majesty. 

By an Order in Council of 17th November, 1888, 
issued under Act 50 & 51 Vict., cap. 44, Tobago 
was amalgamated with Trinidad, the name of 
the new Colony being Trinidad and Tobago. The 
latter island was administered by a Commissioner 
appointed by the Governor of the United Colony, 
who was ez officio a member of the Legislative 
Council, and one unofficial member of Council is 
a resident in Tobago. The Commissioner was 
assisted by a financial board of five members, two 
nominated by the Governor and three elected. 
The revenue, expenditure, and debt of the islands 
remained distinct, but there was entire freedom 
of commercial intercourse between them, and 
the laws of Trinidad were, with some specified 
exceptions, the laws of both. 

By an Order in Council of the 20th of October, 
1898, the Order in Council of the 17th of November, 
1888, was almost entirely revoked, and it was 
provided that the Island of Tobago should become 
a ward of the United Colony of Trinidad and 
Tobago ; that the revenue, expenditure, and debt of 
Tobayo should be merged in those of the United 
Colony; that the debt due from Tobago to 
Trinidad should be cancelled; that (with some 
specified exceptions) the laws of Trinidad should 
operate in Tobago, and those of Tobago cease to 
operate so far as they conflicted with the laws 
of Trinidad; that all future Ordinances of the 
Legislature of the Colony should extend to Tobago, 
with the proviso that the Legislature should be 
able to enact special and local Ordinances and 
regulations applicable to Tobago as distinguished 
from the rest of the Colony. 

This Order in Council was brought into effect 
from the lst of January, 1899, by a proclamation 
of the Governor issued on the 8th of December, 
1898. The post of Commissioner ceased to exist, 


and the t of Warden and Magistrate was 
created. Various other changes have been made 
in the direction of reducing the establishments.

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TURKS AND CAICOS ISLANDS. 


Situation and Area. 

The Turks and Caicos Islands lie between 21° 
and 22° N. lat., and 71° and 72° 37’ W. long. Their 
area is 169 square miles, about the size of Rutland. 
The most important island, Grand Turk, is 64 
miles long and 2 miles broad. According to the 
census of 1901 Grand Turk contains 1,751 
inhabitants, being one-third of the total popula- 
tion. Cockburn Harbour in 8. Caicos, imme- 
diately opposite Grand Turk, is the principal 
settlement in the Caicos group. 


History. 

Grand Turk claims, like many other islands, 
to have been the scene of the first discovery of 
Columbus, but the group remained uninhabited 
till the end of the 17th century, when it began to 
be annually visited by salt rakers from Bermudas. 
These were expelled by the Spaniards in 1710, 
but soon returned, and for some 40 years continued 
this industry with more or less frequent inter- 
ruption by attacks from the Spaniards. It was not, 
however, till 1799 that, for the purposes of govern- 
ment, they were included in the Colony of the 
Bahamas, to which group they geographically 
belong. In 1848 they were made independent of the 
Bahamas, and were placed under the Governor of 
Jamaica, an arrangement which still continues. 


Industries. 

Salt raking is the only industry of any import- 
ance, the quantity annually gathered being about 
1,800,000 bushels, equal to 60,000 tons. e ex- 
port of salt in 1904 was valued at 15,0797. Sponges 
are found in some quantities on the Caicos Bank, 
but are chiefly collected by Bahamas schooners and 
carried to Nassau. There are three sponge curing 
establishments on the Caicos Islands. The export 
of sponge in 1904 was valued at 1,414/. The 
cultivation of the sisal fibre (or Pita plant) has 
been introduced, and has a fair prospect of success. 
463,695 Ibs. were exported in 1904, valued at 6,887/. 

Practically the whole of the food and house- 
hold necessaries are imported. The commercial 
intercourse is almost wholly with the United States. 

The inhabitants are of mixed European and 
African extraction, the proportion of whites to 
coloured people being larger than in most of the 
West Inilies. The majority of the people are 
connected with the Eesnudes from which these 
islands were first settled. They all speak English. 
Grand Turk is a port of registry, and had, on the 
31st December, 1904, 62 vessels registered, of a 
total tonnage of 4,645 tons. Salt Cay and Cock- 
burn Harbour are ports of entry, possessing good 
anchorage. 

Climate. 

Tle climate is equable and healthy, and rarely 
unpleasantly hot, owing to the strong and never- 
failing sea breezes, but there is a scarcity of fresh 
provisions and good water, owing to the low lying 

marren nature of the soil. 

The mean temperature (day) is 82°, the extreme 
range being from 65° to The rainfall during 
1904 amounted to 44 inches, the rainy season 
heing from October to February. Hurricanes 
occasionally visit the groups. 


Means of Communication. 


A steamer of Messrs. Pickford and Black, run- 
ning under Government contract, leaves Halifax 
for Jamaica on the 15th of every month, calling 
at Grand Turk both going and returning. The 
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length of voyage between England and Turks 
Islands is about fourteen days 714 New York, and 
eighteen days vid Halifax or Jamaica. 

The steamers of the Imperial Direct West 
India Mail Service between Bristol and Jamaica 
call off Grand Turk every two weeks to. land 
mails and ngers. Length of voyage 11 days. 

The Clyde Line from New York to St. Domingo 
call at Grand Turk every two or three weeks, 
the length of passage being five days. 

There are no railways or telegraph lines in the 
Colony. 

The estimated number of letters to the United 
Kingdom is 3,500, and to all other countries 14,000 
per annum. 

The rate of letter postage is ld. per half ounce 
to all countries included in the penny post arrange- 
ment; outside that, 24d. per half ounce. There 
is no internal : 

Cable communication with Bermuda and Jamaica 
was established by the Direct West India Cable 
Company in January, 1898, the station being fixed 
at Grand Turk. The rates are per word: To 
England 33., to Jamaica ls., to Halifax 2s. 


Education. 

There are seven elementary schools supported 
by Government, with an average attendance in 
1904 of 585 children. The schools are entirely 
unsectarian, and are at present free. 

Currency and Banking. 

The coins in circulation, all of them being legal 
tender under Bahama Acts, 2 Vict. cap. 4, and& 
Vict. cap. 49, also Jamaica Law 10 of 1880, consist 
of British sterling, United States gold and silver, 
Spanish, Mexican, and Columbian gold doubloons, 
and Jamaica nickel tokens. Thereis no limit to the 
legal tender of silver. There is a local Govern- 
ment paper currency of ten shillings and one 

und notes. Commercial accounts are usuallr 

ept in dollars, and Government accounts i 
sterling. A Government savings bank was 
established on Ist Jan., 1890, and had, on 3ls 
Dec., 1904, 223 depositors, with 1,492/. deposit. 


Constitution. 

The Legislature consists of a Legislative Boarl 
comprising the Commissioner and Judge and not 
less than two, nor more than four, other persons 
appointed by the Governor of Jamaica. Taxation 
and expenditure an‘ all local matters, are regu- 
lated by this board. Laws d by the Legis. 
lative Council of Jamaica which are in express 
terms made applicable to Turks Islands take 
effect there. The subjects of currency, bills of 
exchange, patents, and the custody of prisoner: 
and lunatics have been so dealt with.

UGANDA. 


The British Protectorate over Uganda wae 
proceune: on June 19th, 1894, in succession to a 

rief administration by the Imperial British East 
Africa Company. The Protectorate was further 
extended over Uny yoro and Busoga on July 3rd, 
1896. By numerous subsequent treaties concluded 
by various officers in the service of the Pro- 
tectorate, the British administration has spread 
atill further over countries adjoining the kingdom 
of Uganda proper, and the boundaries of the 
Protectorate may now be set forth more or less as 
follows :— 

On the east the Uganda Protectorate is bounded 
by British East Africa as far north as the 6th 
degree of north latitude, and as far south as the 
Anglo-Germany boundary ; on the south, by the 

lo-Germany. boundary, and ‘by ;the Ist degree 
of south latitude : on the west, by the frontier of 
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the Congo Free State; and on the north, by an 
undetermined line between Lado on the White 
Nile and the watershed of Lake Rudolph; on the 
north, in fact, it is conterminous with the south- 
ward extension of the Egyptian Sudan. 

For administrative purposes the Protectorate 
is divided into five provinces (Rudolph, Central, 
Nile, Western, and Kingdom of Uganda), and 
then again into numerous districts. The King or 
‘*Kabaka” of Uganda proper is accorded the title 
of ‘‘His Highness,” and his position and rights 
are regulated by treaty. 

During the first years of the British Pro- 
tectorate an armed force was created from the 
remains of the Sudanese army of Emin Pasha. 
To these other recruits were added from the 
districts of the White Nile, and the force thus 
organised, together with irregular bands of friendly 
Baganda, was used to repel the hostile attacks of 
the King of Unyoro, and later of Mwanga, King 
of Uganda. ter on an Indian contingent, 
similar to that employed in East Africa and in 
British Central Africa, was established. Un- 
fortunately discontent arose amongst a section of 
the Sudanese force. These Sudanese broke into 
open mutiny at the end of 1897, and Mwanga, who 
had escaped to German territory, returned to 
Uganda and joined the mutineers and Kabarega, 
robel King of Unyoro, in December, 1897. The 
Baganda, however, remained loyal, and after a 
year’s fighting, with some loss in British officers, 
the mutiny was thoroughly quelled, and Mwanga 
and Kabarega were captured and sent as prisoners 
to Kismayu. In 1901 (Mwanga died May 8th, 
1903) they were transferred to Seychelles, where 
they and a number of followers are maintained 
at the expense of the Uganda Government. 
Since the early part of 1899 the country has 
been perfectly peaceful, and has made considerable 
progress in commerce. 

Uganda itself is separated by about 800 miles 
from the east coast of Africa, but the north- 
easternmost extremity of Victoria Nyanza Lake 
is not distant more than 580 miles. Over this 
stretch of country, all of which lies within the 
British Kast Africa Protectorate, transport was 
formerly exceedingly difficult, owing to the paucity 
of inhabitants to act as porters, and stretches of 
country unhealthy for beasts of burden. Con- 
sequently the Imperial Government resolved in 
1895 to construct a railway from Mombasa to the 
north-east corner of Lake Victoria Nyanza. This 
railway, at the end of 1901, had reached and 
descended the Kikuyu escarpment, traversed the 
Great Rift Valley, ascended the slopes of the Mau 
range to within a short distance from the summit, 
descended thence the Nyando Valley, and finally 
covered the whole 584 miles separating Mombasa 
from Port Florence on Victoria Nyanza, which is 
the terminusoftherailwav. The gross expenditure 
to 3lst March, 1903, was 5,384,370. (about 9, 5002. 
per mile). The traffic earnings (excluding railway 
stores) were, in 1901, 80,797/., and the working 
expenditure 378,891/.; and from January, 1902, to 
March, 1903, 115,313/. and 325,574/. respectively ; 
but 148, 148/. was incurred in carrying construction 
trains and material. Uganda is now in_ tele- 
graphic communication with Mombasa by a land 
line, and thence by cable with Great Britain 
and other countries. A telegraph line has been 
constructed to Butiaba on the Lake Albert 
Nyanzva, and to Masinde, in Unyoro, and to 
Wadelai, which it is proposed to connect with 
Nimule, and eventually to meet the Sudan wire 
at Gondokoro. 


UGANDA. 


The trade of Uganda is beginning to make a 
decided increase, and the railway brings numerous 
European and Indian settlers and merchants. The 
principal articles of commerce at the present time 
are ivory, cattle, wild coffee, india-rubber, cotton, 
chillies, fibres, hides and skins, sim-sim and 
ground nuts. The country is, however, as a 
whole, extremely rich in most African commercial 
products, and trade already reaches an annual 
value of about 217,112/. e local revenue for 
1904-5 was 59,707/., and the expenditure about 
173, 0392. 

The grant-in-aid for 1903-4 was 130,000/., and 
for 1904-5, 139,850/.

WEIHAIWEI. 


History and Desersption. 

The territory of Weihaiwei was leased to Great 
Britain by Chi by a Convention signed at 
Peking, on ithe Ist July, 1898, — ‘‘ in order to provide 
Great Britain with a suitable Naval harbour in 
North China and for the better protection of 
British commerce in the neighbouring seas. 

The leased territory, which lies in “fatitude 37°30 
N., longitude 122°10 a is situated in the Chinese 
Province of Shantung, on the North-Eastern 
coast of the Shantung Peninsula. It comprises 
the Island of Liukung, all the islands in the Bay 
of Weihaiwei, and a belt of land ten English miles 
wide along the entire coast line. 

The bay is six miles broad and from three to 
four wide. To it there is easy access from the 
Eastern and Western passages, the former being 
two-and-a-quarter miles wide, the latter two- 
thirds of a mile wide. These two channels are 
formed by the Island of Liukung, which, lying 
east and west across the Bay and being two miles 
long and three-quarters of a mile wide, forms a 
protection to the anchorage. 

Weihaiwei is an easy place for shipping to make, 
and battleships and ocean steamers are able to lie 
close to the shore. The harbour is lighted by two 
lighthouses situated at the Eastern and Western 
entrances. 

The territory has been surveyed by the Royal 
Engineers and mapped on a acale of two inches to 
a mile. The total area is 285 square miles, in- 
cluding the Island of Liukung. 

Great Britain has also ‘‘the right to erect 
fortifications, station troops, or take any other 
measures necessary for defensive purposes at any 
points on or near the coast of the region East of 
the Meridian 121° 40’ East of Greenwich, and to 
acquire on equitable compensation within that 
territory such sites as may be necessary for water 
supply, communicationsand hospitals. Withinthat 
zone Chinese administration will not be interfered 
with, but no troops other than Chinese or British 
shall be allowed therein.” Thia,zone has been 
surveyed on a scale of one inch toa mile, and its

area has been fixed at 1,505 square miles. The 
territory has a coast line seventy-two miles in 
length, the shores of which are generall 
pears and in many places wild and grand. 
ts surface consists of abrupt ranges of rugged 
hills, rising to a height of 1,600 feet, and well- 
cultivated valleys, watered by streams which are 
se Madan the greater pert of the year. Ali the 
hills are terraced for cultivation, so far as ible, 
and in many instances are planted with dwarf 
pine and scrub oak, but their general appearance 
is barren. 

The strata of the mountains are metamorphic, 
consisting of beds of quartite, gneiss and crys- 
talline limestone cut across by dykes of volcanic 
rock and granite. Minerals exist : prospecting 
work has been done; and a gold-mining company 
has been started. 

There are about 310 villages, and the population 
is estimated to be 150,000. 

The chief port of the dependency is named Port 
Edward, in cominemoration of the coronation of 
His Majesty the King. 


Climate. 


The climate is regarded as one of the best in 
China. The winter is cold and bracing, and the 
summer heat is not excessive. The maximum 
temperature in the shade is about 92° F., and the 
minimum about 10°. The rainfall is very small. 
averaging about 24 inches a year. 


Constitution and Government. 


The Government is administered by a Com- 
missioner, appointed under His Majesty s Sign 
Manual and Signet, who discharges his functions 
under the Weihaiwei Order in Council of the 24th 
July, 1901. Under that instrument the Com- 
missioner is empowered to make Ordinances, 
subject to the approval of the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, for the administration of the 
territory, and provision is made for a High Court, 
in which all jurisdiction, civil and criminal, is 
vested, subject to an appeal to the Supreme Court 
of Hong Kong, and for District Magistrates’ Courts. 

The village communities are administered 
through their headmen in accordance with 
Chinese custom. 

During the summer months Weihaiwei is used 
by His Majesty’s fleet on the China Station asa 
sanatorium and exercising ground, and is frequented 
by an increasing number of visitors, who are 
attracted by its climate. It is garrisoned by four 
companies of the Chinese regiment. 

The dependency is not yet self-supporting. It 
has to be assisted by a grant-in-aid from Imperial 
funds. Its revenue for 1905-6 was estimated at 
$70,371, and the grant-in-aid was 3,000/. 

The administration of Weihaiwei was first under- 
taken by the Senior Naval Officer on the station 
in 1898. In the following year it was transferred 
toa Military and Civil Commissioner appointed 
by the War Office. On the Ist January, 1901, 
the dependency was handed over to the control of 
the Colonial Office, and a Civil Commissioner 
assumed the administration of the Government 
in 1902.

The office of High Commissioner in, over, and 
for the Western Pacific Islands, was created by an 
Order in Council, cited as the Western Pacific 
Order in Council of 1877, for the purpose of better 
carrying out the provisions of the Pacific Islanders 
Protection Acts, 1872 and 1875, and to provide a 
Civil Court for the settlement of disputes between 
British subjects living in these islands. 

*The jurisdiction of the High Commissioner 
extends over all islands in the Western Pacific 
not being within the limits of the Colonies of Fiji, 
Queensland, New South Wales, or New Zealand, 
and not being within the jurisdiction of any 
civilised Power, and includes the Southern Solomon 
Islands, the Gilbert and Ellice Islands, the New 
Hebrides, the Tonga or Friendly Islands, the 
Samoan or Navigators’ Islands, and the various 
small groups of Melanesia. In 1893 a new Order 
in Council was issued, known as the Pacific Order 
in Council, 1893, in accordance with which the 
High Commissioner's jurisdiction is extended to 
foreigners and (in moet cases) to natives residing 
in British settlements or protectorates within the 
limits of the Order. The expenses of the High 
Commission are met from Imperial funds, Class V. 
vote 3, the amount provided in the estimates for 
1902-3 being 2,350/. 

The Chief Justice of Fiji, and every other Judge 
for the time being of the Supreme Court, is by 
virtue of his office a Judicial Commissioner, and 
where the attendance of the Chief Justice or other 
Judge of the Supreme Court is impracticable, the 
High Commissioner may appoint a Judicial Com- 
missioner for particular purposes or for a particular 
time. 

Deputy Commissioners are appointed by the 
High Commissioner on behalf of His Majesty. 

The High Commissioner’s Court consists of the 
High Commissioner, the Judicial Commissioners, 
and the Deputy Commissioners, and in it is vested 
all His Majesty’s civil and criminal jurisdiction 
exercisable in the Western Pacific Islands. 

The Court of a Judicial Commissioner has powers 
similar to those of the Superior Courts of England, 
and the Deputy Commissioners have civil juris- 
diction in Common Law, Equity and Bankruptcy. 
with a limited jurisdiction in Probate, and have a 
criminal jurisdiction in respect of offences not 
punishable with seven years’ penal servitude or 
upwards. 

With some few exceptions all decisions of the 
High Commissioner's Court may be appealed 
against to the Supreme Court of Fiji. 

For the purpose of better carrying out the pro- 
visions of the Pacific Islanders’ Protection Acts 
1872 and 1875, and in order to deal with cases 
occurring where there is no resident Deputy Com- 
missioner, certain officers in command of His 
Majesty’s ships of war on the Australian station 
have been appointed Deputy Commissioners. 

In addition to the other means of preserving 
order the High Commissioner has certain special 
powers for the deportation of persons whose pro- 
ceedings endanger the peace of the Islands.

PRINCIPAL GROUPS UNDER THE HIGH 
COMMISSIONER. 


THE TONGAN, or FRIENDLY ISLANDS, are 
situated between the 20th and 23rd degrees of 
south latitude. The islands are most of them of 
coral formation, but include some active volcanoes, 
notably Tofua, Kao, and Niuafoou (Good Hope 
Island). The natives belong to the Polynesian 
race, and are closely allied to the natives of New 
Zealand, Tahiti, Samoa, and the Sandwich Islands. 
The islands are very rich in cocoanuts ; and copra 
(the dried kernel of the nut) forms the principal 
export. Bananas and oranges are also exported 
from Vavau, in the northern part of the group. 
There is regular steam communication with Aack: 
land (1,000 miles distant), Sydney (1,850 miles), 
and Fiji, and sailing vessels run hetveen Tonga 
and Fiji (200 miles). Sailing vessels carry the 
copra to Europe. 

he late king, George Tubou, was the first 
of its chiefs or kings to establish an effective 
government over the whole of Tonga, and his 
rule on the whole was fairly successful. The 
king is assisted by a native parliament and a 
privy council. With the exception of a few 
Europeans in the Customs, Education, and Medical 
Departments, the whole of the Government officers 
are Tongans. The tariff resembles that of Fiji, 
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and licences are charged for carrying on stores 
and trades. The revenue and expenditure are each 
about 20,000/. perannum. According to the official 
returns the imports and exports were :—

he native population is about 21,000; the 
Euro about 240. The climate may be 
considered a healthy one. The thermometer 
ranges between 53 and 93 degrees Fahrenheit. 

There are five churches, viz., the Wesleyan 
Mission Church (established over 60 years), 
with at present about 3,000 adherents only; the 
Wesleyan ‘‘ Free Church of Tonga,” with about 
15,000 adherents; the Roman Catholic, with 
about 3,000 adherents; the ‘‘Free Church of 
England,” founded by Mr. Shirley Baker, the 
number of whose adherents is unknown; and 
the Church of England recently established by 
Dr. Willis, late AGalica Bishop of Honolulu. The 
Free Church of Tonga was established in 
1885, and considerable persecution was inflicted 
on the adherents of the Mission Church, 
generally styled ‘‘Fakaogo,” 1.¢., subordinate 
to a foreign Church. In January, 1887, an 
attempt was made by some escaped native con- 
victs on the life of Mr. Shirley Waldemar Baker, 
the Premier, an ex-Wesleyan missionary. Six 
persons charged with complicity in the attempt 
were shot. e attempt was made the pretext for 
increased persecution of the ‘‘Fakaogos,” or mem- 
bers of the Wesleyan Mission Church, whose 
houses were pillaged, and who were beaten with 
clubs and whips till they declared their adhesion 
to the ‘‘Free Church.” About 100, whom no ill- 
usage could induce to abandon the Mission 
Church, were ordered to be deported to Pylstart 
Island, a barren inhospitable islet south of Tonga, 
but they were finally allowed to go to Fiji. 
Shortly after an inquiry was made into the causes 
of the disturbances by Sir Charles Mitchell. At 
this inquiry the allegation that the attempt on Mr. 
Baker’s life was due to a ‘‘Fakaogo” conspiracy 
was abandoned, and a letter written by Mr. 
Baker, purporting to be signed by the king, was 
addressed to Sir Charles Mitchell, romising an 
amnesty to political prisoners and freedom of 
worship. The services in the Mission Church at 
once recommenced. 

In 1890 complaints were made that freedom of 
worship was still being interfered with; that 
persons were deprived of their lands and unjustly 
imprisoned on account of their adherence to the 
Wesleyan Church; and Tongan officials denied 
that the king had written to Sir Charles Mitchell 
promising to accord freedom of worship. Sir 
John Thurston therefore made a further inquiry, 
and finding that Mr. Baker was the princi- 

1 cause of the wrongs endured by the 

esleyans, he, in accordance with the power 
conferred on the High Commissioner by the 
Western Pacific Ordersin\ Council, issued an 
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Order prohibiting Mr. Baker from being within 
the group for a term of two years from the 
17th July, 1890. A few days before the issue 
of the Order, the king, on the uest of the 
leading chiefs, had dismissed the Premier trom 
office, and a fresh Government was formed with a 
native Premier (Tukuaho). Under the new 
Government the fullest freedom of worship was 
allowed, and the exiles were recalled from Fiji, 
the king having requested Sir John Thurston to 
make the necessar ements for their return. 

King George Tubou died on 18th February, 
1893, and was succeeded by his great-grandson, 
George Taufaahau, under the title of George 
Tubou II The present Premier is Josateki Toga. 

All the natives are taught to read and write, 
and in Sa education is provided by colleges 
established by the Government and by the Wes- 
leyan Mission. 

British and foreign subjects are subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Tongan Court only for offences 
against Tongan laws relating to customs, taxes, 
quarantine and local police, not recognised as 
offences against British law. In other res 
they are subject to the jurisdiction of the Court 
of the High Commissioner. 

By the Convention of 14th November, 1899, 
Germany renounced all rights over Tonga Islands, 
including Vavau, and over Savage Island (Nieue). 

Early in 1900 Mr. Basil Thomson was sent 
out to Tonga by Her Majesty’s Government, and 
concluded a Treaty with the king by which the 
latter placed himself and his territory under Her 
Majesty's protection. A protectorate was pro- 
claimed by Mr. Thomson, in Tonga, and, by con- 
sent of the chiefs, in Savage Island also. 

THE UNION GROUP consists of three small 
islands, Fakaafo, Oatafu, and Nukunono, about 
9° S. latitude and 172° W. longitude. The islands 
are coral atolls, and the principal article of trade is 
copra. The natives are of Polynesian race, and 
are over 1,000 in number. They are ruled by 
their own chiefs, with the assistance of native 
councils. A British Protectorate has been pro- 
claimed over this up. The _ inhabitants 
are either adherents of the London Missionary 
Society, or Roman Catholics. 

THE ELLICE AND GILBERT GROUPS consist of a 
series of coral atolls lying between 5° N. latitude 
and 10° S. latitude, and 170° to 180° E. longitude. 
The principal export is copra. The natives are of 
Malayo-Polynesian race, and number about 30,000, 
and are most of them adherents of American 
missions, or of the London Missionary Society. 
The islands have ars kings or chiefs, who are 
assisted by councils of chiefs and commoners. 
Labourers go for periods of three years to Fiji 
and Tahiti, and have also been recruited for 
Mexico. These groups have now been placed 
under British protection. Courts of law have 
been established amongst the natives, and a 
revenue is obtained from native contributions and 
trade licences, which covers the cost of maintain- 
ing a regular government in.the islands. The 
efforts of Mr. C. R. Swayne, the first British 
Resident, and of his successor, Mr. W. T. 
Campbell, to establish an efficient system of 
administration have met with considerable success. 

OCEAN ISLAND, OR PAANOPA, in lat. 0° 52’ S., 
long. 169° 35’ E., was annexed, and included in 
the jurisdiction of the Deputy Commissioner of 
the Gilbert and Ellice Protectorate in 1900. 

THE SOUTHERN SOLOMON ISLANDS consist of 
the islands of New Georgia, Guadalcanar, Malayta, 
San Christoval, Rennell, Bellona, and Stewart's 
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Islands, and smaller islands in the vicinity of 
the above, lying between the 74th and 13th 
a of south latitude, and the 150th and 
163rd degrees of east longitude. The natives 
are Melanesians. Stations have been established 
by the Melanesian Mission, but the converts are 
not numerous. The natives are treacherous ; 
most of them are cannibals, and many of them 
are head-hunters. In 1896 an expedition from 
the Austrian war vessel ‘‘Albatros,” while 
attempting the ascent of Mount Lammas, in 
Guadalcanar, was attacked, and severe loss of life 
ensued. Thero are a few resident traders, mostly 
of British nationality. A large number of natives 
used to go to work on plantations in Queensland, 
Fiji and Samoa, rbtgphioncs Sey the expiration of 
three years ; but the number is less than formerly. 
The principal articles of trade are copra, pearl shell, 
and tortoise shell. The climate is not a good one. 
These islands were placed under British protection 
in 1893, and a resident has been appointed. 
His headquarters are at Tulagi, a small island on 
the north side of Guadalcanar. There is also a 
British magistrate stationed at the Island of 
Ghizo in the Northern Division. There is a fairly 
regular steam communication with Sydney, New 
South Wales. By the convention between Great 
Britain and Germany of 14th November, 1899, 
Germany recognised as falling to Great Britain 
those of the Solomon Islands, then belonging to 
Germany, which are situated to the east and 
south-east of Bougainville (which continues to 
belong to Germany, together with the islands of 
Buka forming part of it). Choiseul and Isabel 
thus came within the British sphere. 

THE SANTA CRUZ ISLANDS are situated between 
the Solomon Islands and the New Hebrides Grou 
The natives are Melanesians, and are mostly 
adherents of the Melanesian Mission. The prin- 
cipal trade isin copra. These islands, her 
with the Duff and Reef Groups, Cherry, Mitre. 
and Tucopia Islands, were in 1898 included in the 
Southern Solomons Protectorate, and are now 
subject to the Regulations under which thst 
Protectorate is administered. 

THE New HeEsrRipeEs GrovpP lies between the 
12th and 20th degrees of south latitude, and the 
165th and 170th degrees of east longitude. The 
natives are Melanesians, but in many places there 
is an admixture of Polynesian bl The popu- 
lation has been estimated at from 100, to 
140,000, but the Mission returns place it at only 
50,000. Missions have been established by the 
Melanesian Missionary Society, by the Presby- 
terian churches of Australia, and by the Roman 
Catholic Church. The larger number of the 
natives are still cannibals. Life is, however. 
safer than in the Solomon Islands. Native 
labourers go to Queensland, Fiji, Samoa, ani 
New Caledonia, but in much smaller number 
than formerly. There is a European population of 
about 370, mostly British or French. nch and 
Australian companies have been formed for tradin: 
and planting purposes. A British steamer rw 
regularly between Sydney and the group, and a 
French steamer also runs from New Caledonia 
The principal exports are copra and bananas ; coffee. 
timber, and sulphur are also exported. The climate 
of most of the islands is bad, and malarial fever 
is prevalent. A joint commission, consisting of 
British and French naval officers, has been 
appointed to protect the lives and property of 
British and French subjects, and to maintain 
order. British and French Residents were 
appointed in/1902,

WESTERN PACIFIC—WINDWARD ISLANDS. 


PITCAIRN ISLAND, 


Pitcairn Island (two square miles) is situated in 
the Pacific Ocean, nearly uidistant from Aus- 
tralia and America (25°3' S. lat., 130° 8’ E. long.), 
and is contiguous to the low archipelago (Tua- 
motu), which is under French protection. It was 
discovered by Carteret in 1767, but remained un- 
inhabited until 1780, when it was occupied by the 
mutineers of H.M.S. ‘‘Bounty,” with some women 
from Otaheite. Nothing was known of their 
existence until the island was visited in 1808. No 
regular government was established, but assist- 
ance of various kinds was given on the subsequent 
visits of English vessels. In 1856, the population 
having become too large for the island’s resources, 
the inhabitants (192 in number) were, at their own 
request, removed, with all their possessions, to 
Norfolk Island ; but 40 of them soon returned. In 
1873 these had increased to 76, and in 1879 to 90. 
The present population is about 95. 

‘It isa British Colony by settlement, and was 
brought within the jurisdiction of the High Com- 
missioner for the W. Pacific in 1898 under s. 6 of 
the Pacific Order in Council, 1893. President,

About 35 vessels call yearly, as well as occa- 
sional missionary ships. 





THE WINDWARD ISLANDS. 


Situation, Area, and Trade. 


The Windward Islands consist of the three 
islands of St. Lucia, St. Vincent and Grenada, 
lying in the order named from north to south, 
together with the smaller islands known as the 
Grenadines, which lie between St. Vincent and 
Grenada, and are attached partly to the one island 
and partly to the other. Geographically, Barbados, 
Trinidad and Tobago belong to the group, and 
were formerly associated with it politically. The 
three last named islands are grouped for adminis- 
trative purposes under one Governor, who usually 
resides at St. George’s, Grenada. The total area 
of the three Colonies is 524 square miles (about 
tla a size of Middlesex), and their population

History. 


Some account is given of the history of each 
island in its proper place, but particulars of their 
several federal unions may be conveniently inserted 
here. As early as 1764 there was one Governor 
for the ‘‘ Southern Caribbee Islands” of Grenada, 
Dominica, St. Vincent, and Tobago. In 1833 
St. Vincent was included with Barbados, Grenada, 
and Tobago in one general government, the 
Governor-in-Chief being resident at Barbados, with 
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Lieutenant-Governors in each of the other islands. 
In 1838 St. Lucia was included in this general 
government. 

On the 17th March, 1885, Letters Patent were 
passed constituting the Government of the Wind- 
ward Islands, Barbados being omitted. Tobago 
was subsequently united with Trinidad. 

The majority of the inhabitante are of the negro 
race, less than five per cent. being white. A few 
Caribe still remain in St. Vincent, and there are 
about 5,000 Indian Coolies. English is usually 
ee except in Grenada and St. Lucia, where 
the prevailing language with the peasantry is a 
French patozs. ' 


Conststution. 


Each island retains its own institutions, and, 
when the Governor is absent, is presided over by 
a resident Administrator, who is also Colonial 
Secretary. There is no common legislature, nor 
common laws, revenue, or tariff. There is, how- 
ever, a common Court of Appeal, constituted in 
1859, consisting of the chief justices of the several 
islands and of Barbados. The Colonies have also 
united for sundry other common purposes, such 
as the maintenance of a lunatic asylum. A com- 
mon audit system was instituted in 1889. 


Currency and Banking. 


The legal tender currency is British sterling, 
doubloons, and the gold coins of the United States. 
There is no Government note issue, but the 
‘Colonial Bank,” which has branches in the 
larger islands, issues five-dollar notes. Public 
accounts are kept in sterling, but banking and 
private accounts generally in dollars. There is 
no limit to the legal tender of silver. 


Communications. 


The ‘‘ Royal Mail” Company’s steamers com- 
municate fortnightly with England, and touch at 
all of the Windward Islands. The usual length 
of the voyage from England to Grenada is about 
13 days; this includes a delay of about 10 hours 
at Barbados for the purpose of transhipping pas- 
sengers, mails, and cargo from the transatlantic 
to the intercolonial steamers. 

The steamers of Scrutton’s Direct Line call at 
least once a month, and there is also direct fort- 
nightly communication between Grenada and New 
York by the steamers of the Trinidad Shipping 
and Trading Company, Grenada being the first anid 
last port of call. The Pickford and Black Steam- 
ship Company’s steamers connect the Windward 
Islands, at each of which they regularly call, with 
Canada, St. John or Halifax being the porta of 
arrival and departure there. 

There are no railways in any of the islands. A 
general telephone system exists throughout the 
islands. Au three islands of the group are in 
telegraphic communication with Europe, the 
United States, Canada, and the other West Indian 
islands by cable to St. Thomas and St. Croix. 
The rate per word for telegrams to Europe from 


Grenada is 4s. (Government messages,

Civil Establishment.

GRENADA. 


Situation, Area, dec. 


Grenada, the most southerly of the Windward 
group, is situated between the parallels of 12° 30’ 
and 11° 58’ N. lat., and 61° 20’ and 61° 35’ W. 
long. ; is about 21 miles in length, 12 miles in its 
greatest breadth, and contains about 133 square 
miles (about half the size of Middlesex). It lies 
68 miles S.S.W. of St. Vincent, and about 90 
miles north of Trinidad, and between it and the 
former island are certain small islands called the 
Grenadines, attached partly to the government of 
St. Vincent, and partly to that of Grenada; the 
largest of the latter is Carriacou, which has an 
area of 8,467 acres, and a population (at 31st Dec., 
1904) of 7,117 souls. 


General Description. 


(;renada is mountainous and very picturesque, 
its ridges of hills being covered iti trees and 
brushwood. The mountains are chiefly volcanic, 
and have several lofty peaks, the highest of which 
is Mount St. Catherine, 2,749 feet, running off 
in spurs from the centre of the island, giving it 
an appearance of romantic beauty when viewed 
from the sea. 

The island abounds in streams, and in mineral 
and other springs. The Grand Etang, a lake on 
the suminit of a mountain ridge 1,740 feet above 
the level of the sea, and 7 miles from the town of 
St. George, and Lake Antoine, both old craters, 
are among the most remarkable natural curiosities ; 
near the former a sanatorium is established. All 
the roads of the colony are in excellent condition, 
and are kept in a state of thorough repair. About 
133 miles of main roads, all drivable, and a perfect 
network of byeways (275 miles), all in good con- 
dition, provide for the important item of inland 
communication. The island is divided into six 
parishes—St. George, St. David, St. Andrew, 
St. Patrick, St. Mark, and St. John, while the 
dependencies of Carriacou, Petit Martinique and 
other adjacent islets form a separate district, 
administered by a resident Commissioner. St. 
George's, the principal town, is a port of registry 
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for shipping, and, had on 31st December, 1904, 85 
vessels registered, of a total tonnage of 1,071 tons ; 
its fine harbour, owing to its situation, healthiness, 
and great natural advantages, including a plentiful 
supply of water of the purest quality, offers 
exceptional inducements as a port of call and 
coaling station for steamers. he town had a 
population of 5,198 by census of 7th April, 1901. 

he other towns in the colony are Gouyave 
(or Charlotte Town), Victoria (or Grand Pauvre), 
Sauteurs; Grenville (or La Baye); and Hills- 
borough, in Carriacou. English is universally 
spoken, but the peasantry speak among themselves 
a French patois. About two per cent. are of 
European blood, the remainder being of the Negro 
race, except the East Indian population, which 
amounts to about 2,262 souls. 


Climate. 

The climate in the dry season is delightful. In 
the wet season, as in all other tropical islands, it is 
damp and hot. But for six winter months, say 
from December to May, it is excellent, and is 
healthy at all times. Yellow fever, the bugbear 
of the West Indies, is almost unknown, and if new 
arrivals do get a touch of ‘‘acclimatising fever,” 
which is far from being the rule, it is mild and 
soon disappears. The average annual rainfall at 
St. George's for the last fourteen years is 79 inches, 
and the highest and lowest readings of the 
thermometer for the last five years are 89°8° and 
67°8° respectively, the average mean temperature 
being 78°8° in the shade. The rainfall in other 
eg of the island is much greater; at the Grand 

tang, in 1904, it was 176 inches. 

The island is a great health resort for the 
neighbouring colony of Trinidad, and in addition 
to the restoring influence of the climate it affords 
excellent sea bathing. 


Industry. 


The prosperity of the island, like that of ita 
neighbours, depends almost entirely upon the 
planting industry. Unlike the other islands, how- 
ever, it has long ceased to be a sugar-producing 
colony, and has therefore not suffe as they 
have from the depreciation in the value of cane 
sugar. Thereare very few sugar estates at present 
in cultivation. The chief produce of Grenada is, 
and has been for some time, cocoa, of which, 
about 117,791 cwt., of the total value of 272,22W., 
were shipped in 1904. When the above shipment 
is compared with the shipments of 1885 (49,107 
cwt.) and 1880 (42,154 cwt.), it will be seen that 
the cultivation of cocoa has largely increased. 
Attention has been turned with some success to 
the cultivation of other economic plants, such for 
instance as coffee, kola nut, cloves, vanilla, pepper, 
cardamoms, cocoanuts, &c. Nutmeg cultivation 
occupies a prominent position, and is i 
largely developed. So general is the cultivation 
of spices carried on here, that Grenada is already 
called ‘‘The Spice Island of the West.” The 
export of spices has increased from 3,483/. in 1880, 
to 33,7671. in 1904. In Carriacou cotton is the 
staple product, its cultivation having never been 
wholly abandoned there. Tropical fruits of almost 
every description, and of the finest quality, are 
always abundant, and large quantities are shipped 
to the Barbados and Trinidad markets. he 
principal food resources are yams, sweet potatoes. 
tanias, kush-kush, pigeon-peas, plantains, Indian 
corn, cassava, bread fruit, &c. Fresh meat is 
always obtainable, and all the animals slaughtered 
for the purpose are) reared>in the island. An 
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excellent oyster is gbtained in Carriacou, and 
turtles and fresh fish are plentiful. The forests 
poate valuable timber, such as bullet wood, 
ocust, mahogany, white cedar, galba, &c., and 
firewood is exported to Barbados. A considerable 
quantity of rum is manufactured for local con- 
sumption, the total number of gallons in 1904 
being 46,911. 

The main importe are food stuffs, textiles, 
timber for building purposes, and hardware. 

The principal exports, besides those products 
already mentioned, are cotton and cotton seed, 
turtles and turtle-shell, hides and skins, fruit, and 
live stock (principally goats, sheep, pigs, and 
poultry). 

Total acreage of land, exclusive of Carriacou, 
76,548 ; acreage of Carriacou, 8,467. 

There is a Government savings bank in St. 
George’s, established in 1881, with 777 depositors 
and 7,086/. deposited at the 3lst December, 1904. 
Branch banks were opened in the out districts on 
lst April, 1889; and the number of depositors on 
31st December, 1904, was 688 and 5,704/. deposited. 


History. 


Grenada was discovered by Columbus on 15th 
August, 1498, and was named by him Conception. 
It was at that time inhabited by Caribs. In 1650 
Du Parquet, Governor of Martinique, purchased 
Grenada from a French Company, and established 
a settlement at St. George’s. Finding the expense 
of maintaining an armed force to support his 
authority not compensated by the expectation of 
future profits, Du Parquet sold the island in 1657 
to the Comte de Cerrillac for 30,000 crowns. The 
Governor appointed by the new proprietor ruled 
with so much tyranny that the most respectable 
settlers left the island; he was at length seized, 
tried, and executed by the colonists. 

In 1674 the island was annexed to France, and 
the proprietors received compensation for their 
claims; but in 1762 it was surrendered to the 
British Commodore Swanton, and was formally 
ceded to Great Britain by the Treaty of Peace 
signed at Paris on the 10th of February, 1763. 
In 1779 it was retaken by the French under the 
Count D’Estaing ; and in 1783 it was restored to 
Great Britain by the general Treaty of Peace of 
Versailles. In 1795-6 it was the scene of a 
rebellion against the British rule, instigated and 
assisted by the French. The Lieut.-Governor 
and 47 other British subjects were massacred in 
cold blood, and the colony brought to the verge of 
ruin. In June, 1796, Sir Ralph Abercrombie 
suppressed the rising, and the ringleaders were 
executed. ; 

In 1834 the apprenticeship system was esta- 
blished, and this was followed in 1838 by 
unconditional emancipation of the African slaves. 


Constitution. 


‘There was originally a Legislative Council as 
well as a House of Assembly, the latter consisting 
of 26 elected members. 

Under an Act dated 14th October, 1856, and 
limited in its duration to a term of three years, an 
Executive Council was formed, composed of 
members of both branches of the Legislature. The 
Act was allowed to expire, an:] the Legislative 
Council resumed its executive functions under 
the style of Her Majesty’s Council. 

This constitution was remodelled by an Act of 
the 7th of October, 1875, and a single Legislative 
Assembly established in lieu of the Council and 
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Assembly. The Assembly consisted of 17 Members, 
8 licked by the people, and 9 nominated by the 
Crown. The Act also appointed an Executive 
Committee of 5 members, 3 being nominated and 
the other 2 elected Members of Assembly. These 
Members received each a salary of 100/. a year, 
and were charged with the duty of advising the 
Lieut.-Governor on the conduct of affairs. 

This Assembly at its first meeting on the 
9th of February, 1876, addressed the Queen, 
informing Her Majesty that it had passed a Bill 
providing for its own extinction, and leavin 

‘it entirely to your Majesty’s wisdom an 
discretion to erect such form of Government as 
your Majesty may deem most desirable for the 
welfare of the Colony.” The ae ee Act (39 
and 40 Vict., c. 47) empowered Her Majesty to 
comply with this address, and a Legislative 
Council was established in December, 1877, by 
the Queen, which now consists of six official 
members besides the Governor, and seven un- 
official members nominated by the Crown. The 
unofficial members hold their seats for six years 
from the date of their appointment. 

On the 17th March, 1485, letters patent were 
passed constituting anew the office of Governor of 
the Windward Islands, and on Ist June, 1885 
Grenada became the headquarters of the Govern- 
ment. 

The Government is assisted in the internal 
administration by six District Boards, and by 
unofficial Road Wardens, who, with Road 
Surveyors attached to the Public Works Depart- 
ment attend to the upkeep of the main roads. 


Education. 


There are 9 Government elementary schools, 
and 36 aided schools. The latter are under the 
local management of the ministers of the different 
religious sects. Building grants are made 
by the Government to assist in establishin 
schools in districts requiring them, and annua 
grants-in-aid are made on the result of inspec- 
tions. The central administration is entrusted 
to a Board of Education nominated by the 
Governor, half the members being Roman 
Catholic. In 1888 an Ordinance was passed im- 
posing upon parents as a legal obligation the duty 
of providing elementary education for their 
children. In 1904 the average attendance was 
5,652 children, the number on the rolls being 
10,910. Fees are charged in all schools. There 
is a grammar school for boys, and two schools 
for the secondary education of girls, all of 
which receive grants-in-aid from the general 
revenue.

ST. LUCIA. 


Situation and Area. 


The island of St. Lucia was discovered b 
Columbus, during his fourth voyage, on the 15t 
June, 1502. It is situated in 13° 50’ N. lat., and 
60° 58’ W. long; ata distance of 24 miles to the 
south-east of Martinique, and 21 to the north- 
east of St. Vincent. It is 24 miles in length, 
and 12 at its greatest breadth; its circum- 
ference is 150 miles, and its area 233°29 aq. 
miles, rather less than Middlesex. Near its 
northern extremity lies Pigeon Island, formerly 
a military post of some importance. 

Castries, the capital of the island, contains about 
2,510 houses, and a population of about 8,000 souls. 
Next in importance is the town of Soufriere, con- 
taining a population of about 2,300 souls. 


History. 

At the eae of its discovery, St. Lucia was 
inhabited by the Caribe, and continued in their 
real till 1635, when it was granted by the 

ing of France to MM. de L’Olive and Dupleassis. 
In 1639 the English formed their first settlement, 
but in the following year the colonists were all 
murdered by the Caribe. 

In 1642 the King of France, stil] claiming a right 
of sovereignty over the island, ceded it to the 
French Weet India Company, who in 1650 sold it 
for 1,600/. to MM. Honel and Du Parquet. After 
repeated attempts by the Caribs to expel the 
French, the latter concluded a Treaty of Peace 
with them in 1660. 

In 1663, Thomas Warner, the natural son of the 
Governor of St. Christopher, made a descent on 
St. Lucia. The English continued in possession 
till the Peace of Breda in 1667, when the island 
was restored to the French. In 1674 it was 
re-annexed to the Crown of France, and made a 
dependency of Martinique. 

After the Peace of Utrecht, in 1713, the rival 
pretensions of England and France to the posses- 
sion of St. Lucia resulted in open hostility. In 
1718 the Regent, d’Orléans, made a grant of the 
island to Marshal d’Estrées, and in 1722, the King 
of England made a nt of it to the Duke of 
Montague. In the following year, however, a 
body of troops, despatched to St. Lucia by the 
Governor of Martinique, compelled the English 
pldrnt to evacuate the island, and it was declared 
neutra 
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In 1744, the French took advantage of the de- 
claration of war to resume possession of St. Lucia, 
which they retained till the Treaty of Aix-la- 
Chapelle in 1748, when it was again declared 
neutral. In 1756, on the renewal of hostilities, the 
French put the island in a state of defence ; but in 
1762 it surrendered to the joint operations of 
Admiral Rodney and General Monckton. In the 
following year, by the Treaty of Paris, it was 
assigned to France. 

St. Lucia continued in the peaceable possession 
of the French till 1778, when effective measures 
were taken by the British for its conquest. Inthe 
early of 1782, Rodney took up his station in 
Gros [et Bay, in St. Lucia, with a fleet of 36 
sail of the line, and it was from thence that he 
pursued Count de Grasse, when he gained the 
memorable battle of the 12th of April in that 
year. This event was followed by the Peace of 
Versailles, and St. Lucia was once more restored 
to France. 

In 1793, on the declaration of war against 
revolutionary France, the West Indies became 
the scene of a series of naval and military 
operations which resulted in the surrender of 
oe to the British arms on the 4th of April, 

794. 

In 1796 the British Government despatched to 
the relief of their West Indian possessions a body 
of troops, 12,000 strong, under the command of Sir 
Ralph Abercrombie, supported by a squadron 
under Admiral Sir Hugh Christian. On the 26th 
April these forces appeared off St. Lucia, and after 
an obstinate and sanguinary contest, which lasted 
till the 26th May, the Republican party, which 
had been aided by insurgent slaves under Victor 
Hughes, laid down their arms, and surrendered as 
prisoners of war. 

The British retained possession of St. Lucia till 
1802, when it was restored to France by the Treaty 
of Amiens; but on the renewal of hostilities it 
surrendered by capitulation to General Greenfield 
on the 22nd June, 1803, since which period it has 
continued under British rule. 


General Description. 


On its final acquisition by the English, the island 
had become much depopulated, partly by war, but 
chiefly by intestine struggles, the fruits of the 
French Revolution. The recovery from this state 
of things has been slow, having been retarded by 
the severe epidemicsof cholera andsmall-pox which 
have at different times visited the West Indies. 
Each census, however, has shown an advance 
in this respect, and the population now amounts 
to about 52,682. Most of the inhabitants speak a 
French patois, but English is gradually becoming 
more generally used. A very small percentage is 
of European descent, the remainder being of the 
negro race, except about 1,000 East Indian 
immigrants. The reputation of the island for 
peculiar unhealthiness is undeserved. the average 
death rate for the 10 years 1895-1904 being 
21°14 per 1,000. Certain spots situated in narrow 
valleys between high mountains are undoubtedly 
unhealthy, but are becoming less and less so 
as the forests fall before a yearly extending 
cultivation. 

The danger from venomous reptiles is also 
much exaggerated. Owing to the introduction 
and spread of the mongoose, snakes are now but 
rarely met with. Among white inhabitants, con- 
sumption and other of the most fatal diseases of 
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temperate climates are almost unknown. The 
temperature from December to April seldom exceeds 
80° Fahr., even at midday in spots situated a few 
hundred feet above the sea, and a fresh trade wind 
blows continuously. The scenery is of peculiar 
beauty, even as compared with that of other West 
India Islands, and in the neighbourhood of the 
Pitons has the lesscommon element of grandeur. 
These are two cone-shaped rocks rising sheer out of 
the sea to a height of nearly 3,000 feet, and near 
them is the crater of a volcano and a soufriére. 
the ordinary characteristics of the Caribbean 
Cordillera. 

Castries, the chief town, has an_ excellent 
harbour, probably the best in the whole of the 
West Indies. It is now the second naval station 


of the Empire in these gles Dredging opera- 
tions have been carried out in the harbour, 
rendering it more commodious. <A_ substan- 


tial concrete wharf, 650 feet in length, with a 
depth alongside of 27 feet at low water, has been 
completed, and the western wharf, having a length 
of 552 feet, has been refaced in wood, fe 

to an average depth alongside of 18 feet to 24 feet. 
The facilities offered by the port asa port of call 
and coaling station are fast being widely recog- 
nised. It is a port of registry, and had, on 3lst 
December, 1904, 10 vessels registered, of a total 
tonnage of 550 tons. It has been chosen as the 
chief coaling station for the fleet in the West 
Indies, and is strongly fortified. 

A Government savings bank was established m 
1871, and has now 1,642 depositors, with 15,328. 
to their credit on 3lst December, 1904. Branch 
savings banks were opened at Soufriére and Vieux 
Fort in March, 1898. 

The island, in common with the neighbouring 
colonies, was visited by a severe hurricane in 
Sept., 1898, which caused great destruction, and 
involved large numbers of people in destitution. 


Constitution and Law. 


Up to the period of the French Revolution, and 
after the restoration of order in 1800, the island 
was governed according to the law and ordinances 
of the French monarchy. The Courts of Justice 
were an inferior Court called the ‘‘Sénéchaussé¢e,~ 
anda higher Court, called the ‘‘ Conseil Supérieur,” 
or Court of Appeal. The latter Court was com- 
poe of a President and twelve Councillors ; the 

vernor often presided, and it was invested 
with certain 
functions. 

The Government is now conducted by an Admin- 
istrator (who is subordinate to the Governor 
of the Windward Islands), aided by an Execu- 
tive Council. The Legislature consists of the 
Administrator and a Council composed as the 
King may direct. Law is administered by a Chiet 
Justice, from whom in civil cases there is an 
appeal to the Court of Appeal of the Windward 
Islands, and two magistrates, whose decisions 
are liable to review by the judge. In critninal 
cases tried in the Superior Court facts are decided 
upon by a jury of twelve as in England. 

A code of civil law, the authors of which are 
Sir G. W. Des Veeux, (:.C.M.G., and Mr. James 
Armstrong, C.M.G., became law in October, 1879. 
This code has been framed upon the principles of 
the ancient law of the island, with such modifica- 
tions as are required by existing circumstances. 
The Statute Law of the Colony was consolidated 
in 1889 by Dr..(now Sir) J. W. Carrington, then 
Chief, Justice. 


executive and administrative 
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Education. 


On the 30th June, 1891, the trustees of the Lady 
Mico charity closed the eleven schools which they 
had till then maintained, and withdrew their con- 
nection with the Colony. Three of these schools 
hecame Government schools, and the others 
assisted schools under the new Education Ordi- 
nance. In 1898 all the Government schools were 
handed over to the Roman Catholic body, and 
hecame assisted schools. There were, on the 
3lst December, 1904, 43 assisted schools. The 
number of children on the rolls was 6,998, and the 
amount spent by the Colony on primary education 
was 3,434/. The Government grants 400/. a year 
toa Roman Catholic second-grade school, which 
had 51 pupils on the roll; the Sisters of St. Joseph 
conduct a similar school for girls. The number 
of pupils on the roll is about 100, anda shia 
ment grant of 50/. is made to the school annua 
There is also a Government Agricultural Seheol 


Industr Ve 


Sugar, cocoa, logwood, and spices are produced. 
‘There are four sugar ‘‘Usines” with the hest 
machinery, and the export of cocoa is increasing 
rapidly. Tobacco is not grown as an article of 
export, but within the last two years the cultiva- 
tion of this product has been revived, and during 
1901 experiments in the cultivation of cotton 
were commenced, 

Only about one-third of the island has ever been 
cultivated. The remainder is virgin forest of 

t fertility, and abounding in timber suitable 
or building and for the finest cabinet work. 

Nearly all this land is in the possession of the 
Crown, and may be purchased in small or large 
lots at 1/. an acre, payable by yearly instalments 
of 5s., and in the event of acertain area being put 
into permanent cultivation before the due date 
of the last instalment, that instalment may be 
remitted. Under the Crown Lands Regulations, 
the period over which (in certain cases) the 
payment of the purchase money may be spread is 
ten years. This soil will grow any kind of tropical 
fruit trees or industrial plants. 

There is at present in the Colony an Indian 


population of about 1,000

ST. VINCENT. 


Situation and Area. 

The Island of St. Vincent is popularly sup- 
posed to have been discovered by Columbus 
on the 22nd of January, 1498. It is situated 
in 13° 10’ N. latitude, and 60° 57’ W. longi- 
tude, at a distance of 21 miles to the south-west 
of St. Lucia, and 100 miles west of Barbados. It 
is 18 miles in length, and 11 in breadth, and 
contains about 85,000 acres of land, about half the 
area of Middlesex. Most of the Grenadines, a 
chain of small islands lying between Grenada and 
St. Vincent, are comprised within the government 
of the latter island. The principal is Bequia, 
situated at a distance of 9 miles from Kingstown. 


General Description, 

Kingstown, the capital of St. Vincent, is situated 
at the side of an extensive bay, at the south- 
western extremity of the island. It consists of 
three principal streets, each about a mile long, 
tunning parallel with the beach, and contains 
a population of about 4,000 souls. It is a port 
of registry, and had, on 3lst December, 1904, 
34 vessels, of 712 tons. 

There are five other small towns in the island, 
the most important being Georgetown on the 
north-east, and Chateaubelair on the north-west. 
The most striking natural feature of the island is 
its ‘‘ Soufriére,” or volcano, hitherto celebrated for 
the violence of its eruption in 1812. This mountain 
is situated at the northern extremity of the island, 
and rises to about 4,048 feet above the level of the 
sea. After remaining dormant for a period of 
ninety years, it broke into violent eruption again 
on May 7th, 1902, when the entire northern half 
of the island was devastated, and nearly 2,000 lives 
were lost. The eruption synchronised with that 
of Mont Pélée in Martinique which destroyed the 
town of St. Pierre. The ‘‘Soufriére” remained 
intermittently active throughout 1902, and there 
was a further eruption in March, 1903, since when 
it has remained-quiescent. 
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The whole island is of volcanic origin. A back- 
bone of densely wooded and almost impassable 
mountains traverses it from the ‘‘ Soufriére ” at its 
northern end to Mount St. Andrew (2,500 ft.), 
dominating the Kingstown valley at its southern 
extremity. This sors yr off spurs on each 
side, cutting up the island into a series of valleys, 
trending east and west from the central range to 
thecoast. There is a somewhat level tract called 
the Carib Country at the north-east of the island, 
between the ‘‘Soufriére” and the sea. This 
district which formerly comprised the most fertile 
sugar estates, suffered very severely from the 
eruptions of 1902-03. The next highest point after 
the ‘‘Soufriére” in the range is Richmond Peak, 
3,539 feet high. The streams are numerous but 
small, except after heavy rains; the principal is 
the Richmond River. 

In September, 1898, the island was visited by a 
severe hurricane, which caused widespread destruc- 
tion, and reduced large numbers of the inhabitants 
to destitution. St. Lucia and Barbados also 
suffered from this storm, but in lesser degree. 


Climate. 


In the season, December to June, the 
climate is charming. In the wet season, and 
especially from A t to November, the climate 
is damp and hot, but not at all unhealthy, and 
fever is almost unknown. The nights are cool 
all the year round. The average rainfall for the 
last 14 years is 110 inches. The highest readi 
of the thermometer during 1904-5 was 88°5°F. aad 
the lowest 67° F., the mean monthly temperature 
Hage 77°8° F. in the shade. The prevailing wind 
is N.E. 


Industry and Communications. 


Sugar, rum, cocoa, and excellent arrowroot are 
produced. The cultivation of ground nuts and 
spices is also attracting attention, and cotton is 
now extensively planted, for the ginning of which 
a Government factory hasbeenerected. Most of the 
sugar and all the arrowroot mills are worked by 
water power. A large proportion of the cultivable 
land is owned by a few individuals ; portions of 
Crown lands, which hitherto remained uncultivated, 
are in process of alienation to peasant proprietors, 
and sevcral] estates have recently been purchased 
by the Government with the aid of an Imperial 
grant, and are being allotted to the same class of 
settlers. The forests produce excellent woods. 
There are 56 miles of highway running round the 
island, for the most part close to the coast, but on 
the leeward coast communication is mainly by 
boat, and nearly all the produce is water borne. 

The port of Kingstown is visited by the Royal 
Mail and the Canadian Mail Steamers ortnight! rs 
Messrs. Scrutton’s London Direct Line Steamers, 
and the steamers of the Quebec Steamship 
Company, an American Line, also call. 

A telephone system has been established, havin 
1 central and 7 branch exchanges, with 8 
connections and about 150 miles of line. 

Mistory. 

At the time of its discovery, St. Vincent, like 
some of the other small islands, was inhabited by 
the Caribs, who continued in the undisputed pos- 
session of it until 1627, when the King of England 
made a grant of the island to the Earl of Carlisle. 
In 1660 it was declared neutral, and in 1672 it was 
granted to Lord Willoughby. 

No steps, however, appear to have been taken 
to form a settlement on the island, and the English 
and French came to an agreement to abandon the 
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Islands of Dominica and St. Vincent to the Caribe, 
on condition of their renouncing all claim to the 
other islands. The Caribs continued sole masters 
of St. Vincent until the year 1675, when a num- 
ber of savages of a different race were discovered 
in it. These received the appellation of ‘‘ Black 
Caribe,” to distinguish them from the aborigines, 
to whom the name of ‘‘ Yellow Caribs” was given. 

In 1722 George I. made a grant to the Duke of 
Montague of some of the West India Islands, 
including St. Vincent. 

From statistics of the year 1740 it appears that 
the white inhabitants then amounted to about 800, 
and the slaves to 3,000, producing commodities for 
exportation to the value of 63,625/. 

n 1748 St. Vincent was declared neutral by the 
Treaty of Aix-la-Chapelle. In 1756, however, 
hostilities were renewed, and the island was 
taken in 1762 by General Monckton; and by 
the Treaty of Paris in the following year it was 
ceded to Great Britain, when General Melville 
was appointed Governor. 

By a treaty, which was concluded in February, 
1773, an extensive district of St. Vincent was 
allotted to the Caribs (who for some time had 
been in a state of open rebellion) on condition 
of their laying down their arms and acknowledg- 
ing the King of Great Britain as the rightful 
sovereign of the island. 

In 1779 the island surrendered to the French. 
The following year has been rendered memor- 
able by the occurrence of the greatest hurricane 
of which there is any record in West Indian 
annals. By the Treaty of Versailles in 1783, St. 
Vincent was restored to Great Britain. 

From this period to the breaking out of the 
bse Revolution the island appears eee 
enjoyed comparative prosperity an ; but in 
1795 the Caribe and their allies (the French) again 
overran the country, burning the cane-fields, 

lundering the houses, and mercilessly mur- 
dering the English colonists. This state of 
things continued till the arrival of the ‘‘ Zebra” 
sloop of war, with succours from Martinique, then 
the British headquarters. 

The contest was carried on, with alternations 
of good and ill fortune, until the arrival of Sir 
Ralph Abercrombie with reinforcements in June, 
1796. After an obstinate struggle the insurgents 
surrendered at discretion. The Government, in 
anticipation of such an event, had resolved that 
the Caribs should be transported to the Island of 
Ruatan, in the Bay of Honduras; and accordingly, 
on the 11th March, 1797, the necessary transports 
having been provided, the Caribs, to the number 
of 5,080, were embarked at Bequia, and sailed for 
their appointed destination. 

In 1 the apprenticeship system was estab- 
lished, and was fo owed in 1838 by unconditional 
emancipation of the negro slaves. The year 1846 
witnessed the first introduction of Portuguese 
labourers, a class of immigrants who amounted in 
a few years to 2,400, and have proved a valuable 
addition to the general Ma Honea of the island. 

St. Vincent received its first cargo of East 
Indian Coolie labourers in 1861. The indentures 
of these immigrants have expired, and most of 
them have returned to India. Some, however, 
have made their home in the Colony. 


Constitution. 
The Government of St. Vincent originally con- 
sisted of a Governor, Council, and Assembly. 
The Council consisted_of twelve inembers, one 
half of whom.were named in the Governor's 
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Commission, and the remainder appointed on his 
recommendation. The Assembly was ar a 
of nineteen members, including two for the Grena- 
dines. In 1856 an Executive Council was created, 
consisting of ten members, five from the Legisla- 
tive Council, and five from the Assembly. In 1859 
this Council was re-modelled, with the addition 
of an Administrative Committee, selected by the 
Governor and composed of three members—one 
from the Legislative Council, and two from the 
Assembly. This Act of 1859 had, however, a 
duration of only five years. 

The constitution, however, was found no longer 
suited to the altered circumstances of the Colony : 
and in 1867 the Legislative Council and House of 
Assembly were abrogated, and a single Legislative 
Assembly was created instead thereof. This 
Assembly was composed of 12 members, viz. :— 
three ex-officio, three nominated by the Crown, 
and six elected by the people. (The number of 
electors registered for the year 1874 was only 388.) 

But this constitution also was abrogated by an 
Act of the Local Legislature (confirmed by an 
Imperial Act, 39 & 40 Vict., c. 47), by which 
the future modelling of the constitution was left 
to the Crown. The Legislative Council now con- 
sists of official and unofficial members nominated 
and appointed by the Crown. 

The several courts of the Colony were, by an 
Ordinance of the Local Legislature-passed in 1880, 
consolidated into one court, styled the Supreme 
Court of Judicature. The Chief Justice of the 
Colony is the sole Judge of this court. 

There were, at the time of the annual in- 
spection in 1905, 27 schools, with 4,803 children 
on the rolls, and an average attendance of 2,552. 
Most of the school-houses were destroyed by the 
hurricane of llth September, 1898, but are now 
nearly all replaced. There is also a government 
agricultural school, opened in 1900, 

The Government expenditure on education in 
1904-5 was 1,560/. 7s. 8d. 

A savings bank was established in 1866, and had 
976 depositors, with 1,465/. 9s. 8d. deposited, at 
31st December, 1904. On Ist July, 1900, branches 
of the bank were opened at Georgetown and 
Chateau Belair.

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APPENDIX TO PART IZ. 


This Appendix gives some account of certain British Possessions and Protectorates which are not 
administered under the Secretary of State for the Colonies. 


BRUNEI. 


An agreement, in terms similar to that with 
Sarawak (see ‘‘ Sarawak ”) was concluded in 1888 
with the Sultan of Brunei, a native state lying 
between North Borneo and Sarawak, between 115° 
and 116° E. long., and touching the sea at Brunel 
Bay, in which lies the island of Labuan. Brunei is 
the state out of which the territories of the North 
Borneo Company and the Rajah of Sarawak have 
been carved, and appears to have been at one time 
powerful, claiming jurisdiction over the greater 
nak of Borneo as well as over the Philippines. 

ts area is now only about 4,000 miles, with a 
population of about 30,000. 

The outlving districts are Tutong and Belait, 
with others of less importance. 

The authority of the Sultan is fast diminishing. 

The chief town is Brunei, with a population of 
about 10,000, including 70 Chinese. Very little 
trade is now done by the inhabitants of Brunei, 
and that little passes through Labuan. Con- 
cessions of mining and timber rights have been 
granted to all comers, but the want of local labour 
deters serious work. Curios in brass work, made 
by the natives, are attractive to visitors. Opium 
and gambling farms are let yearly, and monopolies 
on tobacco, etc., are granted, but the principal 
source of revenue is derived from the yearly 
cession payments by the North Borneo and 
Sarawak Governments. A cutch factory has been 
established by a London syndicate at Brunei. 
Brunei suffered severely from an outbreak of 
small-pox in 1904. Every effort was made to 
cope with the disease by the acting British 
Consul, Mr. McArthur, and by doctors sent from 
Singapore. 

A further agreement was made with the Sultan 
towards the end of 1905, under which he will 
receive a British Resident, and will be guided by 
his advice in the administration of Brunei. 





NORTH BORNEO. 
Situation and Area, 


The territory under the jurisdiction of the British 
North Borneo Company (incorporated by Royal 
Charter under date uf Ist Nov., 1881), now known 
as ‘‘The State of North Borneo,” comprises the 
whole of the northern portion of the island of 
Borneo from the Trusan River on the west to 
lat. 4° 10’ N. on the east coast, together with 
adjacant islands; it is held under grants from the 
Sultans of Brunei and Sulu, and contains an area 
of 31,000 square miles (equal to Scotland), with 
a coast line of about 900 miles. It extends from 
115° 20’ to 119° 20’ E. long., and from 4° 10’ to 
T° 25’ N. lat. The southern boundary was settled 
hy a convention at London on the 20th June, 1891. 

The principal stations of the Company are at 
Sandakan (where are also the headquarters of 
the administration), Lahat Dato, and Tawao, 
on the east, Kudat on the north, and Jesselton on 
the west. At each of these there are excellent 
harbours, especially at the first-named, which is 


| situated in a magnificent bay some fifteen miles in 


length, with an average breadth of five miles. 
It is 1,000 miles from Singapore, 1,200 from 
Hong Kong, and 1,600 from Port Darwin. 
Inland stations are at Labuk, Kotabelud, Tuaran, 
Tambunan, Kaningau, Fort Birch, and Beaufort. 


General Description. 


The greater part of the country is at present 
covered with jungle, but the soil is found to be 
well adapted for the growth of almost all tropical 
products, more particularly tobacco, sugar, coffee, 
sago, tapioca, pepper, etc. 

The mineral resources of the country are now 
being fully investigated. Gold has been found 
in three of the rivers on the east coast; coal, 
manganese, and other minerals have also been 
met with, and are about to be worked. 

The country is mountainous. The highest point 
yet discovered is Kinabalu, 13,700 feet. 

The inhabitants, who are supposed to number 
about 120,000, are mainly Bruneis, [llanuns, Bajaus, 
and Sulus on the coast, who subsist by fishing and 
trade ; further back, the Dusuns cultivate yearly 
well-irrigated rice fields; and in the interior 
they plant tobacco and hill padi (rice), and hunt, 
clearing fresh jungle every year; the Muruts, 
another interior tribe, are very numerous and 
peaceable, occasionally varying more peaceful 
pursuits by head-hunting raids on a petty scale. 
There are Chinese settlements on the coast; they 
cultivate the tlat areas, and carry on a considerable 
trade. There are 200 Europeans and 16,000 
Chinese in the territory. Sandakan, the chicf town 
with suburbs, has a population of 9,500. There 
are two missions, one the Church of England, with 
stations at Kudat and Jesselton and Beaufort, and 
one Roman Catholic, with four stations on the 
West Coast. The former, which is supported by 
the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in 
Foreign Parts and the Church of England 
Community, has a stone church and two schools 
at Sandakan and one at Jesselton. 

History. 

The State and town of Brunei appear to have 
been prosperous from a very early age. They were 
visited by Europeans in 1822, 1503, and 1520, but 
the first settlement in Borneo was made by the 
Dutch at Landak and Sudakana in 1608, and soon 
abandoned. An English settlement was made in 
1609, and abandoned 1623. The Dutch factories 
were re-established in 1747 and 1776, but finally 
given up in 1790. 

A British settlement was formed under the East 
India Company in 1762, at the island of Balam- 
bangan, which had been ceded by the Sultan of 
Sulu. This was attacked by pirates in 1775, and 
the staff was removed to Labuan, a small factory 
being at the same time established at Brunei. A 
second attempt in 1803 was made to establish a 
settlement on the former island, and in Marudu 
Bay, and on its failure the East India Company 
gave up its connection with Northern Borneo. 

Sir James Brooke, in 1840, established the inde- 
pendent State of Sarawak, which, as well as Brunei, 
is under the:exclusive influence of Great Britain :

and Labuan became a British Colony in 1846. Some 
Americans obtained extensive cessions in North 
Borneo in 1865 from the Sultan of Brunei, but they 
were never utilised. In 1872 acompany, called the 
Labuan Trading Company, established itself in 
Sandakan, the business of which was later carried 
on by its manager, Mr. W. C. Cowie. Finally, in 
1877 and 1878, the Sultans of Brunei and Sulu ceded 
to a syndicate formed by Baron Overbeck and Mr. 
(now Sir Alfred) Dent the greater portion of the 
territory now known as British North Borneo. 
This syndicate’s rights were uired in 1881 by 
the British North Borneo Provisional Association, 
and transferred by that body in 1882 to the British 
North Borneo Company. Some further cessions 
have since been added to the Company’s territory. 
The British Government assumed a formal pro- 
tectorate over the territory b a een with 
‘** The State of North Borneo,” ‘lates the 12th May, 
1888. By this agreement the State is to continue 
to be administered by the Company as an indepen- 
dent State, under the protection of Her Majesty’s 
Government, who may appoint consular officers, 
and shall conduct all foreign relations, but does 
not inteffere in internal administration. 


Climate, 

The climate, though ae Sa is equable; the 
temperature varies from 70° to 90°, but there is 
usually a light breeze. The annual rainfall is 
from 80 to 120 inches, according to situation. 


Industry, 

Agriculture is now beyond its ee state, 
and certain of the more advanced tribes use the 
plough and harrow. There is a large trade in the 
collection of jungle proces: and much attention 
has been given to the cultivation of tobacco, for 
which the soil and climate have proved to be emi- 
nently suited. The value of tobacco exported 
in 1902 was over one million dollars. Coconut 
plantations are rapidly increasing in number, and 
the export of coconuts and of copra is becoming of 
importance. The hill lands are well adapted for 
the cultivation of tapioca, gambier, pepper and tea. 
The enormous virgin forests of North Borneo have 
enabled a lucrative timber trade to be carried on 
with China and Manila, and inquiries for railway 
aeepers are now coming from various parts of the 
world. Sleepers have already been supplied to 
Manila, and it is believed that this trade can be 
largely developed. Shipbuilding is increasing in 
Sandakan Bay, where two large saw mills have 
been working for some years. The Cutch factory 
is doing a considerable business. - 

e exports comprise also, sago, coffee, pepper, 
utta-percha, indiarubber, rattans, beeswax, Chble 
irds’ nests, camphor, resin (called damar), cattle, 
cutch, &c., sent almost entirely to Singapore and 
China; from Singapore part of these find their 
way to Europe. 
_ The Chartered Company does not itself engage 
in trade. 

The revenue is derived from import duties, 
stamps, and royalties on the various exports, a 
poll tax, licences for the sale of opium, spirits, 
and tobacco ; and from the sale and rent of forest 
lands, suburban lots, and town sites. 

Minerals, 

Excellent coal is being worked by the Cowie 
Harbour Coal Company, and coal wil) be supplied 
to vessels at the principal North Borneo porte 
about April, 1906. 

Large deposits of manganese and iron ores have 
recently been discovered. The former has been 
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connected with a metre-gauge railway to the port 
of shipment in Marudu Bay. The length of the 
line is 8 miles, with 5 miles of a narrow gauge 
(18”) as branches. The first shipment of manganese 
will be made some time in March, 1 


Currency and Banking. 


The Company has a copper coinage of 4 and 
1 cent. pieces, a nickel coinage of 1 cent, 24 cent. and 
5 cent. pieces, and it issues notes, expressed in 
dollars, to the extent of $380,000. The dollars 
in circulation are those of the Straits Settle- 
ments. There are agencies of the Chartered Bank 
of India, Australia, and China, and the National 
Bank of China, and the Company itself does 
banking business when required. 

Money orders on North Borneo are issued in 
England, India, the Straits Settlements, Ceylon, 
Hong Kong, and elsewhere, and wice versd. 


Constitution, 


The territory is administered by a Court of 
Directors in London, appointed under the Royal 
Charter, and a Governor and Civil Service 
7p peerage by them. There are 10 provinces 
(Alcock, Cunliffe, Dent, Dewhurst, Elphinstone, 
a ce Martin, Mayne, Myburgh, and Clarke). 

he appointment of the Governor is subject to 
the approval of the Secretary of State. 

The law of the country is based on the Indian 
Penal, Criminal Procedure, and Civil Procedure 
Codes, with an adaptation in special instances of 
several of the Acts in force in the British Colonies, 
and an Imam’s court, for the administration of 
Muhammadan law, with native courts for trials by 
local customs. There is a force of about 650 
armed police under European officers. 


Means of Communication. 


Messrs. Behn Meyer & Co., on behalf of the 
Nord-Deutache-Lloyd Company, run steamers 
constantly between Singapore and the local ports, 
and between Hong Kong and the ports. There is 
additional communication by steamer with Singa- 

re and Hong Kong, and a local com runs & 
ne along the coast and to adjacent astanila: The 
Government have constructed a metre-gauge rail- 
way from Brunei Bay to Beaufort, 20 miles, and 
from Beaufort to Jesselton, 57 miles, and a line 
of 33 miles from Beaufort to Tenom, which will 
open up the interior. In all, the length of railway 
(including branches) completed is 120 miles. Its 
principal coastal terminus is Jesselton, at which 
aes there is a steel jetty where vessels up to 

,000 tons can load and discharge cargo. Over 
700 miles of telegraph line are open. Several 
riding roads already exist, and 200 miles of bridle 
path are in course of construction. Internal 
communication is mainly by water. The State 
has joined the Postal Union. Course of t 
from London, about thirty days. Postage from 
Sandakan to all places outside the territory for 
letters 4 cents. per 4 oz. 

The postal business has considerably increased 
during the last few years. Statistics for 1897-1901

On the completion of the Singapore ee 
Hong Kong cable in April, 1894, the mainland of 
Borneo was joined to Labuan by a cable covering 
a distance of about 10 miles to Mempakol. A 
telegraph line from that point to Sandakan is now 
constructed, and: brings a number of inland 
stations into direct telegraphic communication 
with London. 

A branch line from Beaufort, on the Padas 
River, to Kudat, on the west coast, is now open, 
and also a line from Lamag, on the Kinabatangan 
River, to Lahat Datoh. A line is also in course 
of construction to link up the manganese mines at 
Tangong Batu.

SARAWAK. 


An agreement was entered into with the Rajah 
of Sarawak, on the north-west coast of Borneo, 
on the 14th of June, 1888, under which that 
State has been placed under British protection. 
Her Majesty’s Government undertake not to inter- 
fere with the internal administration of the State, 
but they are to determine any questions that arise 
as to the succession, to control the foreign rela- 
tions, and to have the right to establish consular 
officers in the territory. British subjects are to 
have most-favoured-nation treatment, and no 
part of the territory is to be alienated without 
the consent of H.M.’s Government. 

The territory of Sarawak comprises an area of 
about 42,000 square miles (more than equal to 
Ireland and Wales together), with a population of 
about 500,000, composed of various races. It is 
intersected by many rivers, navigable for a con- 
siderable distance inland, and commands about 
380 miles of coast line. The government of the 
district from Tanjong Datu to the entrance 
of the Samarahan River was obtained from the 
Sultan of Brunei in the year 1842 by Sir James 
Brooke, who became well known as Rajah Brooke, 
of Sarawak. In 1861 a second cession was obtained 
from the Sultan of Brunei of all the rivers and 
lands from the Samarahan River to Kadurong 
Point. In 1882 a third cession was obtained of 
100 miles of coast line and all the country and 
rivers that lie between Kadurong Point and the 
Baram River, including about three miles of coast 
on the north-east side of the latter; and in 1885 
another cession was obtained of the Trusan River, 
situated on the north of the mouth of the Brunei 
River. The Limbang River was also obtained in 
1890, and the transfer was approved and confirmed 


by H.M.’s Government in August, 1891. The 
Lawas River was added in 1905. The present 
Rajah, H.H. Sir Charles Johnson rooke, 


G.C.M.G. (born June, 1829; married 1869, 
Margaret Alice Lily de Windt), is a nephew 
of Sir James Brooke, to whom he succeeded 
in 1868, 

Heir, Charles Vyner Brooke (Rajah Muda), born 
26th September, 1874. 


Products. 


At Paku, in Upper Sarawak, a considerable 
number of Chinese are engaged in working gold, 
and also in the Batang Lupar Residency. Gold 
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exported 1898, value $23, 685 ; 1899, $541,711 ; 1900, 
$843,709; 1901, $1,424,170; 1902, $1,368,360, 
and gold ore, $22,470; 1903, $1,784,600, 
and gold ore, $26,380; 1904, gold, $1,819,200, 
gold ore $36,395. The Borneo Company 
possesses a monopoly of the mineral rights, other 
than gold and coal, over most of Sarawak, and at 
Busoh the Company have extensive antimony 
works, and have erected at Bau and Bidi large 
works for the treatment of gold ore by the 
cyanide process. (Coal is mined on a con- 
siderable scale at Sadong and _ Brooketon, 
the output in 1904 being 44,980 tons, including 
the quantity used by the local steamers. 
There is a considerable export of timber mostly 
from the Rejang River to Hong Kong, valued 
in 1902 at $188, 445, 1903 at $53,664, and in 1904 at 
$63,226. There are successful plantations of coffee 
on Matang, and pepper grows well throughout the 
Territory. All these articles figure in the list of 
exports, which also includes diamonds, quicksilver, 
tta-percha, indiarubber, canes, rattans, camphor, 
es’ wax, birds’ nests, sago, tapioca, gambier, and 
silver, The value of the principal exports in 194 
was : Gutta and india-rubber, $448,006; *Jelutong 
tta, $541,077; rattans, $91,037; gambier, 
173,500; pepper, $2,611,478; sago flour, $830,31!). 
The bulk of the trade is with Singapore.

Kuching, the capital, population about 25,000, on 
the Sarawak River, about 23 miles inland (N. lat. 
1° 32’, E. long. 110° 28’), besides excellent Go- 
vernment offices and Court House, an 
excellent hospital, and a museum with a complete 
collection of exhibits relating to Borneo. The 
Bishop of Singapore and Sarawak has his head- 

uarters there, and has a missien school with 

00 scholars, and also a girls’ school. The Roman 
Catholics also have a mission there, with a bors’ 
school under two resident priests, and a girls’ 
school under the sisters. 

Sibu, on the Rejang River, hasa large population 
of Chinese traders, who exchange European goods 
for jungle produce. The river has a native 
popu tion estimated at 90,000. The Chinese 

ere trade direct with Singapore, as well as with 
Kuching. Muka, a large town on the Muka River, 
near its mouth, is devoted to the production of 
sago, the stems of the sago palm being cut in the 
upper reaches of the river and floated down to the 
town, where the pith is extracted and beaten, to 
be carried in native schooners to Kuching, to be 
cleaned. 

Other towns are Bintulu, Oya, Kapit, Baram 
Simanggang, Sadong, Trusan, Limbang. 


Communication 


is maintained by the Sarawak and Singapore 
SS. Co. with Kuching and Singapore every week ; 
by a Government vessel with Sadong, Brooketon, 
and Sin pore occasionally ; by the ‘‘ Kaka,” 250 
tons, and “‘ Adeh,” 189 tons, coasting, with trips 
to Singapore four or five times a vear; and 
by the “‘Alice Loraine” fortnightly coasting 
service. 

Communication is also kept up with coast stations 
by Government steam launches. 

There are roads only around the capital and 
thence to the mining district in Upper Sarawak

ZANZIBAR. 


The Sultanate of Zanzibar was formerly an 
appanage of Muscat, but in 1861 became in- 
dependent under an arbitration by Lord Canning 
(then Governor-General of India). The dominions, 
besides Zanzibar Island, comprise the Island of 
Pernba and several other small islands, and until 
late years the Sultan’s authority extended over 
the Coast of East Africa, from Warsheikh in 3° 
N. latitude to Tunghi Bay in 10°42° S. latitude. 
This authority has, however, been ceded, 
as regards the Coast dominions, to Italy, 
Great Britain, and Germany respectively, Great 
Britain still paying rent for the territory under 
their protection, whilst Germany and Italy have 
acquired the Sultan’s rights by the payment of 
sums of 200,000. and 144,000/. respectively. 
Zanzibar Island itself, situated in 6° S. latitude, 
is the largest coralline island on the African 
coast, being 47 miles long by 20 broad, and 
contains an area of 640 square miles. The 
port of Zanzibar is one of the finest in Africa, 
and has long been the centre of all commerce 
between India, Arabia, and the mainland. It has 
an excellent water supply and is used as a coaling 
station for His Majesty's Navy. 

The climate is bad in the hot season, which 
lasts from December to March. The thermometer 
ranges from 77° to 90°, with a mean of 80° and an 
annual rainfall of 60 inches. 

On the death of the Sultan in August, 1896, 
the palace was seized by Said Khaled, a member 
of his family, and to compel his submission the 

lace was bombarded by British warships. 
Seyyid Hamoud bin Mahomed was then installed. 
He died July 18th, 1902, and as his son, the 
present Sultan, Sey yid Ali, was then only eighteen 
vears of age, the Government was placed under 
the control of the First Minister, Mr. A. S. Rogers, 
who acted as Regent until June 7th, 1905, when 
Seyyid Ali attained his majority. 

Sie miles to the north of Zanzibar lies the 
small and densely wooded but waterless Island 
of Tumbatu, and some 30 miles further nurth lies 
the Island of Pemba, with an area of 380 miles. 

The islands are fertile, providing cloves, cocoa- 
nuts, chillies, and other tropical products, and the 
exports gathered from the mainland include ivory, 
rubber, gum, hides, ebony, and tortoise-shell. 
The principal imports are Manchester cotton 
goods, hardware, rice (from India), and coal. 

The population is roughly estimated at about 
250,000, which includes about 10,000 Arabs and 
the same number of Indians. The total European 
popu ies numbers nearly 300.

ADEN. 


The peninsula of Aden is situated in lat. 12° 47’ 
N. and long. 45° 10’ E., about 100 miles east of the 
Straits of Bab-el-Mandeb, on the Arabian coast. 
Besides the peninsula a strip of territory stretch- 
ing about three miles inland belongs to England, 
the whole area being about eighty square miles. 
Dhala and E] Hota are the principal villages out- 
side the town of Aden. The rainfall rarely 
exceeds 7 inches in a year. The town of Aden 
is situated on the side of a rocky promontory, 
and is very strongly fortified. It is a most im- 
portant coaling station, and also an entrepét for the 
trade with Arabia. The exports consist of coffee, 
gums, skins and hides, cotton goods, dyes, feathers, 
Bpices, etc. The scttlement is subject to the 
Goveranient of Bombay, being presided over by 
a Resident, who is also commander of the troops 
in the garrison. (For further information, see 
publications relating tu India. ) 


PERIM, an island about five square miles in area, 
situated at the entrance of the Red Sea, is a de- 
pendency of Aden, and is administered from that 


port. It is also an important coaling depét for 
the merchant marine, and contains a_light- 
house. 


The Arab chiefships between Aden and Muscat 
territory are also in subordinate treaty relations 
with the Government of India, these relations 
being within the charge of the Aden Residency. 


SocoTRA,an island situated about 150 miles E.N.E. 
of Cape Guardafui, in 12° 19’---12° 42’ N. lat., and 
53° 21'—53° 30’ E. long. and lying in the direct route 
to India, has been since 1876 under the Govern- 
ment of Aden, which pays a small subsidy to the 
Sultan of Keshin, to whom it belonged. It is 
famous for its aloes. The population of the island 
is about 12,000, of Arab descent. It is 72 miles 
by 22 miles, with ks 200 feet high. It was 
formally placed under British protection by agree- 
ment with the Sultan in October, 1886, together 
Me a neighbouring Abdal Kute and Bromers 
Islands. 


ASCENSION. 


The island of Ascension, 34 miles in area, 
lying in the South Atlantic, lat. 7° F3' S. and 
long. 14° 18’ W., is under the supervision of the 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, who main- 
tain a small naval station there. It was taken 

ion of in 1815, and is now garrisoned 

y marines. It is famous for its turtles, large 
numbers of which are caught between Dec. and 
May. The mail steamers from the Cape call 
there once a month, and it is connected by tele- 
graph with St. Vincent, St. Helena, and Sierra 

eone. It is a barren, rocky peak of purely 
volcanic origin, and destitute of vegetation, except

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at the highest point, 2,870 feet high, but has been 
cultivated toan extent permitting the maintenance 
of 3,000 sheep. The population is about 400. 
All expenses are charged to naval funds.

TRISTAN DA CUNHA. 


Tristan da Cunha and Gough Island are the 

incipal of a group of islands lying in lat. 37° 6’ 
g long., 12° 2' W. It was taken possession 
of by a erat, force during the residence of 
Napoleon at St. Helena. Upon his death the garri- 
son was withdrawn, with the exception of three 
men, who, with certain shipwrecked sailors, became 
the founders of the present settlement. Fora long 
time only one of the settlers had a wife, but subse- 
quently the others contracted with a sea captain to 
bring them wives from St. Helena. The popula- 
tion, when the island was visited in November, 
1901, by one of H.M. ships, was found to be only 
74(18 families). It remains practically stationary, 
as the younger and more ambitious settlers migrate 
in hatches totheCape. The inhabitants practically 
enjoy their possessions in common, and there is 
no strong drink on the island, and no crime. It 
was at one time proposed to give them laws and a 
regular government, but this was found unnecessary 
for the above reasons, and they remain under the 
moral rule of their oldest inhabitant, 

The inhabitants are spoken of as sng er 
healthy, moral, religious, and hospitable to 
strangers. A supply of stores and provisions was 
provided out of a grant voted by Parliament, and 
sent out by a man-of-war in 1886, nearly all the 
able-bodied men having been drowned while 
attempting to board a vessel in December, 1885. 

In the way of live stock, the inhabitants have 
between them about 500 head of cattle, about 600 
sheep, about 50 pigs, and an abundance of poultry. 
Potatoes do well, and a good crop is got annually. 
Apple trees and peach trees are in fair number, 
saa bear well; there are also a few fig trees, but 
they donot fruit. The tree of the island, which 
apparently is a juniper, and upon which the 
landers are dependent for their wood for fuel, is 
getting scarce in the neighbourhood of settlement, 
but is abundant further off, and there is no fear 
of supply failing. Communication with passing 
vessels had, in 1901, become rather more frequent 
of late ; in twelve months about eight vessels were 
communicated with. The islanders have in all five 
boats—the whaler supplied by Government in 1897, 
and four small canvas whale boats made by them- 
selves. The proverbial good health of the islanders 
continues; and any such thing as real sickness 
remains unknown. 

January, February, or March are the best 
months for visiting the island. It is in these 
months that weather at times becomes so settled 
that the islanders are able to make visits to 
Inaccessible and Nightingale Islands, which are 
some 20 and 25 miles off.

separate Protectorate. Many of these have no 
pe inhabitants, but are, or have been, 
eased by the Lords Commissioners of the 
Treasury for guano collection, or for cocoanut 
planting. The rents are paid into the Exchequer. 
Among such may be mentioned the Ashmore 
oe (Indian ean), Bird Island and Cato 
Island (in the Norfolk Island Group), Sombrero 
(West Indies, with a Board of Trade Lighthouse 
costing 5202. annually), Raine Island, 1 Cay 
and Bramble Cay (near British New Guinea), 
Sydney Island, Phoenix Group (4° 25’ S. lat, 
171° 13’ W. long.), the Caroline and Flint 
Islands (Pacific Ocean, 9° 56’ S. lat., 150° 6’ W. 
long., and 11° 26’ 8S. lat., and 151° 48’ W. long.). 
Malden Island, (4° 1’ S. lat., 155° 57’ W. long.), 
leased to Messrs. Grice, Suinner, and Co., Starbuck 
Island, Vostoc, Nightingale and Inaccessible 
ee (in the S. Atlantic), and there are many 
others. 

Humphrey (Manahiki), and Rierson (Rakahanga) 
Islands, lying to the north of the Cook Islands, 
about 160° W. long. and 10° S. lat., were 
annexed in 1889. Christmas, Fanning, and Pen- 
rhyn Islands were annexed in March, 1888, in 
view of the ibility of their being utilised in 
connection with the projected telegraph cable from 
Vancouver to Aust ia. Christmas Island 
(1° 57' N. lat., 157° 27’ W. long.) is an atoll 90 
miles in circumference, barren, with only brackish 
water. A trading firm collects mother-of- | 
shells. Fanning Island (3° 51’ N. lat., 159° 22 
W. long.) is a small atoll 9 miles by 4, covered 
with cocoanut trees, copra and guano being er- 
 saate This is a station of the Pacific cable. 

enrhyn Island (9° S. lat., 158° 3’ W. long} 
is an atoll 30 miles in circumference, y 
covered with cocoanut trees, and having a popula- 
tion of 300. Mother-of-pearl is exported. Suwar- 
row Island (13° 13’ S. lat., 163° 9° W. long.) was 
annexed for a similar reason, 22nd April, 1883; a 
protectorate was established over Jarvis Island 
the Phenix group, comprising Phunix, Birnie. 
Hull, Gardner and Sydney Islands, Washington 
or New York Island, and Palmyra Island and 
Johnson Island.* Palmerston, Penrhyn, Suwar. 
row, Humphrey, Rierson, and one or two othe: 
small islands were in 1901 annexed to Net 
Zealand with the Cook Islands. 

The Great and Little Basses and Minic 
are small islets in the Indian Ocean, wi- 
lighthouses maintained by the Board of Trax 
out of shipping dues levied on vessels passin.

The Ruriyan’Murivan Islands, five in number.

(4) INFORMATION AS TO COLONIAL APPOINTMENTS. 


1. The patronage of the Secretary of State for the Colonies is confined to those colonies and 
countries which are administered under his directions. He has no patronage in colonies ing 
responsible government (viz., Canada, Australia and New Zealand, the Cape olony, Natal, including 
Zululand, and Newfoundland). With regard to appointments in Zanzibar, and all appointments 
of a Consular nature, application should be made to the Foreign Office. Inquiries as to appointments 
in Egypt should be addressed to the Minister of the Interior at Cairo. Aden and adjacent territories 
are subject to the Government of Bombay. Ascension Island is under the supervision of the 
Admiralty. All civil officers in Rhodesia are either nominated or appointed by the British South 
Africa Company, 2, London Wall Buildings, E.C. For appointments in British North Borneo 
application should be made to the British North Borneo Company, 15, Leadenhall Street, E.C. 
Appointments in Sarawak are in the hands of His Highness the Rajah. The following information 
applies only to the colonies in which the Secretary of State controls the administration. 


2. Asa general rule, each colony has its own public service distinct from that of every other colony ; 
and it is only the higher officers who are transferred by the Secretary of State from one colony to 
another. 

There is an exception to this rule in the case of the Eastern Colonies, the services of Hong Kong, 
the Straits Settlements and the Federated Malay States being regarded as one, and the officers being 
liable to be transferred from one colony or state to another. Such transfers, however, are not 
very frequent. 

3. Offices of which the emoluments do not exceed 100/. a year are invariably filled by the 
appointment of local candidates selected by the Governor, who has the absolute disposal of all such 
appointments. 

4, When a vacancy occurs in an office of which the emoluments exceed 100/. and do not exceed 
2000/. a year, the Governor reports it to the Secretary of State together with the name and qualification 
of the person whom he has appointed to fill it provisionally, and this recommendation is almost 
uniformly followed. . 

5. When a vacancy occurs in an office of which the emoluments exceed 200/. a year, the Governor 
follows the same course as to paar hi the vacancy and provisional rd aranieabe and he is at liberty 
to recommend a candidate for the final appointment; but it is distinctly understood that the Secretary 
of State has the power of nominating another instead. 


6. This power is, however, seldom exercised in favour of persons not already in the public service. 
Vacancies are usually filled by promotion; and, as a general rule, it is only in the case of the highest 
offices, and those requiring professional or other special qualifications not to be found in the colonies 
themselves, that appointments are made by the Secretary of State from this country. 


7. Appointments in the Transvaal and Orange River Colony are made by the selection of local 
candidates as far as possible. It is understood that there is an ample supply of candidates in South 
Africa for any ordinary vacancies likely to occur, and it is not anticipated that this Department will 
be called upon to make appointments, except in the case of some of the higher posts. 

For information regarding the South African Constabulary, application should be made to the 
Recruiting Staff Officer, King’s Court, Broadway, Westminster, S.W. Vacancies in the commissioned 
ranks are filled as a rule by promotion from the ranks, and direct applications to the Colonial Office 
cannot be entertained. 

Educational appointments in the Transvaal and Orange River Colony are filled on the recommenda- 
tion of the Board. of Education or the Scotch Education Department, to which offices applications 
should be addressed. 

Information as to the Government Railways in South Africa may be obtained from the following :— 
(1) Transvaal and Orange River Colonies: the Crown Agents for the Colonies, Whitehall gardens, S.W. 
(2) Cape Government Railways: the Agent-General for the Cape of Good Hope, 100, Victoria Street, 
S.W. (3) Natal Government Railways: the Agent-General for Natal, 26, Victoria Street, S.W. 
(4) Rhodesian Railways: the Secretary to the Rhodesia Railways, Ltd., 2, London Wall 
Buildings, E.C. 

Vacancies in the Prison Service of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony are occasionally filled 
by the selection of candidates from the Prison Service of the United Kingdom, and applications 
are not received at the Colonial Office. 

Vacancies in the Postal and Telegraphic Services of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony are 
occasionally notified in the Post Office Circular. Candidates must be in the service of the General 
Post Office, and are only appointed on the recommendation of the Postmaster-General, to whom they 
should apply, through their superior officers, when notification of a vacancy appears. Applications 
are not received at the Colonial Office. 


8. In Ceylon, Hong Kong, and the Straite Settlements, and the Federated Malay States, 
cadetships have been established, with a view to one up officers to fill eventually the more 
important posts in the civil services of those colonies and states, practically all the subordinate 
offices being filled (as in other colonies) by the appointment of local candidates. The cadets, who 
must be natural born British subjecta, and between the ages of 22 and 24, are selected by open 
competitive examination held by the Civil Service Commissioners, to whom all inquiries on the subject 
should be addressed. The examination is usually held once a year, and is the same as that at which 
candidates for the Home and Indian Civil Services compete. 
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The following administrative and political appointments in West Africa are frequently filled from 
this country as vacancies occur : 

Gambia.—Travelling Commissioners, salary 300/. (with 10s. a day while travelling). 

Sierra Leone.— Assistant District Commissioners, 350. to 40u0. 

Gold Coast.— District Commissioners, 40 2. (duty allowance 8U/.). 

Lagos.— District Commissioners, 4U00/. to 50v/. 

Southern Nigeria.—Assistant District Commissioners, 3002. to 400V. 

"Northern Nigeria.—Assistant Residents, 30U/. to 400/. (with, at present, local allowance of 4s. a day). 

East Africa Protectorate and Uganda.—Assistant Collectors, 2500. 

Somalililand.—Assistant Political Otticers, 25U/. to 40U. (with 50/. transport and travelling allow- 
ance); Assistant District Officers, 2501. 

British Central Africa Protectorate. —District Residents (Third Class), 200/. to 3002. 

Vacancies in the higher grades are almost invariably filled by promotion. The duties in most cases 
include judicial work, and legal qualifications are usually required on the Gold Coast. 

There are also occasional vacancies in Northern and Southern Nigeria for assistant secretaries at 
300/. to 40d. Candidates for the Junior West African appointments should be between 25 and 35, and 
preterence is given to unmarried men. For the Gold Coast appointments the age limit is 40. 

There are also a few cadetships in Fiji filled by selection, but vacancies in these posts are extremely 
infrequent. The salary is 200/. Candidates must be between the ages of 20 and 24. They will, in 
the first instance, be employed on clerical duties in the Secretariat, and will be on probation for three 
years, during which time they must acquire a satisfactory knowledge of Fijian. Their subsequent 
employment, if their appointment is confirmed, will depend on the vacancies that may occur, and on 
the capacity they may have shown themselves to possess. 

There are no other junior appointments usually open to candidates without special qualifications in 
this country. 

9. Engineers, surveyors, and foremen of works, when required from this country, are usually 
obtained through the Crown Agents for the Colonies. The Crown Agents have in their hands the 
selection of such officers for public works (railways, etc.) carried out through them, and they also 
select for clerical appointments in connection with the works. 

10. The Secretary of State has occasionally to fill up an educational appointment. In the case of 
elementary or technical educational posts candidates are obtained when required by advertising in the 
newspapers, and no permanent list of candidates is kept. When higher education is in question 
recourse is usually had to some well-known agency, but a list of candidates is also kept at the Colonial 
Oftice. The better-paid posts, and the headships of colleges and education departments, are almost 
always filled by promotion from within the Colonial Services. t 

ll. There is very little ecclesiastical patronage now remaining in the hands of the Secretary of 
State. Imfa post falls vacant which the Secretary of State has to fill, a candidate is selected in some 
special manner, with particular reference to the requirements and circumstances of the office. No list 
of candidates is kept. 

12. Persons possessing a competent knowledge of one or more Indian languages may have their 
names noted for consideration when vacancies occur in the Immigration Department of any of the 
colonies to which coolies are imported from India. But these appointments are few in number, and 
vacancies consequently do not often occur. 

13. Offices for which solicitors are required are almost always filled by the appointment of local 
candidates. But there are a few appointments, such as minor Registrarships, for which solicitors as 
well as barristers are regarded as eligible. 

14. Barristers are required as registrars, law officers, judges, in some instances as magistrates, 
and as District Commissioners, and Assistant District Commissioners in the Gold Coast and Lagos 
(sce par. 8). The salary of a King’s Advocate or Attorney-General (who in some colonies, though 
not as a rule, is allowed to take private practice) varies from 400/. in the Bahamas to 1,500/. in British 
(ruiana and the Straits Settlements; that of a Puisne Judge from 700. in the Leeward Islands to 
1,200/, or 1,3002. in the Straits Settlements and Hong Kong; and that of a Chief Justice from 650¥. 
in St. Vincent to 2,000/. in Jamaica. In some few colonies there is a Solicitor-General as well as 
an Attorney-General. The better-paid appointments, and those in the more healthy colonies, are 
usually filled by transfer or promotion. Candidates for first appointments should, therefore, be 
prepared as a general rule to accept a small salary or to go to one of the less healthy colonies. 
Mayistrates are in many cases selected from the Civil Service: but iv British Guiana and Trinidad 
there are magistracies, with salaries varving from 600/. to 750/. a year, to which barristers are 
usually appointed. Barristers are also required for the Resident Magistracies in Jamaica, with 
salaries varving from 500/. to 800/., for the District Courts in Cyprus, where the salaries range from 
450/, to 525/. a year, and for magistracies in Mauritius, of which the salaries range from Rs. 5,000 to 
Rs. 7,000. A Magistrate or a District Court Judge is not ineligible for promotion to one of the highe? 
offices, but has no claim to such an appointment in the ordinary course of promotion. Candidates 
must be under the age of 40. 

15. Supervisors of Customs and Assistant Treasurers or Accountants are ig Naa from time to 
time in the West African Colonies and Protectorates, with salaries ranging from 250/. to 350/., 
according to colony. Treasury Assistantships in Uganda and East Africa (2501. to 400/.), and in 
Somaliland (250/, to 350/.), are also sometiines filled up from this country. Clerkships are occasionally 
vacant in the ‘Treasurer's and Secretary's Otfice, British Central Africa (salary 2UU/. to 250/.). Only 
candidates with the necessary experience need apply. 

16. Naval officers or officers of the Roval Naval Reserve are occasionally selected for appointment 
ax port ofticers or harbour masters. Thev are also eligible for selection as Marine Officers in Southern 
Nigeria (300/. to 400/.), or as Assistant Marine Superintendents in Northern Nigeria (2504. to 350/.). 
Candidates for these appointments, if officers of the R.N.R., should hold certificates as Master Mariners,

17. There are Police appointments of,two classes, Civil Police (including prison fe lien ike 
and Military Police. Details are given in a separate memorandum. No precise qualifications have 
been laid down for Civil Police appointments, but a knowledge of Civil Police work is in most cases 
desirable.* All candidates for Military Police appointments, except in Jamaica, Trinidad, and British 
Guiana, should be between 22 and 30, and unmarried, should hold commissions in the Army or Militia, 
and an officer’s certificate from the School of Musketry at Hythe, and (if militia officers) must have 
served three trainings with their battalion, and be in ession of a P.S. certificate or a certificate 
for promotion to the rank of Captain. Candidates for Police appointments in Jamaica, Trinidad, and 
British Guiana, must be between the ages of 21 and 26, and unmarried, and are selected by examina- 
tion, after nomination by the Sccretary of State, or, if resident in the Colony, by the Governor. 
Appointments in the West African Frontier Force and the King’s African Rifies are made by the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies on the recommendation of the Secretary of State for War, and 
applications should be addressed to the War Office and not to the Colonial Office. 

8. The salaries attached to eee in West Africa are higher than those attached to similar 
appointments elsewhere, and West African service also carries with it special privileges in respect of 
leave of absence and pension. These advantages are granted on account of the unhealthiness of the 
climate, and any officer desiring to be transferred must be prepared to take less pay in another colony. 
It should also be clearly understood that it is impossible for more than a very small proportion of all 
the officers serving in West Africa to be transferred, and that no applications for transfer can be 
entertained until an officer has served five years in West Africa. 

19. Medical Officers in this country are from time to time selected by the Secretary of State for 
service in the Colonies. A large proportion of these appointments are on the West Coast of Africa, 
and the proportion has greatly increased during the past few years owing to considerable extensions 
of the staff in West Africa and to the general reduction in West Indian establishments. Applicants 
must be between the ages of 23 and 55 (25 and 35 in the case of West African appointments), and 
doubly qualified: preference will be given to unmarried candidates, and to those who have held 
hospital appointments as house physicians and house surgeons. Selected candidates are generally 
required to undergo a course of training, before taking up appointments, at the School of Tropical 
Medicine in London or Liverpool. Appointments in the West African Medical Staff carry with them 
certain privileges (e.g., gratuities on retirement after 9 years’ service or more), details as to which, with 
other information, are contained in a separate pamphlet, which will be furnished on application. 
The higher posts are filled by promotion or transfer, but the headships of medical departments 
in the larger colonies, which are ts requiring administrative as well as professional qualifications, 
are sometimes filled from outside the service, and there are occasional, though very rare, vacancies for 
which a Ponce are required, e.g., the charge of a lunatic asylum. Surgeons-Superintendent 
of vessels carrying coolie emigrants from India are selected by the Crown Agents for the Colonies. 

20. A considerable number of nurses is required for service under the Colonial Governments. In 
selecting candidates, the Secretary of State is guided by the recommendations of the Committee of the 
Colonial Nursing Association, which has been formed with the express object of providing the colonies 
with trained nurses, for private as well as Government employment. All applications should be 
addressed to the Honorary Secretary, Colonial Nursing Association, Imperial Institute, 8.W. There 
are no other appointments in the Secretary of State’s gift which are open to ladies. 

21. From the foregoing information it will be seen—(1) that the higher offices in the colonigs are filled 
by promotion; (2) that the lower offices, not requiring professional qualifications, are usually filled 
either by the appointment of local candidates or by means of open competitive examination at home ; 
and (3) that there are consequently but few openings for candidates from this country, except for those 
possessing the professional and other qualifications above specified. 

22. All applications for appointments described above as being filled by selection of the Secretary 
of State must be addressed to the Secretary of State for the Colonies, palin, Hulten S.W. Forms 
are supplied by the Private Secretary, which the candidate must fill with f gel sehoarde regarding 
his career and qualifications, and the employment he desires ; he must name on the form two referees 
who will answer from personal knowledge for his character and capacity, and he must return it to the 
Private Secretary with originals and copies of testimonials (not more than six), which must be sent in 

all together. The originals will be inspected and returned to the candidate, and the copies retained 
for record in the Colonial Office. If the candidate is considered suitable his name will be noted in the 
list, and will be considered with those of other candidates as vacancies from time to time occur; but 
no promise can in any case be made, and no definite prospect whatever can be held out, that the 
Secretary of State will be in a position to offer employment to any particular candidate. If a candidate 
is offered an appointment, he can usually be allowed sufficient time to make preparations and to 
terminate the employment in which he may be say tee 

23. It is impossible to foresee the occurrence of vacancies, and the Secretary of State cannot 
undertake to give any information as to the likelihood of a vacancy or vacancies occurring. Nor 
can he undertake to keep candidates or others informed of the actual occurrence of vacancies. When 
candidates have been noted on the list of applicants for a class of employment, their names come up 
for consideration whenever a vacancy in that class occurs ; a communication will then be addressed to 
the candidate or candidates whom the Secretary of State is prepared to place on his select list for the 

particular vacancy. 

24. Fuller particulars as to legal, military, police, and medical appointments are published in 
separate memoranda, which can be obtained from the Private Secretary.

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CHAPTER I. 


CLASSIFICATION OF COLONIES. 


(This classification is largely obsolete: for sna pa information see the Introduction. --- 
Ep. C. O. List. 

1. British Colonies may be divided into three classes :— 

1. Crown Colonies, in which the Crown has the entire control of legislation, while the adminis. 
tration is carried on by public officers under the control of the Home Government. 

2. Colonies possessing Representative Institutions but not Responsible Government, in which 
the Crown has no more than a veto on legislation, but the Home Government retains the 
control of public officers. 

3. Colonies ing Representative Institutions and Responsible Government, in which the 
Crown only a veto on legislation, and the Home Government has no control over any 
ublic officer except the Governor. 

2. In Gibraltar and St. Helena, Laws may be made by the Governor alone, and in other Crown 
Colonies by the Governor with the concurrence of a Council nominated by the Crown. In 
some Colonies, acquired by conquest or cession, the authority of this Council rests on the will 
of the Crown. In others, chiefly those acquired by Settlement, the Council is created by the 
Crown under authority of some Imperial or Local Law

4. Under Responsible Government the Executive Councillors are appointed Py ane Governor alone 
with reference to the exigencies of Representative Government, the other Public Officers by the 
Governor on the advice of the Executive Council. In no appointments i is the concurrence of 
the Home Government requisite. 

The control of all public departments is thus practically placed in the hands of persons commanding 
the confidence of a representative Legislature. Hence such of the following regulations a 
relate to subordinate public officers have comparatively little application, except, by way of 
example, to Colonies in Y which Responsible Government existe, which are the following :-—

CHAPTER II. 
THE GOVERNOR. . 
8 I. The different Classes of Governors, &c., the duration of their Office, dec. 

5. The Officer appointed by the Crown to administer the Government of a Colony is usually styled 
Governor, or Governor and Commander-in-Chief, or Captain-General. The titles of Governor-in-Chief 
and Governor-General have been at different times given to Governors whose commissions have 
comprised several distinct Colonies. 

6. A Governor-in-Chief administers the Government of every Colony comprised within his 
Command whenever he is present therein ; but the administration of a Colony during his absence is 
entrusted to an officer appointed by the Crown, with the title of Lieutenant-Governor; or (in some 
eases) Administrator of the Government, or President of the Council. 

The following are Governments in Chief : 

1. The Dominion of Canada, which includes the Provinces of Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Manitoba, N.-W. Territories, British Columbia, Vancover’s I., and P. Edward I. 
2. Jamaica, to which are attached,

7. Of these Officers, Governors are appointed under the Sign Manual and Signet. Every such 
person is appointed during His Majesty’s pleasure, but his tenure of office is, as a rule, confined toa 
period of six years from the assumption of his duties. If, through death, absence, or otherwise, he 
should become incapable of acting, the Government devolves on such Officer or person as may have 
been designated for that purpose in the Charter of Government or in the Letters Patent** constituting 
the office of Governor. 

8 By the Act 26 & 27 Vict. c. 76, it is enacted, that Letters Patent shall not take effect in any 
Colony until published there, and that appointments by Letters Patent shall become void unless so 
published within a specified period. 

9. By the Act 1 Will. IV. c. 4, it is enacted, that all Patents, Commissions, or other Authorities 
for the exercise of offices in the Colonies held during pleasure, shall continue in force until the 
expiration of eighteen months from the demise of the Crown. tt 


SII. Authority of the Governor in relation to His Majesty's Troops. 


10. The Governor of a Colony, though bearing the title of Captain-General or Commander-in-Chief, 
is not, without special appointment from His Majesty, invested with the Command of His Majesty’s 
Regular Forces in the Colony. He is not therefore entitled to receive the Allowances annexed to that 
Command, or to take the immediate direction of any Military Operations, or except in case of urgent 
necessity, to communicate officially with subordinate Military Officers, without the concurrence of the 
Officer in Command of the Forces. Any such exceptional communication must be immediately 
notified to that Officer. 

11. In the event of the Colony being invaded or assailed by a foreign enemy, and becoming the 
racene of active military operations, the officer in command of His Majesty’s land forces assumes the 
entire military authority over the troops. 

11a. In the event of armed insurrection occurring within the Colony, or of such general disturbances 
asrising as to render military operations necessary, it will be the duty of the Governor to determine 
the objects with which, an the extent to which His Majesty’s troops are to be employed in their

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suppression. He will, therefure, issue to the officer in command of the forces instructions as definite 
as ible on these points. When military operations have been determined upon, and their object 
aadieenine have been definitely decided, the responsibility for all details of their conduct will reset 
solely with the officer commanding the troops. 

12. Except in the case of invasion or assault by a Foreign Enemy, or of the Colony becoming the 
scene of military operations, it is the duty of the Governor to determine the objects with which and 
the extent to which His ee Troops are to be employed. He will therefore issue to the Officer 
in Command of the Forces directions respecting their distribution and their employment on Escort and 
other duties required for the safety and welfare of the Colony. 

12a. In all the matters referred to in the two last preceding regulations, the Governor will consult 
as far as ible with the Officer in Command, and will incur special responsibility if he shall direct the 
Troops to be stationed or employed in a manner which that Officershall consider open to Military objection. 

13. The Governor, as the King’s Representative, will give the ‘‘word” in all places within his 
government. 

14, On the other hand, the Officer in Command of the Forces will determine all Military details 
respecting the Distribution and Movement of the Troops and the composition of the different detach- 
ments, taking care that they are in conformity with the general directions issued to him by the Governor. 

15. The Ofticer in Command of His Majesty’s Land Forces is alone charged with the superintendence 
of all details connected with the Military Department in a Colony, the Regimental duty and discipline 
of the Troops, inspections, and summoning and holding courts-martial, garrison or regimental, and the 
granting leave of absence to subordinate Military Officers. 

16. He carries into execution, on his own authority, the Sentences of courts-martial, excepting 
Sentences of Death, which must first be approved, on behalf of the King, by the Officer administering 
the Civil Government. 

17. He makes the Officer administering the Civil Government Returns of the state and condition of 
the Troops of the Military departments, of the Stores, Magazines and Fortifications within the Colony, 
and furnishes duplicates of all such Returns of this nature as he may be required or may see occasion 
to send to the Military Authorities at home, or to any Officer under whose Renee! Command he is placed. 

18. On the receipt of the Army (Annual) Act, the Officer in Command of His Majesty’s Land Forces 
communicates to the Civil Authority the ‘‘General Orders” in which it may be promulgated. 

19. The above Regulations will hold good, though the Governor may be a Military Officer senior in 
rank to the Officer in Command of the Forces. 

20. If several Colonies are comprised in one Military Command, the Officer in Command of the whole 
may transfer Troops from one Colony to another on an application from the Governor of the Colony 
to which the Troops are sent, transmitted to him either through the Governor of the Colony in which he is 
serving, or through the Officer commanding the Forces in the Colony for which Troops are required. But 
the Officer in command must in all cases consult with the Governor of the Colony from which the Troops 
are sent, and will incur a special responsibility if he sends them away without that Governor’s consent. 

21. For the purposes of the eleven last preceding regulations Colonies comprised under one Govern- 
ment in Chief are to be treated as a single Colony. 

§ IIa. Position of the Governor tn relation to His Majesty's Navy. 


21a. The Governor of a Colony has no authority over the movements of His Majesty’s ships, and is 
not entitled to issue orders to Officers of the Royal Navy. But, it being a general obligation on all His 
Majesty’s Civil and Military Officers to afford mutual assistance to each other in cases affecting the 
King’s service, the Cominander-in-Chief of a Station or the Senior Officer present at a Port is instructed 
in the King’s Regulations for the Navy to pay due regard to such requisitions as he may receive from 
the Governor of a Colony having for their object the protection of His Majesty’s Possessions, the 
benefit of the trade of His subjects, or the general good of His service. 

In urgent cases, when the requisitions may conflict with the instructions from his superior Naval 
authority under which he is acting, and when reference by telegraph or otherwise to such superior 
authority is impracticable, a Naval Officer is instructed to consider the relative importance and urgency 
of the required service as compared with his instructions, whether general or special; and he is to 
decide, as in his judgment may seem best for His Majesty's service. In so doing he is instructed to 
bear in mind the grave responsibility that would rest on him if the circumstances were not such as to 
fully warrant the postponement of the instructions from his Naval superior to the more pressing 
requisition from the Governor. 

§ III. General Powers of an Officer appointed to conduct a Colonial Government. 


22. The powers of every Officer, administering a Colonial Government, are conferred, and his 
duties for the most part defined in His Majesty’s Commission and the Instructions with which he is 
furnished. The following is a general outline of the nature of the powers with which he is invested, 
subject to the special law of each Colony :— 

23. He is empowered to grant a pardon or respite to any criminal convicted in the Colonial Courte 
of justice. 

24. He may pardon persons imprisoned in Colonial Gaols under sentence of a Court-martial; but this 
18 not to be done without consulting the Officer in command of the Forces. 

25. He has in general the power of remitting any fines, penalties, or forfeitures, which may accrue to 
the King, but if the fine exceeds 502., he is in some Colonies only at liberty to suspend the payment of 
it until His Majesty's pees can be known. 

26. The Moneys to be expended for the Public Service are issued under his Warrant, as the law mav 
in each particular case direct. 

27. The Governor of a Colony has usually the power of granting licenses for marriages, letters of 
administration, and probate of wills, unless other provision he made by Charter.of Justice or local law. 
He has also, in many cases, the presentation to benefices of the Church of England in the Colony, subject 
to rules hereinafter laid down. (See Ch. 4, sec. 1, par. 81.)

28. He has the power, in the King’s name, of issuing writs for the election of Representative 
Assemblies and Councils, of convoking and proroguing Legislative Bodies, and of dissolving those which 
are liable to dissolution. 

29. He confers appointments to Offices within the Colony, either absolute, where warranted by local 
laws, or temporary and provisional, until a reference has been made to His Majesty’s Government. 

30. In Colonies possessing responsible Government, he has, with his Council, the entire power of 
suspending or dismissing poe servants who hold during pleasure. In other Colonies he has the 
power of suspending them from the exercise of their functions under certain regulations, which must be 
strictly observed, and a limited power of dismissal. 

31. He is empowered to administer the appointed oaths to all persons, in Office or not, whenever he 
may think fit, and particularly the Oath of Allegiance provided by 21 and 22 Vict. c. 48, s. 1. 

Lak Ri ate power of granting or withholding his assent to any Bills which may be passed by the 
islative ies, 

33. But he is required, in various cases, by his Instructions, to reserve such Bills for the Royal Assent, 
or to assent to them only with a clause suspending their operation until they are confirmed by the 
Crown. These cases are not defined alike in all Instructions; but they comprise, generally speaking, 
matters touching the Currency, the Army and Navy, Differential Duties, the effect of Foreign Treaties, 
and any enactments of an unusual nature touching the Prerogative or tho rights of His Majesty’s 
subjecta not resident in the Colony. 

34. If anything should happen which may be for the advantage or security of the Colony, and is not 
provided for in the Governor's Commission and Instructions, he may take order for the present therein. 

35. He is not to declare or make war against any foreign State, or against the subjects of any foreign 
State. Aggression he must at all times repel to the best of his ability; and he is to use his best 
endeavours for the suppression of piracy. 

36. His attention is at all times to be directed to the state of discipline and equipment of Militia and 
Volunteers in the Colony, and when either Force may be embodied he should send home monthly 
Returns, with a particular account of their arms and accoutrements. 

37. Periodical Reports on this subject, which may not call for immediate attention, may be included 
in the annual ‘‘Blue Book” hereinafter noticed. 

38. He is on no account to absent himself from the Colony without His Majesty’s permission. 

[Regulations 39, 40, and 41 have been embodied in Chapter XVII., relating to ‘*Presents.”’] 


CHAPTER III. 
8 I. Legislative Councils and Assemblies. 


42. Legislative Councils nominated by the Crown consist, generally speaking, in part of the principal 
Executive Officers of the Colony, and in part of private persons appointed by name; the former being 
usually termed Official, and the latter, Unofficial Members. The proportions are prescribed by the 
respective charters or Commissions or Instructions to Governors. 

. The precedency of the Members of Council between themselves is regulated by the Royal 
Instructions. In some cases, that precedency depencls on seniority of appointment alone, but in other 
cases that rule is qualified by assigning to the Official Members of Council precedence over the 
Unofficial Members. 

44. When a vacancy occurs by the demise, resignation, etc., of a Legislative Councillor appointed by 
name, the Governor may in general appoint provisionally to such vacancy until His Majesty's pleasure 
may be known. 

45. The general rule is, that no Member of Council may, on pain of vacating his seat, absent himself 
for more than six months except by leave of the Governor, whose power is limited to granting a leave 
of absence in some cases of twelve, and in others of eighteen months. Any more protracted leave of 
absence must be granted by the Crown. 

46. In the Colonies not having Representative Assemblies, the initiation of all laws belongs in general 
to the Governor. 

47. In Colonies having such Assemblies it is in many cases provitled by Local or Statute law that the 
initiation of all measures for the appropriation of public money shall belong to the Governor. 

48. In every Colony the Governor has authority either to give or to withhold his assent to laws 
passed by the other branches or members of the Legislature, ani until that assent is given no such law 
is valid or binding. 

49. Laws are in some cases passed with suspending clauses; that is, although assented to by the 
Governor they do not come into operation or take effect in the Colony until they shall have been specially 
confirmed by His Majesty, and in other cases Parliament has for thesame purpose empowered the Gover- 
nor to reserve Laws for the Crown’s assent, instead of himself assenting or refusing hisassent to them. 

50. Every Law which has received the Governor’s assent (unless it contains a suspending clause) 
comes into operation immediately or at the time specified in the Law itself. But the Crown retains 
power to disallow the Law; and if such power be exercised, the Law ceases to have operation from the 
date at which such disallowance is published in the Colony. 

51. In Colonies having Representative Assemblies the disallowance of any Law, or the Crown’s assent 
to a reserved Bill, is signified by Order in Council. - The confirmation of an Act passed with a suspend- 
ing clause is not signified by Order in Council unless this mode of confirmation is required by the 
terms of the suspending clause itself, or by some special provision in the constitution of the Colony. 

52. In Crown Colonies the allowance or disallowance of any Law, is generally signified by despatch. 

53. In some cases a period is limited, after the expiration of which Local Enactments, though not 
actually disallowed, cease to have the authority of law in the Colony, unless before the lapse of that 
time His Majesty’s confirmation of them shall have been signified there ; but the general rule is otherwire. 
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54. In Colonies possessing Representative Assemblies, Laws purport to be made by the King or br 
the Governor on His Majesty's behalf or sometimes by the Gorecior alone, omitting any expres- 
reference to His Majesty, with the advice and consent of the Council and Assembly. They are almeet 
invariably designated as Acts. In Colonies not having such Assemblies, Laws are designated a 
Ordinances, and purport tobe made by the Governor with the advice and consent of the Legislative 
Council (or in British Guiana of the Court of Policy). 

55. In West Indian Islands or African Settlements which form part of any general Government. 
every Bill or Draft Ordinance must be submitted to the Governor-in-Chief before it receives the asse:: 
of the Lieutenant-Governor or Administrator. If the Governor-in-Chief shall consider any amendmen: 
indispensable, he may either require that amendment to be made before the law is brought int» 
operation, or he may authorize the Officer administering to assent to the Bill or Draft on the expres 
engagement of the Legislature to give effect to the Governor-in-Chief’s recommendation by a supple. 


mentary Enactment. 
§ Il. The Executive Council. 


&%. The Executive Council (whether separate or not from the Legislative) has the general duty of 
assisting the Governor by its advice. In some cases, by local Enactment, he can only act with this 
advice ; but, generally speaking, he is not absolutely precluded from acting without it if the public 
interest requires him to do. so. But in this case he must conform to certain special Rules laid down in 
his Instructions; which likewise prescribe the course to be taken by Councillors in recording their 
opinion in opposition to the Governor's. 

57. In Colonies possessing what is called Responsible Government the Governor is empowered by his 
Instructions to appoint and remove Members of the Executive Council, it being understood that 
Oouncillors who have lost the confidence of the local Legislature will tender their resignation to the 
Governor or discontinue the practical exercise of their functions in analogy with the usage prevailing 
in the United Kingdom. 

58. In other Colonies the Executive Council when separate from the Legislative Council commonly 
aa of certain principal officers of the Local Government with or without an admixture of Unofficial 
Members. 

59. These Councillors are appointed by the Governor's Instructions or by Warrant from the Cro«n, 
the Governor having in some cases the power of making provisional appointments, subject to the Crown's 
confirmation. 

60. They may be dismissed by the Crown alone, but may he suspended by the Governor, following 
as far as the nature of the case will allow, his General Instructions as to the suspension of Public Officers. 

61. In the West India Colonies possessing Representative Assemblies, the Councils in some cases 
possess, concurrently with the Governor, a judicial authority as a Court of Error, and in some cases 
they also audit the public accounts. 

62. To the Executive Council, associated with the Chief Judge of the Colony, is also in general 
entrusted the duty of administering to the Governor, on his arrival, the usual oaths of office. Each new 
Member of Council, on his appointment, is also required to take the oaths applying to his particular case. 


CHAPTER IV. 


§ IL. Appointments to Public Offices. 

63. The regulations comprised in this Chapter are not intended to apply to Colonies under Responsible 
Government, in which appointments to Public Offices are made by the Governor with advice of his 
Executive Council, and are not authorized or confirmed by any Commission or Warrant from the King. 

64. In other Colonies Public Offices are generally granted in the name of His Majesty, and holden 
during His Majesty’s Pleasure. In some cases, however, it is specially provided by law that they shall 
be granted by the Governor or by the Governor in Council or by some Judicial authority, and in some 
few cases they are holden during good behaviour. 

65. The general rule is, that all Public Offices of considerable rank, trust, and emolument, should be 
granted by an Instrument under the Public Seal of the Colony in His Majesty's name. The appoint- 
ment may be made either provisionally, when the Instrument is issued under authority of His Majesty « 
general instructions and subject to the Royal approval, or absolutely, when the instrument is issued 
in pursuance of His Majesty’s special instructions, which special instructions are conveyed to the 
Governor through one of His Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, and, when prescribed by the 
King’s Letters Patent or Instructions, or by local law or other authority in the form of Warrant: 
under the Royal Sign Manual and Signet. 

66. The distinction between Ottices which are, and Offices which are not, of considerable rank, trust 
and emolument, being in itself vague and indefinite, has been rendered as precise as the nature of 
the case admits, by the following distinction. Ottices are classed under three heads :—1, those of which 
the emoluments do not exceed one hundred pounds per annum; 2, those of which the emoluments exceeii 
one hundred and do not exceed two hundred pounds per annum ; 3, and those of which the emoluments 
exceed two hundred pounds per annum.* 

67. When a vacancy occurs in the first or lowest of the three classes last mentioned the Governor, as 
a general rule, has the absolute disposal of the appointment, subject only to the condition of reporting 
every such appointment by the first opportunity. ft 

68. When a vacancy occurs in the second or middle class, the Governor reports it to the Secretary of 
State, together with the name and qualifications of the person whom he has appointed to fill it pro 
visionally and intends to fill it finally, which recommendation is almost uniformly followed.

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69. When a vacancy occurs in the third or highest class, the Governor follows the same oourse as 
to reporting the vacancy and provisional appointment ; but he is distinctly to apprise the object of his 
choice that he holds the Office in the strictest sense of the word provisionally only until his appointment 
is confirmed or superseded by His Majesty. He is at liberty also to recommend a candidate ie the final 
appointment, but it must be distinctly understood that the Secretary of State has the power of recom- 
rnending another instead. In these cases the confirmation or other final appointment takes place in the 
form already mentioned. 

70. It is of course impossible to lay down any general rule for deciding in what cases the recom- 
mendation of a Governor will, or will not, be ultimately sanctioned and confirmed by the King ; but 
in general it may be stated, that His Majesty will be advised to regard more favourably appointments 
which are in the nature of promotions of meritorious Public Servants, than appointments made in 
fuvour of persons new to the Public Service; and that when any new Oftice has been created the 
(rovernor’s recommendation for filling it up will carry with it less weight than in the case of offices 
which the Governor sett have found already established. In the case of such new Offices there will 
always be more than usual reason toanticipate thatan appointment willbe madedirectly from thiscountry. 

71. Appointments of gentlemen connected with the Governor, or who have accompanied him to the 
Colony as Private Secretaries or otherwise, are open to much objection, and will rarely be confirmed. 
Provisional appointments of this kind should be reported to the Secretary of State without any recom- 
mendation as to the rnode in which the Office shall be permanently filled. Should such an appointment 
be made at a time when a Governor is about to leave the Colony, his Successor will be expected to report 
on the mode in which the Oftice should be permanently filled. 

72. It is further to be understood, that, in determining the propriety of appointments from this 
country or from the Colony, regard will probably be had to the comparatively advanced state of wealth 
and population in each Colony, and to the number of properly qualified candidates among whom the 
Local Authorities may have the opportunity of making a selection. 

73. In the distribution of the patronage of the Government in the Colonies, great weight must always 
be attached to local services and experience. Every Governor will therefore make, once in each year, 
a Confidential Report of the claims of Candidates, whether already employed in the Public Service or 
not, whom he may consider to possess those qualifications, in order that, when a vacancy or an oppor- 
tunity for promotion occurs, the Secretary of State may have before him additional means, besides the 
immediate recommendation of the Governor, for judging how far the particular Candidate recommended 
by the Governor is on the whole the best qualified, and whether a Candidate of proper qualifications is 
to be found in that or in any other Colony. The Governor will ascertain and report upon the qualifica- 
tions of other Candidates, of whom he may have less knowledge, when he sees sufficient reason for 
supposing that the Public Service might gain by their admission into it; but in the application of these 


. 


Rules much must be left to the Governor’s discretion. 

74. In reporting a vacancy in any Oftice under the Crown, of which the emoluments exceed 200/.* per 
annum, or in reporting the creation of any such oftice, the Governor will furnish in the form of the 
Schedule inserted in the Appendix (No. 1), and in duplicate, full particulars respecting the nature and 
incidents of the office, and will state in the covering despatch whether persons filling that or similar 
offices have been usually selected by the Secretary of State or by the Governor. 

75. In the case of the Chief Judicial and Chief Fiscal Offices in a Colony in which the Crown is 
responsible for the appointments, local connection with the Colony by birth, family ties, or otherwise, 
will be considered, generally speaking, to render a candidate ineligible. 

76.tSalaried Public Officers whose remuneration is fixed on the assumption that their whole time is 
at the disposal of the Government are prohibited from engaging in trade, or employing themselves in 
any commercial or agricultural undertaking. 

76a, All Salaried Public Officers, whether or not their whole time is at the disposal of the Govern- 
ment, are prohibited from directly or indirectly making or holding any local investment, or being 
connected with any occupation or undertaking which might bring their private interests into real or 
apparent contlict with their public duties, or in any way intluence them in the discharge of those duties. 

76s. In all cases of doubt as to whether the preceding rule applies, a Public Officer is required 
to submit the case for the Governor's decision. 

Thc. No Public Officer on leave of absence is permitted to accept any paid employment without 
previously obtaining the express sanction of the Secretary of State, or, if his leave is spent in the 
Colony, of the Governor. 


77. No Public Officer is to undertake any private agency in any matter connected with the exercise of 
his public duties. 

78. Whenever half-pay Officers borne on the half-pay of His Majesty’s Army or Navy, or in the 
Military and Commissariat Departments, shall be appointed to a civil situation in any of the Colonies, a 
report of the appointment, specifying the date and the amount of salary, is to be made immediately to 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies, which will be transmitted by him to the proper authorities in 
this Country. Promotions in the Civil Service of half-pay Otticers are also to be notified forthwith to 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies, for the information of the respective authorities. 

79. No paid officer under the Government of a Colony can be permitted to be the editor of a news- 
paper, or to take any active part in the management of it. He may furnish articles signed with his 
name upon objects of general interest, abstaining from writing on questions which can properly be 
called political, or discussing the measures of the (;overnment, or the official proceedings of its Officers, 
and from furnishing any articles whatever to a newspaper which, in commenting on the measures of the 
Government, should habitually exceed the bounds of fair and temperate discussion. If the authorship 
of anonymous articles should be brought home to any Ofiicer, or if, in articles bearing his signature, he 
should discuss any political subject, or the measures of the (tovernment, or the official proceedings of 
its Officers, he will be liable to be removed from office. 

80. No Public Officer is allowed to receive a Grant of money by a Colonial Legislature, if such Grant 
las not been initiated or authorised by the Governor.

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8 II. Suspension and Dismissal froin Office. 


81. Holders of patent offices may be removed from such offices by the Governor and Council under 
the second section of the Act 22 Geo. 3, c. 75, but care must be taken that the officer is heard after 
being apprised of the charge against him, and it will be convenient that the course prescribed in case 
of suspension should be pursued in any proceedings for removal. 

82. Against any such removal an appeal lies to His Majesty in Council, which should be prosecuted 
like any other appeal. 

83. The following Rules, unless the mode of suspension is otherwise provided for by some local law, 
must be strictly observed in proceeding to suspend from the exercise of his office any public officer whu 
has been appointed by virtue of a commission or warrant from the Crown, or whose emoluments 
exceed 100/.* a year. 

84. The Governor shall signify to the officer, by a statement in writing, the grounds of the intended 
suspension, and shall call upon him to state in writing before a day to be specified (which day must 
allow a reasonable interval for the purpose) any grounds upon which he relies to exculpate himself. 

85. If the officer does not furnish such statement within the time fixed by the Governor, or if he 
fails to exculpate himself to the satisfaction of the Governor, the Governor shall apprise the officer 
that on a day (to be specified) the question of his suspension will be brought before the Executive 
Council, and that he will be allowed, and, if the Council so determine, required to appear before the 
Council and defend himself orally. 

86. If any witnesses are examined by the Council, the officer must be allowed the opportunity of 
being present, and of putting questions on his own behalf. The officer must also be given a copy of 
any documentary evidence that is to be used against him, and that has not been already furnished to him. 

87. If in the course of the inquiry further grounds of suspension are disclosed, the Governor, if he 
thinks fit to proceed upon such grounds, shall furnish the officer with a written statement thereof, and 
shall take the same steps as are above prescribed in respect of the original grounds of suspension. 

88. If in any case the Governor considers that the interests of the ublie service require that an 
officer should cease to exercise the powers and functions of his office (as, for instance, in the custody of 
public money) instantly, or before the proceedings above prescribed can be completed, he may at once 
interdict the officer from the exercise of the powers and functions of his oftice. The Governor shall in 
all cases allow the interdicted officer to receive half the salary of his office, until proceedings for his 
suspension have been taken, and may in special cases allow a larger amount not exceeding the full 
sulary ; but no such officer can be formally suspended from his office or deprived of his whole salary. 
except upon formal proceedings as are above prescribed, which must in all cases be taken with as little 
delay as possible. 

89. If upon the inquiry the Executive Council are of opinion that the officer deserves punishment, 
but not the full: penalty of suspension, the Governor may remove the officer to an office of lower rank 
in the service, or may require him to serve in his original office at a reduced salary, either permanently 
or for a stated period, or may deduct a portion of salary due or about to become due to the officer. 

90. If the officer is suspended or otherwise punished as above mentioned, the Governor shall, 
without loss of time, report the matter to the Secretary of State for approval and confirmation, 
transinitting the minutes of Council, the written statements, and all material documents relating to 
the case. If the officer is suspended, the Governor shall at the same time transmit the usual return 
required in the case of a vacancy. (A form will be found in the Appendix No. 1.) 

91. If the officer is suspended, the Secretary of State, instead of confirming the suspension, may 
direct the Governor to subject the officer to one of the lesser punishments above mentioned; or if, in 
lieu of suspension, the officer has been so punished by the Governor, the Secretary of State may direct 
the Governor to reduce or to increase the punishment already awarded. 

92. If the suspension of an officer is not approved and confirmed by the Secretary of State, and no 
other punishment is awarded, the officer wil entitled to the full amount of salary which he would 
have received if he had not been suspended, even though the officer discharging the functions of the 
office in the meanwhile has been allowed to receive some portion of the salary of the office. 

93. If the suspension is approved and confirmed by the Sirahbea tl of State, all salary will cease from 
the day of suspension ; and although the officer should be subsequently restored (as an act of 
indulgence), he will not be entitled to any portion of salary during the period of his suspension. 
Pending the decision of the Secretary of State, the Governor, with the advice of the Executive Council. 
may grant a small alimentary allowance to an officer who has been suspended, and who appear 
urgently to need such assistance. 

94. An officer whose suspension is approved and confirmed by the Secretary of State forfeits all 
cluim to a retiring allowance, even houch he should have paid contributions towards such allowance. 

95. If criminal proceedings are instituted against a public officer, proceedings for his suspension upoa 
any grounds involved in the criminal charge shall not be taken pending the criminal proceedings. 

%6. If an officer is convicted on a criminal charge the Governor may cause the proceedings of 
the Criminal Court on such charge to be laid before the Executive Council, and if the Council are of 
opinion that the officer should be suspended on account of the offence for which he has been convicted, 
he may thereupon be suspended without taking any of the proceedings above prescribed, but his 
suspension must be reported to the Secretary of State for approval and confirmation. 

6a. An officer acquitted of a criminal charge is not thereby rendered exempt from suspension on 
account of his conduct in the matter; and the Governor, if he thinks fit, may take the usual 
proceedings for the purpose. 

6B. An officer who is under suspension may not leave the Colony during the interval before he is 
reinstated or disinissed, without the leave of the Governor. If granted leave of absence the officer will 
not be entitled to any more salary than if he had remained in the Colony. 

960. Any officer, whether under suspension or not, who absents himself from the Colony without 
leave, will be held to have thereby vacated his office.

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9p. An officer who has not been appointed by virtue of a commis;ion or warrant from the 
Crown, and whose emoluments do not exceed 100/.* a year, may be dismissed by the Governor without 
the proceedings above prescribed ; but in every such case the grounds of dismissal must be definitely 
stated in writing, and communicated to the officer, that he may have full opportunity of exculpating 
himself, and the matter must be investigated by the Governor with the aid of the head of the 
department (if any). 

In lieu of dismissal the Governor, if he thinks fit, may remove the officer to an office of lower rank in 
the service, or may require him to serve in his original office at a reduced salary, either permanently or 
fora stated period, or may deduct a portion of salary due, or about to become due, to the officer. 
Such dismissal or other Vou will not require the confirmation of the Secretary of State, but 
any memorial from the dismissed officer must be forwarded to the Secretary of State without delay, 
with a short statement of the grounds of dismissal or other punishment. 


§ III. Pensions and Retiring Allowances. 


97. In the absence of any local law, each application for a pension or retiring allowance as it 
presents itself must be specially considered and treated on its own merits. Except in the case of 
Officers appointed prior to 5th August, 1829, the amount of pension to be granted, if any, will be 
generally regulated by the principles of the British Superannuation Acts, 4& 5 W. 4, c. 24, and 
22 Vict. c. 26. But it must be clearly understood that he maximum rate of pension is not always 
awarded, and that when public employment is combined with the practice of a private profession, no 
pension will be granted, unless the retiring Officer had acquired a claim to Superannuation before the 
pressing of the Act 22 Vict. c. 26, or had had his right to a pension otherwise and specially preserved. 

he cases of Officers having had private practice, whose services commenced after the passing of the 
Act 22 Vict. c. 26, and whose appointments may be abolished, will be specially considered. 

98. Whenever a Governor may have occasion to bring under the consideration of His Majesty’s 
Government the application of any Officer for a retiring aibaaiee on quitting the public service, he is 
required to furnish certain particulars in each case, according to the form inserted in the Appendix 
No. 2. (An extract of the Treasury Minute, and of a Report of Superannuation Committee, respecting 
the grant of retiring allowances to those who entered the service prior to 5th August, 1829, to those 
who entered it after that date, to professional Officers, and in regard tu pensions granted on abolition 
of office, are printed at bp. 225-26 of the edition for 1881.) 

99. In case of Public Officers receiving salaries not exceeding 120. per annum, the Governor, subject 
to revision by the Home Government, may decide on the amount of retiring allowance to be granted, 
in accordance with the general rules relating to pensions. t 

100. Pensions to Colonial Officers retiring on the ground of ill-health are subject as a general rule to 
this condition, that should the Officer’s health be re-established, he is bound to accept, in lieu of his 
pension, any office, not inferior in value to that from which he retired, which the Secretary of State 
may think proper to confer on him, due regard being had to circumstances of climate. 

101. Previously to making any payment in a Colony in respect of a pension, the Treasurer, or other 
proper Officer, will take care to inform himself whether any condition may have been attached to it, 
with reference to the rit wc erage residence, or otherwise, of the claimant. If such condition shall 
exist, the Treasurer will have to produce as a voucher, in support of his account, a sufficient certificate 
or other proof that it has been complied with, and must withhold the payment of the pension until 
such document shall be furnished. 

102. If an Officer shall in any case retire on a pension, during a leave of absence, or within six 
months after resumption of duty, the term of service on which his pension is calculated will be subject 
to such deduction, not exceeding the duration of his last leave, as the Secretary of State may think fit. 

103. If in any Colony the law of the Colony shall vest in the retiring Officer an unconditional right 
to the pension claimed, or is otherwise inconsistent with these rules, the case must of course be governed 
by the law and not by the rule. (See Circular of 22nd May, 1873, as to mode of dealing for fon 
purposes with the house allowances and fees of public officers, in Part IV. of the edition for 1881.) 


CHAPTER V. 
§ I. Salaries. 


104. On appointments to Offices, half salary, when so disposable by law, will be allowed, as a general 
rule, from the date of embarkation and full salary from the date of arrivalt in the Colony : Provided 
that the Officer proceeds direct to the Colony to which he is appointed, otherwise he will be allowed 
to draw half salary for such time only as ordinarily ela between the departure of the mail (if any) 
from the point of embarkation and its arrival in the Colony ; or if there be no mail route between his 
point of embarkation and his point of arrival in the Colony, for such time as is ordinarily required to 
perform the journey between such two points. 

105. If, however, the Office is a new one, or if for any other reason there is no person drawing 
salary in respect of it, full salary may in special cases be allowed from the date of embarkation. lf, 
on the other hand, the Officer previously holding the appointment in the Colony continues in the 
tenure of his Office until the arrival of his Suceessor, the latter Officer will dot be entitled to any 
portion of salary until he has assumed the duties of his Office. 

06. No advance of salary is allowed to Officers either on first appointment or on leave of absence, 
except in very special cases, to be determined by the Secretary of State; and the Officers to whom it 
may be granted must sign an agreement with the Crown Agents in the form inserted in the Appendix 
No. 3. Collateral security will be required when the advance exceeds a month’s salary.

~ In Cyprus full salary ia allowed from date of assumption of duty, not from date of arrival in the Island, 
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107. If any Office be vacated, in any Colony, by the death or removal of the holder, or by his 
temporary absence, the person appointed by the Governor to act in his stead will receive the 
salary of the Office. Should such person be the holder of another situation, but not performing the 
duties of it, he may receive half the salary of the Office in which he is so appointed to act, together 
with half the salary of his own Office. 

108. Should the person so appointed by the Governor toa vacant Office be required at the same time to 
perform the duties of his own Office, he may be allowed half the salary of the temporary Office, together 
with the whole salary of his own Office ; but as a general rule no person should be appointed to discharge 
at the same time the duties of two distinct Offices, whenever any other arrangement may be practicable ; 
and unless the Offices are distinct and separate Offices in different Departments of the service, or Offices 
not standing to one another in any intimate relation of superiority and subordination, such as two 
Police Magistracies, only half salary of each Office can be allowed. 

109. The fees of the vacant Office (in the absence of any usage or law to the contrary) should be paid 
into the Colonial Treasury, from whence the acting Officer will receive one moiety, with such further 
portion as the Governor shall consider advisable, in case the services performed are of a special character 
or involve outlay. 

110. Should the Officer whom the Governor has appointed temporarily to a vacant Office be confirmed 
in the situation, he will be entitled to draw the full salary of that Office from the date at which he 
entered on the duties, if no portion of the salary during that period has been drawn by the former 
occupant of the Office ; but from the date from which he draws such full salary, he will not be entitled 
to salary on account of any other Office which he may have held at the same time. 

111. If any Colonial Officer desires part of his salary to be paid by the Crown Agents in this country, 
he must give his assent in writing to the following condition, vtz., that the proposed part payment 
shall in no case be made until the Crown Agents have been furnished with a certificate from the proper 
Colonial authority to the effect that the Officer continued to hold his appointment during the period 
for which such part payment is claimed.* 

112. The Colonial Government, on timely application from the Officer, is to transmit such a certificate 
to the Crown Agents, furnishing the Officer with a duplicate. * 

113.¢ The following Rules are to be observed in regard to the salary to be drawn by Officers appointed 
to the provisional administration of Governments, or transferred from one Government to another :— 

henever the Government of a Colony may be vacated by the death, recall, or resignation of 
the holder of it, or when the Governor may be absent on leave, the poe succeeding to the 
administration of the Government shal] (if previously resident in the Colony) receive half of the 
salary of the Governor; and the full ‘Table Allowance,” in cases where any such allowance is made. 

Should any Officer in the Civil Service of a Colony be called to administer the Government of a 
Colony in either of the aforesaid cases, he will (if no other arrangement has been made and 
sanctioned on his assumption of the Government) be entitled to receive half the salary of the 
Governor, together with half the salary of his own Office. 

Should the person called to the administration have been removed from the Public Service in 
another Colony for the purpose, he shall receive, during a vacancy of the Government to which 
he shall so have been elled. and until the embarkation of his Successor, the whole salary of the 
Governor; and ‘‘Table Allowance,” as above stated. 

But during the period in which he may continue to administer such Government, on whole 
salary, he will not be entitled to any portion of the salary of the Office from which he may have 
been removed ; and from the period at which the newly-appointed Governor shall become entitled 
to half salary, the Officer provisionally administering shall receive only the other half; and 
Table allowance,” as above stated. Whether he can in this case draw also half the salary of his 
ewn Office will depend on the arrangements made for payment of his substitute, and will be 
decided in each instance by the Secretary of State. 

Should a Government be vacant by reason of the absence on leave of the Governor (who would 
then be entitled to half salary), and should an Officer administering some other Government be 
called to the provisional administration of the Government so temporarily vacant, such Officer 
will be entitled to draw the half salary of the Government from which he may have so temporarily 
removed, together with the half salary of the Government which he may have been called 
provisionally to administer; and ‘‘ Table Allowance,” as above stated. 

If the period of a vacancy, or of the absence of a Governor, should exceed nine months, and 
there should be any salary left for the purpose, the Secretary of State will be willing to make 
such arrangements as may appear reasonable for the increase of the salary of the temporary holder 
for the period of excess. 

Officers in the provisional administration of Colonial Governments must, however, in all cases 
in which bills are drawn on the Paymaster-General, draw for the half salaries only of such 
Governments until they shall receive Notifications from the Colonial Office of the periods during 
which they may be entitled to full salary. 

113A. Officers succeeding to the administration, or the provisional administration, of Colonial 
Governments, will be entitled to draw full or half salary, as the case may be, in respect of the day om 
which they assuine their duties. The Officers whom they succeed will not be entitled to any payment 
for that day, excepting the half salary granted in cases of absence on leave.

+ By Circular Despatches of 30th March, 18=1, and 7th May, 1883, Officers administering Governmente in 
West Indices are a!lowed leave of absence on full pay for a period not exceeding six weeks in one year, or three 
months leave of absence in two years on half-pay, and by Despateb of Ist January, 1895, the Governors of 
Barbados, British Guiana, Jamaica, Leeward, Windward Islands and Trinidad, may, with permission of the 
Secretary of State, have full puy leave to visit other British West Indian Colonies not exceeding four weeks 
at oue time or in one year.

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114. If a Governor is transferred from one Colony to another, and comes to Sy Bee firat, he will 
usually receive the half salary of the Government which he relinquishes if it should be available, and 
not drawn by any other Officer, until the date of his embarkation from England for the Government 
to which he may be appointed. 

115. If no portion of the salary of the Government from which such Governor is transferred is so 
available, but the half salary of the Government to which he may be appointed is available, he will 
usually receive the half salary of the latter. 

116. If no half salary is available from either, he can receive no salary until he assumes his new 
Government. 

117. When a Governor who has been transferred from one Government to another returns to this 
country, before Westend J to his new Government, the Secretary of State must be satisfied that such 
return is unavoidable, or in furtherance of the public interests, before the Officer is allowed to receive 
any half salary. (See also circular of 8th January, 1873, as to the division of salary on the occasion 
of a change in the office of Governor.) 


§ II. Leave of Absence (See Cir. 21, Dec., 1886*). 


118. The Act of Parliament, 22 Geo. 3, cap. 75, empowers the Governor and Council of any Colony 
to grant leave of absence to Colonial Officers, and the Act 57 & 58 Vict., cap. 17, neealates the 
conditions as to such leave. 

119.¢ Subject to the necessities of the service leave of absence may be granted after a period of six 
years’ resident service in the Colony or Colonies without any special grounds. It may be given before 
the expiration of that period in cases of serious indisposition, or of ‘‘urgent private affairs,” if the 
Governor and Council are satisfied that the indulgence is indispensable. In cases of serious indis- 

ition, the state of the officer's health must be certified by his medical attendant. In cases of 

‘urgent private affairs,” the nature of such urgent affairs must be stated to the Governor. 

120. In the absence of special grounds the leave in such case must not exceed one-sixth of the 
Officer's resident service. On special grounds it may exceed that period by six months, but it must in 
neither case exceed twelve months. 

121. The Governor may report to the Secretary of State the period for which the leave may be extended 
without injury to the public service, but must not recommend such extension. The Officer seeking an 
extension must apply at least one clear month before the time when he ought to start in order to 
reach the Colony before the end of his existing leave. 

122. Governors are required to report to the Secretary of State each case in which leave of absence 
has been granted; they must also transmit a Certificate in the form inserted in the Appendix No. 4, 
and a similar Certificate in case the Governor should afterwards recommend an extension of leave. 
If the Officer is paid by fees, they must also report what arrangements are made respecting the 
disposal of those fees during the Officer’s absence. 

123. An Officer to whom leave of absence has been granted, is in general entitled to half salary 
during his absence from the Colony. Any private arrangement made with the object of securing 
to the absent Officer more than the authorized allowance is on no account to be allowed. 

1234. When an Officer receives, in addition to the salary of his appointment, an allowance granted 
to himself personally, and not permanently attached to his office, he should, when absent on half-pay 
leave, draw only the half of such personal allowance, the remaining moiety of the allowance being 
left undrawn and lapsing to the Colonial Treasury. 

124. Officers on leave may receive so much of their allowance for house rent as may not be wanted 
for the Acting Officers, the amount so allowed being reported to the Secretary of State; but they 
must receive no part of their allowance for horse hire. 

125. Governors are to furnish every Officer proceeding on leave of absence with a duplicate of the 
Certificate above mentioned; and an absent Officer must produce such Certificate to the Crown Agents 
for the Colonies in order to receive his salary. A third copy of the Certificate should be transmitted 
by the Colonial Government direct to the Crown Agents for the Colonies when the Officer’s salary is 
to be paid through them, with instructions to issue the salary accordingly, as it becomes due. 

126. The Regulations respecting the stoppage of half the salaries of Civil officers on obtaining leave 
of absence are to be applied, as far as practicable, to the case of Ministers of Religion in the Colonies, 
receiving salary from Colonial or Imperial Funds. Leave in these cases is to be granted by the 
Governor of the Colony on the recommendation of the Bishop or other superintending Authority 
(if any) of the Body to which the Minister may belong, and subject to the same rules as in the case of 
Civil Officers in regard to the confirmation and extension. 

127. To whatever extent the authority of the King, or of His Majesty’s Officers may be competent 
to enforce it, the further rule must be observed, that no Minister of Religion must be permitted to 

absent himself from the Colony in which he serves, until adequate and satisfactory provision shall 
have been made for the performance of his clerical duties during his absence, unless the state of hix 
health absolutely requires it. 

128. The same rules extend to leave of absence granted to Judicial Functionaries of every Class. 

129. In cases where salaries are fixed by law, the rule as to half salary can always be applied by 
the Governor's declining to grant the leave unless on condition of conforming to it. 

30. On arriving in this country the Officer on leave must report his arrival by letter to the 
Colonial Office, mentioning the place of his residence, and he must similarly notify any subsequer.t 
change of residence. Treasurers and auditors of colonies, whose accounts are subject to Imperial 
audit, should also send their address to the Comptroller and Auditor-General. (Enclosure to circular 
despatch of the 30th November, 1880.)

+ See Circular of 5th September, 1¥02, explaining in what circumstances service in another Colony may be 
takz into account in granting leave to an officer who bas been transferred.—(Ep. C.O. Lrst.) 
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131. Leave of absence will be extended by the Secretary of State, but not as a matter of course, 
nor unless the public convenience admits of it. * 

132. Except in very special cases, as of unbroken official residence in the same Colony for fifteen 
years, no extensions will exceed six months at a time, nor will any officers on leave be allowed to 
receive half salary at any one time for more than the following periods :-—

Nor for a period which added to his previous absences on leave with half salary, would exceed by 
six months one-sixth of his resident service inthe Colony. Absence without salary will not be counted 
against him in calculating his claim for further leave of absence nor for him with certain exceptions, 
in calculating his pension. 

133. The foregoing regulations are not designed to prevent, or to regulate, any vacation for the purpose 
of relaxation from business, not exceeding, in the case of ordinary Civil Officers, three months in any 
two years. In the case of Judicial or Educational Officers, the vacation leave may extend to, but must 
not exceed, the ordinary vacations of the court to which they belong, or the institution in which they 
are employed; and they may, when absent on half-pay leave, receive full pay during any ordinary 
vacation of such court or institution which may be included in the period of their leave of absence. 
In Colonies where there is no ordinary vacation of the Court or no vacation exceeding one month at 
one time, Judicial Officers may have the leave allowed to ordinary Civil Officers. Vacation leave 
not be reported to the Secretary of State unless the Officer intends or is likely to visit England, in which 
case his departure must be reported as required when leave of absence is granted. There is no abate- 
ment of alae during vacation leave ; but the leave must be recorded under the Governor’s hand, and 
the Officer absenting himself must, with the concurrence or sanction of the Governor, have made such 
arrangements as may be necessary for the adequate discharge of his duties without cost to the public. 

134. In cases where an Officer is entitled to claim both vacation leave of six weeks or three months 
and also leave on oom ad for a longer period, and comes home by permission of the Governor on vaca- 
tion leave, he may app y for an additional leave of absence on half-pay to be taken immediately on 
the expiration of the vacation leave, subject to the usual rules which regulate such absence, 
and on condition that before leaving the Colony the Officer has informed the Governor of his 
intention to apply for such extended leave, and that the Governor has reported to the Secretary of 
State his approval of such intention, and has furnished the usual certificate of leave of absence : or the 
Governor may give the 4 pal leave of absence for a pertod not exceeding that allowed by Regulation 12, 
with an intimation that he will be entitled to full pay for the period for his vacation leave, and subs- 
quently to half-pay. 

135. Officers applying for leave with the intention of retiring must only receive such term of leave as 
will allow time for coming to a decision in England respecting the application for retirement ; and the 
Governor giving leave under such circumstances must report them to the Secretary of State. The 
Officer’s half-calary will in such case cease and his pension commence when his retirement is sanctioned. 

136. If an Officer retires during his leave of absence without having originally given notice of his 
desire to do so, the period at which his half-salary is to cease must be determined according to the 
circumstances of the case. 

§ III. Passages. 

137. The following is the scale of allowances to be granted from Imperial Funds to Governors, in- 
cluding in that term all Officers administering Colonial Governments, for their passages from this 
country, when appointed for the usual term of years :

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138. Governors will be granted the same amount of e allowance on retiring or being removed 
from their Governments, but they must not draw for the amount without the previous sanction of the 
Secretary of State; if, however, they come home on leave of absence, or are relieved at their own 
request, before the period at which a successor would, under ordinary circumstances, be appointed, 
they must provide their own passages. 

139. If a Governor is removed from one Government to another, he will not be entitled to passage 
allowance from the Colony from which he retires to this country, and likewise from hence to the 
Colony to which he is about to proceed, unless the Secretary of State and the Treasury shall be satisfied 
that his return to this country was unavoidable, or in furtherance of the public interests; but the 
allowance to be granted to him will be calculated by the Secretary of State and the Treasury according 
to the probable expense of the direct passage from one Colony to the other, estimated on the same principle 
as the passage allowance from England. In the case of a public functionary (not a Governor) or other 
person resident in a Colony, who may be ones to the Government of another Colony, the same prin- 
ciple will befollowed by the Secretary of State and the Treasury as nearly as circumstances will admit. 
In the case of a Governor who may return to this country for other reasons than those above stated, he 
will be entitled to the single passage allowance from England to his new Colony, unless that allowance 
be greater than the sum which might have been allowed for a direct journey from the old Colony to 
the new one, in which case the smaller amount only will be allowed. 

140. Cancelled by Circular of 3rd July, 1888. 

141. Passage allowances will also be made from Imperial Funds to persons specially commissioned to 
proceed to any of the Colonies, and to Rishops receiving salaries from ig al Funds, while on their 
Visitation Tours. When a Bishop’s stipend ceases to be paid from Imperial Funds, his passage 
allowances will also cease. 

142. No e in His Majesty’s ships is to be given to Colonial Officers at the public nse 
except on the application of the Senior Officer of the Civil Department on the spot to the Senior Naval 
Officer present. The expense for the entertainment of passengers wil! not be paid by the public, unless 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies should consider that the passage was properly applied for, and 
that the expense should be so agi Whenever a Governor has occasion to apply to the Senior Naval 
Officer for a passage in one of His Majesty’s ships for himself, or for any Functionary under his 
Government, he must immediately report the case to the Secretary of State, informing him at the same 
time of the circumstances under which the application was made. 

143. The passage expenses of a Governor-in-Chief visiting his subordinate Governments will be 
defrayed from Imperial Funds; but not so his expenses while visiting different ports within his 
immediate Government. 

144. If a Governor is proceeding on a Tour of Inspection or Duty within the limits of his Government, 
such passages must be limited to himself, his Secretary, and their personal attendants, and not include 
other Officers, or members of his family. 

145. When a Governor or other Officer is proceeding to another Colony to administer the Govern- 
ment temporarily, or returning therefrom, he will be allowed, from Imperial Funds, such expense as the 
Secretary of State may deem to have been reasonably incurred for the removal of himself and his family. 

146. Subject to Article 149, the ex for the entertainment on board of His Majesty’s ships of a 
Governor, Bishop, or any other Public Officer so entertained, must be paid to the Paymaster of the 
ship at the end of the voyage, and, if ible, before leaving the ship. 

147. If such ex is to be charged on the Imperial or Colonial Treasury, it may be defrayed by a 
Bill drawn in the former case on the Paymaster-General, and in the latter case on the Colonia] Government. 
Such Bills must be drawn at not leas than ten days’ sight, either by the Governor or with his written 
sanction. In case the expense is to be borne on Imperial Funds, the Governor will report, by the first 
opportunity, his having given such sanction, and will direct the Public Officer to whom it may have been 
given to transmit an immediate and direct advice to the Secretary of State of his having drawn the Bill, 
and to forward at the same time the Governor's sanction for his having done so, and a Receipt from the 
Paymaster of the vessel for the amount so drawn. 

48. The rates at which passages in His Majesty’s ships will be paid to the Captains or Commanding 
Officers at whose table passengers may be entertained, are as follows :— 

I. For any Governor whose salary is not less than 3,000/. per annum, exclusive of allowances—and 
for Commanders-in-Chief of Forces, if Generals, Lieutenant-Generals, or Major-Generals, 4/. per diem 
for the seven days, and afterwards 21s. a day. 

II. For any other Governor and Lieutenant-Governor, 3/. per diem for the first seven days and 
afterwards 21s. o day. 

III. For the persons composing the suite of Governors, &c., 21s. a day for each male person above the 
age of 16; two-thirds of that sum for every female above 16; one-third for such of either sex as shall 
be between the ages of 7 and 16; and one-fourth for such as may be under 7 years of age, for every day 
a eg be entertained at the Captain’s table. 

IV. For Colonial Bishops, and for individuals other than those above stated, entertained at the 
Captain’s table, 21s. a day for the first fourteen days, and 15s. a day afterwards; and the proportions with 
respect to age and sex, as stated in the preceding paragraph. 

149. When a Governor or other Public Officer is proceeding in a ship of war on a Tour of Inspection, 
which requires him to disembark at various ports, the higher rate per diem will in general only be paid for 
the seven days’ entertainment following his first embarkation. If there are special reasons for repeating 
ae payment, it must form a subject of special representation to the Secretary of State before it is 

e 


made. 
1494. When a Governor, or other public officer, disembarks for the purpose of as bond fide 
public service, and has not been able to give the Captain or Commanding Officer beforehand such 
information as to the days on which he would be absent from the ship as would prevent expense in 
reparing for his entertainment on those days, one-half of the rates of allowance above.authorised will 
Pe peyable in respect of such absence, 
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1498. For the purpose of computing the seven days referred to in Clause 149, each day in ce eng 
of which a charge for entertainment is made at half of the higher rate is to be counted as a full day. 
(See Circular, 21st June, 1880.) 

150. Payment for entertainment in His Majesty’s ships is to be caloulated according to the dates of 
the first and last dinner meals taken on board. 

151. When Governors, Bishops,* or other Officers who may be entitled to conveyance at the 
expense of the Imperial Treasury, have to obtain passages in mail packets or private ships, it will be 
necessary that certified statements of the expenses and of the dates at which they were incurred 
should, without delay, be sent to the Colonial Office, supported by such vouchers as can reasonably be 
procured. Evidence of the ordinary kind, as reference to a tariff (if any), or the certificate of two 
merchants, should, as a rule, be forwarded, that the rate of charge is usual or reasonable. The state- 
ments of other Officers than the Governor must bear his counter-signature of approval. The expendi- 
ture will be subject to review, and, if necessary, to disallowance, by the Secretary of State; and it 
will be desirable, though not indispensable, that his sanction should be obtained before Bills be drawn 
for the sumsspent. Such Bills should be drawn on the Paymaster-General, at not less than ten days’ 
sight and an immediate and direct advice sheuld, in each case, be sent to the Secretary of State. 

152. Any question that may arise in connection with passage allowances, etc., and may not have been 

rovided for in the foregoing Bogulations, will be separately considered and decided by the Secretary of 
State. 

153. Whenever any person in this country shall be appointed to any Office, the salary and fees 
(if any) attached to which do not exceed 500/.f per annum, in a Colony not essing a Representative 
Assembly,t the Crown Agents for the Colonies will secure and pay for hin passage to the Colony ; 
also those of his wife and children, not exceeding four persons besides himself. The person so 
appointed will be required to execute an ‘‘ Agreement” in the form inserted in the Appendix No. 5. 
Sce Circular 20th April, 1871. 

154. No outfit is allowed on any occasion. 


CHAPTER VI. 


§ I. Precedency, Victoria Cross, Foreign Orders, Salutes, and Flags. 


155. The precedency of Colonial Officers is in some cases determined by Colonial Enactments br 
Royal Charters, by Instructions communicated either under the Royal Signet and Sign Manual through 
the Secretary of State, or by authoritative usage. In the absence of any such special authority, 
Governors are to guide themselves by the subjoined table. 

8156. Table of precedence of Colonial Officers.

157. In Courts for the trial of Piracy, the Members are to take rank according to the order in 
which they are designated in His Majesty’s Commission ; except in the case of the Naval Commander- 
in-Chief (where there is one), to whom, as a matter of courtesy, the chair on the right of the 
President of the Court is assigned. ' 

158. *Persons entitled to precedence in the United Kingdom or in Foreign Countries, or in other 
Colonies, are not entitled, as of a right, to the same precedence in a Colony; but in the absence of 
any special Instructions from the King, the precedence of such persons relatively to the above- 
mentioned Colonial Officers will be determined by the Governor, having regard to the social condition 
of the Colony under his Government. 

159. The Queen’s Warrants instituting ‘‘the Victoria Cross” and extending it to Local Forces in the 
Colonies, and the Queen’s Regulations respecting Foreign Orders and Medals, are inserted in the 
Appendices Nos. 6and 7. The Regulations relating to Salutes are contained in the Chapter of “The 
King’s Regulations and the Admiralty Instructions for the Government of His Majesty's Naval 
Service,” which is papel to every Governor. (Sce Circular 16th January, 1873, as to the relative 
position of Naval and Military Officers when taking part in ceremonies on shore. See Circular 
30th A t, 1873, as to the position to be assigned to a Naval Officer when sitting as a Member of a 
Court of Enquiry into the circumstances attending the loss of a merchant ship. See Circular of 
“4th October, 1873, as to precedency of ex-Members of Executive Council who have been allowed te 
retain the title of Honourable within the Colony.) 

A Colonial Governor absent from his Colony on leave, or otherwise than on a Special Mission 
expressly authorised by His Majesty’s Government, is not entitled to any salute, or to fly any flag, as 
these attributes are only allowable when he is actually representing the Sovereign. A Governor so 
»bsent should promptly decline all salutes or other official recognitions of a Royal character from an 
Foreign Ship or Troops ; but he should avail himself of any offer made to him to be received on 
or to be conveyed by His Majesty’s ships or boats; though he cannot «lemand this attention. 
(Enclosed in Circular, 28th September, 1879.)t 


§ II. Colonial Uniforms. 


160. The Uniform which was formerly worn by certain Colonial Civil Officers has been discontinued, 
and the Uniform of His Majesty’s Civil Service in this country has been substituted forit. But 
Officers who have already worn the old Uniform may, if they prefer it, continue to wear it, subject to 
the limitation contained in peers 164. 

161. The Civil Uniform of the First Class will be worn by the Governors of Canada, Jamaica, New 
South Wales, Tasmania, South Australia, Victoria, Queensland, New Zealand, Western Australia, 
Ceylon, Hong Kong, Straits Settlements, Mauritius, Malta, the Cape of Good Hope, Natal, British 
Guiana, Trinidad, Barbados, and the Governors-in-Chief of the Windward and Leeward Islands; and 
the Uniform of the Second Class will be worn by Governors of Colonies not comprised in the fore- 
ee Pa by Lieutenant-Governors, and by the Administrators of the Gambia and the Seychelles

162. The Uniform of the Third Class will be worn by Officers administering the Government of any 
Colony, but not holding the rank of Lieutenant-Governor, and may be worn by Members of the 
Colonial Ministry in Colonies having Responsible Government, § and by Official Members of the Court 
of Policy in British Guiana, alido€ Baccitive Councils or Councils of Government in other Colonies. 

163. Subject to the sanction of His Majesty, obtained through the Secretary of State, the Uniform 
of the Fourth Class may be worn by Heads of Principal Departments not having a seat in the 
Executive Council, or Council of Government, or in the Legislature ; and the Uniform of the Fifth 
Class may be worn by Heads of Subordinate Departments and Chief Assistants in the Principal 
Departments ; but permission to wear the Uniform of the Fourth or Fifth Class shall not be given to 
the holder of any office in regard to which the King shall not have sanctioned the use of such 
Uniform. Private Secretaries to Governors or Officers administering the Government of all Colonies 
may wear the Uniform of the Fifth Class. (The following Circulars relate to Uniforms, viz., those of 
15th February, 1859; 14th July, 1860; 16th July, 1864; 17th February, 1873; Sth August, 1873; 
19th November, 1873; 22nd December, 1873.) 

164. No person is entitled without the consent of the King to wear the Uniform attached to any 
Office after he has ceased to hold that office. Such consent can only be obtained on the recommen- 
dation of the Governor, made through the Secretary of State, and only in cases of long or meritorious

164A. Governors, who at the time of their appointment hold the rank of Admiral in the Royal 
Navy or of General in the Army, will during their tenure of Office continue to wear their Naval and 
Military Uniforms. Governors not holding such Naval or Military rank will wear the Civil Uniform 
of their Class. Governors may, with the special sanction of the Secretary of State, wear the Uniform 
of Lord Lieutenant at Reviews, Inspections, etc., of Naval and Military Forces in the Colonies. 


CHAPTER VII. 


CORRESPONDENCE. 


§ I. Mode in which Governors and Officers administering Colonial Governments (with certain excep- 
tions in the West Indies and West Africa) are to conduct their Official Correspondence. 


165. Governors, or Officers administering Colonial Governments, must address the Secretary of 
State for the Colonial Department adone on all matters connected with their Government. 

166. Every communication, therefore, to whatever Public Department in this Country it may more 
immediately relate, must in the first instance be addressed to the Secretary of State, with the excep- 
tions hereafter mentioned; but in cases in which the Colonial Office is merely the channel of 
communicating with other Departments, the matter to be reported may be embodied in a memorandum 
pelt to the Department concerned, and forwarded to the Secretary of State in a covering 
despatch. 

167. The Governor’s Despatches should be written in a large and distinct hand, with dark ink, on 
folio paper of uniform size; and an inner margin of about one-third of the page should be left. 

168. They are to be numbered in succession, commencing annually with a fresh series, without 
interruption from changes in His Majesty’s Government. 

169. Each despatch should be contined as much as possible to a single subject. The paragraphs of 
each despatch should be numbered, and if it consists of two or more sheets the pages should numberat 

170. When any Colonial or Imperial] law, or any previous letters or despatches, are referred to, they 
must be described by their numbers and dates, either in the body of the despatch or in the margin. 

171. Each despatch must be docketed. The docket should specify the date and place of which the 
despatch was written, the name of the writer, and of the Secretary of State to whom it is addressed, 
the subject of the despatch, and the number of its enclosures. 

172. Its enclosures should be noted in the margin, and reference made in the body of the despatch 
to such portions of them as may require particular attention. 

173. The enclosures must be copied separately on folio paper, corresponding in size with the despatch 
transmitting them, and must also be written in a large and distinct Wand. with dark ink; the para- 
graphs of each enclosure should be numbered. If an enclosure should be a copy of a despatch or 
letter, it should be preceded by a heading designating the person by whom, the person to whom, it is 
written, and the date. If it be a copy of a petition or memorial, a similar descriptive heading should 
be prefixed. 

174. Should the enclosures be in any foreign language, translations of them, as well as copies, are 
to be forwarded. 

175. The enclosures are also to be paged consecutively through the whole series; but each enclosure 
should be separately numbered, and docketed like the despatch, and the docket should specify that the 
document is an ‘‘ Enclosure in despatch, No. of ——.” 

176. If any printed documents are transmitted as enclosures, six copies of each should be sent, if 
they are easily to be procured. In case of newspapers or other printed documents, of which only a 
portion may require attention, the portion referred to should be cut out, and pasted on foolscap paper. 
with a note at the head of the date and title of the paper from which it is extracted, the five extra 
copies required being annexed in an appendix.* 

177. Despatches forwarded to the Secretary of State should be accompanied by a schedule, t ani 
likewise with a statement of the numbers and dates of all despatches which the Governor may have 
received from the Secretary of State since the preceding occasion, in lieu of a separate acknowlelg- 
ment of each despatch. 

177a. With the view of facilitating the despatch of business, and of guarding against neglect or 
undue delay in the conduct of correspondence, the Governor of a Colony will send home by the first 
mail of every month :— 

(1.) A schedule of despatches received from the Secretary of State which have been more than 
a month in his hands without an answer. : 

(2.) A schedule of despatches sent by the Governor to the Secretary of State which appear to have 
remained unanswered for more than one month after having been received. 

It should be stated in each case whether any inconvenience is occurring, or likely to occur, by delay 
in answering. (Enclosure to Circular, 26th October, 1880.) 

178. All addresses or petitions to the King, on parchment, must be accompanied by a transcript op 
official paper. Protests by Legislative or Executive Councillors should be unfailingly sent home, and 
if questions respecting legislative proceedings are referred to the Secretary of State, the reference 
must always be accompanied by extracts from those proceedings. 

17%. Every Legislative Act must be accompanied by a statement from the Law Officer of the Crown 
to the effect that, in his opinion, the Royal Assent may properly be given thereto, or ought not to be,

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and also by a report from the Governor, or from the Law Officer, giving all requisite explanatien 
respecting the object of the Act, the motive in which it originated, and any legal or nolitical question 
which it may involve. Such a report should be sent separately with any Act of unusual importance. 
Other Acts may be transmitted in batches as they receive the Governor's assent. 

180. For the due preparation of Drafts of Acts, special rules are laid down in the Governors 
Instructions. 

181. Every Act must be enrolled in the Chief Court of Justice in the Colony. For the practice of 
engrossing and enrolling Acts in this country, see the Appendix No. 8. 

182. In the month of January each year, or as soon after as may be practicable, a complete collection 
should be published, for general information, of all Acts or Ordinances enrolled during the preceding 
year, and six copies of such collection of Acts, etc., shall be sent home. 

183. Whenever it may be found necessary to address the Secretary of State in a more unreserved 
manner than a Public Despatch would admit with propriety or convenience to the public interest, such 
communication should be marked ‘‘ Confidential” ; but care must be taken that the regular series of 
Despatches shall contain a full account of all important transactions in the Colony, so that when 
Parliament may call for information as to any of those transactions a clear and connected view of 
what has taken place may be afforded by the numbered Despatches, without adding thoee which are 
‘‘Confidential,” and which should not be referred to in the public despatches. 

184. It will, however, rest with the Secretary of State in every case to decide whether such ‘‘ Con- 
fidential” Despatches are or are not to be considered and recorded as public documents. 

185. No allowance on account of travelling expenses will be made to any Officer or other person 
bringing Despatches to this Department, unless the intelligence transmitted be of such a nature as to 
appear to the Governor to justify the sending it by a special messenger. 

186. Every Governor is enjoined to cause the Secretary of State’s Despatches, addressed to himself, 
as well as copies of his own, addressed to the Secretary of State, whether ‘' Confidential” or not, to 
be deposited in the Government House, if this has been the usual place of deposit for them, or in 
some other safe building belonging to the Government. 

187. Governors are forbidden to withdraw any public document so deposited on retiring from their 
Governments. 

188. Despatches are classified and should be dealt with as follows :— 

1. Numbered Despatches,* which the Governor is to lay before his responsible advisers (or the 
Executive Council), unless there be some special reason to the contrary, and which he may publish 
unless expressly directed not to do so. ; 

2. Despatches marked Confidential, which the Governor may, if he thinks fit, communicate 
under the obligation of confidence to his Responsible Advisers (or to the Executive Council) and 
may make pure if it should appear to him that circumstances are not such as to render it 
necessary that they should continue to be kept confidential 

3. Despatches marked Secret, which are addressed to the Governor personally, and the contents 
of which he is forbidden to make known without express authority from the Secretary of State.+ 

The foregoing instructions apply also to telegrains. 


§ II. Mode in which the Officers administering subordinate Governments are to conduct thew 
Official Correspondence. 

189. The Colonies of Barbados,* St. Vincent, Grenada, iia and St. Lucia, are consolidated 
into one General Government, called the Government of the Windward Islands ; the Colonies of 
Antigua, Montserrat, St. Christopher, Nevis, the Virgin Islands, and Dominica, into a second, called 
the Government of the Leeward Islands; and the Settlements of Sierra Leone, Gambia, the Gold 
Coast, and Lagos into a third, called the Government of the West Africa Settlements. The Officers 
administering the subordinate Governments are, in the West Indies, called Lieutenant-Governors or 
Presidents, in the West Africa Settlements, Administrators. 

190. The correspondence of the Governors-in-Chief with the Secretary of State must be conducted 
in the mode which has been established by the preceding Regulations ; but they will take care to kee 
the series of Despatches, relating to each Colony within their respective Commands, detached an 
separate from the rest. 

191. During the absence of the Governor-in-Chief from any Island or Settlement comprised within 
his Command, the Officer administering the Government of that Island or Settlement should correspond 
with him on all subjects connected with this Office, and should transmit to him all Official Reporte and 
information touching the same, and should apply to him for all such instructions as he may require 
for his guidance in the discharge of his duties. 

192. If, during the absence of the Governor-in-Chief from any subordinate Government within the 
limits of his Command, exigencies should arise, in which it may be necessary that immediate instruc- 
tions should be obtained from the Secretary of State, the Officer administering a subordinate Govern- 
ment is authorised to apply to the Secretary of State direct for instructions in relation thereto, if b 
so doing the Secretary oF State can receive his Despatch at an earlier date than would be practicable 
through the intervention of the Governor-in-Chief. 

193. Every such Officer will be required to transmit by the earliest opportunity to the Governor-in- 
Chief, or Officer administering the General Government, a copy of every Despatch or communication 
which he may, under this permission, address direct to the Secretary of State. 

194. The Secretary of State will communicate his answer to any such ee rai as may be most 
expedient, either to the Governor-in-Chief or direct to the Officer from whom he may have received it, 
transmitting in the latter case a copy of the answer to the Governor-in-Chief.

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195. Officers administering subordinate Governments will be guided, in their correspondenee with 
the Governors-in-Chief, by the general Regulations which have been established by the Secretary of 
State in the preceding sections of this Chapter. 

196. So long as the Governor-in-Chief is not present within the limits of his command, the above 
instructions must be understood to attach to the Acting Governor-in-Chief. 


§ III. Military Correspondence. 


197. The Governors of Colonies commanding His Majesty’s Troops therein must separate their 
ce with the Secretary of State for the Colonies and the Secretary of State for War, in 
the following manner :— 

198. Whatever relates to the discipline of the Troops, or to the employment of theminany ordinary 
and established service, or to the relief of the Troops after their time of local Service shall have 
expired, or to the interior economy of His Majesty's Land Forces, will properly form the subject of 
correspondence with the Secretary of State for War exclusively. 

199. In the event of actual hostilities with any Foreign Enemy, or of any extraordinary employment 
of the troops for the maintenance of the public peace, such occurrences must be reported both to the 
Secretary of State for War and to the Secretary of State for the Colonies. 

200. In the event of its being thought necessary to make or to advise any Military Convention with 
the Officer in command of the Troops of any Foreign Power, a Governor commanding His Majesty's 
Troops will at the same time report to the Secretary of State for the Colonies, and to the Secretary of 
See for War, the measures which he may have so taken, or those which he may wish to recommend 

or adoption. 

201. In case it should be necessary, in order to render the Governor’s Military Reports intelligible, to 
make reference, in his correspondence with the Secretary of State for War, to topics connected with 
his Civil Authority, he will in every such case at the same time bring under the notice of the Secretary 
of oe for the Colonies the questions of Civil Government to which he may thus have had occasion 
to advert. 

202. As any attempt to define the limits of a Governor's Civil and Military Correspondence may, 
from the nature of the case, be imperfect, and may omit to provide for some unforeseen exigency, he 
will best fulfil the joint pleasure of the Secretary of State for War and of the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies by conducting his Civil Correspondence exactly as he would conduct it if he possessed no 
Military Command, and vice versd. The two functions of Governor and of Commander of the Forces, 
though for the time combined in the same person, should be regarded in this respect as entirely 
separate, and the reports made by the Governor in each capacity should be made precisely in the same 
manner as if that combination of powers did not exist. 

203. The preceding instructions will apply also to the Governor’s Correspondence respecting the 
Service of the Commissariat. 

204. The respective officers employed under the War Office are in all cases, without exception, to 
give timely notice to Governors of any communications which they may intend tosend home, affecting 
such Governors or the orders given by them, so that His Majesty’s Government may be simultaneously 
made acquainted with the opinions of the Governors and with the opinion of those Officers on any 
matter on which it is requisite that the views of both should be known. 

205. When the Civil Governor of a Colony shall have occasion to report upon, or bring under the 
consideration of the Secretary of State for the Colonies, matters which involve military as well as civil 
considerations, or which require the decision or concurrence of the Secretary of State for War, the 
Governor will first communicate with the Officer in Command of the Forces in the Colony respecting 
the matters in question ; and having obtained that officer's opinion or observations thereupon, he will 
transmit the same with his own report to the Secretary of State for the Colonies.* 

20%. The Officer in Command of the Forces is similarly instructed to obtain the opinion of the 
Governor before reporting to the Secretary of State for War, or to any Officer under whose general 
Command he is placed, on any matter which involves civil as well as military considerations, or which 
oannot be decided without reference to the Secretary of State for the Colonies. 

207. The Officer in Command of the Forces has been instructed to send to the Governor duplicates 
of all Reports on whatever subjects, other than those relating to discipline and the routine of the 
service, which he may have occasion to send to the Secretary of State for War or to any Officer under 
whose general command he is placed. In case the Governor considers that these Reports require the 
consideration of the Secretary of State for the Colonies, he is to forward the duplicates with his obser- 
vations by the same mail which conveys the original Report to the Secretary of State for War. 


§ IV. Naval Correspondence. 


208. Governors of Colonies should communicate with Officers of His Majesty's Navy, and should 
convey notices of different kinds to Commanders of Foreign Vessels in Colonial waters, in the fol- 
lowing mode :— 

209. The Governor will write in his own name to any Senior Naval Officer (that is tosay, the Senior 
Officer then within his immediate reach), holding the rank of Flag Officer, Captain, or Commander, 
but will communicate with any Senior Officer of lower rank through his Private Secretary. In no case 
will he communicate through the Colonial Secretary, whose functions are of a different character, and 
whose office should not be the place of deposit for communications between the Governor and Officers 
in Command of His Majesty’s Naval forces.

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210. Any notice or direction, conveyed by the Governor’s authority to the Commander of an 
Foreign Vessel, should be conveyed through the Officers of the Colonial Government, and not through 
the Officers of His Majesty’s Navy, whose intervention should not be applied for, unless the directions 
conveyed through the ordinary channel should fail to produce their effect. 


§ V. Correspondence between the Postmaster-General in this Country and the Postmasters, Packet 
Agents, etc., in the Colontes, upon matters affecting the Governor, or Orders given by his Authority. 


215. Whenever any Postmaster, Packet Agent, or other Public Functionary acting under the 
tmmediate Orders and Instructions of His Majesty's Postmaster-General, s have occasion to 
transmit to the Postmaster-General any complaint or representation respecting the conduct of the 
L>cal Government or of any of its Officers, he must simultaneously place in the hands of the Governor 
a copy of so much of any such report as it may be requisite for the Governor to answer, so that the 
complaint and the explanation may reach this Country at the same time. 

216. Should the Governor have occasion to make to the Secretary of State any complaint or repre- 
sentation respecting the conduct of an Officer employe’ under His Majesty’s Postmaster-General, he 
will apprise such Officer of the precise nature of the complaint or representation which he proposes to 
forwarll in order that the Officer to whom it relates may be enabled at once to transmit to the Post- 
master-General any explanation which he may have to offer with respect to his conduct. 


§ VI. Correspondence of Individuals, 

217. Persons in a Colony, whether Public Functionaries or private individuals, who have any repre- 
sentations of a public or private nature to make to Government, should address them to the Governor 
of the Colony ; or, if the Colony be a dependency of a Governor-in-Chief, then to the Officer in the 
immediate administration of its Government. 

218. The duty of the Governor or Administrator of the Colony is to receive and act upon each such 
representation as public expediency or justice to the individual may appear to require, with the assist- 
ance in certain cases of his Executive Council; and if he doubts what steps to take thereupon, or if 
public advantage may appear to require it, to consult or report to the Secretary of State. Every 
individual has, however, the right to address the Secretary of State, if he thinks proper. But in this 
case he must transmit such communication, unsealed, and in triplicate, to the Governor or Administrator, 
applying to him to forward it in due course to the Secretary of State. 

219. Every letter, memorial, or other document which may be received by the Secretary of State from 
a Colony otherwise than through the Governor, will, unless a very pressing urgency justifies a departure 
from the rule, be referred back to the Governor for his report. 

220. This rule, requiring transmission of correspondence with the Secretary of State through the 
Grovernor, is based on the strongest grounds of public convenience, in order that all communications may 
be duly verified, as well as reported on, before they reach the Secretary of State. It extends, therefore, 
to communications relating to public affairs as well as the concerns of the writer; to those of all Public 
Functionaries of whatever rank, and to those from public bodies. 

221. Petitions addressed to the King, or the King in Council, memorials to Public Officers or Boards 
in His Majesty’s Government, etc., must be in like manner sent to the Governor for transmission home. 

222. The Governor is bound to transmit to the Secretary of State every communication 80 received by 
him, accompanied by such report as its contents may appear to him to require. 

223. He is to do this with all reasonable despatch, consistently, however, with the delay requisite for 
the preparation of such report. 

224. The Public Officers and other inhabitants of the Windward and of the Leeward Islands and of 
the West Africa Settlements, will look upon the Governor-in-Chief of each of those Governments as the 
Referee on all occasions when they are dissatisfied with the judgment formed upon their cases by the 
Lieutenant-Governor of the particular Island or by the Administrator of the Settlement in which they 
may resi<le. 

Sb. If they should wish to appeal from the judgment of the Governor-in-Chief to that of the Secre- 
tary of State, they are of course at liberty to doso, adhering strictly to the regulations which are above 
established. 

226. In any reports to be made, either by Lieutenant-Governors or Administrators to the Governors- 
in-Chief, or by the Governors-in-Chief to the Secretary of State, of questions for decision, they will adopt 
the following rules:— 

227. The Report should comprise three distinct divisions : the first containing a simple narrative of 
the facts of the case, in the order in which they have occurred, as collected from the documents under 

consideration, showing merely the substance of the statements made, and of the rights asserted, or the 
complaints alleged by the respective parties concerned; the second containing the views of the writer as 
to the merits or demerits of the parties, or the justice of their several claims or complaints, with the 
reasons upon which those views proceed; and the third, the decision at which the writer has arrived, 
after a full investigation of the whole case. 

228. In any Report or Despatch addressed to the Secretary of State, care should be taken to refer the 
Secretary of State to former documents in his possession which may bear on the case, with their dates. 
But this is not to prevent the writer from embodying the substance of such former documents in his 
Report or Despatch, if he judge that greater clearness or saving of labour is thereby attainable. 


§ VII. Attestation of Documents. 


229. The attestation of Signatures to Documents can only take place upon a full knowledge or intimate 
velief in the genuineness of those Signatures, and, as a general rule, the Secretary of State can only 
indertake to attest those of Governors or Officers administering Government. 

230. Persons, therefore, who may have occasion to instruct their friends or agents in any Colony 
o send to them certificates, or powers of attorney, or judicial acts, for legal-use in this) Country should 
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rae care to have these documents authenticated in the Colony by the Officer administering the 
vernment. 

231. The same rule must particularly be observed by the Governor in sending home docuinentse which, 
after being verified in England, are intended to be used in foreign Countries. The last signature 
attached by way of attestation to any such document must invariably be one which is known and cas 
therefore be certified to in this Department. If possible it should always be that of the Officer adminis- 
tering the Government. 


CHAPTER VIII. 


FINANCIAL AND OTHER RETURNS TO BE FURNISHED TO HIS MAJESTY’S 
GOVERNMENT.* 


§ I. Returns relating to Colonial Revenues and Recetpts.

238. A Return of civil charges regularly authorised by His Majesty’s Government, or by Acts oc! 
Local Legislatures which have received His Majesty’s assent, classed under the heads of salaries, and 
of incidental and contingent charges, specifying the amount expended under each head for each publ: 
department, and including judicial and ecclesiastical Establishments paid by the Government.

Authorities), including remittances to Agents. 

242. Of advances from the Colonial Funds to the Treasury chests, or otherwise, for services to k= 
accounted for by the Officers to whom the advances are made to their respective Departments in this 
Country. 

243. Of repayment of loans, or advances in aid of revenue, and payments for interest thereon, pape 
currency cancelled, or other debts liquidated. 

244. Of repayment of deposits. 

245, 246. Cancelled by Circular Despatch of 13th September, 1887. 

247. All appointments to Public Offices, and all alterations made in the salaries or allowances of Publ:. 
Officers, as also of all payments of an unusual and special description, and all payments amounting t 
200/. incurred without previous authority from the Secretary of State. t 

248. The Returns mentioned in the last article should be made out in the Forms inserted in th 
Appendix No. 9, but the Governor must not regard their transmission as relieving him from further 
ex ations and responsibility. 

249. The quarterly returns should be accompanied by a short abstract of the transactions of t 
Treasurer, or other Officer accountable to the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, in the applicata 
of the Colonial Funds, showing the amount of his receipts and disbursements during the quarter, at! 
the balances in hand, or available, at the commencement and end of it. 

250. In cases in which the accounts of revenue and expenditure of the preceding year are transmitt« 
to a country, for examination and audit, they should be forwarded on or before the lst of April i: 
each year. 

251. The salary of the Treasurer, or other proper Officer, must not be issued to him until he bs 
certified to the Governor that he has complied with his instructions. 

252. The Auditor will transmit through the Governor such Reports as he may from time to time hav 
to send home, in order that the Governor may have an opportunity of adding any explanations which t- 
may consider requisite in order to obviate the necessity of a further reference to the Colony. 

253. All accounts of expenditure of public money must be accompanied by authenticated copies ci 
or extracts from, such of the Secretary of State’s Despatches as may be referred to in the accounts, » 
support of particular items of expenditure. 

254. Except so far as relates to money transactions between the Imperial and Colonial Government 
the foregoing Regulations from 232 to 253 inclusive are only applicable to Crown Colonies.

§ III. Other Periodical Returns.t 


257. A Table of Duties peyenic on articles imported into, and spe ali from, the Colony should & 
punctually forwarded in duplicate so as to arrive in this country shortly before the 3lst Decemt= 
of each year, with a view to enable the Board of Trade to prepare, at as early a period of the Sessic: 
as possible, the Colonial Abstract and other papers annually laid before Parliament. In such Table s. 
additional rates levied on Imports and Exports under any special Acts or Regulations should be specitie 
(Enclosure to Circular of 25th January, 1881.) 

258. Copies of the Minutes of the Proceedings of Legislative Councils and Assemblies, and : 
Colonies not possessing responsible Government, of Executive Councils.

Similar lists are to be sent on announcing 
any provisional appointment to either Council, distinguishing those who are absent on leave and those 
whose appointments are provisional. 

260. t return of changes which may occur from time to time under the provisions of the Vice- 
Admiralty Courts Act of 1863, in the persons holding the office of Judge Marshal or Registrar for 
communication to the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty .* 

261. In Colonies in which it is customary to print the Laws the Governor will send home not fewer 
than twenty, or in case of Acts affecting the Constitution, or containing a suspending clause, or 
reserved for the signification of His Majesty’s pleasure, twenty-three copies of all Acts passed durin 
the Session of the Colonial Legislature, and six manuscript copies where the laws are not printed ; and 
His Majesty's Government will send out annually to the respective Governors, for the use of the Colonial 
Legislatures and Courts of Justice, copies of the British Statutes. Of the printed copies of Acts fourteen 
are to be sent under flying covers, addreased as below. Those intended for the Colonial Office, House 
of Lords and House of Commons, should be sent home as soon as printed. ‘The copies for the other 
ae departinents and societies should be sent once a year to the Crown Agents for the Colonies, for 

istribution.

262. Four copies of every new compilation or corrected edition of the Colonial Laws are to be 
forwarded to the Secretary of State. 

263. Two copies of the Colonial Book Almanack for the current year, and copies of Government 
Gazettes, and generally of such books or pamphlets issuing from the Colonial Press as may be useful 
to this Department, and of the principal newspapers published in the Colony. (Special instructions 
as to the ewspapers to be sent home issued in Circulars, 3ist October, 1870, and 10th June, 1871.) 

264, 265, 266. Cancelled by Circular Despatch of 13th September, 1887. 

267. In Colonies possessing considerable quantities of waste land in course of settlement, the Survey or- 
General should be required once a year to present a return of the progress of his department, for trans- 
mission to the Secretary of State. Besides making these regular returns, Governors are particularly 
enjoined to keep the Secretary of State punctually informed of the progress of geographical and scientific 
exploration in the Colonies, and in particular to transmit reports of journeys of discovery and investi- 
gation of the natural history and capabilities of particular districts, with such maps and surveys as may 
be required for elucidation. 


§ IV. The Annual ‘‘ Blue Book.” 


268. In addition to the particular Keturns mentioned in the preceding Seotion, the annual ‘‘ Blue 
Book,” containing specific accounts of the Civil Establishments, of the Colonial Revenue and Expen- 
diture, and of various statistical particulars, etc., must be completed as early as ible after the close 
of each year. The various returns which it comprises must be filled up with the test possible 
accuracy, and the statistical tables must be fulland complete. Blank copies of this hook in sheets, 
will be annually transmitted to each Colony from the Colonial Office. 

269. The Colonial Secretary will be responsible for the general preparation of the ‘‘ Blue Book,” 
and for its being completed during the first quarter of the year succeeding that for which it is designed, 
and he must certify the accuracy of its contents. 

270. The Governor must send home the ‘‘Blue Book” in duplicate. He is to retain one copy for 
the use of the Executive Government, and in the Legislative Colonies to lay a copy of it before the 
Council and the House of Assembly respectively. 

271. The Governor, in transmitting the ‘‘ Blue Book” to this Department, must accompany it with 
a Report, which should be written on one side of the paper only, exhibiting generally the t and 

resent state of the Colony, and its pros under the several heads specified in the Book. That 
Re rt will be laid before both Houses of Parliament. 

t should be, as much as may be, complete within itsclf, and if it be unavoidable to append other 
Returns than those to be found in the Blue Book reported upon, they should be of a summary character, 
and clear of such local details as are of no use and significancy elsewhere than on the spot; bearin 
in mind that the extent to which what is printed for Parliament shall be circulated and read will 
depend much on the degree to which it is substantiative and succinct.

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CHAPTER IX. 


8 I. Requisitions from Colontes.* 

272. All Requisitions from the Colonies for stores required from the United Kingdom, or from 
countries not being adjacent to a particular Colony, shall be made direct in duplicate to the Crown 
Agents by the Colonial Governments if the expenditure has been duly sanctioned. 

273. If the nditure has not been sanctioned, the requisition must be transmitted to the Secretary 
of State in the first instance in duplicate and not to the Crown Agents. 

2744. In the latter case it is necessary that the requisition should be accompanied with all the expla- 
nations necessary for the guidance of the Secretary of State in determining whether it should or should 
not be complied with. 

2748. The Crown Agents, being the Agents of the Colonial Governments, will comply with all 
requisitions sent to them, which bear the signature of, or are forwarded by, the proper officer of the 
Qolonial Government in question, and they will not refer to the Secretary of State for instructions 
unless they have reason to doubt whether under existing circumstances any particular requisition 
should be complied with. In all cases the Colonial Governments will be held responsible that 
requisitions are not sent to the Crown Agents unless the expenditure involved has been duly authorised 
in accordance with the preceding rules. 

275. Requisitions shall in no case be made directly, or through local merchants, upon firms in this 
country, or on the continent of Europe, although the names of firms, whose goods have given most 
satisfaction, or whom the Colonial Governments may for other reasons wish to employ, may be men- 
tioned in the body of the requisition, in order that they may be employed by the Crown Agents, unleas 
the Crown Agents, for reasons which should be subsequently explained to the Colonial Governments 
concerned, consider that it is not for the interests of the Colony that they should be so employed. 

276. The list containing the specific articles required must be attested by the Governor. 

277. No requisition must be made to replace articles spoilt or worn out until a Board of Survey, con- 
sisting of not less than three Public Officers, of whom the Colonial Secretary should in general be 
President, has been held upon the articles. A certificate of the Board, stating that the articles in 
question are unserviceable and require to be replaced, must accompany the requisition. 

278. The Officer at the head of the department must be debited with the unserviceable articles, or 
the Board of Survey must give directions for having them sold by public auction, whenever the 
quantity accumulated shall render such sale expedient. 

279. Every Board of Survey must furnish the Governor with a Report of their proceedings. 

280. They are also required to consider and report to the Governor the propeety of every requisition 
for articles to be supplied for the public service, taking care that no article is demanded which is not 
wbsolutely necessary. 

281. Governors are expected to revise the requisitions and the Reports of the Boards, and to direct 
the Boards to reconsider their reports should it be necessary ; and to forward them to the Secretary of 
State with their own observations. 

282. In any case in which a Colony, not habitually employing the Crown Agents, makes a remittance 
to them of funds (in whatever manner or for whatever purpose), the Governor is to forward to the 
Secretary of State by the same mail the particulars of such remittance. 


§ II. Government Houses, Furniture, é&c. 


283. The Governor will insert in the annual ‘‘Blue Book” a general Report on the state of repair, ete., 
of the Government House or Houses, the state of the furniture, and the arrangements under which it 


is provided. 
be. The Government House, together with its stables, out-buildings, fences‘and other appurtenances, 
will be kept in substantial repair throughout, at the cost of the Colony. The rooms will be painted, 
and papered (when necessary), and furnished at the public expense. Plate and table ornaments to a 
moderate and reasonable amount, and crockery, glass, cutlery, and kitchen utensils will also be provided 
at the cost of the Colony. Unless it is otherwise provided by local law the Governor will pay t 5 per 
cent. per annum on the estimated value of the furniture in the bed-rooms, kitchens, and other rooms 
not used for the public reception of company, and of all other articles provided at the cost of the 
Colony, and used , him, but he will be subject to no charge on account of the furniture of the recep- 
tion rooms or of ihe offices used by himself or by his Private Secretary or Aide-de-Camp. For the 
purpose of arriving at the estimated value of the furniture, and other articles on which the Governor 
is to pay & percentage, a valuation will be made by such persons as may be appointed for that purpose 
by the Executive Council on the Governor's assumption of the Government and annually thereafter 
during the Governor's tenure of office. 

2844. Arrangements have been entered into between the Crown Agents and Contractors to keep 
always in stock a selected pattern of crockery and glass for a best and second best service for dinner 
and dessert as well as for breakfast, tea, and coffee sets, with a badge consisting of a Royal Crown, the 
letters E.R. in a monogram, and the name of the Colony and the words ‘‘Government House” on a 
scroll beneath. 

285. All the Chapel plate and furniture, and pictures of the Royal Family, which may have been 
formerly supplied to Governors’ houses, are to be considered public property, and not to be remowed 
on any account.

+t By Circular of 3lst July, 1902, it is laid down in the case of Crown Colonies that this is to be regarded as 
a standing deduction from the Governor's salary and is pevable by the person who draws the salary. If a 
Governor is on half-pay leave he will pay half and the Officer Administering the other half. The fact that 
Government House 1s left unoccupied (if it is 80) does not affect the arrangement.—(Ep./G.0, List.) 
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286. All furniture and plate supplied at the public expense is to be kept complete, and any article 
lost or damaged, otherwise than by fair wear, is to be made good at the expense of the officer ocoupying 
the Government House for the time being. . : 

287. It is the duty of every Governor to keep an accurate inventory of all furniture and plate provided 
at the public expense; of which inventory he must cause one copy to be retained in the Government 
House, and one to be delivered to some one Officer of his Government, who, on satisfying himself 
that the inventory so delivered to him is correct, will be held responsible for its safe custody. 

288. The Governor must from time to time, and not seldomer than once in every two years, require 
and direct the Officer, whom he may appoint as above, to make an inspection of the furniture, and 
plate, comparing the several articles with the inventory in his possession; and that Officer is to preparc 
a list of all deficiencies, which the Governor must thereupon take measures to have replaced or rectified 
at his own expense. 

289. Within one month from the date of an inspection, such Officer shall deliver to the Governor a 
report thereof, in which shall be noted the deficiencies, if any. 

. On each occasion of a Colonial Governor vacating his Government, a similar inspection and 
report are to be made ; and if the retiring Officer does not cause the deficiencies for which he is respon- 
sible to be repaired or made good, the inspecting Officer (in communication with the Officer who may 
succeed to the Government) is to prepare and transmit to the Secretary of State a statement of the 
expenses to be incurred for that purpose, in order to the recovery of the amount from the responsible 


cer. 
291. The Government Offices in the respective Colonies may also be st as at the public expense, 
with such furniture, of a plain but substantial kind, as may be absolutely requisite for the proper 
accommodation of the persons belonging to the Departments while engaged in the transaction of the 
ublic business. 

292. The same regulations are to be observed in regard to the custody and repair of furniture supplied 
to Government Offices at the public expense as have been established in the case of Governors’ 
residences. (As to making good defective crockery and supply of same pattern through the Crown 
Agents, see Circulars, 26th August, 1880, and 8th January, 13873.) 


CHAPTER X. 


81. Custody of Public Moneys in Colonies not possessing Representative Assemblies. 


293. The Governor may, with the concurrence of the Council, and the ikiadee of the Secretary of 
State, avail himself of the services of any Banking Establishments in the Colony for the deposit of all, 
or any portion of the public moneys arising from Colonial revenue or other Colonial rina Ae as well as 
for the transaction of public business connected with the financial arrangements of the Colony. It is 
to be understood that any moneys placed in the Banks are liable to fluctuation in amount, or to be 
withdrawn, according to the exigencies of the public service, but the Governor will not be precluded 
from making a special arrangement for the transfer of a portion of the balance from the current. 
account of the Colonial Government to a deposit account. 

294. When no Banking Establishments exist, or where it is not thought advisable to employ them, 
or when they may be had recourse to for the deposit of part only of the public money, the Governor 
will cause a secure fire-proof vault or safe to be constructed, either for the office of the Treasurer, or 
in some other appropriate Building, for the deposit of all surplus moneys. This building is to be duly 
watched and guarded, and the door of the vault or safe to be furnished with three different locks, the 
keys of which are to be kept by, and under the separate charge—one, of the Treasurer, and the others 
of such two principal Officers of the Government as the Governor may consider it most expedient to 
appoint for such purpose. 

5. The Colonial Treasurer, or Receiver-General, is to keep under his own immediate charge such 
sums of money only as may be necessary to meet the current disbursements of his Department, not 
exceeding a certain fixed maximum. If Banking Establishments be employed for the deposit only of 
surplus moneys, or if a strong vault be used for that purpose, the Treasurer’s separate ce will, 
in either case, be regulated by the average amount of his monthly ordinary expenditure; but if 
recourse shall be had to the Banking Establishments for the transaction of current business, as well 
as for the deposit of surplus moneys, the balance to be left in the hands of the Treasurer will be of 
small amount, to meet only minor incidental expenses. 

296. When it is necessary to fix or alter the amount of the maximum balance which may remain in 
the hands of the Treasurer, the Governor will, after the necessary inquiries, report to the Secretary of 
State, for the consideration of the Lords of the Treasury, the sum which he may decide upon for such 
maximum balance, accompanying this report by statements of the Treasurer’s average monthly 
ordinary receipts and disbursements (distinguishing fixed revenue from incidental receipts, and pay 
and salaries from contingent disbursements), and by such other explanations and observations as may 
have been submitted to him, and upon which he may have grounded his decision. 

297. In order that the Governor may at all times have the means of informing himself as to the 
state and disposal of the public balance, and of providing effectually for its verification, he will cause 
the Regulations which he has received from the Lords of the Treasury in this respect to be strictly 
observed by all concerned. 

298. If the Governor shall have availed himself of the services of a Banking Establishment in the 
Colony, he will require from the Secretary, or other proper Officer of such Establishment, a monthly 
statement of all sums deposited in and withdrawn from the Bank, and of the balance of public money 
remaining in the Bank at the end of each month. 

299. The Governor will take care that arrangements are made with the Directors or Managers of 
these Establishments, so that the Colonial Treasurer, Receiver-General, or other Accountant, shall not 
have sole control over the sums deposited therein. 
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300. To effect this object the cheques on the Bank for the payment of ordinary disbursements 
should invariably be countersigned by the Officer next in rank at the Treasurer’s or Accountant's 


office. 

301. In those cases where the Banks may be had recourse to only for the deposit of surplus moneys, 
the cheques should be countersigned by the Governor, as his warrant of authority to the for the 
re-issue of the money. 

302. When the Banks are used for deposits, and also for the transaction of the current business 
of the Government, it is necessary that the Governor should fix the maximum sum for which the 
Treasurer's draft, countersigned by his principal Assistant, may be honoured, and beyond which sum 
the Governor’s warrant of authority, as above described, is to be required in addition. 

303. If the surplus funds, or any portion thereof, shall be deposited in a strong vault, the Governor 
is to require from the three Officers in charge a quarterly return of the moneys deposited therein. 

304. The strong vault is on no oocasion to be opened, nor is any money to be deposited therein or 
withdrawn therefrom, except by the three persons entrusted with the keeping of the separate keva, 
and by an order or warrant under the Governor’s signature (such orders or warrants to be for round 
sums) addressed to the Treasurer or Accountant, and to the two other Officers concerned; and the 
three Officers entrusted with the keys, and present at the opening of the vault, are to sign a joint 
certificate as to every sum deposited, which certificate is to be delivered to the Treasurer, to he 
annexed with other vouchers to his accounts. 

305. The Treasurer is, in like manner, to sign receipts in duplicate for every amount re-issued to 
him, which receipts are to be delivered to the other Officers in charge of the vault. 

In case of illness, absence, or other unavoidable circumstance interfering with the strictly 
rsonal duty prescribed by these regulations, the written authority of the Governor is to be obtained 
or any temporary transfer of the key to another Officer. 

307. The Governor will cause to be pe operes on the Ist days of January, April, July, and October 
of each year, a statement of the sums of the funds of the Colonial chest, in the form prescribed for 
that pu e by the Lords of the Treasury. (Sce also Circular, 7th May, 1878.) 

308. The Governor will also cause an examination of the funds of Colonial chests to be made twice 
in each year, or as much oftener as he may think fit to direct, at uncertain periods, and without anv 
previous notice, and he will immediately forward to the Secretary of State the certificates of quarterly 
surveys as well as those made at uncertain periods ; duplicate copies of these certificates are also to 
be annexed to the Colonial Treasurer’s accounts. (See adso Circular, 7th May, 1878.) 

309. The Governor must bear in mind that arrangements relating to the deposit of Colonial Funds 
with any Banking Establishment should have for their object the convenience and accommodation of 
the Public Service only, and are not to be entered into with any particular view of enabling the Banks 
to increase their accommodations and loans to others, and the Governor will also take care that every 
proper alvantage and allowance by way of interest for deposits that might be profitably employed by 
the Banks, is duly secured for the use and benefit of the Colonial Treasury and Government. 


§ II.—Securtties.—Security to be requtred from Persons appotnted to the temporary charge of 
Offices of pecuniary trust in the Colonies not possessing Representative A ssembites.* 


310. Officers entrusted with public money should give security in proportion to the average sum 
which may be passing through their hands atany time. If the Colonial Treasurer, or any other estab- 
lished Officer who has been called upon to give security to the Crown in respect of pecuniary respon- 
sibility attaching to his Office, shall obtain leave of absence under circumstances which require the 
interposition of the authority of the Governor for the a siereaer a of a Substitute, the Governor will 
call upon the person whom he may select to act in the absence of the principal to give security, in his 
personal bond, to the Crown, with the bonds of two or more Sureties, to such an amount, with refer- 
ence to the security of the principal, as may be reasonably required; or to furnish, in lieu of the 
Bond of Suretics, such other collateral security, upon property or otherwise as shall be of equal 
amount and validity with such bonds. 

311. In case the Governor should find that the person whom he may propose to appoint to the 
temporary charge of an Office of pecuniary trust cannot furnish the amount of collateral security 
required from him, the Governor will consider whether, in order to render so large an amount 
of collateral security unnecessary, some arrangement can be made for reducing the risk of loss, either 
by placing the Office in Commission, or by limiting the floating balance, under the charge of the Officer 
to the smallest amount necessary to meet the current expenditure for ordinary contingent services, 
and by depositing all surplus beyond such reduced average balance in a separate Chest, under the 
joint charge of two or more Officers holding separate keys. 

312. A full report of all the circumstances relating to any such special arrangement must be made 
to the Secretary of State for the information of the Lords of the Treasury, and in the event of the 
employment of a Commission the personal bonds of the Officers joined in Commission are to be taken 
as to their se te acts. 

313. As all security puree from persons 5-1 Stet to the temporary charge of Offices vacated in 
consequence of leave of absence, or from any other cause, is to be independent of, and unconnected 
with, any security which may have been given by the established Officer, the Governor is particularly 
cautioned that the bonds or other instrument which may be prepared with a view of giving effect to 
the security required from the acting Officers should have no reference to the bonds of the established 
Officer or of his Sureties, and should not contain any clause which might be construed as interfering 
with or affecting in any manner the original bonds of the principal, either during his absence or on 
his return to duty. At the same time it is not intended that this precautionary instruction should

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prevent the Governor from accepting the additional security of the principal who may be about to 
absent himself on leave, should he be willing to enter into a new bond for his Substitute, or to join in 
the security to be given by such Substitute. 


§ III. Regulations respectiny the Incorporation of Banking Companies in the Colonies. 


314. In Charters or legislative Enactments relating to the Incorporation of Banking Companies in 
the Colonies, provision should be made for the observance of the following regulations and conditions :— 

315. The Amount of the Capital of the opens and number of shares to be determined; and the 
whole of such determined amount to be subscribed for within a limited period, not exceeding Eighteen 
Months from the date of the Charter or Act of Incorporation. 

316. Shareholders to be declared a Body Corporate, with common seal and perpetual succession, 
and other usual corporate powers; and with any requisite proviso that judgment against the 
Corporation shall attach to all additional liability of the Shareholders, as well as to paid-up Capital 
and other property of the Company. 

317. Provision to be made, either by Recital and Confirmation of any Deed of Settlement in these 
respects or otherwise, for the due Management of the Company’s Affairs by Appointment of Directors, 
sailteo forth, so far as shall seem necessary for the security otf the Public. 

318. No bye-law of the Company to be repugnant to the conditions of the Charter or Act of Incor- 
poration, or to the Laws of any Colony in which the Company’s Establishments may be placed. 

319. The Corporate Body thus constituted may be specially empowered, subject to the conditions 
hereafter mentioned, to carry on for a limited term of years (not to exceed Twenty-one Years unless 
under particular circumstances), and within the Colony or Colonies specified in the Charter or Act of 
Incorporation, but not elsewhere, the Business of Banker; and for the like term to issue and circulate 
within the said Colony or Colonies, but in such manner only as shall not be at variance with any 
general Law of the Colony, Promissory Notes payable in Specie on Demand. 

320. Such Banking Business or Issue of Notes not to commence or take place until the whole of 
the Fixed Capital of the Company has been subscribed for, and a moiety at least of the Subscription 
paid up. The remaining moiety of the Capital to be paid up within a given period from the date of 
the Charter or Act of Incorporation, such period not in general to exceed two years. 

321. In all cases in which Shares in the Company’s Stock are transferred between the period of the 
Grant of the Charter or Act of Incorporation and the actual commencing of business by the Bank, the 
responsibility of the original holder of the transferred Shares to continue for Six Months at least after 
the date of the transfer. 

322. The Company not to advance Money on Security of Lands, or Houses, or Ships, or on pledge 
of Merchandise, nor to hold Land or Houses, except for the transaction of its business, nor own 
Ships, or be engaged in Trade, except as dealers in Bullion or Bills of Exchange; but to confine its 
transactions to discounting Commercial Paper and negotiable Securities, and other legitimate Banking 
Business : the aeny may, however, accept Lands, or Houses, or Ships, or Shares in its Capital or 
Stock, or other Real or Personal Property in liquidation of, or as a Security for any Debt bond fide 

reviously due to the Company, or as a security for ee of any Sum for which any person may 
ve rendered himself liable to the Company, and hold them for such reasonable time as may be 
n to dispose of and convert the same into Money. 
a ‘the Company not to hold Shares in its own Stock, nor to make advances on the security of 
those shares. 

324. The Discounts or Advances by the Company, on securities bearing the name of any Director 
or Officer thereof, as drawer, acceptor, or endorser, not to exceed at any time one-third of the total 
Advances and Discounts of the Bank. 

$25. The dividends to Shareholders to be made out of Profits only, and not out of the subscribed 
Capital of the Company. 

. The total amount of the Debts and Liabilities of the Company, whether upon Bonds, Bills, 
Promissory Notes, or otherwise contracted over and above the amount of Deposits on Bankin 
Accounts with the pomreny® Establishments, not to exceed at any time three times the amount o 
the capital stock subscribed and actually paid uy 

327. No Promissory or other Notes to be issued for Sums under 1/. eben (or in the North American 
Colonies 1/. Halifax Currency), or the equivalent thereof in any other local currency, and not for 

fractional portions of such Pound or other equivalent amount. 

328. All Promissory Notes of the Company, whether issued from the Principal Establishment or from 
Branch Banks, to bear date at the place of issue, and to be payable on demand in Specie at the place of date. 

329. The total amount of the Promissory Notes payable on demand, issued, and in circulation, not at 
any time to exceed the amount of the Capital Stock of the Company actually paid up. <A reserve of 
specie always to be maintained equal to one-third of the amount of Notes at any time in circulation. 

330. In the event of the assets of the Company being insufficient to meet its engagements, the Share- 
holders to be responsible to the extent of twice the amount of their subscribed Shares (that is, for the 
amount gubacribisd: and for a further and additional amount equal thereto). 

331. Suspension of Specie Payments on Demand at any of the Company’s Banking Establishments, for 
a given number of days (not in any case exceeding sixty) within any one year, either consecutively or at 
intervals, or other breach of the Special Conditions upon which the Company is empowered to open 
Banking Establishments or to issue and circulate Promissory Notes, to forfeit those privileges, which 
shall cease and determine upon such forfeiture as if the period for which they had been granted had 


expired. 

9. The Company to make up and publish periodical Statements of its Assets and Liabilities 
monthly, showing under the heads specified in the Form which is inserted in the Appendix No. 12 the 
average of the amount of its Notes in Circulation, and other Liabilities, at the termination of each 
week or month, during the period to which the Statement refers, and the average amount of Specie or 
other Assets that were available to meet the same. Copies of these Statements to be submitted to the

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Government of the Colony within which the Soropany may be established ; and the Company to | 
pepeten if called upon, to verify such Statements by the production, as confidential documents, of t] 
Veekly or Monthly Balance Sheets from which the same are compiled. And also to be prepared, apx 
requisition from the Lords of the Treasury, to furnish, in like manner, such further information rn 
epecnne the state or proceedings of its Banking Establishments as their Lordships may see fit to call fo 
Ne paveuiay to be also empowered to verify the Statements of the Company of the amount of Spec: 
held by them. 

333. The Charter or Act of Incorporation may provide for an addition to the Capital of the Com 
within specified limits, with the sanction of the Lords of the Treasury ; such additional Capital th 
Shares and Subscriptions which may constitute the same, to be subject in every respect, from and aft« 
the date of the signification of such sanction, to conditions and regulations similar to those applyiz 
to the original Capital. 


§ IV. Applications for Charters. 


334. Applications for Charters of Incorporation of Joint Stock Companies engaged exclusively 
chiefly in Eclonial undertakings, whether made in this Country or in the Colonies, cannot be granta 
until the heads of the project shall have been submitted for the consideration of the Governor and :: 
Executive Council. 

335. The Governor will furnish the Secretary of State with a Report stating whether the undertak:; 
is one which in his opinion it would be desirable to encourage, with a view to Colonial interest 
expecially as regards the Colony under his Government. 

336. The Governor’s Report will be taken into consideration by the Secretary of State and br + 
Board of Trade, or, in cases in which the application relates exclusively to Banking Companies, by 4: 
Board of Treasury. 

337. His Majesty’s Government reserves to itself the power of deciding whether privileges, t:z 
exercised under Charters granted for this Country, should be extended to Companies, approved b:3 
Colonial Government, for Colonial undertakings. 

338. The Imperial Act, 18 & 19 Vict., c. 133, provides for the limitation of liability of Member - 
certain Joint Stock Companies. 

See also Circular of 16th March, 1874, as to establishment of Agencies, and Circular of 18th Auge: 
1875, by which it is directed that Laws relating to Banking undertakings and the Circulation of Now 
should contain a suspending clause. 


CHAPTER XI.* 


§ I. Expenditure of Public Money in Colonies not possessing Representative Assemblies. 


339. All disbursements of the public money are to be made by the Colonial Treasurer, under auth» 
rity from the Officer administering the Government; and any Officer improperly authorisix, « 
directing any aaa contrary to the instructions which he may receive from His Majesc«s 
Government will himself be held personally responsible for the amount improperly authorised 

340. Salaries, Fixed Allowances, and Contingenciesare to be classed under the head ‘‘ Establishment . 
and all other sarah sn grcpenionde and all extraordinary and special disbursements are to be clasci 
under separate heads of Service in the Form prescribed in the Treasury Instructions issued t- 
Governors. 

340a. All salaries and other authorised Charges up to the end of each financial year should, as ‘| 
as possible, be defrayed within the year. When the last day of a year mappens to be a ‘* dies non. 
the payment of Salaries, etc., up to the close of the year could be made on the previous day. 

341. The Governor is not authorised to make any addition to the Fixed Establishment of the Colss: 
or to make any different appropriation of the established salaries of any Public De ent, either i 
regards the number of appointments or the rates of salary and emolument, without the previous sancta 
of His Majesty's Government. 

342. Should, however, any special circumstances occur which in the opinion of the Governor 2 
Council may render addition or alteration necessary for the due carrying on of the public servie 
without waiting for such sanction he will cause such new or altered salary to be borne on a Schedu" 
of Provisional or Supplementary Establishment, reporting the same to the Secretary of State. 

343. Whenever the approval of His Majesty’s Government toany provisional appointment is receive: 
by the Governor, he must cause the same to be transferred to the Schedule of Fixed Establishment. 

. As a general rule, the Governor must not propose to the Council the execution of any nt 
ublic work, or of extensive alterations and improvements in any existing building, etc., for which > 
a not obtained the previous sanction of His Majesty’s Government. 

345. Whenever the Governor may apply to the Secretary of State for such authority, he must seef 
with such applicatign all the necessary plans, estimates, and specifications, according to which the pr 
jected work is to be carried into execution, together with an account of the cost to be incurred und 
specific heads of expenditure, and a report of the grounds on which the work is reoommended. 

346. When the sanction of His Majesty’s Government has been given, the Governor will lay befe: 
the Council, at their meeting, to take into consideration the General Estimates for the year ne 
ensuing, the plans, estimates, and specifications of the proposed work, with any other informatix 
which he may consider necessary ; and when the Council has voted the funds required for the wort 
the Governor may proceed with it, without waiting for further authority. 





_ * Chapter XI. is to a large extent superseded by the Instructions for the Guidance of Financial and Aocoonti 
ing Officers in the Colonial Service, sent out in Circular of 9th June, 1900.—(Kp. C. O. Lust.) 
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347. But should the Governor be of opinion that the work is urgently required, and that serious 
inconvenience might result from delaying it (after the sanction of His Majesty's Government had been 
obtained) until the period when the Annual Estimates are brought forward, he may propose to the 
Council a Supplemental Estimate for that purpose. 

348. Special cases may arise of pressing emergency (more particularly in distant Colonies), in which 
it might not be practicable to obtain the previous sanction of His Majesty’s Government for a proposed 
work. In such cases the Governor will not fail to call forand to lay before the Council the necessary 
plans, estimates, and ifications according to which the work is to be carried into execution, and to 
report fully to His Majesty’s Government, by the earliest opportunity, on the absolute necessity of 
the expenditure which he may have incurred without their previous sanction. 

349. In the case of public works of magnitude to be undertaken in any Colony, and to be defrayed 
by Parliamentary Grant, the following rules must be observed :— 

1. That as a prenraiery step to any such work, a survey and estimate shall be made by an 
Officer acting under the orders of some responsible Department. 

2. That on a first application for a vote of money, an estimate of the sum likely to be required 
for the whole work shall be laid before the House of Commons. 

3. In cases in which such works may require more than one year for their completion, and 
where money is proposed to be voted on account, there shall be submitted to the House in each 
year, and before a further vote is pro a statement of the sums already voted, of the money 
actually expended up to the date of the last accounts, of all outstanding demands, and of the sum 
still wanting to complete the work ; and any deviations from the original plan, or any contemplated 
addition to the magnitude or expense of the whole work, will be inserted in the estimate of the 


year. 

4. No Department of the Government shall authorise any Officer to enter into contract for any 
work, beyond the limits of the annual grants of money, without the sanction of a Minute of the 
Lords of the Treasury, which will be laid before the House with as little delay as possible. 


§ II. Colonial Estimates. 


350. In the Colonies not essing Representative Assemblies, the Governor should submit to the 
Council of his Government, before the expiration of the month of June, in each year, such an Estimate 
as he may think necessary of the whole expenditure, not already fixed under the sanction of His 
Majesty's Government, which is intended to be charged upon the Colonial revenue for the year then 
next ensuing, and he should transmit to the Secretary of State by the earliest opportunity, the 
Ordinance providing for the services of that year. 

351. When the annual Estimate shall have been passed by the Council, and the Ordinance confirmed 
by His Majesty, the expenditure of the year must be held to be definitely limited and arranged. 
Should, however, any further disbursements on account of the service of that year be required, which 
could not have been foreseen, the proper course will be for the Governor to submit to the Legislative 
Council a Supplementary Estimate of the expenditure so required. 

352. The Governor should transmit with the Annual Estimates such full and sufficient information 
as to st st iota of an unusual nature therein comprised as may be necessary to enable His 
Majesty’s Government to decide upon the propriety of the proposed expenditure, together with a table 
exhibiting the variations from the p ing year. 

3853. The Governor should, at the same time that he proposes to the Council the Estimate of the 
ensuing year’s expenditure, submit to them the draft of any Ordinance which may be necessary to 
provide the ways and means by which the expenditure is to be met. 

354. Superseded by Circular of 20th January, 1875. 

355. The control of the Local Auditor over all Revenue and Receipts, extends to a comparison of 
Receipts with all Collectors’ Booka, and with Statements, Returns, and other documents which may 
serve to establish that the sums received are those which ought to have been received ; and, if not, to 
requiring a statement of the cause of each deficiency, and the measures taken for the recovery of any 

| arrears. 

' 366. The Local Auditor’s examination should, therefore, include a reference to Tax Rolls and other 

: reoords of Assessments, to periodical returns of licences, certified by the Colonial Secretary or other 
Officer empowered to direct the issue of the same ; to similar Returns from the Magistrates, or other 

| Law Officers, of all fines, forfeitures, etc. ; to Lists, giving the names of any persons liable to be called 
upon for Tuition Fees, or other periodical payments to the Colonial Government ; and, as to casual 

| receipts, under the direction of the Governor, to half-yearly returns of Receivable Orders, issued by his 

| authority in respect thereof. 

' 967. Should any Return, Statement, or other Record, which reed appear to the Auditor necessary to 

} substantiate the entries in the Receiver’s Accounts, or to exhibit the amount of arrears, be wanting or 

( defective, it will be the duty of the Auditor to call for the proper documents, or, if necessary, to make a 

‘ representation on the subject to the Governor; and, should any difficulty arise as to the production of 
the same, a copy of such representation, and of any directions which may be given thereon, should be 

¢ transmitted with the Accounts sent home by the Auditor. 

, $58. Detailed statements of the revenue and expenditure of the Colony should be annually published 

« in the Colonial Gazette, immediately after the period when it is required that the accounts of each year 

; should be transmitted for audit; and in such publication, the funds arising from the property or droits 

, of the Crown, are to be stated separately from those which arise from taxes levied upon the inhabitants

§ III. Treasury Bills.—Funds derived from Imperial Grants in Aid of Local Revenues. 
359. It is to be observed that sums voted by Parliament in respect of any financial year are not intended 


- to defray the charges which become due in that year, but to meet such charges only as shall actually 
i come un course of payment within the year. Itis desirable, however, that the charges becoming due in 


(c) Q2 
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each year should, as far as practicable, be defrayed from the Votes for the same year. With this vi 
it will be proper that all Salaries and other authorised charges up to the end of any financial year shou 
be paid before the close of the year, unless there be some special reason to the contrary. 

360. Bills for Salaries and Allowances must not be drawn for broken periods of quarters, except 
cases where the services of the officer have commenced or ceased within the quarter: andin such cas 
ei ales ie be transmitted, showing the date from which ‘and up to which the Salary or ANlowan 
may be payable. 

3604. (Gavenioks will not be at liberty, without special authority, to draw funds before the commenc 
ment of a financial year, on the credit of any proposed Parliamentary Vote for that year. 

3608. All Bills on the credit of the Parliamentary Grants-in-Aid should be drawn on the Pay maste 
General. When the service is of an ordinary beprel i they should be drawn at ten days’ sigh: 
but in every case of an unusual character, they should be at thirty days’ sight. They should bear 
serial number for each financial year. Salary Bills should be in the form prescribed in Appendix |: 
with the addition of this serial number. other Bills should distinctly specify the service and th 
particular Parliamentary Grant in respect of which they are drawn ; and whenever the service is of a 
unusual character the Bills should also show the date and description of the document conveying th 
authority for the expenditure. 

360c. In cases where Salaries, Allowances, or Pensions, chargeable to Imperial Funds, are id th 
monthly payments of one-twelfth of the annual rates, such payments are to be treated as final setii- 
ments—t.e., payments in full—for the periods to which they relate; and in these cases the computatia: 
for a broken period of a month is to be made with reference to the number of days in such month: 

Thus :—If a salary of 1202. per annum is paid by equal monthly payments, falling due at the clase ¢/ 
each calendar month, the monthly amount will be 10/. ; and if payment has to be made for a broke: 
period, say, to 15th January inclusive, the amount to be paid will be 4} of 101. 

In cases where Salaries, Allowances, or Pensions are paid by quarterly payments of one-fourth of tt: 
annual rates, the computation for a broken period of a quarter is to Ke tiadé with reference to th: 
number in days of that quarter ; 

Thus :—If a salary of 120/. per annum is paid by quarterly payments, falling due at the close of each 
calendar quarter, the quarterly amount will be 30/.; and if payment has to be made for a broke- 
period, say, to 15th January inclusive, the amount to be paid will be $4 (in leap-year 3# of 30¥.1. 

361. It is important that the Secretary of State should be furnished with an tmmediate and direc 
advice of every Bill that may be drawn on the credit of the Grants-in-Aid ; and this advice should te 

despatched at once so as to ensure, as far as possible, that it may reach this country as soon as the B:! 
itself. A duplicate of the advice should be sent by the first subsequent opportunity. It will no long: 
be necessary that separate advices should in these cases be sent to the Treasury or Paymaster-Genersl. 
Salary Bills should be advised in the Form given in Appendix 13 (the serial number being added). Th: 
advice of other Bills should contain all the particulars given in the Bills themselves. 

362. In all cases in which sums have been voted by Parliament for specified Salaries and Allowances. 
the Bills correctly drawn by a Governor for his own Salary, etc., or in favour of a subordinate Officer 
for that Officer’s Salary, etc., will, if duly endorsed, be taken by the Comptroller and Auditor-Geners! 
as sufficient final discharges ; but where sums have been voted by Parliament, not for payment of 
Salary, but for particular Colonial services or, in terms still more comprehensive, in aid of Colonial 
Revenue, the Comptroller of Audit will require evidence of the proper application of the money. With 
this view it will, in such cases, be necessary that the advice of a Bill should be accompanied (or, if that 
would not be possible without delaying the advice, then followed immediately) by a Certificate, to 
be signed by the Colonial Treasurer, or other Officer acting in that capacity, and countersigned br 
the Governor himself, to the effect that the money had n carried to the credit of the Colon’ 
Revenue. The same course should be adopted in the case of Advances from the Treasury Chest ‘x 
other services than Salaries specified in the Parliamentary Votes. Copies of the Forme to be used for t 
purpose are given in Appendix 13a. In the absence of these Certificates, the Amounts of the Bills, ¢ 
of the Advances from the Treasury Chests, will ordinarily be charged as Imprests against the Governe:. 

362A. In any cases in which money has been voted by Parliament for specially named Colonial Services 
documentary evidence must be furnished that the money has been applied to the particular Service for 
which it was voted. On this point special instructions will be given to the Governors concerned. 

363. When Salaries are specified in the Parliamentary Votes, Income Tax will be levied on them. 
under the General Rules laid down in Paragraphs 365 to 368 of the Regulations. 

363A. When Salaries are not specified in the Parliamentary Grants, it is undesirable that Bills should 
be drawn for the actual Salaries of the Governor or other Colonial Officers. The Secretary of State 
will, however, be prepared to consider any special circumstances under which a departure from this rule 
may be desired. It will be proper as a general practice that the Governor should draw for round sum: 
as Imprests on account of the Parliamentary Grant-in-Aid, which Imprests should of course, be carrie: 
to the credit of the Colonial Revenue. From that Revenue, Salaries not specified in the Parliamentar 
Grant should be paid without any deduction on account of the Imperial Income Tax. 

364. Governors and other Officers whose Salaries are specified in the Parliamentary Votes, and wh: 
may elect to have their Salaries paid through the medium of Agents in this country, can continue so t 
do. In lieu, however, of the Life Certificates hitherto used, a formal order on the Paymaster-General 
must be obtained by the Agents from this Department. When Governors and Lieutenant-Govermor 
or Administrators shall, in the first instance, have signified the mode in which their salary shall bk 
drawn, it will be desirable that they should adhere to that mode. 

365. All salaries and personal allowances and emoluments, and all pensions and superannuations 
retired or els eas eae allowances, paid from funds derived from the revenues of Great Britain. 
whether provided by special Parliamentary Grant or otherwise, are liable to the Income Tax unles 
the whole annual income of the recipient so derived is such as to entitle him to claim (1) exemption, 
or (2) abatement, under the Income Tax Act in force for the time being. In the latter case the balance 
of the income derived from the Parliamentary Grant or from other sources arising within or from the

United Kingdom, after deducting such sum as may be specified in the Act, will be taxable. It will 
therefore be the vuey of the Governor on all occasions to make the proper deductions accordingly from 
the amount of the bills which he may have occasion in future to draw on the Paymaster-General, 
whether on his own account or for the salaries or allowances of other persons ; and he will convey an 
intimation to the same effect to any Officers or Functionaries within his Government, who may be 
authorised to draw bills on the Paymaster-General for any abel ar Ania 

366. In cases where total or partial exemption may be claimed from the Tax, an affidavit must be 
made by the claimants and transmitted with the bill, to the effect that his income from sources 
arising within or from the United Kingdom, including that on account of which the bill is drawn, 
does not exceed the limits prescribed in the Income Tax Act in force for the time being as entitling 
him to exemption or abatement. 

367. When bills are drawn on account of expenses or disbursements as well as for salaries and 
allowances, a statement of the proportion of the amount applicable to the latter must accompany them, 
and the proper deductions should be made from the salaries and allowances, unless exemption should 
be claimed, in which case affidavits ought to accompany the bills. 

368. The Forms to be filled up by persons claiming total or partial exemption from the tax are 
inserted in the Appendix. (These can be obtained from the Paymaster-General.) 


§ IV. Expenses on account of Liberated Africans—Mode of rendering the Accounts of Expenses 
incurred under the Provisions of the Acts for the Abolition of the Slave Trade. 


369. The Collectors or chief Officers of the Customs in those Colonies where no other arrangement 
has been specially directed are to receive, protect, and provide for all such Natives of Africa as may 
be put in their charge from vessels condemned as prize. 

370. The Collector or other Officer is authorised to enter into the requisite contracts, to be approved 
by the Officer administering the Government, for the maintenance of the Africans at a fixed rate per 
diem, and for defraying the cost of clothing, necessaries, and other contingencies. This mode of 
supporting the Africans is considered preferable to that of purchasing provisions in large quantities 

or their use. 

371. The Collector or other Officer will bring in the abstracts of accounts of his expenses, to be 
passed before the Officer administering the Government in Council, every three months. A certificate, 
to be signed by the Officer administering the Government, is to be subjoined to the General Abstract 
of the Hxponditre, stating that the detailed documents referred to in the abstract have been carefully 
inspected, and have been approved. | 

372. In those cases in which the Colony is dependent on a Superior Government, the Abstracts of 
Expenditure, when certified by the Officer in charge of the subordinate Government, are to be forwarded 
to the Governor-in-Chief for his inspection and approval previously to the amount being discharged. 
Upon the passing of each quarterly account by the Officer administering the Government in Council, 
and in the case of subordinate Governments upon the subsequent approval of the Governor-in-Chief 
being signified, the abstract will be returned to the Collector, in whose favour the Officer administering 
the Government will thereupon ta Warrant on the Treasury Chest for the amount allowed. The 
Officer granting such warrant will forthwith transmit a notification and report thereof to the Lords of 
the Treasury, and will forward with such notification a copy of the account, in discharge of which the 
issue from the Chest has been authorised. Any neglect of these forms will be productive of 
embarrassment and delay. 

373. Governors are strictly enjoined to abstain from drawing for and issuing for this service any 
allowance or gratuity of which the propriety or legality may admit of a doubt, until they shall have 
communicated with and received instructions from His Majesty’s Government on the subject ; and they 
are to limit the payments in the meantime to the amount of the actual outlay for the maintenance 
and other unavoidable expenses. 

374. If any sums shail have been issued, paid, or expended by their order, which ought not to have 
been so issued, paid, or expended, or ought not to be charged to the public, they will become personally 
responsible for the amount, under the provisions of the 1 & 2 Geo. 4, cap. 121, sec. 5. 

375. With a due regard, therefore, to their own security, as well as the interests of the public, 
Governors must at all times exercise a watchful superintendence and control over the expenditure to 
which these Regulations refer, and enforce the strictest economy consistent with the welfare of the 
African and the good of the Service. : : 


CHAPTER XII. 


§I. Trade and Navigation. 


376. The Customs Establishments in all the Colonies are under the control and management of the 
several Colonial Governments, and the Colonial Legislatures are empowered to establish their own 
Customs Regulations and Rates of Duty. 

377. The Imperial Act, 16 & 17 Vict., c. 107, 8. 324-5, provides for a freedom of navigation between 
the United Kingdom, or the British Possessions, and Foreign Countries. But with a view of placing 
British Ships in Foreign Ports as nearly as possible on the same footing as Foreign Ships in British 
Porta, the Crown has the power, by Order in Council, of restricting the povicses of Foreign Ships, and 
of imposing additional Duties, in cases in which British Ships may be subject inany Foreign Country to 
Prohibitions or Restrictions from which the Ships of that Country are ally or in which any Preference 
whatever may be shown to National Vessels over British Vessels, or in which British Trade and Navi- 
gation is not placed by such Country upon as advantageous a footing as the Trade and Navigation of 
the most favoured Nation. 
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378. Cancelled by Circular 24th July, 1889. 

379. Under sec. 89 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, the Governor is entrusted with the powen 
which, in res to the istry of Ships or of any interest therein, are vested by the Act in the Com. 
missioners of Customs in land. It is to the Governor, therefore, that the Registrars of Shipping 
are directed to look for instructions. 

380. The Governor usually a apes the Collectors of Customs in the Colony to act as Registrars of 
Shipping and Superintendents of Mercantile Marine under the Merchant Shipping Acta, the duties of 
the Registrars and Superintendents being defined in the Instructions which are issued from time to 
time by the Board of e, with the sanction of the Secretary of State. 

381. It being, however, important for statistical pur that information respecting the Trade and 
Navigation of the Colony should be forwarded to the Home Government, the points enumerated in th 
following sections should have the Governor’s careful attention. 


§ II. Shipping. 

382. Particulars of the Registry, Mortgage, Sale, or Loss of Ships should be forwarded by Registra: 
of Shipping in the Colonies to the Chief Registrar of Shipping, Custom House, London, and of the change 
in the appointments of Masters of Ships to the Registrar-General of Seamen, Adelaide Place, Londo: 
Bridge, y the next mail after the transaction takes place. 

383. The Registry of a Ship should be reported in the Customs Form 19, and the transactions sube 
uent to her Registry, such as her Sale, Mo e, or other Dealings, in Customs Form 20. In the 

orms the full address of each Owner should be given, and the letters M. O. marked against the nam 
of the Managing Owner if there are more Owners than one. The Certificate of all closed and cancelled 
Registries should be forwarded to the Chief Registrar of Shipping, with a memorandum there. 
stating the grounds of closing or cancelling the Register. When the Certificate of Registry is los: 
Form, No. 20, should be sent, giving the date and particulars of the closing the Registry, and the le 
of the Certificate. The changes in the appointments of Masters, which are endorsed on the Certifica« 
of Registry, should be reported to the Registrar-General of Seamen in Form 21, or by letter. 

384. At the end of each year the Registrar of Shipping should prepare and transmit to the Chi! 
Rogistrar of Shipping, Custom House, London, an Account made up to 3lst December, showing :- 
(*) The Names, etc., of all Ships on the Register Books of the Port on the previous 1st January; 

b) The Names, etc., of all Ships registered at the Port during the year, 
distinguishing those Vessels in the List which have been lost, sold to Foreigners, or transferred # 
other Ports. At the end of the List an Abstract should be given of the Number and Tonnage of Ves! 
man Sah to the Port on 3lst December. This List should be transmitted as early as ible in th 
month of January, and as these Returns are the foundation of statistical information laid before Parl 
ment, too much care cannot be exercised by Registrars in ensuring their accuracy. 


§ III. Seamen. 

385. The duties which Superintendents of Mercantile Marine are required to perform in respet * 
Merchant Seamen are detailed in their Instructions. The principal point which requires the stte?* 
of the Governor, is the necessity for the Home Government being furnished with the Board of In 
Return, CC 21, by each mail. ‘This Return materially assists in tracing the whereabouts of 
Volunteers who have left their Ships; it also enables the Home Government to obtain from Sbiv™* 
repayment of expenses incurred in relieving Seamen who have been left behind sick, and pay» ¢ 
the Wages of Crews where Ships are lost with all papers. 


§ IV. Lighthouses, dc. 

386. Notice of anv new Lighthouses, Buoys, or Beacons placed or erected on the shores of !* 
British Possessions abroad, and of any alterations in those a y existing, should be forwarded * 
early as ible by the Governor through the Secretary of State, in a Memorandum addressed to ': 
Board of Trade, who will communicate to the Admiralty for publication. A Form of Notice of s™* 
Light, or alteration of a Light, is inserted in the Appendix No. 15. 

387. Any new facta with regard to Navigation, such as the formation or discovery of new Ree 
Shoals, Currents, etc., should also be sent home as early as possible, in the same manner and for tt 
same purpose. 

§ V. Wrecks. 

388. For the purposes of the Wreck Abstract annually presented to Parliament, particulars of ever! 
casualty to Shipping on the shores of any British Poesession abroad, or to any British hal dee at ses 
concerni which information can be obtained, should be forwarded by the proper Colonial Offer © 
the Board of Trade, in Board of Trade Form Wr. 1 (Colonial),* at the earliest opportunity sfter tht 
occurrence, and an Abstract of such casualties should, if possible, be forwarded to the Board of Trae 
at the end of every year. 

Forms for the Return and the Abstract will be supplied on application to the Board of Trade.

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CHAPTER XIV. 


§ I. Naturalisation. 


402. The naturalisation of aliens in the Colonies is now effected under authority of the Naturalisa- 
tion Acts, 1870 (33 Vic., cap. 14, and 33 & 34 Vic., cap. 102), ++ which empower the islature of every 
Colony to confer on aliens by law all or any of the privileges of naturalisation within such Colony. 

. When any measure for such a purpose is proposed, the Governor should take care that words 
are inserted in the statute confining such privileges to the limits of the Colony. 


§ II. Passports of naturalised British Subjects in the Colonies. 


404. Governors are authorised to issue Passports for foreign travel to persons naturalised in their 

respective Colonies. The Form of Passport is inserted in the Appendix No. 16. These Passports 

, mast be signed by the Governor, and must contain an express declaration that the person receiving the 
| Passport has been naturalised as a British subject in the Colony.*

CHAPTER XV. 


Applications for Opinions of Law Officers in this Country. 

406. If in any case a Colonial Government or Legislature desire to obtain the opinion of the English 
Law Officers on any important question of Law which may have arisen in the administration of the 
Colony, it is necessary that the Secretary of State should be furnished with a detailed statement explain- 
ing precisely what doubts have arisen, and under what circumstances, enumerating the Instruments 
or Laws bearing on these doubts (of which complete copies should in all cases be annexed), setting forth, 
verbatim, the particular provisions of these Instruments or Laws which appear relevant to the matter 

' in hand, and in conclusion stating explicitly the particular questions to which answers are desired. 
All papers so furnished for consideration of the English law officers should be sent in duplicate. 


CHAPTER XVI. 
§ I. Criminal Trvals. 
406. No Judge presiding on a criminal trial must, upon any account, fail to take notes of the evidence 
| rae ; and no capital Sentence must be executed until the Governor of the Colony shall have perused 
those notes. 

407. In general, no reference, in criminal cases, is to be made from the Governor of any Colony to 
this Country, with a view to the confirmation or remission of Sentences pronounced by the Colonial 
Courts. But His Majesty’s Government will be ready to afford any information, instructions, or advice 
for which the Governor may think it necessary to apply, whenever any question may arise on any 
criminal proceeding on which there may be any ial and adequate motive for invoking the interference 
of His Majesty’s Government in this Country. Whenever a capital Sentence shall have been executed, a 
report of it must be transmitted to the Secretary of State. (See Circular Despatch, 14th November, 1877. ) 

| Never case should be reported to the Secretary of State in which, after sentence of death, a pardon is 

| veanted: or the capital Sentence is commuted, or the commuted Sentence is remitted. (See Circular 
Despatch of 5th May, 1882.) 

| 408. Under the Act 12 & 13 Vic., c. 96, all persons charged in any Colony with offences committed on 
the Sea, or in places within the jurisdiction of the Admiralty, may be dealt with in the same manner as 
if the offences had been committed on waters within the local jurisdiction of the Courts of the Colony.t 


§ II. Surrender of Criminals.t 


409. Offenders accused of committing offences within His Majesty’s dominions may be returned to 
the part where the offence was committed in the manner prescribed by the Fugitive Offenders Act, 
| 1881 (44 & 45 Vic., o. 69). (See also Circulars of 11th Mar., 1 21st Sept., 1882, and 16th July, 1883.)

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414. By the Colonial Prisoners’ Removal Act, 1884 (47 & 48 Vic., c. 31), the Secretary of State, 
with the conourrence of the Governments of the Colonies concerned, may order the removal of a 
particular prisoner, if he falls within the categories specified in the Act, from one Colony to another, 
or to the United Kingdom, to undergo his sentence or the residue thereof. 

415. Criminal lunatics may also be removed in a similar manner under the Act of 1884. 


§ 1V.—Apprehension of Deserters from Merchant Vessels. 


416. The Act 15 & 16 Vic., c. 26 (1852) * enables the Crown to carry into effect arrangements with 
foreign powers for the apprehension and surrender of seamen, not being slaves, who may desert from 
merchant vessels belonging to a subject of such Powers when within His Majesty’s dominions. The 
following listt shows the arrangements (in the shape of treaties, conventions, agreements, declarations, 
notifications, and Orders in Council) at present existing between Great Britain and the Foreign Powers 
named for the mutual surrender of merchant seamen deserters. 


§ V.—Disposal of Convicts. 

417-420. Obsolete. The execution of sentences of penal servitude awarded by courte-martial are now 
provided for under the Army Act of 1881, sections 60 and 131 (2), and the Form of Order for commit- 
ment and removal of military convicts is given in Form B, Appendix to the Rules of Procedure, 1881, 
framed under Section 70, Army Act, 1881. 


CHAPTER XVII. 


Presents. 


421. Governors, Lieutenant-Governors, and all other servants of the Crown in a Colony, are 
prohibited during the continuance of thcir service in the Colony, from receiving presenta, pecuniary or 
valuable (other than the ordinary gifts of personal friends), which may be offered for their acceptance 
by the inhabitants of the Colony or any class of them, or by Kings, Chiefs, or other members of the 
native population in or neighbouring to the Colony, and from giving such presents. 

This rule applies not only to the officers themselves, but also to their families, and officers are 
responsible for its observance by their families. It is not intended to apply to cases of remuneration 
for special service rendered, and paid for with the consent of the Government. The rule may be 
relaxed, with the special permission of the Secretary of State, upon an Officer’s final departure from 
the service of the Colony. 

Money which has been subscribed with a view of marking public approbation of an Officer’s conduct, 
may be dedicated to objects of general utility and connected with the name of the person who has 
merited such a proof of the general esteem. 

422. When presents from Kings, Chiefs, or other members of the native population in or neighbouring 
to the Colony, cannot be absolutely refused without giving offence, they are to be delivered up to the 
Government. To this rule there can be no exception, unless with the express sanction of the Secretary 
of State, which will be granted only on public and not on personal grounds. 

When presents are exchanged between Governors or other officers acting on behalf of the Colonial 
Government in ceremonial intercourses with native Kings, Chiefs, or others, the presents received 
must be credited to the Government, and such return presents as may be sanctioned by the Secretary 
of State will be given at the Government expense. 

a‘ 423. Governors are not, without special permission, to forward any articles for presentation to His 
ajesty. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 


Special Rules as to Leave of Absence and "West dies Officers of the Colonies and Protectorates in 
est Africa. 


424.—(a) Subject to the necessities of the Service, European officers, that is to say, officers who were 
not themselves born in West Africa and neither of whose parents was born there, may, after every 
tour of twelve consecutive months of residential service, be granted vacation leave with full pay, for 
two calendar months plus the time necessarily taken on the journey to England; and, if specially 
detained by the Governor or High Commissioner on public grounds after the completion of a tour of 
service, they may be granted vacation leave for ten days more with full pay in respect of each calendar 
month that they may have been detained, but no additional leave will be granted in respect of any 
fraction of a month. 

+(b) In the case of officers who are returning to West Africa, there may be added to their vacation 
leave a further period of leave with full pay, known as ‘‘return leave,” for two calendar months plus

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service. No retired Officer will be allowed to wear any other Uniform than that which was attached 
to his Office during his tenure of it and which he has actually worn. 

1644. Governors, who at the time of their appointment hold the rank of Admiral in the Royal 
Navy or of General in the Army, will during their tenure of Office continue to wear their Naval and 
Military Uniforms. Governors not holding such Naval or Military rank will wear the Civil Uniform 
of their Class. Governors may, with the special sanction of the seat of State, wear the Uniform 
of Lord Lieutenant at Reviews, Inspections, etc., of Naval and Military Forces in the Colonies. 


CHAPTER VII. 


CORRESPONDENCE. 


§ I. Mode in which Governors and Officers administering Colonial Governments (with certain excep- 
tions in the West Indies and West Africa) are to conduct their Official Correspondence. 

165. Governors, or Officers administering Colonial Governments, must address the Secretary of 
State for the Colonial Department alone on all matters connected with their Government. 

166. Every communication, therefore, to whatever Public Department in this Country it may more 
immediately relate, must in the first instance be addressed to the Secretary of State, with the exoep- 
tions hereafter mentioned; but in cases in which the Colonial Office is merely the channel of 
communicating with other Departments, the matter to be reported may be embodied in a memorandum 
rrenbeetty to the Department concernel, and forwarded to the Secretary of State in a covering 

espatch. 

167. The Governor’s Despatches should be written in a large and distinct hand, with dark ink, on 
folio paper of uniform size; and an inner margin of about one-third of the page should be left. 

168. They are to be numbered in succession, commencing annually with a fresh series, without 
interruption from changes in His Majesty’s Government. 

169. Rach despatch should be confined as much as possible to a single subject. The ie of 
each despatch should be numbered, and if it consists of two or more sheets the pages should be numbered. 

170. When any Colonial or Imperial law, or any previous letters or despatches, are referred to, they 
must be described by their numbers and dates, either in the body of the despatch or in the margin. 

171. Each despatch must be docketed. The docket should specify the date and place of which the 
despatch was written, the name of the writer, and of the Secretary of State to whom it is addressed. 
the subject of the despatch, and the number of its enclosures. 

172. Its enclosures should be noted in the margin, and reference made in the body of the despatel. 
to such portions of them as may require particular attention. 

173. The enclosures must be copied separately on folio paper, corresponding in size with the despatch 
transmitting them, and must also be written in a large and distinct hand, with dark ink; the para- 

phs of each enclosure should be numbered. If an enclosure should be a copy of a despatch or 
letter, it should be preceded by a peeuine designating the person by whom, the person to whom, it is 
ee ih the date. If it be a copy of a petition or memorial, a similar descriptive heading shoul: 
prefixed. 

174. Should the enclosures be in any foreign language, translations of them, as well as copies, are 
to be forwarded. 

175. The enclosures are also to be paged consecutively through the whole series ; but each enclosure 
should be separately numbered, and docketed like the despatch, and the docket should specify that the 
document is an ‘‘ Enclosure in despatch, No. of ——.” 

176. If any printed documents are transmitted as enclosures, six copies of each should be sent, if 
they are easily to be procured. In case of newspapers or other printed documents, of which only a 
portion may require attention, the portion referred to should be cut out, and pasted on foolscap paper. 
with a note at the head of the date and title of the paper from which it is extracted, the five extra 
copies required being annexed in an appendix. * 

177. Despatches forwarded to the Secretary of State should be accompanied by a schedule, anid 
likewise with a statement of the numbers and dates of all despatches which the Governor may have 
received from the Secretary of State since the preceding occasion, in lieu of a separate acknowleilg.- 
ment of each despatch. 

1774. With the view of facilitating the despatch of business, and of guarding against neglect or 
undue delay in the conduct of correspondence, the Governor of a Colony will send home by the first 
mail of every month :— 

(1.) A schedule of despatches received from the Secretary of State which have been more than 
a month in his hands without an answer. 

(2.) A schedule of despatches sent by the Governor to the Secretary of State which appear to have 
remained unanswered for more than one month after having been received. 

It should be stated in each case whether any inconvenience is occurring, or likely to occur, by delay 
in answering. (Enclosure to Circular, 26th October, 1880.) 

178. All addresses or petitions to the King, on parchment, must be accompanied by a transcript op 
official paper. Protests by Legislative or Executive Councillors should be unfailingly sent home, and 
if questions respecting legislative proceedings are referred to the Secretary of State, the reference 
must always be accompanied by extracts from those proceedings. 

179. Every Legislative Act must be accompanied by a statement from the Law Officer of the Crown 
to the effect that, in his opinion, the Royal Assent may properly be given thereto, or ought not to be,

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and also by a report from the Governor, or from the Law Officer, giving all requisite explanatien 
respecting the object of the Act, the motive in which it originated, and any legal or political question 
which it may involve. Such a report should be sent separately with any Act of unusual importance, 
Other Acts may be transmitted in batches as they receive the Governor's assent. 

180. For the due preparation of Drafts of Acts, special rules are laid down in the Governors 
Instructions. 

181. Every Act must be enrolled in the Chief Court of Justice in the Colony. For the practice of 
engrossing and enrolling Acts in this country, see the Appendix No. 8. 

182. In the month of J meat each year, or as soon after as may be practicable, a complete collection 
should be published, for general information, of all Acts or Ordinances enrolled during the preceding 
year, and six copies of such collection of Acts, etc., shall be sent home. 

183. Whenever it may be found necessary to address the Secretary of State in a more unreserved 
manner than a Public Despatch would admit with propriety or convenience to the public interest, such 
communication should be marked ‘‘ Confidential” ; but care must be taken that the regular series of 
Despatches shall contain a full account of all important transactions in the Colony, so that when 
Parliament may call for information as to any of those transactions a clear and connected view of 
what has taken place may be afforded by the numbered Despatches, without adding those which are 
‘* Confidential,” and which should not be referred to in the public despatches. 

184. It will, however, rest with the Secretary of State in every case to decide whether such ‘‘ Con- 
fidential”” Despatches are or are not to be considered and recorded as public documents. 

185. No allowance on account of travelling expenses will be made to any Officer or other person 
bringing Despatches to this Department, unless the intelligence transmitted be of such a nature as to 
ape to the Governor to justify the sending it by a special messenger. 

86. Every Governor is enjoined to cause the Secretary of State’s Despatches, addressed to himself, 
as well as copies of his own, addressed to the Secretary of State, whether ‘* Confidential” or not, to 
be deposited in the Government House, if this has been the usual place of deposit for them, or in 
some other safe building belonging to the Government. 

187. Governors are forbidden to withdraw any public document so deposited on retiring from their 
Governments. 

188. Despatches are classified and should be dealt with as follows :— 

1. Nisabered Despatches, * which the Governor is to lay before his responsible advisers (or the 
Executive Council), unless there be some special reason to the contrary, and which he may publish 
unless expressly directed not to do so. 

2. Despatches marked Confidential, which the Governor may, if he thinks fit, communicate 
under the es rar of confidence to his Responsible Advisers (or to the Executive Council) and 
may make public, if it should appear to him that circumstances are not such as to render it 
necessary that they should continue to be kept confidential. 

3. Despatches marked Secret, which are addressed to the Governor personally, and the contents 
of which he is forbidden to make known without express authority from the Secretary of State.t 

The foregoing instructions apply also to telegrains. 


§ II. Mode in which the Officers administering subordinate Governments are to conduct thew 
Official Correspondence. 

189. The Colonies of Barbados,t St. Vincent, Grenada, ae and St. Lucia, are consolidated 
into one General Government, called the Government of the Windward Islands ; the Colonies of 
Antigua, Montserrat, St. really He Nevis, the Virgin Islands, and Dominica, into a second, called 
the Government of the Leeward Islands; and the Settlements of Sierra Leone, Gambia, the Gold 
Coast, and Lagos into a third, called the Government of the West Africa Settlements. The Officers 
administering the subordinate Governments are, in the West Indies, called Lieutenant-Governors or 
Presidents, in the West Africa Settlements, Administrators. 

190. The correspondence of the Governors-in-Chief with the Secretary of State must be conducted 
in the mode which has been established by the preceding Regulations; but they will take care to kee 
the series of Despatches, relating to each Colony within their respective Commands, detached an 
separate from the rest. 

191. During the absence of the Governor-in-Chief from any Island or Settlement comprised within 
his Command, the Officer administering the Government of that Island or Settlement should correspond 
with him on all subjects connected with this Office, and should transmit to him all Official Reports and 
information touching the same, and should apply to him for all such instructions as he may require 
for his guidance in the discharge of his duties. 

192, if, during the absence of the Governor-in-Chief from any subordinate Government within the 
limits of his Command, exigencies should arise, in which it may be necessary that immediate instruc- 
tions should be obtained from the Secretary of State, the Officer administering a subordinate Govern- 
ment is authorised to apply to the Secretary of State direct for instructions in relation thereto, if by 
so doing the Secretary of State can receive his Despatch at an earlier date than would be practicable 
through the intervention of the Governor-in-Chief. 

193. Every such Officer will be required to transmit by the earliest opportunity to the Governor-in- 
Chief, or Officer administering the General Government, a copy of every Despatch or communication 
which he may, under this permission, address direct to the Secretary of State. 

194. The Secretary of State will communicate his answer to any such Despatch, as may be most 
expedient, either to the Governor-in-Chief or direct to the Officer from whom he may have received it, 
transmitting in the latter case a copy of the answer to the Governor-in-Chief.

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195. Officers administering subordinate Governments will be guided, in their correspondence with 
the Governors-in-Chief, by the general Regulations which have been established by the Secretary of 
State in the preceding sections of this Chapter. 

196. So long as the Governor-in-Chief is not present within the limite of his command, the above 
instructions must be understood to attach to the Acting Governor-in-Chief. 


§ IIL Military Correspondence. 


197. The Governors of Colonies rere 4 His Majesty’s Troops therein must se te their 
edhe Haass with the Secretary of State for the Colonies and the retary of State for War, in 
the following manner :— 

198. Whatever relates to the ae See gy of the Troops, or to the employment of them in any ordinary 
and established servioe, or to the relief of the Troops after their time of local Service shall have 
expired, or to the interior economy of His Majesty’s d Forces, will properly form the subject of 
correspondence with the Secretary of State for War exclusively. 

199. In the event of actual hostilities with any Foreign Enemy, or of any extraordinary employment 
of the troops for the maintenance of the public peace, such occurrences must be repo both to the 
Secretary of State for War and to the Secretary of State for the Colonies. 

200. In the event of its being thought necessary to make or to advise any Military Convention with 
the Officer in command of the ps of any Foreign Power, a Governor commanding His Majesty’s 
Troops will at the same time report to the Secretary of State for the Colonies, and to the Secretary of 
i for War, the measures which he may have so taken, or those which he may wish to recommend 

or adoption. 

201. In case it should be necessary, in order to render the Governor's Military Reports intelligible, to 
make reference, in his correspondence with the Secretary of State for War, to topics connected with 
his Civil Authority, he will in every such case at the same time bring under the notice of the Secretary 
of ae for the Colonies the questions of Civil Government to which he may thus have had occasion 
to advert. 

202. As any attempt to define the limits of a Governor's Civil and Military Correspondence may, 
from the nature of the case, be imperfect, and may omit to provide for some unforeseen exigency, he 
will best fulfil the joint pleasure of the Secretary of State for War and of the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies by conducting his Civil Correspondence exactly as he would conduct it if he Seis no 
Military Command, and vice versd. The two functions of Governor and of Commander of the Forces, 
though for the time combined in the same person, should be regarded in this respect as entirely 
separate, and the reports made by the Governor in each capacity should be made precisely in the same 
manner as if that combination of powers did not exist. 

203. The preceding instructions will apply also to the Governor’s Correspondence respecting the 
Service of the Commissariat. 

204. The respective officers employed under the War Office are in all cases, without exception, to 
give timely notice to Governors of any communications which they may intend tosend home, affecting 
such Governors or the orders given by them, so that His Majesty's Government may be simultaneously 
made acquainted with the opinions of the Governors and with the opinion of those Officers on an} 
matter on which it is requisite that the views of both should be known. 

205. When the Civil Governor of a Colony shall have occasion to report upon, or bring under the 
consideration of the Secretary of State for the Colonies, matters which involve military as well as civil 
considerations, or which require the decision or concurrence of the Secretary of State for War, the 
Governor will first communicate with the Officer in Command of the Forces in the Colony wigs sigan | 
the matters in question ; and having obtained that officer’s opinion or observations thereupon, he will 
transmit the same with his own report to the Secretary of State for the Colonies.* 

206. The Officer in Command of the Forces is similarly instructed to obtain the opinion of the 
Governor before reporting to the Secretary of State for War, or to any Officer under whose general 
Command he is placed, on any matter which involves civil as well as military considerations, or which 
cannot be decided without reference to the Secretary of State for the Colonies. 

207. The Officer in Command of the Forces has been instructed to send to the Governor duplicates 
of all Reports on whatever subjects, other than those relating to discipline and the routine of the 
service, which he may have occasion to send to the Secretary of State for War or to any Officer under 
whose general command he is placed. In case the Governor considers that these Reports require the 
consideration of the Secretary of State for the Colonies, he is to forward the duplicates with his obser- 
vations by the same mail which conveys the original Report to the Secretary of State for War. 


§ IV. Naval Correspondence. 


208. Governors of Colonies should communicate with Officers of His Majesty’s Navy, and should 
convey notices of different kinds to Commanders of Foreign Vessels in Colonial waters, in the fol- 
lowing mode :— 

209. The Governor will write in his own name to any Senior Naval Officer (that is to say, the Senior 
Officer then within his immediate reach), holding the rank of Flag Officer, Captain, or Commander, 
but will communicate with any Senior Officer of lower rank through his Private Secretary. Inno case 
will he communicate through the Colonial Secretary, whose functions are of a different character, and 
whose office should not be the Race of deposit for communications between the Governor and Officers 
in Command of His Majesty’s Naval forces.

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210. Any notice or direction, conveyed by the Governor’s et. to the Commander of an 
Foreign Vessel, should be conveyed through the Officers of the Colonial Government, and not throug 
the Officers of His Majesty’s Navy, whose intervention should not be applied for, unless the directions 
conveyed through the ordinary channel should fail to produce their effect. 


§ V. Correspondence between the Postmaster-General in this Country and the Postmasters, Packet 
Agents, etc., in the Colonies, upon matters affecting the Governor, or Orders given by his Authority. 


215. Whenever any Postmaster, Packet Agent, or other Public Functionary acting under the 
smmediate Orders and Instructions of His Majesty’s Postmaster-General, shall have occasion to 
transmit to the Postmaster-General any complaint or representation respecting the conduct of the 
Local Government or of any of its Officers, he must simultaneously place in the hands of the Governor 
a copy of so much of any such report asit may be requisite for the Governor to answer, so that the 
complaint and the explanation may reach this Country at the same time. 

216. Should the Governor have occasion to make to the Secretary of State any complaint or repre- 
sentation respecting the conduct of an Officer su ployen under His Majesty’s Postmaster-General, he 
will apprise such Officer of the precise nature of the complaint or representation which he proposes to 
esis 5 in order that the Officer to whom it relates may be enabled at once to transmit to the Post- 
master-General any explanation which he may have to offer with respect to his conduct. 


§ VI. Correspondence of Individuals, 

217. Persons in a Colony, whether Public Functionaries or private individuals, who have any repre- 
sentations of a public or private nature to make to Government, should address them to the Governor 
of the Colony ; or, if the Colony be a dependency of a Governor-in-Chief, then to the Officer in the 
immediate administration of its Government. 

218. The duty of the Governor or Administrator of the Colony is to receive and act upon each such 
representation as public expediency or justice to the individual may appear to require, with the assist- 
ance in certain cases of his Executive Council ; and if he doubts what steps to take thereupon, or if 
public advantage may appear to require it, to consult or report to the Secretary of State. Every 
individual has, however, the right to address the Secretary of State, if he thinks proper. But in this 
case he must transmit such communication, unsealed, and in triplicate, to the Governor or Administrator, 
applying to him to forward it in due course to the Secretary of State. 

219. Every letter, memorial, or other document which may be received by the Secretary of State from 
a Colony otherwise than through the Governor, will, unless a very pressing urgency justifies a departure 
from the rule, be referred back to the Governor for his report. 

220. This rule, requiring transmission of correspondence with the Secretary of State through the 
Governor, is based on the strongest grounds of public convenience, in order that all communications may 
be duly verified, as well as reported on, before they reach the Secretary of State. It extends, therefore, 
to communications relating to public affairs as well as the concerns of the writer; to those of all Public 
Functionaries of whatever rank, and to those from public bodies. 

221. Petitions addressed to the King, or the King in Council, memorials to Public Officers or Boards 
in His Majesty’s Government, etc., must be in like manner sent to the Governor for transmission home. 

The Governor is bound to transmit to the Secretary of State every communication 80 received by 
him, accompanied by such report as its contents may appear to him to require. 

223. He is to do this with all reasonable despatch, consistently, however, with the delay requisite for 
the preparation of such report. 

224. The Public Officers and other inhabitants of the Windward and of the Leeward Islands and of 
the West Africa Settlements, will look upon the Governor-in-Chief of each of those Governments as the 
Referee on all occasions when they are dissatisfied with the judgment formed upon their cases by the 
Lieutenant-Governor of the particular Island or by the Administrator of the Settlemnent in which they 
may reside. 

OD5. If they should wish to appeal from the judgment of the Governor-in-Chief to that of the Secre- 
eerhlen State, they are of course at liberty to doso, adhering strictly to the regulations which are above 
established. 

226. In any reports to be made, either by Lieutenant-Governors or Administrators to the Governors- 
in-Chief, or by the Governors-in-Chief to the Secretary of State, of questions for decision, they will adopt 
the following rules:— 

227. The Report should comprise three distinct divisions : the first containing a simple narrative of 
the facts of the case, in the order in which they have occurred, as collected from the documents under 
consideration, showing merely the substance of the statements made, and of the rights asserted, or the 
complaints alleged by the respective parties concerned; the second containing the views of the writer as 
to the merits or demerits of the parties, or the justice of their several claims or complaints, with the 
reasons sven which those views proceed; and the third, the decision at which the writer has arrived, 
after a investigation of the whole case. 

228. In any Report or Despatch addressed to the Secretary of State, care should be taken to refer the 
Secretary of State to former documents in his possession which may bear on the case, with their dates. 
But this is not to prevent the writer from embodying the substance of such former documents in his 
Report or Despatch if he judge that greater clearness or saving of labour is thereby attainable.

§ VII. Attestation of Documents. 


229. The attestation of Signatures to Documents can only take place upon a full knowledge or intimate 
belief in the genuineness of those Signatures, and, as a general rule, the Secretary of State can only 
undertake to attest those of Governors or Officers administering Government. 

230. Persons, therefore, who may have occasion to instruct their friends or- agents in any Colony 
to send to them certificates, or powers of attorney, or judicial acts, for legal usedin this.Country should 
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oe care to have these documents authenticated in the Colony by the Officer administering the 
vernment. 

231. The same rule must particularly be observed by the Governor in sending home docuinents which, 
after being verified in England, are intended to be used in foreign Countries. The last signature 
attached by way of attestation to any such document must invariably be one which is known and caa 
therefore be certified to in this Department. If possible it should always be that of the Officer 
tering the Government. 


CHAPTER VIII.

49, The quarterly returns should be accompanied by a short abstract of the transactions of the 
Treasurer, or other Officer accountable to the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, in the of peng 
of the Colonial Funds, showing the amount of his receipts and disbursements during the quarter, and 
the balances in hand, or availa lable, at the commencement and end of it. 

250. In cases in which the accounts of revenue and ex ge ale of the preceding year are transmitted 
to ee country, for examination and audit, they should be forwarded on or before the lst of April in 
each year. 

251. The salary of the Treasurer, or other proper Officer, must not be issued to him until he has 
certified to the Governor that he has complied with his instructions. 

252. The Auditor will transmit through the Governor such Reports as he may from time to time have 
to send home, in order that the Governor may have an opportunity of adding any explanations which he 
may consider requisite in order to obviate the necessity of a further reference to the Colony. 

253. All accounts of expenditure of public money must be accompanied by authenticated copies of. 
or extracts from, such of the Secretary of State’s Despatches as may be referred to in the accounts, in 
sup rt of particular items of expenditure. 

Oe Except so far as relates to money transactions between the ee ie and Colonial Governments, 
the foregoing Regulations from 232 to 253 inclusive are only applicable to Crown Colonies.

§ III. Other Pertodical Returns.

ssible, the Colonial Abstract and other papers annually laid before Parliament. In such Table all 
ad itional rates levied on Imports and ere under any special Acts or Regulations should be specified.

261. In Colonies in which it is customary to print the Laws the Governor will send home not fewer 
than twenty, or in case of Acts affecting the Constitution, or containing a suspending clause, or 
reserved for the signification of His Majesty’s pleasure, twenty-three copies of all Acta passed duri 
the Session of the Colonial Legislature, and six manuscript copies where the laws are not printed ; an 
His Majesty’s Government will send out annually to the respective Governors, for the use of the Colonial 
Legislatures and Courts of Justice, copies of the British Statutes. Of the printed copies of Acts fourteen 
are to be sent under flying covers, addressed as below. Those intended for the Colonial Office, House 
of Lords and House of Commons, should be sent home as soon as printed. The copies for the other 
public departments and societies should be sent once a year to the Crown Agents for the Colonies, for 
distribution.

262. Four copies of every new compilation or corrected edition of the Colonial Laws are to be 
forwarded to the Secretary of State. 

263. Two copies of the Colonial Book Almanack for the current year, and copies of Government 
Gazettes, and generally of such books or pamphlets issuing from the Colonial Press as may be useful 
to this Department, and of the principal newspapers published in the Colony. (Special instructions 
as to the Newspapers to be sent home issued in Circulars, 31st October, 1870, and 10th June, 1871.)

267. In Colonies possessing considerable quantities of waste land in course of settlement, the Surveyor- 
General should be required once a year to present a return of the progress of his department, for trans- 
mission to the Secretary of State. Besides making these regular returns, Governors are particularly 
enjoined to keep the Secretary of State punctually informed of the progress of geographical and scientific 
exploration in the Colonies, and in particular to transmit reports of journeys of discovery and investi- 
eae of the natural history and capabilities of particular districts, with such maps and surveys as may 

required for elucidation. 


8 IV. The Annual ‘‘ Blue Book.” 


268. In addition to the particular Returns mentioned in the preceding Seotion, the annual ‘‘ Blue 
Book,” containing specific accounts of the Civil Establishments, of the Colonial Revenue and Expen- 
diture, and of various statistical particulars, etc., must be completed as early as possible after the close 
of each year. The various returns which it comprises must be filled up with the test possible 
accuracy, and the statistical tables must be full and complete. Blank copies of this hedk. in sheets, 
will be annually transmitted to each Colony from the Colonial Office. 

269. The Colonial Secretary will be responsible for the general preparation of the ‘‘ Blue Book,” 
and for its being completed during the first quarter of the year succeeding that for which it is designed, 
and he must certify the accuracy of its contents. 

270. The Governor must send home the ‘‘Blue Book” in duplicate. He is to retain one copy for 
the use of the Executive Government, and in the Legislative Colonies to lay a copy of it before the 
Council and the House of Assembly res ively. 

271. The Governor, in transmitting the ‘‘ Blue Book” to this Department, must accompany it with 
a Report, which should be written on one side of the paper only, exhibiting generally the past and 

resent state of the Colony, and its prospects under the several heads specified in the Book. That 
rt will be laid before both Houses of Parliament. 

t should be, as much as may be, complete within itself, and if it be unavoidable to append other 
Returns than those to be found in the Blue Book reported upon, they should be of a summary character, 
and clear of such local details as are of no use and significancy elsewhere than on the spot ; bearin 
in mind that the extent to which what is printed for Parliament shall be circulated and read wi 
depend much on the degree to which it is substantiative and succinct.

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CHAPTER IX. 


8 I. Requisitions from Colonies.* 

272. All Requisitions from the Colonies for stores requirel from the United Kingdom, or from 
countries not being adjacent to a particular Colony, shall be made direct in duplicate to the Crown 
Agents by the Colonial Governments if the expenditure has been duly sanctioned. 

273. If the expenditure has not been sanctioned, the requisition must be transmitted to the Secretary 
of State in the first instance in duplicate and not to the Crow Agents. 

274a. In the latter case it is necessary that the requisition should be accompanied with all the expla- 
nations necessary for the guidance of the Secretary of State in determining whether it should or should 
not be complied with. 

2748. The Crown Agents, being the Agents of the Colonial Governments, will comply with all 
a cle sent to them, which bear the signature of, or are forwarded by, the proper officer of the 
QGolonial Government in question, and they will not refer to the Secretary of State for instructions 
unless they have reason to doubt whether under existing circumstances any particular requisition 
should be complied with. In all cases the Colonial Governments will be held responsible that 
requisitions are not sent to the Crown Agents unless the expenditure involved has been duly authorised 
in accordance with the preceding rules. 

275. Requisitions shall in no case be made directly, or through local merchants, upon firms in this 
country, or on the continent of Europe, although the names of firms, whose goods have given most 
satisfaction, or whom the Colonial Governments may for other reasons wish to employ, may be men- 
tioned in the body of the requisition, in order that they may be emp ayer by the Crown Agents, unleas 
the Crown Agents, for reasons which should be subsequently explained to the Colonial Governments 
concerned, consider that it is not for the interests of the Colony that they should be so employed. 

276. The list containing the specific articles required must be attested by the Governor. 

277. No requisition must be made to replace articles spoilt or worn out until a Board of Survey, con- 
sisting of not less than three Public Officers, of whom the Colonial Secretary should in general be 
President, has been held upon the articles. A certificate of the Board, stating that the articles in 
question are unserviceable and require to be replaced, must accompany the requisition. 

278. The Officer at the head of the department must be debited with the unserviceable articles, or 
the Board of Survey must give directions for having them sold by public auction, whenever the 
quantity accumulated shall render such sale expedient. 

279. Every Board of Survey must furnish the Governor with a Report of their proceedings. 

280. They are also required to consider and report to the Governor the propriety of every requisition 
for articles to be supplied for the public service, taking care that no article is demanded which is not 
absolutely necessary. 

281. Governors are expected to revise the requisitions and the Reports of the Boards, and to direct 
the Boards to reconsider their reports should it be necessary ; and to forward them to the Secretary of 
State with their own observations. 

282. In any case in which a Colony, not habitually employing the Crown Agents, makes a remittance 
to them of funds (in whatever manner or for whatever purpose), the Governor is to forward to the 
Secretary of State by the same mail the particulars of such remittance. 


§ II. Government Houses, Furniture, ce. 


283. The Governor will insert in the annual ‘‘Blue Book” a general Report on the state of repair, etc., 
of the Government House or Houses, the state of the furniture, and the arrangements under which it 


is provided. 
B34. The Government House, together with its stables, out-buildings, fences'and other appurtenances, 
will be kept in substantial repair throughout, at the cost of the Colony. The rooms wilt be painted, 
and papered (when necessary), and furnished at the public expense. Plate and table ornaments to a 
moderate and reasonable amount, and crockery, glass, cutlery, and kitchen utensils will also be provided 
at the cost of the Colony. Unless it is otherwise provided by local law the Governor will pay t 5 per 
cent. per annum on the estimated value of the furniture in the bed-rooms, kitchens, and other rooms 
not used for the public reception of company, and of all other articles provided at the cost of the 
Colony, and used by him, but he will be subject to no charge on account of the furniture of the recep- 
tion rooms or of the offices used by himself or by his Private Secretary or Aide-de-Camp. For the 
purpose of arriving at the estimated value of the furniture, and other articles on which the Governor 
is to pay a percentage, a valuation will be made by such persons as may be appointed for that purpose 
by the Executive Council on the Governor's assumption of the Government and annually thereafter 
during the Governor’s tenure of office. 

2844. Arrangements have been entered into between the Crown Agents and Contractors to keep 
always in stock a selected pattern of crockery and glass for a best and second best service for dinner 
and dessert as well as for breakfast, tea, and coffee sets, with a badge consisting of a Royal Crown, the 
letters E.R. in & monogram, and the name of the Colony and the words ‘‘Government House” on a 
scroll beneath. 

285. All the Chapel plate and furniture, and pictures of the Royal Family, which may have been 
formerly supplied to Governors’ houses, are to be considered public property, and not to be removed 
on any account.

t By Circular of 3lst July, 19:2, it is laid down in the case of Crown Colonies that this is to be regarded as 
a standing deduction from the Governor’s salary and is payable by the person who draws the salary. If a 
Governor is on half-pay leave he will pay half and the Officer Administering the other half. The fact that 
Government House is left unoccupied (if it is so) does not affect the arrangement.—(Ep. C.O, List.) 
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286. All furniture and plate supplied at the public expense is to be kept complete, and any article 
lost or damaged, otherwise than by fair wear, is to be made good at the expense of the officer ocoupying 
the Government House for the time nee 

287. Itis the duty of every Governor to keep an accurate inventory of all furniture and plate provided 
at the public expense; of which inventory he must cause one copy to be retained in the Government 
House, and one to be delivered to some one Officer of his Government, who, on satisfying himself 
that the inventory so delivered to him is correct, will be held responsible for its safe custody. 

288. The Governor must from time to time, and not seldomer than once in every two years, require 
and direct the Officer, whom he may appoint as above, to make an inspection of the furniture, and 
plate, comparing the several articles with the inventory in his possession; and that Officer is to preparc 
a list of all deficiencies, which the Governor must thereupon take measures to have replaced or rectified 
at his own expense. 

289. Within one month from the date of an inspection, such Officer shall deliver to the Governor a 
report thereof, in which shall be noted the deficiencies, if any. 

590. On each occasion of a Colonial Governor vacating his Government, a similar inspection and 
report are to be made ; and if the retiring Officer does not cause the deficiencies for which he is respon- 
sible to be repaired or made good, the inspecting Officer (in communication with the Officer who may 
succeed to the Government) is to prepare and transmit to the Secretary of State a statement of the 
a Seni to be incurred for that purpose, in order to the recovery of the amount from the responsible 

cer. 


291. The Government Offices in the respective Colonies may also be ap pa at the public expense, 
with such furniture, of a plain but substantial kind, as may be absolute ely requisite for the proper 
accommodation of the persons belonging to the Departments while engaged in the transaction of the 
public business. 

292. The samer tions are to be observed in regard to the custody and repair of furniture supplied 
to Government ces at the public expense as have been established in the case of Governors’ 
residences. (As to making good defective crockery and supply of same pattern through the Crown 
Agents, see Circulars, 26th August, 1880, and 8th January, 1873.) 


CHAPTER X. 


§I. Custody of Public Moneys in Colontes not possessing Representative Assemblies. 

293. The Governor may, with the concurrence of the Council, and the epprove: of the Secretary of 
State, avail himself of the services of any ig tay ner pees in the Colony for the deposit of all, 
or any portion of the public moneys arising from Colonial revenue or other Colonial receipts, as well as 
for the transaction of public business connected with the financial arrangements of the Colony: It is 
to be understood that any moneys placed in the Banks are liable to fluctuation in amount, or to be 
withdrawn, according to the exigencies of the public service, but the Governor will not be precluded 
from making a special arrangement for the transfer of a portion of the balance from the current. 
account of the Colonial Government to a deposit account. 

294. When no Banking Establishments exist, or where it is not thought advisable to employ them, 
or when they may be had recourse to for the deposit of part only of the public money, the Governor 
will cause a secure fire-proof vault or safe to be constructed, either for the office of the Treasurer, or 
in some other appropriate Building, for the deposit of all surplus moneys. This building is to be duly 
watched and guarded, and the door of the vault or safe to be furnished with three different locks, the 
keys of which are to be kept by, and under the separate charge—one, of the Treasurer, and the others 
of such two principal Officers of the Government as the Governor may consider it most expedient to 
appoint for such p 2. 

S05. The Colonial Treasurer, or Receiver-General, is to keep under his own immediate charge such 
sums of money only as may be necessary to meet the current disbursements of his Department, not 
exceeding a certain fixed maximum. If Banking Establishments be employed for the deposit only of 
surplus moneys, or if a ain vault be used for that purpose, the Treasurer’s separate ce will, 
in either case, be regulated by the gin amount of his monthly ordinary expenditure; but if 
recourse shall be had to the Banking Establishments for the transaction of current business, as well 
as for the deposit of surplus moneys, the balance to be left in the hands of the Treasurer will be of 
small amount, to meet only minor incidental expenses. 

296. When it is necessary to fix or alter the amount of the maximum balance which may remain in 
the hands of the Treasurer, the Governor will, after the necessary inquiries, report to the Secretary of 
State, for the consideration of the Lords of the Treasury, the sum which he may decide upon for such 
maximum balance, accompanying this report by statements of the Treasurer's average monthly 
ordinary receipts and disbursements (distinguishing fixed revenue from incidental receipta, and pay 
and salaries from contingent disbursements), and by such other explanations and observations as may 
have been submitted to him, and upon which he may have grounded his decision. 

297. In order that the Governor may at all times have the means of informing himself as to the 
state and disposal of the public balance, and of providing effectually for its verification, he will cause 
the Regulations which he has received from the Lords of the Treasury in this respect to be strictly 
observed by all concerned. 

298. If the Governor shall have availed himself of the services of a Banking Establishment in the 
Colony, he will require from the Secretary, or other proper Officer of such Establishment, a monthly 
statement of all sums deposited in and withdrawn from the Bank, and of the balance of public money 
remaining in the Bank at the end of each month. 

299. The Governor will take care that arrangements are made with the Directors or Managers of 
these Establishments, so that the Colonial Treasurer, Receiver-General, or other Accountant, shall not 
have sole control over the sums deposited therein. 
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300. To effect this object the cheques on the Bank for the payment of ordinary disbursementa 
should invariably be countersigned by the Officer next in rank at the Treasurer’s or Accountant’s 


office. 

301. In those cases where the Banks may be had recourse to only for the deposit of lus moneys, 
the cheques should be countersigned by the Governor, as his warrant of authority to the for the 
re-issue of the money. 

302. When the Banks are used for deposits, and also for the transaction of the current business 
of the Government, it is necessary that the Governor should fix the maximum sum for which the 
Treasurer's draft, countersigned by his principal Assistant, may be honoured, and beyond which sum 
the Governor’s warrant of authority, as above described, is to be required in addition. 

303. If the surplus funds, or any portion thereof, shall be deposited in a strong vault, the Governor 
is to ae a from the three Officers in charge a quarterly return of the moneys deposited therein. 

304. The strong vault is on no occasion to be opened, nor is any money to be ten ited therein or 
withdrawn therefrom, except by the three persons entrusted with the keeping of the separate kevs, 
and by an order or warrant under the Governor’s signature (such orders or warrants to be for round 
sums) addressed to the Treasurer or Accountant, and to the two other Officers concerned ; and the 
three Officers entrusted with the keys, and present at the opening of the vault, are to sign a joint 
certificate as to every sum deposited, which certificate is to be delivered to the Treasurer, to be 
annexed with other vouchers to his accounts. 

305. The Treasurer is, in like manner, to sign receipts in duplicate for every amount re-issued te 
him, which receipts are to be delivered to the other Officers in charge of the vault. 

306. In case of illness, absence, or other unavoidable circumstance interfering with the strictly 

rsonal duty prescribed by these regulations, the written authority of the Governor is to be obtained 

or any temporary transfer of the key to another Officer. 

307. The Governor will cause to be prepared on the 1st days of January, April, July, and October 
of each year, a statement of the sums of the funds of the Colonial chest, in the form prescribed for 
that purpose by the Lords of the Treasury. (See also Circular, 7th May, 1878.) 

308, The Governor will also cause an examination of the funds of Colonial chests to be made twice 
in each year, or as much oftener as he may think fit to direct, at uncertain periods, and without anv 
previous notice, and he will immediately forward to the Secretary of State the certificates of quarterly 
surveys as well as those made at uncertain periods ; duplicate copies of these certificates are also to 
be annexed to the Colonial Treasurer’s accounts. (Sec Circular, 7th May, 1878.) 

309. The Governor must bearin mind that arrangements relating to the deposit of Colonial Funds 
with any Banking Establishment should have for their object the convenience and accommodation of 
the Public Service only, and are not to be entered into with any particular view of enabling the Banks 
to increase their accommodations and loans to others, and the Governor will also take care that every 
proper advantage and allowance by way of interest for deposits that might be profitably employed by 
the Banks, is duly secured for the use and benefit of the Colonial Treasury and Government. 


§ Il.—Securittes.—Security to be required from Persons appointed to the temporary charge of 
Offices of pecuniary trust in the Colontes not possessing Representative A ssembites.* 


310. Officers entrusted with public money should give security in proporecs to the average sum 
which may be passing through their hands at any time. If the Colonial Treasurer, or any other estab- 

lished Officer who has been called upon to give security to the Crown in respect of pecuniary respon- 

sibility attaching to his Office, ahall obtain leave of absense under circumstances which require the 

interposition of the authority of the Governor for the appointment of a Substitute, the Governor will 

call upon the person whom he may select to act in the absence of the principal to give security, in his 

personal bond, to the Crown, with the bonds of two or more Sureties, to such an amount, with refer- 

ence to the security of the principal, as may be reasonably required; or to furnish, in lieu of the 

Bond of Sureties, such other collateral security, upon property or otherwise as shall be of equal 

amount and validity with such bonds. 

311. In case the Governor should find that the person whom he may propose to appoint to the 
temporary charge of an Office of pecuniary trust cannot furnish the amount of collateral security 
required from him, the Governor will consider whether, in order to render so large an amount 
of collateral security unnecessary, some arrangement can be made for reducing the risk of loss, either 
by placing the Office in Commission, or by limiting the floating balance, under the charge of the Officer 
to the smallest amount necessary to meet the current expenditure for ordinary contingent services, 
and by depositing all surplus beyond such reduced average balance in a separate Chest, under the 
joint charge of two or more Officers holding separate keys. 

312. A full report of all the circumstances relating to any such special arrangement must be made 
to the Secretary of State for the information of the Lords of the Treasury, and in the event of the 
employment of a Commission the personal bonds of the Officers joined in Commission are to be taken 
as to their separate acts. 

313. As all security required from persons appointed to the temporary charge of Offices vacated in 
consequence of leave of absence: or from any other cause, is to be independent of, and unconnected 
with, any security which may have been given by the established Officer, the Governor is particularly 
cautioned that the bonds or other instrument which may be prepared with a view of giving effect to 
the security required from the acting Officers should have no reference to the bonds of the established 
Officer or of his Sureties, and should not contain any clause which might be construed as interfering 
with or affecting in any manner the original bonds of the principal, either during his absence or on 
hia return to duty. At the same time it is not intended that this precautionary instruction should

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prevent the Governor from accepting the additional security of the ba Se who may be about to 
absent himeelf on leave, should he be willing to enter into a new bond for his Substitute, or to join in 
the security to be given by such Substitute. 


§ III. Regulations respecting the Incorporation of Banking Companies in the Colonies. 


314. In Charters or legislative Enactments relating to the Incorporation of Banking Companies in 
the Colonies, provision should be made for the observance of the following regulations and conditions :— 

315. The Amount of the Capital of the Com aM and number of shares to be determined; and the 
whole of such determined amount to be subscribed for within a limited period, not exceeding Eighteen 
Afonths from the date of the Charter or Act of Incorporation. 

316. Shareholders to be declared a Body Corporate, with common seal and perpetual succeasion, 
and other usual corporate powers; and with any requisite proviso that judgment against the 
Corporation shall attach to all additional liability of the Shareholders, as well as to paid-up Capital 
and other property of the Company. 

317. Provision to be made, either by Recital and Confirmation of any Deed of Settlement in these 
respects or otherwise, for the due Management of the Comber” Affairs by Appointment of Directors, 
and so forth, so far as shall seem necessary for the security of the Public. 

318. No bye-law of the Company to be repugnant to the conditions of the Charter or Act of Incor- 
poration, or to the Laws of any Colony in which the Company’s Establishments may be placed. 

319. The Corporate Body thus constituted may be specially empowered, subject to the conditions 
hereafter mentioned, to carry on for a limited term of years (not to exceed Twenty-one Years unless 
under particular circumstances), and within the Colony or Colonies specified in the Charter or Act of 
Incorporation, but not elsewhere, the Business of Banker ; and for the like term to issue and circulate 
within the said Colony or Colonies, but in such manner only as shall not be at variance with any 
general Law of the Colony, Promissory Notes payable in Specie on Demand. 

320. Such Banking Business or Issue of Notes not to commence or take place until the whole of 
the Fixed Capital of the Company has been subecribed for, and a moiety at least of the Subscription 
paid up. The remaining moiety of the Capital to be paid up within ad pas period from the date of 
the Charter or Act of Incorporation, such period not in general to exceed two years. 

321. In all cases in which Shares in the Company’s Stock are transferred between the period of the 
Grant of the Charter or Act of Incorporation and the actual commencing of business by the Bank, the 
responsibility of the original holder of the transferred Shares to continue for Six Months at least after 
the date of the transfer. 

322. The Company not to advance Money on Security of Lands, or Houses, or Ships, or on pledge 
of Merchandise, nor to hold Land or Houses, except for the transaction of its business, nor own 
Ships, or be engaged in Trade, except as dealers in Bullion or Bills of Exchange; but to confine its 
transactions to discounting Commercial Paper and negotiable Securities, and other legitimate Banking 
Business : the Company may, however, accept Lands, or Houses, or Ships, or Shares in its Capital or 
Stock, or other Real or Personal Property in liquidation of, or as a Security for any Debt bond fide 

reviously due to the Company, or as a security for ary of any Sum for which any person may 
cave rendered himself liable to the Company, and hold them for such reasonable time as may be 
necessary to dispose of and convert the same into Money. 

323. The Company not to hold Shares in its own Stock, nor to make advances on the security of 
these shares. 

The Discounts or Advances by the Company, on securities bearing the name of any Director 
or Officer thereof, as drawer, acceptor, or endorser, not to exceed at any time one-third of the total 
Advances and Discounts of the Bank. 

325. The dividends to Shareholders to be made out of Profits only, and not out of the subscribed 
Capital of the Company. 

The total amount of the Debts and Liabilities of the Company, whether upon Bondg, Bills, 
Promissory Notes, or otherwise contracted over and above the amount of Deposits on Bankin, 
Accounts with the Company’s Establishments, not to exceed at any time three times the amount of 
the capital stock subscribed and actually paid oP 

327. No Promissory or other Notes to be issued for Sums under 1/. sterling (or in the North American 
Colonies 1/. Halifax Currency), or the equivalent thereof in any other local currency, and not for 
fractional portions of such Pound or other equivalent amount. 

328. All Promissory Notes of the Company, whether issued from the Principal Establishment or from 
Branch Banks, to bear date at the place of issue, and to be payer on demand in Specie at the place of date. 

329. The total amount of the Prcmisacky Notes payable on demand, issued, and in ci tion, not at 
any time to exceed the amount of the Capital Stock of the Company actually paid up. A reserve of 
specie always to be maintained equal to one-third of the amount of Notes at any time in circulation. 

330. In the event of the assets of the Company being insufficient to meet its engagements, the Share- 
holders to be responsible to the extent of twice the amount of their subscribed Shares (that is, for the 
amount subscribed, and for a further and additional amount equal thereto). 

331. Suspension of Specie Payments on Demand at any of the Company’s Banking Establishments, for 
a given number of days (not in any case exceeding sixty) within any one year, either consecutively or at 
intervals, or other breach of the Special Conditions upon which the Company is empowered to open 
Banking Establishments or to issue and circulate Promissory Notes, to forfeit those privileges, which 
shall cease and determine upon such forfeiture as if the period for which they had been granted had 
e 

. The Company to make up and publish periodical Statements of its Assets and Liabilities 
monthly, showing under the heads specified in the Form which is inserted in the Appendix No. 12 the 
average of the amount of its Notes in Circulation, and other Liabilities, at the termination of each 
week or month, during the period to which the Statement refers, and the average amount of Specie or 
other a that were available to meet the same. Copies of these Statements to be submitted to the 
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Government of the Colony within which the Company may be established ; and the Company to L- 
pore if called upon, to verify such Statements by the production, as confidential documents, of th 
Veekly or Monthly Balance Sheets from which the same are compiled. And also to be prepared, ups: 
requisition from the Lords of the Treasury, to furnish, in like manner, such further information re 
steers the state or proceedings of its Banking Establishments as their Lordships may see fit to call fo:. 
i ie oon to be also empowered to verify the Statements of the Company of the amount of Specs 

eld by them. 

333. The Charter or Act of Incorporation may provide for an addition to the Capital of the Compan: 
within specified limits, with the sanction of the Lords of the Treasury ; such additional Capital and th: 
Shares and Subscriptions which may constitute the same, to be subject in every respect, from and afte: 
the date of the signification of such sanction, to conditions and regulations similar to those applyinz 
to the original Capital. 


§ IV. Applications for Charters. 


334. Applications for Charters of Incorporation of Joint Stock Companies engaged exclusively ¢: 
chiefly in Bolonial undertakings, whether made in this Country or in the Colonies, cannot be grante: 
until the heads of the project shall have been submitted for the consideration of the Governor and hk: 
Executive Council. 

335. The Governor will furnish the Secretary of State with a Report stating whether the undertakin 
is one which in his opinion it would be desirable to encourage, with a view to Colonial interest, 
expecially as regards the Colony under his Government. 

336. The Governor’s Report will be taken into consideration by the Secretary of State and by th 
Board of Trade, or, in cases in which the application relates exclusively to Banking Companiea, by th 
Koard of Treasury. 

337. His Majesty’s Government reserves to itself the power of deciding whether privileges, to le 
exercised under Charters granted for this Country, should t be extended to Companies, approved by the 
Colonial Government, for Colonial undertakings. 

338. The Imperial Act, 18 & 19 Vict., c. 133, provides for the limitation of liability of Members 
certain Joint Stock Companies. 

See also Circular of 16th March, 1874, as to establishment of Agencies, and Circular of 18th Augus. 
1875, by which it is directed that Laws relating to Banking undertakings and the Circulation of Note 
should contain a suspending clause. 





CHAPTER XI.* 


§ I. Expenditure of Public Money in Colonies not possessing Representative Assemblies. 


339. All disbursements of the public money are to be made by the Colonial Treasurer, under autho | 
rity from the Officer administering the Government; and any Officer improperly authorising or 
directing any expenditure contrary to the instructions which he may receive from His Majesty's 
Government will himself be held personally responsible for the amount improperly authorised. 

340. Salaries, Fixed Allowances, and Contingenciesare to be classed under the head ‘‘ Establishments’: 
and all other ordinary expenditure, and all extraordinary and special disbursements are to be classed 
under separate heads of Service in the Form prescribed in the Treasury Instructions issued te 
Governors. 

340a. All salaries and other authorised Charges up to the end of each financial year should, as fr 
as possible, be defrayed within the year. When the last day of a year happens to be a “‘dtes non 
the payment of Salaries, etc., up to the close of the year could be made on the previous day. 

341. The Governor is not authorised to make any addition to the Fixed Establishment of the Colony, 
or to make any different appropriation of the established salaries of any Public Department, either as 
regards the number of appointments or the rates of salary and emolument, without the previous sanction 
of His Majesty's Government. 

342. Should, however, any special circumstances occur which in the opinion of the Governor » 
Council may render addition or alteration necessary for the due carrying on of the public service, 
without waiting for such sanction he will cause such new or altered salary to be borne on a Schedule 
of Provisional or Supplementary Establishment, reporting the same to the Secretary of State. 

343. Whenever the approval of His enepaas ee Government to any provisional appointment is received 
by the Governor, he must cause the same to be transferred to the Schedule of Fixed Establishment. 

344. As a general rule, the Governor must not propose to the Council the execution of any nev 

ublic work, or of extensive alterations and improvements in any existing building, etc., for which be 

as not obtained the previous sanction of His Majesty’s Government. 

345. Whenever the Governor may apply to the Secretary of State for such authority, he must send 
with such applicatign all the necessary plans, estimates, and specifications, according to which the pro- 
jected work is to be carried into execution, together with an account of the cost to be incurred under 
specific heads of expenditure, and a report of the grounds on which the work is recommended. 

346. When the sanction of His Majesty’s Government has been given, the Governor will lay before 
the Council, at their meeting, to take into consideration the General Estimates for the year next 
ensuing, the plans, estimates, and specifications of the proposed work, with any other information 
which he may consider necessary ; and when the Council has voted the funds required for the work, 
the Governor may proceed with it, without waiting for further authority. 


* Chapter XI. is to a large extent superseded by the Instructions for the Guidance of Financial and Acoount- 
ing Officers in the Colonial Service, sent out in Circular of 9th June, 1900.—(Kp. C. O. List. 
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347. But should the Governor be of opinion that the work is urgently required, and that serious 
inconvenience might result from delaying it (after the sanction of His Majesty's Government had been 
obtained) until the period when the Annual Estimates are brought forward, he may propose to the 
Council a Supplemental Estimate for that purpose. 

348. Special cases may arise of pressing emergency (more particularly in distant Colonies), in which 
it miight not be practicable to obtain the previous sanction of His Majesty’s Government for a proposed 
work. In suchcases the Governor will not fail to call forand to lay before the Council the necessary 
plans, estimates, and specifications according to which the work is to be carried into execution, and to 
report fully to His Majesty’s Government, by the earliest opportunity, on the absolute necessity of 
the expenditure which he may have incurred without their previous sanction. 

349. In the case of public works of magnitude to be undertaken in any Colony, and to be defrayed 
by Parliamentary Grant, the following rules must be observed :— 

1. That as a preliminary step to any such work, a survey and estimate shall be made by an 
Officer acting under the orders of some responsible Department. 

2. That on a first appenion for a vote of money, an estimate of the sum likely to be required 
for the whole work shall be laid before the House of Commons. 

3. In cases in which such works may require more than one year for their completion, and 
where money is proposed to be voted on account, there shall be submitted to the House in each 
year, and before a further vote is prope’: a statement of the sums already voted, of the money 

y expended up to the date of the last accounts, of all outstanding demands, and of the sum 
still wanting to complete the work ; and any deviations from the original plan, or any contemplated 
addition to the magnitude or expense of the whole work, will be inserted in the estimate of the 
year. 

4. No Department of the Government shall authorise any Officer to enter into contract for any 
work, beyond the limits of the annual grants of money, without the sanction of a Minute of the 
Lords of the Treasury, which will be laid before the House with as little delay as possible. 


8 II. Colonial Estimates. 

350. In the Colonies not sessing Representative Assemblies, the Governor should submit to the 
Council of his Government, before the expiration of the month of June, in each year, such an Estimate 
as he may think necessary of the whole expenditure, not already fixed under the sanction of His 
Majesty’s Government, which is intended to be charged upon the Colonial revenue for the year then 
next ensuing, and he should transmit to the Secretary of State by the earliest opportunity, the 
Ordinance providing for the services of that year. 

351. When the annual Estimate shall have been passed by the Council, and the Ordinance confirmed 
by His Majesty, the expenditure of the year must be held to be definitely limited and arranged. 
Should, however, any further disbursements on account of the service of that year be required, which 
could not have been foreseen, the proper course will be for the Governor to submit to the Legislative 
Council a Supplementary Estimate of the expenditure so required. 

352. The Governor should transmit with the Annual Estimates such full and sufficient information 
as to sa is of an unusual nature therein comprised as may be necessary to enable His 
Majesty’s Government to decide upon the propriety of the proposed expenditure, together with a table 
exhibiting the variations from the preceding year. 

The Governor should, at the same time that he proposes to the Council the Estimate of the 
ensuing year’s expenditure, submit to them the draft of any Ordinance which may be necessary to 
provide the ways and means by which the expenditure is to be met. 

354. Superseded by Circular of 20th January, 1875. 

355. The control of the Local Auditor over all Revenue and Receipts, extends to a comparison of 
Receipts with all Collectors’ Books, and with Statements, Returns, and other documents which may 
serve to establish that the sums received are those which ought to have been received ; and, if not, to 
requiring a statement of the cause of each deficiency, and the measures taken for the recovery of any 


arrears. 

356. The Local Auditor’s examination should, therefore, include a reference to Tax Rolls and other 
records of Assessments, to periodical returns of licences, certified by the Colonial Secretary or other 
Officer empowered to direct the issue of the same ; to similar Returns from the Magistrates, or other 
Law Officers, of all fines, forfeitures, etc. ; to Lists, giving the names of any persons liable to be called 
upon for Tuition Fees, or other periodical payments to the Colonial Government ; and, as to casual 
receipts, under the direction of the Governor, to half-yearly returns of Receivable Orders, issued by his 
authority in respect thereof. 

357. Should any Return, Statement, or other Record, which may appear to the Auditor necessary to 
substantiate the entries in the Receiver’s Accounts, or to exhibit the amount of arrears, be wanting or 
defective, it will be the duty of the Auditor to call for the prores documents, or, if necessary, to make a 
representation on the subject to the Governor; and, should any difficulty arise as to the production of 
the same, a copy of such representation, and of any directions which may be given thereon, should be 
transmitted with the Accounts sent home by the Auditor. 

358. Detailed statements of the revenue and expenditure of the Colony should be annually published 
in the Colonial Gazette, immediately after the period when it is required that the accounts of each year 
should be transmitted for audit; and in such publication, the funds arising from the property or drotts 
of the Gen are to be stated separately from those which arise from taxes levied upon the inhabitants 
of the Colony. 


S III. Treasury Bills.— Funds derived from Imperial Grants in Aid of Local Revenues. 


359. It is to be observed that sums voted by Parliament in respect of any financial year are not intended 
to defray the charges which become due in that year, but to meet such charges only as shall actually 
come in course of payment within the year. Itis desirable, however, that the charges becoming due in 
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each year should, as far as practicable, be defrayed from the Votes for the same year. With this vies 
it will be proper that all Salaries and other authorised charges up to the end of any financial year shoul: 
be paid before the close of the year, unless there be some special reason to the contrary. 

360. Bills for Salaries and Allowances must not be drawn for broken periods of quarters, except ir 
cases where the services of the officer have commenced or ceased within the quarter: andin such case 
eilg onion epee be transmitted, showing the date from which and up to which the Salary or Allowance 
may be payable. 

3604. Governors will not be at liberty, without special authority, to draw funds before the commence- 
ment of a financial year, on the credit of any proposed Parliamentary Vote for that year. 

3608. All Bills on the credit of the Parliamentary Grants-in-Aid should be drawn on the Paymaster. 
General. When the service is of an ordinary description, they should be drawn at ten days’ sight: 
but in every case of an unusual character, they should be at thirty days’ sight. They should bear a 


serial number for each financial year. Salary Bills should be in the form prescribed in Appendix 13. | 


with the addition of this serial number. All other Bills should distinctly specify the service and the 
particular Parliamentary Grant in respect of which they are drawn ; and whenever the service is of an 
unusual character the Bills should also show the date and description of the document conveying the 
authority for the expenditure. 

360c. In cases where Salaries, Allowances, or Pensions, chargeable to Imperial Funds, are id by 
monthly payments of one-twelfth of the annual rates, such payments are to be treated as final settle- 
ments—?.e., payments in full—for the periods to which they relate; and in these cases the computatios 
for a broken period of a month is to be made with reference to the number of days in such month ; 

Thus :—If a salary of 120/. per annum is paid Aled monthly payments, falling due at the close o! 
each calendar month, the monthly amount will be 10/. ; and if payment has to be made for a broker 
period, say, to 15th January inclusive, the amount to be paid will be 3} of 104. 

In cases where Salaries, Allowances, or Pensions are paid by quarterly payments of one-fourth of the 
annual rates, the computation for a broken period of a quarter is tobe made with reference to the 
number in days of that quarter ; 

Thus :—If a salary of 120/. per annum is paid by quarterly payments, falling due at the close of each 
calendar quarter, the quarterly amount will be 30. ; and if payment has to be made for a broken 

riod, say, to 15th January inclusive, the amount to be paid will be ¢§ (in leap-year 3¢ of 302. ). 

361. It is important that the Secretary of State should be furnished with an immediate and. direct 
advice of every Bill that may be drawn on the credit of the Grants-in-Aid ; and this advice should be 
despatched at once so as to ensure, as far as possible, that it may reach this country as soon as the Bill 
itself. A duplicate of the advice should be sent by the first subsequent opportunity. It will no longer 
be necessary that separate advices should in these cases be sent to the Treasury or Paymaster-General. 
Salary Bills should be advised in the Form given in Appendix 13 (the serial number being added). The 
advice of other Bills should contain all the particulars given in the Bills themselves. 

362. In all cases in which sums have been voted by Parliament for specified Salaries and Allowances. 
the Bills correctly drawn by a Governor for his own Salary, etc., or in favour of a subordinate Officer 
for that Officer's Salary, etc., will, if duly endorsed, be taken by the Comptroller and Auditor-General 
as sufficient final discharges; but where sums have been voted by Parliament, not for payment of 
Salary, but for particular Colonial services or, in terms still more comprehensive, in aid of Colonial 
Revenue, the Comptroller of Audit will require evidence of the proper application of the money. With 
this view it will, in such cases, be necessary that the advice of a Bill should be accompanied (or, if that 
would not be ible without delaying the advice, then followed immediately) by a Certificate. to 
be signed by the Colonial Treasurer, or other Officer acting in that capacity, and countersigned br 
the Governor himself, to the effect that the money had heed carried to the credit of the Colonial 
Revenue. The same course should be adopted in the case of Advances from the Treasury Chest fer 
other services than Salaries specified in the Parliamentary Votes. Copies of the Forme to be used for this 
purpose are given in Appendix 13a. In the absence of these Certificates, the Amounts of the Bills, or 
of the Advances from the Treasury Chests, will ordinarily be charged as Imprests against the Governor. 

3624. In any cases in which money has been voted by Parliament for specially named Colonial Services, 
documentary evidence must be furnished that the money has been applied to the particular Service for 
which it was voted. On this point special instructions will be given to the Governors concerned. 

363. When Salaries are specified in the Parliamentary Votes, Income Tax will be levied on them, 
under the General Rules laid down in Paragraphs 365 to 368 of the Regulations. 

363A. When Salaries are not specified in the Parliamentary Grants, it is undesirable that Bills should 
be drawn for the actual Salaries of the Governor or other Colonial Officers. The Secretary of State 
will, however, be prepared to consider any special circumstances under which a departure from this rule 
may be desired. It will be proper as a general practice that the Governor should draw for round sum: 
as Imprests on account of the Parliamentary Grant-in-Aid, which Imprests should of course, be carried 
to the credit of the Colonial Revenue. From that Revenue, Salaries not specified in the Parliamentart 
Grant should be paid without any deduction on account of the Imperial Income Tax. 

364. Governors and other Officers whose Salaries are specified in the Parliamentary Votes, and who 
may elect to have their Salaries paid through the medium of Agents in this country, can continue so to 
do. In lieu, however, of the Life Certificates hitherto used, a formal order on the Paymaster-Geners! 
must be obtained by the Agents from this Department. When Governors and Lieutenant-Governors 
or Administrators shall, in the first instance, have signified the mode in which their salary shall be 
drawn, it will be desirable that they should adhere to that mode. 

365. All salaries and personal allowances and emoluments, and all pensions and superannuations, 
retired or compassionate allowances, paid from funds derived from the revenues of Great Britain. 
whether provided by special Parliamentary Grant or otherwise, are liable to the Income Tax unless 
the whole annual income of the recipient so derived is such as to entitle him to claim (1) exemption, 
or (2) abatement, under the Income Tax Act in force for the time being. In the latter case the balance 
of the income derived from the Parliamentary Grant or from other sources arising within or from the 
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United Kingdom, after deducting such sum as may be specified in the Act, will be taxable. It will 
therefore be the duty of the Governor on all occasions to make the proper deductions accordingly from 
the amount of the bills which he may have occasion in future to draw on the Paymaster-General, 
whether on his own account or for the salaries or allowances of other persons ; and he will convey an 
intimation to the same effect to any Officers or Functionaries within his Government, who may be 
authorised to draw bills on the Paymaster-General for any such payments. 

366. In cases where total or partial exemption may be claimed 4 fon the Tax, an affidavit must be 
made by the claimants and transmitted with the bill, to the effect that his income from sources 
arising within or from the United Kingdom, Sahel Rasgry on account of which the bill is drawn, 
does not exceed the limits prescribed in the Income Act in force for the time being as entitling 
him to exemption or abatement. 

367. When bills are drawn on account of expenses or disbursements as well as for salaries and 
allowances, a statement of the proportion of the amount applicable to the latter must accompany them, 
and the proper deductions should be made from the salaries and allowances, unless exemption should 
be claimed, in which case affidavits ought to accompany the bills. 

368. The Forms to be filled up by ape claiming total or partial exemption from the tax are 
inserted in the Appendix. (These can be obtained from the Paymaster-General. ) 


§ IV. Expenses on account of Liberated Africans—Mode of rendering the Accounts of Expenses 
incurred under the Provisions of the Acts for the Abolition of the Slave Trade. 


369. The Collectors or chief Officers of the Customs in those Colonies where no other arrangement 
has been specially directed are to receive, protect, and provide for all such Natives of Africa as may 
be put in their charge from vessels condemned as prize. 

370. The Collector or other Officer is authorised to enter into the requisite contracts, to be approved 
by the Officer administering the Government, for the maintenance of the Africans at a fixed rate per 
diem, and for defraying the cost of clothing, necessaries, and other contingencies. This mode of 
pupporting the Africans is considered preferable to that of purchasing provisions in large quantities 

or their use. 

371. The Collector or other Officer will bring in the abstracts of accounts of his expenses, to be 
passed before the Officer administering the Government in Council, every three months. A certificate, 
to be signed by the Officer administering the Government, is to be subjoined to the General Abstract 
of the Expenditure, stating that the detailed docuinents referred to in the abstract have been carefully 
inspected, and have been approved. 

2. In those cases in which the Colony is dependent on a Superior Government, the Abstracts of 
Expenditure, when certified by the Officer in charge of the subordinate Government, are to be forwarded 
to the Governor-in-Chief for his inspection and approval previously to the amount being discharged. 
Upon the passing of each quarterly account by the Officer administering the Government in Council, 
and in the case of subordinate Governments upon the subsequent approval of the Governor-in-Chief 
being signified, the abstract will be returned to the Collector, in whose favour the Officer administering 
the Government will thereupon grant a Warrant on the Treasury Chest for the amount allowed. The 
Officer granting such warrant will forthwith transmit a notification and report thereof to the Lords of 
the Treasury, and will forward with such notification a copy of the account, in discharge of which the 
issue from the Chest has been authorised. Any neglect of these forms will be productive of 
embarrassment and delay. 

373. Governors are strictly enjoined to abstain from drawing for and issuing for this service any 
allowance or gratuity of which the propriety or legality may admit of a doubt, until they shall have 
communicated with and received instructions from His Majesty’s Government on the subject ; and they 
are to limit the payments in the meantime to the amount of the actual outlay for the maintenance 
and other unavoidable expenses. 

374. If any sums shall have been issued, paid, or expended by their order, which ought not to have 
been so issued, paid, or expended, or ought not to be charged to the public, they will become personally 
responsible for the amount, under the provisions of the 1 & 2 Geo. 4, cap. 121, sec. 5. 

375. With a due regard, therefore, to their own security, as well as the interests of the public, 
Governors must at all times exercise a watchful superintendence and control over the expenditure to 
which these Regulations refer, and enforce the strictest economy consistent with the welfare of the 
African and the good of the Service. ° : 


CHAPTER XII. 


§I. Trade and Navigation. 


376. The Customs Establishments in all the Colonies are under the control and management of the 
several Colonial Governments, and the Colonial Legislatures are empowered to establish their own 
Customs Regulations and Rates of Duty. 

377. The Imperial Act, 16 & 17 Vict., c. 107, s. 324-5, provides for a freedom of navigation between 
the United Kingdom, or the British Possessions, and Foreign Countries. But with a view of placing 
British Ships in Foreign Ports as nearly as possible on the same footing as Foreign Ships in British 
Ports, the Crown has the power, by Order in Council, of restricting the privileges of Foreign Ships, and 
of imposing additional Duties, in cases in which British Ships may be subject inany Foreign Country to 
Prohibitions or Restrictions from which the Ships of that Country are ge ty or in which any Preference 
whatever may be shown to National Vessels over British Vessels, or in which British Trade and Navi- 
gation is not placed by such Country upon as advantageous a footing as the Trade and Navigation of 
the most favoured Nation. 
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378. Cancelled by Circular 24th July, 1889. 

379. Under sec. 89 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, the Governor is entrusted with the powers 
which, in res to the Registry of Ships or of me neal therein, are vested by the Act in the Com- 
missioners of Customs in England. It is to the Governor, therefore, that the Registrars of Shipping 
are directed to look for instructions. 

380. The Governor usually appoints the Collectors of Customs in the Colony to act as Registrars of 
Shipping and Superintendents of Mercantile Marine under the Merchant Shipping Acts, the duties of 
thie Registrate and iy cade une being defined in the Instructions which are issued from time to 
time by the Board of e, with the sanction of the Secretary of State. 

381. It being, however, important for statistical beg that information respecting the Trade and 
Navigation of the Colony should be forwarded to the Home Government, the points enumerated in the 
following sections should have the Governor’s careful attention. 


§ II. Skipping. 

382. Particulars of the Registry, Mortgage, Sale, or Loss of Ships should be forwarded by Registrar: 
of Shipping in the Colonies to the Chief Registrar of Shipping, Custom House, London, and of the changes 
in the a Laren of Masters of Ships to the Registrar-General of Seamen, Adelaide Place, London 
Bridge, by the next mail after the transaction takes place. 

385, The Registry of a Ship should be reported in the Customs Form 19, and the transactions subee.- 
uent to her Registry, such as her Sale, Mo e, or other Dealings, in Customs Form 20. In these 
orms the full address of each Owner should be given, and the letters M. O. marked against the name 

of the Managing Owner if there are more Owners than one. The Certificate of all closed and cancelled 
Registries should be forwarded to the Chief Registrar of Shipping, with a memorandum thereon. 
stating the grounds of closing or cancelling the Register. When the Certificate of Registry is lost, a 
Form, No. 20, should be sent, giving the date and particulars of the closing the a ny and the loa 
of the Certificate. The changes in the appointments of Masters, which are endorsed on the Certificate 
of Registry, should be reported to the Registrar-General of Seamen in Form 21, or by letter. 

384. At the end of each year the Registrar of Shipping should prepare and transmit to the Chief 
Rogistrar of Shipping, Custom House, London, an Account made up to 3lst December, showing :— 

(a) The Names, etc., of all Shipe on the Register Books of the Port on the previous Ist January; 

b) The Names, etc., of all Ships registered at the Port during the year, 
distinguishing those Vessels in the List which have been lost, sold to Foreigners, or transferred te 
other Ports. At the end of the List an Abstract should be given of the Number and Tonnage of Vessels 
belo ing to the Port on 3lst December. This List should be transmitted as early as ible in the 
‘agnth.o January, and as these Returns are the foundation of statistical information laid before Parlia- 
ment, too much care cannot be exercised by Registrars in ensuring their accuracy. 


§ III. Seamen. 


385. The duties which Supe eneene of Mercantile Marine are required to perform in respect to 
Merchant Seamen are detailed in their Instructions. The principal point which requires the attention 
of the Governor, is the necessity for the Home Government being furnished with the Board of Trade 
Return, CC 21, by each maul. This Return materially assists in tracing the whereabouts of Naval 
Volunteers who have left their Ships; it also enables the Home Government to obtain from Shipowners 
eepayment of expenses incurred in relieving Seamen who have been left behind sick, and payment of 
the Wages of Crews where Ships are lost with all papers. 


§ IV. Lighthouses, dc. 

386. Notice of anv new Ly gh peat Buoys, or Beacons laced or erected on the shores of the 
British Possessions abroad, and of any alterations in those alvondy existing, should be forwarded as 
early as ible by the Governor through the Secretary of State, in a Memorandum addressed to the 
Board of Trade, who will communicate to the Admiralty for publication. A Form of Notice of a new 
Light, or alteration of a Light, is inserted in the Appendix No. 15. 

387. Any new facts with regard to Navigation, such as the formation or discovery of new Reefs, 
Shoals, Currents, etc., should also be sent home as early as possible, in the same manner and for the 
game purpose. 

§ V. Wrecks. 

388. For the purposes of the Wreck Abstract annually presented to Parliament, particulars of every 
casualty to Shipping on the shores of any British Possession abroad, or to any British Shipping at sea, 
concerni ahich information can be obtained, should be forwarded by the proper Colonial Officer to 
the Board of Trade, in Board of Trade Form Wr. 1 (Colonial),* at the earliest opportunity after the 
occurrence, and an Abstract of such casualties should, if possible, be forwarded to the Board of Trade 


at the end of every year. 
Forms for the Return and the Abstract will be supplied on application to the Board of Trade.

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CHAPTER XIV. 


8 I. Naturalisation. 


402. The naturalisation of aliens in the Colonies is now effected under authority of the Naturalisa- 
tion Acts, 1870 (33 Vic., cap. 14, and 33 & 34 Vic., cap. 102), t+ which empower the Legislature of every 
Colony to confer on aliens by law all or any of the privileges of naturalisation within such Colony. 

403. When any measure for such a purpose is proposed, the Governor should take care that words 
are inserted in the statute confining such privileges to the limits of the Colony. 


SII. Passports of naturalised British Subjects in the Colonies. 


404. Governors are authorised to issue Passports for foreign travel to persons naturalised in their 
respective Colonies. The Form of Passport is inserted in the Appendix No. 16. These Passports 
must be signed by the Governor, and must contain an express declaration that the person receiving the 
Passport has been naturalised as a British subject in the Colony.* 


CHAPTER XV. 


Applications for Opinions of Law Officers in this Country. 

405. If in any case a Colonial Government or Legislature desire to obtain the opinion of the lish 
Law Officers on any important question of Law which may have arisen in the administration of the 
Colony, it is necessary that the Secretary of State should be furnished with a detailed statement explain- 
ing precisely what doubts have arisen, and under what circumstances, enumerating the Instruments 
or Laws bearing on these doubts (of which complete copies should in all cases be annexed), setting forth, 
verbatim, the particular provisions of these Instruments or Laws which appear relevant to the matter 
in hand, and in conclusion stating explicitly the icular questions to which answers are desired. 
A]l papers so furnished for consideration of the English law officers should be sent in duplicate. 





CHAPTER XVI. 
§ I. Criminal Trials. 

406. No Judge presiding on a criminal trial must, upon any account, fail to take notes of the evidence 
adduced ; and no capital Sentence must be executed until the Governor of the Colony shall have perused 
those notes. 

407. In general, no reference, in criminal cases, is to be made from the Governor of any Colony to 
this Country, with a view to the confirmation or remission of Sentences pronounced by the Colonial 
Courts. But His Majesty’s Government will be ready to afford any information, instructions, or advice 
for which the Governor may think it necessary to apply, whenever any question may arise on any 
criminal proceeding on which there may be any special and adequate motive for invoking the interference 
of His Majesty's Government in this Country. enever a capital Sentence shall have been executed, a 
report of it must be transmitted to the Secretary of State. (See Circular Despatch, 14th November, 1877.) 

iver case should be reported to the Secretary of State in which, after sentence of death, a pardon is 

nted, or the capital Sentence is commuted, or the commuted Sentence is remitted. (See Circular 
Despatch of 5th May, 1882.) 

408. Under the Act 12 & 13 Vic., c. 96, all persons charged in any Colony with offences committed on 
the Sea, or in pe within the jurisdiction of the Admiralty, may be dealt with in the same manner as 

if the offences been committed on waters within the local jurisdiction of the Courts of the Colony.t 


§ II. Surrender of Criminals.t 

409, Offenders accused of committing offences within His Majesty’s dominions may be returned to 
the part where the offence was committed in the manner | ehagatheers by the Fugitive Offenders Act, 
1881 (44 & 45 Vic., c. 69). (See also Circulars of 11th Mar., 1882, 21st Sept., 1882, and 16th July, 1883.) 

410. Offenders accused of committing offences in a foreign country may be returned to that country 
in the manner prescribed by the Extradition Acts, 1870 and 1873 (33 4 34 Vic., c. 52, and 36 & 37 
Vic., c. 60), provided an Extradition Treaty exists with that country.|| 

411. These Acts impose duties upon the Governors of Colonies, who should, whenever demand is 
made for the surrender of an offender (British or foreign), refer carefully to them, as well as to the 
Order in Council containing the text of the Treaty and putting it into effect.

§ III.— Removal of Colonial Prisoners. 





413. By the Colonial Prisoners’ Removal Act, 1869 (32 & 33 Vic., c. 10), any two Colonies, with 
the sanction of the King in Council, may agree for the removal of any prisoners from one to the 
other for the purpose of undergoing their punishment in that other Colony.

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414. By the Colonial Prisoners’ Removal Act, 1884 (47 & 48 Vic., c. 31), the Secretary of State, 
with the concurrence of the Governments of the Colonies concerned, may order the removal of a 
particular prisoner, if he falls within the categories specified in the Act, from one Colony to another, 
or to the United Kingdom, to undergo his sentence or the residue thereof. 

416. Criminal lunatics may also be removed in a similar manner under the Act of 1884. 


§ 1V.—Apprehension of Deserters from Merchant Vessels. 


416. The Act 15 & 16 Vic., c. 26 (1852) * enables the Crown to carry into effect arrangements with 
foreign powers for the apprehension and surrender of seamen, not being slaves, who may desert from 
merchant vessels belonging to a subject of such Powers when within His Majesty’s dominions. The 
following list} shows the arrangements (in the shape of treaties, conventions, agreements, declarations, 
notifications, and Orders in Council) at present existing between Great Britain and the Foreign Powers 
named for the mutual surrender of merchant seamen deserters. 


8 V.—Disposal of Convicts. 

417-420. Obsolete. The execution of sentences of penal servitude awarded by courts-martial are now 
provided for under the Army Act of 1881, sections 60 and 131 (2), and the Form of Order for commit- 
ment and removal of military convicts is given in Form B, Appendix to the Rules of Procedure, 1881, 
framed under Section 70, Army Act, 1881. 


CHAPTER XVII. 


Presents. 


421. Governors, Lieutenant-Governors, and all other servants of the Crown in a Colony, are 
prohibited during the continuance of their service in the Colony, from receiving presente, pecuniary or 
valuable (other than the ordinary gifts of personal friends), which may be offered for their acceptance 
by the inhabitants of the Colony or any class of them, or by Kings, Chiefs, or other members of the 
native population in or neighbouring to the Colony, and from giving such presente. 

This rule applies not only to the officers themselves, but also to their families, and officers are 
responsible for its observance by their families. It is not intended to apply to cases of remuneration 
for special service rendered, and paid for with the consent of the Government. The rule may be 
relaxed, with the special permission of the Secretary of State, upon an Officer’s final departure from 
the service of the Colony. 

Money which has been subscribed with a view of marking public approbation of an Officer’s conduct, 
may be dedicated to objects of general utility and connected with the name of the person who has 
merited such a proof of the general esteem. 

422. When presents from Kings, Chiefs, or other members of the native population in or neighbouring 
to the Colony, cannot be absolutely refused without giving offence, they are to be delivered up to the 
Government. To this rule there can be no exception, unless with the express sanction of the Secretary 
of State, which will be granted only on public and not on personal grounds. 

When presents are exchanged between Governors or other officers acting on behalf of the Colonial 
Government in ceremonial intercourses with native Kings, Chiefs, or others, the presents received 
must be credited to the Government, and such return presents as may be sanctioned by the Secretary 
of State will be given at the Government expense. 

Prat Governors are not, without special permission, to forward any articles for presentation to His 
ajesty. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 


Special Rules as to Leave of Absence and Passages for Officers of the Colonies and Protectorates in 
West Africa. 


424.—(a) Subject to the necessities of the Service, European officers, that is to say, officers who were 
not themselves born in West Africa and neither of whose parents was born there, may, after every 
tour of twelve consecutive months of residential service, be granted vacation leave with full pay, for 
two calendar months plus the time necessarily taken on the journey to England; and, if specially 
detained by the Governor or High Commissioner on public grounds after the completion of a tour of 
service, they may be granted vacation leave for ten days more with full iPey in respect of each calendar 
month that they may have been detained, but no additional leave will be granted in respect of any 
fraction of a month. 

+(6) In the case of officers who are returning to West Africa, there may be added to their vacation 
leave a further period of leave with full pay, known as ‘‘return leave,” for two calendar months plus

of such leave. 

(c) No extension of vacation leave will be granted with full pay, but, in exceptional circumstances, 
such as continued ill-health, officers who are not returning may be granted an extension of leave with 
half pay, at the discretion of the Secretary of State. ; 

(a2) Return leave may be extended with half pay on the ground of ill-health for any period not 
exceeding three calendar months; or with full pay if the officer is detained in England by the Secretary 
of State on public grounds. 

(e) Any extension, however short, which may be granted on any other grounds than those 
mentioned must be without pay. 

(f) An officer returning from West Africa will be required to embark by the first steamer leaving 
England after the date on which his leave of absence expires, and will be allowed pay at the rate which 
he is then drawing for any days which may elapse between the expiration of his leave and the 
departure of the steamer ; provided that, if there is a later steamer which is timed to arrive at bis 
destination before the first one, he will be required to proceed by the later one. Extensions of leave 
will date from the expiration of the original leave, and not from the day on which the officer would 
have had to embark if his leave had not been extended.* 

425.—(a) Officers invalided before completing a tour of service may be granted sick leave with full 
pay for the time necessarily taken on the journey to England plus five days in respect of each 
completed calendar month of residential service. In the case of continued ill-health, this leave may 
be extended by the Secretary of State with half pay for such period not exceeding four months as he 
~ think proper. 

(6) In addition to the sick leave which may be granted under the foregoing rule, officers returning to 
West Africa may be ted ‘‘return sick leave” for five days more (making ten days in all), in respect 
of each completed calendar month of residential service plus the time necessarily taken on the journey 
from England, subject to the same conditions with regard to repayment and date of embarkation 
as return leave. They will be allowed full pay for the period of the voyage from England, and half 
pay for any days which may elapse between the end of their leave and the departure of the steamer by 
which they have to return. 

(c) If invalided out of the Colony, but not to Europe, an officer may either draw full pay and pay 
all his own expenses or draw half pay and have the cost of his passages paid by the Government, as the 
Governor or High Commissioner may decide ; and in such cases (that is to say, if the officer does not 
visit Europe) he will not be required to begin a new tour of service on his return, but the two periods 
of service will be regarded as consecutive residential service. Leave granted under this rule should not 
exceed three months, and must be reported to the Secretary of State. t 

426. Officers desiring leave, on the ground of ‘“‘urgent private affairs,” before completing a tour of 
residential service, may, if specially recommended by the Governor or High Commissioner, allowed 
leave without pay, or if they have completed six months of residential service, leave with half pay, at 
the discretion of the Secretary of State; but such leave must in no case exceed four months, inclusive 
of the time taken on the journeys. 

427. Officers to whom the three foregoing regulations apply are required to discharge any duties 
upon which the Governor or High Commissioner may think 1t desirable to employ them; and they are 
not entitled to receive any available half salary under the 107th, 108th, and 113th Regulations, in 
addition to the salary of their own office, for performing the duties of an office vacated by the death or 
removal or temporary absence of the holder, but they will draw the duty allowance when acting in 
any office to which such an allowance is attached. 

ey may also be required by the Secretary of State to discharge any duty or to go through anv 
course of instruction which he may think necessary during their leave of absence, and will not be 
entitled to any additional remuneration or leave of absence in consideration of such employment. 
Allowances granted to cover necessary out-of-pocket expenses are not regarded as remuneration. 





* Persons engaged under agreements in the West Indies or Asia for certain subordinate posts in West Africa 
are employed on special terms as to leave of absence, under which, after three consecutive years of residential 
service, they may be granted *‘ vacation leave ” with full pay for two calendar months pias the time neceszarily 
tuken on the journey to England, and (if they are returning to West Africa) ‘‘return leave” with full pay 
for two calendar months plus the time necessarily taken on the journey from England, with free pamees to 
nod from their homes. Such persons may also be nted the same vacation for the purpose of relaxation 
from business as is allowed to native officials of similar grade, but this annual vacation must not be contin uous 
with the ‘‘ vacation leave” or “ return leave” provided for in their agreements. 

+ Medical Examination of West African Officers :— 

(a) Every officer before applying for permission to proceed on leave of absence will obtain from the 
Medical cer of his station a certificate as to his state of health, and, in case he is not in good health, the 
certificate must contain a recommendation as to the course he should pursue on his arrival in the United 
Kingdom, and must be accompanied by the notes of the case. He will forward these papers to the 
Governor or High Commissioner through the proper channel when applying for leave of absence, and 
ae will penouerores in the despatch notifying to the Secretary of State the leave of absence which has 

en granted. 

(d) en the officer arrivesin the United Kingdom he will receive instructions to present himeaelf to 
one of the Medica] Advisers of the Colonial Office, if that course is recommended by the local Medical 
Officer, and in any case he will be required to show that the recommendations of the local Medical Officer 
are being carried out. 

(c) If an officer falls ill, so as to require medical attendance, during the v home or during his leave 
of absence, and remains ill for a week, he will report the fact to the Colonial ce, and will send a fort- 
mien report from his medica] attendant as long ashe remains under his care. 

d) Unless these rules are observed, an officer will not be entitled to pay during any extension of leave 
which it may be necessary to grant him on the ground of ill-health. 
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428. Free passages to England and out again will be allowed to all officers under the rank of 
Governor who may be granted leave of absence under the 424th and 425th Regulations ; and a free 
passage out will be allowed on their first appointment of all such officers on their executing the usual 
agreement under which they will be Round to refund the cost of the in the event of their 
relinquishing their appointment within three years from the date of their arrival in the Colony 
or Protectorate for any other reason than bodily or mental infirmity. Passages will not be granted to 
wives or children under the 153rd Regulation. ° 

429. If an officer is transferred while in West Africa from one West African Colony or Protectorate 
to another, he will be regarded as having completed a tour of service in the Colony or Protectorate to 
which he is transferred when the sum of his service in the two Colonies or Protectorates amounts to 
twelve months, and the whole of his salary during leave of absence will be paid from the funds of the 
last Colony or Protectorate. 

430. The foregoing regulations (424 to 429) do not apply to native officers, that is to say, officers who 
were themselves born in West Africa or whose parents were either of them born there. All such 
officers are subject to the general regulations as to leave of absence and passages, with the exception 
that they are not entitled to any under the 107th and 108th Regulations when acting in the place 
of an European officer. They will However in lieu of such pay, draw the duty allowance when acting 
in any office to which a duty allowance is attached ; and when they are acting for an European officer 
and not receiving any duty allowance, the Governor may, if he thinks fit, award a gratuity in respect 
of such acting service, subject to the approval of the Secretary of State. On the other hand, the 
regulations numbered 119, 120, 123, 124, 132, 133, and 134, do not apply to European officers. 


CHAPTER XIX. 


Interchange of Visits between Governors, &c., and Naval Officers. 


§ 431. The following procedure in regard to the interchange of visits between Naval Officers and 
Governors, Lieutenant-Governors and Administrators of His Majesty's Colonies, Poesessions, &c., 
abroad is to be observed :— 

1. Official visits between the above are to be exchanged on the following occasions :— 

(a) On the arrival of one or more of His Majesty’s Ships at a port at which the Governor, 
Lieutenant-Governor, Administrator or Commissioner of the Colony, Territory, or Dependency is 
present, between any such officer and the Senior Officer in command of the Ship or se beeps 

(b) On the occasion of the first arrival at such a port of any Flag Officer or Commodore since taking 
up his appointment. 

(c) On the occasion of a Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, Administrator, or Commissioner newly 
appointed assuming office, between him and all Flag Officers and Commodores present. 

d) These visits need not be exchanged more than once during the respective tenure of office of the 
King’s representative and the Naval Officers mentioned above. 

2. Visits. How to be paid :— 

@) A Governor is always to receive the first visit from the Senior Officer in command of the Ship 
or Squadron. 

(6) A Lieutenant-Governor is to pay the first visit to a Flag Officer or Commodore, 1st Class, being 
a Commander-in-Chief, but is to receive the first visit in all other cases. 

(c) An Administrator or Commissioner is to pay the first visit to all Flag Officers or Commodores, 
but is to receive the first visit in all other cases. 

3. Return visits. To be paid within 24 hours. 

a) A Governor will return visits in person to all Flag Officers and Commodores. 

b) A Lieutenant-Governor will do so in person to all Flag Officers and Commodores, not being 
Commanders-in-Chief. 

() An Administrator or Commissioner will do so in person to all Captains. 

d) A Flag Officer or Commodore will do so in person to all Lieutenant-Governors and Adminis- 
trators or Commissioners. 

(e) In all other cases the return visit will be paid by an Aide-de-Camp or other Officer deputed. 

4. Should the Governor or any other Officer administering the Government find that from 
indisposition or pressure of important business he is unable to return or pay a visit in person he will 
depute his Aide-de-Camp or some other Officer to do so. In like manner should a Flag Officer or 
Commodore from indisposition or pressing occupation be precluded from paying or returning a visit he 
will depute his Flag-Lieutenant or other Officer not below that rank to doso. In each case the 
Officer failing to pay the required visit in person will report the circumstance and assign the reasons 
which led to the omission to the Department under which he is acting. 

5. Officers acting temporarily in higher Civil offices or commands are, in respect to these visite, to be 
upon the same footing as if they were confirmed in such offices or commands. 

6. The Senior Naval Officers present will a e, when necessary, to provide suitable boats to 
enable Governors, &c., to pay any official visits afloat, and to reland them, on their notifying their 
wishes to that effect. 

7. For the purpose of this Article, 

(a) The term ‘‘ Governor” includes the Governors-General of Canada and the Commonwealth 
of Australia, the High Commissioners for South Africa and the Western Pacific, and the High 
Commissioners of Northern and Southern Nigeria, Cyprus, andthe Federated Malay States. 
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(6) The term ‘‘ Lieutenant-Governor” means a Lieutenant-Governor administering the Government 
as such. As regards visits, the status of the Commissioner of Wei-hai-wei is that of a Lieutenant- 
Governor. 

(c) The terms ‘‘ Administrator” and ‘‘Commissioner” signify the Administrator ur Commissioner 
of a Colony, Territory, or dependency acting in subordination to a Governor or High Commissioner. 


CHAPTER XxX, 


Use of Flags. 

§432.—-1. The Royal Standard shall be flown at Government House on the King’s Birthday, and on 
the days of His Majesty’s Accession and Coronation. 

2. The Union Flag, without the Badge of the Colony, shall be flown at Government House from 
sunrise to sunset on other days. 

3: The Union F with the approved Arms or Badge of the Colony, as shown in the drawing in 
the Circular Despatch of the 23rd August, 1875, emblazoned in the centre thereof, surrounded by a green 
garland, shall be used by Governors, Lieutenant-Governors, or Officers administering the Government 
of Colonies or Dependencies when embarked in boats or other vessels. 

4. The British Blue Ensign, with the Arms or Badge of the Colony emblazoned on the fly (as 
shown in the drawing enclosed in the Circular Despatch of the 23rd of A t, 1875), and the pendant, 
will be flown by all armed veasels in the employ of the Government of a Colony. 

5. The British Blue Ensign, with the Arms or Badge of the Colony emblazoned thereon, as 
described in the preceding section, but without the pendant, will be flown by veasels which belong to, 
or are in the service of, the Government of a Colony, but not armed. 

6. All other vessels registered as belonging to one of His Meets Ponies or Dependencies will 
fly the Red Ensign without any Badge (see Section 73 (1) of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894). There 
will, however, be no objection to Colonial Merchant Vessels carrying distinguishing flags with the 
Badge of the Colony thereon, in addition to the Red Ensign, provided that such flag does not infringe 
the limits laid down in Section 73 (2) of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894. 

7. Whenever a requisition is received by any Officer in command of one of His Majesty’s Ships for 
the embarkation or conveyance of a Governor, High Commissioner, Lieutenant-Governor, or 
administering the Government of a Colony or Dependency, the Senior Officer present may direct the 
od ert Flag of such official personage to hoisted at the ibaa pega masthead of the ship in 
which he is embarked ; provided that he, after consultation with, and on requisition from, that official. 
considers it for the benefit of the service about to be performed that such flag should be hoisted, ani 
provided that it is only hoisted or carried within the limits of his Government or High Commission in 
which he would be entitled to be saluted under Article 18, page 4, of the King’s Regulations and 
Admiralty Instructions, 1879. 

8. If the Senior Officer considers it, in any circumstances, undesirable to hoist the Flag, be will 
yeh i Governor, High Commissioner, etc., of his reasons, and will at once report the same two the 
Admiralty. 

9. In the event of a Governor, High Commissioner, etc., of a Colony being detached on a Foreign 
Mission in his official ca i Governor or High Commissioner, special instructions will be issued 
in each case as to the which should be carsied by a man-of-war in which he may be embarked: 
in the abeence of which the Senior Officer present will exercise his discretion in consultation with the

379. Under seo. 89 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, the Governor is entrusted with the powers 
which, in to the ag td of Ships or of any interest therein, are vested by the Act in the Com- 
missioners of Customs in England. It is to the Governor, therefore, that the Registrars of Shipping 
are directed to look for instructions. 

380. The Governor usually appoints the Collectors of Customs in the Colony to act as Registrars of 
Shipping and Superintendents of Mercantile Marine under the Merchant Shipping Acts, the duties of 
the i and Superintendents being defined in the Instructions which are issued from time to 
time by the Board of e, with the sanction of the Secretary of State. 

381. It being, however, important for statistical ar Doce that information respecting the Trade and 
Navigation of the Colony should be forwarded to the ome Government, the points enumerated in the 
following sections should have the Governor's careful attention. 


§ IL. Shipping. 

382. Particulars of the Registry, Mortgage, Sale, or Loss of Ships should be ferwarded by Registrars 
of Shipping in the Colonies to the Chief Registrar of Shipping, Custom House, London, and of the changes 
in the appointments of Masters of Ships to the Registrar-General of Seamen, Adelaide Place, London 
Bridge, by the next mail after the transaction takes place. 

. The Registry of a Ship should be reported in the Customs Form 19, and the transactions subse- 
uent to her Registry, such as her Sale, Mo e, or other Dealings, in Customs Form 20. In these 
orms the full address of each Owner should be given, and the letters M. O. marked against the name 

of the Managing Owner if there are more Owners than one. The Certificate of all closed and cancelled 
Registries should be forwarded to the Chief Registrar of Shipping, with a memorandum thereon, 
stating the grounds of closing or cancelling the Register. When the Certificate of Registry is lost, a 
Form, No. 20, should be sent, giving the date and particulars of the closing the istry, and the loss 
of the Certificate. The changes in the appointments of Masters, which are endorsed on the Certificate 
of Registry, should be reported to the Registrar-General of Seamen in Form 21, or by letter. 

384. At the end of each year the Registrar of Shipping should prepare and transmit to the Chief 
Registrar of Shipping, Custom House, London, an Account made up to 3lst December, showing :— 

tf) The Names, etc., of all Ships on the Register Books of the Port on the previous Ist January; 

b) The Names, etc., of all aan registered at the Port during the year, 
distinguishing those Vessels in the List which have been lost, sold to Foreigners, or transferred te 
other Ports. At the end of the List an Abstract should be ae of the Number and Tonnage of V easels 
sega ae to the Port on 3lst December. This List should be transmitted as early as ible in the 
month of January, and as these Returns are the foundation of statistical information laid before Parlia- 
ment, too much care cannot be exercised by Registrars in ensuring their accuracy. 


§ ITI. Seamen. 


385. The duties which Sopeunen ae of Mercantile Marine are required to perform in respect to 
Merchant Seamen are detailed in their Instructions. The principal point which requires the attention 
of the Governor, is the necessity for the Home Government being furnished with the Board of Trade 
Return, CC 21, by each mail. This Return materially assists in tracing the whereabouts of Naval 
Volunteers who have left their Ships; it also enables the Home Government to obtain from Shipowners 
repayment of expenses incurred in relieving Seamen who have been left behind sick, and payment of 
the Wages of Crews where Ships are lost with all papers. 


SIV. Lighthouses, dc. 

386. Notice of anv new Lighthouses, Buoys, or Beacons placed or erected on the shores of the 
British Possessions abroad, and of any alterations in those alecady existing, should be forwarded as 
early as ) ale by the Governor through the Secretary of State, in a Memorandum addressed to the 
Board of Trade, who will communicate to the Admiralty for publication. A Form of Notice of a new 
Light, or alteration of a Light, is inserted in the Appendix No. 15. 

387. Any new facts with regard to Navigation, such as the formation or disoovery of new Reefs, 
Shoals, Currents, etc., should also be sent home as early as possible, in the same manner and for the 
same purpose. 

§ V. Wrecks. 

388. For the purposes of the Wreck Abstract annually presented to Parliament, particulars of every 
casualty to Shipping on the shores of any British Possession abroad, or to any British Shipping at sea, 
concerning which information can be obtained, should be forwarded by the proper Colo Officer to 
the Board of Trade, in Board of Trade Form Wr. 1 (Colonial),* at the earliest opportunity after the 
occurrence, and an Abstract of such casualties should, if possible, be forwarded to the Board of Trade 


at the end of every year. 
Forms for the Return and the Abstract will be supplied on application to the Board of Trade.

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CHAPTER XIV. 


§ I. Naturalisation. 


402. The naturalisation of aliens in the Colonies is now effected under authority of the Naturalisa- 
tion Acts, 1870 (33 Vic., cap. 14, and 33 & 34 Vic., cap. 102), f+ which empower the Legislature of every 
Colony to confer on aliens by law all or any of the privileges of naturalisation within such Colony. 

403. When any measure for such a purpose is pro the Governor should take care that words 
are inserted in the statute confining such privileges to the limits of the Colony. 


§ II. Passports of naturalised British Subjects tn the Colonies. 


404. Governors are authorised to issue Passports for foreign travel to persons naturalised in their 
respective Colonies. The Form of Passport is inserted in the Appendix No. 16. These Passports 
must be signed by the Governor, and must contain an express declaration that the person receiving the 
Passport has been naturalised as a British subject in the Colony.* 


CHAPTER XV. 


Applications for Opinions of Law Officers in this Country. 

405. If in any case a Colonial Government or Legislature desire to obtain the opinion of the English 
Law Officers on any important question of Law which may have arisen in the administration of the 
Colony, itis necessary that the Secretary of State should be furnished with a detailed statement explain- 
Ing precisely what doubts have arisen, and under what circumstances, enumerating the Instruments 
or Laws bearing on these doubts (of which complete copies should in all cases be annexed), setting forth, 
verbatim, the particular provisions of these Instruments or Laws which appear relevant to the matter 
in hand, and in conclusion stating explicitly the particular questions to which answers are desire:|. 
All papers so furnished for consideration of the English law officers should be sent in duplicate. 





CHAPTER XVI. 
§ I. Criminal Trials. 

406. No Judge presiding on a criminal trial must, upon any account, fail to take notes of the evidence 
enuneed ; and no capital Sentence must be executed until the Governor of the Colony shall have perused 

Ose notes. 

407. In general, no reference, in criminal cases, is to be made from the Governor of any Colony to 
this Country, with a view to the confirmation or remission of Sentences pronounced by the Colonial 
Courts. But His Majesty’s Government will be ready to afford any information, instructions, or advice 
for which the Governor may think it necessary to apply. whenever any question may arise on any 
criminal proceeding on which there may be any = ea and adequate motive for invoking the interference 
of His Majesty’s Government in this Country. Whenever a capital Sentence shall have been executed, a 
report of it must be transmitted to the Secretary of State. (See Circular Despatch, 14th November, 1877.) 

Every case should be sr eat to the Secretary of State in which, after sentence of death, a pardon is 

nted, or the capital Sentence is commuted, or the commuted Sentence is remitted. (See Circular 

espatch of 5th May, 1882.) 

408. Under the Act 12 & 13 Vic., c. 96, all persons charged in any Colony with offences committed on 
the Sea, or in places within the jurisdiction of the Admiralty, may be dealt with in the same manner as 
if the offences had been committed on waters within the local jurisdiction of the Courts of the Colony.t 


§ II. Surrender of Criminals.t 

409. Offenders accused of committing offences within His Majesty’s dominions may be returned to 
the part where the offence was committed in the manner prescribed by the Fugitive Offenders Act, 
1881 (44 & 45 Vic., c. 69). (See also Circulars of 11th Mar., 1882, 21st Sept., 1882, and 16th July, 1883.) 

410. Offenders accused of committing offences in a foreign country may be returned to that country 
in the manner prescribed by the Extradition Acts, 1870 and 1873 (33 & 34 Vic., c. 52, and 36 & 37 
Vic., c. 60), provided an Extradition Treaty exists with that country.|| 

411. These Acts impose duties upon the Governors of Colonies, who should, whenever demand is 
made for the surrender of an offender (British or foreign), refer carefully to them, as well as to the 
Order in Council containing the text of the Treaty and putting it into effect.

§ III.—Removal of Colonial Prisoners. 


413. By the Colonial Prisoners’ Removal Act, 1869 (32 & 33 Vic., c. 10), any two Colonies, with 
the sanction of the King in Council, may agree for the removal of any prisoners from one to the 
other for the purpose of undergoing their punishment in that other Colony.

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414, By the Colonial Prisoners’ Removal Act, 1884 (47 & 48 Vic., oc. 31), the Secretary of State, 
with the concurrence of the Governments of the Colonies concerned, may order the removal of a 
particular prisoner, if he falls within the categories specified in the Act, from one Colony to another, 
or to the United Kingdom, to undergo his sentence or the residue thereof. 

415. Criminal lunatics may also be removed in a similar manner under the Act of 1884. 


§ 1V.—Apprehension of Deserters from Merchant Vessels. 


416. The Act 15 & 16 Vic., c. 26 (1852) * enables the Crown to carry into effect arrangements with 
foreign powers for the apprehension and surrender of seamen, not being slaves, who may desert from 
merchant vessels belonging to a subject of such Powers when within His Majesty’s dominions. The 
following listt shows the arrangements (in the shape of treaties, conventions, agreements, declarations, 
notifications, and Orders in Council) at present existing between Great Britain and the Foreign Powers 
named for the mutual surrender of merchant seamen deserters. 


§ V.—Disposal of Convicts. 

417-420. Obsolete. The execution of sentences of penal servitude awarded by courte-martial are now 
provided for under the Army Act of 1881, sections 60 and 131 (2), and the Form of Order for commit- 
ment and removal of military convicts is given in Form B, Appendix to the Rules of Procedure, 1881, 
framed under Section 70, Army Act, 1881. 


CHAPTER XVII. 


Presents. 


421. Governors, Lieutenant-Governors, and all other servants of the Crown in a Colony, are 
prohibited during the continuance of their service in the Colony, from receiving presents, pecuniary or 
valuable (other than the ordinary gifts of personal friends), which may be offered for their acceptance 
by the inhabitants of the Colony or any class of them, or by Kings, Chiefs, or other members of the 
native population in or neighbouring to the Colony, and from giving such presents. 

This rule applies not only to the officers themselves, but also to their families, and officers are 
responsible for its observance by their families. It is not intended to apply to cases of remuneration 
for special service rendered, and paid for with the consent of the Government. The rule may be 
relaxed, with the special permission of the Secretary of State, upon an Officer’s final departure from 
the service of the Colony. 

Money which has been subscribed with a view of marking public approbation of an Officer’s conduct, 
may be dedicated to objects of genera) utility and connected with the name of the person who has 
merited such a proof of the general esteem. 

422. When presents from Kings, Chiefs, or other members of the native population in or neighbouring 
to the Colony, cannot be absolutely refused without giving offence, they are to be delivered up to the 
Government. To this rule there can be no exception, unless with the express sanction of the Secretary 
of State, which will be granted only on public and not on personal grounds. 

When presents are exchanged between Governors or other officers acting on behalf of the Colonial 
Government in ceremonial intercourses with native Kings, Chiefs, or others, the presente received 
must be credited to the Government, and such return presents as may be sanctioned by the Secretary 
of State will be given at the Government expense. 


iene Governors are not, without special permission, to forward any articles for presentation to His 
ajesty. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 
Special Rules as to Leave of Absence and Passayes for Officers of the Colonies and Protectorates in 


est Africa 


424.—(a) Subject to the necessities of the Service, European officers, that is to say, officers who were 
not themselves born in West Africa and neither of whose parents was born there, may, after every 
tour of twelve consecutive months of residential service, be granted vacation leave with full pay, for 
two calendar months plus the time necessarily taken on the journey to England; and, if specially 
detained by the Governor or High Commissioner on public grounds after the completion of a tour of 
service, they may be granted vacation leave for ten days more with full pay in respect of each calendar 
month that they may have been detained, but no additional leave will | be granted in respect of any 
fraction of a month. 

+(b) In the case of officers who are returning to West Africa, there may be added to their vacation 
leave a further period of leave with full pay, known as ‘‘return leave,” for two calendar months plus

(c) No extension of vacation leave will be granted with full pay, but, in exceptional circumstances, 
such as continued ill-health, officers who are not returning may be granted an extension of leave with 
half pay, at the discretion of the Secretary of State. : 

(ad) Return leave may be extended with half pay on the ground of ill-health for any period not 
exceeding three calendar months; or with full pay if the officer is detained in England by the Secretary 
of State on public grounds. 

(ce) Any extension, however short, which may be granted on any other grounds than those 
mentioned must be without pay. 

(f) An officer returning from West Africa will be required to embark by the first steamer leaving 
England after the date on which his leave of absence expires, and will be allowed pay at the rate which 
he is then drawing for any days which may elapse between the expiration of his leave and the 
departure of the steamer; provided that, if there is a later steamer which is timed to arrive at his 
destination before the first one, he will be required to proceed by the later one. Extensions of leave 
will date from the ry ripeness of the original leave, and not from the day on which the officer would 
have had to embark if his leave had not been extended. * 

425.—(a) Officers invalided before completing a tour of service may be granted sick leave with full 
pay for the time necessarily taken on the journey to England p/us five days in respect of each 
completed calendar month of residential service. In the case of continued ill-health, this leave may 
be extended by the Secretary of State with half pay for such period not exceeding four months as he 
er think proper. 

(6) In addition to the sick leave which may be granted under the foregoing rule, officers returning to 
West Africa may be ted ‘return sick leave” for five days more (making ten days in all), in respect 
of each completed calendar month of residential service plus the time necessarily taken on the journey 
from England, subject to the same conditions with regard to repayment and date of embarkation 
as return leave. ey will be allowed full pay for the period of the voyage from England, and half 
pay for any days which may elapse between the end of their leave and the departure of the steamer bv 
which they have to return. 

(c) If invalided out of the Colony, but not to Europe, an officer may either draw full pay and pay 
all his own expenses or draw half pay and have the cost of his passages paid by the Government, as the 
Governor or High Commissioner may decide; and in such cases (that is to say, if the officer does not 
visit Europe) he will not be required to begin a new tour of service on his return, but the two periods 
of service will be regarded as consecutive residential service. Leave granted under this rule should not 
exceed three months, and must be reported to the Secretary of State. t 

426. Officers desiring leave, on the ground of ‘‘urgent private affairs,” before completing a tour of 
residential service, may, if specially recommended by the Governor or High Commissioner, be allowed 
leave without pay, or if they have completed six months of residential service, leave with half pay, at 
the discretion of the Secretary of State; but such leave must in no case exceed four months, inclusive 
of the time taken on the journeys. 

427. Officers to whom the three foregoing regulations apply are required to discharge any duties 
upon which the Governor or High Commissioner may think it desirable to employ them ; and they are 
not entitled to receive any available half salary under the 107th, 108th, and 113th Regulations, in 
addition to the salary of their own office, for performing the duties of an office vacated by the death or 
removal or temporary absence of the holder, but they will draw the duty allowance when acting in 
any office to which such an allowance is attached. 

ey may also be required by the Secretary of State to discharge any rae Oia to go through any 
course of instruction which he may think necessary during their leave of absence, and will not be 
entitled to any additional remuneration or leave of absence in consideration of such employment 
Allowances granted to cover necessary out-of-pocket expenses are not regarded as remuneration. 


* Persons engaged under agreements in the West Indies or Asia for certain subordinate posts in West Africa 
are employed on special terms as to leave of absence, under which, after three consecutive aor of residential 
service, they may be granted ** vacation leave ” with full pay for two calendar months plus the time necessarily 
taken on the journey to England, and (if they are returning to Weat Africa) ‘‘return leave” with full pay 
for two calendar months p/xs the time necessarily taken on the journey from England, with free to 
nod from their homes. Such persona may also be nted the same vacation for the purpose of relaxation 
from business as is allowed to native officials of similar grade, but this annual vacation must not be continuous 
with the ‘‘ vacation leave” or ‘‘ return leave ”’ provided for in their agreements. 

+ Medical Examination of West African Officers :— 

(a) Every officer before applying for permission to proceed on leave of absence will obtain from the 
Medical Officer of his station a certificate as to his state of health, and, in case he is not in good health, the 
certificate must contain a recommendation as to the course he should pursue on his arrival in the United 
Kingdom, and must be accompanied by the notes of the case. He will forward these papers to the 
Governor or High Commissioner through the proper channel when applying for leave of absence, and 
ee will Doreen in the despatch notifying to the Secretary of State the leave of absence which bas 

een nted. 

(b) When the officer arrivesin the United Kingdom he will receive instructions to present himrelf w 
one of the Medical Advisers of the Colonial Office, if that course is recommended by the local Medical 
Officer, and in any case he will be required to show that the recommendations of the local Medical Officer 
are being carried out. 

(ec) If an officer falls ill, so as to require medical attendance, during the v: home or during his leave 
of absence, and remains ill for a week, he will report the fact to the Colonial Office, and will send a fort- 
nightly report from his medica] attendant as long as he remains under his care. 

d) Unless these rules are observed, an officer will not be entitled to pay during any extension of leave 
which it may be necessary to grant him on the ground of ill-health. 
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428. Free passages to England and out again will be allowed to all officers under the rank of 
Governor who may be granted leave of absence under the 424th and 425th Regulations; and a free 
passage out will be allowed on their first appointment of all such officers on their executing the usual 
agreement under which they will be hound to refund the cost of the ara oy in the event of their 
relinquishing their appointment within three years from the date of their arrival in the Colony 
or Protectorate for any other reason than bodily or mental infirmity. Passages will not be granted to 
wives or children under the 153rd si arias ° 

429, If an officer is transferred while in West Africa from one West African Colony or Protectorate 
to another, he will be regarded as having completed a tour of service in the Colony or Protectorate to 
which he is transferred when the sum of his service in the two Colonies or Protectorates amounts to 
twelve months, and the whole of his salary during leave of absence will be paid from the funds of the 
last Colony or Protectorate. 

430. The foregoing regulations (424 to 429) do not apply to native officers, that is to say, officers who 
were themselves born in West Africa or whose parents were either of them born there. All such 
officers are subject to the general regulations as to leave of absence and passages, with the exception 
that they are not entitled to any y under the 107th and 108th Regulations when acting in the place 
of an European officer. They will, owever, in lieu of such pay, draw the duty allowance when acting 
in any office to which a duty allowance is attached ; and when they are acting for an European officer 
and not receiving any duty allowance, the Governor may, if he thinks fit, award a gratuity in respect 
of such acting service, subject to the approval of the Secretary of State. On the other hand, the 
regulations numbered 119, 120, 123, 124, 132, 183, and 134, do not apply to European officers. 


CHAPTER XIX. 


Interchange of Visits between Governors, &c., and Naval Officers. 


§ 431. The following procedure in regard to the interchange of visits between Naval Officers and 
Governors, Lieutenant-Governors and Administrators of His Majesty’s Colonies, Possessions, &Xc., 
abroad is to be observed :— 

1. Official visits between the above are to be exchanged on the following occasions :— 

(a) On the arrival of one or more of His Majesty’s Ships at a port at which the Governor, 
Lieutenant-Governor, Administrator or Commissioner of the Colony, Territory, or Dependency is 
present, between any such officer and the Senior Officer in command of the Ship or Squadron. 

(b) On the occasion of the first arrival at such a port of any Flag Officer or Conn ore since taking 
up his appointment. 

(c) On the occasion of a Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, Administrator, or Commissioner newly 
appointed assuming office, between him and all Flag Officers and Commodores present. 

d) These visits need not be exchanged more than once during the respective tenure of office of the 
King’s representative and the Naval Officers mentioned above. 

2. Visita. How to be paid :— 

Q A Governor is always to receive the first visit from the Senior Officer in command of the Ship 
or Squadron. 

(b) A Lieutenant-Governor is to pay the first visit to a Flag Officer or Commodore, 1st Class, being 
a Commander-in-Chief, but is to receive the first visit in all other cases. 

(c) An Administrator or Commissioner is to pay the first visit to all Flag Officers or Commodores, 
but is to receive the first visit in all other cases. 

3. Return visits. To be paid within 24 hours. 

(S} A Governor will return visits in person to all Flag Officers and Commodores. 

b) A Lieutenant-Governor will do so in person to all Flag Officers and Commodores, not being 
Commanders-in-Chief. 

(c) An Administrator or Commissioner will do so in person to all Captains. 

(dq) A Flag Officer or Commodore will do so in person to all Lieutenant-Governors and Adminis- 
trators or Commissioners. 

(e) In all other cases the return visit will be paid by an Aide-de-Camp or other Officer deputed. 

4. Should the Governor or any other cer administering the Government find that from 
indisposition or pressure of important business he is unable to return or pay a visit in pone he will 
depute his Aide-de-Camp or some other Officer to do so. In like manner should a Flag Officer or 
Commodore from indisposition or pressing occupation be precluded from paying or returning a visit he 
will depute his Flag-Lieutenant or other cer not below that rank to doso. In each case the 
Officer failing to pay the required visit in person will report the circumstance and assign the reasons 
which led to the omission to the Department under which he is acting. 

5. Officers acting temporarily in higher Civil offices or commands are, in respect to these visits, to be 
upon the same footing as if they were confirmed in such offices or commands. 

6. The Senior Naval Officers present will a e, when necessary, to provide suitable boats to 
enable Governors, &c., to pay any official visits afloat, and to reland them, on their notifying their 
wishes to that effect. 

7. For the purpose of this Article, 

(a) The term ‘‘ Governor” includes the Governors-General of Canada and the Commonwealth 
of Australia, the High Commissioners for South Africa and the Western Pacific, and the High 
Commissioners of Northern and Southern Nigeria, Cyprus, and the Federated Malay States. 
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(b) The term ‘‘ Lieutenant-Governor ” means a Lieutenant-Governor administering the Government 
as such. As regards visite, the status of the Commissioner of Wei-hai-wei is that of a Lieutenant- 
Governor. 

(c) The terms ‘‘ Administrator” and ‘‘Commnissioner” signify the Administrator or Commissioner 
of a Colony, Territory, or dependency acting in subordination to a Governor or High Commissioner. 


CHAPTER XX, 


Use of Flags. 

§432.—-1. The Royal Standard shall be flown at Government House on the King’s Birthday, and on 
the davs of His Majesty's Accession and Coronation. 

2. The Union Flag, without the Badge of the Colony, shall be flown at Government House from 
sunrise to sunset on other days. 

3. The Union Flag, with the approved Arms or Badge of the Colony, as shown in the drawing in 
the Circular Despatch of the 23rd August, 1875, emblazoned in the centre thereof, surrounded by a green 
garland, shall be used by Governors, Lieutenant-Governors, or Officers administering the Government 
of Colonies or Dependencies when embarked in boats or other vessels. 

4. The British Blue Ensign, with the Arms or Badge of the Colony emblazoned on the fiy (as 
shown in the drawing enclosed in the Circular Despatch of the 23rd of August, 1875), and the pendant, 
will be flown by all armed vessels in the employ of the Government of a Colony. 

5. The British Blue Ensign, with the Arms or Badge of the Colony emblazoned thereon, as 
described in the preceding section, but without the pendant, will be flown by vessels which belong to, 
or are in the service of, the Government of a Colony, but not armed. 

6. All other vessels registered as belonging to one of His Majesty's Colonies or Dependencies will 
fly the Red Ensign without any Badge (see Section 73 (1) of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894). There 
will, however, be no objection to Colonial Merchant Vessels carrying distinguishing flags with the 
Badge of the Colony thereon, in addition to the Red Ensign, nrovided that such flag doce not infringe 
the limits laid down in Section 73 (2) of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894. 

7. Whenever a requisition is received by any Officer in command of one of His Majesty’s Ships for 
the embarkation or conveyance of a Governor, High Commissioner, Lieutenant-Governor, or Officer 
administering the Government of a sega ea Dependency, the Senior Officer present may direct the 
Special Flag of such official personage to hoisted at the foretop-gallant masthead of the ship in 
which he is embarked ; provided that he, after consultation with, and on requisition from, that official. 
considers it for the benefit of the service about to be performed that such flag should be hoisted, and 
provided that it is only hoisted or carried within the limits of his Government or High Commission in 
which he would be entitled to be saluted under Article 18, page 4, of the King’s Regulations and 
Admiralty Instructions, 1879. 

8. If the Senior Officer considers it, in any circumstances, undesirable to hoist the Flag, he will 
yee a Governor, High Commissioner, etc., of his reasons, and will at once report the same to the 
Admiralty. 

9. In the event of a Governor, High Commissioner, etc., of a Colony being detached on a Foreign 
Mission in his official capacity as Governor or High Commissioner, special instructions will be issued 
in each case as to the Flag which should be carried by a man-of-war in which he may be embarked; 
in the absence of which the Senior Officer present will exercise his discretion in consultation with the 
official proceeding on the mission.

In other cases the 
areraee annual amount of salary or wages for the 36 months next preceding the date of retirement 
should be inserted, preceded by the word ‘‘average”’; but if the whole period of service is less than 
three years, then the average for the whole period of service should be inserted. 

Head 7.—A separate statement should be inserted of the average annual value, for the 36 monthy 
immediately preceding retirement, of each emolument (exclusive of salary or wages) which is claimed 
to be included in the calculation of the pension or gratuity. 

Whenever the value of a house or house allowance, so ascertained, exceeds one-sixth of the salary 
and other emoluments which count for pension purposes, it is to be reduced to one-sixth of that 
amount, so that it shall not exceed one-seventh of the whole. 

Fees which an officer is allowed to retain for his own use will be taken into account for ion 
purposes, with regular salary, at the annual average of the net receipts of the 36 months next 
preceding the officer’s retirement. These net receipts are to be ascertained by deducting from the 
gross amount of fees such office expenses, etc., as an officer may have had to defray from his own 
resources, in performing the services for which he was remunerated by fees. No deduction, however, 
from the fees should be made in respect of office expenses provided from public funds, for the due 
discharge of those duties to which a fixed salary is annexed. Papers of ‘‘ particulars” when forwarded 
to the Colonial Department, should be accompanied by formal declarations from the retiring officers, 
showing the amount received by them for fees, and the amount defrayed as above for office expenses, 
etc., in each of the three years immediately preceding the retirement. It will be the duty of th 
Colonial Governments concerned to satisfy themselves of the accuracy of such statements before 
forwarding them to the Colonial Office. In the case of Officers receiving fixed salaries and fees, the 
fees will not in ordinary circumstances be allowed to count for pension purposes to the extent of more 
than one quarter of the salaries; and fees will not in any case be allowed to count for ion purposes 
during any period in which the whole time of the officer receiving them was not given to the public service. 

Head 8.—In cases of infirmity, if the applicant is below the ordinary age for retirement, a medical 
certificate is to be furnished showing that he is disqualified by infirmity of mind or body for di i 
the duties of his situation, and that such infirmity is likely to be permanent. 

In case of ten years’ service or more, this certificate should be signed by two Officers, of whom at | 
least one should, if possible, be a salaried Officer of the Government 
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Head 9.—As to ‘‘broken” service, see Head 3. 

If the applicant has had any ‘‘acting” service, the details must be fully given, with a statement 
lees or not, during the ‘‘acting” service he was connected with the permanent Civil Service of 
the Colony. 

Head 11.—If, in special circumstances, a professional civil officer has been allowed to have “‘ private 
practice” without forfeiting his claim to pension, the facts are to be fully stated. 

Head 14.—If the applicant is liable to any deduction from his service under Clause 102 of the 
Colonial Regulations, the facts should be fully stated. : 

Head 19.—-The length of service and other Pagid gh pe of the computation are to be given. When 
an sls of salary, etc., is taken, the mode of calculating it (whether by months, etc.) is to be 
explained. 

N.B.—This Form of Particulars is not at present used in Ceylon and the Straits Settlements, for 
which Colonies special forms have been approved—({See Despatches to Governors of those Colonies, 
19th December, 1879.) A separate form is also used for West African pensions. (See Despatch of 
6th January, 1905.

WHEREAS We, taking into Our Royal Consideration that there exists no means of adequately 
rewarding the individual gallant services either of Officers of the lower grades in our Naval and Militarr 
Service, or of Warrant and Petty Officers, Seainen, and Marines in Our Navy, and Non-commissioned 
Officers and Soldiers in Our Army ; and whereas the Third Class of our Most Honorable Order of the 
Bath is limited, except in very rare cases, to the higher ranks of both Services, and the nting of 
medals, both in Our Navy and Army, is only awarded for long service or meritorious conduct, rather 
than for bravery in action or distinction before an enemy, such cases alone excepted where a genera: 
medal is granted for a particular action or campaign, or a clasp added to the medal for some especial 
engagement, in both of which cases all share equally in the boon, and those who by their valour have 
particularly signalised themselves remain undistinguished from their comrades: Now, for the 
of attaining an end so desirable as that of rewarding individual instances of merit and valour, We have 
instituted and created and by these Presents, for Us, Our Heirs and Successors, institute and create a 
New Naval and Military Decoration, which we are desirous should be highly prized’and eagerly ht 
after by the Officers and Men of Our Naval and Military Services, and are graciously pleased epi tek 
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ordain, and establish the following rules and ordinances for the government of the same, which shall 
from henceforth be inviolably observed and kept :— 

aka i It is ordained, that the distinction shall be styled and designated ‘‘ the Victoria Cross,” 
and shall consist of a Maltese Cross of Bronze, with Our Royal Crest in the centre, and underneath 
which an escroll, bearing this inscription, ‘‘ For Valour.” 

Secondly. It is ordained, that the Cross shall be suspended from the left breast, by a blue riband 
for the Navy, and by a red riband for the Army. 

Thirdly. It is ordained, that the names of those upon whom We may be pleased to confer the 
Decoration shall be published in the ‘‘ London Gazette,” and a registry thereof kept in the office of our 
Secretary of State for War. 

Fourthly. It is ordained, that anyone who, after having received the Cross, shall again perform an 
act of bravery, which, if he had not received such Cross, would have entitled him to it, such further 
act shall be recorded by a Bar attached to the riband by which the Cross is suspended, and for every 
additional act of bravery an additional Bar may be added. 

Fifthly. It is ordained, that the Cross shall only be awarded to those Officers or men who have 
served Us in the presence of the enemy, and shall have then performed some signal act of valour or 
devotion to their country. 

Sixthly. It is ordained, with a view to place all persons on a perfectly equal footing in relation to 
eligibility for the Decoration, that neither rank, nor long service, nor wounds, norany other circum- 
stance or condition whatsoever, save the merit of conspicuous bravery, shall be held to establish a 
sufficient claim to the honour. 

Seventhly. It is ordained, that the Decoration may be conferred on the spot where the act to be 
rewarded by the t of such Decoration has been performed, under the following circumstances :— 

I. When the Fleet or Army in which such act has been performed is under the eye and command 
of an Admiral or General Officer commanding the Forces. 

II. Where the Naval or Military force is under the eye and command of an Admiral or Commodore 
commanding a squadron or detached naval force, or of a General commanding a corps, or division, or 
brigade on a distinct and detached service, when such Admiral, Commodore, or General Officer shall 
have the power of conferring the Decoration on the spot, subject to confirmation by Us. 

Righthly. It is ordained, where such act shall not have been performed in sight of a Commanding 
Officer as aforesaid, then the claimant for the honour shall prove the act to the satisfaction of the Cap- 
tain or Officer commanding his ship, or to the Officer commanding the regiment to which the claimant 
belongs, and such Captain or such Commanding Officer shall report the same through the usual channel 
to the Admiral or Commodore commanding the force employed on the service, or to the Officer com- 
manding the forces in the field, who shall call for such description and attestation of the act as he may 
think requisite, and on ou ade shall recommend the grant of the Decoration. 

Ninthly. It is ordained, that every person selected for the Cross, under rule seven, shall be publicly 
decorated before the Naval or Military force or body to which he belongs, and with which the act of 
bravery for which he is to be rewarided shall have been performed, and his name shall be recorded in a 
General Order, together with the cause of his especial distinction. 

Tenthly. It is ordained, that every person selected under rule eight shall receive his Decoration as 
soon as possible, and his name shall likewise appear in a General Order as above required, such General 
Order to be issued by the Naval or Military Commander of the Forces employed on the service. 

Eleventhly. It is ordained, that the General Orders above referred to shall from time to time be 
transmitted to Our Secretary of State for War, to be laid before Us, and shall be by him registered. 

Twelfthly. It is ordained, that as cases may arise not falling within the rules above specified, or in 
which a claim, though well founded, may not have been established on the spot, We wil. on the joint 
submission of Our Secretary of State for War and of Our Commander-in-Chief of Our Army, or on that 
of Our Lord High Admiral or Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty in the case of the Navy, confer the 
Deeg never without conclusive proof of the performance of the act of bravery for which the 
claim is made. 

Thirteenthly. It is ordained, that in the event of a gallant and daring act having been performed 
by a squadron, ship’s company, a detached body of Seamen and Marines, not under fifty in number, 
or by a brigade, regiment, troop, or company, in which the Admiral, General, or other Officer com- 
manding such forces, may deem that all are equally braveand distinguished, and that no special selection 
can be made by them ; then in such case the Admiral, General, or other Officer commanding, may 
direct, thatfor any such body of Seamen or Marines, or for every troop or company of Soldiers, one Officer 
shall be selected by the Officers engaged for the Decoration ; and in like manner one Petty Officer or 
Non-Commissioned Officer shall be selected by the Petty Officers and Non-commissioned Officers 
engaged ; and two Seamen or Private Soldiers or Marines shall be selected by the Seamen, or Private 
Soldiers, or Marines, engaged respectively, for the Decoration; and the names of those selected 
shall be transmitted by the Senior Officer in command of the Naval force, brigade, regiment, troop, 
or company, to the Admiral or General Officer commanding, who shall in due manner confer the 
Decoration as if the acts were done under his own eye. 

Fourteenthly. It is ordained, that every Warrant Officer, Petty Officer, Seaman, or Marine, or Non- 
commissioned Officer or Soldier, who shall have received the Cross, shall, from the date of the act b 
which the Decoration has been gained, be entitled to a Special Pension of Ten Pounds a year, and eac 
additional Bar conferred under rule four on such Warrant or Petty Officera, or Non-commissioned 
Officers or Men, shall carry with it an Additional Pension of Five Pounds per annum. 

Fifteenthly. In order to make such additional provision as shall effectually preserve pure this most 
honourable distinction it is ordained, that if any person on whom such distinction shall be conferred be 
convicted of treason, cowardice, felony, or of any infamous crime, or if he be accused of any such 
offence, and doth not after a reasonable time surrender himself to be tried for the same his name shall 
forthwith be erased from the registry of individuals upon whom the said Decoration shall have been con- 
ferred by an especial Warrant under Our Royal Sign Manual, and the Pension conferred under rule 
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fourteen shall cease and determine from the Date of such Warrant. It is hereby further declared 
that We, Our Heirs and Successors, shall be the sole judges of the circumstance demanding such 
expulsion ; moreover We shall at all times have power to restore such persons as may at any time 
have been expelled, both to the enjoyment of the Decoration and Pensions.

Victoria, by the Grace of God, of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland Queen, 
Defender of the Faith. To all to whom these Presents shall come, Greeting : 

WHEREAS, by a Warrant under Our Royal Sign Manual, countersigned by one of Our Principal 
Secretaries of State, and bearing date, at Our Court at Buckingham Palace, the 29th day of January, 
1856, in the nineteenth year of Our Reign, We did constitute and create a new Naval and Military 
Decoration, to be styled and sai une the Victoria Cross, which Decoration We expressed our desire 
should be highly prized and eagerly sought after by the Officers and Men of Our Naval and Military 
Services, and did also make, ordain, and establish the Rules and Ordinances therein set forth for the 
government of the same, to be thenceforth inviolably observed and kept : 

And whereas during the progress of the operations which We have undertaken against the Insur- 
gent Native Tribes in Our Colony of New Zealand it has happened that persons serving in the Local 
Forces of Our said Colony have performed deeds of gallantry, in consideration of which they are not, 
according to the strict provisions of Our said recited Warrant, eligible for this high distinction : 

Now know ye, that We of Our se wikia Grace, certain knowledge, and mere motion, have thought 
fit hereby to signify Our Royal Will and Pleasure that the said Decoration may be conferred on such 
nen aforesaid, who may be qualified to receive the same in accordance with the Rules and 

rdinances made, ordained, and established by Us for the Government thereof, by Our said recited 
Warrant, and We do by these Presents, for Us, Our Heirs and Successors, ordain and appoint that it 
shall be competent for such persons aforesaid to obtain the said Decoration in the manner set forth in 
the Rules and Ordinances referred to, or in accordance with such further Rules and Ordinances as 
wy hereafter be made and ge ted by Us, Our Heirs and Successors, for the government of the 
said Decoration ; provided that it be established in any case that the person was serving with Our 
Troops, under the Orders of a General or other Officer, under circumstances which would entitle an 
Officer or Soldier of our Army to be recommended for the said Decoration, in accordance with the 
Rules and Ordinances prescribed in Our said recited Warrant, and provided also such person shall be 
recommended for it by such General or other Officer : 

And We do further, for Us, Our Heirs and Successors, ordain and appoint that the said Decoration 
may also be conferred, in accordance with the Rules and Ordinances prescribed in Our said recited 
Warrant, and subject to the provisions aforesaid, on such persons who may be qualified to receive the 
same in accordance with the said Rules and Ordinances as may hereafter be employed in the Local 
Forces raised or which may be raised in Our Colonies and their Dependencies, who may be called oe 
to serve in co-operation with Our Troops in military operations which it may be necessary to er- 
take for the suppression of Rebellion against Our Authority, or for repelling invasion by a foreign enemy.

THE QUEEN has been pleased to direct that the following REGULATIONS respecting FOREIGN ORDERS 
and MEDALS shall be substituted for those now in force :— 
Regulations respecting Foreign Orders. 

1. No subject of Her Majesty shall accept a Foreign Order from the Sovereign of any foreign 
country, or wear the insignia thereof, without having previously obtained Her Majesty's permission to 
that effect, signified by a warrant under Her Royal Siem Manual. 

2. Unless the Foreign Decoration shall have been conferred in consequence of active and distinguished 
service, either at sea or in the field, such permission will not be given to any subject of Her Majesty, 
except in the following cases, if recommended specially by the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs :— 

(1.) The Chief of a Complimentary Mission from Her Majesty. 
(2.) A Military or Naval Attaché on the termination of his appointment. 

.) Any person, not at the time in the service of Her Majesty, who has rendered valuable 
service to the Sovereign bestowing the Order outside Her Majesty’s dominions, or in an Embassy 
or Legation of that Sovereign in this country. 

3. The intention of a Foreign Sovereign to confer upon a British subject the insignia of an Order 
must be notified to Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, either through the 
British Minister accredited to the Court of such Foreign Sovereign, or through his Minister accredited 
at the Court of Her Majesty. 

4. If the service for which it is proposed to confer the Order has been performed during war, the 
notification required by the preceding clause must be made not later than two years after the exchange 
of the Ratifications of a Treaty of Peace. 


If the service has been performed in time of peace, the notification.must be, made within two years 
after the date of such par vige. ee 
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5. After such notification shall have been received, Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs shall, if the case comes within the conditions prescribed by the present Regulations, and 
arises from naval or military serviccs before the enemy, refer it to Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary 
of State for the War Department previously to taking Her Majesty’s pleasure thereupon, in order to 
ascertain whether there be any objection to Her Majesty’s permission being granted. 

A similar reference shall also be made to the Commander-in-Chief if the application relates to an officer 
in the army, or to the Lords of the Admiralty if it relates to an officer in the navy. 

6. When Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs shall have taken the Queen’s 
pleasure on any such application, and shall have obtained Her Majesty’s permission for the person in 
whose favour it has been made to accept the Foreign Order and wear the insignia thereof, he shall signify 
the same to Her Majesty’s Principal Sosrctary of State for the Home Department, in order that he may 
cause the warrant required by Clause I. to be prepared for the Royal Sign Manual. 

When such warrant shall have been signed by the Queen a notification thereof shall be inserted in 
the ‘‘Gazette,” stating the service for which the Foreign Order has been conferred. 

7. The warrant signifying Her Maj ty permission may, at the requestand at the expense of the 
person who has obtained it, be registered in the College of Arms. 

8, Every such warrant as aforesaid shall contain a clause providing that Her Majesty’s license and 
permission does not authorise the assumption of any style, appellation, rank, precedence, or privilege 
ap ining to a Knight Bachelor of Her Majesty’s realms. 

.- When a British subject has received the Royal permission to accept a Foreign Order, he will at any 
future time be allowed to accept the decoration of a higher class of the same Order to which he may 
have become eligible by increase of rank in the foreign service or in the service of his own country, or any 
other distinctive mark of honour strictly consequent upon the acceptance of the original Order, and 
common to every person upon whom such Order is conferred. 

10. The preceding clause shall not be taken to apply to decorations of the Guelphic Order which were 
bestowed on British subjects by Her Majesty's predecessors King George IV. and King William IV., 
on whose heads the crowns of Great Britain and of Hanover were uni 

Decorations so bestowed cannot properly be considered as rewards granted by a Foreign Sovereign 
for services rendered according to the purport of Clause 2 of these Regulations. They must be rather 
considered as personal favours bestowed on British subjects by British Sovereigns, and as having no 
reference to services rendered to the Foreign Crown of Hanover.

Regulations respecting Foreign Medals. 

1. Applications for permission to accept and wear Medals which, not being the decoration of any 
Forei Order, are conferred by a Foreign Sovereign on British subjects in the army or navy, should 
be ad to the Commaniler-in-Chief or the Lords of the Admiralty, as the case may be, who, if 
they see fit, may submit the same for Her Majesty’s sanction; upon obtaining which they may grant 
such permission without other formality. 

2. Any other British subject, having obtained Her Majesty’s permission, is at liberty to accept ani 
wear a Foreign Medal, not being the Decoration of a Foreign Order. 

3. No permission is necessary for accepting a Foreign Medal, if such Medal is not to be worn.

ENGROSSING AND ENROLLING OF BILLS. 
** Die Jovis, 8° Februarii, 1849. 

‘* Resolved, by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal in Parliament assembled, — 

1. “‘ That it is expedient to discontinue the present system of engrossing, and to alter the present 
system of Enrolling Bills, and to make such provisions in lieu thereof as are hereinafter mentioned. 

2. ‘‘ That this House is prepared to agree to the following arrangements, if agreed to by the other 

House of Parliament.” 

I. Thatin lieu of being engrossed, every Bill shall be fair printed immediately after it shall have been 

d in the House in which it originated, and that such fair printed Bill shall be sent to the other 

ouse, as the Bill so passed, and shall (subject to the regulation next hereinafter mentioned) be dealt 
with by that House and its Officers in the same manner in which Engroesed Bills are now dealt with. 

II. t on its Return to the House in which it originated, without Amendments (or if amended, after 
the Amendments shall have been settled and agreed to), it shall be fair printed by the Queen’s Printer. 
who shall furnish a fair print thereof on vellum to the House of Lords, before the Royal Assent, and 
likewise a duplicate of such fair print, also on vellum. 

III. That one of such fair prints of each Bill shall be duly authenticated by the proper Officers of 
each House, as the Bill to which both Houses have agreed. 

IV. That the Royal Assent shall be endorsed in the usual form on such fair print so authenticated, 
which shall be deposited in the Record Tower, in lieu of the present Engrossing. 

V. That the Copies promulgated in the first instance by the Queen’s Printer shaH be impressions 
from the same form as the deposited copy. 

VI. That the Master of the Rolls shail, upon pene, duly authorised in that behalf, receive in lieu of 
the Copies of Public General Acts as now enrolled, the hereinbefore mentioned duplicate fair print of 
each Public General Bill, to be held for the same pu and subject to the same conditions for and 
upon which the Enrolled Acts are now received and held by him.

advisable for the attainment of the before-mentioned objects, that the een’s Printer should be 
employed by both Houses to print the Public General Bills.

RECORD of the Public Services of Officers of the several Colonial Governments 
and other persons connected with the Colonies. 


(Corrected to Slst December, 1905.) 


The titles of ‘‘His Excellency,” ‘‘His Honour,” which are purely local, are, to save space, not 
inserted in the following records of services. 

Officers while actually administering the government of a Colony are styled ‘‘ His Excellency.” 

The Lieutenant-Governor of a Province in the Dominion of Canada is styled ‘‘ His Honour,” and the 
same style is usually accorded to Judges of Colonial Supreme Courte, though in Canada and some 
other Colonies the title of ‘‘the Honourable” is given to the latter. 

The title of ‘‘The Honourable” is given to all members of the King’s Privy Council for the 
Dominion of Canada, and of the Senate, and is by local usage adopted by members of the Executive 
and Legislative Councils in all Colonies. The President or Speaker of the Lower House (where two 
legislative chambers exist) aleo assumes this designation. Its use is restricted to the period of actual 
tenure of office, but ex-members of the Executive Council in Colonies possessing reaponsible government 
may, under certain conditions, by permission of the King, be allowed to retain the title within the 
Colony after having ceased to hold office. The members of the King’s Privy Council for the Dominion 
of Canada, and of the Executive Councils of Victoria, Tasmania, and the Cape Colony, do not vacate 
their seats, and therefore retain the title for life. By a notice published in the ‘‘ London Gazette ” 
of 16th June, 1893, Her Majesty approved of the use and recognition of the title throughout Her Majeaty's 
Dominions in the case of members of the Executive or Legislative Councils of Colonies i 
responsible government, so long as they are entitled to it, and by Circular Despatch of 14th Noveniber 
1896, it has been laid down that members of the Legislative Councils of responsible government 
Colonies, after not less than ten years’ continuous service, may, on the recommendation of the 


Governor, be allowed to retain the title for life. 


Acting appointments cannot, as a rule, be inserted in this record; nor can the services of officers 
be continued after their retirement unless they belong to one of the Orders of Knighthood. Officers 
are requested to furnish prompt information as to any errors or deficiencies in the record. 

Owing to the increasing pews on their space, the Editors have been compelled to abbreviate

While 
at the bd. of trade he prepared and deer yey 
in passing through Parlmt. the Bankruptcy 
which is now in force, the Patents Act of eat 
and other measures. After the redistribution of 
seats in 1885 he was returned as mem. for W. 
Birmingham, and joined Mr. Gladstone’s 3rd 
admstn. in 1886, as pres. of the local govt. bd... 
but resigned in consequence of his disagreement with 
the premier’s home rule policy. At the general 
election of 1886 he was returned unopposed for 
W. Birmingham, and at the end of 1887 proceeded 
to the U. States as plenipotentiary to negotiate: im 
conjunction with H. M.’s min. there and Sir Charles 
Tupper, a treaty for the settlement of the Atlantic 
fisheries question. The result of these negotiations 
was the convention of 1888, and though it was 
rejected by the U.S. senate, the modus vivends 
eatablished by it still regulates the fisheries. On 
the defeat of Lord Rosebery’s govt. in June, 1895, 
Mr. Chamberlain joined Lord Salisbury’s govt. as 
sec. of state for the col., and continued to hold that 
office in Mr. Balfour's cabinet, 1902. At the general 
elections of 1895 and 1900, in both of which he 
took a verv prominent part, he was again returned 
for W. Birmingham.
